Bishop of Louisiana offered the following Resolution, viz. ;—

authorised to furnish from time to time, for the OrriciAL YEAR-BooK or THE 
CuurcH OF ENGLAND, information concerning the condition and progress of 
this Church.”’’ 

Which was adopted. 

‘Message No. 15 was received from the House of Deputies, viz. :—- 

‘ Resolved—‘‘ That the House of Deputies concurs in Message No. 11 from the House of 

Bishops (as above).”’” 


IPvetace. 


THE most striking and encouraging feature in the record of the Church’s 
work for the past year is the marked increase in the number of Candidates 
for Ordination—711 as compared with 672 the previous year. Notsince 1895, 
when the number was 720, has so high a total been reached. 

But the fact that the Census Returns for 1911 reveal an increase in the 
population of England and Wales of 3,547,426 when compared with the 
Census Returns for 1901, is sufficient to show that it is not only necessary 
that the number of Candidates for Ordination should be maintained, but 
that it ought to be considerably further increased if the Church is to be 
able adequately to fulfil her responsibilities. 

As the Government have announced their intention of introducing a Bill 
for the Disestablishment and Disendowment of the Church in Wales during 
the next Session, and the campaign against this proposal is already being 
vigorously conducted throughout the country, it has been deemel 
advisable to repeat the special Appendix which appeared in our last issue, 
dealing with the report of the Royal Commission on the Church of England 
and other religious bodies in Wales and Monmouthshire, inasmuch as this 
shows how marked has been the progress made by the Church in Wales. 

Another matter of great importance to the well-being and progress of 
the Church in this country will be found dealt with in the second 
Appendix, i.e. The Report and Recommendations of the Archbishops’ 
Committee on Church Finance. 

We would once again acknowledge how much we owe to the kindness 
of the Colonial and Missionary Bishops ; of Archdeacon Colquhoun ; of Mr. 
R. T. Norfor; of the Rev. Samuel Hart, D.D., Secretary of the House of 
Bishops, U.S.A. ; of the Venerable the Chaplain of ihe Fleet ; of the Right 
Rev. the Chaplain-General ; of the Rev. Canon Hargrove, Capt. Klingender, 
and Mr. Talbot Baines. 

We would also gratefully acknowledge the help we have received from 
the Bishops’ Secretaries, the officials of Church Societies, and the 
Editors of diocesan calendars, who with such unfailing courtesy and kind- 
ness have responded to our requests for information.

SUMMARIES OF CHURCH WORK AND FINANCE 
~ ABSTRACTED FROM 
THE STATISTICAL RETURNS OF PAROCHIAL WORK 


Issued at the instance of the Convocations of Canterbury and York, and with the 
sanction of the Archbishops and Bishops. 


[The Tables apply only to the transactions of One Year, i.e. from January Ist, 1910, 
to December 31st, 1910, or from Easter 1910, to Easter 1911. ] 


The Tables, which follow, have been carefully compiled from the 
Parochial Returns of the Clergy furnished in reply to the Form of Inquiry, 
issued at the instance of the Convocations of Canterbury and York, and 
under the sanction of the Archbishops and Bishops. ‘This scheme for 
providing an annual report of Church Work and Finance originated in 
1888 with the appointment of a Committee of Convocation by the late 
Archbishop Benson, ‘To consider the expediency of framing a form of 
inquiry sufficiently comprehensive to enable the clergy to enter into one 
such form all the particulars, which are asked for now several times in the 
year from different centres and with differing authority.’ 

The work is, both in its aim and organisation, entirely distinct from 
the editing of this book, the idea being to secure one officially authorised 
record for the service of the Church as a corporate body and for the 
use of all officials, societies, etc., who may wish to avail themselves of 
this source of information. 


The Official Year-Book was selected as the most suitable channel for 
circulating in summarised form such particulars in the inquiry as it might 
be thought desirable to publish. 

The Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge acts by request as 
agent for Convocation in collecting and tabulating the Returns, The 
Form of Inquiry is issued in nearly all cases through the agency of 
the Rural Deans, and to their courteous co-operation the successful 
working of the scheme may be largely attributed. 


In 1906 joint committees of both Houses of Convocation of both 
Provinces held several meetings to discuss the amendment and simpli- 
fication of the Form hitherto in use: in the result, a revised Return was 
presented at the May Sessions and adopted by both Convocations, 
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EXPLANATIONS PREFATORY TO STATISTICAL SUMMARIES. 


These records do not claim to be an exhaustive record of the matters with which 
they specifically deal. The inquiry is confined to the Parochial Clergy, and the tables 
embrace the returns of about ninety-nine percent. : unfortunately among the defaulters 
is included a considerable proportion of large and important parishes; this defect 
must be taken into account in any attempt to arrive at acomplete statement. Further, 
in comparing the figures of 1905-6 and subsequent years with those of previous years 
it is essential that attention should be paid to the following explanations of the 
principal divergencies of the revised Form of Inquiry (on which the figures for the 
last five years are based) from that hitherto in use. 


Norr.—ZIn cases where a Benefice was void or where for any reason a reply was not 
received this year, the figures of the previous return have, where possible, been registered. 


I. Parochial Work and Organisation. 


(a) Communicants.—The figures represent only the number of those communicating 
at Easter ; it should be distinctly understood that there is no comparison between the 
figures of this column and the estimated totals given in years previous to 1905-6. 


(t) Church Accommodation.—Distinction is no longer drawn between Chapels of 
Ease and Mission Rooms or other buildings. The figures embrace only Churches, 
Chapels of Ease and Mission Buildings, and do not include Parochial Halls, Institutes, 
Schools, ete., except those in which Divine Service is held regularly. 


(c) Church Services.—Previous to 1905-6 it was customary to tabulate the number 
of services and celebrations; the tables are now so arranged that the number of 
churches (not parishes) is given in which the Holy Communion is celebrated and services 
(other than and exclusive of celebrations) are held on the specific occasions, 


(2d) Sunday Schools.—In the form of Inquiry the Incumbent is asked to enter all 
scholars over 15 under Bible Classes, but owing to the fact that all Incumbents are not 
equally careful to draw the line between Sunday Schools and Bible Classes, uniform 
registration is rendered somewhat difficult, especially in the Manchester Diocese and in 
the Welsh Dioceses, where there are numerous adult Sunday Schools. For purposes of 
comparison, therefore, it is advisable to take the figures for Sunday Schools and Bible 
Classes together, 
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II. Clerical Incomes. 


The figures of gross and net income are based upon the following revised schedule.

The most important distinction between this basis of calculation and that in use 
previous to 1905-6 is that the stipends of assistant clergy are in no case allowed as a 
deduction : this is in keeping with the Statutory Return. 


(a) Easter Offerings. The decrease in this column compared with that of years 
previous to 1905-6 may be explained by the fact that previously Easter offerings were 
combined with ‘ other collections towards clerical Income’; as will be seen above, the 
inquiry is now restricted to Easter offerings at three years’ average. 


N.B.—The Lower House of Convocation of Canterbury desired the elimination of this 
item as not forming part of official income ; the matter is now under the consideration of 
the Joint Committees of the two Convocations. 


(b) Stipends of Assistant Clergy. ‘The ‘total amount’ is inclusive of all grants 
and contributions ; sums paid by the Incumbent have been taken as a Voluntary 
contribution in ail cases; previous to 1905-6 payments which constituted a legal 
charge upon the income of the Benefice, where the Incumbent was incapacitated for 
any cause, were not included in this category. 


III. Voluntary Contributions. 


A three-fold division is adopted here: (1) Parochial; (2) Diocesan ; (3) Extra- 
Parochial. It will be noticed that Endowments for educational purposes are elimin- 
ated and that contributions towards Church societies are tabulated under two heads : 
(a) Home, (2) Foreign. 

The figures given on pages xxxi-xxxiii only take into account ‘sums raised by 
collections in Church or through some Parochial machinery.’ An attempt is made 
on pages XXxvi-xxxvii to state the total Voluntary offerings of the Church from all 
sources; information as to the method of calculation will be found at the foot of the 
table.

EXPLANATION OF TABLE, 


In the preparation of this Table an attempt has been made to represent the income 
arising from annual subscriptions, donations, Church offertories, legacies, etc., of the 
Church of England for the year ending Easter 1911. In order to guard against dupli- 
cation a two-fold division has been adopted, discriminating between the funds raised 
and administered by Central and Diocesan Societies, and those under the control of 
Parochial and Local organisations. 

In Part I. the figures have been compiled from authorised statements communicated 
by the officials of Diocesan and Central Societies. No account has been taken of 
contributions to Societies supported by the co-operation of Churchmen and Noncon- 
formists, such as the Bible Society, Religious Tract Society, and the London City 
Mission. 

In Part II. the figures have been extracted from the officially authorised Returns of 
the Church of England issued at the instance of the Houses of Convocation, and under 
the sanction of the Archbishops and Bishops of both Provinces. 

All grants from the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, Queen Anne’s Bounty, or anything 
of the nature of Government aid, have been carefully excluded.

CHURCH ACCOMMODATION. 


For a complete understanding of the nature and extent of the provision made by the 
Church of England for Public Worship, the following considerations should be carefully 
recognised. This Report represents the measure of this provision from two distinct 
points of view. 

I, Parochial, embracing the accommodation of ancient Parish Churches, District 
Churches, Chapels of Ease, Permanent Mission Rooms, and other buildings of a public 
character in which Services are held continuously for at least six months during the year. 


II. Extra Parochial, embracing accommodation in Chapels attached to Colleges, 
Public Schools, Military and Naval Depots, Hospitals and other philanthropic

EXPLANATIONS OF THE ABOVE TABLES. 


I. These figures have been registered from the Official Returns annually communicated 
by the Parochial Clergy at the request of the Bishop of the Diocese; they cannot, 
however, be regarded as complete, inasmuch as about one per cent. of the Clergy fail 
to supply the information ; this deficiency should be the more fully allowed for, as it 
affects Parishes of very large populations. 

II. A report of a Committee of the London Diocesan Conference (1902) drew 
pointed attention to the necessity fora more complete registration of the provision made 
by the Church of England for Public Worship. In response to the recommendation of 
the Committee, an effort was made to obtain information with regard to all such 
accommodation provided in Chapels independent of Parochial limit and organisation. 

The difficulties of conducting such an inquiry were naturally many and great, as there 
were no recognised facilities for obtaining the information, nor any existing authority 
that could command it; the result must for the present be regarded as very inadequate. 

In the statements we have formulated, to guard against exaggeration we have ex- 
cluded the very numerous Institutions in which, as there is no Chapel, services are held 
in appointed rooms.

TRAINING OF CANDIDATES FOR HOLY ORDERS—THEOLOGICAL

CLERICAL EDUCATION. 


Tue following reports bear witness to the efforts being made to arouse 
Churchmen to a sense of the great importance of securing an adequate 
supply of suitable Candidates for Holy Orders, and obtaining for them 
when necessary financial assistance towards the cost of their training. 
That the efforts made in this direction are beginning to bear fruit is 
evidenced by the satisfactory increase in the average number of Candidates 
ordained during the past few years. 

Daring the year Advent 1910 to Advent 1911 the total has exceedel 
700. This is the first time this figure has been reached since 1896. 


FINANCIAL AIDS TO CLERICAL EDUCATION. 


I. GENERAL. 


The Cambridge Graduates’ Ordination Fund.—The object of this Fund, in- 
stituted in the spring of 1892, is to promote the fuller preparation of candidates for 
Holy Orders from the University of Cambridge, by securing to them a period 
devoted to this end, after they have taken the B.A. degree. Those only receive 
grants who would be unable, without such assistance, to enjoy this advantage. The 
Fund is administered by a Committee of Cambridge residents. Those to whom 
grants are promised are required to enter upon a course of preparation either at 
the University or in a Theological College or other recognised school of training. 
No weight is given in the election to any differences between schools of thought 
within the Church. 

The fund is entirely dependent upon annual contributions. During the last 
financial year, Michaelmas 1909-1910, the income was 3387. 8s. 6d. Grants 
were made to 18 applicants.

The Ordination Candidates’ Exhibition Fund.—This Fund aims at helping 
young men of thoroughly good qualifications, whose means are insufficient to enable 
them to go to College. At the issue of the 1910 report, the Fund had 102 students | 
on its Exhibition list ; of these 40 were at Oxford, 29 at Cambridge, 4 at Durham, 15 | 
were taking courses at various recognised Theological Colleges, and the remaining 14 


were graduates having a period of special Theological study before Ordination.

Clerical Woducation. 


Since the beginning of 1903, a special effort has been made to interest par- 
ticular donors in the needs of particular candidates. Up to the end of 1910, no 
less than 203 such men were introduced to patrons who provided the balance required 
to make up what was necessary for a College course. ‘The money paid or promised 
for these 203 came to a total of over 24,0002. Out of the 203 no less than 157 will 
come to Ordination with Degrees.

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SCHOOLS AND ASSOCIATIONS FOR THEOLOGICAL 
STUDY. 


RecognisinG the foremost claims of devotion in distinctly pastoral work, 
it becomes increasingly evident that if their ministries are effectually to 
influence a thoughtful and inquiring age, every encouragement must be 
given to the Clergy to cultivate the highest measure of intellectual attain- 
ment. 


The Clergy Training School, Cambridge.—The characteristic feature of the 


School (which commenced its work in the Lent Term of 1881), as distinguished from 
‘Theological Colleges in general, is its close connection with the life of the University, 
and its relation to the Professors of Divinity and to other resident Teachers. 

The chief subjects treated in lectures and classes are as follows: («) General Know- 
ledge of the Bible and selected books ; (6) Dogmatic Theology, including the history of 
the Oreeds and the Thirty-nine Articles ; (¢) The Book of Common Prayer ; (d) Church 
History ; (¢) Pastoral Theology ; (f) Sermon Composition; (gy) Hebrew; (h) Singing 
and Elocution. 

The building in Jesus Lane, Westcott House, was opened by Bishop West- 
cott on May 18, 1899. It contains, at present, accommodation for the Vice-Principal 
and nine students, but additional buildings are in course of erection. It is hoped that 
the School, with its Chapel Lecture Room, and Common Room, will be a centre of 
influence not only among its members, but among others in the University who are 
looking forward to, or considering the question of, taking Holy Orders. With this 
object, undergraduates and graduates still engaged in University study are admitted as 
« Associates of Westcott House,’ in order that they may receive such instruction and 
guidance in preparation for Holy Orders as their position admits. It is not assumed 
that Associates have definitely pledged themselves to seek Ordination, but that they 
are seriously considering offering themselves as candidates for Holy Orders in the Church 
of England. 

Besides the general and informal guidance which the Principal and others connected 
with the Clergy Training School will be ready to give, Associates of Westcott House join 
Members of the School in a weekly devotional Service at which an Address is given, 

Since the commencement of its work there have been over 500 members in the 
School. The average number of members for the last four years has been 16.

King’s College, London.—The Faculty of Theology provides instruction for— 

I. Students intending to offer themselves as candidates for Holy Orders inthe Church 
of England. 

II. Students preparing for the B.D. degree of the University of London. 

III. Non-matriculated students : persons desirous of studying any branch or branches 
of Theology. 

The work of this department is carried on by an able body of professors under the 
direction of the Principal, the Rev. A. C. Headlam, D.D. The Lectures to be attended 
and the other exercises required for the Associateship are decided by the Principal in 
conjunction with the Board of Theology. The Associateship is recognised by most 
Lishops as a qualification for acceptance as Candidates for Holy Orders. 

The normal course for the Associateship is three years, consisting of a preparatory 
course of one year as a regular student of the College, followed by a two years’ course in 
Theology. Those who have passed the London Matriculation or the Central Entrance 
Examination, or some equivalent examination, may at once enter upon the Two Years’ 
Course. 
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Students can start their Course in Evening Classes by counting two years in the 
Evening as equivalent to one year in the Day Classes. The Associateship cannot be 
obtained on Evening Classes alone. 

Fees. —Students for the Associateship pay :— 

1. A Matriculation fee of 5 guineas. 

2. A Composition fee of 107. 10s. per Term in the Morning, or 67. per Term in the 
Evening Classes, or for the three years’ Morning Course 87. 8s. per Term. Those taking 
the three years’ Term for the B.D. pay 71. 7s. a Term. - 

Exhivitions and Bursaries.—At the beginning of October, the following Exhibitions 
will be awarded :— ~ 

1. Six Exhibitions of 507. a year for one year assigned to (a) Graduates of any 
University in the Empire, (b) Members of the Faculty wiio have completed their Two 
Years’ Course and who desire to continue their studies for a third year with a view to the 
London B.D. degree. 

2. Five Entrance Exhibitions of 202. a year for the morning course will be 
awarded to matriculated students of the University of London on the condition of their 
reading for the B.D. degree. 

There are also a certain number of Bursaries at the disposal of the Principal. 

Further information will be sent on application to the Principal. 

Residence.—There is a Theological Hostel, within easy reach of the College, for 
those Theological students who wish for the advantages of a common life. Particulars 
of the Hostel can be had trom the Warden, 42 Mecklenburgh Square, W.C. 


St. David’s College, Lampeter. —This College is open to all students, and enforces no 
religious test. Though its primary object is to train candidates for ordination, it is not 
solely a theological College. It has, by royal charter, the right of conferring the B.A. 
and B.D. degrees after three years’ residence, and the courses of study are very far from 
being confined to theology. 

Honours Courses may be taken in History, Science, Mathematics, Classics, Welsh, 
aud Theology. The courses may be useful :— 

1. To those who wish to take a degree in Arts, but are unable to afford the expense 
of residence at Oxford or Cambridge. 

2. To those who wish to take advantage of the ‘affiliation’ of the College to 
Oxford and Cambridge. Those who take an Honours Course at St. David’s College can, 
after two years’ residence, proceed to Oxford, or (under slightly different conditions) to 
Cambridge, and take a degree there after two years’ residence. 

3. To those who have to leave school at seventeen, and may well spend two years at 
Lampeter before going to Oxford or Cambridge. 

4. To graduates of other Colleges or Universities, wishing one or two years’ special 
study of theology. 

The College is situated in large grounds, of about teu acres, in a healthy district, 
400 feet above the sea. It is a residentiary College. It has a large library of 
over 50,000 volumes, and it has also students’ reading room and common room, hall, 
chapel, and laboratories. 

The staff consists of nine resident Professors and Lecturers, and the examinations are 
carried out by examiners appointed by the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge. The 
uumber of students at present in residence is 140. : 

The total annual expenses (but not personal expenses) can be brought as low as 50/. 

At the Scholarship Examination held early in October, scholarships, ranging from 
302. downwards, of the total value of more than 590/., are awarded each year.

Diocese of Manchester.—In order to assist candidates for Holy Orders who are 
graduates of Universities or students in Theological Colleges, or who have not been 
to any University or College, in their preparation for the sacred office which they 
desire to undertake, the Bishop, with the co-operation of his Cathedral Clergy and 
Chaplains, has drawn up a plan which it is hoped may be of material service, Its 
chief features are that it provides instruction—(q) in the subjects with which candi- 
dates for Holy Orders are expected to show an acquaintance at the examination which 
precedes Ordination ; (4) in the practical work of a parish ; (c) in reading and speaking. 
By the opening of the Schole Episcopi, in 1890, practical steps were taken to make 
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the above provision. Over one hundred students have been adinitted since the School 
was established, Eighty-five have been ordained. The average length of residence is 
eight terms. A nominal charge of 1/. per term is made for tuition. The Bishop is 
Principal. The teaching staff consists of the Dean, the Rev. Canon Seott, Vice- 
Principal ; and various Lecturers. The studenits also attend the lectures on the History 
of the English Church given by Professor Tout at the Victoria University.

Egerton Hall, Victoria Park, Manchester.—The College is open to graduates who 
wish for one or two years’ Theological study. The fees for such graduates amount to 
751. a year. 

Four Scholarships are annually offered, of the value of 1002, and tenable for two 
years. The holders must be graduates in high honours of a University. They will 
agree to reside in the College and to read for the Manchester B.D. degree. At the 
end of the two years it is understood that they will serve in the Manchester diocese, 
after ordination by the Bishop, for a period of at least four years. 

Willoughby C. Allen, 
M.A., Archdeacon of Manchester, Examining Chaplain to the Bishop and Lecturer in 
the History of Doctrine in the University, Egerton Hall, Victoria Park, Manchester. 


St. Anselm’s Hostel, Dickenson Road, Rusholme, Manchester, provides accommo- 
dation for sixteen students. The object is to provide a long and thorough course of 
training for Holy Orders including the Manchester University Arts and Divinity courses. 
The method is to combine with the advantages of the University a life of regularity, 
simplicity and devotion in the Hostel. Age of admission, about 18. Candidates should 
have passed, or should be able to pass in reasonable time, the Manchester Matriculation 
Examination.

The Church Hostel, Cardiff—The Warden of St. Michael’s College, Llandaff, with 


the sanction of the College Council, has established a Church Hostel for undergraduates 
of the University College, Cardiff, who are candidates for Holy Orders. 

The Hostel is meant to providea home, instead of an isolated lodging in Cardiff or 
the neighbourhool, where undergraduate Candidates for Holy Orders will live together 
and enjoy the blessings of Christian influence and intercourse under suitable guidance. 
At the end of their University career, they will leave the Hosteland enter into residence 
for two additional years’ training for the work of their calling and ministry at St. 
Michael’s College, Llandaff.

St. Chad’s Hostel, Hooton Pagnell, was opened, after re-organisation, in May 1904, 
for the accommodation of Students who were previously receiving a course of Theological 
instruction from the Clergy of the parish. The object of the Hostel is to enable candi- 
dates of good ability, who are not themselves possessed of the requisite means, to obtain 
a full and adequate training for the priesthood. ‘The Hostel is under the management 
of a Council, and the course of instruction covers the usual subjects studied in 
‘Theological Colleges as well as special preparation for University Scholarships, and the 
Durham Arts Matriculation. The Hostel is affiliated to St. Chad’s Hall im the Uni- 
versity of Durham, to which suitable candidates proceed in order to study for the usual 
degrees in Arts and Theology, spending one year in the Hostel and at least two at 
Durham. Applications from Clergy on behalf of earnest men with distinet vocation 
are cordially welcomed. It should’ be clearly understood that the Hostel only receives 
those who but for such assistance as it provides would be unable to respond to their 
Vocation. At present there are fifteen Students in the Hostel, and thirty-two are in 
residence at St. Chad’s Hall, Durham. Since the inception of the work a few years 
ago, more than one hundred men have been helped in the Hall or Hostel.

Bishop Jacob Hostel, Newcastle-upon-Tyne.—1. The Hostel has been founded for 
t e purpose of affording opportunities of study and preparation, devotional and practical, 
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to graduate candidates for Holy Orders. 2. The period of residence is one year. Students 
may enter the Ifostel at the beginning of any term, but they are required to remain in 
residence until the date of their ordination, so as to be ordained direct from the Hostel. 
8. The general course of preparation comprises—(a) Help in the devotional life: by 
Church Services, addresses, and individual instruction. (b) Lectures and private 
tuition: in the Holy Scriptures, the Prayer Book, the Creeds and Thirty-nine Articles, 
Church History, and Pastoral Theology. (c) Practical training in different branches of 
Parochial Work. 4. The Fees amount to 75/. a year. Exhibitions, varying in annual 
value from 10/7. to 50/7. each, are awarded to Students by testimonial, without further 
examination, on production of particulars of their Degree. 

During the last year, five students have been ordained. There are now seven students 
in residence. For practical work these are distributed over different parishes in Neweastle. 

During the year the sum of 4377. has been provided by voluntary donations for the 
assistance of poorer students.

Ripon College. —This college is designed to offer a thorough and systematic training 
for Holy Orders, under the special supervision of the Bishop of Ripon, at reduced 
expense, to Graduates of any British University. Students are not restricted in their 
selection of the Diocese in which they desire to be ordained. The College Buildings 
provide accommodation for the Vice-Principal and 14 Students. The expenses of 
residence in College, including tuition, board and lodging, but rot including hooks, 
stationery, and washing, amount to 20/. per term. There are two courses of study, 
extending over periods of one and two years respectively, with four terms in each 
year. In eases in which the expense is a serious difficulty the Council offer certain 
exhibitions to undergraduates at the Universities before commencing residence at Ripon, 
and others to graduates when they enter Ripon College. The course of study includes 
the subjects usually required for Bishops’ examinations. Special attention is given to 
training in Homiletical and Pastoral work. The Bishop himself conducts the sermon 
class. Lectures are given on method in Teaching. Voice training is carefully attended 
to. Seventeen Students were in residence during the year. Fcur Exhibitions were held 
at Oxford and Cambridge, and seven at the College itself. 

Further information will be given by the Principal, to whom all applications for 
admission should be made (address, Rev. Canon Battersby Harford, Ripon). 


House of the Sacred Mission, Kelham.—The House of the Sacred Mission is a 
recognised Theological College, of which the Diocesan, the Lord Bishop of Southwell, 
is Visitor. It is under the control of the Society of the Sacred Mission. 

The Society is prepared to give full and imyartial consideration to all candidates, 
whatever their means or cducation, but men are only accepted on the principle of 
selection. The Society is prepared, where necessary, to provide for the entire mainten- 
ance of those chosen, but such are expected to repay what is actually spent (not ex- 
ceeding 250/.) after ordination. 

For those able to pay for their maintenance, the cost is calculated at 407. per annum 
without tuition, or €07. with tuition. ; 

The Theological course lasts four years, to which must be added the preparation for 
the Central Entrance Examination in the case of those who have not previously passed 
it, and the preparation necessary for the Universities’ Preliminary Examination (about 
six months). 

Those coming under 19 receive regular instruction until that age. 

Candidates are accepted for ordination between the ages of 16 and 23. 'T'wo hundred 
and ninety students have been admitted ; there are at present eighty-one in residence. 
During 1910 the sum of 1,543/. 1s. 5d, was contributed for the maintenance and 
assistance of Students.

The College of the Resurrection, Mirfield.—Free training for Candidates for Holy 
Orders. The common life of the College is planned upon strict lines. Study takes up

At Mirfield the students live with the Warden at the College, but they share in some 
of the Chapel Services of the Community, and dine with the Brethren. At Leeds they 
live under the care of the Community in the Hostel of the Resurrection. The course of 
training lasts at least five years ; normally three years are spent after matriculation in 
taking an Arts degree at the University of Leeds; and in any case the last two years 
are spent in the special study of Theology, and systematic training for the life and 
work of the Ministry. 

N.B.—In no ease can a student be adinitted unless he has acquired a sound elemen- 
tary knowledge of Latin and Greek. he age of admission to the College is from 
Ly OU, 

In no case will any payment be required from any student for his training during his 
College course; but the following will be the usual financial arrangements, subject to varia- 
tions in special cases. Each student must undertake to repay after ordination half the 
cost of his training, estimated at the rate of 50/. per annum; the pay:nent may be spread 
over the first five or six years following his ordination in equal annual instalments, 
and no one shall consider himself at liberty to enter into any engagement to. marry 
until his payment is completed.

Bishop’s Hostel, Farnham.—The number of men at this Hostel is limited to ten or 
eleven, and members must be graduates of Oxford or Cambridge. The ordinary course 
of reading covers one year ; the year is divided into four terms, each eight weeks in 
length. Men are not pledged to work in the Winchester Diocese. The full fees are 
1407. for the year. ‘The Bishop of Winchester does, however, receive men at a lower 
rate in cases where the higher fee would press unduly ; this is, of course, a matter for 
private arrangement. Candidates for entranee into the Hostel are generally required 
to be interviewed by the Bishop of Winchester before being finally accepted.

Stoke Damarel Clergy Training School, Devonport.—Visitor : The Bishop of Exeter.

CENTRAL ENTRANCE EXAMINATION FOR NON-GRADUATE 
STUDENTS IN THEOLOGICAL COLLEGES. 


This Examination has been established by the Archbishops and Bishops of the Pro- 
vinees of Canterbury and York to ensure an adequate standard of general education in 
non-graduate candidates for Orders before they begin their two years’ course of special 
Theological study, and by resolutions of the Bishops dated Feb. 10, 1892, and June 21, 
1892, no candidate will be entitled to begin his two years’ course until he has passed the 
Central Hntrance Examination. The examination is an entrance examination in the 
sense that it admits to the commencement of the two years’ Theological Course, but it 


is contemplated that in many cases candidates will enter Theological Colleges for 
preparatory training, 
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The examination will be dispensed with, and a certificate granted, in the case of those 
who can offer an equivalent. The equivalents allowed are as follows : (a) The Oxford 
and Cambridge Senior Local, (b) Examination for Higher Certificates of the Oxford and 
Cambridge Joint Board, (¢) The London University Matriculation, (@) Responsions 
at Oxford, (e) Previous Examination at Cambridge, arts lee atl Ome ll penis) ee Orie 
Examination after Matriculation in Trinity College, Dublin, (gv) Entrance Examination 
in Arts of Durham University, (z) Examinations for the title of Associate in Arts of 
any of the recognised University Colleges in England, (¢) Senior Central Welsh Board 
Examination, (£) Examinations for 1st Class Certif. of Coll. of Preceptors, (7) Matricu- 
lation Examinations in Colonial and other Universities ; provided that in all cases 
the candidate shall have passed in Latin and Greek, and that the certificate of having 
passed any one of the specified examinations shall have been obtained within three 
years of the examination from which he desires to be exempted. This certificate must 
be forwarded to the Secretary of the Council by the Principal of the Theological College 
at the same time and in the same way as an application to enter for the examination, 
but without payment of a fee ; and a certilicate must be obtained from the examiners 
that the equivalent is allowed. 

It is to be noted that in Examinations which do not include outlines of Seripture 
History and a Gospel in Greek the Candidates will be required to satisfy the Central 
Entrance Examiners in outlines of Scripture History, and in the selected Gospel. 

The examination is conducted under the control of a council consisting of representa- 
tives of (1) the Bishops of the two Provinees, (2) the Principals of Theological Colleges, 
(3) the Examiners. Examiners are appointed by the two Archbishops and by the 
Principals of Theological Colleges (acting in conjunction), according to a fixed 
proportion, Examinations are held three times a year, viz. in the first week of 
December, in the second week before Holy Week, and in the last week of July. 

The following places are at present centres for examination, but the list may vary 
from time to time:—Birkenhead, Canterbury, Durham, Exeter, Lichfield, Lincoln, 
Manchester, London, Salisbury. 

Candidates for examination, and candidates who present a certificate of an equivalent 
examination, must apply through the Principal of the College at which they propose to 
enter, or of which they are already probationary members. 


These applications must be made on or before November 1 for the December Ke- 
amination, on or before Ash Wednesday for the March Examination, and on or before 
July 1 for the July Examination. 

In making application for admission cach Candidate must state which of the alternative 
subjects—Huclid, Geometry or Logic—he intends to take; also whether he intends to take 
the set books, or the unprepared Greek and Latin. 

A fee of fifteen shillings is charged to every candidate, and the fees as well as the 
applications must be sent to the Principals of the Colleges, by whom they will be forwarded 
to the Secretary of the Cowneit. 


In 1912 the subjects are as follows: (1) Xenophon’s Memorabilia, Book I., or easy 
unprepared passages for translation from Greek. (2) Cicero’s De Amicitia, or easy 
unprepared passages for translation from Latin. (3) Outlines of Scripture History. 
(4) The Gospel of St. Luke, for translation and interpretation, (5) Outlines of English 
History, text-books recommended—Gardiner’s Outline of English History and The 
Tudors and the Reformation or Roman History. (6) The first book of Euclid (the 
paper will include easy deductions), 07 Elementary Logie or Modern Geometry. 

Candidates are warned that want of acquaintance with any part of the text of the 
books set will involve failure. ‘ : , 

In Papers (1), (2) and (4) special regard will be had to parsing. Besides passages from 
the selected books, questions on grammar will be set, and easy sentences for translation 
taken from other books. In all the papers regard will be had to English Grammar and 
Composition. ; 

The number of candidates who presented themselves in July 1910 was 149, of whom 
51 passed ; in December 1910 was 144, of whom 56 passed ; in March 1911 was 99, 


of whom 36 passed.

PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES FOR 
HOLY ORDERS. 


This examination has been established chiefly with a view to aid in promoting a 
more systematic and better distributed course of preparation for Holy Orders. It is 
conducted under the control of a Council consisting of the Divinity Professors of Oxford 
and Cambridge, two Graduates in Divinity from each University nominated by the 
Archbishops, two representatives of the University of Durham nominated by their 
Faculty of Theology, two representatives of the Examiners, and Examininy Chaplains, 
one being nominated by each of the Bishops, who accept the results of the examination. 

The examinations begin on the Tuesday in the second week before or after Easter 
which is nearest to April 8, and on the Tuesday nearest to October 8. The usual 
centres are: Birkenhead, Canterbury, Durham, Edinburgh, Lichfield, Lincoln, London, 
Manchester, Warminster. 

The examinations are open (w) to Graduates of the Hnglish Universities ; (6) to 
members of Theological Colleges in connection with the Church of England, who have at 
least entered on the last term of the complete course and are recommended by the 
Principal ; (¢) to any other person who may be nominated by a Bishop with a view to 
Ordination in his own Diocese. 

The examinations in 1912 will commence on March 26 and October 8, and 
will be in the following subjects: (1) A general paper on the contents of the Bible. 
(2) Old Testament: (a) Psalms Book I. Candidates will be expected to be 
acquainted with the Bible and Prayer Book Psalters. (6) The History of the 
Kingdom of Judah from the accession of Manasseh to the Fall of Jerusalem (inclusive), 
to be studied in the books of Kings and Chronicles, and the illustrative passages of 
Jeremiah. The paper on these books will contain questions on their subject-matter, 
criticism, and exegesis, together with questions on ‘Introduction.’ (3) New Testament 
in Greek: (a) the Gospel according to St. uke; () The Acts of the Apostles 
i,-xil. and Ist Epistle of St. Peter. The paper on these books will contain passages 
for translation and questions on the subject-matter, criticism, grammar, and exegesis 
of the books, together with questions on ‘Introduction.’ Candidates will also be 
expected to show a general knowledge of the Lord’s life and teaching as contained 
in the Four Gospels. Passages from the English Version will be given to be rendered 
into the original Greek. (4) The Creeds and the Thirty-nine Articles: history, text, 
and subject-matter. Questions will also be set on Apologetics. (5) The Prayer Book: 
history and contents. (6) Ecclesiastical History: (a) the history of the Christian 
Church to the Council of Constantinople (inclusive); (6) the history of the English 
Church from the earliest times to the Accession of Queen Anne. (7) Bede Hist. 
Liecles. Gentis Anglorum iii. A passage will also be set for translation into English 
from some ecclesiastical Latin author not previously specified. (8) A voluntary paper 
on Elementary Hebrew, with passages for translation from 2 Kings xxi.-xxvy. N.B.— 
An opportunity will be given in this paper for showing a knowledge of the Hebrew 
text of all the selected books of the Old Testament. An asterisk may be obtained 
by those who do creditably in the elementary parts of this paper only. Candidates 
are required to satisfy the examiners in each of the first seven subjects. 

A fee of 25s. will be charged to every candidate who enters the examination. 

Gentlemen who wish to offer themselves as candidates are requested to send their 
names, with certificates of moral character and particulars of their degrees, or written 
forms of nomination from Bishops in cases where such nominations are required, to Rev. 
Dr. King, Gayton Rectory, Blisworth, R.S.O., before March 1 for the Easter examina- 
tion, and before September 1 for the October examination.

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ASSOCIATIONS AND LECTURES FOR THE PROMOTION 
OF THEOLOGICAL STUDY. 


Central Society of Sacred Study Clergy of the Church of England.—Olject. To 
bring the parochial Clergy into touch with those who are directly engaged in the study 
and teaching of Theology at the Universities and elsewhere. To assist the Clergy in 
their Biblical and theological studies by supplying (a) the stimulus which comes from 
united action; (b) guidance with regard to courses of study and the choice of books ; 
(c) such other helps as from time to time it may be found possible and expedient to 
offer, To form a centre of union for Diocesan and other Clerical Societies having 
similar aims. 

Constitution. Patrons: the Archbishops of Canterbury, York, Armagh, Dublin, 
Ottawa, and the Primus of Scotland. President: The Rt. Rev. Dr Ryle, Dean of 
Westminster. The Society is under the general supervision of a Committee con- 
sisting of (1) Professors of Divinity at the Universities ; (2) a Representative and a 
Warden of each Diocese, nominated by the Bishop; (8) such teachers of Theology 
and others, being members of the Church of England, as may be co-opted by the 
above. The ordinary business of the Society is in the hands of a Warden chosen 
by the said Committee, who shall bea graduate and in Priest’s Orders, and shall be 
assisted by experts in the several branches of Biblical and theological learning. 

Operations. The following are among the means by which the Society seeks to 
fulfil its purpose: (a) circulating among its members a quarterly leaflet containing 
information on recent books and answers to questions of general interest, together 
with an annual syllabus, in which courses of study are suggested ; (0) assisting local 
branches in procuring lectures for the Clergy and in the formation of reading 
circles ; (c) advising individual clergymen in reference to their theological reading ; 
(d) endeavouring to arrange for the circulation of theological books among its 
members. 

Members pay a subscription of one shilling per annum to the Ceutral Society, 
Diocesan Wardens being empowered to charge an additional sum not exceeding one 
shilling and sixpence for local expenses. : 

There are now about 4,500 subscribing members. Branches of the Society exist in 
every Diocese of England and Wales; for Scotland in the Dioceses of Edinburgh, 
Brechin and Aberdeen ; for Ireland, in Armagh, Down, Meath, Ossory, Cork, Clogher, 
Derry, Kilmore, Tuam, Dublin, Cashel, Killaloe. Branches have also been formed 
in Jerusalem, Antigua, Jamaica, Trinidad, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, Ottawa ; 
Lahore, Madras, Lucknow, Rangoon, Singapore ; Bloemfontein, Grahamstown, Pretoria, 
and St. John’s, Kaffraria, in 8. Africa; Adelaide, Bathurst, Grafton and Armidale, 
Melbourne, and Rockhampton, in Australia ; Christchurch, Waiapu, and Wellington, 
in New Zealand. 

Experience points to these special needs : (1) The need of combined study in reading 
groups, especially among the younger Clergy. (2) The need of good lectures at different 
centres to stir up interest and keep the ideal of study clear and prominent. (3) The 
organisation of a supply of necessary books, especially among the country Clergy with 
limited incomes. The advantages of membership are briefly (1) to take part in a 
movement, warmly supported by the Bishops, whose aim is to raise the ideal of sacred 
study among the Clergy ; (2) to have the opportunity of obtaining the best advice as 
to theological reading ; (3) to be in touch with the various efforts being made in each 
Diocese to assist members Jocally in systematic study.

Diocese of York.—A course of Theological Lectures to the Clergy, arranged by a 
Committee under the Chairmanship of the Bishop of Beverley, was delivered in York, 
on Thursday and Friday, September 28 and 29, and attended by between sixty and 
seventy clergy. The Rev. W. Lock, D.D., Warden of Keble College, Oxford, lectured on 
the ‘Pastoral Epistles’; and the Rev. B. J. Kidd, D.D., the General Secretary of the 
Central Society of Sacred Study, lectured on ‘ Anti-Christian Polemic during the second 
and fourth Centuries,’ 


Diocese of Chester, Clerical Reading Union.—The Union, which was formed in 
1894, has a membership exceeding 200, not far from half the Clergy in the Diocese. 

Through the kindness of local Honorary Secretaries, Reading Cards are issued in 
accordance with a scheme constructed by a Committee of Selection, and embracing the 
systematic study of (1) Dogma and Apology ; (2) Church History ; (3) Ethics ; (4) The 
Holy Bible. 

While retaining its own Diocesan organisation, the Union has been connected with 
the Central Society of Sacred Study.

Diocese of Gloucester.—A course of lectures to the Clergy was arranged, May 
16-19, 1911. Rev. Wilfrid Richmond gave four lectures on ‘St. John’s Gospel,’ Rey. 
J. N. Figgis four on ‘The Church and the Modern State,’ and the Rev. Prebendary 
Wakeford three on ‘ Preaching.’ The lectures were attended by about one hundred and 
twenty Clergy. 

Diocese of Lichfield.—Membership of the ‘Reading Circle’ in this Diocese is limited 
to 30 junior priests, who are chosen by seniority in the ordination examination, The 
course extends over three years. There are four meetings yearly for discussion, one 
held at the Palace and presided over by the Bishop of the Diocese. Secretaries, The 
Archdeacon of Stafford (Venble. Archdeacon Blakeway, D.D.), Dunston Vicarage, 
Stafford, and the Reverend W. Outram, Butterton Vicarage, Newcastle, Staffs. 


Diocese of Southwark, Instruction in Teaching for the Clergy.—This movement 
owes its inspiration to the Rev. H. Wesley Dennis and Canon Maplesden, who arranged 
a four days’ course of lectures at Battersea College in 1910. Official sanction had been 
obtained from the Bishops of London, Southwark, and Rochester ; and the Deacons who 
attended were to be excused a large part of their examination for the Priesthood. A 
similar course was given last Easter at St. Mark’s College, Chelsea. It was arranged 
that as we specially catered for London, Southwark, and Rochester, we should vary the 
centre from year to year. 


Diocese _of Wakefield.—Two Courses of Lectures to the Clergy of the Diocese have 
heen given this year. The first in May, at Huddersfield, by Dr. Davey Biggs (of SS. 
Philip and James, Oxford), on ‘The History of the Eastern Church’ (with special refer- 
ence to the Patriarchate of Constantinople), three lectures ; and the second in October. at 
aa by Archdeacon Allen (of Manchester), on ‘Theology in relation to Modern 
Thought.’

THE HOME MISSION WORK OF THE CHURCH. 
SECTION I.—HOME MISSION WORK. 


CHURCH EXTENSION AND BUILDING SOCIETIES 
‘BISHOPS’ FUNDS,’ ECCLESIASTICAL COMMISSION. 


Ir is our design in this section to deal with the subject of Church Extension, 
and to trace its progress as far as we are able under the following headings : 


I. CHURCH BUILDING AND RESTORATION, ENDOWMENT, AND BUILDING 
OF PARSONAGE HOUSES. 


The interesting Return of Lord Hampton upon Church Building for the period of 
thirty-four years (1840—1874) has several times been previously referred to, and 
shows that during these years a sum of 25,548,703/. was raised for the building and 
restoration of Cathedrals and Churches. It is well known, however, that this return 
was by no means complete, and it has been estimated that, if it could have been made 
so, it would have represented an annual expenditure of at least one million upon this 
branch of Church work. A similar Return, in continuation 1873-1892, presented to 
the House of Lords, will be found in the Statistical Section of this book. 

The Editor has made a very general (annual since 1883) inquiry, with a view to 
obtain similar information ; for obvious reasons universal co-operation in such an under- 
taking could hardly be expected or secured, so that the sums recorded still fall short of 
the actual expenditure ; but the figures, as they appear in the following tables, were 
supplied by the Incumbents, and may therefore be accepted as accurate, and form a 
basis for calculation as to the total amount expended. It should be remembered that 
these figures represent voluntary offerings alone, grants from the Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sion and of such bodies holding Church Property in trust being carefully excluded.

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II. BUILDING AND RESTORATION OF CATHEDRALS. 


From the inquiry of the Cathedral Commission, as well as from information obtained 
by the Editor, it has been ascertained that from 1874 to 1884 the sum of 643,2982. was 


voluntarily contributed for the building, restoration, and adornment of Cathedrals. 


Ill. BISHOPS’ FUNDS, AND SOCIETIES FOR THE PROMOTION OF CHURCH 


BUILDING AND EXTENSION. 


The organisation and working of these agencies afford the most convincing proof of 
the anxious desire and determination of the Church to extend her ministrations in 
the densely populated centres of England and Wales. Several of these Funds have 
been in existence for many years, and the results they have achieved have been full of 
encouragement. By way of illustration we may instance what the Bishops of London 
have done for London, the Bishops of Rochester and Southwark for the southern district 
of the Metropolis, and the Bishops of St. Albans for the populous Deanery of Barking. 

Efforts of a similar character have been more recently made with considerable success 
by the Bishops of Durham, Newcastle, Llandaff, Peterborough, Gloucester, Bristol, 
Wakefield, Liverpool, and Worcester. The Bishops of Lincoln, Chester, St. Davids, 
Manchester, Exeter, Ripon, and Birmingham have organised Funds for Church Extension 
in Grimsby, Stockport, Swansea, Manchester, Plymouth, Leeds, Bradford and Birmingham. 


SPECIAL FUNDS FOR CHURCH EXTENSION. 


DIOCESE OF LONDON.—The Bishop of London’s Fund was founded by the 
late Archbishop Tait in 1863, and since that time has expended over 1,408,000/. 
upon Church extension in the Diocese. The income of the Fund for 1910 
was 26,8427. 9s. ld. The grants made during the year for the various objects of 
the Fund were as follows: Clergy, 5,8532. ; lay agents, 3,105/. ; mission buildings, 
10,6327. ; churches, 11,600/. ; other objects, 436/. Assistance in providing the 


permanent endowments for the same from the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, forms 
an important branch of the work. The 231 churches which have been built 
with aid afforded by this Fund, most of which would certainly not have been 
built without it, are only a part of the results which have come from its operations. 

An immense responsibility is thrown upon the Church, and to keep pace with an 
annual increase of population of 40,000, it is necessary that at least five new 
churches should be provided every year. There is constant and urgent need, too, 
-for more Mission-rooms, more Clergy, and more lay agents. To meet on anything 
like an adequate scale the rapidly growing wants of this already enormous Diocese, 
the Fund should have at its disposal at least 50,0007. a year.

The East London Church Fund was formed in 1880 for the purpose of extending 
Home Mission work in East London. Some years later the North of London was 
added to the sphere of its operations, which now includes the entire eastern half of 
the Diocese of London, with a population of over two millions. These are dis- 
tributed in upwards of 200 parishes, most of them poorly endowed. : 

The E.L.C. Fund meets the permanent need of these parishes by helping to 
supply living agents, clerical and lay, including readers, sisters, deaconesses, lady 
workers and mission women. Every year makes the work of this Fund more and 
more necessary, for the East London District is rapidly becoming poorer owing to 
the continual exodus of better-to-do people to the suburbs, while also new building 
is continually going on, adding considerably to the population in Tottenham, 
Enfield and Edmonton. a ; 

The Fund possesses no property ; and it is only by the generosity of those who 
support it, that it can maintain its work from year to year. The average income 
for the last ten years has been between 20,000/. and 21,0007. In 1908 it nearly 
reached 22,0002., while in 1909 it amounted to 22,097/7., which isthe largest income 
the Fund has yet received, The income for 1910 was 21,349/,

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The grants have continued to increase until there are now 420 assistant curates, 
scripture readers, lady workers, (leaconesses, and mission women, labouring in 179 
parishes, and all of them depending, for at least a portion of their stipend, on the 
E.L.C. Fund. 

The Council require an income of at least 22,0007. to continue the present work, 
A great number of parishes, however, are still understaffed, and a larger income is 
necessary in order that the needs of these also may le met. The Council also asks 
for contributions towards the Pension Fund, which enables worn-out and incapacitated 
incumbents and lay workers in the E.L.C.F. district to retire, and thus make room 
for younger and stronger men.

DIOCESE OF ST. ALBANS.—The Bishop of St. Albans East London Fund is 
for the spiritual needs of ‘London over the Border’—a district comprising the 
Victoria and Albert Docks, Beckton, North Woolwich, West Ham, Plaistow, 
Stratford, East Ham, Ilford, Leyton, Walthamstow, &e., and the Tilbury Dock 
District and Grays. 


Past Work.—The thirty-fourth year of the present Fund (the forty-second year 
since the Bishop of Rochester’s Fund first took over the work of the Bishop of 
London’s Fund in this district) is drawing to a close. In these forty-two years the 
living agents have increased from 5 to 199, while the Bishop of St. Albans Fund in 
thirty-three years has raised about 475,000/., and has established 45 mission districts, 
of which 25 have become separate parishes. 41 churches aided by the Fund have 
been built. Others have been enlarged, two rebuilt. About 115 mission churches 
or mission-rooms have received large grants, and the Fund now pays 279/. a year 
for the rent of 16 mission buildings (including the Shelters at Stratford, Leytonstone, 
Walthamstow, and Ilford). 30 parsonages and 2 clergy-houses have received grants, 
and much help has been given to Church Schools. Sites have been provided by free 
gift in 25 cases, and in addition large sums have been expended on their purchase. 
Very considerable grants have been made for endowment. 

The income for 1910 was 15,2607. 


Present Position.—This Fund now supports 17 mission Curates, 110 parochial 
Curates, 26 lay readers, and 46 mission women (in all 199 living agents), at a total 
cost of 18,332. a year. 

The present population is estimated at 855,000 (inclusive of the Tilbury Dock 
District), 

Special Difficulties of the District.—1. ‘London over the Border’ has no public 
spirit or corporate union, being the growth together of separate communities. 
2. It is capable of indefinite growth because of the largeness of its area; and for the 
| game reason the new districts spring up at a distance from the old churches, 
necessitating new churches and parochial organisations, and the work therefore has no 
finality. 3. Up to the end of 1904 it had not received any help (such as London 
and Southwark Dioceses have had) from the churches pulled down in the City of 
London, except 8,000, It has received nothing from the Marriott bequest for 
Church building, and the Heclesiastical Commissioners have no property init. 4. Most 
of the employment of labour is in the hands of Joint Stock Companies, who cannot 
contribute in their corporate capacity, while it is hard to get at the individual 
shareholders. é 

These difficulties can only be met by drawing attention to ‘London over the 
Border’—1. As an essential part of London viewed as a whole, and a direct conse- 
quence of its greatness and expansion. 2. As a centre of population of unparalleled 
growth, and where few of the well-to-do classes live, and where therefore the work of 
the Church needs to be strengthened from without.

DIOCESE OF SOUTHWARK.—The Southwark Diocesan and South London 
Church Fund was formed in the year 1905 to carry on the work, hitherto performed 
, by the Rochester Diocesan Society, of Missionary enterprise in South London and 
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other parts of the new Diccese of Southwark. Being a distinctly missionary agency, 


it has ever acted upon its essential principles in applying its funds mainly to the | 
_ employment of Missienary Clergy, Assistant Curates, Deaconesses, Scripture Readers, | 
_ and Mission Women, extending such further help as it may be able to give to the build- | 
ing of churches, mission-rooms, parsonage houses, and for sites and endowments. | 
During the year 1910 the Society was instrumental in maintaining 12 Mission | 


Clergymen, etc., 109 Curates, 18 Deaconesses, 85 Scripture Readers, 78 Mission 
Women, The Fund has added to its objects the repairs to Ecclesiastical Build- 


_ ings (in special cases), and aid towards such other Church Work as it may be found | 
desirable to promote, and asks for an increased income to meet the new demands | 


on its resources thus incurred. 
The income for 1910 amounted to 27,0852.

DIOCESE OF ROCHESTER.—The Rochester Diocesan Society was founded in the | 


year 1878 by Dr. Thorold, who was then Bishop, the area of its operations being 


co-extensive with the Diocese. When in 1905 the Diocese of Southwark was | 


carved out of that of Rochester, the Society continued its operations in each | 


Diocese. ‘The constitution of the Society has been practically unchanged through- 


out, the management of its affairs being vested in a Council of Clergy and | 


laity, in which the laymen form the majority. All shades of opinion are represented, 
both on the Council and in the administration of the Funds. The present Bishop 


| of Rochester has placed it in the forefront of Diocesan Organisations. As proof 


that the Incumbents of the Diocese endorse the Bishop’s opinion, it need only 
be stated that a Church Collection is received from 170 parishes out of 195, that 
there is a local Secretary for the Society, and some subscribers in practica'ly every 


| parish. 
The scope of the Society includes provision of Clergy for Mission Districts, | 


stipends for Assistant Curates, and Lay Agents (men and women), Sites for Churches | 


| and Mission Buildings, the erection and repair of Churehes and Parsonages, and the 


permanent endowment of underpaid Beneficcs. 


During the past five years, the endowment of ten Benefices has been permanently — 


increased by 42d. per annum, Grants towards the stipends of 55 Living Agents are 
being paid’to the amount of 2,000/. per annum, and a large sum has been expended 
upon the purchase of Sites, and the erection of Churches. During the same period 
the districts of St. Luke’s, New Brompton, Christ Church, Dartford, and St. Luke’s, 
Tunbridge Wells, have been constituted separate Parishes, to each of which the 
Society has made substantial grants. The district Church of Slade Green has been 


extended, and permanent Churches in place of iron mission-rooms are urgently 


| needed at St. Angustine’s, Belvedere, and at St. Augustine’s, Rock Avenue, Gilling- 
| ham. 


The income has gradually increased, and is now about 5,000/., but is sadly in- | 


adequate to meet the needs of Church extension.

DIOCESE OF BRISTOL.—Bishop of Bristol’s Church Extension Fund. —The 
work is carried on under a Commission of the Lord Bishop. 

The Response to the Appeal made for Funds has reached in actual money over 
61,0097., but grants from the Ecclesiastical Commissioners and from the Horfield 
Trustees, and Contributions locally given towards the cost of the several buildings, 
and gifts of sites, bring the total response, direct and indirect, to an amount 
exceeding 130,000/. 

The Commissioners have accomplished the following work :— 

1. Sires, twenty-five in number, have been secured, twelve by purchase and 
thirteen by gift. 

2. Buitpines.——T'wenty Churches or Mission Buildings have been erected, 
providing nearly 10,000 sittings. 

3. CLERGY.—Four new Parishes, four Endowed Curacies, and Grants for sixteen 
other Curates have been directly provided, or indirectly secured. 

The population of Bristol increases rapidly, and is now about 370,000; to keep 
pace with this growth the Commissioners continue their efforts. 

During the past year the new Church of St. John, Fishponds, has been conse- 
crated, the Mission Building of St. Gregory, Upper Horfield, dedicated, and a 
commencement made with the Whiteway Mission Building, and with the enlarge- 
ment of Horfield Parish Church.

DIOCESE OF EXETER.—The Bishop of Exeter's Fund.—This Fund was started 
by the Diocesan Conference in November 1904. Its objects are (1) to receive ‘ block’ 
contributions from those who do not themselves wish to weigh the comparative claims 
of the numerous appeals for Diocesan purposes issued to them. (2) To enable parishes, 
which cannot contribute separately to the many deserving mznor purposes, to give 
one or more ‘block’ offertorics in the year, and leave the apportionment of the 
money to the Bishop and Committee. And (3) to provide money for Diocesan 
purposes not covered by existing Funds or Societies. The Fund is managed by 
a Finance Committee of Diocesan Conference, partly ex officio, partly nominated by 
Conference, and partly nominated by the Rural Deaneries. The treasurer is Mr. 
W. T. M. Snow, The Close, Exeter; and the Secretary Mr. P. J. Kendall, 4 The 
Close, Exeter. 


Diocesan Committee Three Towns Church Extension.—In November 1905, at 
the Diocesan Conference held at Plymouth, the report of a special Commission was 
read and adopted, and the Bishop of the Diocese was asked to form a Diocesan 
Committee and to place the whole matter on a diocesan and national basis. The 
Rey. C. K. Woollcombe was appointed Secretary,with J. P. Paige, Esq., Lloyd’s Bank, 
Plymouth, as Treasurer. The work so far has been productive of 41,0757. in 
promises and payments, grants have been made to several districts, with the 
result that St. Simon’s Church, Plymouth, St. Augustine’s and St. Thomas’, Keyham, 
St. Gabriel’s, Plymouth, and St. Chad’s, Devonport, have been built ; St. Martin's, 
Plymouth, in course of construction ; three others begun. The appeal to the nation 
is for 70,000/.; there are 60,000 of the nation’s employees to be provided for; 
up to December 31, 1910, 41,0752. 5s. 9d. had been received or promised.

DIOCESE OF LINCOLN.—Grimsby Church Extension Society. —The Commis- 
sioners appointed by the Bishop (1901) found that the accommodation provided in 
Churches and Mission Rooms was for about 6,000, the population more than 80,000 ; 
there were at least 4,000 to each Clergyman. They therefore recommended some 
re-arrangement of existing Districts, and also (1) the formation of four new 
District Parishes and (2) the building of five new Churches and six Parsonage Houses. 
Two permanent Parish Churches have been consecrated and one greatly enlarged. 
Stipends from 2807. to 3007. have been secured for these parishes. Iron Churches 
have been placed in two other districts. Two Mission Churches have been built 
this year, and one of these will become the Church of a new district Parish. Two 
Pargonages have been built, and the foundation of a third has been laid. By the 
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great generosity of a well-known layman in the Diocese, the valuable advowson 
of Algarkirk has been purchased and transferred to the see of Lincoln. This has 
been charged according to the provision of 3 & 4 Vict., c. 113, sec. 74, for the 
benefit of other parishes. In this way a yearly income of about 500/. is now 
being obtained. From this source, and by grants, fairly adequate incomes will be 


| obtained for the Incumbents of the new district parishes. The total amount con- 


tributed up to the present time amounts to about 21,0007.

DIOCESE OF LLANDAFF.—The Bishop of Llandafi’s Fund.—This Fund was 
commenced in 1883 by the late Bishop Lewis for the purpose of promoting the work 
of Church extension in the Diocese by the erection of inexpensive churches, mission 
churches, and mission-rooms in the midst of the mest populous centres, aud of grants 
in aid of the stipends of Curates. 

The amount paid to the credit of the Fund, including donations, collections 
in churches, and interest on moneys inyested and deposited, was 61,4127. 2s. 2d. 

Grants amounting to 31,3987. 1s. have been voted from the Fund towards the 
erection of 214 new churches, mission-rooms, etc. ‘The total cost of the completed 
churehes will have been 382,9027., in which accommodation has been provided for 
69,506. Grants amounting to 25,6721. 14s. 3d. have also been paid towards the 
stipends of Curates and Readers. 

By a recent resolution of the Council, it was decided to wind up the affairs of the 
Fund and to devote the balance towards Loans for Church Building, to be known 
as ‘* The Bishop Lewis Loan Fund.” 

After payment of special grants of a miscellaneous nature, the balance, amounting 
to 3,3007., has now been hande:l to the Hon. Treasurer of ‘‘ The Llandaff Church 
Extension Society ” to be used by such Society as a Loan Fund. : 


DIOCESE OF MANCHESTER.—The Bishop of Manchester’s Commission for 
Manchester and Salford.—This Commission was appointed on February 28, 1905. 
It consists of about 30 Commissioners, Clerical and Lay, and was instituted to 
promote Church extension in the ancient Parish of Manchester and in the parishes 
contiguous thereto. Since its institution the Commission has assisted in the erection 
of 19 Churches, 10 Mission-rooms, 8 Parsonage Houses, and in the procuring of 15 
Sites for Church or Mission-room purposes. It was found that owing to diminution 
in population, three city parishes might well be united with adjacent parishes. 
To carry out this recommendation, an Act of Parliament was obtained, and the 
site of St. Peter’s was sold for 14,7537. The Commissioners and Trustees under ‘the 
Manchester Churches Act, 1906,’ have already paid in Grants for the building of 
Churches, Mission-vooms, and Parsonage Houses, 46,2047. 11s. 10d. 

The Commissioners have drawn up a report setting forth facts which call for 
immediate action on the part of the Church, if the spiritual needs of the enormously 
increasing population are to be adequately met. An appeal has been issued, and up 
to the present 42,133. has been received or promised, but more funds are urgently 
needed.

SECTION [I—HOME MISSION WORK. 
CLERICAL AND LAY AGENCIES. 


In this age, as in ages past, the Church must seek for power to save and 
bless, not in the force of mere outward equipment, but in the simple message 
of life, from lips touched with the live coal from off the Altar, and from 
hearts burning with the compassion of the great Redeemer; but there is 
also a strong and growing obligation to present the Human Christ to the 
people, in all living reality, and to exhibit the intensely practical bearing 
of Christianity upon every condition and duty of daily life. So long, 
therefore, as their place and importance are wisely balanced, we may 
thankfully recognise in the multiplied energies and enterprises for social 
reform, the earnest desire and purpose of the Church to employ every 
agency that may in any measure promote moral health and intellectual 
progress, or increase the comforts and purify the surroundings of the 
multitudes who have need of such thoughtful care. The following brief 
records of the various agencies for the Home Mission work of the Church 
must at least create an impression of earnestness of purpose and effort, 
though the results, if measured by human standards of success and failure, 
may be full of disappointment. 
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THE UNIVERSITIES AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS MISSIONS. 


The Oxford House in Bethnal Green (Incorporated).—Object : To provide a centre 
for Religious, Social and Educational Work among the Poor of East London. 

The House is: (1) A residence for laymen (University men and others) who can 
give their whole time, or such portion of it as they can spare from their professional 
engagements, to the work ; (2) a meeting-place for those who can spare one or more 
evenings in the week to give assistance; (3) a centre for Undergraduates wishing 
to spend some portion of their vacation in the East End. 

During the year 1910, 20 men were resident for the year, and 17 for a shorter 
period ; 19 non-resident men gave regular assistance. Vacation Visitors numbered 
36. The buildings consist of a house for Residents and Visitors, and a lecture 
hall. he total cost has been £13,500.

Repton Old Boys Club (140 members) ; the Eastbourne Old Boys Club (60 members). 
Membership of these last two clubs is confined to those who have, as boys, belonged 
to the Repton or Eastbourne Boys Club respectively.

Dances, Sick Funds and other activities, 

There are three clubs for Boys (ages 14-18). The Webbe Institute (160 members), 
founded in memory of Herbert Webbe, and supported by members of the Webbe 
family and others, by Berkhamsted School, and by contributions from the Council 
of Oxford House; the Repton Club (95 members), supported entirely by Repton 
School ; the Eastbourne Club (45 members), supported entirely by Eastbourne 
College. Football, Cricket, Swimming, Running and Boxing are among the 
activities at all three clubs. Services are conducted at each of the clubs on Sunday 
evenings—the Repton Club having a chapel of their own, while once a month a 
combined service is held on a week-day in one of the local churches. 

B.— Work in Neighbouring Parishes. Help is given in seven neighbouring parishes 
with Sunday Schools, Bible Classes, Bands of Hope, ete. The amount of help given 
varies with the number of residents. 

C.—Local Government. The House has representatives on the Bethnal Green 
Board of Guardians, the Managers of Elementary Schools, School Care Committees, 
the local Association of Care Committees, the local Juvenile Advisory Committee, 
and isin close touch with the local Employment Exchange and Distress Committee. 

The House also supports a Sanitary Aid Committee, an Apprenticeship and 
Skilled Employment Committee, and a Public Welfare Association. 

D.—Services for Men. Throughout the winter months a Service for Men only is 
held every Sunday Afternoon in the Excelsior Hall, when a simple service is 
followed by an Address of about 30 minutes by some well-known Preacher, and 
occasionally by a layman, The average attendance at this service is about 500 men. 
Confirmation Classes in connection with this service and with the Men’s and Boys’ 
Clubs are held regularly. The House has also its own branch of the C.E.M.S. 

E.— Assistance to Hwisting Societies. Help is especially given to the Children’s 
Country Holiday Fund, the Charity Organisation Society, Federation of Working 
Men’s Social Clubs and Children’s Happy Evenings. There is also Weekly Visiting 
in the Wards of the London Hospital, Various Relief, Convalescence and Emigration 
Work, and a Poor Man’s Lawyer who can be consulted on four nights in the week. 

F.—The Excelsior Baths which were purchased by the House some years ago are 
largely used during the summer. They are boarded over for the winter, and make 
a hall capable of holding 1,800 people. It is here that the Men’s Services mentioned 
above are held. Here are the headquarters of the Oxford House Musical and 
Dramatic Association, formed to supply high-class music and dramatic entertain- 
ments at popular prices. The Oxford House Orchestra now consists of 100 members, 
and the Choral Society has a large membership drawn from the neighbourhood. 
Efforts are made to discover and encourage all talent, especially in the local schools. 
This Association gives annually a Concert at the Queen’s Hall. Shakespearian and

and Swimming Clubs ; Debating Societies, Lectures, Concert Parties, Savings Bank, | 
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Operatic Recitals alternate on Saturday nights with Classical Concerts, and the hall 
is always full. 

G.—Seaside Camps for members of the Men’s and Boys’ Clubs are organised every 
year. 

The Oxford House Magazine furnishes a complete record of the progress of 
the work, and is published quarterly. An Annual Report is also published, con- 
taining balance sheets, etc.

Cambridge House.—The Cambridge House was founded in the winter of 1896-7, 
in answer to the Bishop of Rochester’s appeal to the University to found in his Dio- 
cese a University settlement. 

The difficulty arising from Trinity having already founded its own settlement was 
surmounted by the generous offer of the Trinity settlement to be merged in a Cam- 
bridge House, provided that the work should be continued on the same basis. 

Trinity Court, the Trinity College settlement, was opened in the autumn of 1889, 
five houses in the Camberwell Road being purchased by Dr. Dalton, the first 
Head, which can be taken up as occasion requires. He also built the Trinity Court 
Hall and the wing connecting it with the house. The primary object of Trinity 
Court was to help the College Mission, bunt it was also to be a centre of social, 
philanthropic, and educational work for South London generally. 

During the first six years the Heads were laymen, but the system was found to be 
impracticable, and in October 1895 the Rey. W. F. Baily entered into office. 

The work carried on may briefly be described as follows :—Much religious work 
is done in the way of Bible Classes. Mission Services, and Clubs for Men of almost 
every kind are organised, such as Slate Clubs, Benefit Societies, Cricket and Football 
Clubs, and in a similar way a large number of Clubs are organised for boys. 
A Holiday Boat has been acquired at Rye which is fully used by Clubs in 
connection with. the House and others; it accommodates 40 boys. 

The Hall is used every day for feeding neccssitous children, and every evening is 
either a gymnasium, a rifle range, or a concert hall, ete. 

The House is made the Centre for Social Work in the district, and is the head- 
quarters of the Camberwell Battalion of the Church Lads’ Brigade and the Camberwell 
Health Society. 

Lectures are held regularly nnder the auspices of the University Extension 
Movement. The House is also the centre for lectures held in conjunction with the 
Workers’ Educational Association. The House supplies many C.O.8. workers, and 
| is responsible for the working of a District Committee of the Children’s Country 
Holiday Fund, which last year together sent away over a thousand children, It is 
the centre of the work connected with the Southern Division of the Federation of 
Working Men’s Social Clubs. Free legal advice is given by old Cambridge men at 
the Bar. 

The House forms a centre for registration under the Unemployed Workmen’s Act 
1905. Besides the actual registration much visiting and relief work takes place in 
connection with the same Act. A special feature is 8. Crispin’s Workshop, in which 
crippled boys are taught the best class of hand-sewn bookmaking ; it is also the 
centre for Care Committee work and the administration of the Education (Provision 
of Meals) Act for the district. 

A library of over 1,000 vols. supplies the Federated Men’s Clubs with books. 

Rooms are set aside for meetings of Friendly Societies, Trade Unions and otlier 
Committees. : ; 

Associations of clergy and laity have been formed in the Dioceses of Winchester 
and Exeter to further the interests of the work which have proved of great value, and 
in Brussels, Horsham, Tunbridge Wells, Clifton, Torquay, Totnes, and elsewhere the 
House has met with most valuable support. Members of the House have been elected 
Councillors for the Borough and Guardians, and in every way it is the object of the 
Settlement to take an active part in the life of South London. 

The House is managed by a Council and Executive Committee, the actual work 
and control being entrusted to the Head. At Cambridge the interests of the Settle- 
ment are under the control of a Committee, consisting of representatives elected 
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from the Fellows of the various Colleges, of which the Master of Magdalene College 
is chairman. The more immediate work among the rank and file of the University is 
in the hands of a body of undergraduate representatives, termed Associates, over 500 
in number, who organise and further the interests of the House each in his own 
College and unitedly in Conference at stated times in the year. 


The urgent needs are men and money. Constant appeals are being made for | 


personal help, and since the premises during the year have been reconstructed and 
enlarged, additional funds are needed.

Trinity College, Cambridge.—This Mission differs from other College Missions 
in that it embraces the whole of the large parish of St. George, Camberwell (popu- 


lation 16,115}. The church, with some 1,200 sittings, has been twice restored, in | 
1894 and 1909. The day schools have been enlarged and improved three times; | 


over 2,000/. has been spent on them to meet the requirements of the L.C.C._ There | 


are two Trinity College Mission Buildings, each contaiming a Mission Hall for 


Services and Meetings, with Club Rooms. In the Sunday Schools and Bible Classes _ 
connected with the mission parish there are now nearly 1,700 scholars. ‘here is a | 
Communicants’ Guild, and a large Men’s Service on Sundays, numbering 200. The | 


Sisters’ Home is in Addington Square, and accommodates four lady workers and | 


a Certificated Nurse. There is also a branch of the G.F.S., and the C.E.M.S., a 
Band of Hope, and three Mothers’ Meetings. Clubs for Men and Lads are open in 
various parts of the district, and there is a flourishing company of the Church Lads’ 
Brigade. The work is greatly assisted by Members of Cambridge House.

St. John’s College, Cambridge.—This Mission, commenced in 1884, now works 
in its own parish of the Lady Margaret, Walworth, S.E. The population is now 
well over 6,000 ; all poor. The Mission buildings, consisting of the Church of the 
Lady Margaret, a Vicarage, a Parish Room, and Bishop Fisher’s Hostel, stand at the 
corner of Chatham Street, off the New Kent Road. The Hostel, in which the 
assistant Clergy live, contains accommodation for members of the College visiting 
and helping in the work of the Mission ; and on the ground-floor, club rooms for 
boys and girls. The fullest provision is made for Sunday and week-day services at 
hours suitable to the special wants of the people. 

The present Senior Missioner and Vicar is the Rev. A. R. Ingram, M.A., to 
whom communications should be addressed—The Vicarage, Chatham Street, 
Walworth, S.E. 


Clare College, Cambridge.—This Mission commenced in 1885, and carries on its 
work in a district severed from the parish of All Saints, Rotherhithe, with a 
population of 6,000. Two Clergy are assisted by a lady worker, a Biblewoman, 
other Lay Helpers, and the Sisters of the Church. The Church Services are frequent. 
Over 500 children are in Sunday Schools, and there is a Communicants’ Guild and 
a Missionary Association. The returns of Baptisms, Confirmations, and Communions 
show a steady increase in each particular. For the support of the Mission the 
Members of the College contribute 4002. per annum. Several members of the College, 
senior and junior, visit the district from time to time, giving addresses and assisting

Christ’s College, Cambridge.—The Working Boys’ Home is the outcome of a | 
desire that made itself felt among the undergraduates of the College to start some | 
College undertaking for the good of the poor of South London. It was founded by 
the Rev. W. H. H. Elliott in 1904. He struck ont a line of his own, and has had | 
wonderful results with the majority of the boys. Twenty-five boys can be accommo- 
dated. They live and s!eep on the premises, going out to work each day. The boys 
are orphans between the ages of 14 and 18, and are apprenticed to skilled trades. 
Evening class work iscompulsory. The Home aims at a real family spirit, and has

Corpus Christi College, Cambridge.—This Mission commenced in 1887, and 
carries on its work in a district taken from the parishes of Christ Church, Camberwell, 
and All Saints’, Hatcham, with a population of 9,500. Services were held regu- 
larly for three years in a railway arch. A two-storeyed building was erected on 
a freehold site at a total cost of 5,4007. The Lower Room is used for Sunday 
Schools, Classes, Lectures, Clubs, ete. The Church is above. An additional 
Mission Room has been opened in Penarth Street. About 300/. is subscribed 


3007. is raised by voluntary contributions. 

Additional Class and Club Rooms were erected at the cost of about 1,2007. 
These are used for Men’s and Lads’ Clubs, and for Sunday School purposes. A 
Deaconess and a Nurse are at work in the district.

Gonville and Caius College, Cambridge.—Mission and Settlement at Battersea. 

This work staited as a Social Settlement in 1887. After three years it collapsed 
for want of money and want of Settlers. 

In 1891 the work was recommenced as a Mission and Settlement with a Warden 
in Priests’ Orders who took over a portion of St. Mary’s Parish containing about 
5,000 poor people. A site in this Distriet was bought, and on it a Hall was erected, 
and subsequently a Church and Men’s and Boys’ Clubs. 

The Warden lives in the Settlement House, Caius House, Battersea Square, with 
the Assistant Missioner and Settlers from Gonville and Caius College, Cambridge. 

The work attempted may be described as (1) Mission Work and (2) Settlement Work. 

(1) In the District allotted to the Mission there are two Clergy, a Deaconess, 
and a Band of District Visitors at work ; while round the Church there are the 
usual Parochial Organisations. : ; ; f 

(2) The Settlers and London Caians help in the evenings in a Working Men’s 
Club, a Working Lads’ Club, and similar work. 

The General Income from Caians and others during 1910 was about 610/. 

The Warden, Caius House, Battersea Square, W.C. 


Pembroke College, Cambridge.—This Mission was commenced in 1885, and is | 
working in a district taken from the Parish of All Saints, Newington, with a | 
population of about 5,000. The Missioners are assisted by a Mission lady, one Grey | 
Lady, and a few Lay Helpers. Services on Sundays and week-days are held — 
regularly for adults and children, and there are Bible Classes for Women, a Missionary 
Union, and a Communicants’ Guild, The other agencies employed to supplement 
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the more directly spiritual work are as follows: Mothers’ Meeting, Girls’ Club, Lads’ 
Club, Penny Bank, Band of Hope, Workmen’s Club, Slate Club, and Temperance 
Meetings. The first part of the Mission buildings, erected at a cost of 2,462/., was 
opened in 1892, by the late Rev. C. E. Searle, D-D., Master of Pembroke, and has 
served since that time as a Church. But in the year 1908 this underground hall 
was converted into Men’s, Boys’, and Girls’ Club Rooms, and over them, a Church 
was built. The previous Club Rooms have been turned into a Missioners’ House. 
The plan is very complete: the cost is 4,000/., most of which has been raised, 
almost entirely by private subscription. 

A hall for the social purposes of the Mission and for gymnasium, etc., was 
opened in 1901, by the Bishop of Wakefield, and is well used most nights. 

About 450/. is annually contributed by past and present Members of the College.

Queens’ College, Cambridge.—The College adopted, im 1901, a large Boys’ Club, 


in connection with St. Chrysostom’s Parish, Peckham. The Club had been started | 


two years earlier, by the Rev. J. W. Maunders, Curate of the Parish, and he became 
College ‘ Missioner.’ 

The Social work is carried on in the Parish School, where a Gymnasium has been 
erected : while the Bradfield College Mission Hall is used for Bible Classes, etc. In 
1904 a house in Hill Street was also taken on lease, and the ground-floor rooms have 
been used ever since as a Club for about twenty boys, selected from the members of 
the larger Club. The College ‘ Missioner’ resides in the house. About 1507. was 
subscribed in 1909, by past and present members of the College, but the income and 
expenditure are both on the increase. The most important of recent developments 
has been the inauguration of a Summer Camp for the boys.

Christ Church, Oxford.—This Mission was commenced in 1881 in a district 


with a population of 7,000 taken from the parishes of St. Michael, Bromley, and 
All Hallows, East India Docks. The staff of 4 clergy is assisted by 5 Sisters 
of the Society of St. John the Baptist, Clewer. Six Services are held on 
Sundays, and daily Holy Communion, Matins, and Evensong. There are Guilds 
and Bible Classes for men and women. Other agencies to assist the more directly 
spiritual work are as follows: Working Men’s Club, 2 Boys’ Clubs, Gymnasium, 
Mothers’ Meetings, Girls’ Clubs, C.E.T.S., Band of Hope, Soup Kitchen, Open-air 
services, ‘ Lantern Services,’ etc. Annual Subscriptions for 1910 amounted to 
9407. 2s. 10d. The Church of St. Frideswide of Oxford was opened in 1890, 
at a cost of 5,0007. Land has been bought on which the West Memorial Hall and 
club rooms have been built at a cost of 1,6007. A house has been erected at a 
| cost of 3,5002. for the residence of Christ Church men. 

A spacious building, including Girls’ Club, Sisters’ House, Soup Kitchen, ete., 
also a Coffee-house and Girls’ Lodging-house, were erected at the sole expense of a 
lady friend of the Mission. During the Hop-picking season in Kent several 
members of the House lived among the Pickers, holding services, meetings, enter- 
tainments, etc. 

An Oxford committee, with the Dean of Christ Church as chairman, is responsible 
for collecting and spending the Christ Church subscriptions. A committee of old 
Christ Church men, of which E. J. Wythes, Esq., is chairman, does the same to 
the subscriptions of former members of the House, while the money raised locally 
is managed by a Church Council. There is also a Ladies’ Association, which raises 
annually about 2007,

The Club is managed by a committee of working men, assisted by 
Trinity men, the Boys’ Club by ‘Irinity men. Besides these Clubs, two Mothers’ 
Meetings, two Girls’ Clubs, Slate Club, Provident Society, Guilds for Women, Girls, 
Lads and Children, Sund.y School, Bands of Hope, Church Lads’ Brigade, Children’s 
Missionary Guild. 

The voluntary workers number 16 Church officers, 12 Club Committee, 9 District 
Visitors, and a large body of Sunday School Teachers and other workers, men and 
women. 

Chureh Services are held daily. There is in connection with the Mission a 
Trinity Laymen’s Settlement, No. 60 Romford Road.

Cambridge Medical Mission Settlement, 45 and 47 Jamaica Road, Bermondsey, 
S.E. This Settlement was founded in 1906 for the purpose of uniting the educated 
classes with the poor in Bermondsey.

| voluntary workers. The Hostel, built in 1897 as a memorial to the Rev. W. Law, 
the first missioner, gives accommodation for five or six Old Harrovians willing to 
live there, and help in the clubs and other work of the parish. There are Clubs for 
men, boys, and girls. Twice every term concerts are given at the Mission by Harrow 
boys, and during the summer, parties of young and old from the Mission are enter- 
tained at Harrow, and at Oxford and Cambridge by Old Harrovians in residence. 

There are all the usual parochial organisations with such social and philanthropic 
additions as Sick Clubs for men and women, a Créche and a Country Holiday Fund for 
children. In 1907 we began short summer camps for members of the Men’s and 
Boys’ Clubs, which we hope to continue annually henceforth. Since the foundation 
of the Mission above 40,0002. has been contributed, chiefly hy past and present 
Harrovians, for the church, mission-hall, club buildings, and other wants of the 
Mission. During the year 1910, 1,2002. was given by past and present Harrovians.

Lord Northbourne has most generously given the site for a Parish Church, Parish 
Hall and Club-room ; and on the recommendation of a Commission of prominent 
Old Dunelmians in 1907 it was resolved ‘that the School Mission be permanently 
attached to St. Andrew’s, Gateshead.’ 

Old Dunelmians resident in Newcastle and Gateshead give active help with the 
various organisations. The clerical members of the School Staff preach periodically, 
and members of the Upper School spend a Sunday at the Mission occasionally in 
term time.

Haileybury Guild.—Odject.—Generally : To induce Old Haileyburians to assist 
in work among the poor in any parish where they may be resident. Particularly : 
To enable Old Haileyburians to reach the lowest class of East London boys. This 
latter object has become the main work of the Guild. 

A Boys’ Club has been erected by the Guild in Ben Jonson Road, Stepney, 
and a house of residence with accommodation for the Manager and three helpers was 
added in 1902. 

The Club forms D Company of the 1st Cadet Battalion of the Queen’s Royal 
West Surrey Regiment, and all members of the Club must be members of the 
Company. The work of the Club is carried on under military discipline, and the 
non-commissioned officers act as Club officers. All Cadets are equipped with full 
uniforms and are armed with carbine and bayonet. The Club contains about 
100 members (ages 14-19) mainly drawn from the Boroughs of Stepney, Bethnal 
Green and Poplar. The work of the Club comprises drill, shooting, gymnastics, 
boxing, swimming, football, band, and the usual indoor games. A voluntary 
religious class is held once a week by Miss Elliott. The Company takes part in 
church parades, route marches and parades with the rest of the Battalion, and those 
members that can get away go into barracks at Easter and camp in August. A 
junior club for boys aged 12-14 is held once a week: instruction in drill, boxing 
and gymnastics being given by members of the Senior Club. In 1910, 3137. 3s. 8d. 
was contributed by members of the Guild.

Highgate.—A society was formed in 1894, under the presidency of the Head- 
master, assisted by a Representative Committee of Boys, Old Boys, and Masters, for 
the purpose of carrying on some Mission work in one of the poorer districts of London.

Malvern.—TIn the crowded parish of Holy Trinity, Barking Road, Canning Town, 
E., a district of some 7,000 people has been allotted to the Mission. In the church, 
Sunday and week-day services are held. A large Sunday School and Catechism has 
been gathered ; Boys’ and Working Men’s Clubs (10 in number), Guilds for Girls, 
together with out-door Mission Services, complete the working machinery of the 
Mission. Rooms are provided at the Mission for Old Malvernian visitors, and there 
is a Ladies’ House. ‘I'he School guarantees 100/. a year to the Missioner’s stipend, 
and 1002. for working the Mission. ‘This, however, by no means exhausts the help 
it gives, as the annual contributions from Malvern, apart from personal gifts, 
amount to about 4507.

Marlborough. —This Mission was commenced in 1882 in Tottenham ; the popula- 
tion of the district is over 8,000. Three Clergymen are assisted by a Mission woman 
and 140 voluntary Church workers. Frequent services are held on Sundays and 
week-days ; a Sunday evening children’s service, open-air services, and a 
mission-room service ; and besides these a Band of Hope, the C.E.T.S., a Girls’ 
Club, Church Lads’ Brigade, a Workmen’s Club, a Youths’ Club, a Boys’ Club, and 
C.E, M.S. 

Last Easter Day there were $78 communicants, and over 500 adults have been 
confirmed through the work of the Mission. Three Sunday Schools teach over 1,000 
children. 

The School contributes annually 1002. besides helping a boys’ club at Swindon 
in its own neighbourhood. The church, consecrated in 1887, cost 9,500/., one-third 
of which was contributed by old Marlburians. The Marlborough boys and masters 
contribute towards the stipend of an assistant Curate ; and Old Marlburians, with 
the help of the A.C.S., now provide a second Curate. Contributions, 1910, from 
past and present Marlburians amounted to about 350/.

Merchant Taylors’ School.—‘The Mission was founded in 1889, and a block of 
buildings consisting of two storeys, temporary Church up-stairs, and Club-room 
and kitchen, etc., below, was opened by the Bishop of London in 1890. <A per- 
manent Church was dedicated by the Bishop of London on May 28, 1910.

Funds for 
the completion and decoration of the Church are needed, as well as donations towards 
the Endowment Fund, the income being at present raised entirely from voluntary 
subscriptions.

WOMEN’S SETTLEMENTS. 


Lady Margaret Hall Settlement.—This Settlement was opened at 129 Kennington 
Road, in April 1897, as a house of residence in connection with Lady Margaret Hall, 
Oxford, to be a centre for work in co-operation with parochial and other organisations 
in the Diocese of Southwark and for the training of Social Workers. The Bishop of 
the Diocese is the Visitor, and the work is carried on by twenty resident and about 
thirty non-resident helpers.

Cheltenham Ladies’ College Guild Settlement, St. Hilda’s East.—The main 
objects are to provide a house of residence for women (whether educated at Chelten- 
ham or not) who wish to engage in religious and philanthropic work in the East End 
of London, and to offer training to those who are inexperienced in such work or 
who wish to study other methods than their own. Three residents are students at 
the School of Sociology. ‘The Settlement was originally established at Mayfield 
House, Bethnal Green, in 188y, mt after seven years it was found necessary to move, 
and the present house, known as St. Hilda’s Kast, was built. The house provides 
accommodation for fifteen Residents, wo pay for their board and lodging, and the 
subscriptions go to cover all those items of expenditure which are not met by the 
residents’ payments. Contributions in 1910 amounted to 4131. 

The work is chiefly among women and children, and comprises parish work, 
Girls’ Clubs, School Management, and work in connection with the C.0.8., LC.A.A., 
and Skilled Employment Associations.

work in the Pottery Parishes of North Staffordshire, under the direction of the several 

Incumbents, and with which women workers in the Diocese may be associated.

‘There are now fifteen residents 
who, with a numerous band of out-workers, are rendering valuable service over the 
whole district of Camberwell. The chief branches of work are in connection with : 
Charity Organisation Society, Invalid Children’s Aid Association, Children’s 
| Country Holiday Fund, Teaching Invyalids in Camberwell Infirmary, Girls’ and Boys’ 
Clubs, Girls’ Friendly Society, Work amongst Mentally Deficient Children, 
Children’s Guilds of Play, School Managing, and Service on Children’s Care Com- 
inittees, Apprenticeship and Registry Work, and Work with the Juvenile Advisory 
Committee of Labour xchange. 

For students who desire to obtain a thorough knowledge of the social and 
economic problems of the day, facilities are afforded for attending the School of 
Sociology in Vauxhall Bridge Road. To this is added training in practical work. 
At the end of a year’s training, an examination can be taken, through which a 
diploma is obtained, leading, if desired, to a paid post.

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Principles of Working.—No party considerations affect the appropriation of the 
funds. The curate, towards whose stipend a grant is made, is in every instance 
appointed by the Incumbent of the parish, with the licence or approval of the Bishop of 
the Diocese, 

Income, 1910. —The General Income for 1910 was 47,1087. The Society also received 
from legacies, 3,937/.; from special donations, 1,500/.; special contributions under Rule 
VIL, 2957. ; trust funds, 4852. The year’s expenditure was 62,4537. Of the general 
income, 17,5027. came from non-grantee parishes; 15,7307. from the Women’s 
Associations ; 8,142/. from the grantee parishes; 4,0797. from dovations; 1,648Z. from 
annual subscriptions; 1,8402. from dividends, and 967. from sundries. 

Additional Needs.—As the population of the whole country increases at an average 
of about 5,000 people per week, it is obvious that new parishes are constantly being 
brought to the knowledge of the Committee which need the appointinent of an additional 
clergyman and some money to complete the necessary stipend in order that their 
ministerial work may be efficiently done. The Society, therefore, needs not only year 
by year the money to maintain existing grants, but sufficient to enable new sums to be 
promised in response to the most urgent among the applicants at each annual revision. 

Women’s -Associations.—This most important development of the Society’s work 
originated in the year 1867. There are now Women’s Associations in every Diocese of 
Kngland and Wales. The money raised by them amounted in 1910 to 15,7307. 

Diocesan Committees.— With a view to bring individual Dioceses into practical 
co-opeiation with the Central Executive, there are Diocesan Committees which 
assist locally in the gencral administration of the Society. The following Dioceses 
have constituted Committees for this purpose, 7. ¢, Bangor, Bath and Wells, 
Birmingham, Chichester, Durham, Chester, Ely, Lichfield, Lincoln, Llandaff, Liver- 
pool, Newcastle, Peterborough, Rochester, Ripon, St. Albans, St. Asaph, St. Davids, 
Salisbury, Southwark, Southwell, Truro, Wakefield, Worcester, and Sodor and Man. 
Under the ‘Great Towns Scheme’ local committees have been elected in Bristol, 
Leeds, and Bradford. There is an Archidiaconal Committee in each of the Manchester 
Archdeaconries.

CHURCH PASTORAL-AID SOCIETY.

—Grants were made in 1910-1911 to 754 parishes towards the support of 
801 Curates, 177 lay agents, and 174 Women-workers, Total, 1,152. The average 
population of the parishes in receipt of grants is 8,000. The Society assists in maintain- 
lug (through the Ladies’ Home Mission Union) a Training Home for Lady Workers in 
Bristol, in which there ave at present several ladies in residence.

In Wales aud Monmouthshire the Society makes 94 grants for Clergy, 10 for Lay 
Agents and 3 for Women Workers. The population in these Welsh parishes is 421,397, 
Board of Patronage Trust.—The Committee would commend their Trust to those 
who desire to place advowsons in a public trust, as one of the safest for the securing of 
Evangelical teaching and practice in perpetuity 7 
The Augmentation Fund.—Many an incumbent is harassed by financial anxiety 
and is consequently hindered from bringing his fullest energies into his spiritual work. 
Contributions to the Augmentation Fund enable the Committee materially to increase 
the endowments of livings that are secured in Evangelical Trusts, but have not 
alequate incomes. Since the formation of the Fund, 91 grants have been male towards 
permanently endowing 73 benefices. 
The Ordination Fund.—This Fund was inaugurated for the purpose of assisting 
promising candidates for the ministry. Fifty-one men have thus been helped, of 
whom 21 are on the books at the present time. The sum of 1,1947. was contributed for 


this object last year, an amount totally inadequate to meet the 88 applications for help, 
during the same period. 


Church PastoraleHid Society. 
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Funds.—The receipts for the year ending March 31, 1911, were 68,8897. The sum 
paid locally and by the Eeclesiastical Commissioners to supplement the Society’s grants 
was 81,9520. Thus during the year a grand total of 150,8417. has been either raised 
directly by the Society or called forth and utilised by its aid.

THE LONDON DIOCESAN HOME MISSION. 


FounpeEp by the late Archbishop Tait, 1857, to supplement existing parochial machinery 
in carrying out the Home Mission work of the Church. 

The general principle of the Society's work has been to find openings for Chureh 
extension in parishes where subdivision is desirable. A new district is practically 
formed and placed under the charge of a Mission Clergyman, whose aim is to develop the 
work of the Church. 

Result of Past Work. —The total number of new parishes and of consecrated churches, 
the erection of which has been promoted by the work of the Home Mission, is now 95 : 
86 in the Diocese of London and 9 in that of Southwark. The present aggregate 
population of the 95 parishes is close on 500,000, and has the supervision and pastoral 
care of more than 100 OClergymen. 

Work in 1910.—Twenty-six missionary Clergymen were labouring in 20 districts 
(93,000 people), each district having its own temporary church or mission building. 

Finance.—The income in 1910 was 4,547/. 4s. The expenditure was 4,2938/. 12s. 10d.

THis Fund was established in the year 1873 under the guidance of Bishop Selwyn, and 
the movement arose out of certain inquiries instituted in the year 1870 into the spiritual 
condition of the pottery and mining districts of North Staffordshire. The distinct 
object of the Fund is to assist by annual grants the employment of Curates and Lay 
Helpers throughout the whole of North Staffordshire. 

At the beginning of the year 1911 grants were voted in aid of the stipends of 32 
assistant Curates and Lay Helpers. he total amount of grants voted was 5827. 

The income for 1910 (including subscriptions, 1622. 16s. 6d. ; church collections, 
2602. 14s. 10d.; and balance in hand 157. 2s. ld.) was 4487. 13s. 5d.; the expenditure 
was 4407. 5s. 3d.; and overdrawn balance 1. 1s. 10d. 

The responsibilities of the fund will be taken over by the Lichfield Diocesan Church 
Extension Society on March 25, 1912.

OXFORD DIOCESAN SPIRITUAL HELP SOCIETY.

LONDON CITY MISSION. 


THOUGH this Society (founded May 16, 1835) is not confined in its operations to the 
Church of England, it yet renders most efficient service to the parochial Clergy, 71 of 
whom act as local superintendents of the Society’s Missionaries. Of the Committee 
18 are laymen of the Church of England, and there are 10 clerical examiners of 
candidates. 

There are 395 Missionaries, who in ordinary districts visit once a month about 650 
families, or 2,900 persons. By Missionaries specially qualified and selected for the 
purpose. the Society’s work is carried on among the bakers and confectioners, coachmen, 
printers, police, postmen, drovers, slaughtermen, roadmen, pottery workers, cabmen, 
chauffeurs, omnibus and tramear men, coalies and carmen, gas-workers, millers, canal- 
boatmen, scavengers, gipsies, news-men and boys, soldiers and sailors, Jews, Welsh, 
foreigners, navvies and railway men, theatre employés, club-house, hotel, and restaurant 
servants, and in workhouses, factories, docks, the Corporation markets, lodging-houses, 
public-houses, hospitals, and an Ayahs” Home. ; 

The following summary will illustrate some of the practical results of this good work 
during the year 1910-11. 

Calls paid, 639,118 ; visits paid, 1,203,446, of which to the sick and dying, 205,776 ; 
Testaments and Portions distributed, 102,555 ; indoor meetings and Bible classes held, 
38,662; Religious tracts distributed, 3,905,946 ; outdoor services held, 7,636; readings 
of Scripture in visitation, 490,737; new communicants, 1,283; restored to Church 
Communion, 426; drunkards reclaimed, 1,199; fallen women admitted to asylums, 
restored to their homes, or otherwise rescued, 115 ; induced to attend public worship, 
4,356, of whom had been attendants at the Mission Halls, 1,142 ; children sent to 
Sunday schools, 5,664; unmarried couples induced to marry, 85 ; situations obtained 
for men, 1,103; shops closed on Sundays, 49; adults visited who died, 5,012, and of 
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this number 1,305 were visited by the Missionary only. ‘There were also 940,255 
conversations held, and 58,133 groups of persons addressed or meetings held in public- 
houses, factories, workhouses, common lodgings, &c. Amount saved during year in 
Penny Banks and Clubs instituted by the Missionaries, 20,690. 
The total receipts for the year ending March 31, 1911, were 52,2441.

CHURCH OF ENGLAND SCRIPTURE READERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Tue following abstract from the 66th Annual Report of the Association shows the 
object for which it was established, and the means used. Instituted under Episcopal 
sanction in‘1844, its design is to assist metropolitan parishes in the Dioceses of London, 
Southwark, and St. Albans, 

The objects of the Society are carried out by the employment of lay evangelists 
approved by the Clergy under whom they work, but appointed by the Committee after 
most careful examination and inquiry, and they labour under the sanction of the Bishop 
of the Diocese. 

The Readers are required to attend for the first two years after appointment a weekly 
instruction class on Holy Scripture, Christian Evidences, Church History, &c. 

Statistics for the year ending March 31, 1911.—No. of visits and calls, 228,905 ; 
to public-houses, common lodging-houses, factories, workshops, &c., 4,542. Children 
presented for baptism, 1,998 ; children brought to day or Sunday schools, 2,079; persous 
brought forward for Confirmation, 475; persons induced to attend church or mission 
services, 5,286; cases reported to the Clergy, &c., for relief, 10,127. 

Classes or Meetings conducted or taken part i.—Mission services, 6,605; open-air 
services, 1,015; prayer meetings, mothers’ meetings, temperance meetings and cottage 
meetings, 12,956. 

The income of the Society for 1910-11, including grants from Bishop’s Funds, 
amounted to 7,855/.

LIVERPOOL.—Liverpool Church of England Scripture Readers’ Society. 


The Society is managed by a Committee of Clergymen and Laymen. It was 
established in 1852 for the purpose of employing Scripture Readers, under the 
superintendence of the Clergy, to work in the city of Liverpool and its neigh- 
bourhood. The work is carried on chiefly in the poorest and most densely- 
populated parishes of the city. The following extracts from the Report recently issued 
will be of general interest: Total visits, 136,571; sick visits, 13,129; Bible readings, 
41,303 ; men visited, 53,185; meetings held, 7,585; attendance, 425,780; hours | 
spent in work, 76,401 ; evening hours, 27,354. Much of the most valuable work 
cannot be tabulated. The visits to men resulting in largely attended Bible classes 
and mission services are a special feature, and many Sunday-school teachers, open- 
air speakers, regular church attendants and communicants are thus won over. The 
work amongst children is carried on in the Ragged Schools, Bands of Hope, at 
Children’s Services, Scripture Unions, &. The Readers meet the Superintending 
Glergynae weekly for- Bible study and practical conference as to the week's 
work, 
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The statistics represent the labours of 47 Readers, and include the work of the 
Special Readers to lodging-houses, workyards, and on Cathedral site, and of the Lay 


| evangelist. Between 20 and 30 meetings are held weekly during the dinner-hour in 


the workyards, and are largely attended. This branch of the work is most impor- 
tant, and is growing in magnitude and interest.

THE GIRLS’ FRIENDLY SOCIETY. 
FounpEep 1875. 


Tue last Report of this Society gives the following statistics for England and Wales: 
Branches, 1,671; Members, 191,269; Associates, 38,372; Candidates, 77,475. This 
Society, which embraces all classes of women and girls, is to be found in 7,311 parishes 
in England and Wales, in many Continental towns, in Scotland, Ireland, America, India, 
and the Colonies. According to the last Report (1910), the workers of the Society have 
access to 429 Unions and 87 Certified Institutions, and 5,051 Workhouse children are 
under its care. ‘There are 78 Lodges and Homes of Rest open to G.F.S. members; and 
in 634 different towns they can be met and befriended when travelling. There are two 
Reading Unions organised by the Literature Department of the Society. There is a 
Registry and Inquiry Office for the use of governesses and others seeking employment in 
Continental Europe, and a Central Employment and Inquiry Office at 39 Victoria Street, 
S.W. Over 5,201 girls were provided with respectable places through the G.F.S. Regis- 
tries. Invalid and Blind Members of the Society are taught needlework, embroidery, 
basket-making, &c. ; orders are received, and the work is sold for their benefit. 38,0487, 
worth of work was sold in this way during 1910. The income of the Central Fund of the 
Society for 1910 was 4,5207,

PAROCHIAL MISSION WOMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Tuts Association was started in 1860 to benefit a class below that reached by ordinary 
district visiting. For this purpose it was proposed to employ in a missionary character 
poor women belonging to and living as members of the class among whom they were 
to work ; and to assist the poor, not by gifts, but by enabling them to purchase for 
themselves, out of deposits collected weekly by the mission-women, articles which would 
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tend directly or indirectly to improve their condition. They teach Purity, Thrift, and 
Cleanliness, carrying no alms, but rendering kindly offices to all who are in distress 
or trouble. 

The mode of work is house-to-house visiting, and a special feature of the work is 
collecting the pence of the poor, and as a collector the mission-woman enters into 
houses where she would not otherwise be admitted. A Mothers’ Meeting is held every 
week, when depositors can purchase goods at cost price in return for their deposits (upon 
which no bonus is given), and where the lady who presides carries on to a higher point 
by reading and personal intercourse, the good work already begun by the mission-woman. 

The Association now employs 96 of these women ; they are working in thirtcen 
Dioceses, but the larger number are attached to the Dioceses of London and Southwark. 

In 1910 the sums saved by the poor, collected by the mission-women, amoanted to 
no less than 7,458/. 14s. 7$d., and during the fifty-one years they have been at work, 
the sum-total of the savings thus collected is 568,205/. 14s. 74d.

MOTHERS’ UNION. 


Tue Mothers’ Union is now working in all the Dioceses in England and Wales, as 
well as in Scotland, Ireland, India, Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, Canada, and 
many places of importance abroad. Its objects are: 

(1) To uphold the sanctity of marriage. 

(2) To awaken in mothers of all classes a sense of their great responsibility in the 
training of their boys and girls (the future fathers and mothers of the Empire). 

(3) To organise in every place a band of mothers who will unite in prayer, and seek 
by their own example to lead their families in purity and holiness of life. 

Its Central Office is at the Church House, Westminster, and it is worked under a 
President and Council, and has a simple Constitution. The number of members and 
associates (of all classes) is 363,000, and there are 6,969 branches. 

The work of the Society is carried on in various ways: by church services and 
addresses for mothers, by drawing-room meetings, parochial mothers’ meetings and 
lectures on educational, medical, sanitary, and industrial subjects ; visits in the homes, 
and personal influence ; by the circulation of good literature, and by the two quarterly 
periodicals of the Mothers’ Union. The Mothers’ Union Jowrnal among the poorer 
members circulates over 140,000 copies, and costs one penny a quarter; Mothers in 
Council sixpence a quarter.

LONDON BIBLEWOMEN AND NURSES’ MISSION. 


THis Mission, established in 1857 by Mrs. Ranyard (‘‘L.N.R.”), was one of the 
pioneers of women’s work among the poor of London. It trains and supplies Bible- 
women and Nurses who work side by side but quite distinctly. The Biblewomen are 
trained Mission-workers, and are chiefly engaged in house-to-house visitation ; about 100 
are at present employed, two-thirds of these are Churchwomen, working under the direct 
superintendence of the clergy. ‘The Nurses, now known as the Lanyard Nurses, 
number about 80. Of these 49 are working parochially, and the Mission endeavours to send 
out those who are earnest Christian women as-well as skilled Nurses. All new Nurses 
are required to have had 3 years’ Hospital training before joining the staff. Training in 
district work is given from the Hostel, 25 Russell Square, and lectures are arranged. 
In June 1907, the Mission completed 50 years of steady work. The total strength of 
the Mission numbers over 180, for the most part engaged in very poor parishes. Their 
support is partly raised locally and the remainder made up by grants, large or small, 
from the Mission Funds. The Nurses’ work is maintained at a high standard by Super- 
intending Sisters. The Biblewomen, as well as the Nurses, receive instruction in 
hygiene, ventilation, &c.

SOCIETY FOR IRISH CHURCH MISSIONS. 


Tue Society, by means of the agencies enumerated below, proclaims and circulates the 
gospel amongst the Roman Catholics of Ireland ; it also gives grants to the Clergy, and 
supports schools in poor and scattered parishes in Connemara, and thus does the work of 
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a Church Pastoral-Aid Society ; and the Missions held by its itinerant evangelists are 
much appreciated by many of the Clergy of the Church of Ireland. Its foundation was 
due to the initiative of the Rev. Alexander R. C. Dallas, in January 1846. The 
Vice- Presidents of the Society include the Archbishop of Armagh (Primate of All Ireland), 
the Archbishop of Dublin and the Bishops of Clogher, Derry, Tuam, Down, and 
Limerick. The Society’s quarterly magazine, The Banner of Truth (1d.) gives current 
news of the varied work of the Missions. One striking result of the Society’s work is the 
large number of missionaries it has been instrumental in supplying to heathen and 
Mohammedan Lands ; the Society’s Mission Church in Dublin having more representa- 
tives in the foreign field than any church in the United Kingdom. It is the largest 
Church Society working among Irish Roman Catholics, its agents including Mission 
Clergy, Mission Teachers, Scripture Readers, Itincrant Evangelists, Medical Missionary, 
Biblewomen, and Colporteurs.

THE IRISH SOCIETY AND THE SCRIPTURE READERS’ SOCIETY 
FOR !RELAND. 


Tux above two old Societies, established—one in 1818, the other in 1822—for the pro- 
motion of Christ’s Kingdom in Ireland by the circulation and teaching of God’s Holy 
Word, are now united. Henceforward there will be one directorate, one office, and one 
secretarial staff, The agencies include Missionary Clergymen, Scripture Readers, 
Colporteur Van Mission, Schools—a large staff of Teachers for teaching the Ivish- 
speaking people to read the Holy Scriptures in Irish, ete. The work of the Society is 
largely Pastoral Aid, under the honorary supervision of the Parochial Clergy. It 
includes the spiritual needs alike of Protestants and Roman Catholics, thus meeting, 
as far as possible, the parochial and missionary needs of Ireland. Many of the most 
successful missionaries, clerical and lay, in the United Kingdom, in Canada, in the 
United States, and in foreign mission-fields, are converts, or sons and daughters of 
converts. And these results have been brought about by means quietly educational 
and evangelistic—unaggressive—uncontroversial, save in so far as controversy arises, 
naturally, in the work of scriptural education. The income last year was wholly inade- 
quate—a little over 3,000/.

EAST LONDON FUND FOR THE JEWS. 


Typ East London Fund for the Jews was started in the spring of 1899 by taking over 
the East London Mission to the Jews (Rosenthal Fund), with the object of extending its 
work by making it a diocesan organisation for the furtherance of the Church’s work 
amongst the Jews in Kast and North London. The Fund is worked by a Council, of 
whom the Bishop of Stepney is chairman. Its method is to augment the staff in 
those parishes in which there are a large number of Jews resident, by giving grants 
towards the stipend of either a clerical or lay agent for special work amongst the Jewish 
parishioners. ; 
The following parishes receive grants from this Fund. Stepney Deanery :—St. Mark’s, 
Whitechapel (4) ; St. Dunstan’s (2 grants) ; St. George-in-the-East ; Christ Church, Watney 
Street (2 grants); St. Benet (2 grants) ; All Saints’, Buxton Street (2 erants) ; Chiist 
Church and St. Mary’s, Spitalfields (4 grants) ; St. Paul’s, Whitechapel ; St. Mary’s, 
Whitechapel (2 grants); Christ Church, Jamaica Street (2 grants); St. Mary, 
Johnson Street (2 grants).

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LONDON SOCIETY FOR PROMOTING CHRISTIANITY 
AMONGST THE JEWS. 


Tuis Church Society, the Patron of which is the Lord Archbishop of Canterbury, and 
Archbishops and Bishops of the Anglican Communion are its Vice-Patrons, was 
founded in 1809, with the object of preaching the Gospel to the Jews at home and 
abroad, It is the oldest and largest Church Society for this purpose, and during the years 
of its missionary work has been the means of thousands of Jews and Jewesses being 
baptized. Scores of its converts have been ordained in the Church of England, and a 
large proportion have become missionaries, at home and abroad, both amongst Jews 
and Gentiles, 

The Society has 251 missionaries, 93 of whom are Hebrew Christians, 27 ordained 
working amongst the Jews of Europe, Asia, Africa, and Canada. The number of 
mission stations is 45. 

The Society has mission schools in London, Jerusalem, Bucharest, Constantinople, 
Smyrna, Damascus, Safed, Ispahan, Teheran and Tunis, in which 2,300 Jewish children 
are being taught the truths of Christianity. It has medical missions in London, Liver- 
pool, Manchester, Leeds and Rome, whilst in Jerusalem and Safed the Society has 
two splendidly equipped mission hospitals. Last year there were 1,910 in-patients 
and 57,926 out-patients in these two hospitals alone. 

Numerous parochial grants are made to incumbents of parishes, which have large 
Jewish populations, especially in the East End of London, for curates and lay agents. 

Work amongst emigrant Jews is carried on at Rotterdam, Hamburg, Hull, and 
Liverpool. Missionary journeys are made in Europe, Asia and Africa, 

Over one million copies of the Holy Scriptures have been sold and distributed, either 
in whole or in part, since 1809, and in eighteen languages. Over 28,000 copies of the 
C. KE. Prayer Book have also been circulated in Hebrew and Judeo-Spanish. Nearly six 
million tracts in seventeen languages have been circulated. 

A great aid to the Society’s missionary work are its Industrial Agencies for men 
and women, where printing, bookbinding, carpentry, needlework, &e., are taught. 
The Operative Jewish Converts’ Institution, and the Wanderers’ Home, now in London, 
although both under separate management, are most useful in helping inquirers and 
converts to gain a living at a time most needed.

PAROCHIAL MISSIONS TO THE JEWS AT HOME AND ABROAD. 


THis Fund continues to prosecute its home mission work among the Jews. Its 
method of working is to give assistance to the Church in the large centres of population 
where the Jews find their habitation by providing a Curate who is specially capable of 
adapting himself to this particular work. 

Its missionary work is carried on principally in the Eastern districts of London, where 
it has four stations, and one in the West, also in Liverpool, Leeds, and Bombay (three 
stations), by means of lectures in mission-rcoms, sermons in churches to Jews, Jewish 
Bible classes and night-school classes, and house-to-house visitation. 

Two developments in the work have recently been undertaken : (1) the employment 
of lady-workers—six are at present working in the Fast End, and two in the West 
End; (2) courses of lectures for those working among the Jews, whether clergy, 
laymen or laywomen. ; 

The Fund is also assisting the work of the Mission to the Beni-Israel in Bombay. 
The Income of the Society for 1910 amounted to 807/. 17s. 3d. 

A magazine, Church and Synagogue, is issued three times a year which contains 
interesting articles on Jewish and Biblical questions.

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THE NATIONAL BLIND RELIEF SOCIETY. 


TuHIs Society endeavours by means of grants of small pensions, ranging from 5s. to 20s. per 
month ; special pensions, 1/. fs., 17. 10s., 17 13s. 4d. monthly ; also weekly pensions at 
15s. and 1/._to relieve the necessities of the poorest of the blind poor of the United 
Kingdom. No creed test applies to candidates. Some idea of the growth of this Society 
in twenty years may be gathered from the fact that in 1882-3, 437/. 7s. 6d. was paid in 
pensions, compared with 4,655/. 4s. 2d. (more than eleven times the amount) expended 
in 1910 for the same purpose. There are now 800 pensioners on the books; the income 
about 6,0967. 15s. 3d. 

The Managing Committee meets monthly to elect candidates. All candidates are 
taken in turn, and thus all have an equal chance of becoming pensioners. The 
voting system is unknown, and no influence, except the need of the candidate, weighs 
with the committee. For many years past no deserving candidate has been kept waiting 
for more than a year before receiving a pension.

HOME TEACHING SOCIETY FOR THE BLIND. 


Tus Society maintains 15 blind teachers, each of whom has a library of about 400 
books, sacred and secular, in embossed types, and new works are being constantly 
supplied from the Central Library at the Office. It provides for the systematic visitation 
of all the poor adult blind of London, the suburbs, and Surrey at their own homes and in 
the workhouses. 

A large proportion of the blind are capable of instruction in reading by touch, and 
gratefully receive the books which are lent to them and exchanged usually once a 
fortnight. Towns within easy reach of London, such as Windsor, Hertford, Watford, 
Gravesend, and Chatham, are visited once a month. ‘The teachers also act as Scripture- 
readers to the aged blind, and to those who cannot learn to read. Besides providing for 
the comfort, instruction, and recreation of more than 2,010 blind people, the Society 
maintains the blind teachers and their families.

THE NAVVY MISSION SOCIETY. 


Tats Society was established in 1877, and has ever since been doing a really useful 
work among a class of men, in nufhber over 100,000, employed in the construction of 
railways, docks, reservoirs, and canals, &c., throughout the country. On almost every 
large public work there is now a mission-room, a missionary, Sunday schools, services, 
prayer and temperance meetings, &.; over 100,000 navvy letters are circulated every 
year. The Mission is conducted upon Church principles: the Missionary is placed 
under the superintendence of the Vicar of the parish, and a shortened form of the 
Church Service is used in the mission-room. The Society employs 41 Missionaries 
in England and Wales, and many of these are also Ambulance men and thus able to 
help accident cases, &c., which constantly need attention. Temperance Societies have 
‘been founded. Mothers’ Meetings and Sick Clubs have been carried on, and a Christian 
Gxcavators’ Union has been formed, with over 650 members. The Missionaries of the 
Society have been occupied, during the past year, in connection with the following 
among other works—Leeds Waterworks, Dover Harbour, Immingham Dock, London 
Sewers, Portsmouth Dock, &c.

‘THE objects and aims of this Mission are (a) to visit railway men at their work and in 
‘their homes ; (4) to indace them to attend Church and Holy Communion ; (c) to visit 
the Railway Staff at the small country stations, and conduct services in mess-rooms, 
engine-sheds, and other places, during the meal hours; (@) to care for the sick and 
injured. Several new Branches have been opened during the year. About 200 services 
have been held during the year 1911, and these have been addressed by the Clergy in 
their various parishes assisted by the Lay Missioner. He has travelled during the year 
10,000 miles, and has conversed personally with many hundreds of railway men, and 
has also visited over 200 sick and dying railway men. Many railway men have been 
confirmed, and in some instances their whole family. The income of the Mission during 
1910 amounted to 997. 7s. 4d. 

The licensed Missioner works principally in the Diocese of Manchester, but 
occasionally takes services in other Dioceses on the invitation of the Clergy. 3,000 
Church publications have been distributed. 

During the Church Congress at Stoke-upon-Trent a Mass meeting was arranged in 
connection with the Church Schools Emergency League, and was addressed by the Rey. 
Dr. Rees. About 400 railway men attended. 

Also a special service was held in October in Manchester Cathedral, arranged hy the 
Dean, and attended by 2,000 railway men, Bishop Taylor-Smith, Chaplain-General to the 
Forces, being the Preacher.

SUNBEAM MISSION. 


Tais work was begun in Weston-super-Mare in the year 1891, It is now working 
under the official sanction of the Archbishops of Canterbury and York, and several 
bishops. The special object of the Mission is to draw out the sympathies of the 
upper and middle-class children towards the very poor, or suffering, paralysed, and 
erippled children in our large towns. Members are asked to send by post a 
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magazine monthly to one such poor child, and it is suggested that (with the consent 
of their parents) they might occasionally write a friendly letter and send toys, flowers, 
&c. The names of poor and suffering children are supplied from parishes that are 
affiliated to the ‘Sunbeam Mission,’ in which the Incumbent appoints a worker who 
sends in the selected names every month. Over 2,000 have been added to the 
membership during the past year, making the number that have joined this Mission 
over 80,000, including children in all classes of life and in all parts of the world. 
From all the parishes affiliated to the Mission testimony is borne to the joy and ° 
brightness brought by this means into sad homes. The work is entirely self-support: 
ing, and is carried on by between 200 and 300 honorary workers in various parts of 
the world. Members (under 17) pay 6d. entrance fee, and Associates (over 17) pay 1s. 
entrance fee. ‘These small fees entirely cover the expenses of priuting, postage, and 
stationery, not only for the Central Branch, but also for all Local Branches. A 
special branch for the benefit of blind children has been started, and is working most 
successfully.

MINISTERING CHILDREN’S LEAGUE. 


Tus League was founded by the Countess of Meath with the following objects: 
1. To promote kindness, unselfishness, and the habit of usefulness amongst children in 
their own homes, in order to form unselfish characters. 2. To encourage children to take 
an active interest in the needs of their own parish or district. 3. To create in the minds 
of children an earnest desire to help all who are in need. The primary rule is that every 
member of the League must try to do at least one kind deed every day. Children of 
all ages are invited to joi. After Confirmation, or when members can no longer be 
regarded as children, it is earnestly wished that they should not leave the Society. The 
Gordon Division has been started for older boys, to meet a demand especially for Boys’ 
School Branches. Parents and others whose privilege it is to watch over the welfare of 
children are invited tc join as Associates. Our work has extended into France, Italy 
and Germany and in a wonderful way in our own Colonies, especially Australia and New 
Zealand, and very remarkably in Russia, where several orphanages have been started ; and 
last year into Japan, China, and Straits Settlements; and through many branches 
our work of teaching the children of the rich to think of and share with the children of 
the poor is going rapidly on. ‘The establishment of a school of industries for blind boys 
in Egypt, and its success, is another remarkable development of the M.C.L. The Bishop 
of London is president, and Canon Gurdon, Chairman of Committee.

The Church Army is, in its essence, a Working People’s Mission to Working 
People. The work began in a very small way, but has increased so largely as to

necessitate its being divided into special departments. 


The Evangelistic Department superintends the placing of Evangelists and 
Mission Sisters under the Clergy in various parishes in the United Kingdom. Over 
1,800 have heen trained freely by the Society. 

Under this department are also included Prisons, Barracks, Reformatories, 
Workhouses, Colportage, Lantern Missions, the Visiting of Public-Houses and of 
Lodging-Houses, Seaside Missions, Missions among Fruit-pickers, Hop-pickers and 
Haymakers during the summer months; Thrift and Benevolent Funds for officers | 
and sisters ; Needlework Guild, Associates’ Union, and wumerous other branches, 


The Training Home Department superintends the selecting and training of 
working men and women as Evangelists and Mission Sisters. The Examiner for the 
men, before they receive their commission, is the Ven. the Archdeacon of Middlesex g 
while the Rev. Preb. Reynolds, Chief Diocesan Inspector of Schools, examines the 
Mission Sisters. All Evangelists trained since June 1896 are, if passed by the 
Diocesan Examiner, admitted by the Bishop of London to the position of Lay 
Evangelist. 


The Social Department has the charge of 120 Labour and Lodging Homes, 
and other agencies, in London and throughout the provinces, Farm Colonies, 
Labour Homes for Youths and for Women, ‘Juvenile Adult’ Homes for Young 
Criminals, Laundries, Receiving and Classifying Homes for Women, Homes for 
Women Incbriates, Fresh-air Homes, a Dispensary for Women and Children, a 
Cheap Food Depot, Lodging Homes for Men and for Women, Discharged Prisoners’ 
Aid Society for His Majesty’s Convict Prisons, a Samaritan Office and Labour 
Registry for the benefit of clerks who are out of situations, and Coffee Taverns.

The Van Department.—-There are now 68 Vans working in the Dioceses of Bath 
and Wells, Birmingham, Bristol, Canterbury (2), Carlisle (2), Chester (2), Chichester 
(2), Down (2), Durham (2), Ely (4), Exeter (3), Gloucester, Hereford (2), Lichfield 
(2), Lincoln (2), Liverpool, Llandaff (2), London, Manchester (2), Newcastle (2), 
Norwich (4), Oxford (2), Peterborough (2), Ripon (2), Rochester. St. Albans (2), St. 
David’s, Salisbury (2), St. Asaph (2), Southwark, Southwell (2), Truro (2), Wakefield 
(2), Winchester (4), Worcester (2), York (2). These vans, each manned by a 
thoroughly trained and experienced Evangelist (holding the Bishop’s licence), and 
two earnest young Evangelist-colporteurs, travel about in their respective Dioceses, 
summer and winter, holding 7 or 14 days’ Missions in different parishes. Some 
2,5002. worth of Church Gospel and Temperance literature was sold by these vans in 
1910. 


The Lantern Department has the largest stock of Sacred Slides in the world, by 
all the leading Artists,—they are sent out for sale or hire; Lanterns and Lantern 
Accessories can also be let on hire. 


The Publication Department is steadily progressing. The sale of the Church 
Ariny Gazette, x halfpenny paper for working people, has reached a circulation of over 
106,000 weekly. A Sheet Almanack is issued yearly. Church literature, in the form of 
tracts, books, tales, &e., with Evangelistic and Church teaching, is sold and distributed 
throughout the country. Depot for the sale of the publications of the 8.P.C.K. 


The Financial Department.—Total receipts in 1909-10 (12 months), £260,602. A 
large amount comes directly from the funds of the very poor towards the maintenance 
of the work in their midst. 


The Pioneer and Tent Mission Department has done good work during the past 
year. Its chief object is to assist overburdened Clergy with large parishes, by 
conducting Missions of two or three weeks’ duration, trusting to the freewill offerings 
of the people to recoup part of the heavy outlay for salaries, printing, fares, &c. 
Evangelistic Meetings in Tents, Mission Halls, School Rooms, and Open Air are 
conducted on earnest, discreet Church lines, and seeking from the first to press for 


adult Confirmation, and for attendance at Holy Communion, 


The Prison and Workhouse Department has developed into a large or- 
ganisation in itself. For eleven years, with the warm approval and co-operation 
of the Home Office, of the Governors, Chaplains, and Visiting Chaplain, Staff 
Missioners of the Church Army have been regularly conducting eight days’ Missions 
inside the Prisons of England and Wales. 

Cases recommended by a Prison Governor or Chaplain are admitted (direct on 
discharge) to one or other of the Society’s 120 homes and branches. Two Homes 
have been opened for First Offenders of superior education. 

A Prisoners’ Families’ Relief Fund is in operation, as experience showed that the 
sorest privation is oftentimes suffered by wife and children or an aged mother or 
father, when the bread-winner of the family is confined in prison. 

Missions are also conducted in the Workhouses throughout the country, also in 
the Reformatories and Industrial Training ships. The work of the Church Army 
Missioners does not, of course, take the place of that of the Chaplains, but is wholly

supplemental to it. The Missions are all conducted at the expense of the Church 
Army. 

in few years ago the Prison Commissioners appointed the Church Army a 
Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society for the Convict Prisons. The Church Army is 
also a Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society for the Local Prisons throughout England 
and Wales, 

By request the Houseless Poor Society’s work has been taken over by the Church 
Army. This will enable a large number of persons to be permanently benefited.

BISHOP OF LONDON’S EVANGELISTIC COUNCIL. 

This Council was appointed by the Bishop in 1904 as the result of a report 
presented to the Diocesan Conference by the Committee on Parochial Missions in 
1908. It is the body to which the Bishop has entrusted the organisation of Evan- 
gelistic work in London. It has power ‘to gather information as to the needs and 
opportunities for Evangelistic work, to seek out clergy and laymen who possess the 
gifts of an Evangelist, to give advice to clergy in regard to Missions, to hold Central 
Missions in churches and halls in co-operation with the parochial clergy.’ 

On the evening of last Good Friday services were held in theatres and music 
halls, and a processional Intercession Service from Trafalgar Square to St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. 

A body of Diocesan Mission Workers has been formed. The Open Air Services 
in Hyde Park, Regent’s Park, Stepney, Poplar, and on Ealing Common and Hampstead 
Heath, were continued. The Annual Quiet Day for West London Clergy was

There is a voluntary Fund under the charge of Canon Waugh for the provision 
of Clergy to take charge of Vacant Livings, or to assist in any case of special need 
and for the payment of the Assistant Missioner’s salary. 

This Fund amounts roughly to about 1657. a year, and is furnished by a Diocesan 
grant of 1257. and voluntary contributions. Owing to the extreme fluctuation in the 
demand for clerical help it has been found better to engage clergymen as required 
rather than to attempt the expensive maintenance of a staff other than the Missioner. 
All the Diocesan Clergy who happen to be free for duty are invited to communicate 
with the Superintendent. 

Gratuitous clerical help is given to poor parishes.

Salisbury.—Diocesan Missioners of St. Andrew. 

This Society, now consisting of five Priests, was formed in 1886 to provide tem- 
porary and occasional duty in parishes where such was needed ; it further aims at being 
qualified and ready to undertake any special ministerial or mission work at the appoint- 
ment of the Bishop. All the Diocesan Missioners reside at the Church House, Salis- 
bury, when free from other engagements. 
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The Missioners make a solemn promise in the Cathedral on St. Andrew’s Day in each 


year to keep the rule of the Society, and to do such work for God as the Bishop of Salis- 
bury may think fit to tell them to do in the coming year, this promise involving a 
celibate life for that period, and entire devotion to the work of the Church. Each Mis- 
sioner is paid 1007. a year, and his board, lodging, and travelling expenses. 

Communications respecting this work should be made to the Rev. Warden, The

Southwark.—The College of St. Saviour. 


:The College consists of a body of Priests (full staff nine) working under the 
authority of the Bishop of the Diocese, with the Archdeacon of Southwark as 
Warden. The object of the College is to support the work of the Diocese and 
of the Cathedral. 

The Members engage: To lead a simple and self-denying life ; to be diligent in 
Prayer ; to labour for the good of the Diocese, and of the Cathedral; to be diligent 
in study ; to pay due regard to the authority of the Bishop and of the Officers of 
the College. The work of the College may include the following duties: Serving 
the Cathedral, and assisting in its parochial work ; attendance on the sick at Guy’s 
Hospital ; conducting Missions and quict days of devotion ; conducting conferences, 
giving lectures and instructions: going to the help of Parish Priests in time of 
trouble, or when there are special openings for the furtherance of God’s glory ; 
filling temporary vacancies in the ranks of the Parochial Clergy. 

The Diocesan Branch of the Church Reading Union, of the Central Society of 
Sacred Study, of the Board of Missions, of the Deaconess Institution, and of the 


_ Evangelistic Council, have as Secretaries members of the College. The Clergy of 


the College issue London Bridge, a quarterly theological magazine ; and also edit 
the Diocesan Chronicle.

Worcester.—Hartlebury College of Clergy. 


The College is housed in a part of the buildings of the Bishop’s Palace at Hartle- 


bury. There are four resilent Priests, who are at the Bishop’s disposal for work in | 


the Diocese, and 44 of the Diocesan Clergy are associated in the work. The Warden 
is the Rev. J. H. Darby. 

A large part of the Diocese of Worcester is country, and the College, whilst not 
confining its work entirely to the villages, has for its primary aim to assist the 
country Clergy in the evangelisation of the villages. In 1911 village open-air 
preaching tours were undertaken throughout the deaneries of Pershore and Southam, 


and in the winter Mis-ions to the villages of certain deaneries, as well as short | 
courses of Instruction on the spiritual life. In addition, Missions for the Pea | 
and Hop Pickers were given ; certain hard-worked Clergy were relieved for holiday, | 


and some vacant benefices were temporarily taken charge of. 


There is no endowment, the work being maintained by subscriptions, and to 
some small extent by the fees earned.

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MISSIONS FOR THE DEEPENING OF SPIRITUAL LIFE. 


A GROWING recognition of the necessity for a deeper development of 
spiritual life has led to the holding of Conventions in several parts of the 
country. In many instances this effort has been made in co-operation 
with those who are not definitely in communion with the Church of 
Kugland, but in others the arrangements have been carried out upon 
distinetly Church lines. 

In previous issues notices have been given of the Annual Diocesan 
Convention in Lichfield, and the Devotional days in the Diocese of 
Oxford; during 1911 Conventions have been held in various localities, 
brief notices follow of some of these. 


Diocese of Exeter. 


A devotional Conference for Communicants was held at Torquay, May 29 to 
June 1, 1911. The meetings this year were held in a Church instead of in a Hall, 
and certainly something was gained. ‘The speakers were the Bishop of the Diocese, | 
the Revs. Canon Alexander, V. 8. S. Coles, Canon Allen Edwards, Canon Evering- 
ham, J. Stuart Holden, Canon Lester, Canon Pryke, Canon Sampson, C. H. Sharpe 
and Canon Wakeford. The attendance throughout the three days was good, and 
the Conference was marked by a spirit of earnestness and quiet devotion. 


Diocese of Lichfield. 


The Midland Summer School of Bible Study was held in Shrewsbury, July 10 to 
14. The subjecis of the Lectures were: ‘*The Doctrine of the Holy Spirit,” 
“Inspiration,” ‘The Work of the Holy Spirit in the World and in the Church,”

DIOCESAN ORGANISATIONS. 


London.--READERS’ BOARD. 


This is a purely personal advisory and consultative body appointed by the Bishop 
to relieve his Lordship of the details connected with the Readers in the Diocese 
and their work. 

The Board has also (under Bishops Temple, Creighton and Winnington-Ingram) 
been instrumental in greatly increasing the scope of lay ministrations, for in 1891 a 
higher class of Readers was called into existence, called Diocesan Readers, to whom 
is given the important privilege of conducting ‘extra’ services and giving addresses 
in consecrated buildings. The number actually admitted to the office since its 
creation in 1891 is 113, of whom 79 are still living and carrying on the work for which | 
they were appointed. 

The number of Readers on the books is as follows:—Diocesan, 79 ; Parochial, 
245; Marine, 7; Total 331.

Licences as Diocesan Lay Readers are granted not on their own application, but on the 
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application of at least three beneficed clergymen who have had the opportunity of 
personally testing their fitness for the office. These licences enable the holder to do 
all that is permitted to Parochial Lay Readers throughout the Diocese, at the 
invitation and under the direction of the Incumbent in each Parish, and to give 
addresses in a consecrated building as the Bishop of the Diocesé may lawfully grant, 
provided that such an address may not be delivered during any of the appointed 
services of the Church.

Truro.—DIOCESAN LAY READERS. 


Under the sanction and direction of the Bishop, there is in this Diocese a 
systematic recognition and use of lay service. There are at present 92 Lay 
Readers. The rule is to admit such persons to their office at a special service, at 
which the Bishop is present to deliver the licence. Hach Reader is nominated by the 
Incumbent, having first obtained testimonials from two Communicants, and having 
passed the appointed examination. -On his formal admission the Reader signs a 
declaration expressive of his acceptance of the doctrines of the Church of England. 
The licences given are of two kinds, the one limiting the Reader to use printed or 
written sermons, of which the Incumbent must approve; in the other case this 
limit is withdrawn when the fuller licence is given. 

The business connected with Readers is managed by a Council, consisting of the 
Bishop, the two Archdeacons, the Chancellor of the Cathedral, the Canon Mis- 
sioner (who is Chaplain), and Secretary (appointed by the Bishop), and (at present) 
eight Readers, elected annually. There is a Readers’ Library. A Conference of 


| Readers meets every year on the invitation of the Bishop.

Wakefield._DIOCESAN LAY READERS. 

There are now 72 Licensed Readers working in the Diocese, including those who 
are working with the Bishop’s ‘ Permission.’ ‘he ‘ Permission’ is a document issued 


to those desiring to work as Lay Readers who, for one reason or another, do not sit 
for the Bishop’s L.R. Examination. Lay Readers may be Parochial or Diocesan. 


All desirous of becoming Readers are required to pass an examination, consisting 


of questions in (1) Old Testament, (2) New Testament, (3) Special subject, ¢.g. Gospel 
according to St. Luke, (4) Prayer Book, and must be able to satisfy the Bishop as 
to moral character and special fitness for the office. At the Examination they are 
also required to write Notes suitable for an Address. Such as are found worthy 
receive in some cases a Commission as Diocesan Reader, which holds good for 
the Diocese, and (2) a licence, which enables them to exercise their office in a par- 
ticular parish. The latter document is granted only on the request of the Incumbent 
of the parish. Stipendiary Readers sit for the same examination, but only receive 
the Bishop’s licence or ‘permission,’ no commission, The licences and commissions 
and ‘ Permissions’ expire on December 31, and must be renewed in January of each 
year.

Worcester.—DIOCESAN ORDER OF READERS. 


Readers have been licensed in this Diocese since 1891; it was not, however, 
until the year 1897 that they were officially banded together for purposes of de- 
votion and counsel, to promote instruction, and to extend lay work in the Church 
under the authority of the Bishop. 

The Readers are of different kinds: Class A, whose duties are confined to the 
parishes in which they are licensed, and in unconsecrated buildings only. Class 
are those holding special permission to give addresses in consecrated buildings, 
and to conduet M. and E. prayers in the absence of a priest and ‘extra’ services. 
Class C, whose licences enable the holders to work in any parish in the Diocese with 
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the consent of the Incumbent, and also to do what is permitted in Classes A and B. 
Candidates for the office of Reader are admitted at a special service, and their licences 
are granted on the nomination of the clergy under whom they serve. 

In different centres of the Diocese, Local Guilds of the Readers are now formed, 
where meetings are periodically held, papers read and discussions take place, There 
is always a book ‘in reading,’ chosen by the Bishop, which is discussed at the 
various meetings of the order. 

The number of Readers licensed in this Diocese is about 100. ‘The men working in 
the Diocese under the auspices of the Church Army are now under the direction of 
the ‘Diocesan Order of Readers.’ All Readers holding the Bishop’s licence are 
required to pass an examination of a moderate standard. Readers wear an authorised 
badge or medallion, and are expected to be vested in cassock and surplice when minister- 
ing in their office. All licences are renewable by the Bishop during Advent annually.

TRAINING OF LAY HELPERS. 


CHURCH TRAINING COLLEGE FOR LAY WORKERS.—This institution, established 
in 1889 by the Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge, provides instruction and 
training for men who desire to become paid lay workers for the Church at Home, as 
Evangelists, Readers, &c. The College certificate may be gained. after one year’s 
residence, in three terms. A special welcome is given to zealous and intelligent artisans. 
A charge of 5/. per term (13 weeks) is made for each resident, in return for which board 
lodging, and tuition are given. The S.P.C.K. bears all the rest of the expense. ; 

The course of work includes not only daily instruction in theology, and experience 
in reading at the chapel services, but also training in house-to-house visitation, in 
class teaching, and in preaching at open-air and mission-room services. During the year 
1910-11, four free Studentships were provided by private liberality. .

The permanent Buildings erected by the Society at a cost (with site) of 16,000Z. 
contain chapel, lecture-hall (or library),-class-room, sm king-room, dining-hall "gyn. 
nasium, spacious cubicles for 37 students, an isolation ward and nurses’ room, itched 
linen rooms, and other domestic accommodation, as well as a house for the wardeu and 
rooms for the sub-warden. The cost of maintenance during 1910-11 was 1,758]. The 
number of men in residence during the past year has averaged 22, About 290 past 
students are now engaged in active Mission work. rt 
_ There are two Clergy in residence, giving the whole of thir time to the work of 
insiruction and supervision, and also two non-resident Lecturers.

TRAINING FOR READERS.—The Readers’ Board for the Diocese of London arrange 
and superintend every year a course of instruction and training for Readers. It is held 
either at Keble College, Oxford, or at Selwyn College, Cambridge, and is open to all 
duly licensed Readers throughout the kingdom. The 31st Annual Course was held at 
Cambridge in 1911. It was attended by 61 Readers representing 28 Dioceses. 

_The Rev. J. O. F. Murray, D.D., Master of Selwyn College, Cambridge, acted as 
Principal, assisted by the Rev. J. H. Kidd, P. H. L. Brereton, Dr. W. J. Sparrow

Wood. The cost to each Reader for board and residence is 27s. 6d. per week. Other 
expenses are defrayed by private donations.

SECTION VI.—HOME MISSION WORK. 


GUILDS AND UNIONS FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF THE DEVOTIONAL LIFE 
AMONG COMMUNICANTS AND CHURCH WORKERS. 


Ir would be impracticable to give an exhaustive list of Parochial Guilds ; 
we therefore confine ourselves to a brief notice of those organised upon 
general or Diocesan lines. 


THE BROTHERHOOD OF ST. ANDREW, IN ENGLAND. 
Presrpenr: Rr. Hon. Earn Newson. 
Tyrs Brotherhood enlists laymen of all classes in the active service of the Church at home 
and abroad without severing them from their ordinary occupations. 

Its fundamental principle is that every Christian is by his Baptism pledged to a life of 
missionary endeavour, and it seeks to bring this principle home to men, 

The rules binding on members are two: (1) the Rule of Prayer, to pray daily for the 
spread of Christ’s Kingdom among men, especially young men, and for God’s blessing upon 
the labours of the Brotherhood; (2) the Rule of Service, to make at least one earnest 
effort each week to lead some man nearer to Christ through His Church. 

The unit for work isthe parochial branch or‘ Chapter.’ Chapters are formed after a period 
of probation, with the assent of the Incumbent, and may be dissolved by him at any time. 
Names of men in the parish who for any reason are in need of special influence are brought 
before the Chapter; and the members endeavour, privately, according to their several 
capacities and opportunities, to bring tactful but resolute influence to bear iu leading such 
men one by one nearer to Christ and His Church. 

The Brotherhood has for some years past been doing excellent work among the many 
parishes in which it has Chapters, especially in the Dioceses of Birmingham, 
Liverpool, Lichfield, London, Rochester, Ripon, Southwark, Wakefield, and Worcester, as 
well as Canada, America, New Zealand, West Indies, Japan, China and other countries 
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throughout the world. A Junior Department has been formed, and there are already 
Junior Department Chapters at work in England. The special work of this department is to 
hold boys after confirmation, and to train them under two simplified rules of prayer 
and service for work in a senior Chapter when old enough. Unions of Chapters 
have been formed in the Dioceses of London, Southwark, Ripon, Liverpool], Wakefield, 
Manchester and Norwich, the Bishop being President in each case.

THE CHURCH GUILDS’ UNION. (Founded 1873.) 

The Church Guilds’ Union is an Association of Guilds and similar societies in the 
Church of England desirous of helping each other.

the Church, 


The University of Cambridge. —‘ The confraternity of the Holy Trinity,’ or ‘S.T.C.,’ 
was founded in 1857 for members of the University. There are now over 1,000 
members, about 130 in residence, who are banded together, under a rule of life, for study, 
devotion and mutual help. They meet regularly, during Term, for devotional exercises, 
and for conference upon devotional and practical subjects. President: Rev. G. A. 
Weekes, M.A., Sidney Sussex College. 


The University of Durham.—‘ The Society of the Holy Trinity’ was founded in 
connection with Guilds of a similar name at Oxford and Cambridge, in the Easter 
Term of 1885. At present there are over 200 members, of whom about 35 are now in 
residence. Three Chapter Meetings are held each term for the purpose of devotion and 
theological study under the direction of a chosen speaker. In addition, a weekly 
service of Intercession and Preparation for Holy Communion is held on Saturday 
evenings. There is also a Terminal Corporate Communion. The Society is under the 
Presidency of the Rev. R. E. Tolliday, M.A., Vicar of St. Cuthbert’s, Durham. In the 
Colleges and bodies of Students of the University the Society is fairly well represented.

The Army.—‘The Army Guild’ (Holy Standard and St. Helena) is a voluntary 
association of soldiers of all ranks and of soldiers’ wives and daughters, being communi- 
cants, for the promotion of Church principles in the Army, and rendering lay help to 
the Chaplains in different ways. It has branches in various military stations at home , 
and abroad. The Guild is supported by the voluntary offerings of its members, the 
income being about 1507. The Guild publishes a monthly magazine, ‘The Sentry,’ 
giving an account of Church work in the Army; incorporated with ‘The Kingdom,’ 
2s. 6d. a year, post free, 1s. 6d. without ‘The Kingdom.’

(2) the Army Guild Home. In this Institution (at 8 Bedford Park, Croydon) the 
orphan daughters of non-commissioned officers and men are maintained and educated.

The Medical Profession ‘The Guild of St. Luke’ was founded in 1864. The object 
of it is to encourage and support its members in leading the higher Christian life and to 
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promote and defend the Catholic Faith, especially amongst members of the Medical 
Profession, by (a) frequent and regular Communions, () intercessory prayer, (c) personal 
influence and example, (d) promotion of works of mercy. One of its special works is to 
assist in providing and maintaining fully-qualified medical Missionaries for work with 
foreign missions. The Guild consists of students and practitioners of medicine, being 
communicants of the Church of England. The annual meeting and service are held 
on St. Luke’s Day or within the octave. A ‘Medical Service in State’ was inaugurated 
by the Guild in 1896.

The Guild of All Sonls.—Founded March 1873. The objects of this Guild are: (1) 
Intercessory prayer for the dying; (2) The devout remembrance of deceased members 
and all the faithful departed ; (8) To provide furniture for burials according to the use 
of the Catholic Church, so as to set forth the two great doctrines of the ‘Communion of 
Saints’ and the ‘ Resurrection of the Body.’ 

A quarterly intercession paper is issued, also an Anniversary Book containing the 
names of departed members, and of the relatives and friends of members for whom the 
prayers of the Guild are desired. 

The Guild supplies palls and mortuary copes aud other vestments, of good material 
and design, at cost price, aud the Council make grants, so far as the funds will permit, 
to poor parishes and missions, of vestments, palls, lych palls, shrouds, and other burial 
furniture, or towards the purchase of the same. ; 

‘The Guild, through its Trustees, accepts Advowsons and the trust of land, or of moneys 
for the purchase of land, proposed to be set apart for the use of Church people as private 
burial-places, and also of burial furniture and similar property. 

Branches exist in all parts of Great Britain, in Canada and the United States of 
America, also in India, South Africa, Australia and the West Indies.

DIOCESE OF CANTERBURY. Diocesan Church Society.—This Society, founded 
by Archbishop Benson in 1889, has undergone some reconstruction. It aims at includ- 
ing all Communicants who are willing to recognise their obligation to take some share 
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in the Church’s work. Its three rules are, (1) to be a regular Communicant, (2) to 
pray daily for others, (3) to do some work for Christ and His Church, however small. 
Any Communicants’ Unions or Guilds in the Diocese can be affiliated with it. A new 
manual has been issued, and several branches are formed.

DIOCESE OF BATH AND WELLS. Diocesan Church Workers’ Association.—This 
Society was founded in 1881 as the ‘ Lay Helpers’ Association.’ The name was afterwards 
changed when various alterations were made in the rules. All Communicant workers, 
clerical and lay, are eligible for membership. The object is to provide a bond of union 
between workers in their own parishes, and also between those in adjacent parishes and 
the diocese at large, and generally to promote Communicant Church work, and mutual 
friendliness and interest, and by linking sectional efforts to one centre help Church- 
péople to realise ‘The Church’ as one many-sided body. The Society seeks to 
promote its objects chiefly through Diocesan, District, and Local gatherings. The 
members number about 1,800, in about 60 parishes.

DIOCESE OF LICHFIELD. Diocesan Communicants’ Guilds Union.—The object 
of this Union is to bind communicants together for holiness, intercession, work, and 
prayer. There are now over 116 parishes which have affiliated themselves to this Society. 
Guild Wardens are appointed by the Bishop for the three Archdeaconries, and from 
time to time local Festival Services under their direction are held at some central church. 
The two Rules of the Union of general obligation are monthly Communion and the use 
of the Guild prayer; but any Guild is allowed to add to these, special Rules of its own, 
subject to the Bishop’s approval. On the Sunday next before Advent all Guilds in 
Union unite in offering intercession for some branches of Diocesan work and organisation, 
at the Holy Eucharist. A Triennial Festival is held at the Cathedral for Guilds in 
Union.

DIOCESE GF LINCOLN. The Diocesan Guilds Union was organised at the sugges- 
tion of the Diocesan Conference 23 years ago with the three following objects: (1) to 
provide a centre of union for the Parochial Guilds and other organised religious societies 
in the Diocese; (2) to promote amongst church workers of the Diocese a sense of 
fellowship in good works; (3) to afford Churchmen in Rural Parishes some of the 
advantages derivable from Guild fellowship. 

Any Guild or Religious Society may be enrolled upon adopting the two obligations, 
(1) of all members being communicants of the Church of England, and (2) that of pray- 
ing for the Union and its work at the Guild meetings. All other rules each Guild is left 
free to frame for itself. 

Under the Bishop as President the Union is governed by a General Warden, assisted 
by a Central Council. It is divided into District Associations, each controlled by a 
Warden and Council. 

Festivals are held annually by the Associations, and triennially there is a united 
Central Festival at Lincoln. 

There are 162 Guilds and Religious Societies upon the roll, with a total membership 
of about 7,250.

DIOCESE OF ST. ALBANS. Diocesan Intercessory Guild.—The object of this 
Guild is the offering of regular Intercessions, primarily for the needs of the Diocese ;

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_ DIOCESE OF SALISBURY.—A Communicants’ Guild has been formed in this 
Diocese with the following objects : 

To aid persons who have been confirmed in keeping their Confirmation vows, 
and to unite them together in such fellowship as may help them to aid one another 
onward in the way that leads to eternal life, and particularly by pledging them to 
join together in Holy Communion, and in some practical work for God and His Church. 

_ The Bishop of the Diocese has drawn up a manual for use. It suggests different 
kinds of Church work under twelve heads, from which members are invited to select 
one or more as their definite service ; there are hints on devotion and holy life, and 
forms of service and private prayers for the members of the Guild, and also some 
suitable prayers for particular purposes and some appropriate hymns. 

Leaflets for Intercession and Thanksgiving are sent three times a year (v. e. Advent, 
Lent, and Whitsuntide) to every member through their respective branches. 

There are 45 branches in the Diocese with a membership of over 3,000. 

The General Secretary is the Rev. E. W. Legg, Diocesan Missioner, Salisbury. 


DIOCESE OF TRURO. Church Society.—This Society was founded by Bishop 
Benson during his Episcopate, and aims at including all Communicants who are willing 
to recognise their obligation to take some share in Church work. Its three rules are : 
(1) to be a regular Communicant ; (2) to pray daily for others ; (3) to do som: work 
for God. Communicants’ Guilds in the Diocese may be affiliated, provided the Bishop 
approves of their rules. 

Canon Young is the Editor of the Bible Reading Booklet and the Monthly Inter- 
cession Papers, and about 2,000 of these are in daily use and are greatly valued.

CENTRAL COUNCIL OF CHURCH BELL RINGERS. 


Tuis Council was inaugurated in the year 1891. Its primary object is to bring change- 
ringers together from all parts of the kingdom for mutual consultation on all points 
affecting their interests—(1) generally, as Churchinen and Church workers ; (2) particu- 
larly, for discussion and pronouncement on the various technicalities involved in the art 
and science of change-ringing. It passes resolutions, affirms principles, and issues pub- 
lications, but is not a legislative body. Nevertheless, its acta and dicta being, as they 
are, the expression of the general consensus of opinion in the ringing world, carry great 
weight and meet with practically universal compliance. .Nearly all the Diocesan or 
County Guilds or Associations of ringers throughout the country are fully represented on 
its roll in proportion to their own numbers, four being the maximum limit of representa- 
tives for each. The Council also serves as a useful central consultative body, able and 
ready to give the best possible information to Clergy, churchwardens and all others seek- 
ing advice on any point connected with bells or ringing, whether it be as regards the 
bells themselves, their founding, hanging, fittings, preservation ; the towers in which 
they hang, their structure and furniture ; or, finally, as regards ringers and their relation 
to the Church and Church authorities. 

The regular annual meeting is held on Whitsun Tuesday. The members are elected 
triennially, those elected co-opting subsequently 15 additional ‘ Honorary’ members 
into their ranks. he first meeting of each Council is held in London, the two succeed. 
ing annual meetings being held at various provincial centres. At the meeting held in 
the Old Guildhall of the Old Town Hall at Leicester on Whitsun-Tuesday, 6th June, 
1911, there were present of elected representative members 51 out of 96, and of honorary 
members 9 out of 13. The meeting on Whitsun-Tuesday, 28th May, 1912, will (D.V.) 
be held at the Church House, Westminster. Among the Council’s publications (all 
to be procured of Messrs. George Allen & Sons, Ruskin House, 44 & 45 Rathbone 
Place, Oxford Street, W.) are the following: ‘On the Preservation of Bells,’ 4d.;

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SECTION VIL—HOME MISSION WORK. 


THE DUTY OF THE CHURCH TOWARDS THE SPREADING INFIDELITY OF 
THE AGE, AND KINDRED HINDRANCES TO THE CHRISTIAN FAITH. 


Tur prevailing scepticism of the day presents many obstacles to the 
work of the Church ; in many cases, no doubt, direct personal influence 
and instruction will be found the most effectual way of strengthening faith. 
There are, however, circumstances in which it may seem wiser to take 
a bolder course, and the following records wil! briefly mark what has been 
lone to counteract modern unbelief, in its more open and hostile forms. 


SOCIETY FOR PROMOTING CHRISTIAN KNOWLEDGE. 
CHRISTIAN EVIDENCE COMMITTEE. 


For many years past this Society has endeavoured to counteract the evils of 
infidelity by the publication of manuals in support of Christian evidence; these 
publications have been previously referred to, and information regarding them may 
always be obtained from the Editorial Secretary. 

The Committee having had no work of sufficient importance submitted to them this 
year, nothing new has been issued under their sanction. Several evidential works have 
been put forth by the Tract Committee during the past year.

CHRISTIAN EVIDENCE SOCIETY. 


Objects and Constitution of the Society.—The Society was founded in 1870 by 
members of the Church of England and of other Christian bodies, to check the spread 
of unbelief, to defend Christianity, and to set forth the reasons for believing it to_be true. 
It has ever since been maintained on this broad basis. 

The work of the past year is as follows: 

Lectures and Sermons have been given—(a) In London and the Provinces, 273. 
(b) Open-air Lectures at thirteen stations in the Metropolis, 338. Total, 611. 

The Indoor Lectures given in a great variety of places, to members of almost every 
grade of society, are adapted as far as possible to the special needs of particular audiences. 
hey are sometimes delivered in localities where the Clergy have already interested and 
instructed their people in the subjects dealt with ; at other times new ground is broken 
up. Courses of Lectures on Christian Evidences have been given at Christ Church, 
Lancaster Gate; St. Peter-upon-Cornhill; St. John’s, Southwick Crescent, Swindon ; 
St. Martin-in-the-Fields; King’s College, Strand ; St. Paul’s, Beckenham, ete. 

The open-air lectures, mainly in the Metropolitan area, are a most interesting and 
necessary, and also a most difficult feature of the work. They have been very successful. 
Mr. W. T. Lee, a very efficient and experienced Lecturer, has held Evidential Missions 
in large centres of population. Over 45,000 persons attended his Lectures during 1910-11. 
Among the places visited by him in 1910-11 were Bristol, Hastings, Rugby, Blackburn, 
and Southport. 

Examinations in the appointed text-books resulted in the following awards (candidates, 
43): prizes, 9; certificates, 34. 

In many other ways the Society is working with a view to check the advances of 
infidelity. Enquirers are directed to books on special subjects for their own study, or 
for recommendation to others. Interviews are held with persons needing guidance for 
themselves or others.

SHOTION VIII—HOME MISSION WORK. 


THE WORK OF THE CHURCH AMONG THE SEAFARING 
POPULATION AND SOLDIERS. 


By the kindness of the Chaplain of the Fleet, the Right Rev. Chaplain- 
General, and the Chaplains of some of the principal Military Depots, and 
-others, we are able to illustrate to some extent the character of the 
ministrations of the Church provided for His Majesty’s Navy and Army, 
and for the great population engaged in trading and fishing. 


CHURCH WORK IN THE ROYAL NAVY. 


The King’s Regulations and Admiralty Instructions provide that daily Morning 
Prayer shall be said on board every ship of war, and that the usnal services shall be 
held on Sunday. Where there is no Chaplain, the commanding officer or some one 
deputed by him says each day short Morning Prayers, and also conducts a service on 
Sunday morning at least. Besides the regular Sunday Morning Service there is in all 
ships carrying Chaplains, and in some ships which do not carry them, an afternoon or 
evening service. ‘These services are in all cases held in that part of the ship which is 
found most convenient for gathering together the ship’s company ; and everything is 
prepared and arranged, as far as possible, with a view to rendering the place suitable for 
Divine Worship. In ships bearing Chaplains, it is ordered that the Holy Communion 
shall be celebrated at least once a month. Jn most ships there is a weekly Celebration, 
but in all there is a Celebration at least once a month, and on the great festivals of 
the Church. Men in the Sick Bay and Prisoners in Cells have to be vixited regularly. 
Provision is also made in the Regulations for the spiritual attendance on the sick in 
smaller vessels when in company With a ship bearing a Chaplain, and in such cases 
arrangements are also made for the officers and men to attend the Sunday morning 
service conducted by a Chaplain. In sports and recreations, Chaplains have an excel- 
lent opportunity of getting into touch with and influencing men, and there is a splendid 
field of work in the Navy for hardworking, enthusiastic, and manly young Clergymen. 

Besides the customary public services, meetings for prayer and other purposes are 
held by Chaplains—Bible Classes, Communicants’ Meetings, ‘Temperance Meetings, 
Lantern Services and Lectures, and meetings of the members of the Naval Church 
Society. The Regulations are careful to provide that a suitable place shall be screened 
off for these meetings, to ensure as far as possible the quiet which is necded for them. 

Lanterns and slides on Secular and Religious subjects are now supplied to all large 
ships, and prove most instructive to the men anda valuable aid to the work of Chaplains. 

For the circulation of religious literature, Chaplains are allowed to demand books 
of a moral and religious character for lending to officers and men. 

There are at present 130 Chaplains, who are employed not only in sea-going shiys 
in all parts of the world, but in Dockyards at home and abroad, in Naval and Marine 
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Barracks, in Hospitals and Naval Prisons, in the Naval Colleges at Osborne and Dart- 
mouth, and in the several Training Establishments for boys. At Shotley, which is one of 
the principal Establishments for training boys, and on board the ‘ Impregnable’ at Devon- 
port, there are together about 2,600 boys, whilst some 300 youths, somewhat older 
than those received at Shotley, are under training in the ‘Ganges II’ at Harwich. 
There are also Establishments for the training of Boy Artificers at Portsmouth and 
Devonport containing some 300 boys at each port, and about 2,000 young stokers are 
under training at the different ports. All these stokers, youths, and boys get regular 
religious instruction, and large numbers are prepared for Baptism and Confirmation by 
the Chaplains. A Naval Chaplain is also appointed to the Greenwich Hospital School, 
where 1,000 boys—sons of seamen—are educated, nearly all of whom enter the Royal 
Navy. 

A cbstanttal allowances in addition to Full Pay are attached to the appointments at 
the Dockyards, Marine Divisions, Hospitals, Naval Prisons, Colleges, &c. Eight 
Greenwich Hospital Livings in the gift of the Admiralty are filled by Naval Chaplains. 

During the past year about 400 persons belonging to H.M. Naval Service were 
baptized, and 2,856 were confirmed, again an increase of over 500 over the number con- 
firmed during the previous year. In ships and Establishments where Chaplains are 
borne there are 6,564 men who are now on the Communicants’ Roll, as against 6,371 
returned last year, thus showing a steady and encouraging increase. This, however, does 
not by any means represent the total number, as many men only communicate in 
Churches on shore, and a considerable body of Communicants are serving in ships 
without Chaplains, the number of whom it is impossible to gauge accurately. 

According to the latest Returns there are about 122,000 Petty Officers and men 
in the Navy. Of these more than 92,560, or 75°9 per cent., belong to the Church 
of England. 

In 1902 a very important step was taken towards bringing the Church in the 
Royal Navy into closer touch with the Church ashore. The late Archbishop of 
Canterbury instituted the Chaplain of the Fleet Archdeacon for the Royal Navy, 
and issued a special licence to all Chaplains on the Active List which will be capable of 
recognition by Bishops of the Anglican Church and Churches in communion with her all 
over the world. This movement received the sanction of the King in an Order in Council 
dated August 13th, 1902. 


REGULATIONS FOR CHAPLAINS, R.N. 
ENTRY. 


1. To render a Candidate eligible for appointment as a Chaplain in the Royal Navy 
he must fulfil the following conditions :—(a) He must be an ordained Deacon and Priest 
of the Church of England, or admitted to the same Holy Orders by the lawful authority 
of one of the Churches within the realm of Great Britain and Ireland which are in com- 
munion with the Church of England. (6) He must not hold any benefice with a Cure 
of Souls. (c) He must produce satisfactory testimonials from the Bishop of the Diocese 
in which he was last licensed, addressed to the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty. 
(7) His age must not exceed 30, or in certain exceptional cases 35 years. (e) He must 
have been examined by the Chaplain of the Fleet, and reported by him to be in every 
respect a fit and proper person to serve as Chaplain in His Majesty’s Service. (/) He 
must be pronounced physically fit for service by the Medical Director-General of the 
Navy. 2. Every Chaplain appointed for service must, as a condition to such appoint- 
ment, receive a special ecclesiastical licence from the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
his successors, such licence to be one capable of recognition by all Bishops and other 
authorities of the Church of England throughout the world during the period such 
Chaplain shall remain on the Active List of the Royal Navy. 3. Chaplains will be 
appointed for a period of four years only in the first instance. They will not be retained 
beyond that period unless the requirements of the Service render it desirable and unless 
they have proved themselves to be in every way suitable for permanent duty in the 
Navy. Chaplains not so retained will be discharged with a gratuity under Clause 7 of 
these regulations. In the event of discharge after short service the names of Chaplains 
who are recommended will be specially brought to the notice of the Bishop in whose 
Diocese they may desire to take duty,

6. Chaplains who have less than four years’ full pay service and accept a living will 
be considered as desiring to resign His Majesty’s Service, and will not be entitled to any 
retiring allowance or to either half or retired pay. 7. Chaplains who withdraw from 
the Royal Navy after four years’ full pay service under the provisions of paragraph 3 
(whether at their own request or not) will be eligible to receive a gratuity of 500/. on 
leaving. Chaplains who may be retained beyond that period will be allowed, at the 
discretion of their Lordships, to withdraw from the Navy at the expiration of 6, 8, 
10, 12 or 16 years’ service, with gratuities caleulated upon the following scale, viz. :—

Officers are to give six months’ notice of their wish to withdraw with a gratuity, and 
similar notice will be given by the Admiralty should it be decided to terminate an 
appointment at the end of four years’ service. 8. A Chaplain who obtains from their 
Lordships permission to accept a living, or desires to retire from the Service, may, at 
the discretion of the Admiralty, if he has not less than 10 years’ service, be retired with 
Retired Pay on the following scale, in lieu of withdrawing with a gratuity, viz. :—

12, Chaplains are entitled to be victualled when on board ship, or to receive the 
allowance in lieu (1s. 6d. a day) when detached on duty. In certain circumstances 
widows are eligible for pensions varying from 50/. to 80/. a year, in ordinary cases, 
with compassionate allowances for children, varying from 9/. to 16/., as laid down in 
the King’s Regulations, 


TEMPORARY SERVICE. 


13. Clergymen in Priests’ Orders will be allowed to take temporary service in the 
Navy, without any restriction as to age, and will be appointed ‘‘ Acting Chaplains for 
‘Temporary Service.’”” While so employed they will occupy the same position, enjoy 
the same privileges, and be subject to the same regulations as ordinary Naval Chaplains. 
They will receive 2197. a year (12s. a day), but they will not be entitled to a gratuity 
or any other advantages at the termination of their temporary service. Candidates 
must present themselves at the Admiralty, bringing with them their Letters of Orders, 
'Nestimonials, &c., preparatory to their being examined by the Chaplain of the Fleet as 
to their fitness for these appointments. Preliminary application should be made in 
writing to the Secretary of the Admiralty. 

All Candidates must be prepared to go to any part of the world to which their ships 
may be sent. 


The Naval Church Society.—Objects: To draw Churchmen together for fellowship 
and for the advancement of the Church’s work ; to promote the formation and welfare 
of Church Institutes in Naval Ports ; to increase interest in Mission work at home and 
abroad. The Rules of the Society are (1) to pray daily ; (2) to do something to help 
forward the work of the Church. The qualification of Members or Associates is, that 
they be members of the Church of England or of any Church in communion with her. 
Members consist of communicants, and Associates of baptized persons who belong to the 
Church of England. The Chaplain of the Fleet is President ex officio, conditional on 
his consent. Clergymen become de facto members of the Society when in spiritual 
charge of seamen, whether of the Royal Navy or Mercantile Marine, provided they 
express their wish to that effect in writing to the President, a Branch Chairman, or to 
a Naval Chaplain being a member of the Society. The membership of the Society has 
increased considerably during the past year, there are now about 1,423 members, an 
increase of more than 200 over the preceding year. This Society is making steady and real 
progress in the Navy, and is beginning to be the means of making Officers and men 
recognise that fellowship and comradeship among Churchmen which is so necessary to 
the spiritual life of the Church, and rallying men of all ranks for definite Church work, 
lion.

The Royal Naval Spripture Readers’ Society was founded in 1860, and has been 
doing good work ever since. A strong Committee has been formed with Admiral 
ifolland as President, and the Chaplain of the Fleet as Chairman, to re-organise and to 
bring the claims of the Society before a wider public, some of the older readers have 
been replaced by younger men who have been specially trained at the 8. P.O. K. College for 
Church work. Having regard tothe greater numbers of men in the Navy, who are con- 
centrated at the Home Ports to a larger extent than ever before, and the numbers of 
Destroyers and small craft now in commission which distribute many hundreds of 
inen into numerous small ships’ companies, there is urgent need for more Readers, but 
these cannot be provided unless an increased income is forthcoming from those 
who have the social, moral, and spiritual welfare of our Sailors at heart. By the 
courtesy of the Commanders-in-Chief, meetings have been held at the Admiralty 
Ifouses at each of the Home Ports with marked success. A strong Committee has 
existed at Devonport since the formation of the Society. In London the latter is repre- 
sented by a Committee of which Canon Edgar Sheppard, Sub-Dean of the Chapels 
Royal, is Chairman, and at Dover a Committee consisting of the principal Clergy and 
some of the leading citizens has been formed with the object of showing their 
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practical sympathy and of furthering the work of the Societ ; 
the Fleet which visit that Port. s eee te. 

The Readers’ Society in Scotland has this year done invaluable work for the men of 
the Navy by being the means of getting good sleeping accommodation and Recreation 
rooms provided for Bluejackets when visiting Edinburgh, for which there was such 
urgent need. The Bishop of Edinburgh is President of the Edinburgh and East of 
Scotland Committee. a 

The Secretary of the Society, Mr. H. Kestell-Cornish, ‘Trafalgar’ Institute, Ports- 
mouth, will be glad to supply any information and to receive donations and subscriptions. 


THE ‘TRAFALGAR’ INSTITUTE, PORTSMOUTH. 


The ‘Trafalgar’ is a Church Institute opened in December 1906, for the use of the 
26,000 sailors and 5,000 soldiers in Portsmouth. It possesses 113 Cabins, Reading 
Billiard and Writing Rooms, a Devotional Room, and a Restaurant. — The religious 
side of the work is carried on by Naval and Military Chaplains and a Lay Worker 
under the sanction of the Bishop of Winchester, who is President of the General 
Committee. The Institute was enlarged in 1907 to meet increasing demands on 
its accommodation, and there is an urgent call for further extension, which will be 
undertaken when funds permit. The ‘Trafalgar’ is a most valuable centre of Church 
work amongst Service men in this port and garvison, and is greatly appreciated by men 
of both Services. The sailors are naturally in larger numbers, but soldiers use it 
well in their proportion. On any ordinary Sunday 2,000 men make use of the public 
rooms. 

The Institute is run on teetotal lines, and is quite self-supporting. The Committee 
are anxious to increase its usefulness still further and to raise 12,0001. to complete the 
building. The Hon. Treas. is Paymaster-in-Chief, G. V. Ra-hleigh, R.N., 14, He'ena 
Road, Southsea, and the Hon. Sec. is the Rev. T. T. Griffiths, R.N. 


THE ‘DRAKE’ CHURCH OF ENGLAND SOLDIERS’ AND SAILORS’ 
INSTITUTE, DEVONPORT. 


The first section of the above-named Institute was opened in 1904, and being so 
largely used by the Sailors and Soldiers at Devonport, the Committee decided to build 
the second section, which was opened in 1910. The completed building contains two 
halls (a larger and smaller one) for meetings and entertainments, etc., a Devotional 
room, two dormitories containing five beds each, a Warrant Officer’s bedroom, twenty- 
nine cabins, locker and storage rooms for the use of men to leave their belongings when 
away from Port, six bath-rooms, reading-room, and quarters for the Manager and his 
wife. From the opening of the second section, the Institute has been attended by 
18,989 Naval men, and 6,821 Soldiers, making a total of 25,810 service men who have 
used it for the twelve mouths. Of this number 5,700 availed themselves of the beds. 
Since the opening of the Institute 144,435 service men have made use of the Home, of 
whom 21,201 have taken beds. 

The Committee has accepted the offer made by the Church of England Soldiers 
and Sailors’ Institutes Association to supply and pay the salary of a Church Army 
Captain towards whose board and lodging the Institute will have to raise annually the 
sum of £39. His appointment, it is expected, will be from the beginning of 1912, and 
itis hoped that his infinence for good will be considerable, and that his work in the 
Devotional room will be of great spiritual help to the men. The Hon. Secretary and 
Treasurer is the Rey. A. Malim, M.A., Chaplain to the Forces, Retired, who will gladly 
receive donations or annual subscriptions towards the improvement and greater efficiency 
of the Institute.

NAVAL AND MILITARY CHURCH INSTITUTE, SENGLEA, MALTA. 


The Naval and Military Church Institute, Malta, owes its origin to some members 
of the Naval Church Society who, about nineteen years ago, started it under the name 
of the Naval Church Institute, with the object of providing a resort on Club lines for 
the men of the Fleet, irrespective of class or creed, where they could obtain, when on 
shore, beds, refreshment, and amusement at moderate prices. It commenced its career 
with an annual grant of 10/. a year from the Lords of the Admiralty. Their Lordships 
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have since recognised the usefulness of the Institution by increasing the Admiralty grant 
to 40/. a year. 

In 1908 the Institute was handed over to the Church of England Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Institutes Society, the words ‘and Military’ being added to its title. 

Thesleeping accommodation consists of fifty beds. During 1911 about 3,500 beds were 
let. In addition to six bedrooms there are (1) Reading Room supplied with the latest 
English papers, magazines, etc. ; (2) Dining Room where meals and teetotal drinks 
are served up to midnight; (8) Games Room (Bagatelle, Draughts, etc., supplied) ; 
(4) Billiard Room with full-sized table ; (5) Devotional Room. 

A great feature of the House is a Concert Hall seating 200 people. Concerts, 
Amateur Theatricals and Lectures are given in this Hall. It is also used once a month 
by the Friendly Union of Sailors’ Wives for a Tea and Entertainment. 

The Institute pays its way as long as the Fleet is at Malta, but as the ships are 
sometimes away for four months in the summer, it will be readily understood that some 
outside help is necessary to tide over an anxious time when the outgoings of rent, wages 
and upkeep are heavy. Seeing how important it is for men of the Fleet to have decent 
sleeping accommodation when on leave, it seems amply worth while to keep the Institute 
going, and donations and subscriptions are urgently required to enable this to be done. 
As this Church Institute is now affiliated to the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Institutes

CHURCH OF ENGLAND SOLDIERS’ AND SAILORS’ INSTITUTE, 
VALETTA, MALTA. 


From all points of view this Institute has maintained its position, and satisfactory 
progress was made during the year. This Institute has a Devotional Room where 
Services are conducted, and Bible Classes and Religious and Temperance Meetings are 
held by Navy and Army Chaplains ; this is considered a most important element in the 
object of these Institutions. The Institute is well patronised by both branches of the 
Service, and additional accommodation for sleeping and recreation is urgently required.

NAVY HOUSE (NAVAL CHURCH INSTITUTE) AT CHATHAM. 


This ig the first attempt of the Church of the Diocese to make direct and special 
provision i Chatham for the well-being of the thousauds of Bluejackets and Marines 
who belong to or pass through the Naval Station, and are thrown upon the streets of the 
town in their leisure hours. A Clergyman, carefully chosen for the work under the 
Bishop’s authority, is attached to it as Warden ; his whole time is free for service to the 
men. It is definitely and permanently connected with the Diocese. The House has no 
sort of endowment, It has an income from the men’s payments for lodgings, refresh- 
ments, and games, but it needs steady support in voluntary contributions. ° 

The Otjects of Navy House are to give all Seamen ana Marines belonging to H.M. 
Navy, irrespective of creed or position, a resort run on club lines which is free for their 
use, and where beds, meals, and amusements can be obtained at moderate prices. For 
those who desire it, instruction, both secular and religious, is available. During the 
year 1907, a new wing containing 61 Cabins and two recreation rooms were added ata 
cost of something over 2,000/., and at the present moment there is in course of erection 
another wing costing roughly 2,8002. which will give an additional 80 Cabins. For the 
purposes of building and extension, if the Institute is to become anything like what it 
ought to be, 6,000/. is needed, and it is hoped that this sum may be forthcoming to 
enable the Warden and Committee to go forward with the necessary work. i:

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THE MISSIONS TO SEAMEN. 


Twelve Roadstead Missions.—The numerous mission vessels of The Missions to 
Seamen haye throughout the year 1910 made about 29,100 visits to crews seeking shelter 
under the headlands forming outer roadsteads. 10,233 services and Bible-readings were 
held with isolated crews of mixed nationalities and various creeds, some of them 
heathen, on week-days as well as on Sundays. The crews of distant lightships, some of 
them moored out of sight of land, are ministered to; whilst the garrisons of the deep- 
water forts at Spithead, and the lonely islanders in the Bristol Channel, are periodically 
visited. 2,195 total abstinence pledges of The Missions to Seamen branch of the C.E.T.S. 
were taken, and 4,887 Bibles and Prayer Books bought by seamen in 1910. Between 
60,000 and 70,000 boxes, bags, or parcels of reading were placed in outward-bound ships, 
and the captains urged to conduct Divine worship for their crews at sea as well as in 
harbour, 41 ships being supplied with ‘Service Boxes’ containing Bibles, Prayer and 
Hymn Books partly supplied by the §.P.C.K. 

Jn all, seventy-six mission vessels and boats, propelled by steam, motors, sails, or 
oars, are in constant use. Thirty-two mission steamers or motors, and four mission 
Salis besides thirty-nine row-boats, are now engaged in carrying Chaplains from ship 
to ship. 


One Hundred and Thirty-eight Seamen’s Churches, etc.—One hundred and thirty- 
eight Missions to Seamen Churches and Institutes are now the centres of mission effort 
in docks, rivers, and inner harbours to sailors living afloat, or in hoarding-houses ashore. 
Churches and Institutes combined under one roof prove great boons to sailors in harbour, 
especially when strangers to the port, or out of employment after being paid off, waiting 
idly to be hired. The week-day mission services in many of them are attended in the 
course of the year by as many as 3,000 different seamen in each, of various ereeds and 
mixed nationalities, who, by the aid of paged Prayer Books, heartily join in the worship. 

The improved habits of seamen and fishermen call for better buildings and equipments 
for their accommodation than have heretofore been deemed necessary, calling for additional 
expenditure ; whilst the desire for instruction in navigation, ambulance, and cookery calls 
for increased class-rooms. 

The weekly offertories of sailors in The Missions to Seamen Churches and Institutes 
in forty-eight ports reached last year 1,6532. There were 20,515 services ashore specially 
for sailors, fishermen and bargemen, with 336,294 attendances of seamen only. 

Though there are often great difficulties in the way of sailors obtaining Confirmation, 
312 seamen and sailor lads were presented for Confirmation by the Seamen’s 
Chaplains at twenty-five ports, to the Bishops of Stepney, Bristol, Durham, 
Exeter, Liverpool, San Francisco, Falkland Islands and other Dioceses. There were 
5,694 receptions of the Holy Communion by sailors only in the Seamen’s 
Churches or Institutes at London, Bristol, Newport, Cardiff, Penarth, Barry Docks, 
Port Talbot, Swansea, Falmouth, Plymouth, Poole, Southampton, Downs, Rochester, 
Lowestoft, Yarmouth, Hull, Scarborough, Whitby, Middlesbrough, Hartlepool, 
Sunderland, South Shields, Manchester, Dublin, Hamburg, Rotterdam, Antwerp, 
Dunkerque, Marseilles, Bilbao, Bombay, Caleutta, Hong Kong, Shanghai, Wellington, 
N.Z., Dunedin, Honolulu, Sydney, Melbourne, Newcastle, N.S.W., Capetown, Delagoa 
Bay, San Francisco, Tacoma, Callao, Valparaiso, Bahia Blanca, Buenos Aires, Vancouver, 
B.C., and the Mersey. 

Deep Sea Missions.—There are 34,730 registered British merchant ships, including 
colonials, and 25,496 fishing vessels of the United Kingdom only, not one of which 
carries a Chaplain for the crew. The Chaplains of The Missions to Seamen have accredited 
938 devout captains, officers and seamen as full members of the Seamen’s Guild in con- 
nection with the C.H.M.S. for mission work on the high seas. Besides promoting the 
devout observance of the Lord’s Day and week-evening prayers on board ship, they 
form Bible classes, read and pray with sick shipmates, instruct the lads, train choirs, 
promote temperance and purity, and give Christian burial to the dead. Thanks 
greatly to the S.P.C.K., 1,146 ‘Service Boxes,’ containing paged Prayer Books with 
Hymns, ete., have been supplied to Chaplains for issue to captains, officers, or others 
promising to conduct Divine worship at sea. Volunteer mission smacks, flying The 
Missions to Seamen flag, are centres of Church worship in the fishing fleets all the year 
round, 
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British Seamen in Ports Abroad.—Nowhere do sailors more need or more value the 
presence of a real friend, and facilities for worship, than in ports abroad. Unhappily the 
sparse British communities in such ports are not always able, however willing, to main- 
tain local Missions to Seamen without external financial aid. It is something that The 
Missions to Seamen serve the shipping in thirty-five distant ports, providing 20 
seamen’s Chaplains and 19 Readers giving their whole time and services to the crews ; 
besides 6 Chaplains giving part of their time to sailors. These have 13 Mission steamers 
and 6 Mission boats, with 50 Seamen’s Churches and Institutes at their disposal. 
The lack of funds has compelled the Society to withhold much-needed aid for the 
shipping in ports elsewhere. 

Foreign Seamen in British Ports.—It is estimated that about 87,000 foreign sailors 
enter ports of the United Kingdom annually under foreign flags. To these and to English- 
speaking seamen, fishermen, and bargemen, 146,714 Bibles in thirty-two languages, and 
22,643 Prayer Books in nine languages, were sold in the last thirty-two years; whilst 
last year alone 290,000 tracts in twenty-six foreign languages were distributed. 


Abstaining Seamen.—2,716 total abstaining pledges were taken last year by 
seamen, fishermen, and bargemen, in The Missions to Seamen branch of the C.E.T.S. 


The Mission Staff.—There are three experienced clerical superintendents, who, from 
time to time, visit the 64 home stations and some of the 35 foreign stations occupied by 
62 Chaplains aud 100 Readers, ete. Valuable services are also rendered to the crews of 
the shipping, fishing vessels, and barges, by the 75 honorary Chaplains who take part in 
the work, and by the 938 captains, officers, and seamen who act as volunteer Mission 
Helpers on board their ships, as well as by large numbers of local friends acting under 
the guidance of the Chaplains. 1,392 offertories given in 1910 helped to make 
the income 50,6712. in addition to about 25,0007. raised and spent locally in the Ports 
abroad in that year. The Thames Church Mission was incorporated with The Missions 
to Seamen on Ist April, 1904.

ST. ANDREW’S WATERSIDE CHURCH MISSION. 


FounpEp 1864. A Mission ror SArILors, FISHERMEN, AND DOCK-WORKERS 
At Homn AND ABROAD. 


Object.—To assist the Church of England in her endeavours to advance the spiritual 
welfare of Sailors, Fishermen, and Emigrants, on board ship and ashore, both at home 
and abroad. The work of the St. Andrew’s Waterside Church Mission has been efficiently 
continued during the year 1910. 


Port of London.—Grants were continued to the Incumbents of the principal Dock 
parishes in London, including Tilbury and Gravesend, on the Thames, and large con- 
signments of books, magazines, newspapers, &c., for ships’ libraries and free distribution 
on board ship. At Gravesend, the launch ‘St. Andrew’ continues to do excellent work 
in visiting the ships in the roadstead. ‘The number of such visits paid during the past 
year has been 1,777, and the launch has also visited the lighthouses and lightships on 
the Thames. The Lascar Mission at St. Luke’s, Victoria Docks, has had another fruitful 
year in its extremely difficult work. Amongst the work done in other quarters we 
may mention that 5,202 visits have been paid to ships by the statf of the Liverpool 
depot, while at Milford Haven 8,006 sailors and fishermen have visited the reading- 
room in the last nine months. 


Home Stations. —Southend-on-Sea, Brightlingsea, Gorleston, Grimsby, Immingham 
Dock, Hull, Goole, Lerwick, Stromness, Stomoway, Fleetwood, Liverpool, Fishguard, 
Milford Haven, Steynton, Sharpness, Padstow, St. Ives, Portloe, Newlyn, St. Mawes, 
Brixham, Southwick, Hastings. 

Colonial and Foreign Stations.—In like manner Libau, Neufahrwasser, Osteud, 
St. Nazaire, Barcelona, Palermo, Genoa, Savona, Venice, Trieste, Fiume, Galatz 
and Danubian Ports, Odessa, Beyrout, Port Said, Suez, Chittagong, Fremantle, 
Thursday Island (Queensland), Honduras and Newfoundland have received grants both 
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monetary and in books, etce., towards their Sailors’ Homes, etc. The grant of 
1002. towards the Chaplain’s stipend at Port Said has been continued, and the Church 
of the Epiphany and Lady Strangford’s Hospital have proved a great boon to 
residents, passengers, and sailors. 

Library and Literature distributing.—Four hundred and forty-seven cases have 
been sent out and distributed free. In all between 1,2502. and 1,5502. have been 
thus distributed. 10,0002. is annually needed to maintain and extend the work.

THE MERSEY MISSION TO SEAMEN. 
(AN INDEPENDENT BraNncu or THE Missions ro SeamEN, FounpED 18657.) 


The object of the Mersey Mission is to minister the gospel to seamen of all nations 
who frequent the ports on the Mersey, &e. 

In furtherance of this end various agencies are employed, viz.-: 1. Services in the 
mission churches, mission rooms, and on shipboard. 2. Visitation of the ships, barges, 
sailors’ home, hospitals, and boarding houses. 8. The circulation of the Word of God, 
White Cross and other good literature, in the forecastles of ships and steamers, 
specially for the seamen’s use. 4. Eight Institutes are open daily for the use of seamen, 
provided with daily papers, books, writing-paper, and games. 5. Entertainments, 
ambulance lectures, &c. 

The staff of the Mersey Missions at present consists of—seven Chaplains, eight 
lay Missionaries, uiue mission-room keepers, and two launchmen and one deck hand. 
Two Lady workers visit the stewardesses, seamen in hospitals, &c. 

The Mission works in Liverpool at the Seamen’s Church and Institute, Hanover 
Street; Sailors’ Home; Docks; Hospitals: in Bootle at the Seamen’s Church and 
Institute and Docks: tm Birkenhead, Seamen’s Institute, Hamilton Sq., and Asiatic 
Institute, Bridge St.: im Runcorn, Seamen’s Church and Institute and Docks : in Garston, 
Seamen’s Church and Institute and Dock: in Ellesmere Port Mission Room and Canals, 
and at Pall Mall and Burscough among canal boatmen : Ships at anchor in the Mersey, 
Liverpool Bay, and neighbouring waters are visited regularly by the Mission Steamer 
“Good Cheer.’ The Training Ship ‘Indefatigable’ is served by a Chaplain on the stat! 
of the Mission, a grant being given for these services by that Institution. A terminal 
contribution is also received from the masters and boys of Uppingham School, also 
from King William’s College, Isle of Man, and Birkenhead School.

WORK AMONG JAPANESE SEAMEN IN LONDON. 


To those who are interested in the spread of Christ’s kingdom in Japan, the work ot 
this useful Mission will obviously commend itself. The important Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha line of steamers, arriving fortnightly in this country, make London (Royal 
Albert Docks) their principal port of call. There is an institute at 31 Elizabeth Street, 
North Woolwich, close to the docks, and here active work is carried on for the religious 
and social welfare of these crews by a resident worker—Miss G. Palmer, who has had 
some years’ experience of work in Tokyo—assisted by others. Japanese seamen in the 
Asiatic Home, or in Hospitals, inthe East End of London, are visited and befriended. 
Lantern lectures and the distribution of Christian literature are special features of the 
religious side of the work, while provision is made for wholesome recreation, games 
and newspapers being supplied in the Institute. This mission requires 220/. per annum 
to keep it up, which sum is collected through private subscriptions and donations and an 
Annual Sale.

Venice. Sailors’ Homes or Institutes at Algiers, Barcelona, Bilbao, Cannes, Fiume, 
Genoa, Marseilles, Messina, Nice, Oporto, Pireeus, Savona, Seville, Sulina, Trieste, 
and Venice. The reports from these several stations show that a real service is being 
rendered to the 400,000 British who visit these parts in the course of the year.

EMIGRATION COMMITTEE (S.P.C.K.). 


The work has by no means diminished during the past year. Official figures show 
that more emigrants have left our shores than before, and it is satisfactory to hear from 
our Chaplains at the ports of departure that they have had more people commended to 
them than in former years, and also that m the Colonies greater interest is being taken 
by the Church in the reception of immigrants at the ports of arrival. This is asit should 
be, and perhaps the Society may take some credit, if letters commendatory are becoming 
more numerous. During the year a speech on this subject was made by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury in Convocation (July 1910), and at His Grace’s suggestion this was printed 
and sent by the Committee to every beneficed clergyman in the country. The work at 
the various ports continues, as the reports of the Chaplains, which are printed with this 
record, will show. The chief development of the work has been that the Society has 
arranged for a more systematic visitation of the emigrant ships leaving the various 
docks of the Port of London. It was represented that a larger number of people were 
leaving this country for Australasia, and that the ships leaving the Thames were 
carrying more third-class emigrants than in recent years. An arrangement has there- 
fore been made with the Vicar of Holy Trinity, Gravesend (who has the sanction of the 
Bishop of Rochester to undertake the work, and permission from the Bishops of London, 
St. Albans, and Southwark, in whose dioceses the various docks are situated), for the 
regular visitation of all ships leaving the Thames and carrying third-class emigrants. 
This will cause an expenditure of at least 1007. a year, and the Society will be glad if 
all who are interested in the spiritual welfare of emigrants will make it widely known 
that letters commending emigrants leaving by ships which sail from the Thames will he 
welcomed by the Rev. G. Griffiths (Holy Trinity Vicarage, Milton-next-Gravesend, 
Kent), who will endeavour, with the help of his assistant clergy, to see all those who 
are commended to him, 

The same arrangements have been made as in the previous year for the provision of 
Chaplains during the voyage, and we have been able to enlist the help of 184 clergymen 
in this important work ; of this number 90 went to South Africa and Australasia, and 
94 went to Canada, We ask every Chaplain to send us some account of the work he 
has done, and by that means we are able to learn that the ministrations are welcomed by 
the passengers ; and in hearly every case the captain and officers of the ship readily 
assist the efforts of the Chaplain to arrange services and make provision for the spiritual 
welfare of the passengers. 

Here we must not omit to record most gratefully our appreciation of the continuous 
help that is given by the representatives, both ashore and afloat, of the various shipping 
companies. Without their sympathy and help the work would come to an end, or at 
least would be carried on with great difficulty ; with their help and co-operation we are 
able to continue the work in such a manner as to bring, it is hoped, something which is 
valued into the lives of those to whom our Chaplains minister. 

The Society received from time to time correspondence which shows that there is 
still something further required to be done for the reception of the emigrants when they 
arrive in the Colonies. ‘his is not regarded as part of the Society’s regular work for 
the spiritual and moral welfare of emigrants, as it seems that the Church in the Colonies 
should undertake this (though the Society has helped the Church in Canada to deal 
with the enormous inrush which is taking place there), but it is a natural continuation 
of the work which we do through the Long-Voyage Chaplains, The Bishops of 
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Australasia and South Africa, who have been in England during the summer of 1911, 
were asked to meet the Committee and discuss methods by which the work of the ships’ 
Chaplains might be more satisfactorily concluded if they were able to leave those to 
whom they had ministered on board ship, in the care of some agents of the Church at 
the ports of arrival. This effort of the Society to confer with the Bishops will show 
that an attempt is being made to ensure that the work shall not be barren but bear 
fruit, so that the Church in the Colonies may definitely gather in those who have gone 
forth, and of whom it may truly be said in many cases that, ‘they went out, not know- 
ing whither they went.’ 

The Rev. J. E. Warner and the Rev. M. La Touche Thompson (who last year succeeded 
the Rev. W. H. Cassap) have continued to work as Immigration Chaplains at Quebec 
while the port was open; during the winter months Mr. Warner has worked at 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, and Mr. La Touche Thompson at St. John, New Brunswick, at 
which places they have been assisted by the Rev. H. W. Cunningham and the Rey. 
G. F. Scovil respectively. It will be remembered that this is a continuation of the 
arrangement made with the Bishops in Canada three years ago, by which they appoint 
the Chaplains, and the Society is responsible for the stipends. Myr. Warner resigned 
his post in May, and did not return to Quebec. Mr. La Touche Thompson is being 
assisted there by the Rev. W. H. Moorhead, who is reported by the Bishop of Quebec, 
who ordained him, to be well suited for the work. A carefully prepared list of clergy in 
the Colonies and United States was issued by the Society, and has been widely 
circulated. A paragraph in the Press about this little booklet entitled ‘The Church's 
Care for Emigrants,’ recommended that ‘it should be found in every clergyman’s 
study and stacked on the counter of every emigration office ;’ the result has been a 
considerable demand for it by other Societies interested in the welfare of emigrants, 
and a large number of copies are given away by the Chaplains at the ports and on the 
ships. 

The work done by the Society for the spiritual and moral welfare of emigrants 
continues to have the assistance of a Committee of Ladics, who are interested in the care 
of women and girls, and represent organisations which make special arrangements for 
the safe escort and welcome of those who are going to the Colonies. Our Chaplains at 
the ports of departure have ministered to parties going under the care of such 
organisations, and in more than one ‘log’ sent by a Long-Voyage Chaplain valuable 
hints have been given as to the direction in which more care is necessary to ensure the 
moral safety of girls arriving in a strange seaport ; while others have testified to the ex- 
cellent conduct and example on board ship of those who have been in the care of a 
mnatron appointed by one or other of the organisations in which the members of the 
Ladies’ Committee are interested. In this manner our Society is able both to give and 
receive assistance which must be of permanent benefit to the Church in the Colonies, if 
it contributes something towards the setting up of a standard of purity, and lays the best 
of foundations for true happiness in the homes of those who go to inhabit the distant 
parts of our Empire. 

At inany ports of arrival abroad, and at various centres, clergymen will be found 
willing and able to give advice to new-comers. Of these a list can be had on appli- 
cation to the S.P.C.K. Office, Northumberland Avenue, London, W.C., or to the Rev.

CHURCH EMIGRATION SOCIETY. 


The object with which this Society was founded in 1886 was to promote wise 
emigration by the most careful selection of members of the Church of England suitable 
morally, physically and intellectually for Colonial life, to provide correspondents in 
various parts of the British Dominions overseas to advise emigrants as to the best means 
of obtaining work on arrival. ; ; 

The Archbishops of Canterbury and York are Presidents, and the Bishop of London 
vice-President, the Bishops at home are patrons of the Society, and also the majority of 
the Bishops in the British Colonies ; these latter appoint honorary local representatives 
for the Society among the Clergy in their dioceses, who receive and distribute the 
letters of commendation, which are filled in by the Clergy at home, returned by them to 
the Society’s Office, and forwarded from there to the Clergy in the Colonies in advance 
of the emigrants, so that a welcome awaits them on arrival at their destination. 
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The chief ways by which the Society’s work is carried out are :—(1) Information on 
the condition of the Colonial labour markets is gratuitously supplied to intending 
emigrants. (2) General assistance is given to poor emigrants by small loans, or grants 
towards passage money and clothing when necessary. (3) Arrangements are made 
whereby emigrants shall sail in those ships carrying on board a Chaplain provided by 
the Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge, under whose supervision the emigrants 
are placed. (4) Help is given to emigrants without friends in the Colonies towards 
obtaining their first employment on arrival. (5) Reception and shelter are given on 
arrival at certain ports by the Society’s representatives. (6) Work is found for gentlemen’s 
sons in the Colonies who wish to learn farming without paying a premium.

GHURCH WORK IN THE ARMY. 


Tur Chaplain-General is responsible, under the Secretary of State, for 
the arrangements for the conduct of Divine Service in the Army. He 
selects candidates for duty as Commissioned Chaplains, visits the military 
stations from time to time, and holds Confirmations. 


From the Chaplain-General to the Forces: 


The number of Church of Hngland Commissioned Chaplains in the Regular Army is 
now 85, and there are 8 acting Chaplains giving their whole time to the Troops, besides 
about 650 officiating Clergy at Stations where, from various reasons, Commissioned or 
acting Chaplains are not posted. ; 

A Candidate’s age, for appointment as Chaplain, must not, except in exceptional 
circumstances, exceed 35 years. He should forward to the Chaplaim-General a statement 
showing his age, his University, the length of time he has been in Holy Orders, and the 
Cure or Cures which he may have served, together with testimonials, and the names of 
two Clergymen and cne layman to whom the Chaplain-General can refer. Should these 
documents be satisfactory, the Chaplain-General will require the production of Letters of 
Orders, together with a certificate of age, and a personal interview. The names of Candi- 
dates who satisfy the above requirements will be considered as vacancies from time to 
time occur. On receiving a nomination the Candidate will be required to serve on proba- 
tion for atleast one year as a Probationary or Acting Chaplain at some Military Station, 
under an experienced Army Chaplain, who will report on his qualifications for a Commission 
as a Chaplain to the Forces. 

Particulars as to pay, pension, etc., will be found in the ‘Royal Warrant for the Pay, 
Appointment, Promotion and Non-Eiffective Pay of the Army,’ obtainable, either directly 
or through any bookseller, from Wyman & Sons, Ltd., Fetter Lane, London, E.C., Oliver 
& Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Kdinburgh, or EH. Ponsonby, 116 Grafton St., Dublin. 

The general Annual Return of the Army, 1910, shows strength of denominations as 
follows :—Church of England, 166,540, or 70°4 per cent.; Roman Catholics, 34,283 or 14:8 
per cent.; Presbyterians, 17,512, or 74 per cent.; Wesleyans, 10,488, or 4:4 per cent. ; 
Baptists and Congregationalists, 3,772, or 1°6 per cent. ; other Protestants, 1,472, or 0:6 per 
cent. ; Jews, 221, or ‘01 per cent.; Mohammedans, Hindoos, etc., 2,208, or 0°9 per cent. 

There is also a Chaplains’ Department in the Territorial Force, for which clergymen and 
ministers of all denominations are eligible, provided that the adherents of the denomination 
in the unit to which the chaplain is attached numbers at least 150. In the case of the 
Church of England, nominations for these commissions are made by the County Territorial 
Force Associations, with the concurrence of the Chaplain-General, on the recommendation 
of the Bishop of the Diocese. Over 400 such appointments had been made up to the 
end of September 191i. 

Arrangements have been made with the Church of England Men’s Society for the 
formation of branches of the Society in all garrisons. Itis hoped that in this way Church 
work in the Army will be brought in definite touch with civil life and that the continuity 
of Churchmanship after discharge may be secured, There are now about 90 army branches 
in existence, 
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_ The Secretary of State has appointed a Standing Committee to consider the spiritual 
interests of the soldiers, of which Committee the Chaplain-General is Chairman. 

A Garrison Church is being built at Tidworth for the Army Division stationed there and 
a new Church has been provided at Singapore.

Aldershot.—There are now 26,000 troops of all arms stationed in this Command. About 
seventy per cent. are Church of England ; and for their spiritual needs 16 Chaplains, Acting 
Chaplains, and Officiating Civilian Clergymen hold appointments in and around Aldershot, 
distributed as follows:—All Saints’ Church, Aldershot, The Rev. P. F. Raymond, M.A., 
Senior Chaplain, in charge, The Rev. R. C. L. Williams, C.F., The Rev. P. W. Guinness, 
B.A., A.C.F.—St. George’s Church, Stanhope Lines, Aldershot, The Rev. C. F. Baines, 
M.A., C.F., in charge, The Rev. E. Edmonds-Smith, M.A., A.C.F., The Rey. J. H. O. Gibb, 
B.A., A.C.F.—Marlborough Lines Church, The Rev. B. W. Stothert, C.F. and The Rev. 
J. Stott, B.A,, A.C.F.—Woking Barracks’ Church, The Rev. F. F. 8, Smithwick, B.A., 
O.F., in charge.—Deepcut Church, The Rev. R. E. V. Hanson, M.A., C.F., in charge.— 
Bordon Camp, Woolmer Forest, The Rev. B. G. O’Rorke, M.A., C.F., in charge, The Rev. 
J. L, O. B. Findlay, C.F,—Greatham Church, for Longmoor Camp, The Rev. C, F. Luttrell 
West, M.A., Rector, Officiating Clergyman.—Crookham Church, for Ewshott Camp, The 
Rev. W. G. Wickham, M.A., Vicar, Officiating Clergyman. From May until October 
there isa Standing Camp at Pirbright, where a chaplain is stationed for the season ; and 
all through the summer there are extra camps in and around Aldershot at each of which 
services are held for the troops on Sundays. Chaplains also go out with the troops when 
on manceuvres. 

There are four Church of England Army Scripture Readers at work in Aldershot, one 
Diocesan Deaconess among the married quarters in Stanhope Lines, and one District Visitor 
among the married quarters in Wellington Lines. 

The services on Sundays consist of Harly Celebrations, Parade Services (in most of the 
Churches two or three in succession), Children’s Services or Sunday Schools in the afternoon, 
and Evening Services. In All SS. Church, Wellington Lines, and in St. George’s, Stanhope 
Lines, services are said daily. Saints’ Days are marked by Early Celebrations. Special 
Services are held in Lent. 

The Rt. Rev. Bishop J. Taylor Smith, D.D., C.V.O., Chaplain-General to the Forces, 
holds Confirmations in Aldershot twice a year, and at other times when movements of 
troops for abroad make special arrangements necessary. is ; 

Hospital Visiting, Religious Instruction in Schools, Visiting Barrack-Rooms and married 
quarters form a large part of Chaplains’ week-day duties; while all the usual parochial 
organisations for Guild Meetings, C.E.M.S., Men’s Bible Classes, Mothers’ Meetings, 
Provident Clubs, Temperance Meetings (Adult and Juvenile), and Lantern Addresses are 
carried on by them and lay helpers in the various Church Rooms and Institutes. There 
are now five Institutes and three Church Rooms under Church of England management in 
the Command. P. F. Raymonp, M.A., Senior Chaplain, Aldershot.

Gosport.—This Garrison belongs to the Southern Command ; headquarters, Salisbury. 
There are two Chaplains to the Forces stationed here, who are responsible for the spiritual 
care of all Church of England soldiers on this side of the water. There is a Garrison 
Church (iron) opposite Fort Rowner for the troops stationed in the forts, and the troops in 
the New Barracks attend Holy ‘Trinity Church, Gosport, for Parade Service. The 
services for Sundays are as follows:--Holy Communion, 8 a.m.; Morning Services, 9.15, 
10, 11, 12. Sunday school at both centres, 3 p.m.; Evensong at 6.30 p.m. Religious in- 
struction for children and enlisted boys, Wednesday and Friday, at 11.30 a.m. There is a 
branch of the Army Guild. The Rev. M. Jones, B.D., 8.C.F., is in charge of the 
Garrison Church, Prison, and Forts western side; the Rev. T. P. Moreton, C.F., the 
New Barracks, Harbour Forts. The Guild of St. Helena meets once a week. Devotional 
meeting first Thursday in each month. R.A,.T.A. Branch flourishing in Fort Rowner. A 
branch of the C.E.M.S. has been formed in the two portions of the Garrison. ;

Portsmouth.—Royal Garrison Church (St. Nicholas and St. John Baptist), founded by 
Peter de Rupibus, Bishop of Winchester, czrea 1212. Holy Communion: Every Sunday 
and Holy Day, 8 A.m.; also on 2nd, 8rd, 4th and Sth Sundays in the month, and on great 
festivals, at 7 A.m. ; and on Ist Sunday and on great festivals at 12 noon. Matins: Sundays, 
9.30 and 11.0, Thursdays and Holy Days at 7.380. Evensong: Sundays, 6.45 ; Wednesdays 
(with address), 8.0; other week-days, 6.0. Thursday, Holy Communion, 8 a.m. Sunday 
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school for the children every Sunday at 2.30 p.m., followed by a Children’s Service at 
3.15 in the church. Religious instruction is also given in Church during the week to the 
Trumpeters and Band Boys of the Regiments, and also to the children in the Garrison 
Schools, The Army Guild of St. Helena has a flourishing branch in this garrison. There is 
a Garrison Branch of the C.E.M.S. which meets every other Tuesday at 8 p.m. The Royal 
Army Temperance Association is worked regimentally. There is a thriving and well- 
organised branch of the Army Division of the Mothers’ Union. A Bible Class, in connection 
with which a Clothing Club is established, is held every Thursday. Bible-classes for soldiers, 
lads, and girls are held at various hours. 

A Deaconess and Churchworker from the Diocesan Deaconesses’ Home is actively employed 
in working amongst the married families, and assisting in the various organisations connected 
with the Church. There is a large Church of England Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Institute, 
‘Tbe Trafalgar, in Edinburgh Road, Portsmouth, doing a good social and religious work 
among the men. 

The Garrison Church Choir, consisting of about 40, is chiefly composed of soldiers and 
soldiers’ sons. Special services are held in Advent and Lent, which are well attended, 
especially the ‘ After-meetings’ for instruction and prayer on the Sunday evenings in Lent.

Shoeburyness.—Garrison Church of SS. Peter and Paul. Holy Communion every 
Sunday and Holy Day at 8 a.m. Also after Parade Service on first Sunday in month, and 
on great Festivals at 7 a.m., 8 A.m., and 11 a.m. Parade Service at 11 a.m. on Sundays, 
sometimes also at 10 A.M. in summer, and Evensong and sermon at 6.30 p.m. Children’s 
Service on last Sunday in month at 3 p.m. Sunday school at 3e.m. About 150 children 
attend. Religious Instruction of school children on Friday mornings. 

On Wednesdays and Fridays the Litany is said at 11 o’clock, and Evensong every 
Wednesday at 6.30, with an address in Lent and Advent. 

There is one company of Garrison Artillery, Eastern Division, with the staff-instruc- 
tion—experiment and store—of the School of Gunnery. The average number of troops is 
about 600. 

A branch of the Church of England Men’s Society meets every week during the winter 
and once a month during the summer months. A branch of the Mothers’ Union meets 
once a quarter. A Mothers’ Meeting is held once a week. There is a club for elder boys, 
which meets twice a week, and a Band of Hope. 


Woolwich.—For year 1910-11. Collections and Offertories at St. George’s Garrison 
Church and the Chapel of the Royal Herbert Hospital, 5512. 9s. 3d.; amount given out of 
the Church funds to varions charities, 113/. 9s. 10d. Services at St. George’s : Sundays, 
Holy Communion at 8 a.m.; alsoonce amonth at 7 a.m. Parade services at 10 am. and 
11.30, There are celebrations of the Holy Communion once a month at each Parade 
service. Children’s service (1st Sunday in the month), 3 P.m.; Evensong, 6.30 p.m. ; daily 
services, 8.30 a.M., 6.30 p.m. Baptisms and churchings on Sundays, and also at any week- 
day service by appointment. Holy Communion on all Holy Days, 8 a.m., on the Greater 
Festivals also at 7 A.m. Litany Wednesdays, 8.45 a.m., and on Fridays at noon. A Com- 
municants’ Class is held monthly on Sunday at 3 p.m. There are frequent lantern services 
and Jectures, 

There is a well-attended Sunday school in connection with St. George’s Church, and 
Bible classes for young women and lads. There are other Bible classes and Prayer meetings 
for soldiers, conducted by Chaplains and the lay reader. 

There are three branches of the Army Temperance Association, also a Band of Hope. 
The Rechabites have a strong ‘Lodge,’ and a ‘Juvenile Branch’ for children; a branch 
of the I.0.G.T. meets in the Church Room; these are not worked by the Chaplains, but 
have their sympathy. 

There is a Needlework Association which gives remunerative employment to 300 
women, wives or widows of soldiers. The Senior Chaplain is also clerical visitor of the 
Garrison Female Hospital. 

The Herbert Hospital is in charge of another Chaplain. Holy Communion in the 
Hospital Chapel every Sunday and Saint’s Day at 7; also on second Sunday in the month 
atter Parade service; Parade service 11.30, and Evensong at 6.30. Evening service at 6.30 
on Wednesdays and Fridays. There are also lantern services and informal gatherings of 
the patients for worship. + 

There is a Garrison Branch of the Church of England Men’s Society, also a large branch 
of the Children of the Church—King’s Messengers—in connection with the S.P.G. 
Belgians instruction to young soldiers and children is given by the Chaplains during 
he week. 
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The Guild of St. Helena forms itself into a sewing and reading class on each Friday in 
the week, presided over by ladies in the garrison. Two members of the Greyladies Com- 
munity, maintained by the Garrison Ladies’ Association, work among the soldiers’ families, 
and conduct Mothers’ Meetings, ete. 

A branch of the Church of England Soldiers’ Institute, near the Barracks in Wellington 
Street, is open to every soldier without reference to creed; there are short prayers every 
night throughout the year m the devotional room, ‘There is a Meeting of the Guild of the 
Holy Standard each Wednesday. 

An important system has been acopted in this, as in other garrisons, whereby all recruits 
are seen by the various Chaplains. Frequent opportunities are given for confirmation, and 
the preparation of candidates forms another very important part of the Chaplains’ work. 

An Evangelistic Service takes place in the Royal Artillery Theatre after Evensong on 
Sunday nights during the winter at 8 o’clock. The attendance has been encouraging and 
is improving. Open air services are conducted during the summer months on Sunday 
evenings after Church Service on the Common; on week-day evenings outside married 
quarters. A very real want has thereby been satisfied. 

Missions conducted by experienced missioners of the Church Army are held from time 
to time in the Garrison. These efforts have been much blessed, and there has been a most 
encouraging response to the appeals made by these Evangelists.

CHURCH OF ENGLAND SOLDIERS’ AND SAILORS’ INSTITUTES. 


This Association has existed since 1891 for the purpose of promoting Institutes 
which shall be free and open to all wearing the King’s uniform, whether Soldiers, Sailors, 
or Marines. 

The Institutes are buildings where the Nation’s Soldiers and Sailors, during their 
leisure hours, can find rest and healthy recreation ; and where they can associate on terms 
of friendly intercourse, not only with one another, but with Chaplains, Officers, and 
others who are willing to make their acquaintance. ‘ 

Every Institute has also a Devotional Room, where services are condueted at suitable 
times, and Bible-classes and religious meetings may be held by Navy and Army Chaplains, 
and by Civilian Clergy aud workers : this is considered the mainspring of the work. ; 

Institutes are already established at the following places: Egypt—Abbassia, Cairo, 
Khartoum. Bermuda. Bombay Diocese—Aden, Kirkee. Calcutta. Colchester, Curragh 
Camp, Dover, W. Heights. Exeter Diocese—Devonport, Exeter. Lahore Diocese— 
Cherat, Dalhousie Kasauli, Khanspur, Peshawar, Sialkote (Punjab). Lucknow Diocese— 
Allahabad, Meerut. Madras Diocese —Bangalore, Trimulgherry, Wellington. _ Malta 
—Citta Vecchia ; Senglea, Dockyard Creek ; Valetta. Mauritius. Salisbury Diocese 
Bulford Camp, Tidworth. Shorncliffe. South Africa—Bloemfontein, Potchefstroom, 
Pretoria, Wynberg. Winchester Diocese—Aldershot, Alderney Bordon Camp, Deep Cut 
Camp, Gosport, Longmoor Camp ; Marlborough Lines, Aldershot i Pirbright. Ports- 
mouth. Woolwich, Windsor. Four of these were opened during 1911. Details 
regarding some special Institutes will be found under Church Work in the Royal Navy. 

The Association co-operates with the Bishops and with the ecclesiastical authorities 
of both services. ; 

The system adopted is to make substantial grants, which do not (as a rule) exceed au 
equal sum to what has been raised by local effort. : 

The Chaplain-General, the Chaplain of the Fleet, and the Chaplains of both services, 
greatly value Institute work ; they realise that it is a means of getting to know and help 
the men in a way that would otherwise be impossible.

THE ARMY SCRIPTURE READERS’ AND SOLDIERS’ FRIEND 
SOCIETY. 


The Society has been at work for over sixty years. It supplies ex-soldiers of 
proved Christian experience to live amongst their former comrades in Barracks, Camp, 
or on foreign and active service, to read the Scriptures to them, and to urge them to a 
sense of their need of a Saviour, and to point them to the Lord Jesus Christ. 
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The work is thus in the first place directly and purely spiritual. The Army Scrip- 
ture Readers are practically ‘‘lay workers”’ under the Chaplains. This work should 
appeal to all lovers of God and Empire. Abundant evidence shows the inestimable ad- 
vantage to the nation of having God-fearing men as soldiers, and how earnest Christian 
men in the Army help to further missionary enterprise. Income J910-11;6,180/. 15s. 2d 
Funds are urgently needed for extension of the work.

SHCTION I[X.—HOME MISSION WORK. 


THE INCORPORATED FREE AND OPEN CHURCH 
ASSOCIATION. 


THE objects of the Association are to maintain the equal right of all parishioners to 
the free use of seats in churches; to promote the abolition of pew rents and of appro- 
priated sittings: to promote the general adoption of the weekly offertory; to promote 
the opening of churches daily for private prayer and meditation. The Association feels 
confident that nothing has done so much to alienate and drive away the masses from 
the Church as appropriation of seats and closed churches, and that, until every church 
is free to all, rich and poor alike, the Church of England cannot be in reality, as well as 
in name, the National Church of the land. 

The Association is entirely unconnected with any party in Church or State, and 
the Council earnestly appeal to all classes of Church people to aid this great Home 
Mission Work.

SECTION X—HOME MISSION WORK. 
TEMPERANCE AND RESCUE WORK. 


Tus following records afford a fairly complete account of the organised 
efforts of the Church of England to cope with two of the greatest vices 
which retard the progress of her work. The Church of England Temper- 
ance Society continues by patient work to stimulate the efforts which 
are made to arouse the national conscience, and to save individual lives. 
The evils of impurity are no less powerful and seductive. The most 
effectual remedy will be found in shielding the young from the vicious 
temptations of their surroundings and in urging them to recognise and 
practise the obligations of chastity. In addition to such personal influence, 
there are provided Industrial Schools and Preventive Homes, while Peni- 
tentiaries and Houses of Refuge secure shelter for the fallen, where they 
may be brought under Christian protection and instruction, 
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CHURCH OF ENGLAND TEMPERANCE SOCIETY (INCORPORATED). 


The Constitution of this Society is in accordance with recommendations contained in 
the Report of the Committees on Intemperance presented to the Convocations of both 
Provinces, Its basis is ‘‘Union and co-operation, on perfectly equal terms, between 
those who use and those who abstain from intoxicating drinks,” and the objects of the 
Society are the promotion of the habits of temperance, the reformation of the in- 
temperate, and the removal of the causes which lead to intemperance. The Society 
is constituted on a purely representative basis, its government being entrusted to 
representatives elected by members who have signed one or other of the Society’s 
pledges and are subscribers of not less than sixpence a year to its funds. In thirty- 
seven Dioceses in which active work is being carried on there were no less than 7,042 
branches, with a membership of 623,616, at the end of 1910. 


Police Court and Prison Gate Missions.—Further progress has been made during 
the past year, and there are now 145 Missionaries, male and female, employed at the 
Prison Gates or in Police Courts of our large towns and cities. The last report shows 
that 94,859 persons were visited at their homes, 33,143 were met on discharge from 
prison, and about 2,430 handed over to parochial Clergy ; besides which help was also 
given in other ways by providing homes, employment, money, clothing, tools, food, 
blankets, restoring cases to parents, and preventing loss of employment when possible to 
nearly 40,000 cases. The labour yards have been exceedingly useful in finding 
employment for persons who have been in prison. 


The Junior Division.—Work among the young has been carried on with increased 
vigour. Inthe examination 1910-11, 31 dioceses competed ; the shield was won by 
Liverpool while Winchester carried off the banner. 


Women’s Union. —Considerable progress has been made by the Women’s Union in the 
necessary work of organisation in the dioceses. 

The Women’s Union has four Long Homes for Inebriates: one, Ellison Lodge, at 
Herne Hill, one at Torquay, one at Terrington St. Clement, Norfolk, and one at 
Erdington, Birmingham. There are also temporary Shelter Homes in London, Cardit, 
Manchester, and Liverpool, all of which are doing an excellent work. 


An Inebriates’ Home for Men, instituted as a C.E.T.S. memorial to the late Arch- 
bishop Temple, at Abbotswood, Cinderford, accommodates 52 first and second class 
patients, and is doing a splendid work. 


Racecourse and Van Mission and Agricultural Show Work.—The chief race- 
meetings all over the country-have been visited by the Society’s agents, and much 
influence for good has thus been exerted by the distribution of literature, serious 
talks, free breakfasts, and open-air meetings. Agricultural fairs and shows have 
been similarly visited, and besides the ordinary distribution of literature, recipes for 
temperance drinks, and, in some cases, the drinks themselves, as substitutes for beer 
in the hay and harvest field, have been given away, and meetings for farm labourers, 
&e., have often been arranged. Good work has also been accomplished amongst the 
hop-pickers and fruit-pickers. The Van Mission was in evidence in many parts of 
the country ; the Missioners held-many meetings, with large attendances of persons ; 
many pledges were taken at the meetings, and the general reports from the clergy 
show that the Van Mission has been much appreciated. 


Publications.—A: great deal of good work is accomplished in this department by 
the dissemination of temperance literature, and by supplying requisites for the 
branches to carry on their work. Several new books, pamphlets, leaflets, tracts and 
posters, chiefly dealing with the medical and physiological aspects of temperance, have 
been issued during the past year. The Society’s Syllabus of Teaching for the year 
is for Seniors, ‘The Temperance Movement in Church and Nation,’ and’ for 
Juniors, ‘Church Temperance History.’ ‘The Temperance Chronicle,’ now illustrated, 
‘Ilustrated Temperance Monthly Hand and Heart,’ and ‘Young Crusader’ continue 
to cater for the different classes for which they are issued. 

The Executive generally meets on the first Tuesday in each month. Income, 1910,

SPELTHORNE ST. MARY AND ST. BRIDGET’S. 

This Institution was founded in the year 1877 for the treatment, spiritual, moral 
and physical, of women who have given way to intemperance. It is intended primarily 
for the upper and middle classes. 

Terms: Gentlewomen, 27, 2s. and 1/. 11s. 6d. per week. Middle class, 10s. 6d., 
house and needlework ; 15s. 6d., needlework ; 5s., laundry work. 

There is a chapel attached to the house, where daily services are held. The 
house is convenient and comfortable, and there is a large garden. St. Bridget’s is 
a snaller House standing in the same grounds, used for the same purpose. The 
institution is under the care of the Sisters of St. Mary the Virgin, Wantage. 

The House is licensed under the Inebriates Act, both as being a guarantee of good 
faith, and because some persons consider it a great advantage to place their friends 
under the safeguard of the Act. The majority of the patients are still received bound 
only by less formal ties.

THE INDUSTRIAL FARM VILLAGE FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN, 
DUXHURST, REIGATE. 


The Industrial Farm Colony for the reception of Inebriate Women was founded in 
1894 by Lady Henry Somerset, and the Colony was formally opened in 1896. 

The model village, accommodating about 140 people, stands among the Surrey Hills 
on a farm of 180 acres. The women in each cottage are divided into groups of twelve or 
ten, presided over by a Cottage Sister. Dining Hall, Kitchens, Recreation Hall, 
Laundries, Workshops and Workrooms form part of the village. The Hospital, into 
which all patients are admitted on their arrival, and the Superintendent’s cottage are 
grouped around the Church, with the Chaplain’s cottage at a short distance. 

The women are engaged in outdoor work in the gardens and farm, and are taught 
weaving, embroidery, and domestic employments. 

It has often been said that it is well-nigh impossible to reclaim the inebriate 
woman, but the medical reports given by the doctor who has attended the Colony 
from the outset emphatically contradict such a statement, and during the years that 
the Colony has been working, sixty per cent. of the women who have spent one year 
there are standing well. 

A Children’s Home forms one of the features of the Village. Thirty children are 
received there. Most of them are sent from the National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children. They are taken as babies, and brought up until they go out into 
the world. 

A few of the women who have infants, and who are here for a longer period, under 
sentence of the Inebriates Act of 1879, have been allowed to bring them, and these are 
eared for in this Home. 

The presence of the children on the Colony gives moral life, and brings a sense of 
hope and happiness that touches the women very nearly. 

The Chaplain or the Sister Superintendent will be at all times glad to give any 
information. 


WHITE CROSS LEAGUE: CHURCH OF ENGLAND SOCIETY. 


Objects.—To promote—l. Purity among men. 2. A chivalrous respect for woman- 
hood. 3. Preservation of the young from contamination. 4. Rescue work. 5. A 
higher tone of public opinion, 
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Membership of the Central Society is confined to men over eightcen years of age, 
who undertake to promote the above objects’and to subscribe annually to the Society 
(as a minimum) 5s. Associates: Ladies who pay or collect 5s. per annum, and Men 
Associates who subscribe 1s. 6d., which includes copy of the quarterly, post free. To 
Members and Associates a reduction of 25 per cent. is made off all literature published 
by the Society. Local Associations are free to adopt their own rules. 

Summary of Work.—The Central Society helps to raise the moral tone by deputa- 
tions, lectures, sermons, grants of literature, information, &c. Over 200 meetings for 
men have been held in various parts of the country during the past year. The work 
has been especially successful in the Army and Navy, and the Society has now Soldier 
a eee Associates advancing its objects in many garrisons and ships at home and 
abroad. 

India and the Colonies.—Splendid work is being done in India, Australia, New 
Zealand, and Gibraltar. 

Literature.—‘Papers for Men’ published. One hundred and fifteen pounds’ 
worth of publications sold, and 35/. distributed free during the year. The ‘ White 
Cross’ published quarterly. 

Income, 1,000/., 700/. from voluntary donations and subscriptions during the 
year 1910. Offertories and subscriptions are greatly needed to carry on and extend the 
work of the Society.

REFORMATORY AND REFUGE UNION (INCORPORATED). 


The Union was instituted in 1856, and, though not strictly confined in its operations to 
the Church of England, has yet very considerably assisted many institutions carried on under 
the direction of Churchmen. There are now over 1,000 institutions affiliated with the Union. 

Methods of Organisation.—The Union endeavours generally to assist Reformatory 
work by holding conferences, collecting information, tabulating results, forming new societies, 
and directing Parliamentary action. 

Children’s Aid Society.—This Society (which is in connection with the Reformatory 
and Refuge Union) has placed 13,986 destitute or neglected children under legal protection 
and training in industrial and voluntary schools, so to remain until they shall be sixteen 
years of age. An Emigration Agency is also sustained, with a Reception Home at Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, for the reception of lads trained in Homes affiliated to the Society. 

A Woman's Mission to Women.—This Mission employs twenty-nine Christian Female 
Missionaries in different districts of London, who visit the streets at night, the hospitals, 
workhouses, &c., by day, where their fallen sisters are likely to be found. 

Central Committee of Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Societies, which has for its object the 
formation of Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Societies throughout the kingdom. 

Inebriates’ Reformation and After-care Association (Incorporated).—To promote the 
reformation and restoration, and to provide for the after-care of poor Inebriates, to further 
the establishment of Reformatories for Inebriates, and to be a centre of information and 
co-operation in all matters connected with the working of the 1898 Inebriates Act. 

Inspection of Homes Association.—This Association has been formed for the purpose of 
effecting a voluntary coalition for the purpose of inspection of voluntary homes for children 
and women.

Association of Workhouse Aid Committees, 1910.—To strengthen the work of existing 
Workhouse Aid Societies and to promote the function of Additional Societies for the aid 
of persons to be discharged from Workhouses.

THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND INCORPORATED SOCIETY FOR 
PROVIDING HOMES FOR WAIFS AND STRAYS, OTHERWISE 
KNOWN AS “WAIFS AND STRAYS.” 


Tus Society was estublished in 1881 with the express sanction of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in order to enable Churchmeu to work together in rescuing and caring for 
destitute and neglected children and those in moral danger, the methods adopted being 
(1) Boardivg out with communicants under due supervision ; (2) Small scattered Homes, 
and (3) Careful Emigration. That the Society met a widely felt need was shown by its 
rapid growth, Some idea of the progress made may be gathered from the fact that there 
are now under the care of the Society 112 Homes, and over 4,200 children, while over 
16,500 have in all been rescuel since the establishment of the work. The number 
of hon. workers amounts to about 4,000. 

The Homes are of various kinds, including Farm, Gardening, Laundry, Industrial, 
Convalescent, and Cripples’ Homes, and every effort is made to render them as home- 
like as possible. ‘he religious training is always entrusted to the Clergy of the parish 
in which the children are boarded-out or the Home happens to be situated. 

The total income for 1910 was 113,488Z. 6s. 9d., of which 9,045/. 13s 7d. was given 
for special purposes: formal applications were received on behalf of 1,218 children, of 
whom 842 were accepted, the majority free of all payment.

DR. BARNARDO’S HOMES: NATIONAL INCORPORATED 
ASSOCIATION. 


Tun Charter of these Homes is, ‘No Destitute Child Ever Refused Admission.’ Children 
are admitted irrespective of age, sex, creed, nationality or physical health or deformities, 
The Homes were begun in the year 1866 by Dr. Barnardo, at that time a young medical 
student attached to the London Hospital. The Homes comprise at present 149 distinct 
Homes and Branches in London, the provinces, Jersey, Ireland and Canada, and five 
Mission Branches. Children of Church of England parentage are brought up on Church 
of England lines, being taught the Catechism and prepared in due course for Confirmation. 
Considerably more than half of the 9,400 children under the care of the Homes are 
Church Children. Industrial Training is imparted to about 900 of the older boys and 
girls, 16 different trades being taught in well-equipped workshops at Stepney ; work- 
rooms being also provided for the girls. 300 boys are being trained for the Navy and 
Mercantile Marine at the Watts Naval Training School (officially recognised by the 
Admiralty) and on the training ship George L. Munro, very year the Homes emigrate 
about 1,000 children to Canada. 23,600 have, up to date, been sent out, and of these 
98% do well. The total number of Rescues by the Homes is now 74,781. Each healthy 
child in the Homes costs 16Z. per annum. An ailing or incurable child costs 302. 104. 
outfits and pays travelling expenses of one emigrant.

THE HOUSE OF CHARITY. 


Generally, its main work is to prevent distress and misery ; and its mode of doing 
this work is by affording relief, after investigation into the character and antecedents of 
those who seek help. It is the only Home in London gratuitously offered to such 
distressed men and women as are of good character, upon a recommendation from some 
one who knows them. Among the various classes of distress relieved by the 
House are:—Patients discharged from Hospitals when they are sufficiently recovered 
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to take situations or awaiting admission to a Convalescent Home. Orphans or Friend- 
less Girls who have unadvisedly come to London in search of employment. Widows 
who have been reduced to the necessity of seeking a subsistence for themselves. 
Emigrants, while breaking up their homes, and converting their effects into money, 
wait here till they embark. The total number of persons admitted to the benefits of 
the House since its foundation is over 28,000.

THE CHURCH PENITENTIARY ASSOCIATION (INCORPORATED). 


The Church Penitentiary Association has for more than sixty years helped in the 
foundation and maintenance of Houses of Mercy, Refuges and Shelters, and in 
Rescue Work throughout the kingdom, and has also affiliated Homes in South Africa, 
India and Australia. The Archbishops and many other Bishops are Presidents and 
Vice-Presidents of the Association, and every new application for Affiliation has to 
receive the counter-signature of the Bishop of the Diocese in which the work is being 
carried on. Every Home to which a grant is made has to be under the spiritual 
guidance of a Clergyman of the Church of England, and the work of the Home carried 
on by women who receive no fixed salary, though temporary Refuges and Shelters have 
in many cases paid Lady Superintendents or Matrons. The time spent by penitents 
in the Homes varies from six months to three years. 

During the past year nine Homes and Refuges were received into union. 

There are at the present time 52 Penitentiaries in union with the Association, and 
106 Refuges and Shelters. The former have accommodation for 1,773 Penitents, and the 
latter for 778, making together accommodation for 2,551 women who have gone astray. 

Assistance is given to all who apply for advice as to the placing of women in Homes 
and other matters relating to such cases. 

A Free Registry is kept of Rescue Workers, both for outdoor work and superintendence 
of Penitentiaries and Refuges. 

During the past year the Association has been Incorporated, and is thus able to act as 
Trustee for any Penitentiary or Refuge which it is thought advisable to place under the 
Trusteeship of a Church body. The Association has also bought and opened St. 
Winifred’s Home, Wolverhampton, as a special Home for Children, between the ages of 
10-14, the need for which was deemed to be most urgent. Funds are sadly needed to 
pay off the cost of purchase.

FEMALE MISSION TO THE FALLEN AND FEMALE AID SOCIETY. 


This is a ‘Woman’s Mission to Women,’ and was established in 1858, under the presidency 
of the Earl of Shaftesbury. It sends earnest Christian women into the streets, the hospitals, 
and the workhouses, seeking to converse with and rescue the fallen of their own sex. 

There are 6 mission houses; and 29 agents are working in different parts of London, three 
of whom attend the Police Courts and visit the gaols, with special reference to cases of 
attempted suicide. 

There are usually upwards of 50 young women under the temporary care of the Missionaries. 
They are sheltered for a few days until a more permanent home can be secured. In the case 
of young women found in dangerous circumstances but not yet fallen, a training home is 
provided. The Missionaries have placed 10,744 in service during the last 58 years ; 13,375 have 
been placed in institutions for training ; 4,612 have been restored to their friends; 212 have 
been assisted to marry ; 86 have been emigrated. Many others have been temporarily assisted.

THE LONDON DIOCESAN COUNCIL FOR PREVENTIVE, RESCUE 
AND PENITENTIARY WORK. 


This Council, which was established in 1889, represents the efforts of the Church in 
London as a body, to organise and develop Rescue and Preventive Work in the Diocese of 
London. With this object in view it federates over fifty of the various agencies 
throughout the Diocese for shielding the tempted and rescuing and restoring the fallen. 
Associations for each Rural Deanery are represented on its Executive Committee. The 
aim of the Council is to secure that there shall be no district in London where the Church 
of England does not offer a helping hand to any friendless girl and an open door to any 
of the fallen who seek refuge and protection. The Council has a Ladies’ Committee, 
which inaugurates these new enterprises, and deals through its own workers with special 
cases in any part of London.

Men’s Committee.—VThe work of the Men’s Committee represents the energies of the 
Council amongst the men in the Diocese. Its objects are three-fold :— 

1. To bring home to the public mind and conscience a deeper sense of its great 
responsibility upon the Purity Question, and to insist upon an equal standard of 
morality amongst men as amongst women. ; 

2. To educate the youth and young manhood of our Diocese as to what real manli- 
ness means. Its methods. of doing this-—(a) by Lectures ; (b) Sermons ; (¢) individual 
and personal dealing, and eradicating the erroneous ideas so prevalent in the minds of 
the youth of our day. 
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3. Rescue work. Helping those who have fallen back to the paths of purity and 
virtue, and keeping in close touch with such as it has been found possible to help in 
this way. 

The last Report shows much good and quite unique work accomplished amongst the 
Young Men of the Diocese. Five large men’s gatherings were addressed, the Bishop of 
London speaking at three of these : over 400 young men were helped individually and over 
200 lectures on the Social Purity question were delivered. This good work is rapidly 
spreading to other Dioceses—-and funds are urgently needed to make it the powerful 
organisation it deserves to be.

THE PADDINGTON AND ST. MARYLEBONE LADIES’ ASSOCIATION 
FOR THE RESCUE AND CARE OF FRIENDLESS GIRLS. 


The Association consists of a company of ladies who seek out girls in their own 
homes and lodgings or in hospitals, with a view to bring them under Christian and 
reforming influences. Those who make personal application are also received at the 
Refuge. The object kept in view is twofold—(1) to restore fallen girls to a virtuous 

life, and (2) to save friendless and neglected girls from falling into temptation. The 

House of Rest and Night Refuge, 39 Earl Street, Edgware Road, is a temporary shelter 
for Rescue cases. Gifts of material for clothing, and also of ready-made clothes, both new 
and old, are gladly received at the House of Rest. ‘The Guild of Compassion and the 
Lydia Guild, numbering about 100 members, are in connection with this Association. 
Sandford House, 138 Blomfield Terrace, Harrow Road, is a short training home for pre- 
ventive cases, whence girls are sent either to longer training homes or into service. It 
provides for seven girls. There are also 3 beds available for poor ladies or servants 
out of place at a very low charge. The Girls’ Evening Club, 12 Bell Street, Maryle- 
bone, is a club for preventive cases, numbering 50 members. A member of the 
committee provides for all its expenses.

BELGRAVIA AND PIMLICO ASSOCIATION FOR THE CARE 
OF FRIENDLESS GIRLS. 


The work of this Association is not only to carry on the three Maternity, one 
Refuge, and six Rescue Homes mentioned in the preceding lists ; but Lodging for young 
girls out of place and a Home for respectable servants, at 31 Cumberland Street, 
Pimlico. Charge for board and lodging 1s. per day. A band of trained working 
Associates carries on regular rescue and preventive work among the friendless girls in 
Pimlico and Belgravia, in their homes where possible, and in the various Infirmaries 
and Hospitals, and at Victoria Station. Monthly conferences are held, and services of 
Intercession are held at St. Peter’s, Eaton Square, and St. Saviour’s, St. George’s Square, 
and also celebrations of the Holy Communion at most of the Churches in the district.

HOMES FOR WORKING GIRLS IN LONDON.

By 
patient labour its efforts have resulted at present in the possession of eight houses in 
different parts of the metropolis, providing accommodation for 550 young women. 

These Homes have become channels for imparting great temporal comfort, and for 
exerting many kindly Christian influences upon those who would otherwise have been 
left comparatively lone and friendless in the great city. Each Home is furnished with 
a library. Weekly Bible talks are held, and in many ways efforts are being made 
to compass the moral and spiritual well-being of those who become inmates. Some idea 
of the good work which is being done may be gathered from the fact that since the 
commencement of the Homes more than 48,000 young work-women have lived in 
them.

The girls are paid a mdénimwm wage of 10s. a week ; they are required to pay 7s. a 
week for their board and lodging at the Hostel, the remainder of theirsalary being under 
their own control.

ST. ANDREW'S HOME AND CLUB FOR WORKING BOYS. 


The Home, founded in 1866, was successfully carried on in Dean Street, Soho, for 
some years. Its object is to provide a comfortable dwelling and healthy recreations 
for boys of good character employed in London who may be friendless, or whose friends 
live at a distance. The present building has accommodation for forty-five boys, who 
contribute at least 5s. per week towards their maintenance.

THE CHURCH LADS’ BRIGADE. 


The Church Lads’ Brigade was formed in 1891, its object being to keep a hold over 
our lads when they leave their day and Sunday schools. The lads pass from the restraint 
of school into the freedom of wage-earning life at a very early age, and with characters 
still unformed. Left to themselves in their leisure hours they are too apt to lounge 
about the streets, idling and imitating the language and habits of men ten years their 
senior, and this at an age when their wealthier brothers are enjoying the free and 
healthy life of a public school or college. The Church Lads’ Brigade has been called one 
of England’s Great Public Schools. These lads have had a sound elementary education 
but the Brigade aims at giving them something hitherto denied them—something of the 
free discipline, the manly games, the opportunities of wholesome society, which a public 
school gives. ‘The military name and organisation do not mean that the Brigade is 
‘playing at soldiers,’ They have a serious purpose. They aim at teaching the great 
lessons of order, obedience, discipline voluntarily submitted to, and so at furthering the 
great object of the Brigade, namely, to turn out into the «world strong, true, upright 
Christian men.

BROTHERHOODS.

Society of St. John the Evangelist. The Society of Mission Priests of St. John the 


Society of the Sacred Mission, Kelham, Newark-on-Trent, The Society of the Sacred 


Community of the Resurrection is a community of celibate clergy living under a 
Rule and with a common purse. Each priest who joins the Community does so 
after a period of probation, and with the intention of remaining permanently in it, 
and is bound to it by simple vows. It is intended that the Community shall 
consist of priests occupied in various works, pastoral, evangelistic, literary, 
educational, with the life of religion as their foundation. The Com aunity 
had its origin in 1892 at the Pusey House, Oxford, established itself at 
Radley in 1893, subsequently occupied an additional house in Little Cloisters, 
Westminster, so long as the Rev. Canon Gore was its Superior. In 1898 the 
House of the Resurrection, Mirfield, became its centre; at the beginning of 1903 
a College for training Candidates for the ministry was opened there, and later 
in the year a House at Johannesburg, for Mission work among Europeans and 
Natives. The Community is also in charge of St. John’s College, a Diocesan High 
School for boys. Retreats for Clergy and for Laymen are held at intervals at 
Mirfield, and are conducted by Members of the Community. ‘The Superior is the 
Rev. W. H. Frere. 


Evangelist, commonly called the Cowley Fathers, Marston Street, Cowley St. John, 
Oxford. Superior-General, Rev. G.S. Maxwell. The Society was founded by the 
Rev. R. M. Benson in 1865 for the cultivation of a life dedicated to God according 
to the principles of Poverty, Chastity, and Obedience, and is engaged in works 
both Missionary and Educational, at home and abroad, for the advancement of the 
Kingdom of Christ. Lay Brothers are united with the Clergy in Dedication to the 
Religious Life, who assist so far as they can in the works of the Society. The 
Mother House of the Society is at Cowley St. John, Oxford. The London House 
of the Society is in Great College Street, Westminster, S.W. (close to the Church 
House). The Society has Branch Houses where Mission work is being carried on 
at Bombay and Poona in India, in South Africa at Capetown, and St. Cuthbert’s, 
Kaffraria, and at Boston in the United States. \ 


Mission is an association of men bound together for the service of the Church. Its 
objects are :— 

1. By its rule and discipline to maintain the spirit of devotion and _self-forget- 
fulness in the members. 

2. To render such devotion effective by an organisation which allows of the 
concentration of many gifts upon a common plan. 

The Society has not attempted to confine itself to any special form of werk. 
Its first interest has always been in training men for the Divine Service, especially 
for ordination, This is being done at Kelham, Newark. There are also men work- 
ing abroad in S. Africa (Modderpoort, Diocese of Bloemfontein), in Central Africa, 
under the U.M.C.A., and in Korea. The Society also has charge of a large town 
parish in England. Students of the College are allowed to join, and the Society is 
also ready to receive clergy, medical men, qualified teachers or craftsmen, so far as 
the latter may be of use. 

The House of the Sacred Mission is a recognised Theological College, of which | 
the Diocesan, the Lord Bishop of Southwell, is Visitor. : f 

The Society is prepared, where necessary, to provide for the entire maintenance 
of those candidates chosen, but such are expected to repay what is actually spent 
(not exceeding 2501.) after ordination. For those able to pay for their maintenance, | 
the cost is calculated at 407. per annum without tuition, or 60/. with tuition.

(1) 
Springbourne, Bournemouth, Orphanage and Industrial School ; accommodates 110 
children, from 2 to 18 years of age. (2) St. Barnabas’ Hospital, twenty-two beds, 
six free for parish patients, maintained by two ladies; other beds by payment.

The All Saints’ East London Diocesan Deaconesses’ Home was founded 
in 1880 by Bishop Walsham How: 

1. To extend the primitive Order of Deaconesses, and to train 
devout women for the Office, who are solemnly set apart by the 
Bishop in Church with the ‘laying on of hands.’ 

2. To help the Clergy in East and North London who require the 
assistance of Deaconesses in their respective parishes. 

It is under the direction of the Warden (the Right Rev. Bishop of 
Stepney), the Sub-Warden (the Rev. H. V. S. Eck), and the 
Chaplain (the Rev. W. Fleming). Work is being done in many 
parishes. There are Branch Homes, where the Deaconesses and 
workers live, so as to be near the parishes in which they 
work under the parish Priest. All who become Deaconesses are 
required to have an earnest purpose of Jife-devotion.

Home of Comfort for the Dying. —This Home is intended for those in 
the last stage of illness, not for the very poor who can go to the 
Union Infirmary, but for better-class patients, Clergy, Mission- 
aries, Church Workers, Governesses, Clerks, &c.

Ix the Statistical Section will be found in detail the contributions of the Church of 
England and of all other religious bodies to the Metropolitan Hospital Sunday Fund 
for the years 1900-1911, also a Table showing the amounts contributed for the same 
purpose in about forty of the principal provincial cities and towns during 1911. In 
addition to these Tables is given a statement in abstract of the number of collections 
and total offerings contributed by the Church and other denominations from 1873 to 
1911, In every case the figures have been furnished by the officers of the Fund, or those 
intimately acquainted with its working.

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SECTION XIV.—HOME MISSION WORK. 
CLERGY HOMES OF REST. 


THE attention of the Church has not unfrequently been called of late to 
the extreme usefulness of making some provision for the overworked 
Clergy, by which they may be enabled to secure a short interval of rest. 
The following is a brief statement of such institutions as they now exist, 
and also of the Hostel of St. Luke :— 


Hostel of St. Luke.—A nursing Home for the Clergy, their wives, widows, and 
children. President, the Archbishop of Canterbury; Hon. Treasurer, A. H. Tritton, Esq., 
The Priory, Leatherhead. This institution was founded in 1892 for the purpose of affording 
relief to the Clergy by providing for them and their families medical and surgical help 
and nursing in time of sickness. The Nursing Home is in London (14 Fitzroy Square, W.), 
where patients are received for medical or surgical treatment, and trained nursing, which, 
with medicine, board and attendance, are provided free in necessitous cases. For paying 
patients the scale of charges is from 10s. 6d. per week, according to their circumstances. 
Patients may be attended by their own medical men on application to the Committee. 
Out-patients treated and consultations arranged on application to the Secretary. The 
Nursing Home is available for the Clergy of the Anglican communion, their wives, widows 
and children. ‘he Institution depends entirely on voluntary support. Received in 1910, 
for the General Fund for Maintenance of the Hostel, 3,397/., and Legacies 652. added 
to Reserve Fund. Additional support is greatly needed. 

The new Hostel has been built on a freehold site, and provides for the reception and 
comfort of a much larger number of patients.

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CHAPTER III. 
THE EDUCATIONAL WORK OF THE CHURCH. 


SECTION I,—ELEMENTARY EDUCATION, AND LITERATURE 
FOR VHE PEOPLE. 


ELEMENTARY EDUCATION IN i9ll. 
KINDLY CONTRIBUTED BY THE SECRETARY OF THE NATIONAL SOCIETY. 


The year 1911 has been full of celebrations of the Centenary of the National Society, 
which was founded at a meeting of Church people interested in education under the 
presidency of Archbishop Manners Sutton, on October 16, 1811. Those celebrations 
may be said to have been opened by a great meeting held by the kindness and under 
the very sympathetic Chairmanship of the Lord Mayor, Sir Vezey Strong, at the Mansion 
House, on March 23. The Archbishop of Canterbury gave a very valuable historical 
review of the services of the Society, and interesting speeches were also delivered by the 
Bishop of London, Lord Aldenham, and Lord Robert Cecil. But the most remarkable 
feature of the gathering was the utterance of Mr. Balfour, who found time to be present 
in the midst of the most pressing political engagements, and gave his most emphatic 
support to the main resolution, which declared :— 

‘That the Society’s principle of definite religious instruction as an integral part of 
education is of vital consequence to the national welfare.’ 

The following passage sums up the leading points of a very striking speech :— 

‘Do not let us,’ said Mr. Balfour, ‘frame our system so as to produce the fantastie 
illusion that there is such a thing as undogmatic religion. Let us frankly face the situ- 
ation, and let us frankly face the fact that Christians, though the things on which they 
agree are far more important than the things on which they disagree, yet do disagree, 
Let us face the fact that parents desire their children to be brought wp in connection 
with one or other of the great Christian denominations ; and let us frame our whole 
system of secular education—the education I mean for which the State directly pays—in 
such a manner that the legitimate wishes of the parents can be effectively carried out in 
the case of the vast majority of the children of this country.” 

It was felt to be a fact of great and happy significance that a statesman of Mr. 
Balfour’s distinction and commanding influence, whose impressive speech from the plat~ 
form of the Parents’ League (July 13, 1908) was referred to in the Church of England Year 
Book for 1909, should have again, and so decisively, associated himself with the lines of 
the policy now embodied in the scheme devised by three committees of representative 
Church educationists, which, as recorded in the last issue of the YEAR Boox, was laid 
before the Archbishop of Canterbury on July 30, 1910. It will be remembered that one 
of the three bodies concerned in this important constructive work was a_ specially 
representative committee of the National Society, the two others being a committee of 
the House of Laymen of the Province of Canterbury, and a committee sitting in 
Birmingham, which consisted, not only of Midland Churchmen, but of representatives 
from Lancashire and South Wales. ile 

Throughout the year, as has been said, celebrations of the National Society’s Centenary 
continued in all parts of the country, and were participated in by a very large number 
of influential Churchmen of the most diverse schools of thought, both clergy and laity. 
Among those who paid conspicuous tributes to the fidelity with which the Society, as the 
Central Organ of the Church in the educational sphere, had set forth the fundamental 
principle mentioned above, as having becn reasserted at the Mansion House meeting, viz : 
the vital importance of definite religious instruction as an integral part of the national 
system of education, were very many, if not all, the Diocesan Bishops, and among pro- 
minent laymen, The Duke of Grafton, Lord Londonderry, Lord Bath, Lord Shaftesbury, 
Lord Robert Cecil, Lord Hugh Cecil, Sir Alfred Cripps, the Hon. W. F. D. Smith, 
Lord Northbourne, Lord Barnard, Mr. Montague Barlow, the President of Magdalen, 
Sir Frederick Holiday, and many others. Grateful reference was made in all parts of 
the country, both at special commemorative mectings and in support of resolutions of 
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congratulation to the Society on its Centenary, which were a general feature of Diocesan 
conferences, to the great value of its work in aiding and stimulating local effort for 
the establishment. and preservation of Church schools, and in the provision of a 
constant supply of teachers trained for the work of religious as well as secular 
instruction. 

Especial emphasis was given to the general appreciation of the work of the National 
Society, by the very satisfactory conclusion of the protracted litigation, the heavy charges 
of which it had entirely met, in regard to the treatment by the Swansea local authority 
of the teachers in the Oxford Street Church Schools in that town. In the last YEAR 
300K it was recorded that three Judges in the Court of Appeal had unanimously confirmed 
the unanimous judgment of three Judges in the High Court, of whom one was the Lord 
Chief Justice, that the notorious decision of the Board of Education, in the teeth of Mr. 
(now Mr. Justicé) Hamilton’s Report on the Swansea case, must be quashed, and that 
a rule of mandamus must issue requiring the Board to hear the case again and determine 
it in accordance with law. 

On this the Board appealed to the House of Lords. That House only heard counsel 
(the Attorney-General, Sir Rufus Isaacs) for the Board. They did not call upon the 
counsel (Sir Robert Finlay, K.C., Mr. C. A. Russell, K.C.,-Mr. Aubrey Lawrence, and 
Mr. R. P. Hills) who represented the Church School managers, and on April 6 they 
delivered considered judgments unanimously rejecting the appeal of the Board, with costs. 
A clearer statement than that given by the Lord Chancellor’s judgment of the unsoundness 
of the position which the Swansea local authority had oceupied could hardly be desired. 
His lordship, in the first paragraph of his judgment, quoted the managers of the Oxford 
Street schools as having claimed that, by refusing to raise the salaries paid in those 
schools to the level of those paid in the Swansea provided schools, and so obliging the 
managers to make up the difference, the local authority ‘had failed to discharge its 
statutory duty of maintaining and keeping efficient the Oxford Street schools. "Mr. 
Hamilton,’ proceeded the Lord Chancellor, ‘ whe was sent down to inquire and report to 
the Board of Education in London, reported that there had been such failure. And 
upon all the evidence before the House there can be no manner of doubt that he was 
right.’ With that uncompromising declaration must be read the Lord Chancellor’s 
further statement, when speaking of some of the judgments in the Courts below, that if 
a lecal authority discriminates in the scale of salaries or the standard of efficiency, 
‘ without special circumstances appropriate to the differentiation,’ it would be ‘cogent 
evidence of an intention to starve the less favoured schools,’ and evidence ‘all the more 
cogent if the discrimination was due to political or sectarian prepossessions.’ hese 
utterances gave quite all, and more than all, that was required to establish, even if they 
stood alone, the complete illegality of the action of the Swansea local authority. 

But Lord Halsbury’s decisive condemnation of that action is deserving of being placed 
on record here :— 

‘The duty of the education authority,’ said his lordship, ‘was to keep the schools 
efficient ; this duty they neglected, and did not keep the schools efficient. The local 
educational authority assumed to themselves an absolute autocratic authority as to what 
schools they would keep efficient, and I cannot doubt for myself that they thought they 
were entitled to starve the Church schools and give advantages to the provided schools 
which they would not grant to the Church schools. It is impossible to resist the con- 
clusion that this was done from hostility to the Church schools,’ while ‘it is clear that 
the local educational authority ought to be as impartial as the rate collector, who 
demands the rate without reference to the peculiar views of the ratepayer.’ 

Equally clear was the Lord Chancellor’s judgment, and overwhelming was the unani- 
mous judgment of the House of Lords, confirming those of the lower Cour's, as to the 
failure on the part of the Board of Education to discharge in a judicial manner an essen- 
tially judicial function. They ought to have confirmed the decision of Mr. Hamilton, as 
to the rightness of which, in the Lord Chancellor’s words above quoted, ‘there is no 
manner of doubt.’ Instead of doing so they failed to determine, as the Lord Chancellor 
pointed out in the concluding passages of his judgment, the questions which they were 
required to determine, and to an explicit determination of which’ the Oxford Street school 
managers were entitled, as to the fulfilment by the local authority of its duty and as to 
the reasonableness of the salaries inserted in the teachers’ agreements. 

Within six weeks both the Board of Education and the local authority had bowed to 
the law, as finally laid down by the judgment of the House of Lords in the Swansea case. 
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The Board communicated, through Mr. Schuster, in quite sufficiently pressing terms, 
to the Swansea Town Council the expression of its hope that the Council were ‘ now pre- 
pared to act in the matter (of the teachers’ salariis) in accordance with the principles 
laid down’ by the Courts before whom the matter had gone. And on May 17 the 
Swansea Town Council, on the motion of the Mayor, decided that the decision of the 
House of Lords in the Swansea school case ‘be accepted and complied with, and that 
the salaries of the teachers in the non- rovided s: hools be paid on the same basis as those 
of the teachers in the provided schools.’ During the autumn a cheque for £1613 was 
received by the managers in respect of the payments by which they had made up the 
deficiency in the salaries of their teachers, since 1907. 

Although the Swansea Church School Managers had won, and had costs awarded to 
them, at every stage of the litigation, the National Society, which provided the means 
for carrying the case to a triumphant issue, was £2,200 out of pocket in the end. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury, speaking from the chair of the Society’s hundredth Annual 
Meeling on June 14, pointed out that there could not be a better example than this 
great law-suit of the ‘absolute obligation’ upon Church people ‘to support and main- 
tain some such central agency on a great scale as the National Society,’ for carrying 
through the work of Religious Education. 

The pressure brought to bear upon Church School Managers by the Board of Eduea- 
{ion demand for struciural improvements, and by its insistence in-every direction upon 
the ten-square-feet basis of accommodation as the minimum permissible in day schools, 
continued with great severity ; aud no doubt, it is to be feared, can be entertained that 
the number of Church Schools, which had declined to 11,008 in August 1910, had fallen 
appreciably below 11,000 by the end of 1911. Yet, though losses greatly to be deplored 
were suffered, it is impossible to syeak too warmly of the noble efforts and sacrifices 
successfully made by the friends of Church Schools in all parts of the country, and often 
ly persons of very narrow means and humble circumstances, to preserve the buildings 
for their sacred object. These efforts are helped, according to its ability, by the National 
Society. Jn the five years ending with 1911 over £60,000 was voted by the Committee 
for aid toward the repair, improvement, enlargement, and in not a few cases the re- 
building of Chureh Schools, and the total outlay thus aided cannot have been under 
£600,000. Even that great sum is far from representing the total expenditure of the 
Church on School-buildings in the period in question, for a large number of schools 
found it possible to carry out their improvements without coming for aid to the 
National Society. Nevertheless it is of very great importance that the resources of the 
Society should Le greatly enlarged, with a view, as the Committee have taken occasion 
to point out, to their being always able—as is hy no means the e»se at present—to give 
help according to ihe needs and deserts of the cases brought before them, either when 
the existence of a struggling Church School is at stake, cr when there is an opportunity 
of supplying the need for Church education on the part of growing populations. 

In the House of Commons election in December 1910, as in its immediate prede- 
cessor, there was, when the Irish Nationalist Roman Catholics weie taken into account, 
a majority which might be supposed to be unfavourable to anti-denominational legisla- 
tion on the Education question. Nevertheless, having regard to the relations between 
the Irish Nationalists and the Government of Mr. Asquith, it is impossible for the 
friends of Church Schools to regard, without grave anxiety, the situation created by the 
passage cf the Parliament Act, and the consequent establishment of the supremacy 
of the House of Commons in legislation. The Free Church Council, at their meeting 
at Portsmouth in March 1911, put forward a demand that educational legislation on 
the lines which they have so frequently advocated, and which mean the withdrawal of 
ull public support from denominational schools and the universal establishment and 
endowment of either undenominationalism or secularism, should be carried even in the 
present Parliament. And the expression by the Prime Minister of the hope. as enter- 
tained by himself and his colleagues, to fulfil their pledges to the electorate in the matter 
of education even during the present Parliament must be regarded—having in view the 
kind of legislation which has been offered hitherto as fulfilling those pledges, and Mr. 
Runciman’s desire, avowed: in a speech at Northampton, in April, to ‘wipe out’ the 
Education Act of 1902’—-as in the highest degree menacing to Church Schools and the 
whole cause of definite Religious Education. Bie 

‘In these circumstances there is an urgent need for the consolidation of Church 
opinion in support of a constructive policy on the general lines of parents’ rights and 
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equal treatment, as embodied in what is commonly known as the Salisbury Scheme, 
which has already been referred to in the present article, and which was printed in full 
in the last issue of this YrAr Boox, together with a letter from the Archbishop of 
Canterbury referring to it as a ‘ fair, coherent, and reasonable’ scheme. It is therefore, 
matter for much congratulation that in the Canterbury House of Laymen, and in several 
Diocesan Conferences including London, St. Albans, Peterborough, Lincoln, Truro, 
Worcester, Llandaff and Birmingham resolutions have been passed in favour of the 
general lines of that scheme. 

The Training College situation is unaltered. Mr. Runciman again failed to renew 
his abortive attempt of 1909 to enforce much-needed preparation for Bible teaching 
as part of the curriculum of all Training Colleges, and at the same time again failed to 
accede to the earnest request of the General Council of Church Training Colleges for 
the withdrawal of the regulations in regard to the admission of Nonconformist candi- 
dates, which are so framed as to keep the Church Colleges, where preparation for 
religious teaching Is guaranteed, in a position of anxiety and insecurity. 

Mr. Runciman, it may be mentioned, was in the autumn transferred from the Board 
of Education to the Board of Agriculture, and his place as the head of the former has been 
taken by Mr. J. Arthur Pease, promoted from the office of Chief Government Whip.

THE GENERAL ASSOCIATION OF GHURCH SCHOOL MANAGERS

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NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR PROMOTING THE EDUCATION OF THE 
POOR IN THE PRINCIPLES OF THE ESTABLISHED CHURCH. 


Brief Summary of Work, 1910.—The gross amount contributed by the Society 
towards the erection, repair and improvements of training institutions and schools up 
to December 31, 1910, is 834,6827., and 417,1987. towards the cost of maintaining 
training colleges. It should be borne in mind that, large as this sum undoubtedly 
is, it only represents a small portion of the actual outlay expended, as each grant from 
the Society is made on the condition that a proportionate amount of local contributions 
has, in each ease, been raised. 

Training Institutions.—During the past forty years grants to the amount of 
35,3552, have been voted towards the building and enlargement of Church Training 
Colleges, and 151,6247. have been paid towards the maintenance of these Training Colleges. 

Religious Inspection of Schools.—The National Society has already voted grants to 
the amount of 29,0147. in aid of this work to thirty Dioceses, in addition to an 
expenditure of 2,671/. in providing schedules for the use of Diocesan Inspectors. During 
the past forty years a sum of 41,4987. has been paid for the inspection and examination 
of training colleges in religious subjects. ; 

Central Depository.—As an additional help in furthering the work for which the 
Society was incorporated, the Committee about sixty years ago established a Depository 
for the sale of the most approved school books, maps, apparatus, ke. ; and while con- 
tinuing this part of its work, it is now making a special feature of a series of new books 
for use in Training Colleges, aud in secondary and elementary schools generally. 

Grants for Repairs, Improvements, Fittings, Books, &e.—Although the Society 
docs not make grants towards the annual maintenance of schools, the Committee 
have nevertheless been able to assist, to a limited extent, in supplying suitable materials 
and apparatus for both dayand night schools. Under the head of repairs, Improvements, 
fittings, and books, the Committee have during the past thirty-seven years made grants 
to the amount of 100,6512. 7s. 

Grants to Sunday Schools.—The Society makes grants towards the building of 
Sunday-schools, provided that the trust deed allows the schools to be used at any 
future time for day-school purposes, and is in other respects satisfactory. Grants are 
also made, under certain conditions, for books, fittings, and repairs. : 

Church Schoo! Associations (under the Voluntary Schools Act of 1897).—The Society 
provides, free of charge, the Schedules used by the Governing Bodies of Church School 
Associations, makes grants towards the salaries or expenses of the Secretaries of such 
Associations, and generally furthers the working of the recent Education Acts. 11;3371.

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THE CHURCH SCHOOLS EMERGENCY LEAGUE.

THE SOCIETY FOR PROMOTING CHRISTIAN KNOWLEDGE. 
AxBstRAcT oF Work, 1911. 


Rerictous Epucation.—This part of the work of the Society for Religious Education 
is well known. In the seventeenth century it began by founding schools for the poor, 
and though the National Society, which was an offshoot from the S.P.C.K., has taken 
over much of this work, yet the Society still interests itself in and supports very largely 
the work of Education, both at home and in the Colonies. 


The Work of the Society for the Church at Home.—St. Kutharine’s College, Totten- 
hai.—One more year of successful work has been added to the history of St. Katharine’s 
College, and the reports of the Archbishop’s Inspector and of the Government Inspector 
show how its students have during the year which is dealt with maintained the high 
reputation of the College. The value of the work done in training Schoolmistresses, 
who have been taught to regard religion as necessary for themselves and for those who 
hereafter become their pupils in the schools, cannot, be overestimated. Congratulations 
are again due to the Principal and the members of the College Staff for the general 
excellency of the Inspectors’ reports, and we may especially draw attention to the fact 
that all the second year students who were presented for the Examination in Religious 
Knowledge were placed in the first class. 

The Council of the College have to regret the loss of three of their members, viz. 
Canon Benham, Sir Charles Elliott, K.O.8.1., and Canon C. E. Brooke, all of whom 
from their knowledge and experience of matters connected with education, had been 
able to give valuable assistance in the management of the College. The Principal’s 
Report on the year’s work follows. 

‘I have the honour to present to the Council my report on the College for the year 
1910-11, the thirty-fourth since its foundation. 

‘The number of students in residence during the year has been 115—56 in the first 
year, and 57 in the second, and 2 in the third ; 105 of these were in the College and 
10 at Field House. : 

‘The Examination in Religious Knowledge was held on April 6th and 7th, with the 
following result :—

Three students presented for Examination in Holy Scripture only were said to have 
reached a, ‘ first-class standard’ in the subjects in which they were examined. 
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Two students were prevented from taking the Examination, one through illness, and 
the other on account of domestic trouble ; both received Archbishop’s Certificates on 
the results of their first year’s Examination. 

The Examining Board of the Church Training Colleges issues a syllabus to cover the 
work of the two years of residence, on a part of which the students may be examined in 
the first year, and on the remainder in the second year. The first-year students offered 
the Church Catechism and the Services of Holy Baptism and Confirmation for examina- 
tion this year, and were all placed in the 1st class, with the exception of the one who 
was placed in the 2nd class. 

The following are extracts from the Report of the Archbishop’s Inspector :— 

‘You report no changes, nor do any seem to be necessary. 

The answering of the Seniors was excellent on the Holy Communion, and very good 
on the Acts—they were communicative and pleasing. The Juniors were also 
excellent—many of them showed correct knowledge, which they expressed with 
thought and care. 

‘T heard six lessons. [Of these, four were marked ‘excellent,’ and two ‘ very good.’] 

‘All the Church Students are Confirmed—fifteen juniors, three from Church, twelve 
from Council Schools, received no religious instruction as Pupil Teachers, ete. 

ee ce is, as usual, doing its work quite excellently, and with its accustomed 
skill.’ 

Church Training College for Lay Workers, 384-892 Commercial Road, Stepney, E.— 
The record for the year shows that the College may fairly claim to have done its work 
in supplying a want which exists in the organisation of the work of the Church. Lay 
workers are wanted in parishes of town and country, and there are men who are eager 
to fill the office of lay workers. The College exists to test and to train the men who 
offer to undertake this branch of the Church’s ministry, in order that they may prove 
themselves worthy and capable of assisting the ordained ministers of the Church in the 
work of the parishes to which they are sent. Our thanks are due to the Warden, whose 
interest in the past and present students of the College has done so much to make this 
part of the Society’s work known and valued by parish priests who have required the 
assistance of lay workers. 

The cost of maintaining the College during the past year has amounted to 2,101/. 
Some details of the year’s work will be found in a short extract from the Warden’s 
Annual Report, which says :— 

‘The College during the past year has celebrated the twenty-first anniversary of its 
foundation, and it may not be out of place to note here briefly what it has accomplished. 
Since its opening in 1889 over 400 students have passed through the course and gained 
the College Certificate. A few of these have since gone to their rest, and there have 
been some losses through ill-health and other causes, but the greater part of the men 
trained are still engaged in the Mission work of the Church, though not all in the same 
way. The College has always kept to the purpose for which it was founded: viz. the 
training of men for Home Mission work as laymen, but it is not surprising that as time 
has gone on some of its former students have passed into other fields of labour. Thus 
some number have been ordained, and others have gone out to the Colonies and Mission 
Field abroad as lay workers; but the majority of the men are at work in England, 
Wales and Scotland, either as parochial Lay Readers, or in Special Missiéns among 
seamen and soldiers, or in the Police Court Mission. The discovering and equipping 
of this large body of workers for the Church is owed to the 8.P.C.K. through this 
College.’ 

Religious Education.—Something must be said to show how the Society fulfils the 
claim, implied in its title, to promote Christian Knowledge by the furtherance of 
religious education in other directions than the two Colleges at Tottenham and Stepney. 

It has given prizes amounting to a sum of 4107. to Pupil Teachers who, after being 
placed in the first class in the Archbishop’s Examination in Religious Knowledge, have 
entered Church Training Colleges. It has made a grant of 300/. for the religions 
instruction of pupil teachers, and for the provision of lectures to the Church Students 
who are being trained in the Training Colleges of the London County Council, situated 
in the Dioceses of London and Southwark. The attendance at these lectures is quite 
voluntary, but the opportunity for regular religious instruction has been used by the 
students in a way which shows that the Society has made a wise provision. 

Under this head must be mentioned the grant placed at the disposal of the Arch- 
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bishop of Canterbury to assist him to carry out a resolution of the Lambeth conference 
of 1908, requesting His Grace to appoint a Committee to report on the best methods of 
improving Sunday School instruction. His Grace pointed out that this was really a 
request of the whole Anglican Episcopate, and the Society made a grant of 250/. to 
assist the work of the Committee. 

There ave two other grants to which attention may be diawn here. The Diocesan 
Training College at Exeter having increased its accommodation for students, has received 
a grant of 507. towards the enlargement of the College chapel, in order that sufficient 
accommodation may be provided for all the students, of whom there are now 120 in 
residence. The other grant which must be mentioned has heen made to St. Mary’s 
College, Paddington, which trains teachers for Secondary Schools, and the Society has 
promised a capitation grant of 107. for each Church of England student who leaves the 
College qualified and pledged to teach in secondary schools. This grant is made for 
one year only, and is limited to 2007. 

In these ways the Society has given assistance in the furtherance of religious 
edueation, and made provision for the teaching of religion in accordance with the faith 
of the Church, 

Sunday Schools and Mission Rooms,—This is still an important part of the Society’s 
expenditure, given in aid of the extension of parochial work. Applications are received 
from parishes in town and country alike, and assistance has been given as liberally as 
the Society’s funds permit. Grants amounting to 3,149/. have been voted to 35 parishes 
in aid of building schemes, and a sum of 3297. has been voted to 40 parishes towards 
the rent of schools and other buildings suitable for Sunday School purposes. 


Church Building, ete., Abroad.—(w) Canada, cte.—It will be remembered that in 
1907 a sum of 4,500/. was voted for Church building in newly populated districts in the 
Dioceses of Saskatchewan, Calgary, Qa’ Appelle and Ruperisland ; and in 1910 further 
grants of 31,0507. for the Diocese of Saskatchewan, and 1,0007. for the Diocese of 
Qw Appelle were voted, as the previous grants for these Dioceses were exhausted. These 
sums have been treated as Block Grants, from which amounts not exceecing 1007. for 
any one Church might be allocated on the request of the Bishop. The following places 
have received help under this scheme during the past year—

Besides 25 smaller sums, the most important grants have been 1507. towards the 
Church of St. Mary, at St. John’s, in the Diocese of Newfoundland ; 1007. each to 
Churches at Bedford, in the Diocese of Nova Scotia, and Haileybury, in the Diocese of 
Algoma. 

(b) West Indies, etc.—Scveral grants have been made for Churches, including a sum 
of 1002. for a School Church at El Callao, Venezuela. 

(¢) Africa,—The most important grant for-building has been a sum of 5002. voted 
towards the rebuilding of the Cathedral at Mengo, in the Diocese of Uganda. It will 
be remembered that this Cathedral was struck by lightning and burnt to the ground, 
The cost of rebuilding the Cathedral would be 20,0007., and Bishop Tucker, who 
addressed the meeting of the Society in December, appealed for assistance in replacing 
the Church which had heen, in the first instance, entirely built by the Baganda without 
any help from elsewhere. A grant cf 1007. was also voted for the Church of St. Patrick 
at Pietermaritzburg. i 

(d) Asia.—A new Church to be built at Nazareth, in the Diocese of Tinnevelly, 
received a grant of 1007., and a-similar amount was voted for the rebuilding of the 
Church at Dharmsala, in the Diocese of Lahaye ; the Church there was destroyed hy 
earthquake in 1905. Grants of 1007, have also been made towards building a Church 
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at Ipoh, in Singapore, enlarging the Girls’ School at Peking, and extending St. Paul’s 
College, Hong Kong. 

(e) Australasia.—1007. was voted for the enlargement of the Church of Wagga 
Wagga, in the Diocese of Goulburn; and there were many grants of smaller amounts 
towards building Churches in the various colonies and islands included in the term 
Australasia. 

Educational Work, Scholarships for Natives, ete. —The details of these grants would 
occupy much space if given in full. Attention is drawn to the most important grants, 
which include 150. for Scholarships for Girls at Engcobo in Kaffraria, 144. for Boys at 
Delhi, 2001. for Norfolk Island Scholarships, 210. for the Industrial Schools at Dethi, 
1207. for Scholarships at Kwamagwaza in Zululand, 4502, for Christian boys in the 
Diocese of Madras, 150/. for Boys’ Scholarships at the Grammar School, Nassau, and 
2701. for native Christians in Tinnevelly. 

Under this head we may include an important grant mide towards the maintenance 
of a Theological College at Yokyo. A sum of 30,0002. was allotted from the Pan- 
Anglican Thankoffering Fund for the establishment of a Theological College for training 
Clergy and Catechists for the ministry of the Church in Japan. Of this sum 10,0002. 
will be spent on the purchase of a site and erection of buildings ; 20,0007. will be used 
as an endowment fund. To maintain the necessary staff of teachers, the Bishops in 
Japan appealed to the Society for some assistance, as the income already secured was 
insufficient. This was considered an important request which should be met liberally, 
in order to assist the educational work of the Church in Japan, and a sum of 480/., to 
be spread over four years, was made for the employment of a third foreign teacher or 
professor on the staff of the College. 

The foregoing particulars show how large an amount the Society contributes towards 
the educational work of the Church in Colonial and Missionary Dioceses, and thus 
assists to lay a right foundation upon which the future work of the Church may be 
built. 

Training of Theological Studenis. and Native Lay Mission Agents.—The grants 
made for the training of candidates for Holy Orders, and for the provision of lay- 
workers in Colonial and Missionary Dioceses, represent the help given by the Society 
towards the education of those who are to be the teachers of others. Many who receive 
these grants have in their earlier stages of education already been assisted by the 
scholarships referred to in the last paragraph. With regard to the Colonies, the aim of 
the Society has always been to strengthen the ministry of the Church by helping those 
who have been born in the colonies, and who are therefore likely to spend their lives in 
the service of the Church in their native land. Assistance has also been sometimes 
given to men who have gone from England to the Colonies as settlers, and,fafter some 
years’ residence, have offered themselves as candidates for Holy Orders. In these cases 
the Society has, on the recommendation of the Bishop of the Diocese, been ready to 
help on the understanding that such students after ordination will exercise their 
ministry in the Colonies, and so add to the strength of the Church there. Grants for 
Theological Students and Native Lay Mission Agents have been made in the past year 
to the following Dioceses :—Adelaide, Bendigo, Bloemfontein, Calgary, Capetown, Chota 
Nagpur, Gippsland, Grahamstown, Labuan and Sarawak, Madagascar, Mauritius, 
Montreal, Newcastle, N.S.W., North Queensland, Ottawa, Quebec, Rangoon, Ruperts- 
land, Saskatchewan, Tasmania, Trinidad, Western China. 

Canning’s Fund.—This Trust Fund, from which grants are made towards the travel- 
ling expenses of ordained missionaries going abroad for the first time, has given assistance 
this year in fourteen cases. Niue other ordained missionaries going abroad for the first 
time were assisted from the Society’s General Fund, 


Money Grants for Church Purposes Abroad.—Dishopric Eindowiment.—A Grant has 
been promised towards the endowment of a new Diocese of Edmonton, which will be 
formed from the present Diocese of Calgary. The enormous rush of settlers to that part 
of Canada demands that the activity of the Church should keep pace with the industrial 
development of the country, and so the Society has made its usual grant of 1,0007. 
towards the proposed new Diocese. An additional grant of 100/. was also made towards 
the endowment fund of the Bishopric of St. John’s, Kaffraria, to which the Society had 
already given 7507. aoe! 

This branch of the Society’s work also includes the training of Students, the building 
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of Hospitals, the provision of medical requirements and the maintenance of Medical 
Missions in their early days. 

Training of Medical Students.—The Society’s help has for many years past been given 
to men and women who desired to study medicine and afterwards to devote their skill 
to medical mission work, under the direction of some Bishop or some Society connected 
with the Church. §S.P.G., C.M.S., C.E.Z.M.S., and U.M.C.A. have Medical Mission- 
aries working under their direction who have been helped in their training by S.P.C.K. 
During the year under review grants have been made to two men and three ladies, while 
an additional studentship was also given to a lady who had already received some assist- 
ance in order that she might complete her training. 

Building of Hospitals.—The chief grant under this head has been given towards 
building a Hospital with 35 beds at Yin Chow Fu, in the Diocese of Shantung, in North 
China. The Bishop, in making the application for assistance, wrote :—‘I feel that it is 
most important that we should open up Medical Mission work there. It is right in the 
centre of the most sacred portion of China—the birthplace of Confucius (and his grave) 
being only ten miles away, and the place itself being intimately connected with Mencius. 
It is one of the Prefectural cities of Shantung Province—therefore a place of civil im- 
portance, and it is a place which is likely to have a considerable position as a trading 
centre. It is now two years since we opened this place as a mission station, and there is 
every sign that it is likely to prove an important work. But we must make it a strong 
centre, ‘I'he need for medical work is very great, since there is not a doctor within twenty 
miles of the place. If the Church does not open out a Medical Mission there, I am 
absolutely certain that we shall have a repetition of what happened in Tai An years 
ago—another Mission will see what a splendid opportunity it is, and step in, and, merely 
by the fact of having medical work, simply dwarf the whole of our mission work in the 
place.’ A grant of 1007. was set aside towards this important work. 

Provision of Equipment.—Grants have been made for (a) the supply of drugs to the 
Hospital at Chitarpur, in the Diocese of Chota Nagpore ; (b) the purchase of instruments 
for the new Hospital in the So/omon Islands, in the Diocese of Melanesia (this Hospital 
is under the care of Dr. R. H. 8S. Marshall, who was trained by S.P.C.K.) ; (c) surgical 
instruments for St. Luke's Hospital, Chemulpd, in the Diocese of Corea; (d) surgical 
instruments for the Medical Mission in the Diocese of Singapore ; (c) the supply of drugs 
for Medical Mission work in the Diocese of Lebombo. 

Maintenance of Medical Missions.—The grants made for this purpose are generally 
intended to assist the start, and to help in the maintenance for a few years, of new 
efforts, in the hope that the work will gradually obtain a measure of self-support, when 
the Society’s grant may be withdrawn, and the money may be devoted to the commence- 
ment of work elsewhere. In this way the Society has endeavoured to encourage a 
beginning of Medical Mission work in places where there seemed, on the authority of 
those best qualified to give an opinion, to be opportunity and need for healing the sick, 
and to whom at the same time the Gospel should be preached. In many cases it has 
been necessary to continue the grants for several years. During the past year we have 
renewed our help to (a) St. Cuthbert’s Mission in the Diocese of St. John's, Kaffraria, 
(6) St. Luke’s Hospital at Chemulpo, in the Diocese of Corea, (c) the Hospital at Haifa 
in the Diocese of Jerusalem, (¢) the Medical Mission in Mauritius, (¢) the Hospital at 
Peking in the Diocese of North China, (f) the Indian Hospital at Blackfoot Reserve in the 
Diocese of Calgary. Grants have also been made to the Hospitals at Sha2us.and Lytton, in 
the Diocese of New Westininster. Some help was given to the Hospital at Lytton several 
years ago, and now the Bishop hasasked for a renewal of the grant, as a considerable devel- 
opment of Medical Mission work amongst the Indians is taking place, anda new hospital 
is also to be opened at Shulus. A grant towards maintenance for two years has also been 
promised towards the new Hospital at Vin Chow Fu, of which particulars have already 
been given. Other Medical Missions, in addition to those just mentioned, also receiving 
assistance from the Society at the present time are being carried on at Delhi, Bombay 
and Yerendawana in India ; Ping Yin in China ; Pondoland in Kaffraria ; and N’Danga 
in Mashonaland. The value of the Society’s maintenance of Medical Mission work has 
been well proved during the past year, in connection with the outbreak of plague in 
Manchuria, Several years ago, when the Bishop of North China desired to open a 
Medical Mission in Peking, he applied to the Society for assistance : a grant was first 
made in 1889 and has been several times renewed, and the doctor in charge of the 
Mission since 1905 has been Dr. W. H. G. Aspland, who has done most valuable work 
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at Harbin in fighting the plague. We can hardly say that without our assistance the 
Medical Mission at Peking would not have been opened, or that Dr. Aspland would not 
have been there to give his services to Harbin; but we can claim that with our grant 
the Medical Mission at Peking was opened, and the Bishop was able to place Dr. Aspland 
in charge of it. 

Grants of Books at Home and Abroad.—There must of necessity be a certain 
amount of sameness about this branch of the Society’s operations, which, during the 
twelve months under review, have been carried out on lines which the experience of 
many years has proved likely to be the most beneficial. very effort has been made 
to mect the needs of the times and to distribute the literature as widely as possible. In 
December last, in accordance with the custom of many previous year’, parcels of Christ- 
mas-cards, ete., were sent to many rate-supported and charitable institutions which would 
have a considerable number of juvenile patients in their care on Christmas Day. In 
this way, no less than 58 institutions, in which there were about 6,590 patients of the 
class indicated, were benefited. The large majority were rate-supported institutions, 
which, as & general rule, receive very few gifts of this kind as compared with most 
hospitals maintained by voluntary contributions. Tracts for the various seasons of the 
Church were offered to the parochial clergy, many of whom cireulated large numbers in 
their parishes with very satisfactory results. The following table gives details concerning 
the distribution of this literature :—

In connection with the Soeiety’s emigration work at various ports of departure and 
on long-voyage liners, 3007. worth of Bibles, Prayer-books, and miscellaneous wholesome 
literature was given. The Prayer-books and the Hymn-books are used again and again 
at services at sea. 

The amount voted was larger than usual, and is an indication of the growth of and 
the increased demands for the Society’s work in connection with emigration. 

By the circumstances of their lives, seafaring classes have a pecuiiar claim upon the 
Society’s bounty, and some large grants were given to Church Societies whose work lies 
among those classes. In addition to a variety of grants of 5/. or 61. worth of Bibles and 
Prayer-books for permanent use at worship in seamen’s churches at home and abroad, 
St. Andrew’s Waterside Mission had 2007. worth of publications for ships’ libraries, 
including a number of Bibles and Prayer-books, so that in every library a copy of each 
should be placed. A grant of the same value of tracts in nine languages and old stock 
was given to the Missions to Seamen Society, and of 100/. for libraries to the Gibraltar 
Missions to Seamen. , 

‘Special Missions’ during the past year have received considerable help in grants 
of appropriate literature. Missions in the Dioceses rof Durhain, Manchester and St. 
Albans have received such grants. Altogether literature to the value of 482d. has been 
supplied under this head alone. These grants are most valuable auxiliaries to the work 
of the missioners. ; 

The Society’s offer of publications at half published prices, to encourage the setting 
up and extension of libraries in the Colonies, was kept open, and in 12 cases books for 
libraries together amounting to 50d. 15s. 9d. were sent abroad. 

Books to the value of 2,574/. 15s. 3d. for 383 libraries have now been supplied under 
this offer.

The total value of the grants of publications (exclusive of the foregoing half-price 
libraries) was 5,426/. 14s. 5d., the number of separate grants, including ‘block ’ grants, 
being 1,342. The aggregate of ‘single’ grants, including the units of the ‘block 
grants and the various parcels supplied under the Season Tract offer, more than doubles 
this number.

The ‘Special Cases’ include grants to the Colonies and foreign parts, extra-parochial 
grants af home—viz. those to institutions, for Diocesan prizes for religious knowledge, 
and so on. The grants for ‘public worship’ went to supply poor churches and 
mission rooms with permanent stocks of Bibles, Prayer-books, and Hymn-books for 
the common use of worshippers. They are thus a permanent benefit to many thousands 
of individuals. The grauts for schools, libraries, and distribution equipped many poor 
Church Day Schools and Sunday Schools with a stock of Bibles, Prayer-books, and other 
religious publications for the use of the scholars generally, aided in establishing and 
enlarging a number of Parish and School libraries, and provided the clergy with tracts 
and literature for house-to-house distribution, and for parochial Special missions. 
Service-books, for the use of the officiating clergy, were given in forty-four cases to new 
and additional churches or mission rooms. The grants from trust funds, especially those 
made for the benefit of soldiers, their wives and children from ‘Clericus’ Fund, were on 
the whole somewhat in excess of a normal year. It is, however, the Society’s desire that 
the income of such funds should be fully utilised year by year. 

For many years the Society has been offering to newly-ordained Clergy, and Students 
in Theological Colleges, the privilege of purchasing books published by them at half-price. 

This offer was not, however, very largely taken advantage of, and the Society decided 
to inerease it to the value of 3. for 17., or 6/, for 27. 

The total value of the publications thus issued amounted to 84J. 5s. 9d. for sixty-two 
cases, being a decided increase on the books supplied under the old scheme. 

The Society also makes grants of 27. worth of books to laymen going abroad for the 
first time to do evangelistic work under any Missionary Society in connection with 
the Church, and this offer has now been extended to lady missionaries on the same 
terms. ‘The various Missionary Societies affected have wiitten warmly thanking the 
Society for this help, of which use has been very extensively made. 

The following list includes the classes and objects for which grants have been made, 
and shows how widely the Society’s literature is distributed among the masses in this and 
other lands :—Libvaries for Council Schools, Clerical, College, Missionaries, National 
Schools, Parish, Rageed Schools, Sunday Schools, ‘Teachers, Theolegical Students, 
Village, Workmen ; Prizes*for Children, Pupil Teachers in Church Schools and in 
Council Schools, Religious Knowledge, Students ; Soldiers at home and abroad: Sailors 
and Fishermen—Canalmeu, Coastguardinen, Institutes, Orphanages, Port and Harbour 
Missions, Sailors afloat ; Missionaries—Clerieal, Lady, Lay; Men’s Associations— 
Christian Assoe ations, Lads’ Institutes and Working Men’s Clubs ; Women’s Associa- 
tions—Christian. Associations, Friendly Aid Societies, Girls’ Friendly Socicties, Help 
Societies, Mothers’ Meetings, Working Girls’ Institutes; Hospitals, ete.—Blind and 
Lunatic Asylums, Children’s, General, Infirmaries, Military, Naval ; Mi-cellaneous— 
Church Army, Council Schools, Dock Labourers, Emigrants, Fairs, Fallen Women, 
Fruit-Gatherers, Haymakers, Harvest Labourers, Iop-Pickers, Institutes, Medical 
Missions, Navvies, Open-Air Services, Penitentiaries, Prisons, Prisoners, Railway 
Employés, Reformatories, Refuges, Service Books for New Churches and Mission Rooms, 
Temperance Societies, Training Schools, Training Ships, Waifs and Strays’ Homes, 
Workhouses ; Native Races of many lands. 


THE TRACT COMMITTEE, 8.P.C.K.—The works produced by this Committee 
during the past year have been of the usual varied character. A new edition of 
Dr. Flinders Petrie’s volume on ‘ Egypt and Israel’ has been called for, ‘he Problem 
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of Deuteronomy,’ by the Rev. J. 8. Griffith, presents the chief arguments for and 
against its Mosaic origin. ‘A Fresh Study of the Fourth Gospel,’ by Dr. Montgomery 
Hitchcock, discusses this gospel in the light of the most recent research. ‘The English 
Bible, and how we got it,’ by Canon Girdlestone, published in the Tercentenary year of 
the Authorised Version, will be of permanent interest long after this year has passed 
away. ‘The Bible and Church Liuks,’ by C. M. Parks, contains much information 
likely to interest youthful students of the Bible, Prayer Book and Church history. 
‘The Message to the Seven Churches,’ by the Rev. T. H. Bindley describes the historical 
environwent of the Christian communities in Asia Minor. ‘Things that Matter,’ by 
Preb. Eardley- Wilmot, is fresh and thoughtful in treatment. ‘Showing Ourselves Men,’ 
by Rey. H. G. Youard, will be a good model to those who have to address meetings 
of men. ‘Church Songs.’ by the Rev. 8. Baring Gould, is a collection that will be 
useful and popular in schools. ‘Character, its Significance and Outcome,’ by Canon 
Ball, is a devotional book specially suited for reading in Lent. 

The ‘Diocesan History of Bangor,’ the latest addition to the series by Rey. 
W. Hughes, is of special interest at the present moment, when the Church in Wales 
is oceupying so much public attention. Other works deserving of mention are ‘ Bishop 
Sanderson and his Writings on Conscience,’ by Rev. C. G. Walker; ‘The Doctrine of 
the Holy Spirit’; ‘An Karly Victorian Heroine,’ by Miss Bramston, being a memoir 
of Mrs. MeDougall. . ‘ Archbishop Whitgift and His Times,’ by Rev. H. T. Clayton ; 
“A Record of Sixty-nine Years’ Ministry,’ by Rev. M. R. Allnutt; ‘The Christian 
Teaching of Coin Mottoes,’ by Dr. W. Allan and Prof. Zimmermann ; ‘The Historical 
Personality of Christ,’ ete., ete. 

The London Diocese Book continues to be published by the Society, The 1912 issue 
will appear in January. Among the tales published by the Committee are ‘His Own 
Interpreter,’ by Gertrude Hollis ; ‘ Victories of the Saints,’ by the late Rev. J. M. Neale. 


GENERAL LITERATURE COMMITTEE, §.P.C.K.—The publicat‘ons for the year 
include two ‘nature books’—‘he Process of the Year,’ by H. H. Brown, F.E.S., 
and ‘Confessions of a Robin,’ by Colonel Mockler-Ferryinan ; while a new edition of 
John’s ‘ British Birds and their Haunts’ has been put forth with coloured plates. New 
and revised editions of Prof, Bentley’s ‘ Botany ’ and Mr. Conybeare’s ‘Roman Roads’ 
have also appeared.

Test. —Special care and attention have been bestowed on the text of the Hymns, 
and it is confidently believed that the present Hymn Book contains the most accurate 
reproduction of the authors’ texts to be found anywhere. 

Music.—The general superintendence of the musical portion has been entrusted to 
Dr. C. H. Lloyd, Precentor and Musical Instructor of Eton College. Hymns have, as 
far as possible, been connected with those tunes with which they are popularly associated. 
The number of alternative tunes is exceptionally large. A special feature has been made 
of Plain Song Lunes, some 60 of which, selected and harmonised by Dr. Basil Harwood, 
of Christ Church, Oxford, have been included. It should be noted, however, that in 
all cases where w Plain Song Tune has been allotted to any hymn, an alternative modern 
tune is also given. 

The recent publication of a new edition of ‘Hymns Ancient and Modern’ will 
enable English Churchpeople throughout the world to estimate the relative merits 
of the Society’s new edition and that just mentioned. It would be well that those 
clergy who wish to make a change should have both books before them for comparison. 
The secretary will gladly send a presentation copy of ‘Church Hymns’ for this purpose. 

It may be added that the new edition of ‘Church Hymns’ has now been adopted in 
over 700 Cathedrals and Churches at home and abroad, including the Chapel Royal, 
Buckingham Palace. 


THE RELIGIOUS TRACT SOCIETY. 
INCORPORATED 1899. 


Tus Society was established in 1799, on the basis of united action on the part of 
Churchmen and Nonconformists in the production and circulation of Evangelical 
Literature. The Committee of the Society is composed of an equal number of Churchmen 
and Noneonformists. Both are represented on its Editorial and Secretarial staffs. 

The subscribers belong to many Churches—a very large proportion to the Church of 
England. Its grants are made without distinction to all who apply and make out a case 
for assistance. 

The Foreign operations of the Society are also extensive through its corresponding 
Committees in India, China, Japan, Africa, &c., by help given to Missionaries all over the 
world. The Society does an important work in the publication of Christian literature, 
and has used 272 languages and dialects—the Missionaries of all Protestant Societies 
participate in the help thus given, and some of the best known and valued Missionaries 
of the Church of England serve on these committees. The grants made by the Society 
in aid of colportage and in aid of the formation of circulating libraries, as well as those 
for the circulation of periodicals and tracts, are most thankfully acknowledged by 
Colonial Bishops and English Chaplains abroad. 

There have been issued during the year 491 new publications, of which 189 were 
Tracts. The total circulation from the Home Depot, including Books, Tracts, Periodi- 
cals, counted in numbers, Cards and Miscellaneous Issues, with the Issues from Foreign 
Depdts, has reached 60,000,000. The contributions to the Society for this year, including 
subseriptions, donations, collections, legacies (part of which are placed to Reserve Fund), 
and interest, amounted to 14,318. to the General Missionary Fund, besides over 3,443/. 
for Special China Fund, and 1,209. for Portugal Fund. The grants in money, paper, 
electrotypes of engravings and publications have amounted to 15,591/.; of this 2,4831. 
was paid by the Grantees. From the Samuel Cocker Fund and the Matthew Mowson 
Proctor Fund, grants were also made.

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SECTION I1.—SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK. 


THE prevailing agitation to eliminate religious instruction from the ele- 
mentary schools constitutes the strongest obligation to perfect the Sunday 
School system, by the fullest measure of intelligence and Christian devotion. 

That this aim is being kept carefully in view is evident from the 
following records, illustrating the steps that are being taken to promote 
the growth of a higher standard of devotional life and sense of responsi- 
bility among Sunday School Teachers, and to multiply opportunities for 
their advancement in knowledge. 

A Conference under the presidency of the Bishop of Chichester was 
held at Winchester on May 10. The subject was divided into (1) the 
Visitation of Schools and standard of efficiency to be adopted. (2) The 
need of catechizing. (3) The improvement by courses of instruction and 
by Diocesan recognition of the efficiency of Sunday School Teachers. 
Chosen Delegates attended from the Dioceses of Canterbury, Chichester, 
Gloucester, Oxford, Salisbury and Winchester. ‘Summer Schools’ for 
Teachers were held in several Dioceses. In Oxford Diocese about ninety 
Clergy availed themselves of the invitation of the Vicar of Twyford for a 
course of instruction in teaching, May 2-5; the Lectures were given by 
Rev. W. Hume Campbell, Canon Maplesden, the Principal of Culham, 
Rev. A. I. C. Cowie, and others. In the evenings open meetings were held. 


‘“QUR EMPIRE,” a Weekly Magazine for Sunday Schools.—In view of the 
tendency to exciude direct religious teaching trom the weekday instruction given to 
children in the State Schools—a tendency which prevails all over the Empire, and more 
especially in the Colonies and Dominions—it is piain that we must look more and more 
to our Sunday Schools for the building up of our children in the Faith. 

In order, therefore, to help the Sunday Schools in this important task, the Society 
for Promoting Christian Knowledge has published a twelve-page Weekly Magazine for 
Sunday Schools, under the title of ‘‘ Our Empire,” the first number of which appeared 
in Advent, 1911. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury heartily commends the undertaking, and writes a 
word of introduction for the first number of the Magazine. 

The Magazine is published simultaneously throughout the Empire. It is well 
illustrated, and is simple and bright, yet containing definitely instructive articles cover- 
ing a very wide range of subjects, and all written in such a way that the children are 
able to read them with pleasure to themselves. 

The Magazine is issued at a subscription price of 1s. per year, or less than one 
farthing per weekly issue, 


CHURCH OF ENGLAND SUNDAY SCHOOL INSTITUTE. 


Tuts Society was founded in 1843, and the Archbishops and Bishops of the Church in 
Great Britain, Ireland, and the Colonies are amongst its patrons. The main objects 
of the Institute are two, viz. (1) to extend, improve, and develop the Sunday School 
system in the Church of England ; (2) to secure efficient teaching in Church Sunday 
Schools. The Institute provides for these objects by the means following—Obtaining 
for the Sunday School general recognition as an important part of Church work ; ex- 
tending and consolidating the Sunday School system by promoting Diocesan and other 
modes of action ; raising the character of the Teacher’s Office; providing an experienced 
Staff for the purpose of training and assisting Sunday School Teachers. It promotes 
Union amongst Sunday School Teachers, and increases their influence and efficiency by 
a network of Branch Associations, and promoting each year the observance of Days of 
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Intercession on behalf of Sunday Schools; conducts Examinations for Sunday School 
Teachers ; encourages and assists Sunday School extension in the Colonies, and provides 
a Biblical Museum for the use of Teachers, and it assists poor Schools with Grants of 
Books and Sunday School material; contributes towards the payment of the rent of 
Council Schools for Sunday Schoo] purposes. 


Publications.—The Institute supplies suitable Manuals on Sunday School manage- 
ment and teaching. Notes of Lessons, covering the whole Bible and Prayer Book, 
a Sunday School Hymn Book, registers, and all material for the equipment of a 
modern Sunday School are issued. The Institute also publishes monthly the ‘Church 
Sunday School Magazine.’ The ‘Inter-Diocesan Syllabus’ is very widely adopted in 
England and the Colonies. The course of instruction extends over four years, and 
includes Old Testament, New Testament and Prayer Book subjects. 


Training of Teachers.—In February 1909 the Training College, St. Christopher's, 
Blackheath, was opened by the Archbishop of Canterbury. The College has been 
founded by the Institute, in order that persons who are to become leaders in Sunday 
School work and trainers of teachers may receive a thorough preparation for their work. 
It has accommodation for resident students as well as for those who can only attend 
day or evening classes. Qualified persons are also sent into all parts of the country, 
for the purpose of instructing teachers. They give Lectures and Model Lessons, and 
conduct courses of training for the Sunday School teachers’ associations which are now 
very general throughout the country. 


Teachers’ Examination.—During the past 40 years examinations of teachers have 
been arranged. 1,159 teachers entered for the examination last year. Local centres, 
under the management of the Clergy, have been formed in all the principal towns. 
The examination, which is held in April each year, is graded to suit the varying oppor- 
tunities of Sunday School Teachefs, from a simple course comprising a portion of Holy 
Scripture and the Catechism, to one much more extended. In each division of the 
examination certificates are awarded to the successful candidates, and in the higher 
sections prizes also are given. 

Church of England Bible Reading Union.—This Union, for encouraging amongst 
the young the systematic daily reading of the Scriptures, now has nearly 68,000 
members. Sympathy with this movement has been shown in several of the Colonies, 
where branches of the Union have been formed. 


The Biblical Museum.-—This valuable collection of Oriental objects and models 
illustrating the Bible has been open twenty-three years, and its development, both as 
regards the objects exhibited and its usefulness to teachers, has far exceeded expectations. 
Costumes, models and lantern slides, are lent on hire for the instruction of Sunday 
School teachers and others. 

Finance.—The subscriptions to the General Fund amount to 1,318. The total 
expenses of the General Fund amount to 1,937/. The receipts from the Trade Depart- 
ment amount to 8,4737. The total gross receipts for the year, from all sources, amount 
to 9,7912.

The Canterbury Diocesan Sunday School Teachers’ Association was formed in 1886 
for the purpose of undertaking any work likely to improve and strengthen the Sunday 
Schools in the Diocese. The Association sends annually to every parish (1) A Syllabus 
of Lessons for Sunday Schools. (2) A list of books suitable for Sunday School purposes. 
(3) Annual Report. It undertakes to arrange for addresses to meetings of the local 
assoziations of Sunday School Teachers, and for the granting of the Archbishop’s certifi-

cates to Sunday School Teachers who desire them. It also offers to each local association 
two prizes to be competed for by the Schools in union with anassociation. The annual 
testival and Conference is one of the important events in the diozesan year: it is held 
at Canterbury every alternate year, and the other years at Ramsgate, Dover, Maidstone, 
Ashford, Folkestone, and other towns. 

The local associations hold special services and devotional meetings for teachers, and 
arrange courses of lectures. In 1908 the Rev. BE. V. E. Bryan, now Tait Missioner (Dane 
John, Canterbury), was appointed ‘ Diocesan Sunday School Visitor’ by the Archbishop. 
Since his appointment Mr. Bryan has addressed many Ruridecanal Chapters and given 
courses of instruction to teachers both at urban and rural centres. In 1911 the Council 
of the Diocesan Association resolved to engage a lady certificated Student of St. Christo- 
pher’s College, Blackheath, to reside in the Diocese and give her whole time to instruct- 
ing Sunday School Teachers in methods of teaching, organisation, ete.

The Bishop of London’s Sunday School Council was organised in accordance with a 
resolution passed at the Diocesan Conference of 1909, and was formed early in the 
following year, with the Bishop of Kensington as Chairman. The Counzsil has already 
conducted an inquiry into the present condition of the Sunday Schools of the Diocese, 
and has submitted a report to the Bishop of London. This report, while bearing 
testimony to the devoted service of a larze band of earnest teachers, points out the 
absence of systematic training, and the lack of opportunities of instruction for those 
who desire to render themselves more efficient in this important work. The Council 
has appointed the Rev. H. A. Lester, formerly Vice-Principal of Warrington Training 
College, to be Director of Sunday Schools under the Council. His services are at the 
disposal of the clergy and Sunday School! teachers and leaders of the Catech:sm within 
the Diocese. Under the Director it is proposed—(1) To form a centre for consultative 
purposes on all questions relating to Sunday School work. (2) To. organise a body of 
experts who shall give instruction, when desired, at appointed centres to Sunday Schvol 
teachers. (3) To arrange for the diocesan recognition of Sunday School teachers, and 
to promote the holding of diocesan examinations both for teachers and scholars 
(4) To take such steps as may be possible to assist in supplying teachers in parishes 
where there is a deficiency in their number, and to enlist the help of those Church 
people who are: trained teachers, not only in Voluntary, but in Council Schools also. 
(5) To submit a scheme to the Bishop of London for the inspection of Sunday S:hools, 
when invited by the clergy and superintendents. (6) To provide a syllabus of gradu ited

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| instruction for optional use throughout the Diocese. The work of the Council is con- 
| ducted by meaus of a Committee in each of the three divisions of the Diocese. By this 
method it is hoped that the Council may come into immediate contact with the Schools, 
and be able to render just such help as may be required.

The Diocesan Sunday School Institute comprises in its operations 10 Associations of 
clergy and teachers, and the last available statistics show 358 schools, 7,117 teachers, and 
118,092 scholars, of whom 29,059 (about) are over 15 years of age. 

Each of the Associations arranges in its own district a programme of services, lectures, 
and conferences for the teachers and workers in Sunday Schools. In addition to these, 
the Institute arranges suitable central meetings and services at special times. On the 
Days of Intercession (October 15-17), over 180 parishes held special services of one 
kind or another, and at the central services in St. Luke’s Church, Liverpool, addresses 
were delivered by the Rev. M. Linton Smith, M.A., Hon. Clerical Sec., and the Rev. 
J. Gough McCormick, M.A. 

The work of teacher training receives very special attention. A new three-year 
Course of Lectures has been started under the auspices of the University Extension 
Society in Liverpool, and the Rev. Principal Ritchie is delivering the first year’s course 
on ‘ Principles of Education applied to Sunday School Teaching.’ These lectures are 
drawing large audiences. 

A second Summer School week was held last summer at Ormskirk; over 70 
students attended from all parts of the Diocese, the lectures being given by the Revs.

THE VICTORIA INSTITUTE. 


Tus Institute was founded in 1865 to investigate fully and impartially the most 
important questions of Philosophy and Science, and more especially such as may bear 
upon the great truths revealed in Holy Scripture. It has, by its published proceedings, 
been found to meet a need felt at home and abroad, especially in India and our Colonies, 
where the want of a true appreciation of the actual results of scientific inquiry has led 
many to eredit such statements as that ‘Science and Philosophy were alike opposed 
to Revelation,’ and that ‘the progress of Science has given a death-blow to all belief in 
the truth of the Bible.’ 

The Institute, of which the Earl of Halsbury, D.C.L.,F.R.S., is president, consists 
at present of about 800 home and colonial members and associates. A considerable 
number of men of science take part in its proceedings. Its supporters may be classed— 
first, as workers ; and secondly, those who approve of and desire to strengthen its power 
for work. The meetings are held twice a month, from December to June, and every 
effort is made to have various schools of thought represented at the open discussions 
following on the papers. There is a good library of reference.

SCHOOLS ATTACHED TO CATHEDRAL CHURCHES. 


The Statutes of many of the Cathedral Churches on the New Foundation make 
provision for, and include upon the foundation, masters and scholars of a Cathedral 
school. Such schools are, in fact, in direct succession to the schools maintained ky the 
monastery before 1539. They claim, therefore, a high antiquity. Schools at Canterbury 
existed in the time of Theodore of Tarsus, and at York in the days of Alcuin. The 
following is the list of schools still on the Foundation of Cathedral Churches, and 
recognised as Church of England Schools by the Endowed Schools Act, 1869.

ST. NICOLAS COLLEGE AND ITS SCHOOLS. 


Origin.—In 1848 the Rev. N. Woodard founded a society of men united as Fellows 
of a College, to build, endow, and carry on schools with definite religious teaching 
in accordance with the doctrines of the Church of England, unfettered by any 
conscience clause. His first thought was for the middle and lower middle classes, 
but ultimately his plan embraced the education on the same principles of the upper 


classes. 7 


Organisation.—This when complete will include—(a) a central governing body, the 
Corporation of SS. Mary and Nicolas ; (0) five colleges, covering in their sphere of work 
the whole of England, each with its Provost and Fellows, who transact their business in 
Chapters and College Meetings, and each providing Church education for boys and girls 
of different classes in schools of three grades, with three corresponding grades of charges. 
Of these five colleges, four are in active operation : 1. SS, Mary and Nicolas of Lancing, 
for the Southern Division, of which the Bishop of Chichester is Visitor, with a first-grade 
school at Lancing, middle-class schools at Hurstpierpoint and Bloxham, a lower middle- 
class school at Ardingly, and also a girls’ school at Bognor. 2. SS. Mary and John of 
Lichfield, for the Midland Division, of which the Bishop of Lichfield is Visitor, with 
a middle-class school at Denstone, a lower middle-class school at. Ellesmere, and also at 
Worksop, with schools for girls at Abbots Bromley and Bangor. 3. SS. Mary and 
Andrew, Taunton, the Western Divisional Society, of which the Provost of Lancing 
is Visitor; in this Division there is a Lower Middle School, the King’s College, 
at Taunton. 4. SS. Mary and Aidan of Scarborough, for the Northern Division, 
of which the Archbishop of York is Visitor, with a first-grade school for girls at

The School is situated on the Woodstock Road two miles from Oxford ; the 
buildings, which include chapel, library, gymnasium, swimming bath, workshops, &c., 
form a large quadrangle: there are extensive playing-fields and grounds. The boys 
number 120.

ST. LAWRENCE COLLEGE, RAMSGATE.— Founded by the South Kastern Clerical 
and Lay Church Alliance, 1879. Incorporated under Corporation of South-Eastern 
College, 1892. President: J. F. W. Deacon, Esq. Vice-Presidents: Field-Marshal 
Viscount Wolseley, Lord Kinnaird, Sir John H. Kennaway, Bart., M.P., the Bishops of 
Durham, Carlisle, Liverpool, Newcastle, Sodor and Man, and others. Head-Master and 
Principal: Rey. E. C. Sherwood, M.A., anda staff of 16 assistant masters, all University 
men. The College is a Church of England Public School, the religious training being 
definitely on Evangelical lines. Junior School for boys from 8 to 13 in a separate 
building and with separate playing fields and organisation, &e. The number of boys 
in the Upper School is about 150, and in the Junior School about 50, The School 
prepares for the Universities, the London Matriculation, Engineering, &c., and there 
is a special Army Class. Fees from 607. to 75/., according to age and nomination, 
Sons of clergy and officers in the Army and Navy are deemed to be especially eligible for 
nominations. There is also an Exhibition Fund, and entrance scholarships, as well as 
scholarships for boys proceeding to the Universities. For list of recent successes, 
scholarships and honours at the Universities, entrances to Woolwich, Sandhurst, 
R.N.C., Osborne, &c., and other particulars, apply to the Head-Master. 

TRENT COLLEGE. —This College was founded in 1866 to give a liberal and useful 
education upon definite Church of England principles, and is completely furnished 
with all the appliances of a first-grade Public School. A New Wing, known as the 
Kelvin Science School, has been opened. Terms 75/. per annum ; reduction for sons 
of clergy and officers. Governors: E, S. Hanbury, Esq. (Chairman), the Bishop of 
Durham, the Bishop of Liverpool, the Dean of Canterbury, and others. Head-Master :

FRANCIS HOLLAND (CHURCH OF ENGLAND) SCHOOL FOR GIRLS.—'l'his 
Company was formed in 1877 in order to provide an education for girls of the 
upper and upper-middle class in accordance with the principles and teaching of the 
Church of England. ‘This work is carried on with the entire sympathy of the Bishop 
of London and by the active operations of an influential council. Two schools, both with 
preparatory departments, have been opened, one in the neighbourhood of Regent’s Park, 
and the other in the neighbourhood of Eaton Square, in which about 300 girls are being 
educated. Great success has been achieved by these schools of late. There are Boarding 
Houses in connection with both Schools.

HIGH SCHOOL FOR WELSH GIRLS—(Supported by the Society of Ancient 
Britons. Founded 1715. Re-organised 1882).—This School, which is situated at 
Ashford, in Middlesex, offers to all girls of Welsh parentage a first-class education for 
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32/. There is accommodation for about 150 girls, all of whom are boarders. ‘The staff 
consists of Head-mistress and 16 assistant mistresses.

BOURNEMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL FOR GIRLS.—This School is under the manage- 
ment of a Board of Governors, the Rural Dean being Chairman. Religious instruction 
according to the principles of the Church of England is secured in the scheme. 
Beside the School House, there are several Boarding-houses. The School Course leads 
up to the University Entrance examinations and provides instruction in domestic 
science. For further information apply to the Head-mistress, Miss Broad. 

ST. MARY’S COLLEGE, 34, LANCASTER GATE,—(1) St. Mary’s College is a Church 
of England school for girls. There is a preparatory department and classes are held in 
preparation for the Cambridge Higher Local Examination. 

(2) A Training College for Secondary Teachers: Students are internal students of 
London University.

CHURCH SCHOOLS COMPANY, LIMITED.—The Church Schools Company dates 
its legal existence from July 1883, and was inaugurated at a public meeting in Willis’s 
Rooms, with the late Archbishop Benson in the chair, who warmly commended the 
movement on the following lines: That the object should be to establish for boys and 
girls above the class attending elementary schools, schools of various grades, providing 
at a moderate cost a thoroughly efficient education in accordance with the principles of 
the Church of England, the vight of withdrawing a scholar in the day schools from 
religious instruction being reserved to the parent or guardian. That, where practicable, 
local committees should be formed to support and assist the Central Council in the 
management of each school. That the schools should be examined from time to time 
both in religious and secular knowledge by representatives of the Universities, or of 
King’s College, Londen, or by other competent persons appointed by the Council. 

The Company commenced active work in the establishment of schools at the beginning 
of January 1884, when the first school was opened at Surbiton, for girls. 

Altogether the nvmber of pupils receiving education under the Company’s manage- 
ment is now nearly 1,200. 

Over twelve thousand nine hundred shares have been taken, representing -more than 
half the nominal capital of 100,0002. It is a principle of the Company not to under- 
take the establishment of a school unless a certain proportion of the capital required 
is subscribed in the locality interested. 

The number of appeals which have been received from different parts of the country 
for the establishment of such schools would seem to denote a real want, and to justify 
the effort to assist in meeting it.

CHURCH EDUCATION CORPORATION, LIMITED.—This Corporation was formed 
in 1900 to establish and maintain, in England and Wales, T aining Colleges for Women 
Teachers, and Schools at varying fees, for girls of all classes above those attending 
Public Elementary Schools, where a liberal, practical, and thoroughly efficient education 
is given, and where the religious instruction is in accordance with the principles of the 
Church of England, as based on the Bible and set forth in the Prayer Book and Articles 
of the Church. ‘The whole income and property of the Corporation can be applied only 
in the promotion of the educational and religious objects set oat in the clauses of the trust 
deed.—Sandecotes School, Parkstone, Dorsetshire, was opened in September 1900. Head 
Mistress, Miss A. Grainger Gray. The School is beautifully situated, and stands in 
grounds over ten acres in extent. The fees are 1002. In 1906 the accommodation was 
increased so as to provide for 65 boarders, and a large new dining-room and additional 
class-rooms were built. —Uplands School, Archery Road, St. Leonards-on-Sea, was founded 
September 1903. Head Mistress, Miss. A. Grierson, M.A. The School is specia!ly in- 
tended for the daughters of gentlemen. The fees are 602. a year. In January 1906 the 
premises were enlarged so as to accommodate 100 boarders.—Milham Ford. School, 
Oxford, was opened in January 1905. Head Mistress, Miss Catherine I. Dodd, M.A. 
During 1906 the School was entirely rebuilt. In construction and equipment Milham 
Ford School is a model Secondary School for Girls. There isa Hostel tor boarders. The 
fees are from 40 to 50 guineas a year for boarders, and from 3/. to 32. 15s. per 
terin for day pupils.—Cherwell Hall, Oxford, was established in October 1902 as a 
residential Training College for Women desirous of obtaining the Oxford or London 
Secondary Teacher’s Diploma, or the Cambridge Teacher’s Certificate, the higher Froebel 
certificate, or the Archbishop of Canterbury’s diploma to teach Theology. The plan of 
study includes a theological course. Cherwell Hall is recognised by the Board of 
Education for Tiaining and Registration, and by the Oxford University Delegacy for 
Secondary Training. ‘The fees are from 65 guineas a year. Every place in the College 
having been filled, an additional wing to accommodate 30 more students was built in 
1906. ‘To meet the needs of the ever-increasing number of Students, a large Library 
Lecture Hall, Tutorial rooms, and ten more study-bedrooms, were added to the build- 
ings during 1911. There are Scholarships, Bursaries, and a Loan Fund. Principal, 
Miss Catherine I. Dodd, M.A. (late Lecturer in Education in thé Manchester University).

CHAPTER IV. 
THE FOREIGN MISSION WORK OF* THE CHURCH. 


TuE subject of Foreign Missions has been discussed, and various methods 
have been used during the year, to impress upon the minds of the people 
the vast importance of the work ; amongst them, Missionary Exhibitions, 
Conventions, Missions, and Summer Schools, and in ulmost every Diocese 
the Board of Missions has organised a Missionary Festival. 


SHCTION I.—CENTRAL AND SPECIAL ORGANISATIONS. 


SOCIETY FOR THE PROPAGATION OF THE GOSPEL IN 
FOREIGN PARTS. INCORPORATED 1761. 


In 1910 the Jncome of the Society from all sources amounted to 209,480/. As 
compared with the income of 1909, the variations were as follow :—(a) General Fund, 
a net increase of 11,0417. (b) Special Funds a net inerease of 8,5157. The net 
increase for the year was thus 19,556/. The increased income from subscriptions, cte., 
under the General Fund just enabled the Society to meet expenditure amounting to 
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13,5002. in 1911, which had been voted in 1910 to prevent actual stoppage of work. 
The Society is very thankful for this result, and hopes for even better results in the 
future. 

The Day of Intercession (1910) was observed as a day of continuous prayer in 
the Society’s House by the staff (10 a.m to 5 p.m.) and the Laymen’s Association 
(5 to 10 p.m.). Twenty-three ‘Dismissal Services’ were held during 1910—the 
numbers dismissed at each service varying from 26 to 1. In Lent 1911, a weekly 
meeting for Prayer and Intercession was held in the chapel on Tuesdays at 4.45. p.m. 

In support of the Society and of the work of its many committees, there are 
several associations for the propagation of the missionary spirit among its members. 
These include the Laymen’s Missionary Association (for study and for the supply of 
speakers for meetings); the Association of King’s Workers (for scattered members, 
now numbering 2,300, who desire to help forward the work in their several parishes) ; 
the Missionary Prepwration Union (for men and women who wish to become missionaries, 
if circumstances should hereafter be favourable) ; the Army and the Naval Associations ; 
the Missionary Study Department, and the Junior Clergy Missionary Associations, which 
number 124, with 4,900 members. A Swimmer School for prayer and study has become 
an annual institution. The school for 1911 was held at Weston-super-Mare. The 
Missionary Exhibitions Association has fully justified itself. In 1910 exhibitions were 
held at 27 centres, and tableaux and pageants were rendered on 97 occasions. There is 
a department at headquarters for the supply of Jantern slides for parochial meetings. 
The Medical Missiow Department is now well organised, with the Rev. T, A. Robertson, 
M.D., as its Secretary, and is of great valne in the work abroad. The Society’s Library 
has been greatly improved. The annual subscription is 5s. 

A new feature in the organisation of the Society is the enrolment as ‘ Members’ 
(other than ‘Incorporated Members’), of men and women communicants who contribute 
or collect not less than 5s, per annum for the General Fund of the Society. The new 
Members have certain privileges in the nomination of the members of the Standing 
Committee, and as part of the Diocesan ‘Branches’ of the Society, and are expected 
to pray, and study and work for missions, as weil as to give. (Full particulars are 
given in the ‘Call to Membership,’ which is supplied gratis by the Society.) 

Among the Publications of the Society, The Hast and The West(a quarterly Review, 1s.) 
has fully maintained its high standard of interest and its circulation. The Mission Field 
(monthly, 1d.) is the Society’s official organ. Zhe Chwrch Abroad (monthly, ts. per 100) 
is suitable for insertion in Parish Magazines. The Home Workers’ Gazette, 8.P.G., is 
now a monthly publication (1d.) for missionary notes and suggestions as to work at 
home. It is edited by the Secretary, and should be in the hands of all workers. A 
new edition of Zhe Churchman’s Missionary Atlas, 1908 (5s. coloured, 1s. 6d. uncoloured), 
containing 40 maps showing all stations where there are missions of the Anglican 
Communion, and up-to-date statistics regarding these missions, is just ready. These and 
other books and pamphlets of the Society can be seen at or obtained from the Literature 
Show Room. A Quarterly Intercession Paper (4d. a dozen), for the Church’s work abroad 
is published by Canon Bullock-Webster (17, Gordon Square, W.C.). Editions for the 
blind and for juniors are also issued. 

In 1910 the Society was assisting in the training of 79 men and 38 women as candi- 
dates for work abroad, some at Oxford and Cambridge, and others at various 
Missionary Colleges and Institutions. The funds for their support were derived almost 
entirely from the subscriptions (about 3,000/.) of those who were using the Quarterly 
Intercession Paper. 

The Board of Examiners, which is appointed by the Archbishops and the Bishop of 
London, considered 71 offers of service in 1910, and recommended 21 clergy and 19 lay- 
men for acceptance by the Society, 23 being graduates of an University. Thirty-nine 
women were appointed as missionaries for medical, nursing, educational, and Zenana 
work. TheJ.C.M.A. sent out 62 priests in 1910. The Medical Mission Department sent 
out 8 new doctors and nurses. 

There are in all 1,219 missionaries on the Society’s list :— 

Ordwined (including 9 Bishops), 849—in Asia, $18; im Africa, 258; in Australia 
and the Pacifie, 29; in North America, 147; in the West Indies and Central and South 
America, 68; and 29 chaplains in Europe. Of the ordained missionaries 240 are 
natives—157 in Asia; 80 in Africa; 2 in Guiana, and 1 East Indian in Trinidad. 

Laymen, 99-~61 in Asia; 23 in Africa, 3 in Carpentaria, Australia; 11 in North 
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America, and lin Antigua. Of these 54 are natives—35 in Asia; 16 in Africa; 2 in 
Carpentaria, and one Chinese eatechist in New Westminster. 

Women, 271, of whom 16 are natives—215 in Asia; 47 in Africa; 1 in Australia, 
and 8 in the West Indies. 

There are also in the various missions about 3,000 lay teachers, 3,200 students in 
the Soeiety’s colleges, and 71,500 children in the mission schools in Asia and Africa. 

During the year 293 licences or permissions to officiate on the Continent of Europe 
were granted, on the Society’s nomination, by the Bishops of London and Gibraltar. 

Three hundred and six persons were elected by ballot, and added to the roll of 
Incorporated Members during 1910. 

The death-roll includes the foliowing notable names of workers for the Society 
abroad and at home :—Bishop Dart of New Westminster, Bishop Turner of Corea, 

3ishop Collins of Gibraltar, Bishop Dawes of Rockhampton, Archdeacon William Crisp, 

and 4 Indian priests, G. Yesudian, N. Muthiah, G. Eleazar and D. Devapiriam ; Arch- 
bishop Maclagan, Prebendary William Hutchinson, Canon Benham, Canon Pollock, 
3ishop Barry, formerly Primate of Australia, Bishop King of Lincoln, Archdeacon 
Bourke, Bishop Foster, and the Earl of Stamford, who was formerly on the staff at 
Codrington College, Barbados, and for many years a member of the Standing Committee ; 
and, in 1911, Canon C. E. Brooke, the chairman of that committee, and Canon Guanakan 
of Tinnevelly. 

The Society’s Report for 1910 contains articles of special interest in which is surveyed 
Missionary work in the world and in the Jands in which the S.P.G. specially labours. 
In the short Report, ‘The Year’s Work of S.P.G. for 1910’ (1d.), Bishop Montgomery 
refers specially to the impressions gained by him in his tour in the Far Hast. 

Asia.—I. India and Ceylon. Inthe report from the Diocese o/ Caleiutia there ave 
hopeful notes of progress in Assam and Eastern Bengal, and in Bishop's College and 
the Milman Memorial School for girls. In Chhota Nagpur evangelistic, medical and 
educational work has been well maintained. Special mention is made of the growth 
of a missionary spirit among boys, and of progress in church-building. In the Lwcknow 
Diocese the great event of 1910 was the consecration of the Head of the Cawnpore 
Mission, the Rev. George Westcott (brother of the Bishop of Chhota Nagpur), as Bishop. 
A new Orphanage has been opened at Roorkee. Educational and Medical work among 
women has been vigorously carried on. The Bishop of Lahore has installed the 
Rey. Ihsan Ullah as Archdeacon of Delhi, for the supervision of Indian congregations. 
The only other Indian Archdeacon is: the Ven. Jacob Chandy in Travancore. St. 
Stephen's College has made excellent progress under its Indian Principal, Mr. Rudra ; 
so has the Industrial School at Gurgaon under its Mahvatta Principal, Mr. A. Missal. 
The Lady Doctors of the Diocese and the St. Hilda’s Society have done good work. In 
the Nagpur Diocese work has been begun at Bandikui. In the Madras the Rev. G. H. 
Smith, the secretary of the Diocesan Committee of S.P.G., has been made a canon of 
the cathedral. The College of Clergy has been busy in and around Madras ; Christ 
Church, Coimbatore, has been completed. Bishop Cotton’s Boys’ School at Bangalore 
has been enlarged by the addition of the girls’ school building, and a new girls’ school 
is to be built. The Bangalore Brotherhood has been increased by two new members. 
Trichinopoly College has made excellent progress under the Rev. A. F. Gardiner. 
Cheering reports have been received from the Telugu Mission. Work among women 
and girls has been begun at Nandyal by Miss Baker Wilbraham and Miss Pulliblank. 
In 1911 new Rules for Church Councils (Pastorate, District and Central) have been 
introduced in the Tamil portion of the diocese. In the Zinnevelly Diocese increased 
responsibility and power have been given to the Indian clergy. At Nazareth new 
buildings have been opened for the St. John’s High School for Girls, and a theological 
seminary has been built. Much good work has been done by the Evangelistic Band 
and by voluntary bands of workers (men and women). A Lady Doctor has been sent 
to Ramnad, and a small hospital has been built. The Bombay Diocese has received 
some reinforcements, but is in great need both of workers and money. The Bishop has 
formed a committee in England for the support of the Diocese. The Rev. R. 5. Fyffe 
was consecrated Bishop of Rangoon on January 16, 1910. An active mass-movement 
towards Christianity has begun among the Talaing Karens. Work among women makes 
good progress at several stations. In regard to the Colombo Diocese it is stated that 
‘there is a growing feeling that the Church should be self-contained, and depend less 
on England, except perhaps for men, than formerly.’ 
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A great movement has begun, with the enthusiastic support of the Bishops, for the 
improvement of the education of EHwropeans and Huwrasians throughout India. A sum 
of 20,0007, has been appropriated to Church schools from the Pan-Anglican Thank- 
offering. 

Il. The Far Hust. A notable feature in the Singapore Diocese is the great influx of 
educated Englishmen for the cultivation of rubber in the Malay States. They need 
clergy from England, and can support them. Men and women are urgently needed 
also for work among Chinese, Tamils and Malays, and for Java and Siam. In Labuan 
and Sarawak some stations, ¢.g., Kuching, are strong; others are still weak or 
deserted, for want of clergy and women workers. In North China town work is strong 
in Peking, but weak in the country districts and in Manchuria. One Chinese Deacon 
was ordained in 1910 in North China, and four in Shantwng ; but English priests and 
women workers are much wanted for both Dioceses, and money to support them. The 
infant church in Corea has suffered a sad blow in the death of Bishop Turner. His 
place has now been fil!ed by Bishop Trollope, and the Society has voted the Diocese an 
annual extra grant of 1,000/. Bishop Montgomery reports that ‘there is a very bright 
future for this mission, but good schools are needed to train teachers and catechists, and 
build up the Corean Church with its own workers and leaders.’ In Japan the Society 
assists two dioceses, South Tokyo and Osaka. In the former fiesh evangelistic effort is 
much needed. Christianity is a powerful influence, but the incrase of converts is 
slow. The Japanese have given largely towards the rebuilding of the house and school 
of the St. Kilda’s community for work among women, which were destroyed by fire. 
The Bishop of Osaka has charge of the Island of Formosa, where the Japanese church 
has a mission. In Japan, and elsewhere in the Far East, better buildings for Anglican 
missions are a great desideratum. 

Africa.—There are in Africa and in the islands adjacent 22 bishoprics. The S.P.G. 
aids the work of 14 Biskops, and has also missionaries in Egypt and in the Cape de 
Verde Islands. In South Africa the creation of the Dominion and the unifying of the 
white races after the war has become one of the great facts of the century. It remains 
for the Church to work out the still harder problem of the future of the white and 
black races. Out of the 8,000 miles of railway barely half are at present sufficiently 
covered by the Church’s Ratlway Mission, and four of the Bishops are asking that 
mission to extend its work, the only hindrance being Jack of men. The Cape-to-Cairo 
Railway is now open for 630 miles north of the Victoria Falls, but there is no minister 
of religion who is devoting his time to the Europeans in that district. ‘The Order of 
Ethiopia prospers. It has revised its constitution. The Rev. J. M. Dwane has been 
ordained a priest. In the Capetown Diocese the Zonnebloem College, which kept its 
jubilee in 1909, is continuing its good work. Canon Crisp has, after 40 yeais of work 
in South Africa, been called to his rest. In Grahamstown a Director of Missions has 
been appoint d, aud two native deacons have been advanced to the Priesthood. From 
St John's Kafraria steady progress, especially in work among the large heathen popu- 
lation, is reported. In East Pondoland three clergy are settling in a station, making 
it a centre of aggressive work. In Natal the dispute, which has lasted for 40 years, 
between the followers of the late Bishop Colenso and the members of the church in 
S. Africa has been happily ended. Work among the Indian population prospers under 
an Indian priest. In Bloemfontein, which is to become three sees, an assistant Bishop 
has been appointed, and encouraging reports have come in from many stations. In 
Pretoria there are now, on the Rand, Church centres at intervals from one end of the 
Reef to the other, and woik among the women is coextensive with that among the 
men. The clergy now number 100, The Bishop of Zululand reports that in all places 
existing work has been strengthened. Mashonaland has a new Bishop (Beaven), and 
‘the whole country is awake to its need of the Christian Faith.’ The difficulties with 
the Portuguese Government, in regard to missionary work in Lebombo, seem to be 
disappearing, but the staff of the Diocese is too small for the work in hand. In 
Madagascar the attitude of the civil authorities (French) towards Christian missions 
has become much more friendly. ‘The Christians seem to get more earnest every day.’ 
Two native deacons were ordained in 1910. Accra on the Gold Coast still suffers from 
the want of a Bishop, and from lack of men and women workers, and of funds. 

Australasia,—The Society assists 5 out of the 21 Divceses of Australia and Tasmania, 
viz. Rockhampton, North Queensland, Bunbury, North-West Australia, and Carpentaria. 
Queensland has, by Referendum, secured religious teaching in the State schools. The 
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Australian Board of Missions has been active in raising money for Foreign Missions, 
and fresh efforts are being made to bring the Aborigines under Christian influences. 
A new Bush Brotherhood has been established in Bunbury. Bishop Trower was 
enthroned in the North-West Diocese on Ju'y 2,1910. Work among the Aborigines is 
most urgent in this diocese and in Carpentaria, The Society’s work in Polynesia has 
been in great straits for lack of funds. 

North America.—The Eastern Dioceses of Canada are, for the most part, self- 
supporting. Help has been given by the Society and will be urgently needed for some 
time to come, in the great areas in the West, into which emigrants pour at the rate of 
1,000 a day! With the cordial approval of the committee of the Archbishop’s Fund, 
the Society has revived its own Western Canada Fund, and asks earnestly for men and 
money ‘to help it to help the Bishops.’ The need is the greatest in the Dioceses of 
Algoma, Qw Appelle, Saskatchewan and Calgary. 

The West Indies and Central and South America.—The Rey. A. H. Anstey has 
gone from St. Boniface’s, Warminster, to be the new Principal of Codrington College, 
Barbados. The college has heen keeping the hi-centenary of its foundation, and is 
improving in numbers and in organisation. Work in the Windward Islands goes 
forward quietly, but sore help-is needed. Good progress is reported from British 
Honduras, but at present the diocese is without a Bishop, Bishop Bury having been 
translated to the charge of Northern and Central Europe. In Nassau there has been 
a welcome increase in staff, stations, and adherents. Canon Hutson, son of the veteran 
S.P.G. missionary, Archdeacon Hutson (a West Indian), has been consecrated Bishop 
of Antigua. The St. Andrew's Brotherhood works zealously in the Diocese. En- 
couraging reports come from Trinidad, and the mission to the East India: sis increasing 
in strength. A similar mission in Guiana goes on happily. The Society has been 
able to send a new lady-worker to Rupununi. 


MISSIONARY STUDY DEPARTMENT. 


THE increasing attention given to the subject of Missionary education has led, during 
the past year, to the formation of an §.P.G. Study Department, which has grown out 
of the Association for Missionary Study, now no longer existing. It concerns itself 
with the production of literature suitable for groups of students (‘Study Circles’) and 
individual students ; it organises two Schools in the year, one in the Northern Province 
and one in the Southern, for the consideration of Study methods ; it arranges for the 
holding of Sample ‘Circles,’ and also gives advice as to Missinnary and Bible study to 
those who apply for suggestions. ‘Study Members’ have special library advantages. 


WOMEN'S WORK, S.P.G. 


TuERE is a ‘Consultative Committee’ of women who deal with all the women’s 
work undertaken by the Society. All its workers at home and abroad are workers 
of S.P.G., and news of the women’s work is to be found in the Mission Field under a 
special heading. The Women’s work of the S.P.G. consists of Girls’ Schools, Day, 
Boarding, Industrial and High Schools, also Orphanage work and Zenana visiting. 
The Socicty undertakes the training of native teachers, and Bible women, and sends 
from England trained Missionary women for educational and Zenana work. 


‘KING’S MESSENGERS,’ S8.P.G. 


Tue Association, which was started in 1891 under the title of the ‘Guild of the 
Children of the Church,’ has for its object the education of children in the work of the 
Foreign Missions of the Chureh. It is the authorised Children’s Association of S.P.G., 
and all the work and literature of the King’s Messengers Committee are under the 
control of the Standing Committee of the S.P.G. There are now over 1,650 Branches, 
which are divided into two classes, ‘full’ and ‘affiliated.’ ‘Full’ Branches are those 
in which the members individually undertake to fulfil the objects on the card of member- 
ship, and in which all money collected is sent to S,P.G, Funds through K.M, ‘Affiliated ’ 
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branches are those which are worked in connection with other organisations for young 
people whether for home or foreign missions. There are Branches in South Africa, 
India, Japan, Australia, New Zealand, and Trinidad. A Syllabus of Instruction is 
issued each year, and is being increasingly used as a basis for Missionary lessons given 
in Chureh or Sunday School, or at Branch meetings. An examination is held each 
spring, and last year candidates entered from 225 branches. The income steadily 
rises, and that for 1910 was 719/. in advance of that for the previous year, contributions 
amounting in all to 5,345/. (another record). There are 430 children on the Scholar- 
ship roll who are supported through the Association in the Mission Schools of the 
Society. The official organ of the K.M. is ‘ The King’s Messengers’ Magazine, which is 
published monthly at $d., and which has a circulation of over 49,000 copies a month. 
The K,M.s have a special edition of the Quarterly Iutercession Paper (3d. per doz.) 
with a circulation of 9,000 copies. The Rev. H.G. Peile is Clerical Organising Secretar 

for Schools and the K.M., and Miss A. E. Moberly is 8.P.G. Secretary for Girls’ Schools. 
A Handbook for Workers is issued which gives full details as to methods of organisation. 


MEDICAL MISSIONS DEPARTMENT. 


Mucw hopeful and fruitful werk is being done by our doctors and nurses in the mission 
field, and the Bishops at work abroad are realising more and more the helpfulness of the 
medical missionary and the nurse, not only in opening up the way to get at the people, 
but in revealing Christ to the people as the Great Healer and Consoler. 

Existing work has been strengthened, and new work has been started at Malacca, in 
the diocese of Singapore, by Dr. Staley and Mrs. Ferguson Davie, the wife of the Bishop. 
A small hospital for women has been opened, and is already doing excellent work. Most 
of the women who come to it are Mohammedans, and a third lady doctor has volunteered 
to go out to assist in this great work. It may be mentioned that this is the first hospital 
for women and children that has been started in the diocese of Singapore. 

Canon Allnutt pleads for a sixth lady doctor and a sixth English nurse for the staff 
of St. Stephen’s, Delhi. The work has grown so rapidly that the present staff is unable 
to overtake it. Alas! we cannot supply the means for a sixth doctor and nurse. 

This month the Rev. Dr. and Mrs. Wells sail for India, where Dr, Wells will take up 
itinerating work. Next month another priest-doctor, Dr. Williams, with his wife, will 
also sail for India; and at the beginning of 1912 Dr. Oliver and his wife will sail for 
China, to start work at Yin Chow Fu, in the diocese of Shantung. It is worthy of 
notice that Dr. Oliver’s stipend has been guaranteed for five years, through a scholar of 
our Summer School having undertaken, together with a few fellow laymen, to raise 
225/. annually. 

Nurse Gibbs has been sent to Ping Yin to assist at the hospital there; and a 
generous and good lady has guaranteed her stipend for three years. 

For want of means only a very small proportion of the appeals for workers can be 
met. _ When will Christian men and women realise that by their discipleship they have 
come under the command of their Lord and Master :—‘ Heal the sick and say unto them, 
the Kingdom of God is come nigh unto you.’ 

The Standing Committee meets on the Thursday following the 1st Wednesday in 
each month (except August and September).

CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


THE ‘brief account’ of the latest ‘proceedings’ of the Society opened with a 
reminder that the whole position of the C.M.S. was as evera call to that fuller con- 
secration of self which would result in a quicker response for service in the foreign field. 
Numerous and grave are the difficulties which still beset the foreign operations of any 
missionary society. Nevertheless the Report contained a remarkable list of definite 
results from distinctly evangelistic work, by means of which many souls had been led 
to a Cross of the Lord Jesus, to ‘trust in His redeeming Blood, and try His works 
to do,’ 
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_ In Sierra Leone where the Society first began its operations, the Anniversary of the 
Sierra Leone Church Missions has been held, at which the sermon was preached by the 
new Bishop, Dr. Walmsley. An interesting fact at the Women’s Missionary Association 
meeting, was the attendance of many Kroo women who themselves had been recently 
baptised, but the Society’s work in the Colony has now become almost entirely educa- 
tional. At Fourah Bay College eighteen students were in residence. One of the 
Grammar School boys had proceeded as a missionary to the Rio Pongas Mission. It 
was gratifying to read that the school missionary association had raised 210. 

At Ogwashi in the Diocese of Western Equatorial Africa, there were many difficulties 
to encounter. The school premises had been destroyed, and the catechist removed ; 
another rising took place at Okija; and the liquor traffic continued to prove a serious 
menace. The character of the pagan religions was another hindrance. ‘The very 
religiousness of the Ijos proved a bar to their acceptance of the simple Gospel. In the 
Bauchi country a case of cannibalism occurred. The continued spread of Mohammedanism 
was also areal and great bar to progress. Throughout the Aberkuta distriet it was 
increasing rapidly. In the Ijebu country, wholly pagan in 1892, there was now-a mosque 
in every village. In Ijebu Ode there was one in almost every street. Everywhere in 
the Western Section of the Yoruba mission Mohammedan mosques were to be found, and 
Christianity was making little progress. Around Katsa in Northern Nigeria Moslem 
influence was also strong. All these facts made most important the missionary occupation 
of the Bornu province with its population of more than a million souls. But the staff 
was thinned by furloughs, ill-health, and resignations ; and more workers were earnestly 
called for. 

On the other hand there were eighty-five stations in the district, and the baptism was 
reported of thirty men on one day; the contribution of the converts increased ; and 
there were many Christian marriages. 

Crossing from West Africa we now come to the East Africa Missions. One more man 
is needed at each of the five principal stations. As a definite example of what the 
present shortage of ordained men means may be adduced a district in which there 
were about 100 communicants, but the only opportunity they had of partaking of the 
Holy Communion was once or twice a year. The Wadigo tribe hardly ever saw a 
Christian worker. The Wagiriama were terribly enslaved by drinking and witchcraft. 
Among the Wadabida possession by evil spirits was common. Mohammedanism was on 
the increase, and all along the line of the railway in German Hast Africa were Moham- 
medan mosques. In Ussagara and Ugogo only three men missionaries acquainted with 
the language were at work. 

The year was marked by several important events in Uganda. A silver-granite 
Celtic cross had been erected as a Martyr’s Memorial on the spot where the three 
Baganda Christians were burnt in January, 1885. At the ceremony 70,000 
Christians were present. A few weeks afterwards the interment took place, with 
Christian rites, of King Mwanga himself, who had decreed the execution of these 
martyrs. A week later his son, the young King Daudi, was confirmed. A great 
disaster had to be chronicled concerning Uganda Cathedral, which was struck by light- 
ningand burnt. It had been a building of great service, and a testimony to the fact 
that Christianity was firmly planted in the land, where great success had undoubtedly 
attended the missionary labours. There were now 300,000 people attached to the 
Protestant or Roman Catholic Missions. 

In Egypt there was throughout the summer of 1910 a violent campaign against 
missionaries in general, though it was a matter of great thankfulness that the opposition 
failed to effect the medical work at Old Cairo, where the number of in-patients was 
larger than before. Resident out-patients also increased. In conducting the Nile 
Itinerating Medical Mission there was some opposition, but that was rather to the 
spiritual than the medical side of the work. Two new stations were occupied, one at 
a place which had a populatiom of 25,000, the other, 40,000. The number of native 
Christian adherents of the Egypt and Sudan Mission was 219. In 1890 it was only 
thirty-six ! J ie ; 

Only one recruit was available for the Palestine Mission during the year under 
review ; and an outbreak of persecution at Gaza, where a new hospital out-block had 
been erected, caused a slight diminution in the number of patients. This would also 
have occurred at Nablous, but for the attraction which the presence of a woman doctor 
afforded. At most of the hospitals, though the majority of those who entered were 
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Mohammedans, the patients listened with interest to the preaching of the Gospel. It 
is unfortunate that retrenchment has to be practised, just when the people of Palestine 
are needing to be aroused. ‘They appear to be completely lacking in any sense of sin. 
Women and children use terribly bad language. Some even of the professing Christians are 
most ignorant. All this isa great hindrance to evangelistic work, which is, nevertheless, 
steadily progressing. 

The report of the Turkish Arabia Mission began by saying that little more had been 
possible than to hold the ground already occupied. A large number of patients were 
attracted to the medical mission at Baghdad ; but no in-patients were received at Mosul 
because of the absence of a European doctor. ‘The out-patients were numerous, and 
paid good heed to the addresses. ‘Two hundred Mohammedan children were under 
instruction. 

In Persia also the people were awakening to the benefits of education. The Boys’ 
school at Ispahan kept up its numbers well, and many girls were anxious to be admitted 
to the Girls’ Boarding School. Great efforts were made among the hospital patients. 
On the Easter Eve of 1910 the first Christian church of modern times at Ispahan 
was dedicated. At the Communion Service on the following day there were ninety 
communicants. 

In India the progress of various indigenous societies should be watched with interest 
and prayer. Some of them, such as the Travancore and Cochin Native Church Missionary 
Society, and the Missionary Association connected with Zion Church, Madtas, are more 
or less ‘home missions’; but there are also two Indian ‘foreign’ missionary societies. 
The Indian Missionary Scciety of Tinnevelly works in the Manukota Talug, and also 
among the Pulayars, a Hill tribe of the Western Ghats, The Home Missionary Society 
for India, formed some years ago, has now a membership of 370. In view of the political 
unrest missionary colleges and schools, which have for their object the preparation of 
the pathway of peace, are of enormous value. The signs of the influence of the Gospel 
in India are many. ‘The teaching of our Lord’s gentle character has been the means of 
leading many distinguished converts to His feet. Yet the Christians continued to suffer 
many disabilities. In the Mysore State a convert as a civilian may be reckoned as dead 
or as an outlaw. Heathenism is still rampant—the Jaggernath festival at Puri; the 
bullock festival at Aurungabad ; the Garmukteswar festival on the Ganges; the festival 
of Saraswati; the Durga festival—all continue. 

In the south of India sanguinary demons are still worshipped by the Dravidians who 
copy their attributed vices. Concerning the Mohammedans the missionaries spoke of 
the Brahuis of Kohat as worshipping pis or saints, at whose tombs animals were killed 
and prayers offered. At night women took lighted lamps and placed them before the 
shrines. There was an absence of all sense of sin, and a prevalence of careless inditlerence. 
These non-Christian religions in India as elsewhere present many sad lights, and call for 
much effort to show in grater contrast that Light in Whom is no darkness at all. 

Two steps of importance were taken in 1910 in connection with the organisation of 
the Society’s work in Ceylon. Four Ceylonese clergymen and two Ceylonese laymen 
were given seats on the Missionary Conference ; and a church committee consisting of 
the pastor, churchwardens, and sidesmen, elected in a-cordance with synodal rules, was 
fornied in each pastorate. The activity of the Buddhists continued in vigorous form. 
They used the Press ; they held religious fairs ; they developed educational work ; they 
endeavoured to clese mission schools. This example of the Buddhists was imitated 
by other religions. The Mohammedans were much on the alert, and the Hindus 
were not behindhand. The ©.M.S. opened in 1910 a Training Class at Kandy for 
Singhalese students. Twenty-one in the Singhalese Women’s Training School sat for 
teachers’ certificates. Eleven of these were formerly Buddhists, brought to Christ through 
attending mission schools. The efficiency of Trinity College, Kandy, continued to 
iverease under the able leadership of Mr. A. G. Fraser. Difficulty was experienced, 
indeed, not in keeping the college full, but in keeping it from becoming too full. 
At St. John’s College, Jaffna, a scheme was approved for the incorporation of its higher 
classes with those of the Wesleyans and American Mission, and so forming a Union 
Christian College. Unhappily, financial straits prevented the opening of new schools, 
and compelled the closing of others. Some special services for non-Christians at Badde- 
gama and Nugegoda led a number of persons to accept Christ as their Saviour, Work 
among the Tamils was carried on in a sphere which extended over a district where some 
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400,000 coolies were employed, of whom not more than one in eighty was a Protestant 
Christian. In the Northern Division the majority of fifty-four persons baptized were 
won by the consistent lives of their Christian neighbours. There had been growth also 
in the contributions of the converts. Two pastorates attained to self-support. 

Evangelistic work on the sugar estates of the Mauritius Mission was hindered by the 
plague, but a few adults received baptism. Some baptisms also took place in the Boys’ 
Orphanage at Plaisance. The Girls’ Orphanage at Rose Belle showed much earnestness. 
The Primary schools had a goud year as regards secular results ; and it may be noted 
that, speaking generally, these results were best in those schools in which the teachers 
were most mindful of their duty as regarded religious instruction. 

In China there appeared to be no diminution in the desire for a modern education ; 
and the Literary Chancellor, in seeking for American teachers, specially requesied that 
they might be members of the Y.M.C.A. Among the educated classes is a distinct 
waning of the ancient faith in idols. Mandarizis stop idol processions, because they obstruct 
the traffic and waste money. One of the problems which confront missionaries in China 
is that of the attitude to be adopted towards customs connected with idolatrous obsery- 
ances but susceptible of modifications which remove the objections to them. At the 
present moment of writing the eyes of the whole civilised world are bent upon China, 
and much prayer is being made for that country, that it may receive rignt guidance at 
this important hour of its political crisis. 

The question whether Japan will ever become a Christian nation still constantly 
exercises the minds of the missionaries. There were more than 160,000 Christian 
adherents in the Empire, and 60,000 of these were Protestant Church members. The 
people were widely evangelised. Many Japanese, not avowedly Christian, looked upon 
the Lord Jesus as their ideal. ‘lhe influence of Christianity was, without doubt, 
apparent in many directions. The presence of missionaries among the people themselves 
was acknowledged as a valuable force for good. The attitude of the Buddhists was 
encouraging. It was the custom of the priests to slander Christianity, but now they 
were afraid of the displacement of their own religion. Over against such hopeful signs 
as these were to be set a number of facts which pointed to an opposite conclusion. A 
number of converts were lost through removals, and relapses were frequent. Another 
source of weakness was the doctrinal views of certain exponents of Christianity. Some 
were distinctly Unitarian in tone; and the heretical ‘New Theology’ attracted large 
andiences. Beyond this weakness there was the opposition of certain Buddhist and 
Shintoist adherents, and by the example of the Christian Church Buddhism had certainly 
been galvanised into activity. Shintoism had also experienced a great revival. 
Another hindrance to the extension of Christ’s Kingdom was the curious belief of 
certain of the Japanese that they were descended from the gods ; and the attitude of 
superiority assumed by some who maintain that ‘only unenlightened and ignorant 
veople bow to the authority of priests or ministers of religion.’ Lastly there stood the 
giant foe of Materialism. At a recent religions census of the students of a middle school 
at Gifu every one declared that he bad no religion, and even the sons of priests were 
ashamed to own their connection with it. 

In North-west Canada the majority of the Indians have now embraced Christianity, 
and the work among them is largely pastoral. Many Eskimo, however, are still unreached 
hy the Gospel, and an Arctic Mission, worked from Canada, was established in 1909 at 
Lake Harbour in Hudson Strait. The Society continued to be responsible for the salaries 
of the missionaries in home connection (four Bishops and eight other clergymen), and 
it assisted by a block grant (annually diminishing) the work in eivht dioceses. In 
Rupert’s Land a marked earnestness was noticeable; and many of the Indians were diligent 
churchgoers. But this, alas! was counterbalanced by worldliness and lack of spiritual 
life. In the stations of the Keewatin Diocese there was much difficulty experienced from 
the vices of civilisation, notably drunkenness and immorality. At Fort George, Moosonee 
Diocese, a small but splendid band of Christian workers were ‘simply on fire to win 
souls for Christ.’ The accoant of Mr. Greenshield’s shipwreck and privations and the 
labour which he is still carrying on creates the keenest interest. Missionary effort also 
prospered in the Calgary Diocese ; and a new church was built in that of Saskatchewan. 
But the Athabasca congregations are described as at a standstill, and the tide of civilisa- 
tion has not yet reached the Mackenzie River district. More workers were sadly needed 
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In the British Columbia Mission the missionaries were called upon to undergo many 
personal trials. There were now labouring seven clergymen, one layman, nine mission- 
aries’ wives, and three single women, besides twenty-seven native Christian lay agents. 
At Alert Bay in the Industrial School for Boys there were many proofs of the power of 
the grace of God in individual lives. Several of the Christians were most diligent in 
their work for Christ, especially at Metlakahtla. 

Taking now a rapid survey of the home work of the Society, in view of the adverse 
financial situation revealed at the close of 1909-10 the Committee called a conference of 
members throughout the country which resulted in many gifts of substantial help. 
Unhappily, however, these special efforts were not accompanied by any general increase 
in the ordinary funds. The total receipts by the Society (excluding contributions to 
special funds, viz. 20,1347.) amounted to 383,476/., which included a grant of 2,000/. 
for Cairo from the Pan-Anglican Thank-Offering Committee, and 49,073/. from legacies. 
The actual amount available, after certain, adjustments of appropriated Contributions, 
and including the balance (2,654/.) of the Pan-Anglican Thank-Offermg (received in 
1908-09) for special purposes was 360,759/. Against this the expenditure was 387,872Z., 
in addition to which 8,983/. was transferred to Trustees for the purpose of a sinking 
fund for the redemption of debentures issued by the Church Missionary Trust Associa- 
tion, to provide the Society with working capital. 

The uncertainty as to whether recruits would be sent forth undoubtedly exercised an 
adverse influence on the number of inquiries concerning work abroad and offers of service. 
The number of inquiries in 1910-11 was 487 as compared with 647 in the previous year. 
The number of cases dealt with by the Committee was 162. Thirty persons were accepted 
for training, and 63 for service. The corresponding figures for 1909-10 were 180; 53; 
and 46. Islington College had 32 men in residence and the Preparatory Institution, 10. 

The Summer School was held at Scarborough from June 24 to July 1, 1910. More 
than 600 members were registered. With a view to the development of women’s work 
a Women’s Committee was appointed to assist the Funds and Home Organisation Com- 
mittee. The Girls’ Movement was reorganised ; and among the special gatherings there 
was a Women’s Residential Conference, at the close of which thank-offerings, amounting 
to 775/., were made. There was also two ‘Quiet Days’ in Sussex for members of the 
new Women’s Committee; a Girls’ Training School at Crowborough ; and a Mutual 
Training Course for women, O.M.S. office-holders, at Wimbledon. 

The number of study-circles registered at head-quarters at the end of April, 1911, 
was 695 as compared with 545 twelve months before, and the corresponding numbers 
of members were 6,134 and 5,021. Study campaigns have been held in London, Derby, 
Sheffield, and Dublin with a view to the extension of Foreign Missions. Larce classes 
were held in Dublin for future leaders of study-cireles, for the junior clergy, for laymen, 
and for girls. Missionary Loan Exhibitions were held during the year at Bedford, 
Belfast (where a profit of 7507, was made), Birmingham, King’s Lynn (where Her 
Majesty the Queen Mother graciously allowed her name to be used as Patroness), and 
eleven other centres. 

The Gleaners’ Union enrolled 5,133 new members in the United Kingdom, and 54 
new branches were registered. In 380 of the branches there was an increase of member- 
ship, while 278 reported a decrease. The Union had eleven ‘own missionaries.’ Forty- 
six other missionaries were supported. The Young Peoples’ Union showed that the 
number of members had advanced from 17,000 at the close of 1909 to 25,200 at the 
close of 1910 ; of branches from 500 to 746; of secretaries from 2,200 to 3,632. There 
were also 890 Sowers’ Bands with a membership of 14,000. 

The Medical Mission Auxiliary had au available income of 40,904/., which is more 
than in any previous year. Fifty-six beds in various Mission hospitals were supported 
by members of the Boys’ Brigade. 

The principal new publications for the year were: ‘From Japan to Jerusalem,’ a 
record of Bishop Ingham’s travels in India and the Far East ; a ‘ Peace Scout,’ designed 
to influence the Scout movement in favour of Foreign Missions; and Talks on the Races 
to be Won, an addition to the seyies of study-books for young people, The new book 
for adult study, entitled The Decisive Hour of Christian Missions, by Dr. J. R. Mott, 
met with a large sale, For the first time the Sheet Almanac was produced in colours, 
and its circulation was nearly double that of the previous issue. 

The following is the latest statistical view of the Society's Missions ;— 
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Except under special circumstances, there is always one or more of the Secretaries in 
attendance who may be seen during oflice hours, 

The Committee meet at the Society's House on the Second Tuesday in the Month 
throughout the year, at Eleven o’clock.

CHURCH OF ENGLAND ZENANA MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Tuts Society has now completed its 31st year of work. It was established upon 
its present basis in April 1880, for Evangelistic, Medical, and Educational work among 
the Women of India and China. 

The Society works in Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, Sindh, the 
Punjab, Behar, Bengal, the Central Provinces, Bangalore, Madras, Mysore, Tinnevelly, 
Travancore and Cochin, Ceylon, Singapore, and the Fuh-Kien Province of China. 

Its staff consists of 211 women missionaries in home and local connection, and 78 
assistants and 255 Bible-~vomen, 828 native teachers, nurses, matrons and dispensers, 
making a total staff of 1,369. 

The Eyangelistic w ork of the Society is being carried on amongst pardah (secluded) 
women—who can only be reached by women missionaries—in fifty Stations in Indja and 
two in Ceylon. These high-caste ladies and child-wives are visited in their zenanas, 
always with the consent of. the head of the household, and are given regular instruction 
in Scripture and other subjects. The returns available from most of the Missions show 
that about 5,980 Zenana pupils have received instruction during the year. The Society 
works in twelve stations in China and at one in Singapore. 

The fact that ninety per cent. of the population of India live in villages, makes it of 
urgent importance that efforts should be made during the cool season ‘of the year in 
rural centres to reach the women, who, though allowed out of doors, would not 
think it respectable to listen to the preaching of men. Lantern lectures are often given 
out of doors in the evenings. Villages within reach of C.E.Z. stations are visited more 
frequently. Last year our Missionaries proclaimed the gospel to nearly half-a-million 
women in 1,970 villages in India, Ceylon, and China. 

This Society has ‘Elementary, Boarding, and other Schools, and a few Middle Day 
Schools with upwards of 13,000 children on the rolls, and an average attendance 
of perhaps two-thirds of that total. A large number of these schools are under 
Government inspection and receive Government grants, while they are on distinctly 
Christian and missionary lines. As regards the native teachers, many of them are 
trained, and the greater number Christians. Only secular teaching is entrusted to 
non- Christians, and the Committee is doing its utmost to provide for the due training of 
native Christian women, It also has Boarding- Schools, Orphanages, and Traiming and 
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Industrial Homes for Girls and Women. Christian Eurasian and native women are 
being trained as Assistant Missionaries, Bible-women, Dispensers, Nurses and Teachers. 
The medica] work of this Society is of growing importance. It has seventeen women 
doctors with British qualifications, fourteen working in India and three in China; 
besides fourteen trained nurses and a number of partially trained workers, English and 
Indian. It has also twenty-one hospitals and forty dispensaries, where day by day 
women and children crowd for advice and remedies ; and through medical work, doctors 
and nurses are able to.reach many people who would otherwise never hear of Christ. 

The returns for last year show about 5,480 in-patients received, and 232,354 out- 
patient attendances recorded, besides 12,083 visits to patients in their homes. 

The Society has Homes for Converts in India, and several in China, in which, if not 
suitable for training as Bible-women or teachers, women are taught to support them- 
selves by means of some industry. 

The Agents of this Society also engage in several branches of philanthropic work. 
Famine orphans have been gathered into Homes, the largest of which is at Katni- 
Morwara, where there are over 100 children in the Orphanage, and 98 girls in the Boarding 
School. In connection with this Home a Normal class has been started, which it 
is hoped may supply the need of trained Christian teachers for the United and Central 
Provinces. The only Home in India connected with any Protestant Missionary 
Society for deaf and dumb children is at Palamcottah, where over 100 girls and little 
boys are received and educated. Work for the blind is carried on at Rajpur (affiliated) 
in India, and in Foochow, Kucheng, and Kien-Ning in China. In China little girl-babies 
who had been cast out to die have been rescued and cared for in the Foundlings’ Home, 
Kucheng, which is known as ‘The Birds’ Nest.’ Income for year ending March 31, 1911, 
55,8312. 18s. 11d., including legacies and special remittances. 

The great need of the Society is more labourers. More lady doctors are needed, so 
that when furloughs become due the work may not have to be suspended owing to no 
reserves being available. This year fourteen new Missionaries have been accepted for 
Foreign work. :

THE MISSIONARY LEAVES ASSOCIATION. 


ORIGINATED in the efforts of the friends of some Missionaries of the O.M.S. to assist 
them in their work. A monthly paper was first issued in 1868 as a means of communi- 
cation between Missionaries of the C.M.S. and their friends at home. In 1870 an 
Association was formed, and took its title from the ‘ Missionary Leaves,’ which had 
been issued monthly. ; ; 

The objects of the Association are to supply the Missionaries and stations of the 
C.M.S. with help in money and material towards such requisites as it is not in the 
province of the Society to supply. 

The fands of the Association are expended upon the maintenance of children in 
C.M.S. mission schools ; the erection of mission churches, schools, &c. ; the purchase of 
the accessories of public worship, such as church furniture, bells, books, harmoniums, 
&c.; and towards Missionary Diocesan Funds, and other similar objects. The Associa- 
tion also now does a considerable amount of work in organising Missionary Exhibitions.

THE SOUTH-AMERIGAN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Tuts Society, known by the four letters S.A.M.S., has a threefold work ; which, unlike 
other Church Societies, it carries on in a field where there is no other Church Society to 
share the burden, and that field is an eighth part of the land surface of the globe (South 
America, exclusive of British Guiana). 

In this great continent many thousands of square miles are unsurveyed, and, as faras 
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it is known, have never felt the white man’s tread. To meet the need of this neglected 
land (neglected by Christians, but not by capitalists) the S.A.M.S. was formed in 1844, 
under the title of the Patagonian Missionary Society, and changed to the above in 
1864. 

It isa missionary society for the aboriginal tribes, and there are said to be three 
hundred such tribes ; a chaplainey society for the British settlers, including the Welsh 
colony at Chubut ; and an evangelistic society to proclaim the gospel to the Spanish 
ani Portuguese speaking people. The work is under the superintendence of the Bishop 
of the Falkland Islands and the Bishop in Argentina. 

The Society’s stations (of which in 1911 there were 19 principal and 23 out-stations) 
bring them in touch with the lowest type of humanity, the Yaghans—one of the three 
Fuegian races ; with a very high type, the Mapuche—a race inhabiting Southern Chile ; 
with a very fierce type, the Chaco Indians—of which there are seventeen tribes, each 
with its own distinctive dialect ; and in every case it is able to show proof of the 
elevating power of the gospel. ; 

The Society's staff in 1911 consisted of : Clergy 11, Laymen 15, Female Workers 34, 
Native Workers 5. Total 65. Of these several are Honorary. 

In the Paraguayan Chaco there is now a fully organised Church of converts and 
communicants, besides catechumens, who have church buildings. They raise and 
pay their own Church expenses, and keep their buildings in order, having native church- 
wardens and sidesmen. The Lengua Prayer Book has been printed by the S.P.C. Ke 
also a Hymnal of 90 Hymns, in Lengua. Several of the converts have a missionary 
spirit, and work as evangelists among their own people. The language has been fully 
mastered, a good dictionary compiled, and portions of the Bible translated. A new 
and much-improved version of the Gospel of St. Mark, in Lengua, has been printed by 
the B. and F. Bible Society, and the other Gospels and the Acts of the Apostles are 
translated, and published also hy the B. and F. Bible Society. The new station, the 
‘Garden Settlement,’ about three miles from the old Central Station, is prospering ; 
so is the industrial training: some of the Indians can now fell trees, saw them up, 
and make window-frames, doors, bedsteads and other furniture. he ‘Garden Settle- 
ment,’ on an island in the swamp, is laid out in plots, each with a house on it, and the 
Indians are being settled there, on what may be regarded as small farms of their own. 
One very marked step in advance is that the Paraguayan Government now grants civic 
rights to certain of the Indians. An Indian Town Council has been formed. A new 
Mis:ion has been begun in the Argentine Chaco, 

Many of our countrymen are settled in the rural parts of South America. Almost 
everywhere their spiritual and educational wants are manifest ; more pastoral care for all, 
better educational facilities for the children—these are crying needs. For example, in 
Uruguay at present the Society has but one chaplain for an area larger than England, 
with about 500 British settlers. An especial need is that of more ‘camp’ or travelling 
vhaplains. 

In the Araucanian Mission in South Chile, the well-known Mapuche chief, Ambrosio 
Paillalef, is a communicant, and has long been on the regular statf ofthe Mission. God 
is manifestly blessing the efforts to save that noble Mapuche race. A beginning has been 
made with the Mapuche girls. As they live far and wide in their ruczs, boarding 
schools are essential. There is a proper building at Quepe, and at Cholchol a Girls’ 
School has been built. Several girls have professed their faith in Christ. The church 
at Quepe is finished outwardly, but the interior is not complete. At Temuco, Chile, 
a Medical Mission has been inaugurated, with a fully qualified Medical Missionary, 
and a Hospital. 

The Yahgan Mission Station, in the far south, has been moved with much advantage 
from Tekenika to Douglas River, in Navarin Island. 

The evangelistic work at Palermo, Buenos Aires, continues to grow, there being over 
5,400 children and young people in the schools; it receives public recognition from 
the Argentine Government in the form of an annual grant of 4,000/., also a Municipal 
grant, and much support from the people on the spot. Steps have been taken to separate 
the day schools from the rest of the work, and to form them into an ‘‘ Argentine 
Hhilanthropical Schools” Association, under a local Committee. 

The Schools and Homes, intended primarily for Waifs and Strays of English- 
speaking families, are at Los Cocos, in the Cordoba Sierras, a hilly and healthy region, 
where industrial training can be given to the children, At Alberdi a Spanish Free Schoo, 
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has been erected, and is in full work; also a Boarding House for High School 
Children. 

The name of the Ladies’ Association has been changed to ‘Women’s Auxiliary,’ so 
as to include women of any class of life who wish to help on God’s work in South 
America. 

Income for the past year, 39,297/., including 22,1327. raised and expended abroad, 
A much larger income is needed to meet the growing requirements of the work.

THE COLONIAL AND CONTINENTAL CHURCH SOCIETY. 


TnreE work of the Society is twofold: (1) the provision for the spiritual needs of our 
countrymen in the outlying districts of Canada, Australia, and other parts of our great 
Empire ; (2) the organisation of both permanent and temporary Chaplaincies on the 
continent of Kurope in places which English people are wont to visit in large numbers 
annually. 

Of the Colonial work, the condition of the Society’s operations in North-Western 
Canada has gradually altered. The status of catechist has disappeared, and the Society 
now has in training for Holy Orders no less than 60 men distributed through 5 different 
Theological Colleges. The Society’s greatest field continues to be in Saskatchewan, 
where the event of the year has been the commencement of the permanent buildings of 
Kmu.anuel Theological College, of which the Rev. G. E. Lloydis Principal. In addition 
to the men in various stages of training, the Committee have sent out 8 clergy during 
the year. 

the growth of immigration into Auwstra/im is engaging the attention of the 
Committee, and endeavours are being made to cope with the situation thus created. 

To Hast Africa another clergyman has been sent out, making the third at work 
amongst the white settlers in that new region. 

The Income of the Society was 46,3347. 10s, 1ld., but the growth of the Colonial 
demands has been such as to leave a deficit of 3,245/.

ANGLICAN AND FOREIGN CHURCH SOCIETY. 


‘THis Society, under the name of the Anglo-Continental Society, was instituted in 1853 
to be the handmaid of the Church of England in her intercourse with Continental 
and other Christians. It has been carrying on its work in Germany, Switzerland, 
Austria, and Italy, chiefly by co-operation with the Old Catholics of those countries. 
It endeavours also through publications and conferences to make the principles of 
the English Church better known amongst the orthodox Christians of the Kast. In 
1904 the Anglo-Continental Society and the Association for the Furtherance of 
Christianity in the Kast allied their forces under the name of the Anglican and Foreign 
Church Society. The objects of the Society are— 

(1) To difluse knowledge of the history, polity, and principles of the Church of 
Kngland and of the Anglican Communion in general in other Jands. (2) To interest 
members of our own Communion in the internal lite and growth of foreign Churches, and 
especially in the movements in the direction of increased spirituality and internal 
progress, reasonable liberty, and wholesome reform. (3) To assist such of these move- 
ments as it may be consistent with the principles of the Church to further, by 
Intercessory prayer, encouragement, sympathy and advice, and occasionally by making 
grants of money, but without undertaking definite responsibility for the conduct of 
such movements, or attempting to make converts to our own Communion. Income, 
1910, 922.

THE UNIVERSITIES MISSION TO CENTRAL AFRICA. 


THE Mission consists of three Dioceses—Zanzibar, Nyasaland and Northern Rhodesia, 
the Bishops being assisted by a staff of 44 English and 87 native clergy, 454 native 
teachers and readers, 25 English laymen, 25 nurses and 35 other lady workers. The 
Mission has some 17,000 adherents, of whom 5,898 are communicants, There are 8,000 
children in the various schools. The sum raised by subscriptions, &c., in 1910 was 
31,402/. from all sources; the expenses of home management being about 12 per cent. 

Zanzibar Diocese.—Bishop: Right Rev. Frank Weston, D.D. The Mission field of 
the Zanzibar Diocese divides naturally into two spheres— 

_ (1) Zanzibar Island.—The Cathedral, surrounded by a large station, is associated 
with a well-organised hospital, open to Europeans as well as natives of all religions, a 
Christian settlement, printing press, laundries, &c. The Priest in Charge arranges 
for ministrations when possible to scattered bands of Christians throughout the island, 
and for the higher spiritual needs of the Christian settlement at Kichelwe on the opposite 
mainland. Services in English are also regularly provided for the increasing European 
colony who have as yet no chaplain of their own. At Kiungani, two miles out, is St. 
Andrew’s College, where boys are trained as teachers; and a Theological College for 
training native clergy. The Industrial House has been moved to the Island of Pemba, 
where a certain number of youths are instructed in various trades, At Mbweni, four 
miles out, there is a Christian village, and a girls’ school. Here also are the 
Sisters of ‘‘The Sacred Compassion.” Work among the Mohammedans in Zanzibar 
is at present the subject of a special appeal to the Universities, and there is a 
house for six ladies whose work is to visit Arab women, &c. 

(2) Work in German East Africa.—During the last few years the work has been 
growing rapidly in the Rovuma district, where the head station is at Masasi. Work 
here amongst the women has been commenced by two lady missionaries, and a number of 
stations are worked by African clergy, readers and teachers. In the North, vigorous 
efforts are made amongst the Bondeis and Ziguas of the Usambara, the head stations 
being Magila and Korogwe, where there are fine stone churches, with large schools 
and industrial centres. 

The Nyasaland Diocese.—Bishop: Right Rev. Cathrew Fisher, M.A. Until quite 
recently this immense district was the great slave-hunting ground. Headquarters are 
established at Likoma. Funds were raised in 1897 to purchase a boat, called the 
Chauney Maples, which now visits over 50 lake-side stations regularly. An important 
station has been also established at Kota Kota on the west side of the Lake. Work 
has been in progress in the interior, at Mtonya and Unangu, where a permanent stone 
church was opened by the Bishop in 1903. ‘The stations on the east side are under the 
Portuguese rule. A college for training teachers has been built on the borders of the 
Lake, dedicated to St. Michael. Thirty teachers and sixty boys can be accommodated. 
A third college was recently opened at Nkwazi, on the Island of Likoma, for the training 
of theological students. 

Diocese of Northern Rhodesia.—Comprises N.W. and N.E. Rhodesia, founded and 
endowed as a Jubilee Thank-offering in 1909. First Bishop: the Right Rev. Dr. Hine, 
DID DEC: ved): 

The Mission accepts workers (single) for a period of not less than two years, pays all 
necessary expenses, and offers an allowance of 20/. a year. Its official periodicals are 
Central Africa (1d.) and African Tidings ($d.), published in England; Zhe Likoma 
Quarterly and Habart ya Mwezi, published in Africa, The illustrated History of the 
Mission (price 2s.

THE ARCHBISHOPS’ WESTERN CANADA FUND. 


Tue Archbishops’ Western Canada Fund was started in response to the appeal issued 
by the two Archbishops, February 26, 1910. The appeal calls the attention of Church- 
people to the rapid and large emigration and development that is taking place in the 
Prairie Provinces of Western Canada, The Archbishops ‘believe the occasion to be 
unprecedented,’ é he 
About 51,0007, have already been subscribed ; the Fund is administered by a 
K 
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Council appointed by the Archbishops. Centres of work have been established at 
Edmonton, Alberta, under the Rev. W. G. Boyd ; at Regina, Saskatchewan, under the 
Rev. Douglas Ellison ; and at Lethbridge, under the Rey. Canon W. Mowat. Generous 
financial assistance has been given to the 8.P.G. Western Canada Fund, the C. & C.C:8. 
Western Canada Fund, the S.P.0.K., the Navvy Mission, the Qu’Appelle Association, 
and the Algoma Association. Help has also been given to the Diocese of Athabasca. 

It is hoped during the coming year the scope of the Fund may be considerably 
enlarged. Clergy and laymen are urgently needed.

THE BRITISH COLUMBIA GHURGCH AID SOCIETY. 


Tuts Society was founded in 1910 with the object of strengthening the Church in the 
vast province of British Columbia. It must be borne in mind that this region borders 
on the Pacifie Ocean, and is separated from Western Canada by the Rocky Mountains, 
and that the work is therefore distinct from the Archbishops’ appeal for Western 
Ganada. Its main object is to raise the sum of 300,000. during the next 15 years, 
or in other words an annual income of 20,0002. Described in greater detail, the 
Society hopes by such means to accomplish the following objects— 

(1) To strengthen weak spots by supplying clergy to minister in those places where 
for the time being the settlers are not numerous or wealthy enough to provide entirely 
for their maintenance: at least 3,0007. a year required. (2) To establish on a secure 
foundation St. Mark’s College for training clergy, in the University of British Columbia, 
for which fully 20,0007, must still be collected. (3) To provide endowments for the 
two bishoprics’ of Caledonia, and Kootenay, and any other additional bishoprics 
necessitated during the next twenty years. (4) To create a strong Central Fund, the 
interest-of which shall annually be employed in making grants or loans towards 
providing sites for future Church buildings. (5) To carry on vigorous evangelistic work 
among the native Indians, and among the large body of Oriental immigrants, Chinese, 
Japanese, and Hindoos ; and (6) to place the Church in British Columbia upon a self- 
supporting basis for all time. 

Hach of the four Dioceses of Columbia, Caledonia, New Westminster and 
Kootenay are represented by its own Committee, which forms an integral part of the 
British Columbia Church Aid Society.

SOUTH AFRICAN CHURCHI RAILWAY MISSION. 


Tu1s Mission aims at providing spiritual ministrations among the railway employés, 
farmers, storekeepers, police and others, scattered along the 7,000 or so miles of railway 
in South Africa. In 1902 the staff of the Mission consisted of a single worker, Rev. 
Douglas Ellison; to-day it numbers 12 priests, 4 laymen, 7 lady workers, 4 nurses, 4 
native catechists. Started in the Diocese of Grahamstown, it is now a provincial organ- 
isation, and is busily at work not only in the Diocese of Grahamstown, but also in. the 
Dioceses of Pretoria, Bloemfontein, Natal and Mashonaland. The Bishop of Northern 
Rhodesia has asked the Mission to send a man for work along the railway from Victoria 
Falls to the Congo Border, which was worked by the Mission before the formation of the 
new Diocese, and this has been done. Headquarter houses for the clerical workers are 
provided at Grahamstown (with the kind co-operation of the Bishop) ; Johannesburg, 
the big railway camp at the latter being under the direct control of. the Mission ; and 
at Buluwayo. Regular weekly, fortnightly or monthly services are provided at a large 
number of centres lying beyond the reach of other church agencies ; While three 
railway coaches are constantly itinerating, and linking up long stretches between the 
fixed points. The ideal of the Mission throughout has been to supplement the work of 
the parochial clergy; one parish has been duly constituted as the direct outcome of 
work undertaken by the Mission ; nine permanent churches have been built. 

The greatest present need is for more men, also financial help from England to enable 
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the Mission to seize the priceless opportunities now opening as the railway is being 
developed, and to follow up to the best of its power the Cape to Cairo railway, and 
claim the great trunk line through the heart of Africa in the name of Christ.

Three more ladies are joining the mission this year (1910), 
but more nurses and a lady doctor are urgently needed. The Superior 
is the Rev. E. F. Brown, and there are 12 other priests and 2 laymen 
belonging to the Mission.

This Mission to North India was originated in 1877, with the object 
of carrying on educational and evangelistic work. St.Stephen’s College 
prepares students (now about 170) for thedegree examinations of the 
Punjab University. New College buildings were opened in 1908, and 
there is a hostel for Christian students. St. Stephen’s High School 
and the Branch Schools (with about 900 pupils) are also under the 
charge of the Mission ; and a Boarding House for Christian boys adjoins 
the §.P.G. Mission House in which the brotherhood reside. The Mission 
is responsible for services in Urdu in St. Stephen’s Church, and for the 
pastoral charge of the Native Christians. A second Church has been 
consecrated for the use of native Christians, in another part of Delhi; 
also one in the town cf Karndl, and a smal] one in the village of 
Fatehpur. Classes are held for the instruction of catechists, school- 
masters, &c. Evangelistic work among Hindus and Mohammedans is 
carried on in Delhi, and in other parts of the South Punjab. 

Eight Missionaries are stationed at Delhi and one at Rohtak. Three 
Hospitals for Women and Children (St. Stephen’s at Delhi, St. 
Elizabeth’s at Karnal, and a small hospital at Rewari) are carried on 
by five Lady Doctors; also Girls’ Schools and Zenana teaching in 
various parts of the Mission District, by the ladies of St. Stephen’s 
Community, who are in part supported by 8.P.G. Income 1910, 
exclusive of grants from S.P.G., S.P.C.K., ete., 3,7197. Os. 2d.

The object of the Indian Church Aid Association, formed in 1880, is 
‘to aid in the building up and strengthening of the Church in India 
with primary reference to the needs of the Europeans and Eurasians.’ 
It appeals in the first place to those who by work and residence in 
India personally know the more or less needy classes for whose benefit 
the Association exists. It has next a strong claim on those who are 
practically the employers of Europeans or Hurasians in the railways, 
tea plantations, &c. But it also receives contributions for all classes of 
Church work in India, for which it works under the direction of the 
Indian Episcopate. It was formally adopted by the Episcopal Synod 
assembled in Calcutta in January 1900 as the official organ in England 
of the Church in the Provinces of India and Ceylon. 

The principle of the Association—viz. to aid, without interference, 
the work of the Church in India under the control of the Bishops, 
working in council with the Clergy and laity—will commend itself 
afresh to those who from experience have learnt to trust such manage- 
ment.

The aim of the Mission was clearly set forth in a letter addressed 
to the Patriarch of Antioch by the late Archbishop of Canterbury. 
‘Our object in sending out these two Priests is not to bring over 
these Christians to the communion of the Church of England, nor 
to alter their ecclesiastical customs and traditions, nor to change any 
doctrines held by them which are not contrary to that Faith which the 
Holy Spirit has taught as necessary to be believed by all Christians, 
but to encourage them in bettering their religious condition, and to 
strengthen an ancient Church.’ 

The Mission has already established one Seminary, two High 
Schools, one Middle School, and over seventy Village Schools. Alto- 
gether between 2,000 and 3,000 scholars are under instruction. 

There are now five Clergy and one layman at work in the Mission, 
four of whom are graduates of Oxford or Cambridge, and the fourth a 
native, but ordained in the Episcopal Church in America.

FOREIGN LITERATURE OF THE CHURCH. 
SOCIETY FOR PROMOTING CHRISTIAN KNOWLEDGE. 


Amone the agencies subsidiary to the Foreign Missionary Work of the Church, there 
is none of greater importance than that by which is secured the production of a 
Christian vernacular literature. The efficiency of the Missionary depends in a large 
measure upon the ready supply of Catechisms, Prayer-books, Bibles, &c., in the 
language of the people with whom he has to deal, and everything that facilitates that 
supply is of paramount importance to his work. The Foreign Missions of the Church 
of Kngland have hitherto received ready help in this respect from various agencies 
at home and abroad. The earliest agency in the field, and, if measured by the 
variety of its publications, the most important, is the Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge. As far back as the year 1709, whew Robert Nelson and other original 
members of the Society were still alive, we find it occupied in the work of circulating 
a Welsh version of the Book of Common Prayer, and a few years Jater (1718) in 
the publication of a Welsh version of the Bible and an Irish version of the Prayer- 
book. A new edition of the Bible in Welsh was undertaken in 1748, and published 
in 1748; 30,000 copies of this edition were circulated by 1768, and another edition of 
20,000 then issued. In 1799 a new edition, consisting of 10,000 copies, was published 
and sold in the Principality at half the cost price in sheets. In 1710 we find the 
Society sending out to the Mission at Tranquebar, then but lately established by its 
aid, a printing press and accessories, which were soon after fully employed, as is 
evidenced by the publications issued shortly afterwards in Telugu, and also in the 
Portuguese language, which seems to have been largely spoken in South-Western 
India at the time. 

The versions of the Book of Common Prayer produced and circulated by the 
Society embrace nearly everything that has been done in this direction. It may give 
some idea of the extent of this work if we furnish here a rough list of the versions of 
the Prayer-book already provided by the S.P.C. K. 

The Prayer-book has been published, in whole or in part, in the following 117 
languages or dialects :—

In addition to these versions of our Liturgy, the 8.P.C.K. has produced numerous 
translations, in whole or in part, of the Holy-Scriptures. Besides publishing versions 
in the several European languages, which are much valued, this Society has produced 
and circulated the Scriptures, in whole or in part, in many of the languages of Asia, 
Africa, America, and the islands of the Pacific. A detailed list is hardly possible, 
as many of the versions were produced abroad at the Society’s expense, and do not 
appear upon the Society’s catalogue. ‘ce the circulation thus directly given to the 
Holy Scriptures may be added the indirect distribution of God’s Word through the 
large portions embraced in the versions of the Psalms and the Epistles and Gospels 
of the Book of Common Prayer. The number of Christian vernacular works produced 
or undertaken by the Society during the past year for circulation in the Far East shows 
a remarkable increase, and there is a prospect of great expansion in this direction in the 
near future. 

The ontlook for the future only serves to emphasise the extreme importance of the 
Society’s vernacular publishing work. China is calling fora larger supply. One of the 
most striking features of the Committee’s work during the past year has been the 
remarkable increase in the number of vernacular works undertaken in the Japanese 
language. Grants have been voted in aid of no less than 28 books and pamphlets of 
varied character—historical, evidential, dogmatic, and devotional. The Church in 
Japan has not been slow to take full advantage of the Society’s proffered help towards 
the provision of an adequate Christian vernacular literature. 

Africa still continues to show steady expansion. The size and number of the editions 
called for increase each year. Not long ago 1000 or 2000 copies of a native Prayer- or 
hymn-book were sufficient to last for years, even when distributed gratuitously. Now 
the Society is asked to print as many as 5000 or 10,000 copies at a time. A large 
proportion of these books are sold by the Missionaries or through ordinary commercial 
channels. 

Even in the Far North, the Cree Indians and Eskimo are glad to pay, according to 
their means, for the books sent out to them, the men offering fish-hooks, the women 


rings and other trinkets,

THE BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Tue Marquis of Northampton is President, and the Vice-Presidents include the 
Archbishops of Canterbury, York, and the West Indies, and forty Bishops of the 
Anglican Communion. 

The Society exists solely to translate and disseminate the Holy Scriptures. It has 
issued 229 million copies of the Bible, or some part of the Bible, in 432 different 
languages and dialects. 

In England and Wales it is constantly making grants of the Scriptures—free, or at 
greatly reduced rates—to Sunday schools, day schools, theological colleges, home 
missions, hospitals, prisons, orphanages, asylums, and philanthropic agencies of every 


kind. 


Translation and Revision.—At the present time the Society is promoting translations 
or revisions in nearly 100 different languages. Several hundred missionary scholars, 
linguists and assistants, organised in many committees, have charge of this world-wide 
work, under the Society’s auspices and mainly at its expense. Its list of versions now 
includes the complete Bible in 107 different languages, the New Testament in 102 more 
languages, and at least one book of Scripture in 223 other languages. During the last 
six years 42 fresh names have been added to this list, including new versions for the 
S.P.G., the C.M.S., the U.M.C.A., the S.A.M.S., the O.E Z.M.S., the Melanesian 
Mission, and the Niger Delta Pastorate. 

Eight fresh languages were added last year to the Society’s list of versions. St. Mark 
in Mukri-Kurdish, a form of Kurdish spoken over a wide area of Persian Kurdistan. 
St. John in Bhojpuri, a dialect of High Hindi current among the poorer classes in 
Bhojpur and Bihar. St. Mark in Bunan, a dialect of the north-west Panjab near the 
border of Tibet. St. Mark also in Dholuo, the speech of about half a million people on 
the north-east shoies of Lake Victoria Nyanza, and in Teso, the speech of another 
Nilotic tribe a hundred miles due north of Lake Victoria Nyanza: both these versions 
are for the C.MS. The New 'estament in Luna-Inkongo, spoken by 50,000 tribesmen 
in Belgian Congo. St. Luke in Badznese, the language of Bali, an island cast of Java. 
St. Mark in Sea-Dyak, a form of Malay spoken by one of the two races of Dyaks in 
Borneo. This last is a revision now issued by the Bible Society at the request of the 
8.P.G., and with the concurrence of the §.P.C.K. 

An outstanding feature of the work is the steady advance towards completing versions 
which hitherto have been unfinished. Important progress has also been made in 
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revising versions whose quality requires improvement. The Bible is being carefully 
revised in Marathi, andin Kanarese. The revision of the Japanese Bible has been entered 
upon ; in China the revision both of the Wénli and Mandarin versions makes steady 
progress ; while the Korean Bible has been completed. 

The Society’s new edition of the Hebrew Old Testament, with a full apparatus of 
Massoretic and other variants, is making good progress, thanks to the unflagging labours 
of its learned editor, Dr. Ginsburg. 


For Foreign Missions.—The Church of England obtains from the Bible Society 
almost all the Scriptures required for her foreign Missions. Thus the S.P.G. has been 
supplied with editions in over 70 languages, few of which are obtainable elsewhere. The 
C.M.S. has obtained 109 different versions from the Bible House. Similar help is 
given to the Universities Mission to Central Africa, the Anglican New Guinea Mission, 
the Melanesian Mission, and the South American Missionary Society. The books 
needed are sent out, carriage paid, to the most remote Mission-stations, on such terms 
that they cost practically nothing to the Missions which receive them. 

The conquests of the Gospel continually create new demands for the Scriptures. At 
the present time the Society has in hand versions or revisions of the Scriptures needed 
for their work by about 40 different missionary organisations. To the services thus 
rendered we may quote a recent tribute from the Universities Mission to Central Africa, 
which describes the Bible Society as ‘the synonym for kindness and promptitude.’ 

Similar testimony to the value of the Society’s help has frequently been uttered by 
the leaders of the English Church. The Archbishop of Canterbury declares: ‘The 
Bible Society has not only cheapened copies of the Bible in England, but it has also the 
far more magnificent purpose of taking care that, so far as is practicable, it shall be 
translated into every known tongue. In supporting the work of the Bible Society we are 
furthering the purpose of our Divine Lord when He caused the Holy Word to be written, 
which it is the purpose of the Bible Society to spread through the whole world.’ 

Bishop Tucker affirms that ‘in all our work at Uganda, the Bible Society has 
rendered the most valuable—the most essential help. It would have been absolutely 
impossible to have done what has been done but for the Society.’ 

The Bishop of Oxford says, ‘As a member of the Church of England, I say 
defiantly that it is quite impossible for any one to know what is the actual assistance 
which, in the past and in the present, the Church of England has derived from this most 
liberal Society ; it is impossible for any Churchman who knows this Society’s magnificent 
work, to fail to give his sympathy and support.’ 


Finance.—The Society’s income in 1910-11, from all sources, was 243,9911. ; while 
it spent 249,9947. This leaves, on the year’s working, a deficiency of 6,0037. The 
demands on the Society still far exceed its present resources, and the Committee 
repeat their earnest appeal to all lovers of the Bible for fresh support in speeding God’s 
Book on its mission among men.

THE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY’S OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE 
MISSIONARY EXHIBITIONS FUND. 


ON St. Paul’s Day, 1905, the Archbishop received an influential deputation at Lambeth, 
by whom he was asked to inaugurate a scheme by which Public School and Grammar 
School boys with a vocation for missionary work, but unable through lack of means to 
gotoa University, might be helped to do so. His Grace appointed a committee, consist- 
ing of the Bishop of Hereford, several Headmasters of Public Schools, and others. Asa 
result, the above Fund was instituted. There are now In residence (Oct. Term, 1911) 
38 Archbishop’s Exhibitioners, 10 at Oxford and 28 at Cambridge. Others are in the 
Mission Field, or gaining experience in English Parishes. Excellent reports are received 
of their work and progress. The usual mode of procedure is as follows: During the 
month of November, notice is sent to the Headmasters of all Public Schools and 
Grammar Schools in England and Wales informing them of the number of exhibitions 
at the disposal of the Committee, and asking them to bring notice of this fact before their 
boys. Applications of Candidates have to reach the Committee before a named date in 
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February, and have to be made on certain forms specifying details about the candidate in 
each case. The Fund is supported by voluntary contributions. Income 1910, 1,2302.

CENTRAL BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


Tup Central Board assists to draw together those interested in Foreign Missions, irre- 
spective of the particular societies which they support, and it has proved a unifying 
influence in the Church. A Board of Missions was first founded in the Province of Can- 
terbury by the action of Convocation, in 1884, and in 1889 a sister body was formed in 
the Province of York. The first joint-meeting of the two Provincial Boards was held in 
1891, from which date they acted together as the United Boards of Missions ; they are 
now one body by a resolution duly passed by the Houses of Convccation of both Pro- 
vinces of 1908. This Central Board is constituted as follows: (a) The Upper Houses of 
Convocation ; (b) Bishops and Priests resident in the several Provinces, equal in number 
to the ex-officio members, elected by the Lower Houses of Convocation, either from their 
own body or from without ; (¢) Laymen resident in their several Provinces, equal in 
number to the ex-officio members, elected by the respective Houses of Laymen ; (ad) Two 
representatives (clerical or lay) nominated by each Diocesan Board of Missions ; (e) 
Co-opted members (clergymen or laymen) not exceeding in number those elected by the 
two Lower Houses of Convocation. The Board works not by pecuniary grants, as it 
does not raise funds, but by putting men willing to work abroad into communication 
with the Bishops and Societies that send men out and by using all possible influence at 
home to extend missionary interest and zeal. Each diocese in the two Provinces (three 
excepted) has established a Board of Missions. The Diocesan Boards co: operate actively 
with the Central Board, which is served by Standing Commiitees or Councils, in their 
turn assisted by Sub-Committees. Thus every official pronouncement of the Central 
Board concerning ‘Service Abroad,’ ‘Home Organisation,’ or ‘ Missionary Pro- 
blems and Policy’ is based on the advice of experts, as the result of exhaustive inquiry 
and due deliberation. 

The Board issued during the year 1911 the ‘ Fourth Annual Review of the Foreign 
Missions of the Church;’ leaflets concerning ‘ West African Liquor Traffic,’ ‘Missions to 
Mohammedans generally and the Moslem Menace,’ ‘ Formation of Parochial Missionary 
Unions,’ ‘ Missionary Missions,’ and a ‘ Select Bibliography for the use of Students of 
the Foreign Missionary Enterprise.’ A third edition (revised) of the ‘ Chain of Inter- 
cession’ has been issued, and the circulation of the ‘Manual of Prayers and Hymns for 
use at Missionary Services’ has reached the 45th thousand. The Annual and Summer 
Meetings are arranged to take place in London on February 14 and June 6 respectively, 
aud the Autumn Meeting in Liverpool on November 12, 1912.

ORGANISATIONS FOR THE FURTHERANCE OF 
FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


I, DIOCESAN. 


& Diocese of Canterbury.—The Board of Missions established in this Diocese for the 
extension of Foreign Missions in 1904 continues to do good work. The chief work 
of the year was the organising of a ‘ Missionary Convention,’ which was held in Croydon 
on the Rogation Days of 1911. The Convention was excellently attended throughout, 
and must have inspired many to further effort. A full report of the Convention was 
published, and has already had a large circulation. A sub-committee has lately been 
appointed by the Board to foster ‘ Vocation ’ amongst the young. 
The Hon. Secretary is the Rey. Arthur Reeve, St. Peter’s Vicarage, Croydon. 


Diocese of York.—The Diocesan Board provisionally formed in 1910 has drawn up 
its formal Constitution, and the new Board will come into office in January 1912. The 
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new Board will consist of, in addition to em-oficio members, representatives of every 
Rue Deanery (one lay and one clerical), and of eyery Missionary Body at work in the 
iocese. 
_ The Annual Missionary Festival was held in York on July 11, and included a Service 
in the Minster, followed by a Reception by the Archbishop at the Residence, attended 
by a large number from every part of the Diocese. The sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Canon Tupper-Carey, Chairman of the Board. At a subsequent evening meeting 
the Archbishop delivered a presidential address, and Mrs, Creighton spoke. 
_ During the year meetings of the Board have been held in Hull, Sheffield, and 
Middlesbrough, and public meetings in connection with the visits have taken place. 
A Diocesan Missionary Library has been formed, and is now in working order. 
Two Japanese visited the Diocese last year under the auspices of the Board, and were 
shown something of Church life, being entertained for a fortnight. 
The Day of Intercession instituted last year at the Minster was again observed on St. 
Andrew’s Eve. 
The formation of Ruvi-decanal and Parochial Committees is being carried out with 
hope of much usefulness. The Hon. Secretaries are the Revs. W. P. Dott and R. G. 
Pyne, and the Treasurer G. W. Lloyd, Esq., Stockton Hall, York. 


Diocese of London.—The Diocesan Board of Missions has been reconstituted. It now 
consists of 100 members, including the Rural Deans and a lay and a clerical representa- 
tive from each Deanery. Eighteen, out of the 26, Deaneries of the Diocese now possess 
R.D. Boards of Missions or Foreign Missionary Committees, the majority created during 
the past year. In five other Deaneries similar bodies are in process of formation. At 
the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board Mr. Silas McBee, Editor of the New York 
Churchman, introduced a discussion on ‘ How to Interest Men in Foreign Missions’; and 
at the half-yearly meeting the subject of Missionary Missions was considered. Efforts 
have again heen made to promote a more earnest and widespread observance of the Day 
of Intercession. The Bishop of London appointed November 29 as the Day for the 
Diocese, and issued a Pastoral Letter. The Bishop has been requested by the Executive 
Committee to discuss the subject of ‘The Leadership of the Clergy’ with his Rural 
Deans at their annual meeting in 1912. For the purpose of Intercession a list is being 
compiled of Workers Abroad who have at any time served or lived in the Diocese.

Diocese of Durham.—The Board of Missions formed in 1904 consists of 11 ex-officio 
members, 2 members elected by each rural deanery and not more than six co-opted 
members. Good work has been done by uniting and encouraging all missionary work 
within the Diocese, A list of lecturers on Missionary subjects is drawn up. Statistics 
of missionary contributions are collected by means of the ruridecanal representatives, 
and published in Report. 

A Scheme of Intercession for workers abroad formerly in the Diocese has been drawn 
up and printed.

Diocese of Winchester.—Reference was made in the Report for 1910-1911 to the 
resignation of Bishop Ryle, and to his invaluable counsel and encouragement in the 
work of the Board; and also to Mrs. Ryle’s inspiring interest and help in women’s 
work in the Diocese. 

A cordial welcome was extended to Bishop Talbot, and a belief expressed that, 
under his leadership, the Diocese would become fuller and fuller of the Missionary 
spirit. An important part of the year’s work was the organisation and the carrying 
out of a Diocesan Missionary Mission. The Annual Missionary Festival, held at Guild- 
ford, proved a very great success. The List of those jrom the Diocese on Service 
Abroad contains 266 names, There is, also, a List of 65 names of those in the Diocese 
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willing to preach, or to speak, on the work of the Church Abroad. The Contributions 
from the Diocese to the work of the Church Abroad amounted to 47,7641. 4s. 10}d. 
An endeavour is being made to raise the sum of 61/. yearly, based at the rate of 10s. 
per 1,000 on the number of Communicants in the Diocese (as suggested by the Central 
Board of Missions), towards the working expenses of the Central Board.

After tea, kindly provided by the ladies of 
Horsham, at which about 400 were entertained, a Children’s Open-air Service was held 
in the Park. The Festival was concluded with a Special Service and Sermon by the 
Rev. M. D. Israel, at 8 p.m. in Horsham Parish Church.

Instead of a Diocesan Festival, three Archidiaconal Festivals were held during 1911, 
one in each of the Archdeaconries of Stafford,Stoke, and Salop, which were very successful.

The 
Rev. H. G. Peile, Organising Secretary of the K.M., made a most telling speech, and 
was followed by the Rev. A. H. Rayner, Home Superintendent of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society. At 7.30 the Bishop of Perth and the Bishop of the Falkland Islands 
addressed another meeting. 

On September 19 a Quiet Day was held at Blundellsands for the J.C.M,A. (SaeaG) 
and Y.C.M.U. (C.M.S8.), to which the memhers of the Diocesan Board were invited and 
a good many attended. The Rev. J. O. F. Murray, D.D., conducted. 

The Cambridge University Missionary Campaign took place in the City of Liverpool 
from September 22 to October 2, 1911. During the eight days over 1,000 addresses 
were delivered, and two large meetings for Church-workers and the public were held.

Four clergymen have gone from the Diocese to work abroad during the year, and a 
former Rector of St. Bride’s, Old Trafford, has been consecrated Coadjutor Bishop of 
Grafton, Armidale. 

Diocese of Newcastle.—The Board of Missions issues annually a parochial list of 
contributions for loreign Missions, also a list of Clergy and Laity working in the Colonies 
or Mission Field who were formerly working in the Diocese of Newcastle. 

A Diocesan Missionary Conference was held in Newcastle in November; the Bishop 
of Durham gave a devotional address, followed by the discussion of the subject ‘The 
World’s Needs—the Church’s Opportunity.’. At the afternoon session the subject was

are supporting, aud to support Missionary Societies in the Diocese by giving them 
the encouragement of knowing that the Church as a whole recognises and cares for 
their work.

Diocese of St. Albans.—The Tabulated Statement shows an advance upon last 
year's figures. ‘he Grand Total for Home and Foreign Missions, and General Societies 
being 38,7762. or 1,0767. more than last year. This total, however, includes 1837. given 
to the Archbishops’ Western Canada Fund, now tabulated for the first time. The total 
for Foreign Missions is 15,3791. against 14,485/. last year, an increase of 885/. This, 
after deducting the contribution to the Western Canada Fund, is about 1002. more than 
has been shownin any previous year. The general Societies show 6,0917. against 6, 2447. , 
a decrease of 2037. Home Missions show 17,3651. against 16,969/7., an increase of 396Z. 
The number of Parishes which do not appear to have contributed to any of the Societies 
here tabulated is now reduced to 10. 

The monthly Celebrations of Holy Communion with special remembrance of those 
who have gone out from this Diocese to the Mission Field still continue, and letters are 
received from all parts of the world saying how much helped and encouraged the 
workers are by knowing that they are specially remembered at one definite time by the 
Church at Home. 

The Missionary Missions Committee is now formed, and a letter has been sent out to 
all Rural Deans and Societies of Junior Clergy Associations asking for information and 
help. It is hoped that a forward movement may be made during next year. An 
excellent Paper on Missionary Missions has been issued by the Central Board of Missions, 
and is well worth careful study, The ©.B.M. has also issued a most useful Select 
Bibliography of Missions. 

The Annual Missionary Festival was held at Stratford and, although the time was 
for several reasons an inconvenient one, it was a great success, The Festival began on 
October 26, with a Children’s Service, when the Rev. E. W. Leachman completely held 
the attention of the crowded congregation of young people. There were Celebrations 
of the Holy Communion at the Parish Church and other Churches in the neighbourhood. 
There was a gcod attendance at the Morning Service of ‘Thanksgiving and Intercession, 
and an inspiring Sermon was preached by the Bishop of Uganda on the text, ‘I, if 1 be 
lifted up, ete.” The Subject of the afternoon Conference was ‘Missionary Education in 
view of the great Rational Movements in the East.’ In the much-regretted absence of 
the Bishop of St. Albans, the Chair was taken by the Bishop of Barking. Most 
interesting and instructive speeches were made on China, by Canon Lord William Cecil, 
and on India by the Revs. J. P. Haythornthwaite and W. E. S. Holland. Tea was 
kindly provided by the ladies of Stratford. The Evening Meeting was not so well 
attended as was expected, but those who did come were rewarded by the excellent 
speeches made by Mr. Eliot Howard, who presided, Rev. Dr. Robertson on Medical 
Missions, Rev. C. H. Stileman on Zenana work, the Rev. P. M. Wathen on the work 
of ‘the U.M.C.A. and the Bishop of Barking. The sermons and speeches throughout 
the Festival were most helpful. The best thanks of all concerned are due to the Rev. 
F. J. Key and his fellow-workers for the excellent arrangements which did so much to 
promote the success of the Festival. 
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Diocese of St. Davids.— The Diocesan Board of Missions reports that 3,868/. 8s, 2d. 
was contributed parochially during the year to the various Missionary Societies : forty- 
nine Incumbents did not send up any contributions. The Board urged the observance 
of the Day of Intercession and also referred to the Archbishops’ Western Canada Fund.

In alternate years the Festival is 
held in the Cathedral. hrough this agency articles bearing on some parts of the Mission 
Field are contributed from time to time to the Diocesan Gazette, thus insuring the wider 
circulation of information. The Board has been instrumental also in organising con- 
ferences periodically of Honorary Secretaries and others engaged in Foreign Mission werk.

Diocese of Southwark.—A Diocesan Board of Foreign Missions, organised in 1895, 
worked in the undivided Diocese of Rochester. The Southwark Diocesan Board carries 
on the work in the new Diocese. The Bishop is President, the Bishop of Kingston Chair- 
man, and Mr. Stanley Powell (Stockwell Green, S.W.), Treasurer. The Board consists 
of the Archdeacons, 22 Representatives of Rural Deaneries, 28 co-opted members, and 
the Organising Secretaries for the Diocese of S.P.G. and C.M.S. It publishes yearly 
before the Day of Iniercession a list of workers who have gone direct to the Mission 
Field from the Diocese. This list at present contains the names of 6 Bishops, 140 other 
clergymen in Holy Orders, 55 laymen, and 202 women workers. It is ready to assist 
all Missionary organisation in the Diocese ; and sends representatives to the Central 
Boards of Foreign Missions and the Council for Service Abroad. It meets quarterly, 
on the third Tuesday of January, April, July and October.

A successful Missiouary 
Exhibition was he'd in Halifax. An effort is being made to raise 500/. a year, for five 
years, for the Archbishops’ Appeal for Western Canada, and two Clergy for work in 
the Far West; the money for the first year has not all been received, biit the two 
clergymen have already gone.

Junior Clergy Associations. 
Federation of Junior Clergy Missionary Associations (in connection with S.P.G.). 


The annual returns are collected in December, and are therefore not available at the 
moment of writing. There are now one hundred and twenty-five Associations, with a 
total membership of 5,000. 

The object of Associations is not the raising of money for Foreign Missions, but the 
deepening and development, in members, and through them in the whole of the Church 
at home, such a spirit of Missionary Service as shall yield a fuller supply of workers to 
cope with the needs of the Church abroad. The methods are—(1) united and frequent 
intercession. The Federation publishes a quarterly paper of Intercessions and Thanks- 
givings, the circulation of which now exceeds 100,000 quarterly. This is not used by 
members only, but by many private individuals. Copies (1s. 4d. per dozen per year, 
post free) may be had from Rev. Canon Bullock-Webster, 17 Gordon Square, London, 
W.C. (2) Personal knowledge of some Mission Field or Diocese. This results in (8) 
Public Speaking or preaching for 8.P.G. (4) The organisation of big public meetings 
in large centres. (5) The organisation of public meetings and parochial guilds for 
children. (6) The organisation of Missionary Missions. 

The usual two conferences of delegates from the Associations of the Federation have 
been held—in April in London; in November at Leicester. These conferences have 
already been productive of definite action. 

The Council for Service Abroad, which came into existence in 1899 under the 
United Boards of Missions, with an office at the Church House, is largely an outcome of 
suggestions made by the Federation. About 479 members of the Federation are on 
Foreign Service, 62 having gone out last year.

Church Missionary Society, Clergy Union.—A Union of the Younger Clergy for 
London and the neighbourhood was formed in 1885, with a view to enlist sympathy and 
co-operation in the work of the C.M.S., for the study of missionary subjects, for united 
intercession, and, where possible, for more active work—such as deputation work, 
addresses in day and Sunday schools, &c. 

Since 1885 similar Unions have been formed in the provinces. These now exist in 
60 localities. Hach of these Unions has its own Secretary and organisation, of which 
particulars are given in the following list, and in 1901 they were all incorporated 
into one body, the C.M.S. Clergy Union, which also enrols many Clergy who are not 
within reach of any local Union. 

An Annual Conference of the delegates is held in June, the Union accepting an 
invitation from one or other of the branches. Other conferences or meetings are held 
from time to time. The Union has a membership of about 2,000, and issues an Annual 
Report, and papers periodically for the use of its members, and a special page is reserved 
for its notices in the C.M.S. Gazette.

GUILD OF ST. AUGUSTINE FOR THE FOREIGN MISSIONS OF 
THE CHURCH. 


The object of the Guild is to band together Church people, on a Catholic basis, and 
irrespective of particular missionary societies, to aid and promote the Foreign Missions 
of the Church by prayer, public and private, systematic almsgiving, and training the 
young to recognise the Christian’s duty towards God’s Mission Field. 

The Guwild consists of members who pay a minimum subscription of 2s. annually ; 
Associates, who pay 6d. a year and may be enrolled by any member without fee ; and 
‘Juvenile Associates, who pay 1d. quarterly. Parochial or District Wards of the Guild 
may be formed wherever there are not less than ten adult adherents of the Guild, of 
whom three at least are members, or twenty juvenile associates. Wards have freedom 
of action according to local circumstances. A bronze badge is issued to members. The 
Guild issues an Annual Statement and Quarterly Intercession papers giving subjects of 
prayer and thanksgiving, also a quarterly journal of its work, entitled the Gudld Messenger. 
The Executive Committee meets monthly.

Founded by Royal Charter in 1848. Students must be members of the Church | 
of England, and not less than eighteen years of age at admission, and declare 
their intention on leaving to devote themselves to the work of the Church abroad. 
Accommodation for fifty-nine students, terms 50/., inclusive of education, board, 
and lodging.

Students 
are admitted after examination by a Candidates’ Committee as to their general fitness 
for missionary work, and also in elementary Divinity, Classics, Mathematics and 
English.' The course of study varies according to need, that for lay evangelists 
extending usually to four terms, for ordination candidates to over three years, and 
besides a theological training embraces lectures on comparative religion and practical 
instruction in pastoral work. ‘Training is also given in vocal music, medical work, 
the principles of teaching, and various technical subjects. Accommodation for 39 
students.

PROVINCE OF CANADA.

DIOCESE OF FREDERICTON. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1845, before 
which time it formed part of the Diocese of Nova Scotia. It com- 
prises the whole of the Civil Province of New Brunswick, and is 
pounded on the north by the Province of Quebec, on the east by 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, on the south by the Bay of Fundy, and on 
the west by the State of Maine (U.S.). A narrow isthmus, about 15 
miles across at its narrowest part, joins it on the south-east to the 
Province of Nova Scotia. The area is 27,174 square miles, and the 
population, according to the census of 1901, was 825,000. 


Church Work.—By the last census (1901) there were 41,767 
members of the Church of England, and there are at present 9,000 communicants. 
The number baptized in 1910 was 872 infants and 75 adults, total 947, and confirmed 
869. There are 77 on the roll of the Clergy. There are 163 consecrated churches 
or chapels of ease, and about 80 other places licensed in which services are held regularly. 
The Cathedral Chapter consists of the Bishop, the Dean, three Archdeacons, seven 
Canons, and four lay members. 


Finance.—There are in the Diocese 35 self-supporting parishes, and 38 aided missions. 
The Offertory Collections, Pew Rents, and other contributions for the support of the 
Clergy, and maintenance of Church work in the Diocese amounted in 1910 to $75,209. 
The income from endowments for the same purpose is $17,781.85. The contributions 
for mission work outside the Diocese amounted to about $5,000.00. The estimated 
value of Church property, including Church buildings, rectories and school buildings, is 
$741,850; and the amount of insurance carried $437,855. The Diocese has a 
Widows and Orphans’ Fund, of which the capital is $51,550.00; an Incapacitated 
Clergy Fund with a capital of $42,425.00 ; a Fund for the Education of the Children of 
the Clergy, amounting to $3,020; a Divinity Scholarship Fund (in memory of the 
late Bishop Medley) of $5,107.95 ; and another Diocesan Divinity Scholarship Fund 
of $2,900. Also a Bishop Medley Memorial Canonry Fund, the capital of which 
is $13,472.30. 


Education.—The Government system of education is non-sectarian and non-religious. 
There are a boys’ school and a girls’ school in the Diocese, each conducted on Church 
- principles. The boys’ school is now owned and conducted by the Diocese. The pupils 
in these schools number about 100, | From the last reports of the Clergy there are 
116 Sunday schools in active work, with 600 teachers and about 7,000 scholars.

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DIOCESE OF ALGOMA. 


General Description.—The Diocese is a Missionary one, de- 
pendent for half its maintenance on the voluntary offerings of 
the members of the Church in older Canada and England. The 
S.P.G., S.P.C.K., and C.C.C.S. respectively subsidise it with 
varying amounts and for varied purposes. Without this aid it 
could not have existed. The Clergy now number 53, Lay readers 
26, Sunday-school teachers 394, scholars 8,969. In 1910 there 
were 945 baptisms, 402 candidates were confirmed. The Diocese 
extends over an area of 70,000 sq. miles. The encouragement of 
self-support, to the utmost measure of the people’s scanty ability, is 
made a first principle. The country is being rapidly opened and 
settled in many parts. Valuable mineral resources have been 
discovered and are being developed. The Church is struggling to keep pace with the 
Increase in population. 


Pressing Needs.—(1) The doubling of our Sustentation Fund of 10,000/. in view of 
the gradual loss of 8,P.G. grants. (2) A Superannuation Fund, for the assistance of 
retired Missionaries, disabled for active service by age or infirmity. (3) Legacies, 
donations, and annual subscriptions for general purposes, such as stipends, church and 
parsonage building, &c.

General Description.—The Diocese territorially contains thirteen 
counties, covering an area of 12,000 square miles, having to the north 
the waters of Lake Huron and Georgian Bay; to the south those 
of Lake Erie; to the west Lake St. Clair, and Rivers Detroit and 
St. Clair ; and to the east the Dioceses of Niagara and Toronto. The 
population is estimated at over 800,000. ‘The cities and towns in the 
Diocese are numerous, though none of them are large; London, in which 
is the Cathedral and the residence of the Bishop, has a population of 
50,000, Brantford 20,000, Stratford 10,000, St. Thomas 10,000, Windsor 
10,000, Chatham 10,000, Woodstock 10,000, &e. 


Church Work.—Clergy in active service, 155. Total number on the roll, 166. 
Number of church edifices, 297 ; value of same, $1,000,000. Number of Parsonages, 103. 
Church population, 63,460. Adults baptised, 216 ; infants, 1,810, Communicants, 
25,139. Sunday school pupils, 17,968. Total number of those engaged in Snnday- 
school work—officers and teachers, 1,875. 

Institutions.—The following educational institutions are under Church auspices, and 
are situated in the city of London: Huron Theological College, incorporated 1863 ; the 
Western University, incorporated 1878. 

Finance.—Total capital of the Diocese, including trust funds, April 30, 1911, 
$778,967.44. Voluntary contributions for religious objects, including stipends, parochial, 
diocesan, and missionary work in 1910, $257,416.70.

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DIOCESE OF MONTREAL. 


General Description.—This Diocese was divided from that of 
Quebec in 1850; it is bounded on the south and west by the United 
States and the Province of Ontario, and on the east by the eastern 
boundaries of the counties of Berthier, Richelieu, Bagot, Shefford, and 
Brome, and on the north by the heighth of land. The population in 
1891 was 739,000. 


Church Work.—The proportion of the Church of England to the 
entire population is less than 7 per cent., French Roman Cathclics 
largely predominating. The number of the Church members in 1910-11 
was 51,497, of communicants 16,637. There are 104 parishes and 
45 missions, with 170 churches, and 78 other stations where services are occasionally 
held. ‘he clergy number 126, the lay readers 50, and the students of the Diocesan 
Theological College, of whom there were 30 last year, work in the vacant parishes and 
missions during the summer months. Jn 1910-11 there were 1,879 baptisms. 


Education. —The Sunday schools number 1389, with 10,660 scholars and 1,003 teachers. 


Finance.— Voluntary contributions for the support of the Clergy of this Diocese, about 
$79,943.07. The sum of $39,843.97 was contributed for foreign missions and for missions 
in Algoma and North-Western Canada. 

The Diocesan Theological College, Montreal, upon which for some years the 
Bishop has had to depend almost entirely for the supply of Clergymen to fill vacancies 
as they occur, now meets all requirements,

DIOCESE OF NIAGARA. * 


General Description.—The See was founded in 1875, and is the 
smallest of the Canadian Dioceses in point of area, although in the 
number of Clergy it exceeds several. 


Education.—We have well-attended Sunday schools through- 
out the Diocese. Scholars number 8,163. There is a school for boys 
at St. Catharine’s, Bishop Ridley College. It is attended by about 
120 boys, chiefly boarders. 


Church Work.—The six counties which form the Diocese contain 
a total population of 240,000. The members of the Church of 
England known to our Clergy, 35,980, of whom 13,309 are communi- 
cants. Their contributions towards the support of their Clergy, and 
to all Church purposes, amounted last year to $144,332.76. The 
baptisms in 1909-10 were 1,395. Hight were ordained in the year, and 991 confirmed, 
There are 81 Clergy in the Diocese. The Episcopal Fund has been completed and invested, 
amounting to $75,000. An Episcopal residence has also been purchased. Last year the 
Diocese exceeded all its apportionments, Diocesan, Domestic, and Foreign. All our funds 
are well invested. New energies have been called into action. Very successful extension 
work has been done since I last reported, e.g. a church has been built in the west end 
of Hamilton, and a new mission formed. A new mission has also been formed in the east 
end, and a mission house built. Christ Church Cathedral and St. Mark’s Church have 
lifted heavy mortgages amounting in the aggregate to about $22,000 and have been 
consecrated. Other churches have greatly reduced their indebtedness. All Saints 
Church has been remodelled and enlarged at a cost of $19,000 of which about $11,000 
has been paid. The men’s missionary movement has aroused the zeal of our laity, in 
many cases—largely due to the faithful work of Archdeacon Clark—the stipends of the 
clergy have been increased. I have appointed a chaplain to care for our sick at the 
General Hospital, and we are making a systematic effort to find out and retain our 
Church immigrants who have come out in increasing numbers this year, In this matter 
we should be greatly helped if the Clergy in the British Isles were careful to give

DIOCESE OF NOVA SCOTIA. 


General Description.—This is the earliest of the Colonial Sees, 
and was founded in 1787. It comprises two distinct provinces— 
Nova Scotia (including the island of Cape Breton) and Prince Edward 
Island. The former has an area of 20,900 square miles; the latter 
is much smaller, being 2,133 miles in extent, the two provinces having 
a combined population of 562,833 (1901). A large number of im. 
migrants land at the port of Halifax on their way to Western 
Canada. A few, every year, settle in Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island, but not a sutficient number to compensate for the 
emigration of many of our most energetic young people to the United 
States, and now still more to the Western Territories. 

Church Work.—There are 72,083 (1901) members of the Church of England in 
Nova Scctia and Prince Edward Island, of whom 16,300 are communicants. The 
parishes and missions number 105, and are served by 124 Clergy. The Bishop holds 
Confirmations frequently in every parish and mission ; 791 candidates were confirmed 
in 1910. He also occasionally holds a visitation of the parishes and inspects the property. 

Education.—The State provides common schools, which are made use of by the 
population generally, and there is a training college for the teachers at Truro. In 
Nova Scotia there are 12,360 scholars in the Sunday schools. The Church has a school 
for girls and the collegiate school for boys, at Windsor; both are in a flourishing 
condition, and give promise of great good. There is also there the University of King’s 
College, founded by George IIT. in 1802, which is well equipped with able professors, 
but is sadly crippled by lack of means. The students number about 50. Of this number 
one half are candidates for Holy Orders. Efforts are being made to increase the 
endowments of the College, and to make it of still greater assistance to the Church 
in the Dioceses of Nova Scotia and Fredericton. 

Finance.—The Mission Board has an income of about 4,0002. for general purposes, 
besides widows, orphans, and superannuation funds, We have about 1,6702. a year from 
a fund invested for endowment of parishes, and the people are everywhere required 
to contribute to the maintenance of their ministers. About 30 of the parishes are 
self-supporting, 

The year 1910 has been marked by the holding of a Bicentenary Commemoration 
of the establishing of regular services of the Church of England in Canada. So far 
as is known, the first regular services began at Annapolis Royal (Port Royal of the 
French) in 1710. The Commemoration included a wonderfully successful and interesting 
Church Congress, and the opening of the beautiful Cathedral of All Saints at Halifax, 
the See city. Crake L. Nova Scorra.

if | Hastings, Lennox, Addington, Prince Edward, Frontenac, Leeds, and 
Grenville, containing 78 townships, with a population of 208,599 and 

an area otf 6,692 square miles. 

Church Work.—The number of Church people, as reported by the 
census, 38,871, of whom 26,771 are known to the Clergy. These are 
gathered into 148 congregations, of which 138 worship in churches 

provided with 24,143 sittings, and 30 in school-houses, halls, and other buildings. 


® 
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These congregations are grouped into 63 parishes and missions served by 76 Priests and 
2 Deacons, who report 9,454 communicants. 48 parishes are provided with parsonage 
houses, and 24 with Sunday-school puildings or parish halls. The estimated value of 
Church property is $891,550. ' ; 

Religious Education.—Trinity University, Toronto, is the only Church University 
in the Province, and Clergy of the Diocese are for the most part trained in it and 
Wycliffe College, in conjunction with the University of Toronto. St. Albau’s school 
for boys at Brockville, and St. Agnes’ school for girls at Belleville, are the only 
distinctively Church Day Schools. There are 110 Sunday schools, with 5,490 scholars 
and 641 officers and teachers. : 

Finance.—The total of voluntary contributions for the financial year ending 
Easter 1911 was $111,952. The Clergy Reserve Commutation Fund yielded the Clergy 
$6,073, and parochial endowments managed by the Synod, $12,814. The Diocese 
receives no financial aid from any extraneous source, except the grants made by the 
S.P.C.K. for church building and books.

DIOCESE OF OTTAWA. 

Tym See was founded in 1896 by a division of the large Diocese 

of Ontario. The Diocese consists of the Counties of Dundas, 
Stormont, Glengarry, Prescott, Russell, Carleton, Lanark, Renfrew, 
and part of the district of Nipissing, making in all a distance of 
nearly 300 miles, and including an area of over 11,000 square 
miles, The church population is 31,462 with 12,844 communi- 
cants. In 1910 there were 980 infants baptized, and 34 adults, 8738 
confirmed, and 6,652 pupils in the Sunday schools. There are 73 
clergy in the Diocese, 128 churches, 54 parsonages, and the total 
value of the Church property is $1,056,405. The total voluntary 
contributions of the Diocese amounted last year to $171,849. The 
Diocese is largely agricultural and lumbering, containing few town 
»arishes. The Missions are supported by the Diocesan Mission Fund, and no outside 
help is required. The 8.P.C.K. encourages our country families greatly by aiding in 
the erection of their churches, and grants several studentships to candidates for Holy 
Orders in the last two years of their college course.

DIOCESE OF QUEBEC. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1798, and has 
a population of 788,738, of whom 729,270 are French. Those living 
on the coast are fishermen ; those in the district between the St. 
Lawrence and the United States border are engaged in agriculture. 
Timber is exported from Quebec ; Sherbrooke is the capital of the 
agricultural district, and has also some beginnings of manufacture. 
There is little immigration—more leave the Province of Quebec than 
come to it. 

Church Work.—The number of Church members is 22,514; 
of communicants, 8,818. There are in use 133 Churehes! and 41 
Mission Stations,2 and 84 Clergy, 9 of them pensioned. The number 
of persons confirmed in the year 1910 was 648 ; and there were three candidates ordained 
Deacons and one Priest. 

141 Mission Stations.—This is to indicate that besides services being held in 133 churches, services are 
occasionally held in 41 or more other places where there is no church building ; 25 of these are in the 
Labrador Mission on the north shore of the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

2 This includes 6 churches, which are used only in summer for visitors, when a Chaplain is 
appointed by the Bishop to take charge. 
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Education. —Besides Bishop's College School, Lennoxville, for Boys, and King’s Hall, 
Compton, for Girls, both of them Institutions for Higher Education with daily Church 
Worship and Teaching, and’also two Church Orphan Homes in Quebec City, one for Boys 
and one for Girls, there are 113 Sunday Schools with 3,643 scholars. 


Finance.—The amount raised in the Diocese, Easter 1910-1911, was $118,006.04. 


Training College.—The University of Bishop’s College at Lennoxville belongs 
equally to this Diocese and to Montreal. The salary of professors in 1910 was $11,300, 
and the exhibitions given to students of this Diocese, $3,868.36. 

The Diocese marked its centenary, which it celebrated on June 1, 1893, by voluntarily 
surrendering the annual grant of the S.P.G., amounting to 9002. ; in 1894, 2007. ; in 
1896 and 1898 as much, and began the year 1900 without outside aid from the Society, 
except for the Mission of Labrador and College Exhibitions, and the grant for the 
Mission of Labrador was relinquished in 1907.

General Description.—The See was founded in 1839. By succes- 
sive subdivisions the original area now comprises six Dioceses. 

It is bounded on the north by the Georgian Bay and Muskoka 
Territory ; on the south by Lake Ontario; on the east by the Diocese 
of Ontario; on the west by the Dioceses of Niagara and Huron. Its 
area is 9,600 square miles, with a population according to the census 
of 1901 of 564,141 (the city of Toronto having a population of 
400,000). 

The character of the population throughout the country-parts of 
the Diocese is mostly agricultural, with a considerable amount of 
lumbering. In the cities and towns manufactures of all kinds are 


carried on. 

Church Work.—The number of Church members in 1911 was 107,610; there 
are 29,906 communicants and 221 Clergy. There are 259 permanent churches, and 
101 parishes and rectories, 176 missions and stations. There were 4,163 baptisms 
last year; 2,044 persons were confirmed, and 3 ordained—2 Deacons and 1 Priest, 
5 Deaconesses, 9 Lay Readers. 

Education.—The day schools are all under the Government and dissociated from 
the Church. ‘Trinity College School for boys, and Bishop Strachan’s School for girls, 
St. Alban’s Cathedral School for boys, Havergal Ladies’ College, Toronto, and Bishop 
Bethune’s School for girls at Oshawa, have together about 600 pupils. ‘There are 210 
Sunday schools, with 2,508 teachers and officers, and 26,036 scholars. There are 
2 training colleges: (1) The University of Trinity College, with a Royal Charter, and 
with Faculties in Arts and Divinity. The original endowment of some 40,000/. has 
been increased to about 60,0002., in addition to College ground and buildings valued at 
75,0002. St. Hilda’s College, Toronto, is a Residence for Women proceeding to the Arts 
degree in Trinity College. In the work of the Faculty of Arts, Trinity College is united 
with the University of Toronto under a Federation Agreement made in 1904, while in 
respect of the Faculty of Divinity it continues to exercise independent University 
functions. (2) Wycliffe College is supported by private subscriptions. 


Finance.—The voluntary contributions were—for the maintenance of Clergy, 
$147,269; for parochial objects, $540,803; for non-parochial objects, $93,947 ; 
and for diocesan missions, $21,322.00 ; domestic missions, $11,135.00 ; foreign missions,

DIOCESE OF RUPERT’S LAND. 


General Description.—The Diocese comprises practically the whole 
Province of Manitoba. Its area is about 58,000 square miles. The 
population at the last census was 250,000, but a recent estimate by the 
Provincial Government puts it at about 400,000. During the past year 
the influx of new settlers has been great, especially to the cities such as 
Winnipeg and Brandon, and to the larger towns. In some of the smaller 
towns and portions of the country districts, on the other hand, the 
church congregations have suffered from the departure of some of their 
largest supporters to the new provinces of the West, and of British 
Columbia. 


Church Work.—From Easter 1910 to Easter 1911 there were 942 candidates con- 
firmed. During the same period 4 new churches were built, and additions made to 4 
churches. New vicarages were secured in 13 parishes, There are now 41 self-supporting 
parishes in the Diocese and 87. missions. During the past year 47,4087. was contributed 
in the Diocese for church purposes, 


Education.—The Provincial Governments in the various municipalities spend very 
large sums of money on education. As a consequence the province is well equipped 
with primary schools. In the larger centres also there are excellent collegiate institutes 
and intermediate schools, where students can be prepared for matriculation to the State 
University, and also for the examination for Teachers’ Certificates. 

In the matter of church schools, St. John’s College, St. John’s College School for 
Boys, and Havergal for Girls are still maintained with efficiency in the city of Winnipeg. 
At these 8 institutions there were 463 pupils in attendance during the year. 


Needs.—The most pressing need is for men to occupy the various missions of the 
Church. It is very distressing to have parishes vacant month after mouth, and to see 
the Church suffer in consequence. The expansion in Western Canada is so great that the 
supply of men is far below the demand. 

A second urgent need is for the establishment of some more churches in the growing 
city of Winnipeg. There are now within the limits of the city 23 centres at which 
services of the church are held, but 5 additional churches are urgently needed at once. 
A large number of emigrants who have come into the Diocese during the year have 
settled in Winnipeg ; many of them belong to the Church of England. 

A third need is for the completion of the fund for the building of the new St. Johu’s 
College. $150,000, or about 30,0002., will be needed to complete the enterprise and 
provide a small endowment for the salary of a warden. 

A fourth need is for more money to be used in making grants towards the stipends of 
our Missionaries. Several of our large missions should be divided, and new missions 
are needed along the new lines of railway.

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DIOCESE OF ATHABASCA. * 


General Description.—This comprises the southern portion 
of the original Diocese of that name, which included what is now 
called the Diocese of Mackenzie River. The division was effected 
at the Provincial Synod of the Church of England in Rupert's 
Land in 1883, The Missions at present occupied are St. 
Paul’s Mission, Chipewyan, extending northward to Fort Smith, 
on Slave River, and southward to Fort McMurray, on the Atha- 
basca River ; St. Luke’s Mission, Vermilion, to the north of the 
Diocese. 

The Diocese was formerly of purely missionary character in 
behalf of Red Indians, Crees, Beavers, and Slave Indians, but 
is now undergoing a rapid change owing to the increasing presence 
of white settlers. The Irene Boarding School is at Vermilion. 

The Christ Church Mission, near Smoky River, includes a farm and mission school. 

The Mission of St. Peter’s, Lesser Slave Lake, with a boarding-school for Indian 
children. 

St. Andrew’s Mission, White Fish Lake, and a Mission (St. John’s) at the Wapuskaw 
Lakes for work among the Crees. 

Missions with resident Clergy are sorely needed in the extensive territory, prairie, 
forest, etc., recently opened up to immigrants, but the establishment of them is hindered 
for lack of funds. The Bishop’s headquarters will for some time be Lesser Slave Lake. 

The Rev. F. E. Robins, of Athabasca Landing, has been appointed Archdeacon. He 
also fills the offices of Secretary, Treasurer and Examining Chaplain. 

The Grande Prairie and Peace River districts are rapidly filling up with immigrants, 
chiefly English and American. In both these distiicts both men and means are needed. 
Other denominations are sending three workers for our one, In all this enormous area 
we have only two clergy and one church. 

On the Grande Prairie, the Rev. F. W. and Mis. Moxhay have opened our first hostel 
for bachelor settlers, and have succeeded in winning nearly 40 young men, many of 
whom would never have been reached by any other means. We need about three such 
institutions, which would enable us to touch the majority. A small hospital in connection 
is a great need. New churches have been erected at Peace River Crossing and Prairie 
tiver.

DIOCESE OF MACKENZIE RIVER. * 


General Description.—The Diocese of Mackenzie River was 
separated from the Diocese of Rupert’s Land in 1875, and from 
Athabasca in 1883, and the Diocese of Selkirk was separated 
from it in 1891; but it still remains one of the largest of the 
Colonial Dioceses in area, containing upwards of 500,000 square 
miles, and some of its missions are farther north than any other 
in the British Empire. 

Church Work.—Five mission stations and one out-station, 
with a house at each, have been established. There are four 
churches, wooden structures ; four ordained missionaries, three 
male and three female lay helpers, and two native catechists. 
; The station at Hay River is becoming one vf the most encourag- 
ing in the diocese. Hundreds of Esquimaux assemble at Herschel Island in the course 
of the year, and they are visited at other places along the Arctic coast. The diocesan 
school is steadily progressing. Day and Sunday schoo!s are held. The whole Bible 
has been printed in the Tukudh language, and the New Testament in Tinne, besides 
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the Prayer Book and Hymuals, 'Tribes—Esquimaux, Tukudh, Hare, Slavi, Mountain, 
Sikani, Dog Rib, Yellow Knives, Chipewyan, besides white people and half-breeds. 
Finance,—A. steadily decreasing block grant from C.M.8., and a grant from the 
M.S.C.C., form the principal part of the income for all diocesan work.

DIOCESE OF YUKON.* 


Description.—Its eastern boundary follows the line of the Rocky 
Mountains from the Arctic Ocean on the north, at west long. 141°, 
to British Columbia on the south, in west long. 125° and north lat. 
60°. Its southern boundary is the Province of British Columbia at 
north lat, 60°. Its western boundary is the American territory of 
Alaska at west long, 141°, The Diocese is commensurate, unless 
only in its northern extremity, with the political district of the Yukon 
Territory governed by » Commissioner and Council. The population 
of the Diocese may be about 15,000, half of them being residents 
in or near the chief city, Dawson, and including about 1,000 native 
Indians scattered through the country. 


Church Work.—In this matter endeavour has been made to 
keep pace to some extent with the growth of the country. Previous to the opening 
of the Klondyke mines, the Church work in the Diocese was contined to 2 or 8 
missions to the native Indians exclusively, There are now 4 missions to the Indians, 
and in addition to these there are organised parishes and English congregations. 
There are altogether in the Diocese 8 Clergy. There are 5 permanent churches and 3 
school-chapels, or mission-rooms. There are 7 mission houses or parsonages. The 
Indians are nearly all christianised. The 4 Indian Missions are supported by the 
C.M.58., and 3 of the 4 English Missions are assisted by the C.C.0.8. A church 
was built at Caribou Crossing in 1904, more than half the cost being undertaken by the 
Women’s Auxiliary to the Church of England in Canada.

DIOCESE OF MOOSONEE. 


General Description.—Moosonee formed part of the original Dio- 
cese of Rupert’s Land, out of which it was taken in 1872, when the 
first Bishop was consecrated, and which, until 1903, included the 
Diocese of Keewatin. The Diocese is the whole of the basin of 
James's Bay, and is bounded on the south by Dioceses of Algoma 
and Teronto, and on the east by the Diocese of Quebec. It com- 
prises the whole of Ungava as far as to the watershed, and is limit- 
less north. The population may be estimated at 5,000 Indians, 
unnumbered Eskimos, and 12,000 white people. ~ 


Church Work.—The Church members are about 6,000, communi- 
cants 1,200, and there are 9 Clergy. There is a pro-cathedral at Chapleau, and there 
are churches at 14 other places. The Diocese is divided into large districts, over which 
a Clergyman is placed: his work is arduous, as he has to travel throughout his district at 
least once a year ; this is done in summer by means of canoe, and in the winter either 
on snow-shoes or with dogs and sledges. 

The southern portion of the Diocese is rapidly opening up for settlement. The Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway is being constructed through the Diocese from east to west, a 
distance of 500 miles, and a second, the Temiscaming and Northern Ontario, from south 
to north, a distance of 100 miles, making the junetion with the G.T.P. at a place called 
Cochrane, which will soon be a large and important town. The population has already 
reached 2,500, Towns are also rapidly springing up at Matheson, Golden City, Potts- 
ville, Porcupine, Metagama, and other places. Golden City, Pottsville, Porcupine, and 
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Metagama are ail in the Porcupine District, which is said to be the greatest ‘gold-field 
in the world. It is estimated that 10,000 people are scattered through this area of 
100 square miles. Chapleau, the chief town of the Diocese, where there is the. pro- 
cathedral, has a population of 1,200. With the exception of Moose Island, it is very 
difficult to grow even vegetables at any of the Missions on the Bay, as the summer is 
very short. The staple food is tinned meats, bacon and flour. Fish and game, such as 
cod, geese, ducks, ete., are plentiful in the spring and late autumn. The only means 
of communication with the Bay even now is by the annual Hudson’s Bay ship from 
England, or Revillon Bros’. vessel from Montreal ; or by small canoes down the rivers 
from the railways. 

The Arctic Mission comprises all the country inhabited by the Eskimo. Blacklead 
Island, Cumberland Sound, is the northern centre. This was the scene of the remarkable 
experiences of Rey. E. W. T. Greenshield and the Dutch crew, after their vessel was 
wrecked and sunk in Cumberland Sound. A new Headquarters Mission has also been 
established at Lake Harbour, near Ashe Inlet, on Hudson’s Straits, from which the 
missionaries will itinerate in all directions. 


Education, —There is a school at every mission station, at which English is taught to 
the residents, and to such Indians as make a lengthened stay, while all Indians are 
diligently instructed in their own language. Sunday schools exist at all stations ; and at 
some posts, where there is not a resident Missionary, the Hudgon’s Bay trader conducts 
both service and Sunday school. There are 5 lay workers and 16 native catechists, and 
6 ladies connected with school work. There are 2 Indian Boarding-schools, one at Moose 
Fort, of which Archdeacon Renison is principal, Miss Quartermaine is matron, and Miss 
Edith Taylor isassistant ; and the other at Chapleau, with Rev. P. R. Soanes as acting- 
principal, Miss G. M. Sutherland as superintendent, and Miss Rutlell as teacher. The 
former has 24 and the latter 26 pupils in attendance. 


Needs.—1. A continued support of our Moosonee Mission Fund for the payment of our 
native Clergy, catechists, and schoolmasters. 2. The increase of our building fund, for 
the erection of churches and mission houses. 3. The increase of our fund for the educa- 
tion of our native Clergy’s children. 4, The creation of a fund for Eskimo school and 
new work in the north, JoHN G, MoosonEE.

DIOCESE OF KEEWATIN.* 


General Deseription.—The Diocese of Keewatin was formed in 
1901, the first Bishop being appointed in April 1902, but not conse- 
crated until August 1902. 

The Diocese was formed in order to relieve Moosonee of all its 
missions on the west shores of Hudson’s Bay, but it also took in the 
greater portions of the Indian missions from the Diocese of Rupert’s 
Land. 

There are more Indian missions and more Indians and Eskimos 
than in any other Diocese in the Dominion, except Saskatchewan, 
besides a very large and growing work amongst white settlers. 

The Diocese is a little over 300,000 square miles in extent, 
joining the Diocese of Algoma on the east, some 35 miles west of 
Fort William. It then runs west some 300 miles to Molson, some 
hern boundary line, which is the United 
ill being the 


40 miles east of Winnipeg, and from the sout dar 
States, it runs nearly 1,600 miles to the north, our Mission at Churehh 
last house or settlement before reaching the North Pole. 
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Church Work.—In the northern portion of the Diocese we have 6 central missions, 
with out-stations, the populations varying at each from 250 to 600, All are Christians 
and nearly all members of our Church, no other religious body working in five out of 
six of these Missions. In the southern portion of the Diocese there are 4 central 
Missions with out-stations ; many of the Indians are Christians, but some are still in 
the heathen state with no desire to accept the white man’s religion. The population 
of the Diocese is now some 25,000, being about 17,000 whites, 5,000 Indians and 3,000 
Eskimos. There is at present only one self-supporting church or parish in the Diocese, 
that being Kenora. here are 21 permanent churches, 778 Sunday school scholars 
with 75 teachers. When the Diocese was formed there were only 7 clergy, now we have 
16, besides a fair number of lay workers. The work is almost equally divided betwixt 
white and Indian; but the former is growing rapidly, whereas the latter remains 
stationary. During 1908-9 mission work has been carried on in the camps of the 
Trans-continental railway.

DIOCESE OF QU’APPELLE. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1884, and 
contains an area of 90,000 square miles, with a population of about 
300,000. It was formed out of the Dioceses of Rupert’s Land and 
Saskatchewan, and is bounded on the east by Manitoba, on the north 
by Saskatchewan, on the west by Calgary, and on the south by the 
United States. It is almost entirely agricultural and pastoral. Immi- 
gration into this district began about 1883. 


Church Work.—The Diocese is divided into 80 districts, nearly 
all of which contain a number of out-stations. Between 400 and 
500 points are touched by the Church. The great difficulty to be 
contended against is the absence of many large centres of population 
} (Regina, the capital, has about 20,000, and Moose Jaw 20,000 
inhabitants), and the way in which the people are thinly scattered over a wide area. 
The estimated Church members number 50,000, the communicants 6,500. Sunday school 
scholars 3,000, with 250 teachers. There are now 76 Clergy ; 100 churches have been 


built ; several more are in course of erection. Baptisms 1,113 in 1911, and 350 candidates 
were confirmed. 


Needs.—1. Funds are urgently needed to carry on and enlarge the general work 
among the scattered settlers, for the maintenance of the new College for training 
candidates for the Ministry, and for the purchasing of the splendid new site offered by 
the Provincial Government at a nominal sum for the Cathedral, Bishop’s residence, the 
permanent Diocesan College, School, and other Diocesan buildings. At least 5,0007. a 
year is needed from sources outside the Diocese. 2. Funds are also very much desired 
for the evangelisation of the Indians, of whom there are about 6,000 in the Diocese, 
mostly heathen. There is great railway development going on and new towns springing 
up on every side. It is impossible with the means on hand to supply men for the 
development of the work, and it is very important for the future position of the Church 
in this new land. There is not at the present time sufficient to pay for existing work, 
and we should have 20 additional Clergy at once. Young unmarried Priests, with a 
missionary spirit, would find magnificent opportunities for work among the thousands 


of new settlers flocking into the Diocese from the Motherland and the United States of 
America.

DIOCESE OF SASKATCHEWAN. 


General Description.—The Diocese of Saskatchewan was formed 
out of Rupert’s Land in 1872. Its area is about 200,000 square 
miles. It has a considerable Indian population, a majority of whom 
are members of the Church. There are a few cities and towns, as 
Prince Albert, Saskatoon, Lloydminster, Battleford and North 
Battleford, Melfort, Rosthern, Duck Lake, Radesson, Vermilion, 
&e,, and numerous towns and villages along the C.N.R., G.T.P. and 
C.P.R. But the population is largely agricultural, residing in 
scattered farm homesteads. Prince Albert, the oldest settlement, 
is the See city. The University of Saskatchewan is situated at 
Saskatoon, and Emmanuel College, the Theological College of the 
Diocese, is affiliated with it, and is located with the University. 
Emmanuel College has as its principal Rev. G. E. Lloyd, M.A., and he is assisted by 
Rey. J. T. Tuckey, M.A., as Dean, and Revs. H. S. Broadbent, M.A., and W. A. Fer- 
guson as professors in residence, besides lecturers. There are 53 students on the roll, 
besides 26 deacons attending lectures in preparation for Priest’s Orders. There is also a 
Church Boarding and Day School for girls at Prince Albert, St. Alban’s Ladies’ College, 
of which the Bishop is President, which, besides providing full instruction in music, 
drawing, art-needlework, &c., prepares the pupils for the High School and Matriculation 
sop oa of the Province. Miss A. Ryan is the principal, assisted by a staff of 6 
teachers. 


Needs.—1. Increased assistance for the stipends of Clergymen, the number of 
whom onght to be increased every year; and for the erection of mission churches, 
parsonages, &c. 2. The completion of the Clergy Endowment Fund, and especially for 
the Indian Missions Endowment, for the support of Indian missions, to supply the place 
of the rapidly-reduced grants from C.M.S., which will soon cease altogether. 3. (a) The 
formation of an Endowment Fund for Emmanuel College for the salaries of the staff ; 
(b) the maintenance of the College, which for some years the fees and Jocal contributions 
will be entirely unable to provide ; (c) the providing of scholarships, or bursaries, for 
students, and (d) a considerable fund for the completion of the building and equipment 
of the College, which is obliged to commence work with only half the building needed 
for residences, class-rooms, &c.

DIOCESE OF CALGARY.* 


Tye Diocese extends from the International boundary line to 
the northern boundary of Township 63, and from a line running 
between ranges 10 and 11 between the fourth and fifth meridians 
to the boundary line between the Provinces of Alberta and British 
Columbia. Its greatest length is 378 miles, and its greatest breadth 
342 miles. Its area is about 100,000 square miles. It was estab- 
lished in 1888, being joined to Saskatchewan under one Bishop till 
October Ist, 1903. 

Church Work.—The population of the Diocese is increasing at a 
rapid rate. The foreign population, including Galicians, Russians, 
French, and Icelanders, is large. 

There are at the present time just 50 licensed Clergymen at 
work in the Diocese, and a few lay readers, but the number of clergy should be at once 
increased to 70 in order that Church people in all parts may be fully reached. Of the 
Clergy now in the Diocese, 12 are supported by the free-will offerings of the people they 
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minister to, and others will soon be in a similar position. Church buildings are mostly of 
word, but there are many places where no churches exist. Parsonages are few in number. 

Indian Work.—The work of the Church among the Blackfoot, Bloods, Peigans, and 
Sarcees is making excellent progress. There is reason for thinking that in afew years 
many of these Indians who, under the guidance and encouragement of the Indian Depart- 
ment of the Government of Canada, have taken to the raising of cattle, will become 
self-supporting. 

Needs.—1. At least 20 clergy, and a steady increase after these have been added to 
our numbers. 2. Increased funds for the partial maintenance of the additional clergy. 
3. Funds to aid in the erection of churches and parsonages, 4. The augmentation of 
the Diocesan Clergy Mission and Sustentation Fund, which now amounts to less than 
1,0007. 5. A building fund as well as a fund for the partial maintenance of the 
*“ Bishop Pinkham ” Divinity College, to be opened in Calgary as soon as possible.

DIOCESE OF CALEDONIA.* 


Tue Diocese of Caledonia comprises the northern half of 
British Columbia, and embraces the many outlying islands, the 
coast district, and the interior. The three large rivers, the 
Skeena, the Naas, and the Stickine, form the natural way into 
the interior, which is very mountainous. At present there are 
only a few settlements on the coast or up the rivers, but as the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway is being constructed across 
Northern British Columbia, the country, which is exceedingly 
rich in natural resources, such as timber, fish, minetals, with 
many fertile valleys, is destined to rapid development. Already 
settlers are pouring into some of these valleys, and the new 
terminal city, Prince Rupert, has a population of 4,000. Popula- 
tion, White, 10,000 ; Indian, 8,000; Chinese, 1,000; Japanese, 750. More than a quarter 
of the Indians, or 2,308, are members of the Church of England. Among the new 
places springing up are the following : Stewart, a mining town at the head of Portland 
Canal; New Mossett, on Graham Island ; Seeley, 3 miles from Hazelton ; Telkwa, on 
the Bulkley River ; Swanson Bay, &c. 

The Tala-Tan Mission to the Indians on the Stickine River, closed for seven years, 
has been re-opened this year, 

The Diocese of Caledonia now forms part of the Canadian Church as organised in 
the General Synod of Canada. It has a Diocesan Synod in which White and Indian 
congregations are represented without distinction, Bishop Ridley, consecrated in 1879, 
when the Diocese was first set apart, resigned in 1904, and was succeeded by Bishop Du 
Vernet. 

The following Societies aid in the support of the work :C.M.8., S.P.G., O. and C.C.S., 
and the Missionary Society of the Canadian Church. The O.M.S. began work among 
the Indians in 1857, the 8.P.G. among the miners in 1884,

DIOCESE OF COLUMBIA.* 
General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1859; the 


Diocese of Caledonia was separated from it in 1879, and in the same 
year the Diocese of New Westminster also was formed out of it, 
It now comprises Vancouver Island and the adjacent islands, and 
has an area of 17,000 square miles, being about 350 miles in 
length, by from 50 to 120 in breadth. Agriculture, coal-mining, 
iron foundries, lumber mills, shipbuilding, salmon and seal fisheries, 
employ most of the people. The population, including all races, 


is about 79,000, of which 3,000 are Chinese, about 500 Japanese, and 
5,200 Indians, . 
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_, Church Work.—Victoria, the capital of the Civil Province of British Columbia, is 
situated in this Diocese. The other considerable towns are Nanaimo, Cumberland, 
and Ladysmith, the centres of the coal-mining industry. In early years of the Colony 
large sums were collected by Bishop Hills in England, but the total sum received 
from. this special fund is not more than 1502. a year. There are only endowments for 
the Bishopric, the Archdeaconry (the original gift’ of the late Baroness Burdett-Coutts), 
and one Rectory, and there is a Clergy Endowment Fund which produces 3507. a year. 
In Victoria all the churches are self-supporting. In Nanaimo the church is in the 
same condition, but all the other Missions in the island have to be helped. 

The statistics for 1908 are:—Clergy, 28; communicants, 2,126; baptisms, 295 ; 
marriages, 137; burials, 200; confirmations, 87. At Alert Bay there is an Indian 
Mission, and an Industrial School in connection with the C.M.S. 

_ The Rev. J. Grundy continued his ministrations to the Chinese during the year. The 
mission to the Loggers in the Camps on the north-east coast of Vancouver Island and the 
adjoining mainland of British Columbia has developed, and been abundantly blessed. 
A steamer has been built, for which substantial aid was given by the M.S.C.C. and 
S.P.G., and the Rev. J. Antle is in charge of the Mission with a staff of two doctors and 
two nurses. There are now three fully equipped Hospitals, at Rock Bay, Texada Island 
and Alert Bay, and the work has been highly appreciated by the Loggers, who contribute 
to the support of the mission uo less a sum than $10,000 (2,000/.) a year.

DIOCESE OF NEWFOUNDLAND AND BERMUDA.* 


Newfoundland. 


General Description.—This, the oldest English colony, has an 
area of 42,000 square miles, with’a coast line of about 2,000 miles ; and 
according to the census of 1901 a population of 217,037 exclusive of 
those resident on the Labrador coast (3,947) within the jurisdiction 
of Newfoundland. The inhabitants are almost exclusively situated 
on the sea-coast, the chief industries being the cod, seal, herring, 
salmon and lobster fisheries. 

Shoe, biscuit, cordage and nail factories, iron foundries, lumber 
mills, the recent introduction of whale-fishing and the erection of 
pulp-mills give employment to part of the population. 

The census of 1901 gives 73,008 as belonging to the Church 
of England, the majority living in isolated conditions. 

Finance.—The Church receives no grant from the State, and with the exception of 
250/. there are no endowments for the payment of the clergy. The S.P.G. gives the 
chief aid towards the support of the Missions; this grant, however, is being gradually 
reduced. A Sustentation Fund has been formed to supply the deficiency. 

Education.—Denominational. There are 300 schools of the Church of England, 
with 439 teachers and 14,611 scholars. There are 204 Sunday schools, with 1,150 
teachers and 12,350 scholars. There are two colleges for Higher Education, and a 
Theological College called Queen’s College. 


Bermuda. 


Church Work.—Bermuda was formerly an Archdeaconry in the Diocese of Nova 
Scotia. In 18389 the Diocese of Newfoundland was founded, and Bermuda was 
attached to it, the Bishop having, by Letters Patent, episcopal jurisdiction in Bermuda. 
The Church in Bermuda is established. The Bishop spends every alternate winter in 
this part of his Diocese. 

Education.—Public education is fairly provided for by an annual grant from the 
Colonial Legislature. There are also many private schools, but none actually in con- 
nection with the Church of England. There are 14 Church Sunday schools, having an 
aggregate of 808 scholars, with 117 teachers, 
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Finance.—The Church in Bermuda receives no help from religious societies in 
England ; it is entirely supported by resources within the colony. A portion of the 
stipends of the Rectors is provided out of a grant from the Colonial Treasury; a 
second portion arises from glebes; these amounts are supplemented by a parochial 
stipend. There is a Church Society, employed chiefly in accumulating an Endowment 
Fund, with a view to the future maintenance of the Church in this colony when the 
grant from the Colonial Treasury ceases. There is in connection with this a Sustentation 
Fund, and also a Widows’ Fund. The money and property in the hands of the Bermuda 
Church Society are valued at 12,000/. sterling.

DIOCESE OF NEW WESTMINSTER. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1879, and 
now consists of a district lying between the 49th and 54th parallels 
of N. latitude, bounded on the east by the 120th meridian, and on 
the west by the Gulf of Georgia. The population, including 
Indians, Chinese, and Japanese, is about 200,000, and the area 
about 90,000 square miles. On November 8, 1899, the Eastern 
and Southern portion of the original Diocese was, by unanimous 
vote of the Synod, erected into a separate Diocese, to be known as 
the Diocese of Kootenay and to remain in charge of the Bishop of 
New Westminster until an endowment of 10,0007. be secured, or in 
the meantime an income of 500J. a year. 

Church Work.-——The principal cities are Vancouver (110,000), 
with nine parishes, all of them self-supporting. Several new parishes have recently 
been formed outside the city limits, which will soon be self-supporting. New Westmin- 
ster (14,000), the See city, with three parishes, two of them self-supporting. Altogether 
there are 15 self-supporting parishes in the Diocese. Owing to the building of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, and Canadian Northern Railways, and the extension of the B.C. Electric 
Railway in the Lower Fraser Valley, help is needed to meet the expansion at many points. 
Missions are maintained among the Indians, who number 8,000 in the Diocese, of which 
the Church has 1,600 under her care. Indian Boarding and Day Schools are maintained, 
and an Indian hospital. There is a Chinese catechist at Vancouver, and mission workers 
among the Japanese. The Columbia Coast Mission for loggers, worked jointly by the 
Dioceses of New Westminster and Columbia, has a new mission steamer. It is fitted 
up with operating room, and carries a doctor. In connection are three hospitals, with 
ures doctors and six nurses. This mission is doing a unique and remarkable work along 
the coast. 

The Bishopric has for endowment 10,5007. The Archdeacovry of Columbia for this 
Diocese was endowed by Lady Burdett-Coutts in 1860 with a gift of 5,000. The 
endowment now amounts to 10,5007. There are no other endowments. 


Statisties.—-Churches, 54; other places where services are held, 46; Clergy, 55; 
communicants, 5,538; baptisms, 621; confirmed, 216; S. S. teachers, 825; scholars, 
3,100; voluntary contributions for year, about 18,485/.; grants to missions, 2,385/.; 
local contributions to stipends of clergy, 5,853/. 


Needs.—(1) Scholarships for theological students ; (2) Aid for building the Provincial 
Theological College and for endowment of Warden’s chair; (3) Formation of Clergy 
Endowment Fund to aid weak missions; (4) Sums of 60/. a year for a definite term, to 
open up new missions and assist them to become self-supporting ; (5) Modern Theological 
books, to increase the slender libraries of Clergy receiving small stipends; (6) Church 
furnishings, altar vessels, &c., for new mission churches.

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DIOCESE OF KOOTENAY. 


THE Diocese of Kootenay comprises all of B.C. east of the 120th 
meridian of W. longitude. It formed part of the Diocese of New West- 
minster until 1899. It is still presided over by the Bishop of New 
Westminster, until an episcopal income is secured by endowment. 
Should a Bishop for Kootenay be secured, the present Bishop of 
New Westminster may choose which Diocese he will retain. Then the 
election to the episcopate remains with the Synod of the Diocese. 

The returns for 1910 show that there are 30 clergy, 10 lay readers, 
and for the summer months 3 students from college. There are 28 
church buildings and 16 clergy residences. There are 74 stations 
served by the above clergy and lay readers. The number of baptized 
members returned is 7,397, and the number of communicants is 1,722. 

Nelson, the See city, is the most considerable town, but Fernie, Rossland, Revelstoke, 
and Cranbrook are rapidly overtaking it. All these are self-supporting parishes, there 
being nine such in the Diocese. 

While mining has in the past been almost the only industry, now fruit-raising is 
about to furnish employment to many thousands. Apples, pears, peaches, plums, 
cherries, &c., doremarkably well. 

Railway development by the C.P.R. and Great Northern is rapidly opening up 
valleys and fertile lands that hitherto have been beyond the reach of settlement. 

Needs.—(1) The sum of 2,0002. to complete the Bishopric Endowment Fund. The 
parishes and missions are from 500 to 800 miles from the residence of the Bishop of 
New Westminster and Kootenay. (2) Funds for the extension of Missions—new towns 
are continually coming into existence. H. Beer, Archdeacon of Kootenay.

DIOCESE OF JAMAICA. 


General Description.—In the year 1824, Jamaica, the Bahamas, 
and the settlements in the Bay of Honduras were created a Bishop’s 
See, but the Bahamas and Honduras have since been made separate 
Dioceses, and the Diocese now consists of the island of Jamaica, 
which is 144 miles long by 49 broad, and contains 4,207 square miles. 
The census of 1891 gave a total population of 639,491, while the 
census taken at the beginning of April this year shows that the 
population has increased to 831,123. 

Church Work.—On the diocesan lists there are about 42,000 
registered communicants of the Church of England. These figures, 
however, give a very imperfect idea of the range of the Church’s work 
and influence, as there is a large number of persons who attend the services of the 
Church with greater or less regularity, though they have not registered themselves as 
members under the Canon Law of the Disestablished Church. It is probable that 
250,000 persons would be registered as belonging to the Church of England, but 
accurate numbers can be given when the full census figures for 1911 are published. 
The number of consecrated churches is 110 ; in addition to which there are about 214 
school chapels and mission rooms, in which Divine service is reeularly held by Clergymen 
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and catechists. Of these, 122 are mission stations in connection with the Jamaica 
Chureh Home and Foreign Missionary Society. There are 97 Clergy and 335 catechists 
and voluntary lay readers, of whom 156 are honorary lay readers and the remainder 
employed under the direction of the Diocesan Financial Board and the Missionary 
Society. The baptisms in 1910 were 8,506, and three Priests and eight Deacons ordained. 
The number annually confirmed averages about 2,000. 


Education. —The Church had about 228 primary schools under Government inspection, 
with about 25,000 scholars. A process is steadily going on by which, where there are 
several small denominational schools in a locality, they are being combined into 
Government schools under the joint management of the former managers of the 
schools thus amalgamated. The last complete return showed 1,774 Sunday-school 
teachers and about 30,426 scholars in attendance. The Chureh takes its share with 
others in the work of secondary and higher education, which is chiefly provided for 
by some endowed schools. In several schools recently commenced in connection with 
the Deaconess Home further provision is being made by the Church for secondary 
education for girls. 


Finance.—The total voluntary contributions for ordinary purposes in 1910 were 
30,2747. The Colonial and Continental Church Society aids in sustaining Clergy 
in seven parishes, at a cost of 200/., and the S.P.C.K. gives frequent and liberal aid to- 
wards church and school buildings. The Christian Faith Society gives about 4007., and 
the Taylor Trust and the Jamaica Association assist school and other work to the extent 
of about 8002. a year. 


Needs. —The following are among the pressing needs of the Diocese at the present 
time : (1) Assistance for the General Sustentation Fund, to aid in maintenance of the 
Clergy in poor parishes. (2) Completion of Episcopal Endowment Fund, (8) A regular 
annual supply of three or four men from England, either fully qualified for the work of 
the ministry, or possessing such character and intellectual capacity as would enable them 
to become so qualified by a course of training in the Jamaica Church Theological 
College. (4) Aid towards the support of the Jamaica Church Theological College, 
the Deaconess Institution, the Belmont Orphanage, and towards supplementing the 
stipends of the poorer clergy. 

The above-named needs, which have been mentioned in previous editions of the 
Year-Book, are still pressing. Happily the restoration of buildings damaged or 
destroyed by the earthquake of 1907 has been satisfactorily completed, with the 
exception of a few small buildings, and it is expected that the debt that will have 
to be faced will be met in due course. In 1904 the total amount of voluntary 
offerings was 24,617/., as the result of the general depression caused by the hurricane of 
19038. In 1905 there was a further shrinkage, the offerings being 20,8957. In 1906 the 
offerings amounted to 26,262/., in 1909 to 28,738/., and in 1910 to 30,2741.

DIOCESE OF ANTIGUA. 


General Description.—This Diocese was formed in 1842, when the 
Diocese of Barbados was, by letters patent from the Crown, divided 
into three—Barbados, British Guiana, and Antigua. Edward 
Hutson, B.A., consecrated seventh Bishop January 15, 1911. ‘There 
is no church work in Anegada, St. Eustatius or St. Martin’s. 

The Diocese embraces the English islands of Antigua, Dominica, 
Barbuda, Montserrat, St. Kitt’s, Nevis, Anguilla, Tortola, Virgin 
Gorda, and Anegada, as well as churches in the foreign islands of St. 
Bartholomew (French), Saba, St. Eustatius (Dutch), St. Martin (half 
Dutch, half French), St. Croix and St. Thomas (Danish). English 


is the language of the common people in all these islands, except in St. Bartholomew 
and in Dominica, 
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Church Work.—There are 44 churches with separate parishes or districts, besides 
schoolrooms licensed for public worship, and there are 31 Clergy (of whom 14 were 
born in the West Indies), assisted by 25 licensed lay readers. In 1873 the Church 
in the English islands was disestablished and disendowed, the rights of existing In- 
cumbents being reserved. A Diocesan Synod met’ for the first time in Antigua in 
June 1884, and framed canons for the government of the Diocese, to which all the 
Clergy subscribed. A new church has been built at Portsmouth, Dominica, and it was 
dedicated on May 24th to the greater glory of God and in honour of St. John the Divine. 
This church is built on a small glebe set aside for this pious purpose 180 years ago. 


Finance.—The Bishop receives a stipend of 6342. a year from the Colonial Bishoprics’ 
Fund. The Clergy are supported mainly by their congregations, assisted by annual 
grants from the S.P.G., amounting to 900/. In St, Thomas, being a consular station, 
the Rector of All Saints receives from the Foreign Office a small allowance as British 
Chaplain. ‘The real property of the Church is vested in each island in trustees (of 
whom the Bishop is always one), in accordance with local legislation. 


Education.—This is provided for the labouring classes in the denominational schools 
of the several religious bodies—Church of England, Roman Catholic, Moravian, and 
Wesleyan. These are all subsidised by grants from the Legislature, where they are 
approved by the Government Inspector. 

There are five schools for secondary education. Three of these are Government 
schools, viz. those in the Islands of St. Kitt’s, Dominica and Montserrat. The other 
two are in Antigua, and are Anglican schools subsidised by the local Government, one 
being for boys, ‘The Antigua Grammar School,’ condueted by Archdeacon Branch, the 
other for girls—‘ The High School,’ condueted by the Misses Branch.

DIOCESES OF BARBADOS AND THE WINDWARD ISLANDS. 
Diocese of Barbados. 


General Description.—The Diocese was founded in 1824, and 
included originally what are now the Dioceses of Guiana, Antigua, 
Trinidad and Windward Islands. It now consists of the Island of 
Barbados only. The Church is established and supported by the local 
Government. By the census of 1891 the population was 182,396, of 
whom 156,539 were entered as members of the Church of England. 

Church Work.—There are 11 parishes, 46 churches and chapels and 
53 Clergy. There is a Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral of 
St. Michael in Bridgtown, in which there are 6 Canonries, of which 
the Bishop has the Patronage. The whole Diocese is divided into 
3 Rural Deaneries. There is one Archdeacon. ‘There are 41 licensed 
lay readers and 22,475 communicants. 


Education.—The whole of the education of the colony is under the management of 
an Education Board, of which the Bishop of Barbados is the President. The Education 
Institutions are divided into First Grade, Second Grade and Elementary. Harrison 
College and The Lodge hold the first place for boys in the First Grade, and Queen’s 
College for girls. Combermere school as a Second Grade school holds the premier place. 
There are 164 elementary schools, of which 121 belong to the Church of England. The 
average attendance at elementary schools is close upon 14,000. 

Codrington College was founded by Sir Christopher Codrington in 1711, who 
bequeathed to the S.P.G. certain estates for its support. It is affiliated to Durham 
University. There are 4 scholarships provided by the Government of the annual value 
of 402, a year and tenable for two years. Besides these there are 4 scholarships termed 
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the Island Scholarships. The Barbados Scholarship is tenable for 4 years at an 
English University, and of the annual value of 1751. 

Finance.—The salaries of Bishop and Clergy are paid by the Colonial Legislature. 
The total amount raised (independent of clerical stipends) for the upkeep of the Church 
is about $34,000 from Vestry Grants, Pew Rents, X&c., including $15,000 from 
Offertories. 


Diocese of the Windward Islands. 


This Diocese includes St. Vincent, St. Lucia, Grenada and the Grenadines. The 
population is about 160,000. In St. Vincent and in the Grenadines the majority belong 
to the Church of England ; in St. Lucia and Grenada, where the population is largely 
French in descent and language, the dominant religion is Roman Catholic. There are 
at present 16 clergy in the islands, and the Diocese is under the jurisdiction of the 
Bishop of Barbados until a sufficient endowment for the stipend of a separate Bishop 
ean be obtained. 


Finance.—The Church is disestablished and disendowed. The stipends of the 
Clergy are very small, and indeed, were it not for the help given by the S.P.G. and the 
Christian Faith Society, the Clergy could not live. 

Needs.—A more accurate knowledge of the position and condition of our West Indian 
possessions generally, and, on the part of Churchmen, a deeper sympathy with their 
brother Churchmen out here in the West.

BRITISH HONDURAS, WITH SPIRITUAL JURISDICTION OVER CENTRAL 
AMERICA 


Tur Diocese embraces the Colony of British Honduras and 
Central America, The area of the Colony is 7,560 square miles, 
and the coast-line of the Diocese is 1,700 miles. The population 
of the Colony is 40,000, and that of Central America over 4,400,000, 
containing representatives of almost every country. Besides 
Europeans, we have multitudes from Africa, the West Indian 
Islands, America, India, and China, and there are still about 
2,000,000 of Indians scattered throughout the interior. Among 
these various nationalities, we have many thousands of our fellow- 
subjects and members of our own Church. The Diocese was formed 
from that of Jamaica in 1883 under the Right Rev. R. Kingston, 
co-adjutor of Jamaica as the first Bishop, who was succeeded by the 
Ven. Archdeacon Holmes, in 1891, who fell asleep about four months after his arrival 
as Bishop. In 1893 the Right Rev. G. Albert Ormsby, D.D., was appointed, and in 
1894 the Synod of British Honduras and the Provincial Synod of Jamaica, with the 
concurrence of the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishop of London, and the Bishop 
of the Falklands, agreed to the extension of the Diocese, so as to be practically the 
Bishopric of Central America, but in March 1906 the Canal Zone and that part of the 
Republic of Co'umbia which extends south from the Isthmus was ceded to the American 
Church. The agreement was concluded by Bishop Ormsby, the Archbishop of the West 
Indies and the Presiding Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church of America. In 
1909 the Right Rev. Herbert Bury, D.D., was appointed, and in 1911 he resigned, 

The present staff of Church workers are, two Archdeacons, sixteen Clergymen, and 
fifty-seven licensed lay readers. The Colony is divided into eight Mission parishes, 
and in Central America there are Missions at Puerto Cortez and Rio Blanquito in 
Spanish Honduras ; Bluefields, Rama, Corn Island, and Grey Town in Nicaragua ; Port 
Limon, San José, and Germania on the Costa Rica Railway, in Costa Rica ; and Bocas 
del Toro, in the Republic of Panama; Barrios, Virginia and Quatemala in Republic of 
Quatemala.

DIOCESE OF GUIANA.* 


General Description.—Guiana was erected a separate See from 
Barbados in 1842. The Diocese is co-extensive with the colony of 
British Guiana, and extends from Venezuela on the W. to Surinam 
on the E., having a seaboard of nearly 300 miles. The country is 
traversed by immense rivers running N. and S., the chief of which 
are the Barima, Waini, Pomeroon, Demerara, Essequebo, Berbice, 
Corentyne, &c., and may be divided into three distinct belts : (1) The flat 
alluvial land running inland 40 or 50 miles, which is under the culti- 
vation of sugar, rice, cocoa, &c. This portion is thickly populated by 
people of various nationalities. (2) Forest land running 8. for 300 
miles, sparsely inhabited by Indians and the workers on the gold 
and ‘diamond fields. (3) Savannah lands, inhabited almost entirely by Indians. 


Population.—Perhaps Guiana comprises more nationalities than any other colony. 
In 1891 the population was estimated (though the estimate is only approximate) at 
nearly 300,000, and consisting of: (1) Aboriginal Indians, including a dozen distinct 
tribes and languages, 8,000 ; (2) Portuguese, 12,000 ; (3) East Indians, &c., 106,000 ; 
(4) Chinese, 4,000; (5) Negro, 120,000 ; (6) Europeans, 5,000 ; (7) mixed races, 29,000. 
At thismoment the East Indians (Hindoos and Mohammedans) are considered to number 
about 130,000. 


Church Work.—The centres of work number about 97, ministered to by some 
40 Clergy, including the Bishop, with about 100 catechists and schoolmasters ; com- 
municants, 16,164. The day schools are about 87 in number, with 11,811 children. 
There are 6,038 children in the Sunday schools. The Training College at Bel Air, 
opened for the purpose of preparing young Kast Indians for catechists’ work, 


Needs.—A larger staff of Clergy for an English-speaking people, as well as for the 
aboriginal and immigrant classes. As many of the owners of estates do not reside in the 
Diocese, there is the greater need of their monetary help. More lay help in Church work. 
The Episcopal Endowment Fund greatly needs the assistance of all who are interested 
in the work of the Church in this colony. E. A. GUIANA.

DIOCESE OF NASSAU. 


General Description.—The See of Nassau was founded in 1861. 
The Diocese consists of the Bahama Islands, together with the 
Turks and Caicos group, and has a land area of about 4,420 
square miles. 

The population, according to the census of 1901, was 60,000. 


Church Work.—The number of mission stations, including 
churches, is 95 ; of Clergy, 21; of professing Church people, about 
15,000 ; and of communicants, 5,000. In the year 1910 there were 
823 baptisms, 381 candidates confirmed. 


Education.—There are 30 Church day schools, with 1,486 day 
scholars, besides the Government schools ; also 74 Sunday schools, 
with 240 teachers and 4,314 Sunday scholars, Two middle-grade 
schools, 52 scholars. 


Finance.—About half the cost of the maintenance of the clergy is provided by endow- 
ments and local contributions, the other half by a grant of 500/. from S.P.G., and the 
contributions of the Nassau Association in England to the Bishops’ General Purposes 
Fund. ‘The Diocese is also aided by grants of 150/. from Bray’s Association and 200/ 
from the Christian Faith Society for educational purposes. In 1910 1,712/. was raised 
in the diocese for Church purposes. 
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Needs.—At the out-stations the work is carried on by native lay readers, none of 
whom are paid. There is need of a more efficient staff of teachers, and the Diocese has 
other urgent wants which cannot at present be supplied for lack of funds.

DIOCESE OF TRINIDAD. 


General Description.—The Diocese comprises the islands of Trini- 
dad, Tobago, with jurisdiction over Anglicans in Venezuela, and con- 
tains 1,868 square miles, and a population of 330,000 (not reckoning 
Venezuela in either case), of whom 110,000 are East Indians and 
Chinese. The East Indians are for the most part Hindoos or Maho- 
metans. The figures of the Church of England are—members, 80,000 ; 
communicants, 14,000. There are 39 Clergy and 34 lay readers. 

Church Work.—The work of the Church is very encouraging : 
it is being actively carried on amongst Europeans, those of African 
descent, East Indians and Chinese. A forward movement has lately 
been made in East Indian work, and the Rev. C. B. Ragbir, an Hast 
Indian Priest, is now appointed superintendent of East Indian work ; about 1,200 East 
Indians are Anglicans. Canon Trotter is the resident Priest at Caracas, in Venezuela, 
who itinerates amongst the Anglicans elsewhere also, and has, in 1910, explored the 
interior. See ‘Mission Field’ for October 1910.

DIOCESE OF FALKLAND ISLANDS. 

Tue islands from which the Diocese takes its name are the southern- 
most British possession in the world, and forma Crown Colony. There 
are no aboriginals. The British number 2,000 roughly, of whom 800 or 
900 live in Stanley, the capital, where the Cathedral Church is also 
situated. The jurisdiction of the Bishop, however, extends over the 
Anglican churches and congregations on the mainland of South America, 
in Chile, Peru and Bolivia. The Anglican Church in South America 
appears to have a unique opportunity for gathering together in her 
fold English-speaking people, exerting a wholesome influence on the 
Spanish- or Portuguese-speaking inhabitants of the continent, and 
evangelising the many unevangelised Indian tribes which still remain in the interior.

DIOCESE OF ARGENTINA. 

THE new Anglican Diocese in Argentina and eastern South America 
includes the Church of England congregations aud missions throughout 
the greater part of the continent, viz. Argentina, Uruguay, Paraguay 
aand Brazil, the last-mentioned republic aione being larger than the 
U.S.A. without Alaska. The jurisdiction is not territorial, as within 
the empire or in non-Christian lands, but in regard to distances to be 
covered, the new diocese, like the old undivided diocese of the Falkland 
Islands, is still the largest in the world. St. John’s Church, Buenos 
Aires, on account of its central position and prestige, has naturally 
become the Pro-Cathedral, and a Chapter has been formed which 

provides for six honorary canonries, A Diocesan Synod will soon be 
constituted, The British are most numerous in and about the city of Buenos Aires, 
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and a third of the clergy of the diocese minister there. In the republics of the Plate 
our countrymen are also scattered as a small but influential minority throughout the 
interior, either in connection with the great English railways or farming, and camp- 
chaplaincies are formed where possible to provide them with the ministrations of 
religion, 7.¢. clergy travel over provinces, each of them perhaps as large as England, 
and gather together and minister to small congregations both in towns and remote 
country districts. In the United States of Brazil, however, the British are mostly in 
the cities on or near the Atlantic seaboard. St. George’s College, Quilmes, Buenos 
Aires, is a first-class English public school upon a Church foundation, but great 
difficulty is experienced in providing schools in most districts, and a large number of 
children are sent home for education. Another marked feature is the large number of 
young men in proportion to the rest of the English population. The South American 
Missionary Society acts as the handmaid to this diocese, and has schools and an 
orphanage and two Indian missions, one of which has only just been founded in 
Northern Argentina. The other has given excellent results in the Chaco of Paraguay, 
where the Zengua tribe has largely been converted to Christianity. The Missions to 
Seamen Society has also a strong work in Buenos Aires centring round the pro- 
cathedral, and also at Bahia Blanca and La Plata. ‘he Chubut valley in Patagonia is 
notable for the Welsh settlement there, and in other parts Scotch sheep farmers are 
numerous. The climate varies from tropical to cold and windy, and is for the most 
yart healthy. The means of communication by ocean and river steamers and railways 
is good but expensive. Off the main lines, however, travel is very slow. Most of the 
British population is of a floating character, but some are permanently settled in the 
various countries.

PROVINCE OF NEW SOUTH WALES.

DIOCESE OF SYDNEY. 


General Description.—The Diocese of Sydney is situated on the 
eastern coast of New South Wales, and measures about 200 miles 
from north to south, and 100 miles from east to west. It comprises 
but asmall portion of the original Bishopric of Australia, which was 
formed in 1836, and included New Zealand and Tasmania, having 
previously been an Archdeaconry of the Diocese of Calcutta. New 
Zealand was detached in 1841, and Tasmania in 1842. In 1847 the 
Diocese of Australia was again divided, the Sees of Sydney, Newcastle, 
Adelaide, and Melbourne being formed, and the Bishop of Australia 
was created, by letters patent, Bishop of Sydney, and Metropolitan of 
Australia and Tasmania. The See has since been greatly reduced by the 
foundation of the Diocese of Goulburn in 1863, and of Bathurst in 1869. 

Church Work.—There are 103 parishes and 22 conventional and mission districts ; 
396 churches and other buildings licensed for Divine service ; 225 Clergy, besides 11 
catechists, and about 150 lay readers and 9 deaconesses. ‘The members of the Church 
of England are estimated at about 371,489, and there is church accommodation for about 
65,000. The average annual number of confirmations is about 3,000, and of baptisms 


about 6,000. 
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Education. —In consequence of the withdrawal of the aid hitherto received from the 
State, all the denominational schools, except 20, have been closed. All the parishes 
have Sunday schools; the total number of scholars is 36,000, and there are 2,600 
teachers. 

Colleges. —St. Paul’s College, Sydney, is affiliated to the University of Sydney. 
There are several scholarships. 

Moore College, formerly at Liverpool, but now removed to Sydney.—This college, which 
is theological, has been the means of educating about 260 candidates for the ministry of 
the Church of England, nearly all of whom are now working in the Australian colonies. 
There are two scholarships of 302. each, two of 157. each, and two of 102. each, in 
addition to a Bursary Fund for assistance to deserving students. 

The King’s School at Paramatta was founded in 1832 for the purpose of supplying 
a high-class classical and mathematical education to the young men of the colony, 
especially to those of the Church of England. ‘here are several valuable scholar. 
ships. The Church of England Grammar School was opened at North Sydney in 
1889, at a cost of about 30,0007. There are 277 boys. 

Clergy Daughters’ School.—This institution is endowed to the extent of BOUL, 
There are two scholarships of the annual value of 25 guineas. A Grammar School for 
Girls was opened in 1895, with a Branch School at Boural. There are 169 girls in the 
schools. ; 

Finance.—The total annual income of the Diocese for Church work is about 90,0002. 
The amount raised in the Diocese for the support of the Clergy, exclusive of State aid, 
which is fast dying out, was about 30,0002. ‘The home mission work of the Church is 
carried on by the ‘Church Society,’ whose ‘General Fund,’ available for ordinary 
operations (exclusive of the amounts locally raised for clerical stipends paid through the 
Saale amounted last year to about 3,059/., and the Mission Zone Fund to 1,1477. There 
are also the Church Buildings’ Loan Fund, capital 11,8002.; the Clergy Widows 
and Orphans’ Fund and the Clergy Superannuation Fund have been amalgamated 
and now form ‘The Clergy Provident Fund,’ with accumulated funds amounting to 
82,0002.; the Diocesan Endowment Fund, 10,7207. ; the ‘Thomas Moore’ Cathedral 
Endowment Fund, 20,0007. ; and the Cathedral Canonries Endowment Fund, 1,4002. 
In the year 1888 was inaugurated for the Province of New South Wales a ‘Church 
Centennial Fund’ for general Church extension, which now amounts to about 65,0002., 
of which 20,0007. appertains to the Diocese of Sydney. The Bishopric is endowed with 
lands producing a gross income of about 2,700/., and there is an episcopal residence. 
The Cathedral and Deanery have been completed at a cost of upwards of 70,0002.

DIOCESE OF BATHURST.* 


THE Diocese of Bathurst has during the past year made good 
progress, and it is likely to make a greater advance in this year. The 
season promises to be a much better one, and several new workers have 
joined the ranks of the clergy. A great effort has been made to free 
the parishes from debt, and has already proved very successful. In 
the past year 2,6837. has been raised for Church building, and during 
this year a large number of Churches either have been already, or are to 
be, consecrated. The population of the Diocese is 160,000 ; estimated 
Church members, 70,000 ; communicants, 4,837. There are 6,457 
Sunday-school scholars, with 545 Teachers. 

The Brotherhood of the Good Shepherd, under the able manage- 
ment of the Rev. F. O. Feetham, with its staff of 12 energetic 
workers, is rapidly solving the problem of how to deal with the scattered population 
in the vast spaces of the western parts of the Diocese.

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DIOCESE OF GOULBURN.* 


General Description.—This Diocese, formerly part of that of 
Sydney, was founded in 1863. It now comprises the south-eastern 
portion of the State of New South Wales, and contains an area of 
50,000 square miles, with a scattered population of about 135,000 
British and other settlers, of whom upwards of 56,000 profess to 
be members of the Church of England. 


Church Work, &e.—The number of Clergymen at present em- 
ployed in the Diocese is fifty-six ; Stipendiary Readers, six ; Hon- 
orary Readers, forty. The numberof parishes is forty ; of churches, 
170. There is an excellent Cathedral, St. Saviour’s, Goulburn. 
In addition to the churches, public worship is held in sixty public 
buildings of various kinds, and such places as can be had in the remoter back settle- 
ments. At present a good deal of activity is shown throughout the Diocese in erect- 
ing new churches where nove existed before, replacing old churches, and repairing 
or enlarging others, as well as in the erection or enlargement of school halls. 
The Colonial and Continental Church Society makes an annual grant of 200/. 
in aid of the stipends of Clergy in ten poor parishes where the work is of a 
Missionary character. A movement has begun in the Diocese to establish boarding 
schools in suitable centres, in which children of well-to-do people may receive a good 
secular education, and also a good religious training in conformity with the principles of 
the Church of England. An effort is now being made to form a Provident Fund, by the 
aid of which retiring allowances can be provided for worn-out Clergymen, Earnest effort 
is being made to improve the quality of the teaching given in Sunday schools, and to 
enlist the aid of lay helpers to supplement the labours of the Clergy in giving religious 
instruction in public and private schools throughout the Diocese. 


Needs.—(1) Help towards the establishment of a Provident lund to provide pensions 
for aged Clergy. (2) Funds to aid in the education of suitable men for the work of the 
Ministry.

DIOCESE OF GRAFTON AND ARMIDALE. 


General Description.—The Diocese embraces the north-eastern 
portion of the colony of New South Wales, and covers an area of 
over 70,000 square miles. The population of the Diocese at the begin- 
ning of 1910 was 220,813, of whom 100,000 probably belong to the 
Church of England. The Diocese contains no large towns, and the 
population is widely scattered, several of the parishes being many 
thousand square miles in extent. The only considerable centres are : 
Grafton, on the Clarence River, with a population of 6,850 ; Armidale, 
situated on the highlands of New England, with a cool and bracing 
climate, 7,895 ; Tamworth, a prosperous pastoral and agricultural centre 
on the Peel River, 8,057 ; and Lismore, on the Richmond River, the 
centre of a thriving dairying district, 11,900. The population given is that within 
each Police District, the areas included varying considerably. The residence of the 
Bishop is at Armidale, where a See house was erected in 1895. 


Church Work.—There are 70 Clergy in the Diocese, 13 stipendiary Jay readers, and 
33 hon. lay helpers. In the nine months from April 1, 1910, to December 31, 
1910, there were 2,017 baptisms, 810 candidates confirmed, 7,721 communicants, and 
3,661 Sunday scholars,” In the nine months, 18,450/ was contributed in the Diocese 
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for Church purposes. The Clergy are entirely paid by voluntary contributions, the 
average income of a priest being 2007. a year. The Church possesses a high school for 
girls at Armidale, where there is also a proprietary school for boys, of which the Bishop 
is ¢w-officio visitor, the directors members of the Church, and the head-master must 
be in Holy Orders. St. John’s College for training candidates for Holy Orders was 
founded in Armidale in 1898, and 15 students are now in residence with a view to 
future service in the Diocese. 


Needs.—The Diocese has established a Church Extension Fund, to cope with new 
settlement, especially on the north coast and on the western plains, where settlement 
is rapidly taking place. The most pressing need of the Diocese is to build up this Fund. 
Aid is also required to assist in the support of students for Holy Orders, almost all of 
whom are poor men. Assistance is also needed for providing retiring allowances for aged 
Clergy, the stipends paid being too slender to admit of provision being made by the 
Clergy themselves. Young and strong men, able to ride and drive, and willing to 
devote themselves entirely to their work, will find in this portion of New South Wales a 
field of much interest, in one of the healthiest climates of the world.

DIOCESE OF NEWCASTLE. 


General Description.—This is one of the oldest dioceses in Australia, 
having been founded in 1847, contemporary with Melbourne and Ade- 
laide. A church was built in Neweastle as early as 1817, and stood 
until lately, when it had to give place to the rising Cathedral. The 
Cathedral has been extended and the ground plan completed. There is 
seating accommodation for 1,500. The services are bright and very well 
attended. This part of the State was settled very early in the last 
century, its vast coal deposits and rich lands attracting population. 
Newcastle is a large busy city of some 75,000 inhabitants, with ten 
churches. 


Church Work.—The Church members are estimated at about 90,000. ‘he total 
English-speaking population of the Diocese is about 180,000. The census will shortly 
be taken, and until then the authorities cannot give correct figures. There will for the 
next few years be special difficulties for the Church, owing to new coalfields being dis- 
covered and the spread of dairy farming. There are 58 ordained Clergy, and a large 
number of licensed voluntary Readers. The Education Act allows the Clergy to attend 
the State Day Schools for the purpose of giving religious instruction to the children 
of the Chureh. In Sunday schools there are about 10,200 children and nearly 900 
teachers. There is a Seamen’s Mission at the Port of Newcastle, provided with 
Institute and Chapel. Lay Evangelists ave more employed than in England, owing to 
the number of Mission Churches in every country parish. The Voluntary System calls 
into existence bodies of collectors to assist the parochial wardens. Stipends are paid 
through the Diocesan Council at its quarterly meetings, and Mission districts are 
assisted from a Church Aid Fund. ‘The same Fund assists in the education of students 
by grants towards their College fees. Young Australians are offering themselves for 
Holy Orders in increasing numbers. There is a Clergy Superannuation Fund, and a 
Fund for the Widows and Orphans of deceased clergymen.

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DIOCESE OF RIVERINA. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1884, It 
owes its existence chiefly to the liberality of a New South Wales 
churchman, who contributed 10,0002. towards the endowment of the 
See. It contains about 111,000 square miles, and is bounded on the 
noith by the Diocese of Brisbane, on the east by the Dioceses of 
Bathurst and Goulburn, on the west by South Australia, and on the 
south by the colony of Victoria. It forms the ‘back-blocks’ or hinter- 
land of New South Wales. The country consists chiefly of vast plains, 
on which millions of sheep are pastured. The towns are few and 
far between, and the squatters’ stations are separated by great dis- 
tances. Gold, silver, and copper are worked in the northern parts, 
which are more hilly. The celebrated Broken Hill silver mines are 
in this Diocese. The climate is healthy and the atmosphere dry, but subject to 
periodical droughts which seriously interfere with the work of the Church. 


Church Work.—The Clergy are 18 in number ; they are separated by great distances, 
several being as much as 120 miles apart. The members of the Church number 32,000. 
Missions to the aborigines are carried on at Warangesda and Maloga, the former under 
Church teaching, and frequently visited by one of our Clergy. The Bishop travels 
during the year over the whole Diocese, holding Confirmations, visiting the Clergy and 
the homes of the squatters, and attending Synods in Sydney. 

Finance.—The Clergy are supported by voluntary contributions, collected locally, 
and in some cases supplemented by moneys given for diocesan purposes. The work 
is crippled for want of funds, and in some cases has had to be entrusted to the ministra- 
tion of laymen on account of the difficulty of obtaining clergy. 

Needs.—The Church of England must have great power for gocd if only a sufli- 
cient supply of young, active, and earnest trained Clergymen are forthcoming. If the 
Church can preoccupy posts with good men, she will hold her own, and her services 
will be preferred to all others. The townspeople mainly belong to the Church, though 
many of the squatters are Presbyterians. In Broken Hill, a large mining centre, 
the population is mainly Methodist.

DIOCESE OF BRISBANE. 


General Description.—The See of Brisbane was virtually founded 
in the year 1859; it then comprised Central and Southern Queens- 
land, with a small part of Northern Queensland ; since, however, the 
formation of the Diocese of North Queensland in 1878, and Central 
Queensland into the Diocese of Rockhampton in 1892, the Diocese of 
Brisbane includes Southern Queensland only. The area of the present 
Diocese of Brisbane contains some 209,278 square miles, with a 
population of about 385,694, of which some 37 per cent. are members 
of the Church of England. 

Brisbane, the capital of the colony, contains over 125,000, whilst 
there are other towns on or near the coast with populations exceeding 
10,000, ¢.g. Ipswich and Toowoomba. 
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Church Work.—There are now 94 parishes and districts with 83 clergy, 16 ordination 
candidates, 12 catechists, and 68 honorary lay readers holding the Archbishop’s licence ; 
165 churches, and 65 temporary buildings in which services are held. The communi- 
vants number 9,618, whilst 1,465 persons were confirmed during last year. Orphanage 
and Rescue work is carried on by the Sisterhood of the Sacred Advent, whilst the 
Church Mission provides a body of trained lay Evangelists for Home Mission work. In 
addition to the ministrations to the Christian population of the colony, there are 
Missions to the Chinese in Brisbane and its neighbourhood. 


Education.—The State school education of the colony is free, compulsory, and 
secular, Freedom in the matter of Religious instruction on the lines of the N.S.W. 
system is now allowed at stated times during school hours by Act of Parliament in 
consequence of a Referendum taken in 1910. There are five Church of England day 
schools in the Diocese, and one Boys’ and two Girls’ High Schools, which are under the 
care of a sisterhood, and there are 40 Sunday schools with about 11,158 scholars and 
949 teachers. 


Finance.—The Clergy are supported by voluntary contributions, collected locally, 
and in certain cases supplemented by grants made from Diocesan Funds. Owing to 
a variety of causes the endowment capital of the See has suffered serious diminution, 
and a further capital sum of at least 20,0002. is required to bring it up to the level of 
efficiency. i 


Special Needs.—The chief needs of the Diocese are: 1. Graduate Clergy who will 
come out for a period of not less than five years and undertake pioneer work in the 
‘bush’ districts. 2. Unmarried clergy for ‘bush’ parishes, usually as curates in charge 
of districts under an incumbent. 3. The formation of a Central Sustentation Fund to 
augment clerical stipends.

DIOCESE OF CARPENTARIA. 


General Description.—The See was founded in 1900, and consists. 
of such part of Queensland as is bounded by the sea on the north 
and east, by the Northern Territory on the west, and by a line drawn 
from lat. S. 19° 30’ on the western boundary of Queensland due east 
to par. 144 and thence N. to lat. S. 16° 40’, and thence east to the 
sea, together with the whole of the Northern Territory of South 
Australia, comprising an area of not less than 620,000 sq. miles. 
The population, which is very widely scattered over this immense 
area, consists of about 15,000 whites, 5,000 Japanese, Chinese and 
other aliens, and 35,000 aboriginals. The white population is 
chiefly mining and pastoral, and almost entirely of the working class, 
Croydon (pop. 1,500) being the largest centre. The See town is 
Thursday Island, a pearl-shelling centre off Cape York. 


Church Work.—In addition to eight parochial centres for the white population, 
mission work is carried on among the South Sea Islanders at Thursday Island, among 
the Japanese at Thursday Island, and among the aborigines at the Mitchell River, where 
the Bishop has obtained from the Government a reserve of about 600 sq. miles, and where. 
a mission was successfully started in June 1905, and the Roper River, where a mission 
was begun in 1908 by the C.M.A. of Victoria on a reserve of 200 sq. miles. A Govern- 
ment Reserve has been proclaimed on the Island of Moa, Torres Straits, for South Sea 
Islanders entitled to remain in Queensland. Missionary work here has been carried on 
with great success during the last year by Deaconess Buchanan and a Fiji teacher. The 
Mission is called St. Paul’s Mission, and a School and Church House have been erected. 
Funds are urgently needed. There are eight Clergy, and five voluntary lay readers. The 
Easter Returns (1911) showed 153 baptisms, 51 confirmed, and 430 communicants, with 
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551 Sunday-school scholars, exclusive of missionary work. Three students are preparing 
for Holy Orders. 


Finance.—The Diocese has no endowment beyond the Bishop’s income of 4001. 
S.P.G. gives 1007. towards missionary work ; 8.P.C.K. 507. for Bishop’s College, and 
C.0.0.8. 1407. for parochial mission work. 


Needs.—(1) Additional Clergy in Priests’ Orders content with poverty and hard 
work. (2) Help towards the establishment and maintenance of the Aboriginal Missions. 
(3) Help towards the maintenance of the missionary vessel ‘ Francis Pritt.’ (4) Help 
for ministrations to the scattered white settlers.

DIOCESE OF NEW GUINEA. 


General Description.—British New Guinea, now named 
the Territory of Papua, was annexed to the Empire in 1884, and 
since the federation of the Australian States in 1901 has been 
administered by the Commonwealth. It contains an area of about 
90,000 square miles, being about one-third of the whole island. 
Its native population is roughly estimated at 450,000, and 
about 1,000 white people are resident in British territory exelu- 
sive of a few hundred coloured immigrants, Asiatic and Oceanic. 
The Church of Australia and Tasmania, assembled in General 
Synod, 1886, pledged itself to Mission work in British New 
Guinea. A resolution of General Synod, 1896, constituted the 
See, the first Bishop being consecrated in Sydney in January 
1898 ; he was compelled to resign owing to ill-health in Sep- 
tember 1908. The area undertaken by the Church for work 
amongst the heathen is situated on the north-east coast, the white settlers are scattered 
over the mainland and adjacent islands, being attracted mainly by the gold discoveries, 
and are also engaged as pearl-shellers, héche-de-mer and sandal-wood getters, planters, 
copra makers, and traders generally. ‘The natives are agriculturists, and live a settled 
life in villages, 

Church Work.—The Mission Staff, drawn mostly from Australia, numbers 72, and 
consists of the Bishop, 8 priests, 5 laymen, 10 ladies, 27 South Sea Island teachers, and 
21 native helpers, teachers and evangelists ; about 1,800 have been baptized and upwards 
of 1000 confirmed. There are 900 communicants, 362 catechumens, and about 600 
are able to read the Gospel, which has been translated into three dialects. ‘The Prayer 
Book has been completed in one dialect, and part of it issued in another. Twenty- 
eight mission stations have been established, with 28 schools containing about 1,500 
children ; and services are held regularly at 85 centres, and occasionally at 67 others, 
the average attendance being 5,072. About 14,000 natives are under the direct influence 
of the Mission, living along 270 miles of coast-line. A half-caste station has been 
established, and 39 children are in residence. A resident clergyman carries on work 
amongst both whites and natives at Samarai, the chief centre of trade and commerce 
in Papua, and visits from time to time the miners in the islands and on the mainland. 
A day-school has also been established at Samarai, and receives a small Government 
grant. Three trained Papuan teachers have been placed in charge of villages. 

No annual grant is received for native work from any Church Socicty. The 
Clergy Endowment Fund has been raised to 5,000/., but should be further increased and 
the Exhausted Workers’ Fund should be doubled. Considerable developments (both 
agricultural and mineral) are taking place in Papua, and the Church must be ready to 
meet the demands made upon it. Small bands of Christians are scattered along the 
coast who need careful shepherding during their first years of Christian life, that the 
standard may be maintained. This means an increase of clergy. To neglect the people 
now means serious difficulty in the future, During the year six new churches have 
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been opened. A new lannch has been purchased to replace one wrecked in a hurricane 
in March, 1911. The mission ‘‘ fleet’ consists of one schooner, one cutter, one launch, 
six whale-boats. 

The second Bishop of New Guinea, the Right Rev. Gerald Sharp, M.A., formerly 
vicar of Whitkirk, neur Leeds, was consecrated in Brisbane on St. Mark’s Day, April 
25, 1910. During his first year in New Guinea he made a tour of the diocese, visiting 
nearly all the stations and confirming 359 natives.

DIOCESE OF NORTH QUEENSLAND. 


General Description.—The Diocese of North Queensland was 
founded in 1878. Its area then included the whole of the Northern 
part of the State. In 1900 the Diocese of Carpentaria was created. 
The Northern boundary of the Diocese, since the creation of the See 
of Carpentaria, is fixed by a line drawn west from the Pacific Ocean 
along Lat, 16° 40’ to Long. 144. The boundary then follows the 
144th to parallel Lat. S. 19° 30’, which is followed West to the 
Northern Territory. The present area of the Diocese is 230,000 
square miles. The population consists of over 120,000 whites, of 
whom about 50,000 are members of the Church of England. The 
majority are males. Townsville is the seat of the Bishop, and has 
eee a population of about 15,000; and there are several other towns 
with populations ranging from 3,000 to 5,000. Outside these towns life remains still 
in the pioneer stage, and is principally pastoral connected with mining. The cattle 
stations are enormously large, some extending over 1,500 square miles of country. 
The chief products are gold, silver, tin, copper, sugar, coffee, and wool. Railways 
connect the interior with the coast from four seaports. The climate is hot but healthy. 

Church Work.—The Diocese is fully organised, with a Synod, and forms part of 
the Ecclesiastical Province of Queensland. It is much understaffed with clergy. 
There are at present only 21 in the Diocese, and two of these are working among the 
aborigines at Yarrabah Aboriginal Mission Station. These are simply unable to cope 
with the inereasing needs of the community. Thereare 46 churches ; and 28 Lay readers. 
Practically no work is being done among the Chinese, who number approximately 6,000. 
There are also Jarge numbers of Aborigines, and many Asiatic aliens. 

Finance.—There are no endowments except the See Endowment not yet completed. 
The clergy are supported by local contributions supplemented by a grant of 2507, per 
annum from the C.C.C.8., and by contributions through the Bishop of North 
Queensland’s Auxiliaries in England and Ireland (in conneetion with S.P.G.). The 
sum of 6,227/. was contributed for Church purposes in the Diocese in 1909-10. 

Education.—There is a great need for Primary and Secondary Chureh Schools. The 
State Schools are free and secular, while the Roman Catholic Schools are numerous and 
energetic. Church Schools cannot exist in this Diocese without monetary assistance 
from outside. There is one small parochial school at Charters Tower, and there is in the 
whole Diocese only one Private School where Church teaching is given. There are 2,920 
Sunday School scholars, with 2388 Teachers. 

Needs.—1. Clergy in Priests’ Orders, 2. Financial help towards the support of clergy 
in new and sparsely settled districts. 3. Completion of the See Endowment. 4, 


Central Endowment Fund for the Diocese. 5. Church Schools.

DIOCESE OF ROCKHAMPTON. * 


General Description.—The Diocese was founded November 30, 

1892. The first Synod of the Diocese was held, and the Constitution 

and Canons agreed to, in June 1893. The Diocese is practically

X ( ie tains about 223,000 square miles, and is bounded on the north by

IN ii Brisbane, on the east by the South Pacific Ocean, and on the west 
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by the Northern Territory of South Australia. The country consists 
chiefly of vast sheep and cattle ‘runs.’ The population (about 
66,000) is widely scattered, and the towns few and far between. 
Besides pastoral and agricultural industries, meat works and gold- 
mining give employment to a large number of men. ‘The climate 
is warm but healthy, and the atmosphere dry. 


Church Work.—The members (nominal and actual) of the Church of England are 
about 27,000. There are 19 parishes or parochial districts, with 12 Clergy and 6 
honorary lay readers holding the Bishop’s licence ; 28 churches, 50 temporary buildings 
in which service is held, also 185 ‘head-stations’ visited by the Clergy for the conduct 
of service. The communicants number about 2,100, and last year 561 were baptized and 
229 confirmed. The parish and Archdeaconry of Mitchell, which embraces the western 
portion of the Diocese, is worked chiefly from Longreach, the head-quarters of St. 
Andrew’s Brotherhood, with 4 Clergy. There is a Diocesan ‘Chureh Society’ for the 
promotion of Diocesan unity and efficiency by means of fellowship in prayer and work.’ 

Finance.—There are no endowments except the See Endowment (not yet completed). 
The Clergy are supported by voluntary contributions collected locally, and supplemented, 
when possible, by grants from Diocesan Funds, which are mainly derived from the 
Diocesan ‘Home Mission Fund,’ the S.P.G., and the ‘Bishop of Rockhampton’s 
Auxiliary in England.’ From the Marriott (S.P.G.) Bequest and from S.P.C. K. valuable 
help has been received towards the building of churches. 

Needs.—(1) Additional Clergy in Priests’ Orders, thoroughly capable, and imbued 
with missionary zeal are urgently required, (2) Financial help towards the support of 
Clergy in sparsely-populated bush parishes, (8) The completion of the See Endowment.

DIOCESE OF MELBOURNE. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1847, and now 
consists of portions of the State of Victoria, including the city of 
Melbourne, and some 40 or 50 miles in every direction around it. The 
area of the Diocese is about 7,000 square miles, whilst that of the 
whole State is a little less than Great Britain. The census of 
1901 showed a population in Victoria of 1,201,070, of which number 
423,955 returned themselves as members of the Church of England. 
The Diocese of Melbourne contains 600,000, ¢. ¢. half the population 
of the whole State. The Church of England population, which stood 
at 34°4 per cent. of the whole in 1871, is now 35°8. Melbourne 
is now the Metropolitan diocese of the Province of Victoria, All the problems of a great 
city present themselves here, and the life of the people is vigorous and democratic 
to a degree unknown in England. The railways and most public institutions are 
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owned by the State, and whenever a grievance arises, people turn to the Government 
for remedy. ‘There is therefore less self-reliance than in England, and almost constant 
controversy upon public questions, The Church, with her recognised supremacy 1n 
numbers, can piay an important part in every department of life. The great prosperity 
of the State of Victoria during the last few years has helped the extension and develop- 
ment of Church work. 

Church Work.—The number of Church members is 250,241; of communicants, 
23,429. ‘There are 226 churches in the Diocese, and 150 other buildings used for 
Church services. The licensed Clergy are 184, and there are besides 15 stipendiary 
readers, and 224 honorary lay readers who hold the Bishop’s licence to conduct services. 


Education.—The State system of elementary education is free, secular, and com- 
pulsory, but a great movement is now being made to introduce Bible teaching as a part 
of the recognised work in the schools. There are 242 Sunday schools, with 27,086 
scholars, and 2,327 teachers. Trinity College in Melbourne University belongs to our 
Church, and in addition to other studies is used for training candidates for Holy Orders. 
St. John’s Theological Hall in connection with Trinity College was founded in 1906, 
and has now 14 students. Six new Church schools have been recently founded. 

Finance.—The amount raised in the Diocese in 1910 for every branch of Church work 
was 92,015J. he Bishop of Melbourne’s Fund and the Consolidated Fund combined 
have an income of nearly 10,0007. a year, derived from endowments and annual gifts.

DIOCESE OF BALLARAT. 


General Description.—The Diocese was separated from that 
of Melbourne in 1875: it forms the western portion of the State 
of Victoria. It is half the size of England and Wales, and con- 
tains some 282,000 souls, of whom some 86,000 may be adher- 
ents of the Church of England; the majority are Presbyterians 
aud Methodists, and one-sixth Roman Catholics. Only about. 
100 are aboriginal blacks ; 4,000 or 4,400 are Chinese heathen. 
The population averages six persons to the square mile. It 
has only one large town, Ballarat, containing some 45,000 
people; and no high-class sea-port. The people are mainly 
(a) ‘squatters’ or ‘settlers,’ that is, large landholders in lease- 
hold or freehold, wool-growers ; these are chiefly Presbyterians ; 
they have greatly decreased in number; () gold-miners; (c) 
selectors, or small farmers. The last is by far the most numerous class. 


General Church Work.—There are 81 parishes, with a number of places worked under 
them, 84 Clergy, 11 lay readers (or catechists), and 54 honorary lay helpers, who hold the 
Bishop’s licence ; 180 Anglican churches, besides 161 places used for Anglican service ; and 
69 parsonages. The average Church attendants are 14,460 ; communicants about 9,049 ; 
and 1,729 were baptized and 514 confirmed during the year 1910. The erection 
of a stone Cathedral of beautiful design (containing Synod Hall and Diocesan Registry), 
was begun on St. Andrew’s Day, 1888. ‘he first portion of basement, ze. Diocesan 
Offices and the Chapter House, is completed. The present Cathedral Church, though 
enlarged in a temporary way, is altogether too small for the congregations desiring 
to useit. The Diocesan Synod numbers 179-80 Clergy and 99 laymen. Since its birth 
in 1875 the working capital of the Diocese has been trebled, its income nearly trebled, 
and its staff and plant doubled. It receives no aid from the State. The Colonial 
and Continental Church Society grants 1627. per annum. 


Education.—The State school education of the colony is absolutely secular, 
compulsory, tax-supported, and free. The Diocese has erected, in Ballarat, a 
Grammar School for boys, worked upon Church principles. There are, however, 
few strictly and exclusively Church of England day schools in the Diocese, but 184 
Church Sunday schools, with 9,632 scholars on the rolls and 967 teachers. The 
level of education in secular matters is fairly good; large numbers of the rising 
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generation matriculate at the Melbourne University. The amount of religious ignor- 
ance among the young is great. The Clergy and their helpers are allowed to give 
religious instruction in the State schools after school hours, but this work is rarely 
possible outside the larger centres of population, and, under existing conditions, of 
very little value indeed. The re-Christianisation of the State schools is being 
strenuously promoted, against bitter opposition. 

Special Needs.—It is much to be desired that funds were available to assist candidates 
for Holy Orders in their college course. Excellent young men offer themselves, but lack 
the means to procure adequate training. The Clergy Endowment Fund cannot bear the 
strain upon it, and should be largely increased. If this were done grants-in-aid to 
poorly-paid Clergy would not be wholly dependent, as now, upon voluntary contributions 
to a Home Mission Fund.

DIOCESE OF BENDIGO. 


General Description.—The See of Bendigo was founded on 
March 5, 1902, by separation from that of Melbourne, of which it 
formed a part, and was one of three Dioceses founded at the same 
time, and forms the northern part of the State of Victoria, being 
about 150 miles long by about 100 miles wide, with a population 
of 137,000, of which at least 40,000 are professed members of the 
Church of England. The Diocese has some large and important 
towns besides the city of Bendigo with 40,000 inhabitants, but 
the country districts have in places a very sparse population. 
Outside Bendigo, towns like Kyneton, Castlemaine, Echuca and 
Daylesford have from 5,000 to 7,000 inhabitants. 

Church Work.—There are now 31 parishes or parochial districts, 
with 32 Clergy and 21 stipendiary Readers who are students for Holy Orders, and 59 
honorary Readers holding the Bishop’s licence ; 81 churches and 67 temporary build- 
ings in which services are held. The communicants number 3,777. There is a 
Mission to the Chinese in the city of Bendigo. There are 26 Students for Holy 
Orders, in training. Four new churches were erected during 1910. 

Education.—The State school education of the State is free, compulsory and secular, 
but permission is given to teach in State schools after school hours, and this permission 
is availed of in most districts in the Diocese. A Church of England day school for girls 
has been opened at Kyabram, Rochester, and Tatura, while Girton College at Bendigo 
has been placed under the supervision of the Bishop, and Church teaching is regu- 
larly given by the Rector of the Cathedral parish. At St. Andrew’s College for Boys, 
Church teaching is also given by the Dean of Bendigo. There are 90 Sunday schools, 
with 4,508 scholars and 455 teachers. A Diocesan Theological Hall has recently been 
opened for training students for Holy Orders. 

Finance.—The Clergy are supported by voluntary contributions collected locally, and 
in most cases supplemented by grants from Diocesan Funds, or from the Home Mission 
Fund of the Diocese. The Diocesan funds are supplied by arrangement with the Diocese 
of Melbourne, under which certain properties and funds are made chargeable with the 
sum paid annually to Bendigo. There is great need of increased endowment, and an 
effort is being made in this direction. 

Special Needs.—(1) An increase of Clergy and of sufficient money to meet the expense 
of the adequate training of those who are offering with a view to study for Holy Orders ; 
(2) twenty-four new churches to meet the needs of the increased population ; (3) the 
building of a Cathedral in the city, the present pro-Cathedral being small and inadequate 
to the size and importance of the city and the Diocese.

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DIOCESE OF GIPPSLAND. 


General Description. The Diocese of Gippsland, formerly a 
part of the Diocese of Melbourne, came into existence as a separate 
Diocese upon the installation of the first Bishop, on July 10, 1902. 
The approximate population of the Diocese is 78,210, of whom 
about 25,000 belong to the Church of England. There is an 
Aboriginal Mission Station in the Diocese, at Lake Tyers, under 
the spiritual charge of a Church of England clergyman. There 
are about 90 aborigines in his district. The See town of the 
Diocese is Sale, having a population of 3,500 and being 128 miles 
distant from Melbourne. 


General Church Work.—There are 30 parishes or parochial 
districts in charge of clergymen, and 1 reader’s district. Attached to these 31 centres 
there are a large number of smaller places where services are held. There are 30 clergy, 
13 stipendiary readers, and 24 honorary readers ; 72 churches, and 149 other buildings 
used for services, and 24 parsonage houses. The number of distinct individuals attending 
services on an ordinary Sunday is 6,793. The estimated number of communicants is 
2,568. The number of baptisms in 1910 was 641 ; the number of persons confirmed 
was 122. The parish church of Sale (St. Paul’s), a fine substantial brick building, is the 
pro-Cathedral. A commodious and handsome See house has been erected. 


Education.—The instruction given in the State Primary schools is good, and pro- 
gressive, but it is absolutely secular. A clergyman, or his helper, is allowed to give 
religious instruction, of half-an-hour’s duration, on one or two school-days in each week, 
before or after school hours. In the 74 Sunday schools in the Diocese there is an enrol- 
ment of about 3,005 scholars. There are no Church of England Primary day schools. 


Finance.—The income of the See is 8002, The income of the Gippsland Church 
Home Mission Fund, last year, reached 7322. A Residence and Endowment Fund 
has been raised, amounting to 7,307/., of which 83,5827. has been expended upon the 
Residence. The C.C.C.S. makes liberal grants for living agents, and the S.P.C.K. gives 
generously in aid of churches, and for training students. 


Special Needs.—This is, to a large extent, a Missionary Diocese. There are vast 
tracts very sparsely populated, and new areas are continually being taken up. The 
needs of the Diocese are more money and more men, and these are urgent needs. An 
effort is being made to train candidates for Holy Orders, but lack of means to meet the 
expenses of a college course is a very great drawback. The Bishop is ready to receive 
eligible young men into the Gippsland Divinity Hostel, and to provide them, for a time, 
with tuition and board and lodging gratuitously.

DIOCESE OF WANGARATTA. 


THE Diocese of Wangaratta was founded on March 13, 1902, and 
was previously a portion of the Diocese of Melbourne. It com- 
prises the north-eastern portion of the State of Victoria, and has an 
area of about 16,000 square miles, a considerable portion of which is 
rough, mountainous, and sparsely settled. It has an approximate 
population of 110,000, of whom some 40,000 profess to belong to the 
Church of England. 

Church Work.—The number of Clergy at present employed in 
the Diocese is 34, of stipendiary readers 10, and of honorary readers 
38. There are 30 parishes and parochial districts, and 8 mission 
districts. Several others require to be opened up as soon as possible. 
Divine service is held regularly in 82 churches, 114 schools and public 
halls, and 9 private houses, During the year the 8.P.C.K, has kindly voted a grant 
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of 3007. for the church buildings. The Colonial and Continental Church Society has 
granted 507. towards the support of one of our Clergy in a specially hard district, and 
also 1002. towards the stipend of the Warden of the Clergy Training College. he first 
portion of a new church at Wangaratta, which will be the Cathedral, erected at a cost of 
about 5,000/., was dedicated on St. Bartholomew’s Day, 1909. The work generally is 
of a pioneering and missionary character.

Education,—There are 106 Sunday schools, with 3,972 scholars on the rolls. The 
Sunday school work sutlers greatly from the inability of the Clergy to attend the 
schools in most cases. There are two Church schools, but regular or occasional religious 
instruction is given by the Clergy in many public and private schools,

DIOCESE OF ADELAIDE. 


General Description.—This See was founded in 1847, and by the 
letters patent of the first Bishop (Dr. Short) the Diocese was made con- 
terminous with the colony of South Australia. The creation of the 
Diocese of Carpentaria has relieved the Diocese of Adelaide of its 
nominal supervision of the Northeru Territory, and its northern limit 
is now fixed at 26° south latitude. 

The total area comprises 380,000 square miles, The population, 
on Census in April, 1911, was 408,416. 


Church Work.—The nuinber of licensed churches is 196, providing 
29,848 sittings, served by 107 clergy, 5 paid catechists, and over 300 
unpaid licensed lay readers. Sunday scholars number 10,911, communicants 15,589,’ 
and acts of communion for the past twelve months 128,589. Church officers include a 
Dean, four Archdeacons, au Incorporated Chapter ef six members, and six honorary 
canons. The ratio of communicants to the whole population is steadily improving. 


Education.—St. Peter's Collegiate School held its jubilee in 1897, when the 
foundation-stone was laid of extensive new premises, since completed. ‘There are about 
400 scholars and 15 assistant masters. St. Barnabas’ Theological College provides for 
the training of candidates for Holy Orders ; a new wing has recently been added, and 
accommodation is now provided for 11 students. 

Chureh primary day schools have a hard fight to maintain their existence. They 
number 20, with 1,497 children on the rolls. The State system is free, compulsory, 
and secular, but a League has been formed, and an active cainpaign initiated, with the 
view of securing the introduction of the New South Wales system of religious instruction 
into State schools. 


Needs.—-An extension of the mission work on Eyre’s Peninsula, and in other 
parts where the State is rapidly developing ; money to supplement the work of the 
Home Mission Society, and the Grants-in-Aid to clerical incomes, the completion 
of St. Barnabas’ Theological College, and an endowment fund for students, and 
young unmarried clergy to serve the outlying and scattered districts.

DIOCESE OF PERTH. * 


General Description.—The Diocese until 1904 comprised the entire 
State of Western Australia, but two new dioceses have now been created, 
which are called Bunbury and North-West Australia ; a fourth Diocese 
is contemplated. 

The Diocese of Perth (founded 1856) is limited by the boundaries of 
the State of Western Australia, except on the south-west, where it is 
bounded by 32° 22°30” of south latitude from the sea coast to the 121st 
meridian of east longitude, thence south by the said meridian to the sea. 
In area the Diocese embraces 930,000 square miles, 420,000 of which 
are comprised in the north-west. Its scattered population numbers, 
exclusive of aborigines, 224,400 persons, about 7,600 of whom reside in the north-west. 
Of the total population, 5,700 are Asiatics and 711 half-castes ; there are 4,944 aborigines 
living in the vicinity of whites, the number of aborigines living in the wild state 
is unknown. 


Church Work.—The members of the Church of England are about 94,450. There 
are 57 Clergy and 82 church buildings licensed for Divine worship, besides about 88 other 
buildings used for Divine service. A good deal of lay help is given voluntarily, there being 
108 (9 stipendiary) readers holding the Bishop’s licence. Synodical action was 
inaugurated in Western Australia in 1872. The Synod is constituted of the Bishop 
as President (whose assent is required to every statute to give validity to it), of 
each licensed clergyman, and two lay communicants for every clergyman. All Church 
property is vested in a Trust Corporation, incorporated for property purposes only 
by an Act of the Legislature. 

Successful efforts continue to be made to extend the ministrations of religion to the 
gold-fields and other outlying centres of fresh settlement. 


Education.—So far as the Church of England is concerned, the day schools, with the 
exception of the Church of England Grammar School at Guildford, two orphanages—one 
for boys and one for girls—one industrial school for native and half-caste children, the 
Redhill Industrial School for boys, and five schools, four at Perth and one at Kalgoorlie, 
conducted by the Sisters of the Church, are all under Government. The Education Act 
grants permission for the ministers of the various denominations to give religious 
instruction in the State schools to the children of their own denomination during school 
hours. 

There are Sunday schools in every parish and other places where Divine service is 
held. Number of scholars, 7,090 ; teachers, 530. 


Finance.—The amount of income available for the year ended June 30, 1909, for 
stipendiary purposes was: Grants-in-Aid Fund, 1,827/. ; Local Endowment, 1,9882. ; 
local contributions to Clergy stipends amounted to 4,645/.; grant of S.P.G. 2757. ; 
C. & C. S. 1162.; other special contributions from England, 2,4847. The amount raised 
for Church purposes was 19,8500. 


Needs.—(1) Additional Clergy prepared to work in a ‘mission spirit’ in large 
country parishes and among Malays, Chinese, and aborigines. There are remote newly 
settled districts, moreover, as yet without any of the ministrations of the Church for 
lack of the needful funds. (2) Men ready to come for the work’s sake is the greatest 
need, money to develop present work the next, CG. O. L. Prrrn.

DIOCESE OF BUNBURY.* 


Tue Diocese of Bunbury was formed out of the Diocese of 
Perth in 1903. The first Bishop was elected April 27, and 
consecrated July 17, 1904. The Diocese contains 40,000 square 
miles in the south-west corner of Australia. The new Diocese of 
the North-West has now been formed and a Bishop appointed. 


Education.—Facilities are given by Parliament to the Clergy to 
give definite Church teaching to Church children in the elementary 
public schools. These are universally used throughout the 
Diocese. 

The Parishes are very unwieldy, but are being rapidly sub- 
divided. Two itinerating missions have commenced work, and 
a Bush Brotherhood is being established which will have charge 
of a large country district being rapidly settled, and will also assist in training 
candidates for Holy Orders in their reading, work, and in habits of devotion. 

A Chureh Girls’ Grammar School has been founded at Bunbury, and is doing 
excellent work. A Church High School is also at work in Albany. 

The endowments of the Diocese are very small indeed, the Clergy being maintained 
mostly by the freewill offerings of the people, assisted by grants from S.P.G. and 
C.0.C.S. The number of Clergy is 26, with two stipendiary lay readers and 45 voluntary 
lay readers. 


Needs.—At the present time, seven additional clergy are required most urgently for 
new agricultural districts and the new timber mills recently established. There are twelve 
new railways just constructed (or nearly completed), wholly within the Diocese, and 
there is a continuous stream of immigration from England, the Eastern States, and the 
Gold Fields of Western Australia. Especially now selt-denying men are required for the 
Bush Brotherhood, ready to come for the work’s sake, and without hope of more than 
the necessaries of life. It may attract men to know that the people in the country 
are really responsive, most hospitable ; and the climate generally is an ideal one for those 
who require fresh, dry air and sunshine, without being unduly hot. <A second great 
need is a Cathedral. About 200/. has been promised towards its erection. The present 
Church is altogether inadequate, inconvenient and without dignity. Contributions 
will be gratefully received by any of the Bishop’s Commissaries, or by Miss Frewer, 
Hillside, Brede, Sussex.

j DIOCESE OF NORTH-WEST AUSTRALIA, 


General Description.—This last-formed Diocese in Australia com- 
prises the whole of Australia north of latitude 26°, containing some 
500,000 square miles. It has a coast line extending more than 1,500 
miles of sea journey, and the region inland stretches to the South 
Australian border. There are some 6,000 or 7,000 whites—pearlers, 
business men, Government officials at the small seaports along the 
coast, miners and prospectors on the Pilbarra and Kimberley gold- 
fields, squatters settled on sheep and cattle stations, often far inland 
and at remote distance from one another; some thousands of 
Japanese, Chinese, Malays, Manila men, and other Asiatics, engaged 
in trade or employed in the pearling industry ; from 25,000 to 30,000 
aboriginals, including a large number of half-castes, 
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Church Work.—To minister to the whites and to attempt missionary work amongst 
the heathen, there are only the Bishop and five Clergy. 


Needs.—(1) At least four more clergy. (2) Funds for building churches and houses, 
and for the payment of passages, outfit, ete., of workers. Means for the commencement 
of mission work, both amongst the aborigines and the Asiatics. Later on, a cathedral 
and house for the Bishop, and a Bush Brotherhood.

DIOCESE OF TASMANIA. 


General Description.—The See was founded in 1842, being 
second to Sydney in seniority. The Church began its work in the 
Colony in 1804, when the Colony was founded. The Diocese com- 
prises Tasmania and its dependencies (the islands in the Bass 
Straits and others). The area is 16,778,000 acres, being about the 
size of Ceylon ; the population is calculated to be 184,000, of whom 
some 110,000 are native born. There are great masses of uninhabited 
areas covered with dense bush and hardly trodden by the foot of 
man. This is especially true of the western side, although a large 
mining population is steadily growing at Zeehan and Mount Lyell. 
Several hundred half-castes are located in the Bass Strait Islands, 
and these all belong to the Church, the Bishop annually visiting 
them, and the iighthouses. The last census gave the Church population as just under 
50 per cent. of the whole. 


Church Work.—There are 96 ordained Clergy. The consecrated churches number 
163, and 140 other buildings are regularly used for worship. The following are a few of 
the statistics for 1910: 101 lay readers, 60 parishes, 2 Mission districts, baptisms 2,279, 
confirmations 790, communicants 8,326, Sunday school children 7,960, teachers 773. 


Finance. —The Diocese possesses 65,000/., given by the Government when State aid 
ceased. his, with other endowments, including the Episcopal estate, &c., produced in 
1910, 83,1802. in interest, and about 22,1157. was the total spent for all Church purposes 
for the year. All parishes, except those in the two cities and one or two endowed parishes, 
receive grants from the Diocesan Funds, varying from 90/7. to 102. The attempt is 
made to keep parishes up to a minimum of 200/. as the income of the Rector. 


Education.—There are two Church Grammar Schools, one in Hobart and one in 
Launceston. Christ’s College (founded by Arnold, Stanley, Coleridge, and others), after 
a chequered career as a boys’ school, is closed in order to accumulate funds to open as a 
college in connection with the Tasmanian University, as the property of the Church of 
Eneland. ‘This is the original scheme, and provision is made for a Theological side. A 
Theological College (St. Wilfrid’s, Richmond Hill, Cressy) was opened in 1904, being 
endowed by the late Mr. James Denton Toosey. There are three other Church day 
schools, two of them under the Kilburn Sisters. Under the State, the Clergy are 
permitted to teach in the State Schools during school hours at fixed times.

DIOCESE OF DUNEDIN.* 


General Description.—This See was founded in 1868 by an Act 
of the General Synod, by which it was cut off from that of Christ- 
church. The Diocese comprises the southern portion of the Middle 
» Island of New Zealand, together with Stewart’s Island (sometimes 

called the South Island), and is conterminous with the provincial 
district of Otago and Southland. It is surrounded by water on all 
sides except the north, and its area is little less than that of Ireland. 
The population is about 174,000, of whom about 35 percent. have re- 
corded themselves as members of the Church of England. There are 
300 Maoris and some Chinese. 


Chureh Work.—The Church work is that of an ordinary Colonial 
Diocese, but rendered more difficult from the absence of Endowments and the wealth of 
the country being largely in the hands of non-Church people. Nevertheless, an En- 
dowment has been raised for the Bishopric, and a See House erected, together with a 
Theological College. The Churches have been built by voluntary contributions, aided 
by small grants from S8.P.C.K., and are with very few exceptions out of debt, and the 
clergy are supported entirely by voluntary contributions. A considerable sum of money 
has lately been expended in the erection of School buildings, and efforts are now being 
made for the erection of a Cathedral. 

Needs.—Young men to be prepared for Holy Orders. Fairly educated young men, 
approved by the Bishop’s Commissary, would receive assistance probably to the extent 
of 257. a year as Students in Selwyn College, which is now affiliated with Durham Uni- 
versity for the taking ofdegrees. The other great need of the Diocese is assistance towards 
the erection of its Cathedral.

DIOCESE OF AUCKLAND. 


General Description.—This Diocese, formerly including the whole 
of the Dominion, and known as that of New Zealand, is that part of 
the Dominion which the late Bishop Selwyn retained for himself, after 
resigning the charge of those provinces which now form the Dioceses 
of Christchurch, Wellington, Nelson, Waiapu, and Dunedin. 

The first Bishop of the Diocese, the Rt. Rev. George Augustus 
Selwyn, D.D., afterwards Bishop of Lichfield, was consecrated in 1841, 
the Most Rev. William Garden Cowie, D.D. (late Primate), in 1869. 
The Rt. Rev. Moore Richard Neligan, D.D., in 1903, and the present 
Bishop, the Rt. Rev. Owen Themas Lloyd Crossley, D.D., in 1911. 

The Diocese of Auckland comprises the northern part of the North Island of the 
Dominion of New Zealand, extending from south lat. 34° 20° to 39° 20’, and from east 
long. 172° 35’ to 176°, and contains an area of 17,300 square miles, with a scattered 
European population of 214,078, of whom 99,189 are recorded as belonging to the 
Church. The total Maori population of New Zealand is about 47,000; about half live 
in this Diocese. : , 

A large portion of the population is engaged in commerce, Auckland possessing the 
principal harbour of the Dominion ; but the major part is oceupied in agricultural and 
pastoral employments, some thousands work in the gold fields, chiefly at Waihi, and 
a fair number are engaged in digging the gum of the Kauri pine. f 

Church Work, &c.—The total number of Clergy is 104, including 21 Maoris. Six 
of the European clergy are wholly engaged in Home Mission work. There are 57 
benefices, including 14 Maori districts in the north. The churches, mostly built of wood, 
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number 166, including 46 Maori churches. Statistics for year 1910-11 give 2,864 
baptisms, including 535 Maoris ; 814 confirmed, including 217 Maoris ; 9,000 European 
Sunday school scholars, with 657 teachers, 362 lay readers, including 200 Maoris. 
Twenty-seven per cent. of the total Church population of New Zealand reside within this 
Diocese. It is estimated that of the 20,000 (about) Maoris living in this Diocese, some 
8,000 belong to the Church, some 5,000 are Roman, Presbyterian, or Wesleyan ; the 
remainder ave heathen or apostates. 


Education.—The Provincial College of St. John, situate about six miles from Auck- 
land, for theological and other students. The Diocesan Schools for Girls at Epsom. St. 
Stephen’s School for Maori Boys, Parnell. Queen Victoria School for Maori Girls, 
Parnell. The Dilworth Ulster Institute, Epsom. 


Charitable.—The Orphan Home. The St. Mary’s Homes for Rescue and Maternity 
Work. The Order of the Good Shepherd, including the work of Sisters, a Children’s 
Home and a Children’s Créche. A G.F.S. Lodge has recently been opened. There is a 
Chaplain in Auckland for Gaol, Hospital, &c., paid by the Church. 


Seamen.—The Missions to Seamen have a Reader, under the Bishop, in this port. 


Finance.—There are scarcely any parish endowments, the Clergy being maintained 
almost entitely by the weekly offerings of the people. 24,0787. was contributed by 
the congregations in 1910-11 for Church work in the Diocese, including 5227. by Maori 
congregations. 


Pressing Needs.—Among the pressing needs of the Diocese are: (1) strong athletic 
men for the ministry, unmarried, and willing to live for the most part on horseback. (2) 
A Diocesan Endowment Fund which could make grants in aid to assist new and poor 
districts, as circumstances call for them. (3) A Fund whereby Church Schools could be 
started throughout the Diocese.

DIOCESE OF CHRISTCHURCH. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1856, and 
consists of the middle part of the South Island of New Zealand, 
together with the Chatham Islands, comprising an area of 20,000 
square miles. ‘The population is 195,800, of whom 78,000 declare 
themselves members of the Church. 

The Diocese includes the original Canterbury Settlement,and enjoys 
the advantage of considerable endowments provided by the Canterbury 
Association. The Canterbury Plains form the most settled district in 
New Zealand, 


Church Work.—The number of Clergyis80. There are also 8 deaconesses and 138 
lay readers, In the past year there were about 2,000 baptisms, and 915 were confirmed. 


Education.—Christ’s College, founded in the earliest days of the Province, consists 
of (1) an Upper Department for matriculated students of the University of New 
Zealand, of whom some eight or nine are preparing for Holy Orders. (2) A Grammar 
School, in which 250 boys are at present educated. 

A High School for Girls has been recently opened by the Sisters of the Church, at 
which there are now 100 pupils. Nine thousand eight hundred children are under 
instruction in Sunday schools, and about 3,800 in day schools. 

The College House for the Upper Department of Christ’s College has been enlarged 
and improved during the year, and the building of a permanent Deaconess House is now 
m progress, An Orphanage has been established, at which there are now some 40 
children, Funds are being raised for extension of the work, 
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_ General Notes.— We can never be sufficiently thankful for the results of the General 
Mission, held at the close of 1910. Missions are now being conducted in the country 
districts by our own Clergy. 

The establishment and growth of the Church of England Men’s Society is also a great 
help and encouragement.

DIOCESE OF MELANESIA. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1861, the 
first Bishop being John Coleridge Patteson and the second John 
Richardsou Selwyn. It comprises the Western Islands of the 
South Pacific, from the northern New Hebrides to the Solomon 
Islands iuclusive. Insome of the islands cannibalism is practised, 
while in others it is abhorred as much as it is by ourselves. The 
trade has grown greatly during recent years, pearl-shell, béche-de- 
mer, and copra being the principal] products. 

Church Work.—On the whole the reports are encouraging and 
hopeful. Work is being carried on vigorously in over thirty 
islands under the Bishop, 36 Clergy (20 white, 16 native) and 
6 laymen. From all the islands boys and girls are carried away to the school at 
Norfolk Island for a training lasting over seven or eight years. They are then sent 
back to teach their own people, or others, if they volunteer for missionary work. 
There are now 200 being trained, and over 700 already teaching in 352 schools and 
churches, with more than 18,000 scholars. The Banks are now almost universally 
Christian, and the difficulty of work lies no longer in the fierce unapproachableness of the 
people, but in the lack of sufficient white missionaries to build up the church on the 
foundations already laid down, In the Northern New Hebrides the work has gained 
ground rapidly. Pentecost has now 57 schools, Opa 40, and Maewo 18, but a Roman 
Catholic Mission has settled in these islands, with four or five priests, against only 
two of ours. In the Torres Islands the four islands have accepted Christianity. 
Santa Cruz, owing to the Vendetta customs of the people, has always proved a 
hard battle-ground for the Church. After twenty-six years of work there are now 
as many schools as there have been martyrs—i.e. five—amougst the population of 
7,000. The Solomon Islands have a bad name, but some of the brightest results of the 
Church’s work are to be found there. Florida, in the centre of the group, has nearly 
4,000 baptized, and 122 teachers for 38 schools. Isabel shows a roll of 1,636 baptized 
and 63 teachers. Guadalcanar has responded to the earnest work done there. In San 
Cristoval the Church continues to hold what she has won, and real progress is being 
made. The Christians of Mala, the fiercest island probably in the Pacific, have held 
steadily on for many years through constant persecution, and have now the joy of seeing 
the faith spreading. There are now 1,360 baptized, and 300 communicants. The return 
of nearly 9,000 Kanakas in 1907, about 3,000 of whom had attended schools of various 
denominations, accompanied in many cases by their teachers, will no doubt widely spread 
Christianity, but will add greatly to the difficulties of the mission. 

The Native Church of Melanesia now consists of over 14,000 baptized. Sixteen have 
been ordained. 

The training school at Norfolk Island keeps up its efficiency, and auxiliary training 
schools have been established both in the Solomons and Banks Islands. 

There is great need for more Clergy, and for a larger number of native teachers.

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DIOCESE OF NELSON. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1857, and 
consists of the northern portion of the South Island of New Zealand. 
The population of the Diocese is nearly 70,000. 

Church Work.—Of the population of the Diocese, nearly 28,000 are 
members of the Church of England; according to the census, 39 per 
cent. The number of communicants it is difficult to ascertain—they 
are not more than one in fifteen, but are increasing. There are 
six constituted parishes, with twenty-three parochial districts, fifty- 
four churches, and sixty-nine other places used for Divine service. 
The licensed Clergy number twenty-five. About 250 are confirmed 
annually. Education is provided by the State, and is secular; efforts are made in 
some districts to have religious teaching outside school hours. A new Cathedral was 
erected in 1887. An orphanage for Protestant children was established and incorporated 
(1887) as St. Andrew’s Orphanage. 

Finance.—There is a fund of 11,000/., the interest of which is charged with the 
Bishop’s stipend of 5007. There are also (supported by voluntary contributions) a 
General Church Fund, and funds for Pensions and for education for the ministry. The 
reduction of all interest by one-half of what it used to be thirty years ago has seriously 
diminished the income of the Church. 

Needs.—The Diocese needs assistance in new and outlying districts taken up by 
settlers constantly arriving, and also endowments for the promotion of clerical educa- 
tion. It never had reserves such as the neighbouring Dioceses have enjoyed, but 
several valuable bequests, including one of 15,000/., in 1883, of which the Bishop was 
appointed by the donor one of the trustees, have been made to particular parishes

DIOCESE OF WAIAPU. 


General Description.—This Diocese, which was founded in 1859, 
occupies the eastern portion of the North Island of New Zealand, 
being bounded on the north and east by the sea; on the west by the 
176th meridian of longitude as far south as the 39th parallel of 
latitude, and then Ly the Ruahine range as far as the gorge on the 
river Manawatu; on the south by a line running eastward from 
thence to the south side of Cape Turnagain. ‘The seat of the 
Bishopric is Napier, the chief town of the Provincial District of 
Hawke’s Bay. The estimated population consists of 68,545 Euro- 
peans and 17,000 Maoris. he European population is mainly 
pastoral and agricultural; and during the summer and autumn, tourists in large 
numbers are to be found in the hot lakes district, especially at Rotorua, where there is a 
large Sanatorium under the charge of a resident surgeon. 


Church Work.—There are 36 Clergymen labouring ainong the Europeans. Four 
of the English Clergy are working among the Maoris, besides the Principal of the 
Maori Theological College at Gisborne, and one who is master of the Native Boys’ 
School at Waerengaahika. Twenty-five Native Clergy have settled congregations of their 
own people, four are working as missionaries among the people who fell away from 
Christianity during the war of thirty years ago, and two are engaged in educational work. 
The Cathedval Chapter consists of the Bishop, 4 Canons, and 2 lay members. During 
1910-11 there were 1,323 baptisms ; 4,157 children in Sunday schools, with 301 teachers ; 
communicants are estimated to be 4,519. 
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Finance.—The Clergy ministering to Europeans are supported mainly by the 
voluntary contributions of the people in each parish or district. In the poorer and 
more sparsely-populated districts these are supplemented by small grants from an 
endowment, and from the Diocesan Home Mission Fund, which is raised annually by 
voluntary contributions throughout the Diocese. Some help is derived also from two 
other endowments, viz. the Nairn Trust and the Foster Trust, the operation of which is 
restricted to certain small portions of the Diocese. The Maori Clergy receive stipends 
from endowment funds which have been raised by their own people, supplemented by 
grants from the Waiapu Maori Mission. There is no endowment for the Chapter. The 
Fund for the Endowment of the Bishopric has now reached the sum of 17,0007. A 
See House has been erected.

DIOCESE OF WELLINGTON. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1858, when its 
first Bishop, the Right Reverend J.C. Abraham, was consecrated. The 
Diocese extends over the south and south-west parts of the North 
Island. The area is about half as large again as that of Wales. 
Of its population one-third consists of residents in the city of 
Wellington ; the other two-thirds are chiefly small settlers, oc- 
cupied in sheep-keeping or dairy-farming. Nearly half the population 
profess themselves members of the Church. The census returns of 
1906 show that the Maoris have very slightly increased: in this 
Diocese there are about 5,300, who are under the charge of eight 
Clergy (six of them of their own race), 

About 7,0002. has been raised for the erection of a Cathedral in Wellington. 
A site has been secured for this purpose in the heart of the city. 


Religious Education.—Except in seme Roman Catholic schools, one small Church 
primary school, and a Church school at Wanganui, about 200 boys, there is no 
provision for religious teaching of the children of our fellow-countrymen on week- 
days, though in several cases the Clergy have asked for, and obtained, permission to teach 
the few children who are able and willing to remain after school hours in the State 
school-rooms. Religious instruction is regularly given in our Church schools and 
colleges for Maoris. 

Steps are being taken to establish a Church school for the higher education of girls, 
towards which a grant of 700/. was promised from the Pan-Anglican Congress Thank- 
Offering. 

Missions to Seamen.—A branch of this Institution is established in the Port of 
Wellington, which is doing exceedingly good work, An Institute with a large chapel 
on the top floor was built a few years ago by a resident. 

Society for the Welcoming of Immigrants was established last year and is doing good 
work. It is hoped shortly to establish a Boarding-house, which is greatly needed. 
About 77 per cent. of our immigrants are members of the Church. 


Rescue Work.—S. Mary’s Home at Karori, consisting of a Home for women and a 
Cottage Home for young girls, is pursuing its work of love and mercy: preparations 
for its enlargement are now being made. We have secured an outside worker for the 
Wo:nen’s Home. The All Saints’ Children’s Home has been established at Palmerston 
North now affording accommodation for 25 boys and girls. A Diocesan Rescue 
Home for boys is being established. 


Society for Social Service has just been formed. Its object is to create a fund for 
Social work. 
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Chinese Mission.—A Missioner has not yet been appointed in the room of Daniel 
Wong, who died three yearsago. At present the work is being carried on by Mrs. Wong 
and Chinese converts. It is hoped shortly to reorganise the Mission. 


Bishop Hadfield College and Hostel.—This College, erected as a memorial of Bishop 
Hadfield, was opened on May 1, 1909, for the reception of Hostel Students attending 
Victoria University College. It is a College for Theological Students and other 
University Students ; fifteen are in residence. It will accommodate a Warden, 18 or 
19 Students, and the necessary staff of servants. Endowments are urgently needed 
for Scholarships. A college for Maori lads has been established at Clareville, and is 
full to overflowing. Another, at Otaki, has been more recently started, and gives 
promise of being equally successful. 


Needs.—The chief needs of the Diocese are—(w) Assistant Clergy for work in 
the back-blocks, needing a good deal of travelling, which is sometimes rough. 
(6) Women to work amongst women in the towns. (c) Contributions for the purchase 
of Church sites and the building of Churches in newly-settled districts. (d) Scholar- 
ships for theological students. (e) Church schools for girls,

DIOCESE OF POLYNESIA. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in the year 
1908, the present Bishop being the first holder of the See. 
It comprises all the islands of the South Pacific east of the 
Diocese of Melanesia, excluding the Cook and Hervey Groups, 
which have been annexed to New Zealand. Fiji is the principal 
group, and Suva, the capital of Fiji, is the seat of the Bishopric. 
It comprises Samoa (German possession), Tonga (the last Native 
kingdom in the South Scas but under British suzerainty), 
Tahiti (French), as well as the Gilbert and Ellice and other smaller 
groups. 

Church Work.—In Fiji there are some 35,000 East Indians imported 
for labour in the plantations, and some 3,000 Melanesians, mostly from the Solomon 
Islands. A Mission was established on the island of Vanua Leva, Fiji, for the East 
Indians in 1903, At Suva and Levuka, Fiji, active organised work has been cavried: 
on for years amongst the Melanesians, and the great majority of the Melanesians in 
that Colony are Christian. In Tonga, Church work has been in progress amongst the 
Europeans and natives since 1902, and churches have been built in five of the islands. 
The Church is endeavouring to carry her help to all the scattered members of the fiock 
in every group, and it is anticipated that means may soon be obtained so there will 
be Clergy backed by active congregations and workers in Ocean Island, Samoa, and the 
at-present unorganised portions of Fiji.

DIOCESE OF CALCUTTA. 


General Description,—This Diocese was founded in 1814, and out 
of its original area all the Dioceses of the Province have been succes- 
sively separated. It now comprises the Province of Bengal (Bengal, 
Bihar and Orissa),and the Provinces of Eastern Bengal and Assam. The 
languages spoken, -besides English and Urdu, are Bengali, Hindi, 
Uriya, Nepali, and Assamese, with their dialects ; Santali, Khasi, 
and many other non-Aryan languages. With the exception of 
Darjiling in the Himalayas, and of Shillong in the Khasi Hills, nearly 
the whole Diocese consists of great river valleys or plains, and a large 
proportion of it is subject to annual floods. 


Church Work.—In the city of Calcutta, with its eight recognised districts or 
parishes, the work is very much like parish work in England, Fort William only being a 
purely military charge. Here are also established the head-quarters of the mission 
work, with Bishop’s College and the Oxford brotherhood, and the C.M.S. Divinity 
School. But the immense majority of the population—both of Bengal and of Assam— 
live im villages, with very few large towns. Only Patna, which includes the canton- 
ment of Dinapur and the important civil station of Bankipur, has more than 160,000 
inhabitants ; Dacca and Gaya are the only other places which reach half that number. 
The work of the Church, therefore, both among Europeans and among Indians, is much 
scattered. There are 21 Chaplains (belonging to the Ecclesiastical Establishment of 
Bengal), whose primary duty is to minister to troops and to servants of Government, 
but of whom several have charge of city parishes and of the Institutions in them. 
Besides the places in which they reside, the Chaplains visit about 30 smaller towns and 
settlements (out-stations). They minister altogether to about 5,000 soldiers and soldiers’ 
families and to about 10,000 civilians. They are entirely maintained by Government. 
Government further makes grants (Rs. 100 or Rs. 150 a month) in aid of 14 other clergy, 
who minister in 16 principal stations and about 60 out-stations. These, with 8 others 
who are unaided by Government, minister to about 5,000 persons. Among the most 
important groups are the Indigo-planters of Bibar, the tea-planters of Darjiling and 
of Assam, and the ever-increasing Railway population. Seventy-five of the Clerg 
of the Diocese belong to Missionary Societies [C.M.S., 48; S.P.G., 17 ; Oxford Mission, 
10], and several of these minister in English as well as in the vernacular. The principal 
mission districts are those of the Sunderbuns, in S. Caleutta (S.P.G.) ; Nadiya(C.M.S.) 
and Barisal (O.M.), in Bengal; in Santalia (C.M.S.), and in the tea districts of Assam 
(S.P.G.). 

Finance.—The invested funds of the Diocesan Board of Finance, including Bishop’s 
and Archdeacon’s Trusts, amount to Rs. 1,100,000, the interest of which is available for 
the various Diocesan Societies and special Trusts. The rest of the money raised and 
expended for Church purposes is chiefly provided and spent locally ; certain con- 
tributions, amounting to some Rs. 35,000 annually, being expended through the medium 
of the Diocesan Societies. 

Needs.—Among the needs are the following :—A mission (if possible, a missionary 

_protherhood) for the great city of Patna ; the completion of the Fund for the endowment 
of a Bishopric for Assam ; but above all, more Clergy. Several posts are vacant, and 
for these, stipends are forthcoming,

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DIOCESE OF BOMBAY. 

General Description.—This Diocese was separated from that of 
Calcutta in 1833. It comprises the whole Presidency of Bombay, 
except the Province of Sindh, which was attached to the new Dio- 
cese of Lahore in 1878 ; but the Bishop also visits several military 
stations in Rajputana and Central India, not included in the Presi- 
dency, as well as Aden, in Arabia. Of a total population, in 1901 
of about 25,424,235, and in 1906 of 201,816 more (for Bombay 
City), or a total population of 25,626.05] (including feudatory States, 
and at Aden about 43,974), about 19,916,488 are Hindus, about 
4,567,295 Mussulmans, about 535,950 Jain, about 94,845 Animnistic, 
about 78,552 Parsees, ahout 10,860 Jews, about 1,502 Sikh, about 
472 Buddhist, and others 2,208. The total of Christians is about 216,118, of whom 
about 114,011 are Roman Catholics, a large proportion of these last. being immigrants 
from Portuguese territory, and many others tracing their Christianity back to the 
labours of St. Francis Xavier and his companions. 


Church Work.—The total population belonging to the Church of England is 
returned in the census of 1906 as 37,794, and at Aden about 1,508, but it is not 
possible to treat this return as more than approximately complete. Of this total 
about 8,000 are British troops and their families. The number of native Christians 
was returned as 15,406. The mission staff of the Diocese at present consists of 70 
clergy, 54 European, and 16 Indian. There are 25 Chaplains on the Government 
establishment, chiefly employed in ministering to the British troops. As far as returns 
have been received during last year 830 infants were baptized and 294 adults; 560 candi- 
dates confirmed, and there are 7,311 communicants. There are 160 Sunday and day 
schools in which there is Church teaching. The children receiving Church teaching 
number, Day 6,620, Sunday 1,283. Total sum raised in the Diocese for Church purposes, 
1910, 4,110/. 6s. 


Education.—The educational agencies of the Diocese are of three kinds, corre- 
sponding to three different classes—(w) Middle-class Europeans and Eurasians (all 
who can possibly afford it send their children to Europe for education). (b) Poor 
Europeans and Kurasians. (c) Native Christians. For the maintenance and education 
of poor children two organisations exist, besides the admirable Lawrence Military 
Asylum at Mount Abu, viz. the Bombay Education Society, which maintains about 260 
children in its schools at Byculla, chiefly of pure European blood, and the Indo-British 
Institution, which maintains about 100, almost all of mixed descent. Several of the 
schools for classes (w) and (b) are at present in serious financial difficulties. Mission 
schools are maintained by the S.P.G., the O.M.S., the Society of St. John the 
Evangelist, and the Wantage Sisterhood. 


Religious Orders.—The Society of St. John the Evangelist has houses in Bombay 
and Poona. The Sisterhood of St. Mary the Virgin, Wantage, besides maintaining 
St. Mary’s Home, for native work of various kinds, hospital, education, &c., is in 
-charge of, and supplies mistresses to, St. Mary’s High School for European Girls and 
Infants, and nurses for the Sassoon General Hospital, Poona. The Sisterhood of All 
Saints supplies nurses in the largest native hospital in Bombay, and are in charge of, 
and supplies mistresses to, the Cathedral High School for Girls in Bombay, and Schools: 
for Girls and Infants at Khandala. 

Needs.—The great need of this Diocese is that people in England should realise that 
it needs help. It is true this year, as last, that in this Diocese the C.M.S. and SRG. 
are only marking time where they are not falling back. This is due to want of support 
from home. Eleven years ago the O.M.S. hada staff of 14 European Clergy and Laymen; 
their present staff numbers 11. In the interval they have abandoned East Khandish 
for want of men, giving up two stations there, and are unable to send Europeans 
to two others elsewhere. The S§.P.G. had 13 European Clergy 11 years ago; 
to-day they have 9. Unless more money and men are forthcoming, they will also 
have to abandon stations. There will be several vacancies in the next year Among the 
Government Chaplains, and it is an urgent need that they should be filled by earnest 
and suitable men. A Diocesan Association will, I hope, soon be started in England to 
take up the work which the great Societies drop or cannot attempt, and to strengthen 
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the educational work for the Europeans and Eurasians and the work among women of 
those communities.

DIOCESE OF CHHOTA-NAGPUR. 


THE Diocese of Chhota-Nagpur comprises the whole of the political 
division known by that name. The area is 43,000 square miles, but 
many large tracts are uncultivated. The population, according to the 
census of 1901, was 4,900,429; of these, about 1,200 are Europeans and 
fe Eurasians, the rest being Aborigines, Mussulmans, and Hindus. 

! 


The native Christians, almost wholly from the Aboriginal tribes, 
number over 200,000. The members of the Church of England 
number about 18,500, Lutherans about 90,000, and Roman Catholics 
90,000. 

Church Work.—The Clergy number 35, of whom 14 are Europeans. Missionaries 
of S.P.G. are located at Ranchi, Adra, Dhanbaid, Itki, Chakardhapur, and Chaibasa. 
The members of the Dublin University Mission are stationed at Hazaribagh Chitarpur. 
In all of these stations medical work is carried on by fully qualified doctors. One 
Medical Missionary is supported by a grant from S.P.C.K. 

In some parts of the Diocese there are several hundreds of Europeans employed on 
railways and coal mines. The Missionaries at Adra, Dhanbaid, Chakardhapur, and 
Hazaribagh minister to these Europeans. 

Education.—There are boarding schools at Ranchi, Murhu, and Chaibasa for Christian 
boys and girls, and one for boys only at Kander, Itki, Duru, Tapkara, Maranghada, 
Jaipur, Ramtoliya and Kaehabari, and a large number of elementary schools scattered 
over the Diocese. The Dublin University Mission has opened a high school for boys 
at Hazaribagh, and also a B.A. college. Scholars in Missionary Schools 5,166, of whom 
1,616 are non-Christian. 

Finance.—The S.P.G. gives a block grant of 4,240/7. to the Diocese, which is 
administered by a Board of Finance; besides this it gives £1,240 to the Dublin 
University Mission. 

The native Clergy are supported by local funds. 

The first Bishop of Chhota-Nagpur, the Right Rev. J. C. Whitley, died suddenly on 
October 17, 1994, after more than 48 years’ missionary work in India. After a year’s 
vacancy of the see the Rev. Foss Westcott was consecrated Bishop, at Allahabad, on 
November 30, 1905.

DIOCESE OF COLOMBO. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1845, and com- 
prises the island of Ceylon, with a population of 4,074,906. This 
population is thus divided : Singhalese, 2,714,616 ; Tamils, 1,059,354 ; 
Moormen, 266,454 ; English, 7,625; Burghers, 26,857. The Moormen 
are, as their name implies, almost without exception Mohammedans ; 
the Singhalese, if not Christians, are Buddhists ; and the Tamils, if 
not Christians, are Hindus. 

Church Work.—The Clergy number 90, of whom 33 are English, 
33 are Singhalese, 20 Tamil, and 4 Burghers. There are 80 priests and 
10 deacons. Sisters of the Community of St. Margaret’s, East Grinstead, 
carry on educational, orphanage, nursing and parish work in Colombo, A Clergy 
Pension Fund has lately heen started.

Finance.—The Bishopric Endowment Fund now amounts to about 82,0002. It 
is estimated that from Rs. 115,000 to Rs. 120,000 is raised and spent. in the in- 
dividual parishes. The Standing Committee of the Diocese makes grants in aid of the 
Stipend Fund in the poorer parishes at the rate, as a rule, of Rs. 50 to meet Rs. 100. 


Constitution.—The Synod of the Diocese, authorised by ordinance of the Colonial 
Legislature, consists of three orders: the Bishop, the licensed. Priests in the Diocese, 
and lay representatives of the various congregations. The Synod passed unanimously a 
constitution for the Church of England, in the Diocese of Colombo, including canons for 
the election of a Bishop. It meets annually. 


Needs.—One of the most pressing questions at present for this Diocese is the mainte- 
nance of its English Clergy. The congregations are almost all small, and most are poor; 
and with their utmost efforts they can generally provide for their Clergy only a mainte- 
nance barely sufficient for a single man, and providing no security for sick leave or 
pension. The salaries of very few of the parish Clergy reach Rs. 3,000, and none reach 
Rs. 5,000:a year.

DIOCESE OF LAHORE. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1877 as a 
memorial to Bishop Milman, who died when on visitation in the 
Punjab. It consists of the Punjab (and its dependencies, and 
Kashmir), taken from the Diocese of Caleutta, and Sind with Baln- 
chistan, taken from Bombay, and the Persian Gulf. The population 
is not less than 34 millions, of whom rather more than half are 
Mohammedans. The Cathedral Church of the Resurrection was con- 
secrated on January 25, 1887. 

Church Work.—The number of Clergy is 107. Besides the 
missionary societies, there are societies for maintaining additional 
Clergy, and for church building,’and education in connection with 
the Church of England, The sum raised for them in 1910 was 5, 2037. 
The offertories in the English Churches during the year 1910 amounted to 6,628/. and the 
Native Churches to 609/., making a total of 12,4407. There were 1,020 adults and 1,833 
infants baptized ; 759 candidates confirmed, 


Education.—The asylums for soldiers’ children, founded by Sir Henry Lawrence at 
Sanawar and Murree, receive about 700 children. There are orphanages at Simla for 
girls, and at Lahore for children of both sexes, Bishop Cotton’s School, a middle-clags 
school for boys, at Simla, has 125 pupils ; there is a corresponding school for girls, with 
an average of 130 pupils. There are also schools for girls at Murree and Lahore, and 
one for boys at Lahore. There are also boarding-schools of various grades for Indian 
Christian boys and girls, connected both with the C.M.S. and S.P.G Missions in the 
Diocese. In the mission schools of the 8.P.G. there are nearly 2,000 pupils, in those of 
the C.M.S. more than 6,000. The very great majority of these pupils, in both cases, 
are non-Christians. There is a divinity school at Lahore, maintained by the ©.M.S., 
for training candidates for Holy Orders.

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DIOCESE OF LUCKNOW.* 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1893. It 
consists of the Province of Oudh and the Jhansi Division. To this, by 
commission from the Bishop of Calcutta, the remaining portion of the 
United Provinces have been added, the whole comprising an area 
of 112,612 square miles. The total population is about 48,000,000, 
of whom 102,500 are Christians. The Cathedral Church of the 
Diocese is at Allahabad. It was consecrated in 1887. 


Church Work.—The number of Clergy is 92; of these 24 are 
Government chaplains ; 32 are European Missionaries of the C.MLS. ; 
10 are European Missionaries of the S.P.G.; and 15.are native or 
home-born. The Diocese has a Council of Clergy and laity, in con- 
nection with which are Boards’ of Finance, of Church Extension, 
of Education and Missions. The Diocese has over 80 permanent 
Churches. There are 14 unpaid Diocesan lay readers, and a large number of European 
and native lay agents paid by the Missionary Societies. ‘There are five Deaconesses. 


_Education (Zuropean).—There are high-class Diocesan Boarding Schools for boys 
and girls at Mussoorie and Naini Tal; High Schools for boys and girls under 
Church direction at Agra and Allahabad; Church Orphanages for boys and girls at 
Allahabad and Mussoorie ; also a ‘‘Summer Home” for soldiers’ children at Mussoorie. 
Besides this there are important private schools at Mussoorie and Naini Tal under 
Church of England directors. 

(Native).—The C.M.S. maintains a Divinity School at Allahabad. It has an 
important college (St. John’s) at Agra. The S.P.G. has a similar institution (Christ 
Church College) at Cawnpore. The C.M.S.has Orphanages at Benares, Agra, Gorakhpore, 
and the §.P.G. at Roorkee and Cawnpore. 


DIOCESE OF MADRAS.” 


General Deseription.—Iounded by Letters Patent from King 
William LV., June 13, 1835. Is conterminous with the Presidency, of 
which the population according to the Census of 1901 is 44,503,159. 
The Bishopric of Tinnevelly and Madura (population 4,890,887) is 
legally a part of the Diocese of Madras, and the Bishop of Tinnevelly 
and Madura acts under a Commission from the Bishop. The Bishop 
of Madras has jurisdiction also in the native States of Hyderabad 
and Mysore, and the Province of Coorg, the total population of which 
is 11,194,884. 

Church Population. —There are, in the Diocese (excluding Tin- 
nevelly and Madura) and in Hyderabad and Mysore States, and the 
Province of Coorg, 146,019 adherents of the Church of England ; of these 28,943 are 
Europeans and Eurasians, and 102,622 are baptized Indians and 14,454 are catechumens. 
There are 16,000 European and Eurasian, and 32,052 Indian communicants. There are 
in all under the Bishop of Madras 254 Clergymen, viz. 96 Europeans and 158 Indians. 


Organisation. —There are 30 European parochial districts with about 90 out-stations, 
mostly seryed by Chaplains of the Government Establishment, and 153 mission districts, 
174 permanent Churches, and 410 Mission Rooms or temporary Church buildings. 


Missions. —The Missionary work of the Diocese is mainly carried on by the 8.P.G, 
and C.M.S. Of the 8.P.G. there are 20 European and 35 native Clergymen ministering 
to 28,560 baptized natives, and 4,774 catechumens ; of the C.M.S. there are 16 European 
and 32 native Clergymen ministering to 79,062 baptized natives, and 9,680 catechumens. 
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Education.—In the Church Schools for Europeans and Eurasians there are about 
3,000 children, of whom most belong to the Church of England. In the Mission Schools 
there are 31,701 children receiving Church teaching.

BISHOPRIC OF TINNEVELLY AND MADURA.* 


Tue Bishopric of Tinnevelly and Madura is legally a part of the Diocese 
of Madras, but the Bishop, who holds a Commission from the Bishop of 
Madras, has a free hand, and appeals from him can only be made to the 


- Metropolitan. This arrangement was made after much negotiation and 
‘delay in 1896. The Bishopric includes the two collectorates of Tinnevelly 
and Madura in the extreme South of India. Population about 4,000,000. 


Europeans are very few in number, chiefly Government officials. Native 
Christians of the Church of England, about 91,000. Bishop Morley was 
consecrated first Bishop in 1896, and retired in 1903. 

Church Work.—Both 8.P.G. and C.M.S. have Missions with 15 English and 85 
native Clergy. There are S.P.G. High Schools for boys at Tuticorin and Ramnad. 
There is a High School for girls, two Training Institutions for teachers, an Art 
Industrial School aud Orphanage at Nazareth, also the Bishop’s Theological Institution ; 
and C.M.S. have a College at Tinnevelly, Sarah Tucker College for girls at Palameottah, 
and High Schools at Palameottah, Mengnanapuram and Srivilliputhur. here is a 
Theological School C.M.S. at Palameottah. There are also Institutions for the training 
of the Blini, and the Deaf and Dumb, at Palamcottah. The S.P.G. support 7 
Hospitals and Dispensaries—the C.M.S. 1 Dispensary. In the year 1908 there were 
3,135 infants and 943 adults baptized, 25,832 communicants, 32,484 children in Church 
schools, 98 Clergy, and 811 Mission Stations. Church Members, 92,700 ; Voluntary 
ufferings, Rs, 93,909. 

Finance.—The grant from S.P.G. is 5,6247., and a large sum isalso given by C. M.S. 
The Bishop has the aid of a Financial Committee for S.P.G. The C.M.S. grant is 
adininistered by its Council.

DIOCESE OF NAGPUR. 


THE first Bishop was consecrated in St. Paul’s Cathedral, Cal- 
cutta, March 25, 1903. This Diocese consists of Nagpur and Chat- 
tisgarh Divisions of the Central Provinces. ‘Lo this, by commission 
from the Bishop of Calcutta, the Saugor and Nerbudda Divisions of 
the Central Provinces are added. The Bishop has also Episcopal 

oversight of the Berars, Central India and Rajputana, and Ajmere 
4 Murwara. The Cathedral Church of the Diocese is at Nagpur, 
where the Bishop of the Diocese resides. There are 40 Clergy in the 
Diocese ; of these 18 are Chaplains, and 15 are Missionaries, and 
ACs 7 are Indian Clergy. There are also Lady Missionaries, 47 Churches, 
17 Mission-rooms. The number of Church members is estimated to 
be over 10,000, and Communicants 2,000. There are 1,651 children 
receiving Church teaching in day schools, and 1,219 in Sunday schools, 493 teachers.

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DIOCESE OF RANGOON. * 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1877, being 
one of the two new Indian Dioceses founded after the death of Bishop 
Milman. It owes its existence, to a great extent, to the liberality 
of the Diocese of Winchester. In 1887, after the annexation, Upper 
Burma was added by letters patent to the Diocese. The estimated 
area, excluding the Andaman, Nicobar and Cocos Islands, is 236,738 
square miles, with a population of 10,490,624, consisting of Euro- 
peans, Eurasians, Burmese, Karens, Chinese, natives of India, 
and hill tribes. By the Census returns, of these 8,223,070 are 
Buddhists, 339,446 Mussulmans, 285,484 Hindoos, and 147,525 
Christians, who are made up as follows:—Church of England, 22,307; 
Roman Catholics, 37,105 ; Baptists, 66,860; Presbyterians, 600 ; Methodists, 1,238. 
The Roman Catholics commenced work in Burma nearly three centuries ago, the Baptists 
in 1807, and the Church of England in 1859. 

Church Work.-—The total number of clergy of the Church of England at work in the 
Diocese is 47. Of these there are 11 chaplains appointed and paid by the Government of 
India, whose chief duty is to minister to the British troops. Seven clergymen belong to 
the Additional Clergy Society, and 27 to the S.P.G. (12 English and 15 native). 
A new and large school for training women teachers is just begun in a suburb of Ran- 
goon. The Winchester Mission, formerly at work in Rangoon, has now been transferred 
to Mandalay, where a Brotherhood began work in January 1905, under the Rev. R. 5. 
Fyffe, of Emmanuel College, Cambridge. 


Needs.—A site for a Community of women-workers has been bought, but a head is 
needed for this most important new work. At present, more clergy for S.P.G., and for 
the Winchester Brotherhood, and funds for their support, and two for work among the 
English, are the most pressing needs of the Diocese.

DIOCESE OF TRAVANCORE AND COCHIN. 


General Description.—This Diocese, founded in 1879, is con- 
terminous with the two native States from which it takes its name. 
The population of Travancore, the larger State of the two, is 
2,952,157, and that of Cochin 812,025, making a total of 3,764,182. 
The combined area is 8,452 square miles, showing an average 
density of 506 persons to the square mile. 

The number of Christians in this area, according to the census of 
1901, is $95,626, or nearly one-fourth of the whole population. 
The jurisdiction of the Bishop is the Church of England in 
‘Travancore and Cochin. 

The Europeans and Eurasians in this area number 3,572, of 
whom many belong to the Roman Church, most of the remainder 
being members of the Church of England. 


The Native members of the Anglican Church number £0,559, catechumens 3,707 ; 
Clergy—Europeans 12, and Native 36 ; 16,000 communicants, and 9,327 Sunday scholars. 


Church Work.—There are two Chaplaincies among Europeans and Eurasians. The 
Chaplaincy of Trevandrum, the capital of Travancore, including the out-station of 
Quilon, is supported by a grant from the Government of India, supplemented by 
subscriptions from the European residents. The Chaplaincy of Cochin is included in 
this Episcopal jurisdiction by arrangement with the Bishop of Madras, and to it is 
added the charge of High Range in Travancore ; it receives a grant from the Colonial 
and Continental Church Society to supplement local subseriptions. 
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The Missionary operations of the Diocese are conducted by the Church Missionary 
Society and the Church of England Zenana Missionary Society. The former maintains 
10 ordained Missionaries and the latter 6 lady Missionaries, The native Church is 
gradually becoming self-supporting, though it still receives financial help from the 
O.M.S.; it maintains 34 Native clergy for pastoral duties, and 25 Evangelists, and a 
Diocesan Missioner. It has also 7 Anglo-vernacular and 207 vernacular schools, By its 
Missionary Association the Native Church supports a clergyman and twelve evangelists 
and teachers, for work among the heathen. ‘The administration of the Native section 
of the Church is at present conducted by four District Church Councils. To unify 
the work of the Diocese, measures are now being taken to form a Diocesan Synod. 

Some of the institutions in the Diocese are :—The Cambridge Nicholson Institution 
for training candidates for holy orders and evangelists and teachers; the C.M.S. College 
at Kottayam, affiliated to the University of Madras; the Buchanan Institution for 
tvaining female teachers ; the Baker Memorial High School for Girls ; the C.M.S. Press 
at Kottayam ; the Christian Literature Society and Malayalam Religious Tract Society ; 
the Mission to the Jews on the Malabar Coast ; the Diocesan Education Fund ; High 
Schools at Trichur and Mavelicara ; boys’ and girls’ boarding schools at Tiruwella, 
Trichur, and Kunnankulam ; an Industrial School for boys at Kottayam ; Leper Asylums 
at Alleppey ; and the Diocesan Sunday School Union. 

The 8.P.C.K. gives generous help by way of scholarships for students, and grants for 
Vernacular Prayer-Book revision and various publications. A Diocesan Conference is held 
annually in August. The pro-Cathedral Church of the Holy and Undivided Trinity is at 
Kottayam, where the Bishop resides. 

The native members of the ancient Syrian Church, under the Jacobite, or West 
Syrian, Patriarch of Antioch, number about 204,000; and those of the Reformed, or 
St. Thomas, Syrian Church, under its own Metropolitan, about 50,000. Those owning 
allegiance to the Church of Rome number, according to the Syrian rite, about 
290,000, and according to the Latin rite, about 233,000. Those under the East 
Syrian Patriarch, or the Catholicos of the Kast, number from 10,000 to 30,000 ; their 
exact number is not known. Their chief station is Trichur. All these Churches are 
administered by 11 Native, 1 Chaldean, and 3 European Bishops.

DIOCESE OF SINGAPORE. 


THE Diocese of Singapore was founded in 1909, the present Bishop 
being consecrated on August 24 of that year. The Straits Settlements 
were originally in the Diocese of Caleutta. In 1867 they were attached 

> to the Diocese of Labuan and Sarawak (in and near West and North 
” Borneo). 

The last Bishop of the Diocese of Singapore, Labuan and Sarawak 
found that the great distances made supervision almost impossible, and 
was able to carry out a scheme for dividing the Diocese. The main 
part of the European work is in the Malay Peninsula, but the British 
residents in Siam, Java, and Sumatra are under the care of the Bishop. 
Mission work in the former Diocese had been carried on for over 50 years 

in Sarawak and N. Borneo. It has not hitherto been strong in the present Diocese of 
Singapore. The Tamils and Chinese of the Anglican Communion are, however, pro- 
vided with services, generally in the churches in which the Europeans worship. 


Church Work.—There are probably about 8,000 Europeans to whom the Church of 
England ministers, and 1,200 Asiatic members of the Anglican Communion in the 
Diocese. There are over 40 million non-Christians in the Diocese. A staff of 17 European 
and 8 Asiatic clergy minister in 14 consecrated churches and a good many unconsecrated 
buildings. Four churches are being built. 
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Education.—Education is not a stvong part of the work of the Church. There are 

6 day schools, 2 of which take boarders ; practically all the scholars are Asiaties.

DIOCESE OF LABUAN AND SARAWAK. 


‘TE Mission to Borneo began in 1848, under the Rev. F. 'T. Mav- 
Dougall, M.A., F.R.C.S., who was consecrated Bishop in 1855. In 
1869 the Straits Settlements with their dependencies were placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Bishop. In 1881 the name of the See 
was changed to Singapore, Labuan and Sarawak. In 1909 the new See 
of Singapore was founded and the Straits Settlements ceased to belong 
to this diocese, which now includes the State of Sarawak, the Colony 
of Labuan, the Malay Protectorate and Borneo, and the State of 
British North Borneo, all of which are under British protection. 

The population is a very mixed one, consisting of a few 
Europeans and Eurasians, large numbers of Malays, Dyaks (two races), 
Chinese (at least five different tribes), Indians, Muruts, and many more. 

Church Work.—The number of Christians is estimated at 5,000, and there are 9 
priests and 28 catechists and readers, ministering in 13 missionary districts in which there 
are 12 churches, and a large number of jungle chapels. 

Needs.—At the present time the Diocese is miserably understaffed and at least five 
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stations are without resident Clergy. ‘The great need of Borneo is more workers, for 
given the men prospects are very encouraging. We also need more and better Schools, 
together with better facilities for training native catechists and teachers. 
Education.—There are nine schools in the Diocese doing good work, especially the 
Schools at Kucheng and Sandakan, B.N.B. Plans are under consideration for the 
extension and improvement of education, which are delayed for the lack of men and 
means,

DIOCESE OF VICTORIA, HONG KONG. 


The Diocese of Victoria, Hong Kong, was founded in 1849. It has 
been sub-divided many times and now comprises the British Colony of 
Hong Kong and jurisdiction in the Empire of China in the Province of 
Kwangtung, Southern Kwangsi and those portions of Kiangsi, Kwrichow 
and Yunnan that lie south of lat. 28°. 

The work carried on in the Diocese is of a varied nature. First of all 
there is the work of the Colony itself, with its very mixed population of 
some 10,000 English and other Europeans, some 280,000 Chinese and a 
large number of Eurasians. ‘To meet the needs of the English there are 
four churches, viz. the Cathedral, with a little “Chapel of Ease” for 
residents on “the Peak,” the Seamen’s Church, and St. Andrew’s, Kowloon. The 
services held for the military and naval forces both in the island of Hong Kong and in 
the ‘‘ New Territory” on the mainland also provide opportunities of worship for many of 
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the civil population, and the Bishop sends clergymen at stated periods to minister to the 
scattered European residents at several ports. The Church Mission work in .the Colony 
prospers under the missionaries of the C.M.S. and the native Pastors, who have congrega- 
tions of some 800 baptized Christians, of whom about half are Communicants. In the 
year 1900 the native Christians in Hong Kong undertook the entire pecuniary responsi- 
bility for the support of their native pastors, and the up-keep of their Churches and 
Chapels, ete. There are in the Diocese : Church members 7,000 ; Clergy, 19; lay helpers, 
30; communicants, 1,760. Confirmed in 1910, 123, There are numerous Mission 
Churches, Chapels and Church schools, and a Theological College with 7 students. 

The Mission work of the Church on the mainland is carried on from two ceutres, 
Canton and Pakhoi. At Canton a new Training College is being erected with the Pan- 
Anglican grant andin the vicinity of the city there are groups of mission stations, where 
very promising work is going on. At Pakhoi there are hospitals for lepers and other 
patients, and a chain of mission stations has recently been established between Pakhoi 
and the West River.

DIOCESE OF FUH-KIEN. 


General Description.—This Diocese was formed in 1906. It con- 
sists of the Province of Fuh-Kien. It was formerly under the Bisho 
of Victoria. The population is estimated at 22,000,000 ; but the Ch.of 
Eng. Missions are only working in four of the ten prefectures. The 
people are chiefly agricultural. There are smal] European communities 
at Foo-chow and Amoy. 

Church Work.—Chinese Church members in 1910 numbered about 
9,978; Chinese Communicants, 4,841; Mission stations, 19; Out- 
stations, 214. English Clergy, including Bishop, 20 ; Chinese Clergy, 
18 ; 688 Chinese were baptized. There are 178 schools of various kinds, 
and about 4,147 scholars. There are 16 Mission Hospitals, besides 
Dispensaries, Leper and Blind Asylums, and Foundling Homes. 


Needs.—A strong Native Pastorate ; capable Christian school teachers ; Normal 
schools. Educational and Evangelistic Missionaries,

DIOCESE OF KWANGSI AND HUNAN. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1910, and 
consists of the Province of Hunan south of the 28th parallel and 
the Province of Kwangsi north of the West River. It was taken out 
of the Diocese of Victoria. It contains approximately about 
80,000 square miles, with about 22,000,000 people. 

Church Work.—The work is entirely missionary, and has been 
carried on since 1899, There is a staff of 7 clergy and one layman, 
who is at home reading for orders. There are also two single 
women workers at Yung Chow. 

Siangtan was formerly a station of the American Church 
Mission, but was handed over to the Bishop of Kwangsi and Hunan 
on the formation of the Diocese, There is a good congregation, 
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and an excellent primary school. The Rev. John Holden has been in residence since 
January 1911. The Bishop hopes to be in residence in his new house towards the 
close of the year. There are four stations where missionaries reside and work, 

Kueilin, the capital of Kwangsi, where there is a church and small congregation, 
Medical missionary work has been started by Dr. Charlotte Bailey, who arrived in 1910, 
The first confirmation was held in November 1910, when seven men and women Were 
confirmed. 

Yung Chow, in South Hunan, where active work is carried on, not only in the city 
but in adjoining districts. Confirmations were held here in October and November 1910, 
and May 1911. On Ascension Day the first ordination in the new Diocese took place, 
when the Rev. J. T. Bacon was ordained priest. 

Heng Chow was occupied by the Rev. T. Goodchild as a mission in December 
1910. Land has been bought and a house for the missionary is being built. Work has 
been begun with encouraging results amongst the large student population.

DIOCESE OF CHEKIANG. 


General Description and History.—The Missionary Diocese 
of Chekiang consists of the Province bearing that name, and 
carries with it jurisdiction over English congregations minis- 
tered to by English Clergy in the area formerly entitled ‘* Mid- 
China.”’ 

In the Provinces of Chekiang, Kiangsu, Anhwe, Hupeh, and 
the parts of Honan and Kiangsi north of Lat. 28° N., mission- 
aries of the Episcopal Church of America had worked for sixty 
years, and established two bishoprics at Shanghai in Kiangsu and 
at Hankow in Hupeh. This overlapping of Episcopal jurisdic- 
tion, which had existed since the time that there was only one 
English and one American Bishop in the Far East, was composed 
by an agreement between the English and American Bishops concerned, and their 
Metropolitans at Lambeth in August 1908. 

It was then decided that, from January 1, 1909, the whole of the Mid-China area, 
except Chekiang, should be resigned to the American Bishops, for them to organise as 
Missionary Dioceses ; that any Missionary work carried on by the Church of England 
should be placed under their ecclesiastical authority, but that English congregations, 
ministered to by English Clergy, within their sphere should remain under the English 
Bishop in Chekiaug. 


Work among English in Mid-China.—The Chief English Church in the Mid-China 
Episcopal Jurisdiction is Holy Trinity Cathedral, Shanghai, of which the Rev. A. J. 
Walker is the Dean. The Cathedral is a tine building of red brick and stone, designed 
by Sir Gilbert Scott, and situated in the centre of the Foreign Settlement. It is served 
by two English clergymen, and has a choir school attached, the headmaster of which is 
in Holy Orders, The Cathedral clergy are appointed by ‘Trustees, with the approval 
of the Bishop. The services are musical, and are attended by a large, influential, 
and liberal congregation. 

The second English Church in Shanghai is that of St. Andrew, attached to the 
Seamen’s Mission. This mission is supported by a local committee, with a small grant 
from the Home Society. There is an excellent iustitute and a launch, Zhe Sunbeam, for 
visiting the shipping on the river. The Rev. A. P. Crofton is the Chaplain. 

There is an English congregation at Hankow, in Hupeh, which has for many years 
been acceptably ministered to by an American clergyman under the Bishop of Hankow, 
and this arrangement is likely to continue. 


Missionary Work.—The C.M.S. has Evangelistic and Educational work in Shanghai, 
but this is seriously hampered at present by lack of workers, 
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In Chekiang the work chiefly centres around Ningpo, Hangchow, Taichow, Chuki 
and Shaohing. A parochial system has been introduced, but the 22 Chinese clergy 
have to serve nearly 100 churches and chapels, the converts being widely scattered. The 
clergy are assisted by Mission Catechists and schoolmasters. The conyerts number 
4,143, and some hundreds of persons are under instruction as catechumens. ate 

The more important Educational Institutions for Chinese in the Chekiang Mission 
are the Theological College and Normal School at Ningpo (Principal, Rev. W. S. 
Moule, M.A.), a secondary Anglo-Chinese school at Shaohing, and the ‘Mary 
Vaughan’ Girls’ High School at Hangchow. These are now strongly staffed, and 
the two former have been aided by grants from the Pan-Anglican Thank-Offering Fund, 
by which improved accommodation will be provided. : 

There are three hospitals at Hangchow, Ningpo, and Taichow, to the former of which 
a large medical school is attached. 

The Bishop in Chekiang lives at Ningpo, where the C.M.S. has worked since 1848 ; 
Bishop Moule is at present on furlough in England. 

On the resignation of Archdeacon A. E. Moule, B.D., at the end of 1910, his son, 
the Rev. W.S. Moule, and the Rev. T. S. Sing were appointed Archdeacons in Chekiang. 
Archdeacon Sing is the first Chinaman to be appointed to the office of Archdeacon. He 
was ordained in 1889.

DIOCESE OF ;NORTH CHINA.* 


General Description.--This Diocese was founded in 1880, and 
nominally consisted of the six provinces of Chihli, Shantung, 
Shansi, Honan, Shensi, and Kansu. The province of Shantung has 
now been constituted a separate Diocese under the Right Rev. G. 
D. Iliff, D.D., while the eastern province of Shengking, part of 
Manchuria, has been transferred from Corea to North China. 

Church Work.— Work among the English residents is carried on 
in Peking, Tientsin, and Shanhaikwan in Chihli, and at Newchwang, 
Dalny, Moukden, etc., in Manchuria ; while visits are paid elsewhere 
as opportunity offers. In these places there are churches, two of 
them consecrated. The Clergy at Newchwang and Tieutsin under- 
take no Chinese work. ‘The workin Newchwangisstill largely dependent on funds provided 
by the S.P.G., but the work in the larger port of Tientsin is already self-supporting. In 
Peking the services are carried on in the Chapel of the British Legation, and are 
attended by the soldiers who form the Legation Guard. 


Work amongst the Chinese is carried on in Peking itself and in three up-country 
stations, of which Yung-ch’ing, fifty miles to the south, is the largest, the other two 
being Lung-hua-tien, a hundred and twenty miles south, and Ch’i-chow, a hundred and 
forty miles south-west of Peking. The work in Yung-ch’ing spreads over a large part 
of that county: Lung-hwa-tien is a village close to Hochiensu, and work is carried on in 
several villages from thence. At Ch’i-chow there are hardly any Christians, but it forms 
a centre for work in two adjoining counties, Po-yeh and An-ping. 


The Mission Staff, which was largely strengthened in 1909, has been further increased 
in 1910 by the arrival of a second doctor (married), and two new members of St. Faith’s 
Home. ‘Two of the Clergy who came out in 1909 have been married, and the Rev. F. 
H. Spreut has returned to Newchwang. The Pan-Anglican Thankoffering Grant has. 
enabled us to enlarge the Peking Girls’ School, and we are building the first instalment 
of a College into which we hope the Peking Boys’ School will gradually develop. If all 
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goes well, we shall open this building in February 1911. The work up-country is 
growing slowly, and the Medical work is flourishing. Our greatest needs are funds for 
ordinary expenses, and one or two men qualified to teach.

DIOCESE OF HONAN. 


General Description.—The Diocese of Honan was founded in 1909 
as a Missionary Diocese of the Church of England in Canada, being 
the first diocese entirely in a foreign field to be established by a Church 
in the colonies. The first Bishop, Rt. Rev. Wm. C. White, D.D., 
consecrated in Canada in 1909, holds his commission from the Primate 
of Canada, and the Missionary Society of the Church of England 
in Canada holds itself responsible for the maintenance of the Mission. 

The Province of Honan, formerly in the Diocese of North China, 
constitutes the Diocese of Honan, and the population is approxi- 
mately over thirty millions. 


: Work.—The Mission is just in its infancy, no work for Chinese hav- 
ing been done by our Church until March 1910, A strong feature of the Mission will be edu- 
cational work, though there will also be all the other lines of Church work. At present 
there are three centres of work: Kaifeng, the capital and See city, where there is a boys’ 
school and an orphanage; and Kweiteh Fu to the Hast, and Chengchow to the West. 
In the three centres there is a nucleus of Christians, and much promise of fruitful 
work.

DIOCESE OF SHANTUNG. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1903. It 
consists of the Province of Shantung, with the exception of that 
portion—Tsing Tao or Kiao Chow—leased to the Emperor of 
Germany. It was originally part of the Diocese of North China, 
all the Mission work. in the Diocese having been founded by the 
Bishop of North China. The population is estimated at about 
40,000,000. The people are chiefly agricultural, though industries, 
such as straw-plaiting and lace-making, have obtained some foot- 
hold. Besides the German Colony of Kiao Chow, the Province has 
two chief places where Europeans reside—Wei-Hai-Wei, a British 
er possession, and Chefoo, a Treaty port. 

Church Work.—Chinese Church members numbered (in 1910) 974; Chinese 
communicants, 590. Besides the three ports where English residents are ministered to, 
there are three purely Chinese Mission Stations, and 22 out-stations. There are 10 
English Clergy and 4 Chinese, and 17 licensed Chinese helpers; 73 catechumens 
were admitted during the year; 66 Chinese were baptized, and 42 were confirmed. 
There are 5 boarding schools for natives in the Diocese, and 7 day schools, at which 
220 children are being educated. 

Needs.-~Funds and Workers to mee{ the increasing opportunities both of Evangelistic 
and Educational work. Both are wrgent/y needed.

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DIOCESE OF WESTERN CHINA. 


THE Diocese of Western China, exactly speaking, embraces 
‘those parts of the Provinces of Sze-chuan and Kwei-cheo as lie to 
the north of the 28th parallel of latitude,’ but generally speak- 
ing, it is coextensive with the Province of Sze-chuan. 

In other words it extends from the frontiers of Tibet and Ko- 
konor on the West, to the great mountain barrier on the East, 
through which the Yang-tse cuts its way into Central China, 
forming the world-renowned gorges, and covers in all an area of 
over 166,000 square miles. The population, in accordance with a 
census recently taken, is 50,217,000. A recent authority has 
spoken of the Province of Sze-chuan as ‘one of the fairest and 
richest corners of the Chinese Empire,’ and another has not hesitated to describe it as 
‘ one of earth’s richest regions.’ 

The present Bishop, who had previously been working as an Assistant Curate in the 
Parish of All Saints, South Lambeth, and who came out to China in the year 1885, 
first visited this region in 1886 as a young Missionary Clergyman in connection with 
the China Inland Mission. In October 1887, he received an Episcopal Licence for 
work here from Dr, George Moule, then Bishop of Mid-China (who exercised nominal 
episcopal control). Several mission stations were opened, additional missionaries were 
sent out, and in due course converts were baptized. 

In 1892 the Church Missionary Society sent a band of workers into this region. 
And in 1895, on the formation of the new Diocese, Rev. W. W. Cassels was nominated 
and consecrated first Bishop. At that time there were about forty Missionaries on the 
field (only five of whom were in Holy Orders), and ten stations had been opened. 

There were many difficulties to contend with in the early days; it was difficult 
even to rent houses from which to begin work. But since the formation of the Diocese 
the development has been rapid, and there are now 25 stations in which missionaries 
reside, as well as 100 out-stations in which regular services are conducted. There are 
also 2,000 Communicants ; 1,300 persons have been admitted as Catechumens, and 
nearly 3,000 persons are receiving elementary instruction as ‘hearers.’ 

The present Missionary Staff consists of 30 Clergy, 22 laymen, 30 married ladies, 
and over 50 single ladies, Of the above, 2 are fully qualified medical men, one is a lady 
Doctor, and many have had training as teachers or nurses, etc. The Chinese Staff in- 
cludes 1 Priest, 2 Deacons, 22 Catechists, 18 Readers, as well as teachers, and others, 
who all give most valuable help in the work. 

A Diocesan Theological College for training Clergy and Catechists is now in working 
order, 

More attention is now being given to school work. Primary Schools have been 
started in most of the Stations, and Secondary Schools for boys and girls have been 
formed in several important centres. A Hostel for the students connected with the 
Chinese Schools and Colleges in Chengtu, the capital of the Province, is now being 
started. A very central site has been purchased and buildings are now being erected, 
and it is quite evident that there is great scope for this effort. 

Special Missions were conducted throughout the Diocese last year and have left be- 
hind marked results in raising the standard of holiness, intensifying the spirit of 
prayer, and in generally reviving spiritual life. 

The Constitution of the Diocese is being developed. Vestries have been formed in 
all the parishes, District Councils in each of the prefectures, and a Central and Re- 
presentative Diocesan Council advises and assists the Bishop until a Diocesan Synod 
can be gathered together. A number of the Catechists are supported by the Diocesan 
Sustentation Fund, which also gives help to other departments of the work. 

Preparations are now being made for the erection of a Pro-Cathedral at Paoning, the 
oldest and most central station in the Diocese, at which the Bishop resides, and where 
the Theological College and some of the most important Schools are located. This will, 
it is hoped, be an outward manifestation of the unity of the Diocese, and set a model for 
dignified and reverent worship, as well as become a powerful place for teaching and 
preaching the pure Word of God.

DIOCESE OF KOREA. 


General Description.—This Diocese embraces the whole of Korea, 
the area of which is about 93,000 square miles, and the population 
about 18 millions. Since the annexation of the country by Japan, 
in 1910, Japanese emigrants have been pouring into Korea, and there 
is now a Japanese population of 150,000. The Chinese in Korea 
number 10,000, but are not increasing. 


Native Religions.—The Korean religions are Confucianism, 
Buddhism and Animism, but these are all losing their influence, and 
there are great openings for the spread of Christianity. 


Christian Missions.—The oldest Christian mission is that of the 
Roman Catholic Church, which has now 57 missionaries and claims 
191,000 adherents. The non-Episcopal missions (mostly American) 
have 300 workers and 112,000 adherents. There is also a small mission of the Russian 
Church. 


Church of Eogland.—-The Diocese was founded in 1889, and the first Bishop (C. J. 
Corfe) was consecrated on All Saints’ Day. Bishop Corfe resigned in 1904, and in 1905 
Arthur B. Turner was consecrated as his successor. Bishop Turner entered into rest in 
1910, and has been succeeded by M. N. Trollope. 


The main expenses of the Mission are met by an annual grant of 1,500/. from S.P.G., 
with 2002. additional for Japanese work, the Sisters are maintained by a fund provided 
by the friends of their Community, the hospital by a grant of 100/. from S.P.C.K. and 
subscriptions from the friends of the first Bishop in the Navy, and educational and 
other work by a special fund which is in the hands of the 8.P.G.

THE HOLY CATHOLIC CHURCH IN JAPAN. 


General Description.—A general description of the situation in Japan for the 
Church of England Year Book should be one presumably that the Church of England 
missionaries in Japan would generally endorse ; and such a description is not an easy 
one to write. = 

However, there have been certain significant occurrences within the last twelve 
months (ending June 30, 1911). ; 

In Kyoto, the old capital, two of the Buddhist Temples have held anniversary 
celebrations, on a greater scale than ever before, with more pomp and solemnity, and 
manifestly and directly under Imperial and official patronage ; the crowds were enormous. 
Quickly following on these two, another great Memorial Festival, also Imperially 
patronized, was held in Tokyo. is ; 

For the first time on record, and with all publicity given to the event, the Empress 
has taken the long journey from Tokyo to worship at the Imperial tombs at Ise. 

In a public address, delivered to-the Local Governors, the Minister of Home Affairs 
took occasion to impress upon them the importance of preserving, and inculcating 
reverence for the Shinto shrines. j 

On the drastic suppression of the anarchists, there was a persecuting spirit abroad 
that tried to force from Christians the confession that allegiance to Christ had higher 
claim on them than allegiance to the Emperor. This spirit there was no attempt on 
the part of authorities to check ; and Christians in the army, the writer has reason to 
know, were especially exposed to this persecution, 
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Together with these facts let it be stated that the greatest possible freedom is 
accorded to missionaries. They may travel anywhere and preach where they will, in 
places of worship, private houses, or in the public streets. Freedom again, but not 
favour—the difference means much in Japai—is accorded to all who desire to become 
Christians and to all in the exercise of their religion. . 

To help towards the interpretation of a condition of things which seems to bristle 
with perplexities and contradictions, some explanation may be suggested. 

The intense pride the Japanese naturally feel in the high place they have won for 
themselves as a nation, their pride in their alliance with England, tempts them to try to 
convince themselves and others that their own high codes of honour and morality and 
the influences of their own religion have lifted them on to an admitted equality with 
the people in the West. They would not be guilty of despising Christianity or of de- 
crying it. They would hold it in high respect as the religion of others, but they would 
try to prove that they stand in no need of it themselves. All schemes of philanthropy, 
of better education, and of moral and physical improvement, they would zealously be the 
initiators of themselves, and are loath that they should be attributed to Christians or 
Christian influence. The above explanation may help to account for the steady if veiled 
resistance offered to Christianity, and the evidences of the year under review would cer- 
tainly seem to point to a determination on the part of the Government to resuscitate the 
old religions ; but when the time comes, as it surely must—and we know not how soon 
—when the nation will give up its attempts to stand apart from Christ, no Church is 
more likely to reap fuller reward of its labours and patience than our own Church of 


England.

DIOCESE OF SOUTH TOKYO. 


LonG before there were dicceses, St. Andrew’s Church in the district 
=. of Shiba, Tokyo, was the centre of the Church of England Mission in 
Japan. It was here that Bishop Bickersteth established himself and 
founded his University Mission, which latterly became affiliated to the 
S.P.G. The present Bishop last year appointed Rev. Armine King, 
Head of St. Andrew’s House, his Archdeacon, an office which had been 
left unfilled since the death of Archdeacon Shaw in 1902. 

The diocese is interesting in this respect that it includes strong 
missions both of the S.P.G. and C.M.S. and of the Church in Canada. 

It is worthy of remark that of the ninety-six Church marriages that took place in 
Japan during 1910, no less than forty-four were in the South Tokyo diocese. Such 
marriages in Japan are no insignificant test of the hold the Church has on her people 
and are full of promise of the spread of Christianity by a natural growth. 

The day—one must say it with regret in conclusion—still seems far off when there 
will be no further call to send missionaries to Japan. In our South Tokyo diocese there 
seem to be few young men of mark coming forward for the ministry, and it is possible 
that before that can be the missionary may have to come more to the front again.

DIOCESE OF OSAKA. 


Tue Diocese of Osaka, which comprises all the mainland of Japan 
from Osaka westward, and includes the islands of Awaji, Shikoku, and 
Oki-no-kuni, contains more than 10,500,000 souls. The largest cities 
are Osaka, 1,250,000; Kobe, 402,000 ; Hiroshima, 121,000 ; Okayama 
95,000; Kure, 80,000; Shimonoseki, 46,000; in all of which are 
Mission Stations. The native work is carried on by Missionaries, both 
men and women, from the two English Societies, ©.M.S. and S.P. G., as 
well as by native Clergy, catechists, and Bible-women. In Kobe, 
where there iy a foreign community of over 1,000 persons, is an Eng- 
lish Chaplain, whose salary is paid by voluntary contributions, and 
Kuglish services are undertaken by the resident Missionaries in Osaka also. Higher 
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grade schools for boys and for girls are being carried on in both Osaka and Kobe 
with a considerable measure of success. The C.M.S. have a Divinity College in 
Osaka, where catechists and Clergy are trained for the whole of the Empire. 

The Bishop of Osaka is also in charge of the Mission work of the Church of Japan in 
Formosa, where there are 65,000 Japanese colonists as well as over 3,000,000 Formosan 
Chinese and aborigines. It has not yet been found possible to begin work among the 
latter, but there is a native Priest resident in Taihoku, and a Canadian Missionary 
and a Catechist in Tainan, working among the Japanese. : 

The Diocese embraces a population of from ten to eleven millions. There are 26 
ordained Clergy, and 22 Catevhists holding Bishop’s licence; 16 permanent churches ; 
30 mission districts. There are 2,760 Japanese Christians and 1,104 communicants. 
There are 2,538 Japanese children in Sunday schools.

DIOCESE OF SOUTH JAPAN, KYU-SHYU.* 


THe Diocese of South Japan includes the islands of Kyu-shyu 
and Lu Chu, with such other islands of the Japanese Empire as 
fall between the 24th and 35th parallels N. lat., viz. Tsushima, 
Iki, &c. Kyu-shyu is the most southerly of the four chief islands 
of Japan. It was formed into a separate Diocese in 1893. The 
population is about 7,000,000, and the area 28,552 square miles. 
One town that seven years ago was only a village has now 25,000 
inhabitants, and others are increasing in a similar manner. A rail- 
way with branches to the mines runs through the district of Kokura, 
in which we have some of our most progressive work. Large steel 
works have been established a few miles from Kokura, bringing a 
population of 30,000 into that district, and offering new opportunity 
tor work ; already there are some Christians. 

Church Work.—The C.M.S. is the only Church Society engaged in missionary 
work in this Diocese. Nagasaki is the only city with a foreign community. It has 
an English Church, to which the resident missionary acts*as chaplain. In Kagoshima, 
Kumamoto, Fukuoka, Kokura and Sasebo, there are also resident foreign missionaries, 
and three of these have extensive itinerating districts. Although we have 7 clergy on 
our list, 3 are at present on furlough, and 1 is quite new to the field learning the language, 
and out of 12 lady missionaries 5 are away from the field. 

Bishop Evington resigned the jurisdiction on the 31st May, 1909. 


DIOCESE OF HOKKAIDO. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1896. The 
Church work in half of the Diocese is financed directly by the C.M.S. 
The other half of the Diocese is worked by a Diocesan Board which 
receives a grant in aid from the U.M.S. 

There is a Bishop, an Archdeacon, 2 English Clergy and 3 Japanese, 
and 32 lay workers. ‘The Lady Missionaries, including the wives of 
the missionaries, number 12. 

The Diocese, which includes the lately ceded territory of half of 
Saghalien, contains 45,000 square miles, and a population of 1,600,000. 
There are also about 15,000 of the aboriginal race of Ainu. 

There are 12 permanent Churches and 19 Mission Stations. The number of com- 
municants is about 500. In the Sunday schools are 1,820 scholars, There are three 
Kindergarten Schools with 150 children. ‘There is also a Japanese working among the 
sailors at the port of Otaru.

General Description.—Vhe Bishop’s charge extends over the 
congregations and interests of the Anglican Church in Egypt 
and the regions about the Red Sea, in Palestine and Syria, in 
Asia Minor (except portions attaching to Gibraltar), and in the 
island of Cyprus. 

Church Work,—The Clergy are 62 in nuraber, all holding the 
Bishop’s licence. Of these 31 are in Palestine and Syria; 27 in 
Egypt; 4 in Cyprus. There are also 5 Lay Readers. There 
are 6 Missionary Clergy of the London Jews Society, and 22 
of the C.M.S., and 4 are Chaplains to the Forces, and 4 are season 
Chaplains. There are 11 churches consecrated, and 6 licensed 
chapels in Egypt ; 12 churches in Palestine, of which St. George’s 
Collegiate Church, and St. Luke’s, Haifa, built by the Bishop, and Christ Church of the 
L.J.S., are consecrated. There are 8 C.M.S. churches neither consecrated nor licensed. 
The Bishop’s chapel at Beyrout, and the three chapels of the London Jews Society in 
Palestine and Syria, are licensed. 

Education.—The numerous English and American schools in the East have roused 
a vast interest in education. Roughly speaking, there are about 1,700 boys and 
3,500 girls under instruction, In many places Government has opened schools, 
and the attendance of Mohammedan children is required in them. Russia, both in 
Palestine and Syria, is now giving much attention to education, and teaching the 
Russian language. In the island of Cyprus the Greek Church is generally in charge 
of education, under an English inspector, with considerable success and promise both 
in towns and villages. They want a training school for teachers. In Egypt the 
Bishop’s Mission to Jews at Cairo has about 150 children under instruction in 2 schools. 
The C.M.S. Medical Missions are doing excellent work. 

Needs.—This heading opens into large fields. Apart from the requirements of 
Missionary Societies, the Bishop estimates that at least 5,6007. a year more is wanted 
for work pressing upon his personal care. Six new chaplaincies are required for Euro- 
pean congregations in Egypt and Cyprus. The primary importance of Medical Missions 
is very generally evident.

DIOCESE OF KHARTOUM.* 


In 1899, immediately after the final defeat of the Dervishes and the 
death of the Khalifa, a clergyman was sent out by the C.M.S. to carry 
on missionary work in the Soudan. Owing to the restrictions then 
placed on missions he was chiefly employed in ministering to the British 
officers and civilian officials employed by the Soudan Government. In 
1905 the Soudan was created an Archdeaconry by the Bishop of 
Jerusalem. In 1908 Archdeacon Gwynne was consecrated Suffragan 
Bishop to the Bishop of Jerusalem with the title of Anglican Bishop in 
Khartoum. 

The work of the Church of England consists of administering to the 
spiritual needs of the British community in Khartoum, numbering 1,200, and to 
those scattered abroad all over the Soudan, and missionary work in Khartoum, 
Omdurman and Atbara, in the shape of schools for girls and a medical mission for 
Omdurman, all supported by the C.M.S. The O.M.S. has also undertaken missionary 
work in the upper regions of the Nile, and has established a station at Malek amongst 
the Dinkas, under the management of one ordained and one lay missionary. 

There are two chaplains with head-quarters at Khartoum who supply duty at Suakin, 
Port Soudan, Atbara, Omnabardi gold mines; the services at these places, when the 
clergy are unable to be present, are taken by laymen. 

The work of the Church at present isin its infancy. A transept of the Cathedral 
now being built, not far from the place where he died, is to be a memorial to General 
Gordon. The cost of the Cathedral is estimated at 28,000/., towards which 22,0007 
has been received.

DIOCESE OF CAPETOWN. 


General Description.—This Diocese embraces the western portion 
of the colony of the Cape of Good Hope, and covers an area of about 
the same magnitude as Great Britain. 1t is the Metropolitical See of 
the Province of South Africa, and was founded in 1847, being then the 
only Diocese in South Africa. The population was, by last census 
(1904), 618,207, of whom 324,435 are European, and 293,772 are non- 
European. The estimated church membership is about 62,000. The 
work may be classed under two heads—that among European residents 
or sojourners, and that among the natives of the country, Hotten- 
tots, Kaffirs, Damaras, Basutos, Namaquas, and above all mixed races, 
who are scattered over every part of the Diocese. There were still at the last census 
24,548 heathen in this Diocese, as well as 18,595 Mohammedans, mostly Malays, 
descendants of slaves brought from Batavia more than a century ago, who form a most 
important and influential element in the population, and 15,119 Jews. The white 
population in the country districts is in the main essentially Dutch, and the land is 
almost entirely owned by members of the Dutch Reformed Church. 

Church Work.—There are 74 churches, 65 school chapels and 63 mission rooms ; and 
102 Church schools and 45 parsonages, including 2 College houses. The Clergy number 
98, and there is a large staff of catechists. In 1910, 1,513 persons were confirmed. The 
communicants of the Diocese amount to 15,037. The average attendance at Sunday 
schoo! is 6,467. 

Education.—The Diocesan College at Rondebosch was founded by Bishop Gray, in 
1849, for the purpose of providing higher education on Church principles. The Rev. 
Canon W. Owen Jenkins, D.D., is Principal. The number of students is 185. The 
education is on the model of our English Public Schools. A Kaffir College, now at 
Zonnebloem, was also founded by Bishop Gray, in 1858, for the general education and 
industrial training of the natives, of whom there are at present 162. This College also 
serves the purpose of a middle-class school for boys, and a training school for native 
Clergy and for teachers of the Mission Schools. In Capetown there is a Cathedral 
Choir School for boys, a High School and Middle-Class School for girls, besides a 
School of Industry and the Parochial Mission Schools. There are also All Saints’ 
Home for Sisters, and St. Michael’s Home for about 140 destitute children under their 
charge, and the St. George’s Orphanage under the direction of Miss Battye. 


Finance.—The amount raised within the Diocese for all Church purposes in the 
year 1910 was about 40,000/., exclusive of grants and endowments. Funds, however, 
are urgently needed, as there are calls on all sides for grants to carry on new work. 

Needs.—THE CATHEDRAL.—In 1897, the Diocese set itself to undertake the be- 
ginning of a Cathedral. The estimated cost of the whole is not less than 150,000/., but 
it is not intended at present to do more than erect a first instalment at a cost of about 
70,0007. Soon after the death of the Archbishop of Capetown in May 1908, a public 
meeting at Capetown resolved to build the North Chapel as a memorial to him. 
This Chapel was dedicated on October 28, 1909, and is now in use. ; 

To extinguish the debt of 1,5002. on the Church House. To erect new buildings and 
to defray the debts on those recently erected at the Diocesan College, and at St. Cyprian’s 
School, Cape Town. : ; 

The Eastern part of the Diocese has now, with the addition of two parishes 
from the Diocese of Grahamstown, been formed into the Diocese of George. The total 
estimated population of the new Diocese will be 212,454, of whom 107,406 are 
European and 105,048 non-European. The estimated Church population is about 
12,000, of whom 3,000 are Europeans and 8,000 non-European.

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DIOCESE OF BLOEMFONTEIN.” 


General Description.——This Diocese was founded in 1863, and 
consists of the Orange River Colony, Basutoland, Griqualand West, 
and British Bechuanaland. Population in 1891: Orange River 
Colony, 207,000; Basutoland, 220,000; Griqualand West, 70,000 ; 
British Bechuanaland, about 60,000. 

Church Work.—The Diocese is divided into 3 Archdeaconries, 
containing 16 parishes, 9 chapelries, and 13 mission stations. 
There are 72 Clergy (65 Priests and 7 Deacons), and 12,500 
communicants. 

Finance.—In the larger parishes the Church is supported by 
the offerings of the people ; in the smaller parishes by local offer- 
ings supplemented by a grant from the Diocesan Board of 
Finance, which derives its income chiefly from the gifts of friends of the Mission in 
England. The missions to natives are largely assisted by the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel, together with the gifts of the people. 

It is very necessary that the Bishopric Endowment Fund should be increased ; at 
present it provides an income a little over 4007. a year. Churchmen in the diocese are 
doing what they can to increase the capital.

DIOCESE OF GRAHAMSTOWN.* 


General Description.—In the year 1853, when nearly the 
whole of the present Province of South Africa, with its ten 
Dioceses, formed the original Diocese of Capetown, Bishop Gray 
promoted the formation of this Diocese, and Dr. Armstrong was 
consecrated first Bishop. The present Bishop, Dr. Cornish (the 
fifth in succession), was consecrated Bishop of Grahamstown in 1899. 

The Diocese consists of the Eastern Province of Cape Colony, 
and contains an area of 75,000 square miles, with a population 
of over half a million. 

The work of the Diocese is of a twofold character. In the Native 
Reserves the Clergy devote themselves almost exclusively to the 

: conversion of the heathen and the building up of a Native Church. 
In the towns and villages, and among the outlying farmers in the country districts, the 
usual work of the Church is carried on.’ There are in the Diocese 90 European Clergy, 
and 8 Native. Church population 42,135, Church accommodation 24,104. Communi- 
cants about 11,633. The Clergy Endowment Fund is in great need of help. 

Towards the Native Mission work of the Diocese the S.P.G. contributes liberally. 
There are a large number of out-stations in the Native districts where Services are held by 
Catechists and Lay-Readers. - These are periodically visited by the Missionaries. 

Educational work, both for Natives and Europeans, is a prominent feature of the 
Diocese. In Grahamstown itself there are three large and flourishing Institutions 
which are doing a great work not only for the Diocese, but for the Province at large, 
St. Andrew’s College, founded by Bishop Armstrong, is worked on English Public 
School lines. The Diocesan School for Girls gives an education on the lines of an 
English High School. The Training School for Mistresses at St. Peter’s, under the 
charge of the Sisters of the Community of the Resurrection, is the only Church 
[nstitution of the kind in the Colony. The Sisters have charge also of the Practising 
Schools, and the Technical Schools for laundry, cookery, and needlework. The need 
of a Theological College for the Province of South Africa, which had long been felt, has 
at last been met by the opening of St. Paul’s Hostel, St. George’s Hostel was opened

in 1907, for the reception of students attending Rhodes University College. The object 
of the Hostel is to provide a home in the city for those young men who are members of 
the Church. St. Matthew’s College, Keiskama Hoek, under the charge of a Warden, is 
now recognised as the central diocesan institution for the training of native teachers, 
catechists, and candidates for Holy Orders. The buildings of the College have been much 
improved. The Boarding-house for Boys is under the direct supervision of the Warden, 
while the Girls are in a separate Boarding-house under the care of the Sisters of the Com- 
munity of the Resurrection. By the kind permission of the Bishop of London, two 
Deaconesses of the Community of St. Andrew are now working at the Missions of St. 
Luke’s, Newlands, and St. Philip’s, East London.

= DIOCESE OF LEBOMBO. 


General Description.—This Diocese was taken out of the Diocese 
of Zululand and the tribes towards the Zambesi River. It embraces 
the country lying between the Lebombo Mountains and the Indian 
Ocean, extending from the Sabi River on the north to the border 
of Amatongaland on the south. The population consists mainly 
of various Bantu tribes. There are also a certain number of Portu- 
ia Fa guese, Banyans and other Indians, Arabs, and half-castes at various 
Cerne places near the coast. At Lourenco Marquez, the terminus of the 
vil Nim railway from Pretoria to Delagoa Bay, there is a very mixed popu- 
lation, almost all European nations being represented. A school for 
European children has been started at Loureugo Marques, and already numbers 40 
children. This is the only school in the town in which English is the medium of 
instruction.

Our Work.—We are working from three centres: Lourenco Marquez, the capital 
of the political district of the same name, which forms the southern and western part of 
the Diocese ; Inhambane, the capital of the central district ; and Namahacha, in the 
Lebombo mountains. There is also scattered work in Chopiland, which has advanced 
greatly during the year, and there are now nearly 20 out-stations calling for the early 
establishment of a central station under a European priest. At Lourenco Marquez 
(called by the English Delagoa Bay) there is a congregation of Europeans, a large central 
station for native work with boarding schools for boys and girls, and more than 24 
recognised out-stations where missionary work is being carried on. Near Inhambane, 
besides the Central Mission-station at Chamboni, there are two boarding schools at 
Maxixi (Machichi) for girls, one for little girls, and one for young women, a boys’ school 
and chureh at Sewe, and also 6 recognised out-stations. At Namahacha, there is a 
College for training Native Teachers, called St. Christopher's College: it includes also 
a College for training men for Holy Orders. The natives of the Diocese speak many 
languages. Every day services are held in five of them in different places. Portions 
of the Prayer-book and Hymns have been printed in Tonga, Chopi, Shi-Ronga, and Shi- 
Puthsu, as also Catechisms, &c. ‘Tentative translations of the Bible, or portions of it, 
have been made by missionaries of other denominations in Tonga, Shitswa, and Ronga, 
and the Zulu books are used in the south-west. In 1910 the number of Church 
members was 2,500, 700 Communicants, 36 Candidates confirmed, 96 Adults, and 66 
Infants baptized. 


Finance. —There is an endowment for the Bishopric (about 4007. per annum), other- 
wise the Diocese is entirely dependent on grants from S.P.G. amounting to 1,0007. per 
annum, and such sums as may be raised locally or from friends elsewhere. The Clergy 
Pensions Fund stands now at 400. A Society called the ‘Society of the Lord's 
Almoners’ has been started in the Diocese, membership in which involves the payment 
of Tithes or an equivalent for Tithes.

DIOCESE OF MASHONALAND. . 


General Description.—This Mission was founded definitely in 
1891, work having been commenced from the Diocese of Bloem- 
fontein three years previously. It comprises Southern Rhodesia 
(which is Mashonaland and Matabeleland) with that part of Portu- 
guese Hast Africa contiguous to it, and the greater part of the Bechu- 
analand Protectorate, the boundary onthe North being the Zambezi 
River. The Natives number about 700,000; the European popu- 
lation about 23,000. 

Church Work.—The responsibilities of the Diocese have been 
greatly increased by the rapid development of the country since 
the termination of the war. At the beginning of 1895 the clerical 
staff consisted of but one Priest and one Deacon; but now, ex- 
elusive of the Bishop, there are twenty Priests at work in the country, besides 18 
European and 40 native lay-workers. Salisbury is now the head-quarters of the 
Mission, and here there is a Pro-Cathedral. 

There are five central mission stations in which native work is being carried on. 
This could be extended indefinitely, but for the difficulty of procuring suitable workers 
and funds to maintain them. 

Needs.—Our most pressing needs are: Resident Priests and itinerant Priests, and 
more native Teachers. It is hoped to build a Cathedral] at Salisbury, for which 6,0007. 
ig already in hand. Also a Church at Bulawayo, for which 4,0007. is in hand. There 
is also a growing need for women’s work both for education and general help. Three 
Sisters of the Community of St. Peter, Grahamstown, have just begun work at 
Bulawayo.

General Description.—This Diocese was formed in 1854, and 
comprises the colony of Natal, as delimitated before the annexation

Church Work.—The professed members of the Church number about

service. There are 49 English Clergy, 6 Native, and 3 Indian, 
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From July 1st, 1909, to June 30th, 1910, there were 1,030 infant and 244 adult 
baptisms ; 715 candidates confirmed ; 2,840 children attending Sunday school. 

There is a Diocesan School for Boys (Michaelhouse, Ralgowan) with 60 scholars, 
a Diocesan School for Girls (St. Anne’s College, Hilton Road) with 80 scholars, and a 
College for training native students (St. Albans, near Estcourt), A Training College for 
Indian Catechists and teachers at Sydenham, near Durban, and a Training College 
for Native Women Teachers at Enhlonhlweni, near Ladysmith. 

In addition to the above, there is a Sisterhood with Orphanages, Boarding Schools, 
Elementary School, and School for coloured chiidren.

DIOCESE OF PRETORIA. 


THE Diocese of Pretoria embraces the whole of the Transvaal 
Colony, with the exception of one small portion west of the Drakens- 
berg Mountains. According to the last census the population con- 
sists of 289,000 Europeans, and 972,974 natives and coloured people. 
Of the European population about one-half belongs to the Dutch 
Church, and 55,090 to the English Church. There are at the present 
time 104 clergy at work in the Diocese, including military chaplains. 

Qwing to severe financial depression during the last two or three 
years the British population at the moment is not increasing, but 
at least 34 more clergy are wanted to meet present needs. The great 
difficulty is the supplying the clergy with a sufficiency of income, as 
the cost of living is high. Two new stone churches have been built, and two are in 
course of erection. Two parsonage houses have been built. 

The bulk of the British population is in the towns, but there are many settlers in the 
country and along the railway lines who belong to the English Church. 

There is an enormous opening for missionary work amongst the native people in all 
parts of the Diocese.

DIOCESE OF ST. HELENA. 


General Description.—This diocese was founded in 1859, being 
taken from the original diocese of Capetown ; it includes the islands 
of St. Helena, Ascension, and Tristan da Cunha, in the South 
Atlantic Ocean. 

St. Helena is a crown colony under a Governor; it is also an 
important station of the Eastern Telegraph Company. Most of the 
inhabitants are coloured people, many of them descended from slaves 
brought to the island, some for work, others in later times that they 
might be set free. The island is ten miles long by nine miles broad, 
much of the land being barren, so that with a population of 3,500 
there is much poverty. : 

At Ascension there is a garrison of officers and men of the Royal Navy and Marines, 
with their families. This is also a station of the Eastern Telegraph Company, with its 
staff, and their servants. ; 

Tristan da Cunha, far to the south, is inhabited by about 100 people, who live on the 
produce of the island, and by trading with passing ships. ; 

Church Work.—The islands are all occupied by the Church, so that the work is 
pastoral rather than missionary. In St. Helena there are four parishes, two of them in 
Jamestown under the care of one priest, The maintenance of the Clergy is largely 
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assisted by the 8.P.G. The Hussey Charity provides three Church schools for the poor ; 
the Benevolent Society of the Church supports another ; and one school is maintained 
chiefly by the Bishop’s Diocesan Fund, making five Church schools in all ; and the 
Government has three schools. 

At Ascension there is now no Nayal Chaplain ; but Sunday services are taken by the 
officer in command ; and the Bishop visits the island twice in the year. 

At Tristan da Cunha the Rev. J. G. Barrow was working as missionary from 1906 to 
1909. After a visit to England, he is hoping to return to the island; but having 
failed to get a passage from the Cape, he intends going to Buenos Aires to see if it 1s 
possible from there.

DIOCESE OF ST. JOHN’S (KAFFRARIA). 


General Description.—Founded in 1873. Missions had been 
begun from the Dioceses of Grahamstown and Maritzburg. It com- 
prises the territories of the Transkei, Tembuland, Griqualand East, 
and Pondoland. : 

Population (census, 1904): Natives (Bantu), 818,000; Euro- 
peans, about 17,000 ; Hottentots and Griquas, about 5,000. There 
is but little immigration from home. 

The natives are all farmers—agricultural and stock-breeding— 
law-abiding, and thrifty. The Christian natives are distinctly more 
progressive than the heathen, on the side of law and order, and 
desirous of education, leading up from the Mission Schools to the 
Secondary Inter-State Native College which will soon be an 
accomplished fact. 


Church Work.—Church members, 37,373 ; communicants, 15,676; baptized, adults 
and infants, 2,492; confirmed, 1,784. Money raised for Church purposes, 7,1947. Number 
of Chief Stations, 24 ; of Mission Stations, over 800. New Mission work is going on 
from nearly every chief station, and, as the older Missions learn to do something for 
their own support, the funds are less than sufficient for new openings. 


Education.—Mission Schools for natives: Number of scholars, 12,712. St. Bede’s 
Theological College, where all our native clergy and catechists are trained, is at Umtata, 
in substantial buildings. It is partially supported by S.P.C.K. At Umtata there are 
also St. John’s Training College for Native Teachers, and St. Margaret's Diocesan Girls’ 
School (European). The Augusta School for Native Girls is at All Saints’. The Sisters 
of the Church work in these schools for girls. The Wantage Sisters are working at St. 
Cuthbert’s, where there is now a Medical Missionary and a well-equipped Hospital. 
The Weaving School here makes much progress, There is also a Lady Doctor and a 
Nurse at St. Barnabas, Pondoland. ‘The Diocese is supported by the Scottish Episcopal 
Church and S.P.G. 


Needs.—European priests are urgently needed from time to time—especially when 
vacancies occur. It is practicallya native area, and must therefore look mainly outside 
for this supply. The need is urgent, not only because of the intolerable strain on those 
in the field, but because there is a large staff of native priests and deacons, regularly 
increasing, for whom adequate European guidance is essential.

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DIOCESE OF ZULULAND. 


General Description.—This is very largely a Missionary 
Diocese, and was founded in 1870 as a memorial to the late 
Bishop Charles Mackenzie of Central Africa. It consists of four 
parts— 

1. Zululand (including Tongaland), with the large township 
of Eshowe, and the small townships of Melmoth, Nqutu, and 
other centres where a resident magistrate is placed. 

2. Natal, Northern District, which includes the town- 
ships of Vryheid (about 1,000 population), Utrecht, and Paul- 
pietersburg. 3. Transvaal: Piet Retief and Amsterdam town- 
ships. 4. Swaziland: the whole of it. In all there are 32 
Clergy, of whom 19 are European and 13 natives, and 223 lay 
workers, of whom 28 are European. 

There is a Training College at Isandhlwana for the training of native catechists 
and teachers, &c., and there are now 25 young men and boys at the College, while 
at Kwa Magwaza there is a similar institution for girls. 


Finance.—The Diocese is very largely dependent upon external aid, although 
contributions are paid well by the native people. In the European centres the Church 
is almost entirely self-supporting. ‘The grant of the S.P.G. is 1,8907. a year.

Independent Dioceses. 


DIOCESE OF ZANZIBAR AND EAST AFRICA. 


General Description.—The Universities Mission to Central Africa 
was proposed by David Livingstone in 1857, and founded in 1859. 
Charles Frederick Mackenzie was consecrated first Bishop of the 
Mission on January 1, 1861. Bishop Mackenzie died the next year 
from exposure and fatigue, and was followed by Bishops Tozer and 
Steere. 

In 1892 Bishop Smythies appealed for a division of the Diocese, 
and Bishop Hornby was consecrated Bishop of Nyasaland. Bishop 
Smythies died on May 7, 1894. He was succeeded by Bishop Richard- 
son, in 1895, who resigned 1901, and Bishop Hine was translated to 
fill the vacant Bishopric. Dr. Hine resigned in 1908, and Dr. Weston, 
who had already worked 10 years in the Diocese, was consecrated 
Bishop, October 11 that year. 


Church Work.—Bishop Smythies was the first to assume the title of Bishop of 
Zanzibar, which his successors have retained. The Diocese comprises the islands of 
Zanzibar and Pemba, the Usambara, Zigua, and Rovuma countries. In Zanzibar there 
is a fine Cathedral (with daily services in the vernacular) built on the site of the old 
slave market. There are 2 Colleges for training native clergy and teachers, 5 scheols, 
and a hospital for Europeans and natives with a statf of 6 trained nurses. Work is done 
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among the Mohammedans. The central stations on the mainland are, Magila with 3 
stone Churches, 70 schools, and some 3,000 children, and a dispensary at which 1,829 
eases were treated in the year. Korogwe with a stone Church, schools and many sub- 
stations. Rovuma, a group of stations between the coast and Lake Nyasa, Here there 
is.a large stone Church, 3,784 adherents to Christianity, 42 schools with 1,685 children 
attending. In the island of Pemba work goes on among the released slaves chiefly ; a 
stone Church has just been built, and there are 200 communicants besides 150 under 
instruction either in schools or classes. 


Needs,—Priests to fight Mohammedanism, and increased funds and more workers 
to seize the opportunities opening on all sides. ’

DIOCESE OF..NYASALAND. 


NYASALAND is one of three Dioceses supported by the Uni- 
Vversities Mission to Central Africa, it was the first sphere of their 
work, and is consecrated by the grave of Bishop: Mackenzie, who 
headed the original mission in 1861. At first the work of the 
Mission was organized in one diocese, the head-quarters of which 
was transferred to Zanzibar in 1864; as the work grew it was found 
impossible for one man to superintend it, and a division was made 
into the two dioceses of Zanzibar and Nyasaland in 1892. The 
present Bishop, the fifth since the division, was consecrated: in 
1910. 

‘The Diocese consists of the British Protectorate of Nyasaland, 
with certain portions of Portuguese and German territory bordering 


on Lake Nyasa. 


Church Work.—There are ten head stations, each of which has many out-stations 
worked from it. The two principal head stations are (1) Likoma island, containing the 
Cathedral (dedicated to St. Peter), large schools, workshops, a printing establishment, 
a teachers’ training college and a theological college ; (2) the Chawncey Maples, a 250- 
ton steamer which works about seventy villages on the lake shore in the Portuguese 
and German territory. The clerical statf consists of a Bishop, eighteen Priests, of whom 
three are African natives, and six native deacons, ‘There are also twenty-four lay- 
workers, including eight trained, nurses, and between two and three hundred native 
teachers. The native popalation under the influence of the Mission at Easter 1911 was 
as follows ;—Communicants, 6,222; Baptized Christians under instruction for Confirma- 
tion, 2,531 ; Catechumens, 3,286 ; Hnrolled Hearers, 5,122. Total, 17,161. 


Needs.—Extension of the work especially in the Shire valley, where the people are 
asking for teaching, Strengthening of the work against the increasing pressure of 
Mohammedanism, especially in the country round the southern half of Lake Nyasa. To 
make this possible, more workers and: more money. 


Funds.—The Diocese is entirely supported by the General Fand of the Universities 
Mission. An increase of this fund would make the extension referred to above possible.

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DIOCESE OF NORTH RHODESIA. 


General Description.—Diocese formed in 1909: consists of N.E. 
and N.W. Rhodesia—~<.¢. all the country north of the Zambesi 
River, as far as the Congo border and British Nyasaland. It is one 
of the Dioceses of the Universities Mission to C. Africa. It has a 
population of over 2,000 English colonists, and a native population 
probably over 600,000, of various tribes (Wemba, Wisa, Waila, 
Barotse, Lala, Senga, &c.). The principal towns are at Livingstone, 
near the Victoria Falls, and at Fort Jameson in N.E. Rhodesia. 
The country is administered by the British South Afiica Company. 
There are various Nonconformist missions, and a branch of the 
R.C. White Fathers is also working in it. ‘The Church of England 
at present is represented by the bishop, Rt. Rev. J. E. Hine, M.D., 
D.D., D.C.L., and by three English priests, one African priest and four laymen. One 
native mission station has been opened at Mapanza’s, near Choma in the country of the 
Waila, and native work is also carried on in and about Livingstone town. 

The district includes Lake Bangweulu and many large rivers. Much of it is unin- 
habited. Recently British settlers in increasing numbers have come into the country, 
mostly engaged in cattle-rearing or cotton-growing. 

‘As the Church has only been one year in the land, so far only pioneering work has 
been done.

DIOCESE OF UGANDA.” 


General Description.—In 1899 the Diocese of Eastern Equatorial 
Africa was divided. The interior portion comprising Uganda, Bun- 
yoro, Toro, Kavirondo, and all the countries within the boundaries of 
the Uganda Protectorate, was formed into the Diocese of Uganda. The 
coast district of the East Africa Protectorate, and a large part of 
German East Africa, including Usukuma and Unyamwezi, became the 
Bishopric of Mombasa. 

The Uganda Mission was commenced in 1877 by missionaries of 
the C.M.S. It was not, however, until 1882 that the first baptism 
took place. For several years the work was carried on under the 
most distracting and disturbing conditions. Several persecutions of 

: the Christians took place, and many suffered martyrdom, The Right 
Rev. J. Hannington, the first Bishop of Eastern Equatorial Africa having jurisdiction in 
Uganda, was murdered in Usoga, October 29, 1885, by order of Mwanga, King of 
Uganda, The second Bishop, the Right Rev. H. P. Parker, after a few months’ 
oceupaney of the See, died at Usambiro on the southern shore of the Victoria Nyanza. 

The last ten years have seen great progress in the work. In 1890 the first licensed 
lay readers were set apart. In 1893 the first deacons were ordained, and in 1896 the 
first. priests. : 

The work of the native Church is entirely self-supporting, All the clergy and lay 
workers are maintained by native grants. All churches and schools are.built, repaired, 
and maintained from the same source. ‘There are about 1,082 churches and other 
buildings used for church services in the diocese. : ; 

Bishop Tucker was consecrated on April 25, 1890, as third Bishop of Eastery 
Equatorial Africa. In 1899 he became first Bishop of Uganda and resigned 1911,

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DIOCESE OF MOMBASA. 


Tue ‘ Missionary District of Mombasa’ includes jurisdiction in 
nearly all the British East African Protectorate, and in all German 
East Africa where Church of England work is carried on, except- 
ing the area covered by the Universities Mission of Zanzibar. There 
are in the Diocese about 5,000 members of the Church of England, 
24 Clergy, 5 Lay Missionaries, 17 Lady Missionaries (single), 3 
Medical Missionaries, 1 Diocesan Lay Reader, 120 Christian Lay 
Teachers, 23 Mission Districts, 12 permanent Churches, 22 Mission 
rooms. During the year 1910, 119 infants and 123 adults were bap- 
tized, There areabout 2,000 communicants. The year 1910-11 has 
been one of the greatest encouragement. Over 800 new ‘enquirers’ 
have been enrolled ; these have renounced heathenism, and are being 
prepared for the stage of catechumens. In Mombasa is the Memorial 
Cathedral (in memory of Bishops Hannington and Parker and Rev. Henry Wright). 
Three English chaplaincies : one, Nairobi ; one, Mombasa ; one, Kiambu (near Nairobi) 
all warmly supported.

DIOCESE OF MADAGASCAR. 


Church Work.—The statt of this Diocese consists of the Bishop, 
two Archdeacons, 6 other English Priests, 1 French Layman, 5 
English ladies, 17 native Priests, 15 native Deacons, and 179 lay 
teachers. The work falls into two distinct branches; (1) The work 
in Imerina, the central province among the Hova; (2) The east 
coast work among the Betsimisaraka, Antaimora, and Vorimo. 
(3) Evangelistic work in the North and N.W. of the Island. 
The Cathedral Church, dedicated to St. Lawrence, and three district 
churches supply the needs of the Anglican Church in 
Tananarive. There are a High School, a Girls’ School, and 
Boarding Houses for boys and for girls also in Tananarive. At 
Ambatoharanana the Mission possesses a splendid College and 
Mission Station. There is also a thriving Mission Station with an excellent School 
at Ramainandro, 'The coast work is more difficult than that among the Hova, as the 
Antaimora, Betsimisaraka, and Vorimo are much less intelligent and harder to convert. 
The four existing stations are (1) Andovoranto with Tamatave, and Beforona districts ; 
(2) Mahanoro ; (3) Mananjary ; (4) Ambinandrano (Vorimo), where a Teachers’ Training 
College is doing extremely well. Each station has a school. There is at Mahanoro 
a Girls’ Boarding House. In the year 1910 there were 125 permanent churches and 
Mission rooms, 1,569 baptisms, 628 confirmed, 4,515 communicants, and 2,309 scholars 
receiving Church teaching. : 

The Mission work has had to be readjusted to meet the educational requirements of 
the French Government. The Government would probably welcome the withdrawal 
of English Missions, and hinders missionary work of all kinds to the utmost of its 
power. The work, however, continues to make progress, though at a slower rate and 
at greater cost than in former years.

DIOCESE OF MAURITIUS. * 


General Description.—This See was founded in 1854, and includes 
the Seychelles, which have lately been formed into an independent 
governorship. ‘Together they comprise 149 small islands, widely 
scattered over the Southern Indian Ocean, at distances varying from 
300 to 1,200 miles from Mauritius. The Seychelles are nearly 1,000 
miles to the north of Mauritius, and some four degrees south of the 
Equator. The actual area of land is, however, only about 1,400 
square miles, of which Mauritius itself oceupies 714. The population 
aceording to the authorised Census amounts to 397,453, of whom 
378,000 are in the island of Mauritius. These are made up of English, 
French, Creoles, Malagasy, Africans, Arabs, Chinese, and British Indians ; these last 
are by far the most numerous, numbering 260,000. The population of the Seychelles 
Archipelago is about 18,000, and of the other scattered islets about 3,500. 


Church Work.—The estimated number of Church members (entered very imper- 
fectly in the last census) is 8,274, of whom more than 2,000 are Indians and more 
than 3,000 belong to the Seychelles. The communicants are estimated at 1,954. There 
are 7 parishes, 22 missionary districts, and 38 congregations, with 23 permanent 
churches and 10 school-rooms in which services are held. For the regular Sunday 
services, conducted in 6 different languages, the Church has, besides the Bishop, 
19 Clergy in Mauritius and the Seychelles. Nine are on the Government Establishment 
in whole or in part. There are some 14 lay readers and catechists, of whom eight are 


voluntary. 

Education.—This work was begun by the Church in 1836, but since then many 
schools have been transferred to the Government Department, which gives full oppor- 
tunity to all Christian denominations to instruct their own youth in religion during 
school hours. Besides these, the Church has 22 day and 16 Sunday schools, containing 
some 2,500 scholars; among the former are many heathen. A Theological Training 
College has been organised, into which five students have been admitted. 


Finance.—The Government contributes to the stipend of the Bishop, pays seven 
Clergymen wholly, and two others partly. The Diocese is under great obligations to 
Home Societies; the S.P.G. assists five Clergy, the ©.M.S. six, C.C.C.S._ two. 
The S.P.C.K. and B. & F.B.S. also give substantial help. The Bishop has a private 
Diocesan Fund in London under his own control. The character and composition of the 
population, the larger number both of white Mauritians and coloured Creoles being 
members of the Roman Communion, present peculiar difficulties in carrying forward 
missionary and other work, and should furnish strong pleas for the maintenance and 
increase of help fromthe mother Church, especially now that the C.M.S. has signified 


its intention of retiring altogether from the colony in the course of a few years.

DIOCESE OF WESTERN EQUATORIAL AFRICA. 


General Description.—The Diocese includes the Colony of 
Lagos together with the Protectorates of Southern and Northern 
Nigeria. In Northern Nigeria are included the Nupé Country and 
the Hausa states. 

Southern Nigeria has an area of 77,000 square miles with an 
estimated pop lation of 6,500,000 Africans. 

Northern Nigeria has an area of 256,400 square miles with an 
estimated population of 8,000,000. 

The Niger Mission was undertaken in 1857 by the C.M.S. In 
1864 a native Bishop was consecrated for it, the Right Rev. S. A. 
Crowther, with the title of Bishop of the Niger Territories, The 
Yoruba Country (excepting Lagos, which was within the jurisdiction 
of the Bishop of Sierra Leone) was a part of his titular Diocese, though administered 
by the Bishop of Sierra Leone up to 1893. 
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Bishop Crowther died in 1891, and the Right Rev. Bishop Hill succeeded him in 
1893 with the title of Bishop in Western Equatorial Afzica. At the same time with 
Bishop Hill, two African clergymen, Revs. C. Phillips and I. Oluwole, ‘were con- 
secrated Assistant Bishops for the Yoruba Country. 

Bishop Hill died in January 1894, and the Right Rev. Herbert Tugwell succeeded 
him in March of that year. 

In 1898 Lagos and the Gold Coast with its Hinterland were added to the Diocese. 
In 1900 the Rev. James Johnson, another African clergyman, was consecrated 
Assistant Bishop for the Niger Delta. In 1904 an English clergyman, the Rev. 
N. T. Hamlyn, was consecrated Assistant Bishop for the Gold Coast. In 1906 
Bishop Phillips died. In 1908 the Gold Coast was constituted as a separate Diocese 
with Bishop Hamlyn as Bishop of Accra. 

Church Work. —The staff of the Diocese consists of the Bishop, the two Assistant 
Bishops, a Native Archdeacon of the Niger Delta, an English Archdeacon of the Niger, 
an English Archdeacon of the Yoruba Country, 23 English and 50 Native Clergy, 10 
Knglish Laymen, including three medical men, 34 English ladies, and 250 Native Lay 
Agents. 

= There are about 40,000 Christian adherents and 16,000 Sunday School scholars, 
310 schoolmasters and schoolmistresses and 11,000 school children. In 1909, 2,060 
adults and 1,817 infants were baptized, aud 1,809 candidates confirmed. ‘The con- 
tributions for that year amounted to 16,7212.

DIOCESE OF ACCRA. 


General Description——The Diocese of Accra comprises the 
Gold Coast Colony and Protectorate, and the Northern Territories ; 
about 250 miles of coast line, and a distance of about 450 miles from 
the coast to the Northern frontier. : 

The S.P.G. sowed the first seeds of the Gospel in West Africa, 
beginning work there in 1752, One native clergyman and 
three Europeans in succession continued the work until 1843. Until 
1898 the Gold Coast was in the Diocese of Sierra Leone. At that 
date it was transferred to the Diocese of W. Eq. Africa. In 1904 the 
Ven. Archdeacon Hamlyn, of Lagos, was vonsecrated as an Assistant 
Bishop to the Bishop of W. Eq. Africa, with charge of the Gold 
Coast, and the §.P.G. then resumed its work laid down in 1843. 
In January, 1909, the Bishop of W. Eq. Africa gave up his jurisdiction on the Gold Coast, 
and a new Diocese was formed with the nameof Accra, of which Bishop Hamlyn became 
the-tirst Bishop. The population of the Diocese is probably 2,000,000 natives and about 
2,000 Europeans, the latter being Government and Railway officials, merchants, and 
miners. There are 3,000 Church Members, four Clergy, seven Lay-readers, 225 Com- 
municants, and, in 1910, 51 adults and 34 infants were baptized.

DIOCESE OF SIERRA LEONE.“ 

THE Diocese includes the Church of England Chaplaincies in 
the Island of Madeira, Teneriffe, Grand Canary, and the Azores, 
with the West Coast of Morocco, the Gambia, the Rio Pongo Mission, 
including the Isles de Los, the Native Congregations of Sierra 
Leone, and the Mission Stations of the interior, The C.M.S. 
Missions date from the beginning of the last century, the Bishopric 
from 1852. The Bishop resides at Freetown, and Visits the other 
parts of his Diocese at short intervals. The work in the Colony 
is carried on by Native Clergy, assisted by qualified laymen. In 
the Hinterland, aggressive Missionary work is undertaken by the 
Native Church, also by the Church Missionary Society, and the 
Rio Pongo Missions. There are 53 Clergy and some 70 Churches 
within the Diocese. There is a successful Technical School, and Industrial Mission 

* No report has been received in 1911. 
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School in the Diocese, and a flourishing Medical Mission. The population of the Colony 
of Sierra Leone, as distinct from the Hinterland, is 76,655; that of the Hinterland 
about 1,000,000. The Native Church raises some 10,000/. a year for the support of the 
Clergy, Catechists, Schoolmasters, the upkeep of the Churches and Parsonages, and for 
Mission work. There is a native Archdeacon in Sierra Leone, 

In the chaplaincies, there is the old-established chaplaincy of Madeira, which is 
a permanent one, also that in Orotava, Teneriffe, with their churches built and 
consecrated. Las Palmas, in Grand Canary, has also a church, and is served for six months 
in the winter. Santa Cruz, Teneriffe, during four months has a resident chaplain, and 
the services are now held in the new church, opened last year. All these chaplaincies 
are supported by the resident English, and helped by winter visitors. St. Michael’s, 
in the Azores, has a church, and a chaplain is sent by the S.P.G. All these are under 
the care of the Archdeacon of the Islands, who resides at Madeira. On the west 
coast of Morocco a church has been erected at Casa Blanca, in the British Cemetery, the 
ground of which was consecrated in 1902; a lay reader at present conducts the 
services. There is also a licensed church at Mogador, served by a layman who holds a 
lay reader’s licence; and a French service is held Sunday afternoons by a Missionary 
of the London Jews’ Society. The church of St. Mary’s, Bathurst, Gambia, is served by 
a clergyman, who is the Bishop’s chaplain. There is a flourishing Church membership 
and aschool. The work of the West Indian Mission to West Africa, commonly called 
the Rio Pongo Mission, is under the superintendence of the Bishop. The Bishop has to 
raise some 2,000/. a year to support his Diocesan work. The honorary treasurer of his 
fund is F. Fishwick, Esq., 20, Harold Road, Upper Norwood, 8.E.

DIOCESE OF GIBRALTAR. 


General Description.—This Diocese was founded in 1842. It consists 
of the City and Fortress of Gibraltar ; but the Bishop has jurisdiction 
over all members of the English Church residing in Spain, Portugal, 
Italy, Greece, Turkey-in-Europe, Roumania, South Russia, Asia Minor, 
, and North Africa, and on the remaining shores and islands of the Adriatic 

and Black Seas, and the Mediterranean (excepting Egypt, Cyprus, and 
Syria). The ministrations of the Clergy are confined to members of the 
Church of England, except in the case of the few Clergy appointed by 
Senet the London Society for Promoting Christianity amongst the Jews. 
Church Work.—There are 100 Clergy and 52 churches, but at some 45 only of the 
chaplaincies are services held during the whole year. Some of the chaplaincies, e.g. in 
Northern Italy, are for the summer only; others for the winter and spring, ¢.g. along 
the Riviera, in France and Italy. The Society for Promoting Christianity amongst the 
Jews has mission stations at Bucharest, Smyrna, Constantinople, and Tunis. 

Education. —There are few poor in most parts of this Diocese ; the English residents ~ 
belong largely to the upper and middle classes, and send their children to England for 
education. There are, however, schools for the middle and lower classes at Gibraltar, 
Malta, Oporto, Lisbon, Smyrna, and Constantinople; and at Malta and Gibraltar 
there are schools for the children of the English soldiers. Religious instruction is given 
by most of the Chaplains to the younger members of their congregations. There are 
Jewish schools at Tunis, Constantinople, Smyrna, and Bucharest, under the direction of 
Chaplains holding the Bishop’s licence. A Diocesan Church Reading Union has been 
established in connection with the Central Society for Higher Religious Education. 
Twenty-seven lay helpers are employed, chiefly for work among British seamen. 
Their ministrations are conducted under the direction of the Chaplains. 

Needs. —There is most pressing need of extended ministerial agency—more Chap- 
laincies, Sailors’ Homes, and Institutes—among the British sailors of the merchant ser- 
vice, who frequent the seaports in vast numbers. Funds are urgently wanted for the 
erection of churches at Bucharest, Galatz, Siena and Madrid, for providing the Church 
of St. Paul, Valletta, Malta, built by Queen Adelaide, and hitherto supported by the 
Government, with an endowment and sustentation fund; and for the Bishop of 
Gibraltar’s Fund for Sustentation of Chaplaincies. H. J. C. GIBRALTAR.

THE COLONIAL EPISCOPATE. 


WueEn the Colonial Bishoprics Fund was started in 1841, North 
America had three Bishoprics, it has now twenty-four ; New Zealand had 
none, it has now six, besides Melanesia and Polynesia ; Australia had one, 
it has now twenty-one; Africa had none, it has now twenty-two. The 
three Indian Bishops of 1841 have now become eleven. The year 1861 
marked an important departure in the history of the Church of England 
by the planting of the Episcopate outside the dominion of the British 
Crown. The following review, given in brief detail, will doubtless be 
read with general interest :— 


Commencing with the Colonial Episcopate, the first Colonial See was not established 
until 1787, at which time the Colonial Empire of Great Britain consisted of Barbados, 
Jamaica, the Bahamas, and certain other islands in the West Indies, Nova Scotia and 
Newfoundland, Canada and Prince Rdward’s Island, Gibraltar and the recently acquired 
Sierra Leone, with the almost unknown regions of New South Wales ; Rupert’s Land 
was in the possession of the Hudson’s Bay Company, whilst large settlements in the Fast 
Indies as well as the island of St. Helena were the property of the East India 
Company. 

In all these colonies, though the Chureh was in a way represented by Clergy and 
Churches, there was nothing like systematic organisation or Episcopal supervision. 


British North America.—It was in 1787 that Charles Inglis, Rector of Holy Trinity 
Church, New York, was consecrated first Bishop of Nova Scotia at Lambeth Palace, 
with jurisdiction over the whole of North America, but which was practically limited 
to Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. A further step was taken in the year 1793 by the 
formation of the Diocese of Quebec. Then a long interval occurred till the year 1839, 
when the Diocese of Toronto was founded. In the year 1857 the Diocesan Synod consti- 
tuted the Diocese of Huron ; and again, in 1862, the Diocese of Ontario was formed. 
In 1873 the Provincial Synod, which had meanwhile been constituted, created the 
Missionary Diocese of Algoma. 

In the year 1850 the See of Montreal was founded, thus relieving the Diocese of 
Quebec of its western portion, and in 1875 the Diocese of Niagara was formed out of 
the western countries adjacent to the Diocese of Huron, and the Diocese of Ottawa out 
of the Diocese of Ontario in 1896. Turning to the eastern Dioceses of North America, it 
was in the year 1839 that the Rev. A. G. Spencer was consecrated first Bishop of New- 
foundland, his See being formed from Nova Scotia ; whilst a further subdivision was 
marked by the consecration of Dr. Medley in 1845 to the See of Fredericton. 

In 1849 the Diocese of Rupert’s Land was founded. The conditions of this great 
country were so prejudicial to any rapid growth of Church extension that it was not 
until the year 1872 that any subdivision could be effected ; but in this year the Diocese 
of Moosonee was separated, and two years later the Dioceses of Saskatchewan and 
Athabasca were constituted. Two more Dioceses were founded in 1884. On the 
western side of the Rocky Mountains the establishment of the colony of British 
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Columbia was followed in the next year by the endowment of a Bishopric, which was 
subdivided in 1879, the mainland being placed in the charge of the Bishops of New 
Westminster and Caledonia, while the Bishop of Columbia retains the charge of Van- 
couver Island. Keewatin was formed from Rupert’s Land and Moosonee, 1902. A single 
Diocese in North America has become twenty-four. 3 
In 1893 the whole of the Dioceses in Canada, excepting Caledonia (which joined 
in 1905), were amalgamated in one Anglican Church of Canada. In 1909 Ottawa was 
made Archbishop and Primate of the Province of Canada, and Rupert’s Land Primate 


of All Canada. 

India.—Turning to India, it was in the year 1814 that an Act of Parliament was 
passed creating the Diocese of Caleutta, the Bishop having jurisdiction over the whole 
of the East India Company’s possessions in the Kast ; Ceylon, Mauritius, and Australia 
being added at subsequent periods to the See. 

The Dioceses of Madras and Bombay were severally constituted in 1835 and 1887, 
whilst in 1845 the Diocese of Colombo was formed. In the year 1877 the Dioceses of 
Lahore and Rangoon were founded, in 1879 a Missionary Bishop was consecrated for 
Travancore and Cochin, in 1890 the Diocese of Chota Nagpur, in 1898 the Diocese of 
Lucknow, in 1896 that of Tinnevelly and Madura, and in 1902 that of Nagpur were 
formed. 

There are now in India eleven Bishoprics, including the Colonial See of Colombo, 
and there are fifteen Missionary Dioceses in the Eastern Seas. 


Jerusalem.—Bishop Alexander was consecrated Bishop of the Church of England in 
Jerusalem in 1841. Archdeacon Gwynne consecrated as Bishop in Khartoum in 1908 as 
assistant Bishop in the Soudan. 


China and Japan.—Two anonymous donors having endowed the See of Victoria 
(Hong Kong), the first English Bishop was sent to China in 1849. In 1872 a Bishop 
was consecrated to take charge of the northern portion of China, the Diocese receiving 
a further subdivision in 1880 by the consecration of Bishops Scott and Moule to North 
and Mid-China (now called Chek-Kiang), in 1895 the Diocese of Western China, in 
1901 that of Shantung, in 1906 that of Fuh-kien, and in 1909 that of Kwangsi and 
Hunan were formed. In 1909 the Canadian Church undertook the responsibility of the 
diocese of Honan. 

In the year 1883 the first Missionary Bishop was sent to Japan, where there are now 
four Bishopries, viz.: South Tokyo (founded 1883), Kyushyu (founded 1894), Osaka 
(founded 1896), and Hokkaido (founded 1896). Dr. McDougall was consecrated in 
1855 to take charge of the Diocese of Labuan and Sarawak ; in 1909 the See was 
divided into two, namely, Singapore, and Labuan and Sarawak. In 1889 the Rev. 
C. J. Corfe was consecrated Bishop of Corea. 


The West Indies and South America.—In the year 1824 the Crown was induced to 
grant letters patent for the Dioceses of Jamaica and Barbados, the latter being subdivided 
in 1842 by the addition of the Sees of Antigua and Guiana. In 1861 the Diocese of 
Nassau was created, and in 1872 Dr. Rawle was consecrated first Bishop of Trinidad. 
Honduras was created 1883, the Falkland Isles having been created 1869, Argentina 
1910. In 1897 the Bishop of Jamaica became Archbishop of the West Indies. 


Australia.—The representations of Archdeacon Broughton led to the establishment 
in the year 1836 of the See of Australia (Sydney) ; in 1842 the island of Van Diemen’s 
Land formed the See of Tasmania ; five years later the Sees of Adelaide, Melbourne, 
and Newcastle were founded. In 1857 Dr. Hale was consecrated Bishop of Perth, to 
yelieve the Bishop of Adelaide of Western Australia. In 1859 the southern half of the 
Province of Queensland became the Diocese of Brisbane; then followed in quick 
succession the formation of the Dioceses of Goulburn, Grafton and Armidale, Bathurst, 
Ballarat, and North Queensland, and more recently the Dioceses of Riverina (in 1884), 
Rockhampton (1892), New Guinea (1898), Carpentaria (1900), Bendigo (1902), Wanga- 
yatta (1902), Gippsland (1902), Bunbury (1904), North-West Australia (1909). Thus 
from the single See of Australia, founded in 1836, twenty-one new Dioceses have been 
developed and largely maintained by the contributions of colonial Churchmen. Sixteen 
of these, leaving Adelaide, Tasmania, Perth, Bunbury, and North West Australia, are 
divided into the three Provinces of New South Wales, Queensland, and Victoria, each 
having its own Archbishop, 
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New Zealand and the Pacific.—The constitution of the Colonial Bishoprics Fund, 
1841, quickly led to the creation of the See of New Zealand. In 1856 the Diocese of 
Christchurch was established, and two years later the Sees of Wellington, Waiapu, and 
Nelson. Bishop Patteson was consecrated Missionary Bishop of Melanesia in 1861 ; and 
in 1866 a portion of the Diocese of Christchurch became the Diocese of Dunedin. In 
1908 the Diocese of Polynesia was created. The Bishopric of Honolulu, founded in 1861, 
was transferred to the American Church in 1902. 


Africa.—In 1852 the continent of Africa received a second Bishop in the first Bishop 
of Sierra Leone, and in 1853 the Diocese of Capetown, founded in 1847, was relieved of 
the Eastern Province and the colony of Natal by the consecration of Bishops for 
Grahamstown and Natal. In 1854 the first Bishop was consecrated for the island of 
Mauritius, and in 1859 for St. Helena ; In 1874 a Bishop was consecrated for Madagascar, 
and in 1861 the first Missionary Bishop went to Central Africa. In 1911 the new 
diocese of George was formed out of the dioceses of Capetown and Grahamstown. There 
are now twenty-three Bishoprics in Africa. In 1897 the Bishop of Capetown became an 
Archbishop. 


Gibraltar.—A Bishop was consecrated for the Diocese of Gibraltar in the year 1842.

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things to the Church, doth declare that a General Synod of the Church of Ireland, 
consisting of the Archbishops and Bishops, and of representatives of the Clergy and 
Laity, shall have chief legislative power therein, and such administrative power as 
may be necessary for the Church, and consistent with its Episcopal constitution.’ 
(Preamble and Declaration, iv.) 

The General Synod elects and controls the Representative Body of the Church of 
Ireland, may alter and abrogate laws or canons, may vary, repeal, or supersede acts of 
diocesan synods, and generally acts as the governing body of the Church. 

In connection with the General Synod there are the Representative Church Body of 
the Church of Ireland, the Court of the General Synod, and the following Boards and 
Committees: Board of Foreign Missions, Board of Religious Education, Board of 
Kducation, Board of the Widows and Orphans’ Fund, Divinity School Committee, and 
Committees on Petitions, Elections, Legislation, Records, Standing Orders, and the 
Standing Committee. 


REPRESENTATIVE BODY OF THE CHURCH OF IRELAND 


(Incorporated [1870] under the name of the Representative Church Body) 
now consists of the two Archbishops and the eleven Bishops, of thirteen Clergymen, 
members of the General Synod elected for each Diocese by the clerical representatives 
of the Diocese in the General Synod, and of twenty-six lay representatives in the 
General Synod similarly elected, and of thirteen other persons co-opted by the Repre- 
sentative Church Body, and approved by the General Synod. It has a common seal 
and power to hold Church property in trust, subject to the control of the General Synod.

CHURCH ACTION, 1910. 


TuHE second Ordinary Session of the Fourteenth General Synod was opened in Dublin 
on April 25, 1911. A special service had been held in St. Patrick’s Cathedral on the 
preceding evening at eight o'clock, at which the sermon was preached by His Grace 
the Lord Primate. On April 25 the Synod, after attending the celebration of the Holy 
Communion in Christ Church Cathedral, assembled in the Synod Hall. The chair was 
taken by the Lord Primate. Prayers were read by the Lord Bishop of Clogher. A 
list of the members was laid on the table. The President appointed His Honor Judge 
Wakely assessor. 


The official summary of the forty-first Report of the Representative Body was laid 
before the Synod :—

15s. dd., credited to the Commutation Fund for the past year, 
exceeded by 1,556/. 5s. 8d. the amount of the Annuities paid, 12,7597. 9s. 9d. 

The Capital remaining to credit on the 31st of December 1910 was 410,0737. 9s. 9d. 
charged with Annuities amounting to 12,0097. 16s. 5d. As the interest upon this fund, at 
33 per cent. per annum, exceeds the charge for Annuities by 2,342, representing a Capital 
sum of 66,9147., it became possible to give further effect to the course of procedure laid down 
in the 26th and 27th Reports of the Representative Body.

In these cases, supplemental Diocesan Financial Schemes have been sanctioned by the 
tepresentative Body, except in the case of Dublin, Glendalough, and Kildare, where the 
original Scheme of the United Dioceses dealt with the allocation of the profits of 
Commutation. 

Sufficient Capital has been left in the Commutation Account of each of the above- 
named Dioceses to provide—at 33 per cent.—interest equal to the remaining Annuities. 

During the present year, 1911, other Diocesan Commutation Funds coming under the 
same conditions will be dealt with similarly.

Od. is specifically allocated to various 
trusts. The Capital represents Securities selected by the Donors and transferred to the 
Representative Body, who have merely accepted the transfers, incurring no liability thereby. 

The remaining Investments amount to 8,175,076/. 2s. 2d. The receipts therefrom 
during the year 1910 were 324,782/. 5s. 8d. : 

During the past year, 1910, Mortgage Capital to the amount of 12,179/. 19s. 8d. was 
written off as wholly lost, and sums amounting to 127,946/. 18s. 3d. were repaid to the 
Representative Body on account of Mortgages. Of the amount repaid, 703/. 12s. 7d. had 
been lent. at 32 per cent. per annum,—39,275/. 5s. 11d. at 4 per cent.,—14,406/. 10s. 10d. at 
4+ per cent.,—73,311/, 8s. 11d. at 43 per cent.,—and 250/ at 5 per cent.

There has been advanced (since 1870) to annuitant Clergymen, on Policies of Insurance 
of approved Companies, a total sum of 119,009/., at the rate of 4 per cent. interest,—the 
interest and the annnal premiums on the Policies being chargeable against the annuities 
payable to the borrowers, On the 31st of December, 1910, there was outstanding on this 
account the sum of 950/. 

The amount of outstanding dividends and interest due to the Representative Body on 
the 31st of December, 1910, was 129,715/.

V. Overdue Mortgage Interest,—The balance due to the Representative Body in respect 
of interest overdue, not including differential interest,* has decreased from £39,117 5s. 9d., 
—at which figure it stood at the close of the year 1909,—to £37,707 4s. 54., being the 
amount at the close of 1910. Irrecoverable arrears have been written off to the extent of 
9,2861. 4s. 6d., leaving 28,420/. 19s. 11d. now due. 

On ten of the Mortgages, on which interest was overdue, less than one year’s interest 
has been received,—and there has been a consequent increase in the arrears of interest on 
these Loans, as compared with the amount outstanding thereon at the close of the preced- 
ing year. On two others, more than a year’s interest having been received, the amount of 
arrears of interest has been reduced, and in one case the balance of interest has been paid 
off.

* The expression ‘differential interest’ denotes the difference between—(1) the full rate of 
interest named in the Mortgage Deeds, and (2) the reduced rate payable when the interest is 
punctually discharged, 
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Tn all cases of estates in which a full year’s interest has become due upon Mortgages, 
Receivers or Agents under deed have been appointed. 


Income and Expenditure Account.—On this Account there was a balance of 2,988/ 16s. 5d. 
carried forward to the credit of the Income and Expenditure Account from the year 1909. 

The total income from Investments in 1910 amounted to 332,320/. 12s. 2d., the first 
charge on which was 310,142/. 9s. 10d., the interest guaranteed on Sundry Capital Funds 
(as per Abstracts A and B), leaving, 22,178/. 2s. 4d. to meet the Expenses of the General 
Synod, Architects’ Salaries, Glebes Income Tax (Schedule A), and General Charges,— 
amounting in all to 9,6202. 9s. 11d.,—after payment of which there remained 12,5570. 12s.5d., 
which, with the above-mentioned sum of 2,988/. 16s. 5d., becomes 15,5467. 8s. 10d. Out 
of this amount the following allocations have been made with the sanction of the General 
Synod :—to the Auxiliary Reserve Fund, 5,000/.,—in payment of Glebes 5/., Grants for 1910, 
3,827/. 2s. 2d.,—to the Belfast Additional Clergy Fund, 1,400/. The Account has also been 
debited with 948/. 19s. 3d., loss on sale of Glebe lands in the parish of Clondalkin (Dublin), 
of which it is understood that about 600/. will be recovered from the Land Commission. 
When available, this sum will be placed to the credit of the Income and Expenditure 
eines The balance, therefore, to be carried forward from the year 1910 amounts to

Notwithstanding the increased yield under the new powers of investment given to the 
Representative Body by the Resolution of the General Synod of the 11th of April, 1907, 
there stillremains the prospect of a considerable reduction in the income of the Representa- 
tive Body,—on the re-investment of Mortgage Capital to be repaid under the Land 
Purchase Acts. In addition to the Loans paid off during 1910, the Representative Body 
have received notices of the sale, nnder those Acts, of thirty-nine estates, on which they 
hold Mortgages to the extent of 1,110,9297. 1s. 11d. 

According as the estates upon which the Representative Body have Mortgages are sold 
to the occupying tenants, and the Mortgages paid off, the Representative Body are enabled 
from year to year to estimate the cases where the estates are solvent, so that no loss will be 
ineurred,—and to realise the exact amount of loss when the sales are completed,—and to 
write off these amounts, whether of Capital, or Interest, or both. 

Of twenty-one estates passing through the Land Courts, nearly half are solvent, and the 
loss on the remainder will be approximately 12,179/. 19s. 8d. of Capital, and 9,286/. 4s. 6d. 
of Interest,— making a total of 21,466/. 4s. 2d., which has been written off Reserve Fund 
No. II. 


Income Tax. —The question of Income Tax, payable by the Clergy under the various 
Schedules, has engaged the anxious attention of the Representative Body during the past 
year,—and they trust that they may be able, next year, to present a full report thereon, 
satisfactory to the Church. 


Receipts from Voluntary Sources in 1910.—The contributions, received by the 
Representative Body from voluntary sources, during the year 1910, amounted to 
153.7237.

From the foregoing table it appears that the total receipts for 1910, compared with those 
for 1909, show a decrease to the extent of 11,9287. lds. Od.,—due mainly to the closing of 
the Church of Ireland Auxiliary Fund. The amount received for Assessments for Stipends, 
viz., 98,3222. 3s. 8d., is less than the average of the three years, 1907 to 1909, viz., 
101,495/. 5s. 4d, 
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General Sustentation Fund.—The balance of the General Sustentation Fund, on 
the 31st of December, 1909, was 80,6357. 19s. 1d.,.—and, during the year 1910, the Fund has 
received additions to its Capital from Legacies, 9,095/. 13s. 4d., the balance remaining to 
the credit of the Fund being 89,7310. 12s. 5d. 

The Subscriptions to the General Sustentation Fund during the year 1910 amounted to 
5251. Os, 4d., which sum,—less by 58/. 15s. 7d., as mentioned below,—is available for 
Church Sustentation. 

The interest on the same Fund for the year 1910, together with Dividends on Invest- 
ments representing Specific Donations, amounted to 3,868/. 13s. 2d. Deducting the interest 
(400/.) on 10,000. under Statute, Chapter I., General Synod, 1897, to provide for Episcopal 
‘Superannuation, and 10s. 6d. for Legal expenses, there remains a sum of 3,468/. 2s. 8d. as 
the unappropriated balance of interest. This balance is ordinarily applied in aid of poor 
parishes,—and the Representative Body accordingly recommend to the General Synod that— 

(1.) 83,4682. 2s. 8d.,—the unappropriated balance of interest of the General Sustentation 
Fund, as mentioned above—together with the sum of 
(2.) 4711. 4s. 9d.,being the amount of the subscriptions to the same Fund for 1910, 
less.a transfer of 502. to the Union of Timahoe, Diocese of Leighlin, under the 
Resolution of the General Synod, of the 4th of May, 1905, 17. allocated to the 
Parish of Kilmeen (Ross), and 2/. 15s. 7d. estate duty on a Bequest,— 
be applied by the Representative Body in aid of poor parishes,—by way of contributions,— 
either (a) to assessments, or (J) to the augmentation of stipends. 

Episcopal Superannuation Fund.—One retiring Annuity of £700,—payable to the 
Right Rev. Charles M. Stack, p.p.,—was chargeable on this Fund on 31st December, 1910. 

Clergy Superannuation General Fund—On the Ist of January, 1910, the number 
of outstanding Retiring Annuities was 84, and of Grants for Curates-assistant 21,—making 
a total of 105. The corresponding amounts of the grants were (1) of the former class, 
10,2587. 7s. 6d., and (2) of the latter, 1,507/, 6s. 8d.,--making a total of 11,7607. 14s. 2d. 

The number of grants, 105, remained the same on January 1st, 1911, on which date the 
total liability of the scheme was 12,295. 17s. 10d.,—viz., (1) 10,8127. lls. 2d. for 85 
Retiring Annnities, and (2) 1,4837. 6s. 8d. for 20 Curates-assistant. 

On the Ist of January, 1910, the Capital of the Fund was 115,505/. 4s. 3d. During the 
p3st year, the total Zncome available for Superannuation was 14,330/. 4s. 6d.,—made up of 
(1) the Diocesan Assessments, in advance for 1911, 10,0387. 12s. 0d., and (2) 4,2917. 12s. 6d., 
interest on Capital. The total amount pazd out during the year (1910) was 12,136/. 17s. 3d. 

Deducting the Expenditure from the Income, there remained a balance of 2,193. 7s. 3d., 
which, added to the Capital, brought this Capital up to the sum of 117,698/. 11s. 6d. on the 
Ist of January, 1911.

(2.) Under ‘The Glebe Lands, Representative Church Body (Ireland) Act, 1875’ (88 & 
39 Vict., ch. 42), the Representative Body obtained power to hold, on behalf of Parishes, 
lands for the erection thereon of Churches, Glebe Houses, School Houses or other buildings 
connected therewith, or for other Church purposes,—the lands so held not to exceed 30 
acres for each Glebe. Two hundred and forty-three Parishes availed themselves of this 
Act during the period from 1876 to 1910, 
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(3.) Arrangements have now been completed by which Glebe Lands and Houses, situated 
on estates that are being sold under the Land Purchase Acts, can be bought by the Repre- 
sentative Body. The incumbents will enjoy the benefits of the reduction of rent ensuing 
from such purchase,—the old rent being commuted fora reduced terminable annuity. 

_ itis therefore desirable in all cases where Glebes are situated on such estates, that the 

incumbents should at once communicate, through their Diocesan Councils, with the 

2 aiaeale Body, so that proper steps may be taken to carry out the purchase of the 
ebes. 


3. Purchase of Head-Rents.—The head-rents of fifty-one Glebes having been purchased 
under the Land Purchase Act, the incumbents in occupation thereof ae pored of a 
portion of the charges hitherto existing,—the annual instalments of the terminable charges 
being less than the rents. 


4. Sale of Glebes.—On account of the sale of 241 Glebes, the Representative Body 
received, up to the 3lst of December, 1909, 234,1747. 10s. 2d. To this sum is now to be 
added 8,858/. 5s. 3d., received on account of six Glebes sold during the year 1910,— 
making a total of 243,0327. 15s. 5d. ‘ 

After deducting (1) the cost price, and (2) expenses,—the profit, together with Dilapidation 
Moneys, was placed to the credit of the Parishes in which these Glebes are situated, to be 
used in building or purchasing more suitable residences. 

The net profit on the Sale of Glebes amounted, on the 31st of December, 1910, to 46,4027.

Since the commencement of the work of the Glebes Committee, the total amount 
expended upon the Repairs of Glebe Houses has been 380,910/. 14s. 6d. 


6. Guarantee Fund.— Under the Statute for the Management of Glebes (Constitution 
of the Church of Ireland, 1909, Chapter XIII.), a balance of 19,295. 4s. Od. stands—under 
Rule No. 20—to the credit of the Guarantee Fund therein named. 

On the 17th of April, 1901, the Representative Body decided that,—when the Guarantee 
Fund is considered by the Architect (after inspection) to be greater than is necessary to 
provide for dilapidations in case of a vacancy,—the Incumbent may, with the sanction of the 
Glebes Committee, expend the balance on internal painting and other improvements, pro- 
vided that the total amount so paid shall not exceed two-thirds of the total amount which 
has been received for the Guarantee Fund during the Incumbency. 


4. Glebe Grant out of General Income and Expenditure Account.—The Representative 
Body having, on the recommendation of the General Synod, made a 5/. Glebe Grant under 
Rule 26, for the year 1910, out of the balance to the credit of the Income and Expenditure 
Account for 1909,—and thus relieved, to some extent, the demands upon many of the Clergy 
for Glebe repairs and payment of rent,—the sum of 52. each was allocated to the various

9. Cutting of Trees.—On the 18th of December, 1907, the Glebes Committee adopted 
the following Resolution,—and forwarded same to the Diocesan Councils :— 

That in all cases in which applications are made for the cutting of Trees under the 
Rules of the Representative Body, it is expedient that the Diocesan Council, before giving 
permission, should consider whether some planting, in lieu of the timber cut, should be 
required ;—and that a copy of this Resolution should be sent to each of the Diocesan 
Councils. 


10, Proposed Bill for new Management of Glebes,—In accordance with the directions 
of the General Synod last year, the Representative Body have, after mature deliberation, 
come to the couclusion that for the future the management of the Glebes must be decentral- 
ised, and placed in the hands of the Diocesan Councils, subject in respect of finance to the 
control of the Representative Body. They have accordingly framed a complete scheme to 
earry this out, and embodied it in a Bill, prescribing the ‘Rules for the Management of 
Glebes’ for the future,—the draft of which they lay before the Synod. This scheme has 
been devised after consultation with all the Diocesan Councils, and with the assistance of 
experts in finance. In drafting the Bill, the Resolution of the General Synod of the 7th of 
April, 1910, on the profit or loss on the sale of Glebe Houses and Lands, was considered. 


11, Re-valuation of Advances for Repairs.—Upon the requirements of the Auditors, 
the Glebe Loans, called ‘Advances for Repairs,’ under Schedules I, II, and III, were 
re-valued, with the result that a net surplus of 8,748/. 9s. Od. of the capital advanced will 
under the new scheme, be placed at the disposal of the Diocesan Councils. 

In a similar manner the Guarantee Fund was re-valued, with the result that a surplus 
similarly shown, of 6,030/. 6s. 5d. will also be placed at the disposal of the Diocesan Councils, 


V. Sustentation. 1. Augmentation of Ecclesiastical Incomes,—The Funds allocated 
by the General Synod for the augmentation of the Hcclesiastical Incomes of certain Minor 
Incumbents and Curates, are :—

2. Grants to Poor Parishes.—1. In December, 1909, the Representative Body received 
9007. from the Lonpon SusTENTATION ComMMITTEsE, to which has been added 100/., given 
(in 1910) anonymously to supplement the 900/. forwarded from London, and 1. from another 
benefactor,—-making 1,001. in all,—and the allocation of this money among Poor Parishes 
in the South and West, will be found in Schedule I. in the Appendix. ; 

They also received, from the same Committee, in 1910, 900/.,—and the Representative 
Body are engaged in the allocation of this sum among Poor Parishes. 

On the 18th of January, 1911, the following Resolution was adopted by the Representa- 
tive Body :— 

That the Representative Body acknowledge with deep thankfulness the receipt of the 
generous gift of 9007. from the Committee of the Church of Ireland Sustentation Fund 
(London Committee in Aid), through the Misses Nugent,—for the assistance of poor parishes 
in the South and West of Ireland. ‘This generous assistance, which has been contributed so 
regularly from year to year, is not only a most valuable help towards the sustentation of 
parishes utterly unable to pay the parochial portion of the income of their Incumbent, but 
is also a deeply-prized proof of affectionate sympathy at the hands of fellow-Churchmen in 
England.

VI, The Auxiliary Fund.—On the 18th of November, 1903, the Representative Body, at 
the suggestion of the Bishops, resolved that a united and energetic effort should be made to 
raise a special Fund in aid of the finances of the Church. ‘They accordingly appointed a 
Committee to draw up an Appeal for circulation in every Diocese in Ireland, calling atten- 
tion-to the special exigencies of the Church, and expressing an earnest hope that its needs 
would be supplied. 

On the 3lst of December, 1909, the amount standing to the credit of the Fund,—in- 
cluding interest, viz., 26,782/. 1s. 10d., ess expenses, 2691. 17s.,—was 233,258/. 12s. The 
annual interest on this sum at 34 per cent. will amount to 8,164/. Since that date, there 
has been added (up to 31st of December, 1910) sums amounting to 6,635/. 14s. 10d. 
Deducting therefrom 12/. 16s. 10d. for expenses, a balance remains of 239,881/. 10s. Od., 
which, under a Resolution of the General Synod (1910), has been transferred to the Auxil- 
iary Reserve Fund. To the latter Fund has been added 5,000/. from the Income and 
Expenditure Account, as sanctioned by the General Synod (1910),—bringing the total of 
the Fund up to 244,881/. 10s. Od., on the 31st of December, 1910. 


Vil,.—Conclusion.—During the year 1910, as the Balance Sheet shows, the total assets 
of the Church have been increased by more than 100,000/. Omitting moneys impressed 
with a specific trust, the invested capital has been increased by 93,562; and the Church’s 
income, available for general purposes, is larger by 5,035/. The past year has offered favour- 
able opportunities to the investor; and it has been found possible to obtain an average rate 
of interest, for new investments, of 4/. 2s. 1d., by taking advantage of the enlarged powers 
of investment given to the Representative Body by the Resolution of the General Synod of 
the 11th of April, 1907. The Synod will be asked to extend these powers somewhat further 
by a Resolution, which will be submitted in the Session of 1911, 
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The Representative Body observe, with regret, that the assessment: moneys contributed 
for parochial sustentation are less in amovnt than. they have been for thirty years,—the 
total for 1910 being 98,3227. This diminution is mainly due to the withdrawal of many large 
subscriptions, consequent on the changes in the ownership of land, brought about by the 
operation of the Land Purchase Acts. In some cases these subscriptions have been com= 
pounded for by the generosity of landlords, who have endowed with a capital sum in lieu 
thereof the parishes in which they used to reside or to own property,—so that the deficit is 
not so great as would appear at first sight. Nevertheless, if the Church’s ministrations are 
to be continued as heretofore, strenuous efforts will be needed to enlist the financial support 
of the new owners of the land who are members of the Church. 

The need of the Auxiliary Reserve Fund has already become apparent, as it will be 

observed that, owing to writing off irrecoverable arrears of Mortgage Capital and Mortgage 
Interest, Reserve Fund No. IL (the only provision heretofore for bad and doubtful debts) is 
less by 20,000/. than it was a year ago, and now amounts only to 42,868Z., a quite inadequate 
provision. 
: To the exceptional requirements of Belfast the Representative Body, as directed by the 
General Synod of 1910, have contributed out of last year’s balance on the Income and 
Expenditure Account, a sum of 1,400/., to. be placed at the disposal of the Bishop, toprovide 
additional clergymen for a period of five years,—and they are glad to know that in more than 
one diocese efforts are being made with the same object. 

The Clergy Superannuation General Fund continues to fulfil the expectations of its 
founders, having already provided retiring pensions for 158 clergymen, of whom 85 still 
survive. 

The Glebe Rules have occupied the Representative Body for many months,—and, after 
much consideration, they have embodied in a Bill to be brought before the Synod new pro- 
visions for the regulation of Glebe loans and repairs, which will, they trust, meet with the 
approval of the Church. 

The generous legacy of 30,0002: bequeathed by the Reverend Jas. Browne Smythe for 
the purpose of providing clerical assistance for clergymen temporarily incapacitated by sick- 
ness from the discharge of their duties, is now being administered by the Archbishops and 
Bishops, in accordance with a scheme of the Court of Chancery. 

The Spiritual Aid Society have invited the Representative Body to undertake the 
custody of their invested funds, and the task of administering the income derived therefrom, 
—for the supply of clerical assistance in districts that are in need. The Representative 
Body are accepting the responsibility: in the present year (1911) and will continue to expend 
the income in accordance with the objects for which the Society was founded. 

Thanks have been sent to the Trustees of the Marshal Beresford Fund for the sum of 
7,0007. which has been received from them during the present year under the terms of the 
Trust. 

To the Misses Nugent the thanks of Irish Churchmen are also due for the substantial 
assistance which, through their efforts, it is once again possible to give to many poor 
parishes in the South and West. : 

The security of the Church’s finances calls for vigilant attention, in the present political 
condition of Ireland,—and the Representative Body will go forward with the work entrusted 
to them in confidence that the members of the Church at large will not fail to recognise their 
responsibility in guarding the Church’s property, and in making suitable provision for the 
maintenance of the Church’s beneficent ministrations. 

The Representative Body must not conclude their Annual Report without grateful 
recognition of the great services rendered to the Church by the Most Reverend Archbishop 
Alexander, who, asa Bishop, had been a member of their Body since the Disestablishment 
and had held the Primacy since 1896. His Grace’s retirement in his honoured old age has 
called forth many tributes of affection from the members of the Church of Ireland, and with 
these the Representative Body desire to associate themselves. To his successor in the 
historic See of Armagh they offer a respectful. welcome. 

For forty. years, disestablished and disendowed, the Church of Ireland has been blessed 
in her ministrations ; and, in common with their fellow-Churchmen, the members of the 
Representative Body are thankful to the good Providence of ALMicHry Gop,

THE GENERAL SYNOD sent to Archbishop Alexander, who resigned the see of 
Armagh on 31st of January, a resolution expressing their deep sympathy and their esteem 
and affectionate regard. A comimunication from the House of Bishops was read t> the 
Synod on the Papal decree Ve V'emere, and this resolution was passed: ‘That this 
General Synod of the Church of Ireland cordially endorses the declaration of the Arch- 
bishop and Bishops on the subject of the Ne Temere decree, and hereby reiterates its 
solemn protest against the Decree, and against the repeated enforcement in this country 
of its provisions, constituting, as they do, an intolerable interference with the ordinary 
law, and a grave menace to the social life of our people.’ A pastoral letter on this 
Decree was sent by the Bishops to the Clergy to be read in the churches. 


THE STANDING COMMITTEE reported that it had sent on behalf of the General 


Synod resolutions of loyalsympathy to King George and Queen Mary, and to Queen 
Alexandra on the death of King Edward VII. 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION expressed regret that so far no grant has been 
obtained from the Treasury towards the heating and cleaning of National Schools. 
The Joint Committee of Representatives of the Church of Ireland and of the Presbyterian 
Church had met six times and considered several cases of proposed amalgamation, and 
had suggested that the same course of reading and instruction in Holy Scripture should 
be appointed for Primary Schools in connection with the two Churches, which suggestion 
is being carried out. Your Board desires the attention of the Synod to the importance 
of Religious Education in Intermediate Schools. The total’ number of pupils of 
Intermediate Schools entered for the examination amounted to 1,827—1, 263 boys and 564 
girls—and 1,745 presented themselves for examination ; and of these 1,551 obtained 
Prizes or Certificates. 

THE BOARD OF MISSIONS reported that the contributions from the Church of 
Ireland to Foreign Missions according to the diocesan returns amounted to 36,1402,, but 
the total received by the Missionary Societies amounted to 46,879/. 


THE WIDOWS AND ORPHANS FUND BOARD stated that the number of 
contributors to the Fund is 1,090, and the annual contributions amount to 6,911, The 
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annuities of forty widows amounted to 1,520/. and of forty-seven orphans to 235/,, making 
vata The General Fund has been increased by 9,509/., and amounts to 


THE PRAYER BOOK COMMITTEE during the past year met ten times and their 
two Sub-Committees in all twenty times, and asked to be reappointed. 


THE HOME REUNION COMMITTEE reported that the Rev. Herbert B, Kennedy, 
B.D., was appointed Hon. Secretary in the place of the late Canon Elliott, whose loss they 
deplored. ‘The Bishops appointed Sunday, 5th November, as a day of Intercession for 
Unity. The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland passed a resolution 
approving of efforts to promote Unity, and appointed ‘a Committee to co-operate in such 
matters with any Committee appointed by the Synod of the Anglican Church, or by any 
other Evangelical Church.’ The Committee have made an effort to start a Prayer 
Union for members of Protestant Churches to join in daily private prayer for the speedy 
reunion of Christians. 


THE SOCIAL SERVICE UNION reported that they arranged and supplied speakers 
for meetings in several parishes in Dublin, and that several bursaries are maintained by 
the parishes of St. Ann’s, Clontarf, Harold’s Cross, Christ Church, Leeson Park. Trinity 
College Social Service Society has continued its management of tenement houses and of 
Boys’ Club nights. The Women Students’ Social Service Union has undertaken a Girls’ 
Club night and afternoon and evening classes. 

The Social Service Committee of Down, Connor and Dromore reports that winter 
addresses on social questions were given in a great many parishes. 

Social Service work is being carried on in Westport, County Mayo. 

THE CHURCH OF IRELAND TRAINING COLLEGE celebrated its Centenary in 
June, and is the oldest but one in the three kingdoms, as it was founded in 1811. The 
celebration was very successful, and it is proposed to builda chapel for the College in 
commemoration of it. The Subscriptions in support of the College amounted to 432/., as 
compared with 399/, last year. The number of Students in training was 185—men 45, 
and women 90,

Canon XLV., Sec. 1—‘ The Representative Church Council, the constitution of which was 
formally accepted by the College of Bishops by a resolution passed October 9, 1876, is recog- 
nised as the organ of the Church in matters of finance, but shall not deal with questions of 
doctrine or worship, nor with matters of discipline, save to give effect to canonical sentences 
of the Church.’ 

The Council consists of the Bishops, the Deans; all instituted or licensed Presbyters, 
Diocesan Officials and a Lay Representative from each congregation and mission in the 
Church. It meets annually in one of the following towns: Edinburgh, Glasgow, Dundee, 
Inverness, Aberdeen and Perth. The meeting in 1911 was held in Perth, on Tuesday, 
May 2, and two following days. 

The following are the Funds raised by the Council and method of raising them: 
1. Clergy Sustentation Fund, raised by subscriptions throughout the whole Church. From 
this fund special grants are given to poorer charges, and the rest is divided equally among 
all the Rectors on the Equal Dividend List, each Bishop receiving three shares. 2. Home 
Mission Fund, raised by an annual offertory in every Church. Mission Charges, Mission 
Stations, and the Mission Work of the Church are supported by this Fund. 8. Education 
Fand, raised by an annual offertory in every Church, and used for the support of Church 
Day Schools. 4. Foreign Mission Fund, raised by annual offertory in every congregation, 
and is for the support of the Special Foreign Mission Werk of the Scottish Episcopal 
Church. 5. Endowment Fund. Moneys raised and bequeathed for general purposes of 
Endowment are invested and form the ‘ Clergy Sustentation Fund Capital,’ and the income 
thereof is added annually to the Clergy Fund. 6. Theological Hall Fund, collected by 
subscriptions for the support of the Theological College, Coates Hall, Edinburgh. 7. Aged 
and Infirm Clergy Fund, raised by assessment on the free income of congregations, and by 
donations and legacies. At present retiring allowances are granted of 80J. to Clergy inca- 
pacitated by age or permanent ill-health. Besides these seven Funds there are other 
charitable Funds administered by the Council.

The Session consists of Three Terms: Michaelmas Term, extending over nine weeks before 
the Advent Ordination ; Lent Term, eleven weeks before Easter Monday; Trinity Term, 
six weeks before and two after Trinity Sunday. The College is connected with Durham 
University. Students are prepared for English as well as Scottish Orders, also for the Oxford 
and Cambridge Preliminary Examinations, and the College Testamur is given only to those 
who have passed this Examination. 

The fees are 12/, per annum; for Walker Bursars, 6/. 6s. Board and lodging in the Hall, 
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1/. 5s. per week. Students are expected to have cap and gown, cassock and surplice. There 
are a large number of bursaries and funds available for assisting the education of candidates 
for Holy Orders.

The College was originated in 1841, to introduce into Scotland ‘a combination of general 
education, with domestic discipline, and systematic religious superintendence” The plan 
embraced a Public School, with Senior and Junior Divisions, and a Theological Department, 
and for many years, under a succession of Wardens, the union was maintained. Since the 
transference of the Theological Department to Edinburgh, only the Public School now 
remains at Glenalmond. 

The School is divided into Senior and Junior Schools. The latter is separately organised 
as a preparatory school for very young boys (from 9 to 13). The Senior School has a classical 
and a modern side, and Army Classes. The classical side does not vary—except in git ing 
more elasticity as to subjects chosen—from that of most public schools. The modern side 
is intended to give the training specially needed by those who pass from school directly into 
actual life. In the Army Classes boys are prepared for direct entry into the Army, and other 
public services, including the Navy. 


Ill. THE EPISCOPAL TRAINING COLLEGE. 
For ScHOoOL-MISTRESSES, DALRY House, EpinBurGu. 
Visitor of the College—The BisHor oF EpINBURGH. 
Principal—Rev. J. R. Lesiiz, D.D. 


This Institution was established in 1850, for the purpose of training Masters for the 
Schools connected with the Episcopal Church in Scotland. It having been found that 
Female Teachers were more in demand than Male Teachers, it was resolved in 1866 that the 
Institution should devote itself to the Training of School-mistresses. Dalry House contains 
dormitory accommodation for 63 students; a science room, spacious lecture rooms, and 
dining room, as well as rooms for resident officers of the College. A beautifal chapel, 
the gift of an anonymous donor, has recently been added. The Practising Schools 
accommodate 300 children. 

The fees for tuition and training are 10/. per annum, The charge for board, washing, 
and medical attendance is 16/. per annum. The course of training extends over two years, 
of three sessions each. 


GENERAL ORGANISATIONS OF THE CHURCH. 


The Corporation of the Scottish Episcopal Clergy Widows and Orphans Fund.— 
President, The Most Rev. The Primus. Treasurer and Secretary, Robert T. Nortor, C.A., 
13 Queen Street, Edinburgh. This Fund is the successor, on an enlarged basis, of 
the Scotch Episcopal Friendly Society, which was formed in the year 1793. Under the 
Act the general fund of the Society, amounting to 31,6337. 5s. 1ld., was transferred to 
the new body which, at the same time, assumed liability both for the annuities to repre- 
sentatives of members of the Society current at the date of transference, and for the 
annuities which may hereafter become payable by the decease of existing members. The 
Directors have prepared a full statement of the payments required in respect of the Fund. 
A copy of the statement and all other information may be obtained en application to the 
Treasurer and Secretary at the address given above. 


Consultative Council on Church Legislation.— This organisation of the Church in 
Scotland is intended to give the laity, conjointly with the clergy, opportunity of consider- 
ing in one central body all proposed alterations in the Code of Canons that may be svb- 
mitted to the Bishops, and of suggesting subjects for legislation that seem to ke required 
for the welfare of the Church. he Constitution of the Council was finally adopted ly the 
Episcopal Synod on October 26, 1905, and the Provincial Synod, sitting at the same time, 
gave canonical recognition to the new body, by an enactment which it added to the cede of 
Canons, The creation of this Council is due to the recommendations contained in the Report 
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of the Commission of clergy and laymen appointed by the Bishops in 1903, to deal with the 
whole subject of legislation in the Scottish Church. This Commission held numerous 
meetings in 1903 and 1904. It summoned witnesses, mostly experts, who gave evidence on 
the special points of difficulty experienced in connection with Church legislation ; and 
many of them submitted written statements, wherein various matters are discussed. rela- 
tive to the practice of the primitive Church, and to the co-operation of the laity with the 
clergy in the actual government of different Churches of the Anglican Communion. 
These statements, as well as the oral evidence, are published in full in the Report of the 
Commission, which, together with the conclusions and recommendations of the Commis- 
sioners, constitutes a volume of exceptional value and interest to the Church. As defined by 
the Provincial Synod, the object and function of the Consultative Council are ;—‘ (1) To 
consult, if it see fit, on any subject proposed for legisiation by the Provincial Synod, and 
to make representations thereon to the Episcopal Synod. (2) To consult concerning any 
subject seeming to need legislative action, and, if it see fit, to make representations 
thereon to the Episcopal Synod.’ It isto be noted that through the medium of this Con- 
sultative Council the laity for the first time in the history of the Scottish Church have hag 
a constitutional position assigned to them in the legislative work of the Church. In future 
no changes in the Code of Canons (to which of course the laity as well as the clergy are 
subject) can be given effect to without the laity being given an opportunity through their 
representatives of considering the same and pronouncing their opinion thereon. In the 
election of the lay members of this Consultative Council all the congregations of the 
Church have an indirect share. The lay representatives whom the congregations elect 
annually will every third year in the Diocesan Council choose a proportionate number of 
laymen to represent the Diocese in the Consultative Council. It must, however, be noted 
at the same time, that the power of passing legislative proposals for the Church into law 
will remain, as formerly, in the hands of the Provincial Synod, which consists of the 
Bishops and of representatives of the Clergy. But, in future, according to the constitution 
of this Consultative Council, no enactment of the Synod is to come into force until—after 
having first been provisionally passed by the Synod—it is confirmed by the Synod at an 
adjourned meeting held within twelve months. Further, the precise terms of all contem- 
plative legislative enactments are to be published for the information of the Church, and 
are to be submitted during the interval of the Synods’ adjournment to the clergy in their 
Diocesan Synods, and also to the Consultative Council for its consideration. The object of 
these safeguarding provisions is to prevent laws being passed without the Church as a whole 
being previously made aware of their exact nature, and without both the clergy and the 
laity having an opportunity afforded them of expressing their opinion upon them in consti- 
tutional ways, The foregoing outline of the constitution of the Council is drawn from a 
statement made by the Dean of Edinburgh in St. Mary’s Cathedral on the first Sunday in 
January 1906, when bringing before the congregation the fact of the Council’s existence, 
and urging it as their duty to assist loyally in the work it had been founded to promote. The 
Council will greatly facilitate the work of the Church, and, it may confidently be expected, 
will make for its increased usefulness as a power in the land. The membership of the 
Council consists of: (1) The Bishops. (2) Five clerical and five lay members elected by the 
Bishops. (3) Representative clergy, elected by the clergy of each diocese in the same 
proportion as in the case of members of the Provincial Synod,—7.e. one-tenth of the full 
number of clergy entitled to vote in Diocesan Synod are elected as representatives. 
(4) Representative laity, elected by the lay members of each Diocesan Council, in number 
equal to the elected clerical members. 


Temperance Union of the Episcopal Church in Scotland,— Organising Secretary, Rev. 
J. B. Jobberns, The Rectory, Carnoustie. Promoted and Supervised by the Temperance 
Committee of the R.C.C. Object—To associate those who use temperately and those who 
abstain from using alcoholic beverages in efforts for—(1) The promotion of habits of 
Temperance ; (2) The reformation of the Intemperate ; (3) The removal of causes which 
lead to Intemperance; (4) The provision of counter-attractions. Branches may be Diocesan 
or Congregational. Where a Diocesan Socicty exists, it may be affiliated to the Union 
through its own Committee, and each Congregational Branch of such Society becomes, 
through this affiliation, a Branch of the Union. 


The Churchwomen’s Agsociation in Aid of Foreign Missions.—Office, 122 George 
Street, Edinburgh. Secretary, Miss Robertson-Macdonald. 7 reasurer, Miss Anderson. 
This Association was founded to enlist the co-operation of Churchwomen on behalf of 
Foreign Missions. It has branches in each of the Dioceses of the Church in Scotland, with 
Congregational and Diocesan correspondents. The membership, at present is about 4,000. 
The Afzsston Chronicle, which is also the Kaffrarian Diocesan Quarterly, is now published 
by the Board of Foreign Missions as the Missionary Quarterly of the Church, 
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Junior Clergy Foreign Missionary Association.— Secretary, Rev. R. F. Strathern, 17 
Monteith Row, Glasgow. ‘The object of the Association shall be to advance the cause of 
Foreign Missions. Members shall be Clergy of the Episcopal Church in Scotland who are 
of not more than twenty years’ standing in Holy Orders. Other clergy may be elected 
as Associates (without the right to vote). The Association shall consist of (1) 
Diocesan Organisations, formed by members of a Diocese or Dioceses, free to arrange 
work for themselves; (2) a General Committee composed of two representatives elected 
annually from Diocesan Organisations. 


Laymen’s Missionary Movement.—<A new organisation has recently been formed among 
the Laymen of the Episcopal Church in Scotland for the purpose of increasing the General 
Foreign Mission Fund, and of extending the work and ministration of the Church in the 
General Scheme of Evangelisation. Correspondents may be appointed in every con- 
gregation. If desired a speaker will be sent to any charge to explain the object of the 
movement.

The Children’s Missionary Guild.—This Guild was organised in 1910 by a Joint Com- 
mittee composed of the Committee on Children’s Work of the Foreign Missionary Board, 
and the Executive of the Churchwomen’s Association. It was instituted for the purpose of 
affording instruction in the missionary activities of the Church and of forming a central 
organisation of the missionary guilds for young people that already existed in many of our 
congregations. Committee in Charge : Convener—The Rev. R. F. Strathern, 17 Monteith 
Row, Glasgow. Secretary, Mr. R.T. Norfor, 13 Queen Street, Edinburgh, to whom all 
communications should be addressed. 


The Home Mission Association was formed on the lines of the Churchwomen’s Associa- 
tion for Foreign Missions, but includes men and women in its membership, and is for the 
purpose of furthering the cause of Home Missions. 


The Scottish Society of the Holy Spirit.—Secretary, Very Rev. Provost Ball, Millport, 
Cumbrae. The object of this Society is to help the Clergy to realise their high calling and 
to fulfil its obligations. 


The Scottish Church Association for Intercessory Prayer.—President, The Most Rev. 
The Primus. Secretary, R. T. N. Speir, Culdees, Muthill, Perthshire. Objects—To 
promote the welfare of the Church at large, and especially the work of the Church Council, 
also of the individual members of the Association, by means of Intercessory Prayer—a 
paper being circulated monthly among the members, containing subjects for Intercession. 


The Confraternity of the Blessed Sacrament.—Secretary and Treaswrer-General, Rev. 
G. L, Bell, Gatterline Rectory, by Stonehaven. The objects of the Society are the honour 
due to the Person of our Lord Jesus Christ in the Blessed Sacrament and mutual and special 
intercession at the time of and in union with the Eucharistic Sacrifice. There are about 
400 members. 


The Scottish Church Union.— President, The Right Hon. Lord Forbes ; Secretary, James 
Taylor, 245 Union Street, Aberdeen. The object of the Union is to maintain and defend in 
their integrity the rites and ceremonies of the Church, as presently authorised by the Book of 
Common Prayer and as sanctioned by the Canons of the Church, 


The Scottish Free and Open Church Association —President, The Most Rev. The 
Primus ; Secretwry, [vacant]. Objects: The abolition of the rental and appropriation of 
sittings, the fuller recognition of the practice of weekly offerings as a part of Christian 
worship, and the opening of churches throughout the day for private prayer and meditation, 


The Scottish Clergy Society—President, The Most Rey. the Primus; Secretary, the 
Rev. J. H. Shepherd, St. Mary Magdalene’s Rectory, Dundee. The objects of the Society 
are—(1) To promote and foster within due limits the national element in the life of 
the Scottish Church by the encouragement of a native ministry and of a healthy national 
sentiment among Churchmen; (2) To bind its members together in spiritual and social 
fellowship. 

The Brotherhood of St. Andrew.— President, Mr. Arthur Giles ; Secretary, G. B. Chalk, 
59 St. Vincent Street, Glasgow. The Brotherhood consists of young business men banded 
together in parochial chapters to promote the spread of Christ’s Kingdom among young 
men. 


Edinburgh Diocesan Men’s Guilds Union.—Pvesident, The Bishop of Edinburgh. Hon. 
Secretary, Mr. J. Jeffreys, 10 Montagu Terrace, Edinburgh. The object of the Union 
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is to incorporate within it all institutions, guilds, and other associated bodies within 
the Diocese, having’ for their aim the promotion of the intellectual, moral, and spiritual life 
of men. 


St. Mary’s Orphanage, Culross, Fife.—Founded about 20 years ago by Miss Fraser- 
Tytler. It receives friendless girls at an early age and prepares them for service, 


Sisterhood of St. Margaret of Scotland, Bay View, Spital, Aberdeen The primary 
ohject of this Sisterhood, which was founded in 1864 as an affiliated house of St. Margaret’s, 
East Grinstead, is mission work. They have charge of the day school belonging to St. 
Margaret’s Church, and of the various guilds for women and girls connected with it, and a 
Home for Working Girls. They are also engaged in mission work at Stirling, and at 
Kirkwall, Orkney. 


St. Martha’s Home, Spital, Aberdeen.—A Lodging-house for Working Girls. Terms, 
ds. per week, ‘The Sister-in-Charge will be much obliged if Clergymen will recommend this 
Home to girls coming into Aberdeen from the country. 


Scottish Society of Reparation, Bethany, Hardgate, Aberdeea.—This Religious Society 
was founded in 1870 for purposes of devotion and the perfecting of the spiritual life, and to 
aid the Clergy in propagating the Faith; and that chiefly by the work of Christian educa- 
tion and the godly upbringing of the young; but the Sisters do not limit themselves to 
these works, and are ready to assist in Church work in any way in their power. They have 
a Home in Aberdeen for destitute girls; a Primary School, also in Aberdeen, under a Sister 
holding a Government certificate, and a Ladies’ School (at 9 Albury Road) for the higher 
education of the daughters of the Clergy and others, with a Clergy Orphanage attached. 


Community of SS. Mary ye Virgin and Modwenna, 10 King Street, Dundee.—This 
Sisterhood was founded in 1871, and, during his lifetime, directed by the late Bishop Forbes. 
Affiliated to All Saints’ Sisterhood, London, it is devoted to the work of ‘Sisters of the 
Poor,’ and its members labour ia the various districts of Dundee. To it is attached a small 
Home for Incurables, capable of recei ving 10 male and 19 female patients. 


All Saints’ Mission House, Glen Street, Edinburgh.—The Home, which was established 
in 1870, is held in trust for the All Saints’ (London) Sisters working in Edinburgh. The 
Sisters do mission work in All Saints? District, and also in the District of St. Martin’s, 
Tynecastle, and devote themselves to teaching and visiting among the poor. Retreats are 
heid from time to time in the House, and ladies can be received as Visitors. 


Community of St. Andrew of Scotland, Joppa, Midlothian.—Founded in 1858, 1Usttor, 
The Bishop of Edinburgh. Warden, Rey. Canon Erskine Hill. Chaplain, Rev. A. Bi. 
Laurie. The work of the Community is that of a Penitentiary, which is carried on by 
the Mother Superior, Sisters, and Sisters Associate, with other helpers. Ib is supported 


mainly by laundry work of the inmates, supplemented by voluntary subscriptions. 
There is accommodation for 40, 


St. Salvador’s Houss, 7 Grosvenor Strost, Hilabargh— /Vurden, Very Rev. Provost 
Mitchell-Innes, Inverness. This House was opened in 1889 for the benefit of Nurses 
connected with the Church. Special services are held, and addresses given to them in the 
Oratory from time to time, They frequent the house also for rest and recreation. It is 


intended besides as a residence for ladies who desire to work among the sick and poor in the 
city. 

The Home, Paton’s Lane, Dundee.—Founded in 1848, and partially endowed in 186). 
The Home has had, on the whole, a career of progress, as well as of unquestionable useful- 
ness, in its penitentiary work. Inebriates are also received as boarders, payment being 
according to social position, but all except first-class patients are required to do some work 
for the institution. Needlework, washing and ironing, are done by the other inmates, and a 
portion of the income arises from this source.

The Convalescent House, William Street, Dundee.—Lady Superintendent, Miss A. F. 
Marshall. Hstablished in 1860.—Patients labouring under incurable and active disease are 
not admitted, and those above ten years of age are preferred. 


The Scottish Church Orphanage, Aberlour, Strathspey, Scotland.— Warden, Rev. 
Walter Jenks. The orphanage was founded in 1875, and is supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions. Number of inmates, 500, The institution is managed by a board of directors, who 


are elected annually by the subscribers. Children from all parts of the three kingdoms 
are eligible for admission. 
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The Orphanage and Home of the House of Bethany, Aberdeen, conducted by the Com- 
munity of St. Mary and St. John, is intended for destitute girls, from infancy till fit to earn 
their living. There are at present 25 children in the House. 


Scottish Episcopal Teachers’ Association. —President (vacant). Secretary, Miss M. L. 
Rayner, F.E.I.S., Training College, Edinburgh. Objects—(«) To afford mutual help to 
members by correspondence or otherwise in difficulties arising in the course of duty ; 
(>) To further the professional interests of Teachers in Episcopal Schools; (c) To give 
opportunities for the discussion of professional and educational topics, and exchanging 
views on matters of general individual interest; (d) To bring before the Church the 
just claims of the Schools and Teachers. The management of the Association is vested 
in a President, Vice-President, Treasurer, and Secretary, and nine other members who 
form the Central Committee. A Representative (who shall also be correspondent) shall 
be elected in each Diocese, and shall have the power of attending and voting at all the 
meetings of the Central Committee. 


Rescue Home for Girls, 177 Hill Street, Garnethill, Glasgow. —This Home was 
opened by the Home Mission Board of the Representative Church Council, under the charge 
ot Sister Charlotte Mary (one of the Community of St. Andrew of Scotland, Joppa), for the 
temporary shelter of girls. The residence of those admitted does not, as a rule, exceed 
more than two or three wecks. When willing the girls are passed on to St. Andrew’s 
Home, Joppa, or some other similar institution. 


The Christian Social Union.—The Christian Social Union consists of members of the 
Church of England, or of any body in full communion with her, who have the following 
objects at heart :—(i) To claim for the Christian law the ultimate authority to rule social 
practice ; (ii) To study in common how to apply the moral truths and principles of Christi- 
anity to the social and economic difficulties of the present time ; (iii) To present Christ in 
practical life as the living Master and King, the enemy of wrong and selfishness, the power 
of righteousness and love. Members are expected to pray for the well-being of the Union 
at Holy Communion, more particularly on or about the following days:—The Feast of 
the Epiphany; the Feast of the Ascension ; the Feast of St. Michael and All Angels.

The Scottish Episcopal Church Men’s Society (S.E.C,M.S.).—Under the guidance of 
Archbishop Temple, three Societies in England, which had for many years worked independ- 
ently amongst men, merged their individual existence and united to form one strong move- 
ment. The joint experience of the three was thrown into a common stock, and it is out of 
this abundant experience, stretching back some fifty years, that the Church of England 
Men’s Society (C.H.M.S.) built up its present constitution. It has been only some eight 
years at work under its present title, but its growth has been phenomenal, and it bids fair 
to take strong root also in Scotland. A Rule of Life of a simple character is binding upon 
Members and Associates, as follows: ‘To pray to God every day and to do something to help 
forward the work of the Church.’ Ata meeting held in Perth, summoned by the Primus, 
on March 24, 1908, the Bishop of Glasgow presiding, delegates from the various Scottish 
Dioceses were present, and it was agreed to form a separate society on a national basis, with 
diocesan and congregational branches, federated with the C.E,M\S. under the name of the 
Scottish Episcopal Church Men’s Society. Presddent, The Most Rev. the Primus. Vice- 
Presidents, The Right Rev. Bishop Campbell (Glasgow and Galloway), and Mr. Charles

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In the year just closing, there have been many changes in our House of Bishops. 
On the same day in January, the Bishop of Maryland, Dr. Paret, first in years of the 
whole house, and the comparatively young Bishop of Massachusetts, Dr. Vinton, died 
the one in the twenty-sixth year of his episcopate, marked by great vigour of thought 
and action, the other in the ninth year of his administration of a new diocese set off 
from one of the very oldest. Six days later came the death of Dy. Atwill, who had 
been Bishop of Kansas City in Missouri for more than twenty years. Early in February 
the venerable and saintly Bishop of Pennsylvania, Dr. Whitaker, consecrated in 1869 as 
missionary Bishop of Nevada, translated alter eleven years of hard work to one of our 
largest cities, and in each sphere of duty faithful and beloved, passed to his rest. His 
name stood third on the roll in order of consecration, preceded by those of the Bishop of 
Missouri and the Bishop of Albany. For the former a coadjutor has been elected, Dr. 
Frederick Foote Johnson, first designated as Assistant in the district of South Dakota 
and now for a year its Bishop. Of the Bishops elected at the last General Convention, 
five have been consecrated ; also, worthy men to fill the vacancies in Rhode Island and 
Western Massachusetts, the elect for this last-named see being the son of the former 
Bishop of Michigan ; the new diocese of Evie in the north-west part of Pennsylvania has 
received its first Bishop ; a coadjutor, to whom full jurisdiction has been demitted, 
has been consecrated for Arkansas ; the former bishop coadjutor of Pennsylvania—the 
diocese of that name including but the city of Philadelphia and the surrounding 
country—having become the diocesan, was compelled by feeble health to ask for a 
coadjutor; who was recently consecrated, and, owing to the death of the Bishop, he 
succeeds him. A beginning has been likewise made of a suffragan episcopate for our 
larger dioceses under the canonical provisions which were adopted a year ago, New 
York and Philadelphia and Chicago having elected men of mature years, who are 
already giving proof of the value of this new venture. Two newly elected foreign 
missionary bishops await consecration, if they accept the charge to which they have 
been chosen, for Kyoto in Japan and for Naku in China ; the lot has fallen in each case 
on aman who has given the full work of his ministry in the land in which the new 
responsibility awaits him. 

The General Board of Missions, in its reorganised form, has shown new energy and 
efficiency. The large board, representing in each order all of the eight departments 
into which the country is divided, has guided the work with enthusiastic wisdom ; and 
the executive board, of which indeed we hear less, has given careful attention to 
details. For the financial year the receipts were over a million dollars ; and this sum, 
it must be remembered, does not include the amounts provided by parishes and 
dioceses for work within their own borders. The meetings of delegates elected to the 
councils of the departments with the bishops—our incipient provincial assemblies—have 
been well attended and of practical results ; nothing has been heard of the general 
Board of Religious Education ; and as to the other Commissions to which diocese 
niatters have been referred in preparation for the next General Convention, it is not 
time to hear from them. The ‘Men and Religion ’ movement is attracting attention and 
exerting influence, as well within the Church as without it; perhaps it needs stronger 
and more careful guidance than it sometimes has. Our Church is certainly taking an 
increasingly influential place in matters affecting the social and religious welfare of the 
community ; and its energy of action and of restraint is often felt very wholesomely.

SUMMARY OF THE ACTS OF THE UPPER AND LOWER 
HOUSES OF CONVOCATION OF CANTERBURY, I9II. 


Session I.—/Vednesday, February 1, 1911. 
(Cathedral Church of St. Paul in London.) 


The Second Convocation, Georgio Quinto Reqnunte, was opened with the customary 
ceremonies, the Sermon being preached in Latin by the Ven. Archdeacon Burrows.

After praeconization by the Actuary, the House proceeded to the re-election of the 
Very Rev. Philip Frank Eliot, Dean of Windsor, as Prolocutor of the Lower House. 


Session II].—Tuesday, February 14, 1911. 
(Church House, Westminster. ) 


After a celebration of the Holy Communion in the Chapel of Henry VII, West- 
minster Abbey, the President, accompanied by other prelates, proceeded to the Great 
Hall of the Church House where, the Lower House being duly summoned, the 
Prolocutor-Elect was formally presented to His Grace, who was pleased to approve and 
confirm the election. His Grace subsequently read the Royal Mandate re-issuing the 
Letters of Business. 


UPPER HOUSE. 


Address to the King.—Moved by the Bishop of London, seconded by the Bishop 
of Salisbury and unanimously adopted. 


LOWER HOUSE. 


Exchange of Benefices.—Moved by the Archdeacon of Aston : 

‘The following resolations have heen passed in order to facilitate the preliminary 
arrangements between the clergymen desiring an exchange of benefices, without in any 
way diminishing the responsibility which belongs to the Bishops and Patrons in their 
respective spheres. It is not intended to interfere with exchanges arranged privately by 
individuals with the consent of the Bishops and Patrons concerned.’ 

1. ‘That a central office for exchanges be established in London for the Province of 
Canterbury.’ 

2. ‘That any clergyman desiring to effect an exchange of benefice may enter his name 
at such office, but the name ofno person shall be received at the office unless the consent 
of his Bishop and Patron to his seeking an exchange have been obtained.’

1, ‘ That it isin the highest degree important that the principle should be recognised 
in the Church that a clergyman should retire from any benefice without delay, when 
from age or other cause it may appear, after due inquiry, that he has become incapable 

of adequately discharging its obligations ; and that the whole question of pensions, by 
which alone in the case of the parochial Clergy such retirement can be secured, should 
be pressed forward in every way, and that information as to making such provision 
should be tabulated and put into the widest circulaticn.’ 

2. Moved by the Archdeacon of Bristol, seconded by Canon Deane : 

‘That as in the case of capitular bodies the already existing law facilitates retirement, 
recourse should be had to its provisions when the holder of an office becomes unable 


efficiently to fulfil the duties belonging to it.’ 


Session 1V.—Thursday, February 16, 1911.

Marriage Laws.—RrsoLuTions on Report (No. 439) of the Lower House on 
Marriage Laws, with resolutions appended. Moved by the Bishop of London : 

1. ‘That the right of parishioners to claim the use of the church or the services of 
the Incumbent for the solemnisation of marriages ought not to extend to divorced 
persons, whether innocent or guilty.’ 

2. ‘That persons domiciled elsewhere than in England who have obtained a divorce 
in their own country on grounds not acknowledged by English law, ought not to be 
married in any English churches, and cannot be so married without causing just offence 
to the consciences of English Churchmen.’ 

3. ‘That this House opposes, as detrimental {o the social, moral, and religious 
interests of the nation, any extension of the grounds on which divorce can now be 
legally granted.’ 

4, ‘That while holding to the plain principle of justice that poverty ought not to be 
in itself a bar to obtaining all the protection which just laws afford, this House strongly 
deprecates any attempt to increase the general facilities for divorce by the multiplication 
of courts possessing divorce jurisdiction.’ 

5. ‘That this House desires to press for such amendments of the law as may be 
necessary in order to give practical effect to any of the foregoing resolutions,’

all thy mind and with all thy strength. This is the First Commandment, and the 
Second is like unto it—namely this: Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself; There 
is none other Commandment greater than these. And He said, On these two Com- 
mandients hang all the law and the prophets.” Lord, have mercy upon us, and write 
these Thy laws in our hearts, we beseech Thee.’ 

4. Moved by the Archdeacon of Birmingham : ‘That the Rubric before the collects 
for the King be altered to read “‘ Then may be read one of these two collects for the King, 
the priest standing as before and saying.”

‘But when the Holy Communion cannot reverently or without grave diff culty be 
celebrated in private, “and also when there are several sick persons in the parish 
desirous to receive the Communion on the same day, it shall be lawful for the Priest 
(with the consent of the sick person) on any day when there is a Celebration of the 
Holy Communion, to set apart at the open Communion so much of the consecrated 
Bread and Wine as shall serve the .sick person (or persons) and so many as shall 
communicate with him. And, the open Communion ended in the Church, he shall, on 
the same day and with as little delay as may be, go and minister the same. But, 
before he deliver the Holy Sacrament to the communicants, the appointed General 
Confession must be made in their name, the Priest adding the Absolution with the 
Comfortable Words ; and when he delivereth the Bread and Wine to any one, he shall 
use the words appointed ; and, after the Communion ended, shall be said the Lord’s 
Prayer and the Collect, Almighty and everlasting God, we most heartily thank Thee, etc., 
together with the Blessing. And if any of the Bread and Wine that was consecrated 
remain over, the same shall, immediately after the service, reverently be consumed, 

‘If the consecrated Bread and Wine be not taken immediately to the sick person, 
they shall be kept in such place and after such manner as the Ordinary shall approve, 
so that they be not used for any other purpose whatsoever. 

‘The Priest shall take the consecrated Bread and Wine to the sick person’s house 
privately and without ceremonial,’ ;

That in the ‘‘ Order how the rest of Holy Scripture is appointed to be read ”’ 
in paragraph 6 it should read, ‘‘ And note that, whensoever Proper Lessons are appointed, 
then the Lessons of ordinary course appointed in the Calendar (if they be different) shall 
be omitted for that time.”’

‘That His Grace the President and their lordships of the Upper House be respectfully 
requested to take such steps as may be necessary towards effectively meeting the need 
for more bishops in the Northern Province.’ 


Welsh Disestablishment.—Rzrsoturion. Moved by Rey. F. L. H. Millard, seconded 
by Canon Lister : 

‘That in the opinion of this House a vigorous opposition should be organised 
throughout the Northern Province against the proposed dismemberment of the Church 
by the disestablishment and disendowment of the Welsh dioceses. 

‘That their lordships of the Upper House be humbly requested to take steps to 
promote meetings of protest in every diocese.’ 


Unbeneficed Clergy and the Franchise.—After prolonged discussion a resolution 
moved by Archdeacon Kilner was withdrawn. 


Observance of the Lord’s Day.—RxEsoLurion. Moved by Canon Rawnsley, seconded 
by the Dean of Carlisle : 

‘That in the opinion of this House, no legislation for shops will be satisfactory which 
does not safeguard the equal right of ail shopkeepers and their employés to one day’s 
rest in seven, that day to be always, except under proved necessity, the weekly rest-day 
recognised and sanctioned by. immemorial English law and custom, namely, Sunday. 
This House therefore regrets that, in the present Bill, it is proposed, for the first time 
in our history, to legalise the opening of small traders’ shops on Sunday, subject only to 
a “‘ closing order” being obtained from the Local Authority to prevent such Sunday 
trading, 
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‘And this House earnestly pleads that, instead of the legalised opening of shops that 
have hitherto been closed under existing law, the suggested procedure should be reversed, 
and that no shops (other than those already permitted to open under the existing law) 
should be open for, Sunday trading, unless or until the alleged demand for such facilities 
for Sunday trading shall have been proved and supported by a requisition from two- 
thirds of the ratepayers in any given locality.’

Relation of Communities to the Episcopate.—Reso.uTion. Moved by the Bishop 
of Wakefield, seconded by the Bishop of Ripon: ‘That the report be received.’ 

Royal Letters of Business.—ResoLution. Moved by the Bishop of Manchester, 
seconded by the Bishop of Ripon : 

‘That this House respectfully requests the President at the next group of Sessions 
to bring before it the reports of its Committees with a view to their adoption, amend- 
ment or rejection.’ 


State Insurance Proposals.—ResoLurion. Moved by the Bishop of Carlisle, 
seconded by the Bishop of Liverpool : 

‘That this House, while hoping that ample opportunities will be afforded for the con- 
sideration of the details of the National Insurance Bill, desires to accord a hearty 
welcome for its general principles for national contributory provision for times of sickness 
and unemployment.’

SumMARY oF ProceEpinGs or Szssions, April 25 and 26, 1911. 
Tuesday, April 25. 


THE House met at the Church House, at 1.30 p.m. After prayers had been said, 
letters were read from the Marquis of Salisbury announcing his inability to accept 
the office of Chairman, and from the Archbishop of Canterbury conveying His Grace’s 
regret that illness prevented his usual attendance at the opening of a new House. 

After the election of various officials and appointment of Committees, the House 
proceeded to discuss the selected subjects. 


Church in Wales.—Mr. O. H. Jones (Llandaff) moved, Chancellor J. Sankey, K.C. 
(Llandaff) seconded, and it was agreed with one dissentient : 

‘That this House desires strongly to protest against any measure for the disestablishment 
and disendowment of four Dioceses of the Province of Canterbury situate in Wales, which 
would alienate to secular purposes property freely given and solemnly dedicated to the 
service of God, which would dismember the Church, break up its national unity, and deprive 
large numbers of the poor of the right to religious ministrations which they at present 
possess, and is of opinion that, as the Government has announced its intention of bringing 
ina Bill for the disestablishment and disendowment of the Church in Wales during the 
present Parliament, it is of urgent importance that steps be taken to place before the public 
in England full and accurate information as to the position of the Church in Wales, as 
brought out in the Report of the Royal Commission.’ 


The House then adjourned. 


Wednesday, April 26. 


The House met at the Church House at 1la.m., the Vice-Chairman presiding. After 
prayers, the Minutes of the last meeting were taken as read, and the Report of the 
Standing Committee was agreed to. 


Church in Wales.—After some discussion, the following motion was carried nem. con. : 

‘That on the ground of our common Christianity and of the principles of justice and 
consistency, which we unite in professing, this House deplores that Nonconformists who 
have pronounced against severing their own Welsh from their English organisation, and are 
raising endowments for their own requirements, should support a measure which by an 
arbitrary act of the State would sever the Welsh Dioceses and portions of other dioceses 
from the rest of the Church of England against the will of Church people in both Hngland 
and Wales: and which, by confiscating to secular objects endowments given for religious 
purposes, and still urgently required for those purposes, would proclaim alike to the 
Christian and non-Christian world that the nation attaches more importance to material 
and intellectual progress than to the maintenance of spiritual life and character.’ 

Mr. G. F. Chambers (Chichester) moved, Colonel E. T. Luck (Rochester) seconded, 
and it was agreed with one dissentient : 

(1) ‘ That in the opinion of this House, having regard to the present political situation, 
it is the imperative duty of Churchmen of every shade of opinion to organise at once 
throughout England and Wales a strenuous propaganda to prevent the spoliation of the 
National Church, and the consequent injury to religion generally.” ; 

(2) ‘That a Committee be appointed to consider (in consultation with the Central 
Church Committee for Defence and Instruction) the best means of carrying out the 
foregoing resolution.’ 

Revision of the Prayer Book.—Mr. Athelstan Riley (London) moyed, Sir Alfred 
Cripps, M.P. (Oxford) seconded : 

“That this House is of opinion that the Book of Common Prayer should at the present 
time be left untouched, both in its text and rubrics, and that extra services, if judged 
necessary and beyond the power of the ordinary to sanction, should be provided by an 
authorised Appendix.’ 

After some discussion the Chairman: put this-dawn to. and including the word 
‘Rubrics,’ and this wag agreed: to with: seven: dissemtients. ‘ 

Mr. J. C. Hurle (Bath and Wells); moved; and Mr. A. F. Somerville (Bath and Wells) 
seconded : ’ eA i 

Pee 
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“To insert after “rubrics” the words “except by way of omission of certain of the 
rubrics.” ’ 


Upon its being put to the House, the amendment was lost by a large majority. 


Mr. G. F. Chambers (Chichester) moved, and Mr. T. G. Hughes (London) seconded, 
the following amendment : 


‘That this House is of opinion that any necessary and reasonable deviations from, and 
additions to, the Book of Common Prayer (including a rearrangement of the Lectionary and 
Psalter) should be tentatively embodied in an authorised Appendix, so that their usefulness 
may be thoroughly tested before they are finally approved by the Church.’ 


The amendment was lost, and the original motion was then put and agreed to. 


Church Charities and the Charity Commissioners.—A resolution deploring the 
inroads being made on Church Charities by the Charity Commissioners at Norwich and 
Derby was introduced by Mr. T. Cheney Garfit (Lincoln), but was, after discussion, 
withdrawn. 


Education of Europeans and EKurasians in India.—The Right Hon. Sir John 
Kennaway, Bart., C.B. (Exeter), moved, and Colonel Sir R. T. White-Thomson, K.C.B. 
(Exeter) seconded : 

‘That the United Forward Movement, commended by the Metropolitan of India and all 
the Indian episcopate, with the object of promoting the Education of Europeans and 
Eurasians in India on a larger scale and stronger basis than heretofore, deserves the support 
of this House, and that this House commends it to the liberality of Churchmen and 
Churchwomen in England, and specially to all connected with India by ties of kinship, 
property, or service.’ 


Mr. H. W. Hill (Southwark) moved, and Mr. R. A. Sprent (Llandaff) seconded, the 
previous question. This was later withdrawn, and the original motion agreed to 
nem. con. 


Church in Wales.—On the recommendation of the Standing Committee, a Committee 


was appointed to consider (in consultation with the Central Church Committee for 
Defence and Instruction), the best means of carrying out the following resolution : 

‘That in the opinion of this House, having regard to the present political situation, it is 
the imperative duty of Churchmen of every shade of opinion to organise at once throughout 
England and Wales a strenuous propaganda to prevent the spoliation of the National Church, 
and the consequent injury to religion generally.’ 


The House then adjourned. 


SuMMARY OF PRocEEDINGS oF Sgssions, July 4 and 5, 1911. 
Twesday, July 4. 
Tue House met at the Church House at 1.30, the Vice-Chairman presiding. After prayers, 
and the minutes of the last meeting, the Vice-Chairman read a letter which had been 
received from the Most Hon. the Marquess of Salisbury (St. Albans), thanking the 


House for the Resolution passed at the last Session with reference to his resignation of 
the Chairmanship. 


Election of Chairman.—Mr. Athelstan Riley (London) moved : 
‘That Sir Alfred Cripps, M.P. (Oxford), be elected Chairman of the House.’ 


The Right Hon. Laurence Hardy, M.P. (Canterbury), intervened, and stated that he 
withdrew his name as a Candidate for the Chairmanship. . 
Mr. A. L. Stride (St. Albans) seconded the motion of Mr. Riley. 


Mr. H. J. Torr (Lincoln) moved, and Mr. T, F. V. Buxton (St. Albans) seconded, 
the following amendment : 


‘ That no election of Chairman take place at the present Session, but that the Standing 
Committee be asked to report to the next Session as to the best means of then securing a 
unanimous election.’ 


Upon its being put to the vote the amendment was lost by 41 votes for to 71 votes 
against. 


The motion was then put to the House and was carried fem. con. 
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Statement of Accounts.—The Vice-Chairman, on behalf of the Treasurer, presented 
the audited Statement of Accounts for the year ending December 31, 1910. 


The Church in Wales.—Mr. G. F. Chambers (Chichester) presented the interim 
Report of the Committee, and moved that it be received. This was seconded by Mr. 
O. H. Jones (Llandaff), and agreed to unanimously. 

The following Resolutions were agreed to: 


(1) ‘ That this House learns with satisfaction that the Central Chureh Committee for 
Defence and Instruction have taken steps for bringing the subjects of the Disestablishment 
and Disendowment of the Church of England in Wales before the forthcoming Church 
Congress, and the Diocesan Conferences and Ruridecanal Conferences and incumbents of 
parishes throughout the country.’ 

(2) ‘That, in the opinion of this House, a meeting should be held in every parish and 
ecclesiastical district during the coming autumn or winter to give information on the Welsh 
Church controversy, and sign a petition to Parliament against the Church being plundered 
and disestablished.’ 

(3) ‘That information should be imparted by lectures of an explanatory character 
wherever possible.’ 

(4) ‘That in view of the impending attack it is, in the opinion of this House, necessary 
to organise those voters who are opposed to the Disestablishment and Disendowment of the 
Church of England in Wales, so that they may have due weight with their representatives 
in the House of Commons.’ 

(5) ‘ That, so far as possible, the movement should be worked by laymen, though the 
clergy should be urged to give it their hearty co-operation ; and that speakers from Wales, 
both clerical and lay, should, where practicable, be invited to give the information.’ 

(6) ‘That Members of the House should individually promote the movement in their 
own parishes, and should endeavour to obtain a parochial contribution towards the 
necessary expenses of the Central Church Committee’ ' 

(7) ‘That the Bishops should be earnestly requested to put forth a joint Declaration 
against the proposed dismemberment and spoliation of the Church of England.” 

(8) ‘That the Committee be authorised to take such action during the coming autumn 
and winter as circumstances may render expedient,’ ; 


The House then adjourned. 


Wednesday, July 5. 


The House met at the Church House at 11 a.m. After prayers and the reading of 
Minutes, the Chairman addressed the House and thanked the members for electing him 
to the Chair. 


Education.—Mr. Arthur S. Dixon (Birmingham) moved, and Sir . Sydney Lea, 
Bart. (Worcester), seconded : 

‘ That having regard to the imminent prospect of renewed attacks by Government on 
Church schools, this House is of opinion that it is of vital importance that a scheme for the 
satisfactory settlement of the question should be adopted by the Church as a whole with the 
least possible delay, and that every effort should be made to secure the consideration of 
the scheme now known as Lord Salisbury’s at Diocesan Conferences next autumn.’ 


Mr. H. J. Torr (Lincoln) moved, and Professor A. Beresford Pite (London) seconded, 
the following amendment : 
‘That the Scheme be referred back to the Committee.’ 


Upon its Leing put to the vote the amendment was lost by a large majority. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Frederick Wright (Southwell) it was agreed that the words 
‘ legislation on the education question ’ should be substituted for the words ‘attacks by 
Government on Church schools,’ in the second line of the motion. 

Upon its being put to the House the motion, as amended, was agreed to with one or 
two dissentients. 

The Vice-Chairman moved, and Sir Theodore ©. Hope (London), seconded, the 
addition of the following rider, which was agreed to: : 
‘and that it be an instruction to the Education Committee of this House to prepare a draft 


Bill on the general lines of the Scheme after due consideration of other existing schemes 
founded on the recognition of religious equality and parents’ rights, es 
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Ecclesiastical Law Amendment Bill.—Mr. W. S. de Winton (St. Davids) moved, 
and Sir F. C, Holiday (London) seconded : 


‘That this House strongly condemns the Ecclesiastical Law Amendment Bill.’ 
The motion was agreed to nem. con. 


Public Worship Facilities.—The Vice-Chairman presented the Report of the Com- 
mittee and moved that it be received, which was seconded by Mr. W. S. de Winton 
(St. David's). 

Mr. Herbert Jones (Ely) moved, and Mr. K. Macmorran, LL.B. (Southwark) 
seconded, the following amendment : 


‘That the Report of the Committee be referred back for further consideration.’ 


Upon its being put to the House the amendment was lost by 27 votes for to 33 votes 
against, and the reception of the Report was agreed to. 

The Vice-Chairman moved, and Mr. W. S. de Winton (St. Davids) seconded : 

‘That this House approves generally of the provisions of the Draft Bill contained in the 
Appendix to the Report, and hopes that a measure substantially embodying those provisions 
may speedily become law.’ 


Professor A. Beresford Pite (London) moved, Mr. O. H. Jones (Llandaff) seconded, 
and it was agreed : 


‘That the discussion on the motion be deferred to the next Session of the House.’ 


Upon the motion of Mr, Athelstan Riley (London), seconded by Mr. A. Holdsworth 
(London), it was agreed by a large majority that the House should adjourn. 
The House then adjourned until the next Session. 


HOUSE OF LAYMEN (PROVINCE OF YORK). 
Summary oF Procrsepinas, Wednesday, February 15, 1911. 


Tur House met at St. William’s College, York, at 10.30 a.m. On the motion of Mr. 
Francis Darwin (Ripon), Viscount Cross was unanimously re-elected Chairman of the 
House. 

The Archbishop of York, accompanied by the Bishop of Wakefield and his Chaplain, 
attended to open the House. After prayers had heen said, His Grace delivered an 
address and subsequently withdrew. After the election of officials and committees and 
the transaction of financial and other business, the House proceeded to the discussion 
of the selected subjects on the agenda. 


Candidates for Holy Orders.—Mr. A. I. Perkins (Ripon) moved, and Mr. G. H. 
Ashworth (Manchester) seconded : 


‘That the question of the improvement of the supply and training of ‘Candidates for Holy 
Orders demands the immediate and earnest attention of the Church.’ 


Mr. A. B. E. Blackburn (Durham) moved, and Mr. R. Fletcher (Manchester) 
seconded, the following rider: 


‘That this House is of the opinion that in each Diocese some official organisation should 
exist for the furtherance of this purpose.’ 


The motion and the rider were adopted : after which the House adjourned. 
Address to the King.—On the motion of the Chairman an address was agreed to. 


Prayer-Book Revision.—Mr. Arthur Grey (York) moved, and Mr. W. Sheepshanks 
(Ripon) seconded : 


‘That this House welcomes the opportunity that is now presented to the Church for 
obtaining a revision of the Prayer Book and Lectionary, on such cautious lines as commend 
themselves to the wisdom and discretion of Convocation.’ 


Mr. W. P. Fullagar (Manchester) moved, and Mr. G. A. Ring (Sodor and Man) 
seconded, the following amendment: 


‘That this House is of the opinion that revision of the Prayer Book is neither necessary 
nor desirable.’ 
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Mr. Ralph Fletcher (Manchester) introduced his motion : 
‘That this House is of opinion that careful, reverent, and well=considered revision of tha 
Prayer Book is now desirable.’ 


After considerable discussion the amendment moved by Mr, Fullagar was carried as 
a substantive motion by 27 yotes to 24. 


Church in Wales.—Mr. W. P. Fullagar moved, Mr. A. T. Holden (Manchester) 
seconded, and it was agreed : 

‘That looking at the facts and figures disclosed in the Report, and their clear witness to 
the strong and increasing vitality and usefulness of the Church in Wales, it is the imperative 
duty of Churvhmen to actively oppose, in every possible way, any proposal for its Disestab-= 
lishment and Disendowment.’ 

After some discussion on Diocesan accounts and Exchange of Benefices, the Report of 
the Joint Committee on St. William’s College was received. 

The Session closed with the usual vote of thanks to the Chairman, on the motion of 
Mr. Richard Dart (Liverpool). 


SECTION IlI.—THE REPRESENTATIVE CHURCH COUNCIL. 


SUMMARY OF PRoceEDINGS HELD aT THE CaurcH Hovusz, WEsTMINSTER, 
on November 21, 22, 23, 1911. 


Tue proceedings commenced at 11 o’clock, the Archbishops of Canterbury and York 
presiding. 

Welsh Disestablishment and Disendowment.—ResoLuTION. Moved by the Bishop 
of Lonion, seconded by Sir Alfred Cripps : 

‘That the Representative Church Council hereby records its protest against the proposal 
to disestablish and disendow the Church in the four Welsh Dioceses, and deprecates as an 


unjust and wrongful act such dismemberment of the National Church and such confiscation 
for secular uses of property given to, and urgently needed for, directly religious purposes.’ 


The Bishop of Oxford moved as an amendment the omission of the words ‘ disestab- 
lish and’ and the substitution of the words ‘so thoroughly to.’ 

At the conclusion of a debate lasting throughout the day, the resolution, with the 
alteration of the word ‘deprecates’ to ‘condemns,’ was carried with only two dissentients, 
As a rider it was agreel, on the motion of Sir Arthur Griffith-Boscawen, to add at the 
end of the resolution the words : 

‘It further urges all Churchmen to use all legitimate means to prevent the proposed 
measure from becoming law, and respectfully requests the Archbishops and Bishops, as the 
leaders of the Church, to take such steps in their Dioceses and in the country generally as 
appear to be best calculated to defeat the Bill,’ 


Church Finance.—ReEso.ution. Moved by Mr. W.S. de Winton, seconded by Mr. 
W. F. H. Thompson, and agreed ; 

‘That this Council welcomes the Report of the Archbishops’ Committee on Church 
Finance, and recommends its careful consideration by the several Diocesan and Ruri-decanal 
Conferences and other meetings of Churchmen throughout the two Provinces with a view to 
future united action.’ 

On the motion of the Bishop of Wakefield the following rider was added : 

‘That the Council hereby expresses its gratitude to the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Hon. 
Secretaries and Treasurer, and members of the Committee for their devoted labours in 
preparing the report.’ 

The Dean of Ripon moved a further rider which was seconded by Professor Beresford 
Pite, but withdrawn at the suggestion of the President. 


Evangelisation of the World.—Resolutions moved by the Bishop of Winchester, 
seconded by Dr. Eugene Stock and carried unanimously : 

1. ‘ This Council, recognising that the evangelisation of the world is a primary duty of 
the Church, from which no other tasks or anxieties, however pressing, should be allowed to 
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distract it, hereby expresses its sympathy with the missionary work of the Church, compris- 
ing (a) help to the branches of the Church in the great self-governing Dominions and other 
possessions of the Crown, (6) the proclamation of Christ as King and Saviour to the non- 
Christian peoples both within the Empire and in the important countries beyond its limits.’ 

2. ‘The Council expresses a hearty God-speed to the Societies and Missions of the Church 
engaged in this work, and to the Central Board of Missions in its special functions of taking 
cognisance of and reporting on all that is done, and of stirring up the Church as a whole to 
greater zeal; and, in particular, commends the Board’s Annual Review of Foreign Missions 
to the attention of Churchmen generally.’ 

Franchise of Women. —The Bishop of Oxford moved a resolution which was’ subse- 
quently amended as follows : 

‘That it is desirable that the Committee of the Houses of Laymen on the Representa- 
tion of the Laity should regard the reference to it as including the question of the franchise 
of women in the election of the representatives of the laity in Ruridecanal and Diocesan 
Conferences, and consequently inthe Houses of Laymen.’ 

The motion was seconded by Mr. D, C. Lathbury and carried by a considerable 
majority. 

Welsh Disestablishment.—Mr. G. F. Chambers called attention to the report of the 
Canterbury House of Laymen on the controversy respecting the Church in Wales, and 
moved : 

‘That the recommendations of the Committee are commended by this Council to the 
attention of Churchmen generally as urgently necessary to be acted upon.’ 

The motion was seconded by Sir Alfred Cripps and carried. 

Opportunities for United Worship. — Professor Beresford Pite moved, Mr. Athelstan 
Riley seconded, and it was agreed : 

‘That the Representative Church Council desires that the bonds of union and concord 
between all members of Christian Churches in this land should be strengthened, and there- 
fore would welcome the provision of increased opportunities by the National Church for 
carrying into effect Resolutions 76, 77, 78 of the Lambeth Conference of 1908,’ 

Insurance of Churches. —Mz. T. G. Hughes moyed, and Mr, A. Perkins seconded, the 
following motion : 

‘That, in view of instances of the destruction by fire of churches subsequently found to 
have been inadequately insured, aud the grave injustice of appeals to the Church at large 
to supply the deficiencies caused by local neglect of duty, it is imperative that steps should 
be taken in every Diocese to secure adequate insurance of all Church fabrics, and that a 
Committee be appointed to advise as to the best means of effecting this, with power to take 
interim action.’ 

The resolution was carried unanimously, having been altered to read, after ‘church 
fabrics,’ ‘and that it is urgently desirable that the Convocations and Houses of Laymen 
should appoint Committees to advise as to the best means of effecting this.’ = 

Subsequently, his Grace the President pronounced the Benediction, and the proceed- 
ings of the Council were brought to a close.

Canterbury. 


The thirty-fourth Annual Conference of this Diocese was held on Thursday and 
Friday, May 18 and 19, 1911, in the Library of Lambeth Palace, under the presidency of 
the Archbishop.

1. ‘That after January 1917, candidates for Holy Orders throughout the Province of 
Canterbury should be required to possess a degree at some recognised University or 
College.’ 

29.‘That after the same date candidates be required also to have received at least 
one year’s theological, practical, and devotional training at a recognised Theological 
College, or under some other authorised supervision.’ 

3. ‘That in order to promote uniformity of action and standard, any Bishop making an 
exception to these requirements, whether as touching individuals or special classes of men, 
should be requested to report the same to the Archbishop of Canterbury.’

Missionary Conference, held in Edinburgh, deserve the careful consideration of Church- 
people, and that the York Diocesan Conference expresses its conviction that the Missionary 


work of the Church has a paramount claim on the interest and support of all members of 
the Church.’ 


Ripon D.C. 1910.—Resolved: (a) ‘ That in view of the pressing needs of Western Canada, 
and of the stirring example set by the Laymen’s Missionary Movement in the United States 
and Hastern Canada, the Appeal of the Archbishops should have a full response from the 
Laymen of the Diocese of Ripon.’ (>) ‘That this Conference views the present unexampled 
situation in China as a special call to well-considered co-operative action, educationally and 
otherwise.’ 


York D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘ This Conference, believing that the present condition of the

London D.C. 1910.—Resolved: ‘That the proportion of communicants to population 
demands the serious attention of the Church, indicates spiritual weakness in all classes of 
Society, and calls upon the laity to relieve the clergy of duties which hinder the highest 
purpose of their ministry.’ 

Worcester D.C. 1910.—Resolved: ‘This Conference having received from the Lord 
Bishop the two Reports made to him by the Committee appointed by Conference in 1908, 
“to consider how best the administration of the Lord’s Supper or Holy Communion can be 
made the principal Service of the Lord’s Day,” advises that the services of the Lord’s own 
institution should in all Churches find a principal place on the Lord’s Day.’

facilities for denominational instruction provided by the Education Act of 1902.’ 


Rochester D.C. 1910,—Resolved: ‘That the Elementary Schools curriculum calls for 
earnest consideration with a view to (1) simplification, (2) the introduction of a sufficiency 
of manual training, and (3) co-ordination during the last period of school life with employ- 
ment and continued education either in Evening Schools or in Day Technical Classes.’ 


Truro D.C. 1910,—Resolved : (a) ‘ That in the opinion of this Conference any proposed 
settlement of the religious difficulty connected with our Elementary Day Schools which (1) 
ignores the full claim of parents to have their children taught their own faith, and (2) does 
not place all forms of Religious teaching in Elementary Schools on a footing of perfect 
equality as regards cost, time and teachers, is not likely to make for educational peace.’ (b) 
‘That pending future legislation this Conference is of opinion that in all Church Schools in 
single-school areas, it is desirable that the alternative of what is known as Cowper-Temple 
teaching should be offered to parents who desire it for their children.’ 


Convocation of Canterbury L.H. 1910,—Resolved: ‘That, in view of the difficulties 
existing in single-school areas in the system of elementary education, it is desirable that 
Church of England School managers should arrange, where possible, and on receipt of 
responsible representations, for the religious instruction of children belonging to « ther de- 
nominations by persons of their own Creed.’ 


Canterbury House of Laymen 1910.—Resoived: ‘That the Report of the ‘Committee 
on Education be received and adopted, and that it be an instruction to the Committee to 
prepare a draft Bill on the general lines thereof, after due consideration of existing schemes, 
founded on the recognition of religious equality and parents’ rights. But this House desires 
to place it upon record that no settlement of the Education question will be satisfactory 
which does not secure full opportunity for the training of teachers qualified to meet the 
religious requirements of the parents, in accordance with the recommendations of this 
Report.’ 


York House of Laymen 1910,— Resolved : ‘That in view of the difficulties in some single- 


school areas in the system of Elementary Education, it is desirable that the Chureh of 
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England School managers should readily afford facilities, where possible, and on receipt of 
responsible representations, for the religious instruction of children belonging to other 
denominations, by persons of their own Creed. And it is desirable that the same facilities 
should be afforded, under the same circumstances, for denominatioual teaching in the 
Council Schools.’ 


Representative Church Council 1910.—Resolved: ‘That the Representative Church 
Council earnestly desires to promote educational peace founded on the principle of religious 
equality and the recognition of the claim of Church parents to equality of treatment in the 
vital question of the religious instruction of their children in the public elementary 
schools.’ 

RivER— That pending future legislation, this Council is of opinion that in all Church 
Schools in single-school areas it is desirable that alternative forms of religious teaching should 
be offered to parents who desire it for their children.’ : 


London D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘That as the President of the Education Department 
has threatened to supersede, if possible, the Education Act of 1902, it is the urgent duty of 
the Church of England strenuously to safeguard her eleven thousand schools and thirty-two 
Training Colleges, and that the constructive policy embodied in the Scheme presented to 
the Archbishop of Canterbury jointly by a special Sub-Committee of the National Society. 
a Committee of the House of Laymen for the Province of Canterbury, and the Bishop of 
Birmingham’s Committee, is, in its main proposals, worthy of the support of this Conference.’ 


Birmingham D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘That having regard to the prospect of renewed 
legislation on the Education question it is of vital importance that a positive and united 
policy should be adopted by the Church, and this Conference approves in its main proposals 
the Scheme which was presented to the Archbishop of Canterbury last year by the Educa- 
tion Committees of the National Society and the Canterbury Provincial House of Laymen 
and a Midland Committee sitting in Birmingham.’ 


Hereford D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘That the Elementary Education now given in Rural 
Public Elementary Schools needs revision in order to make the children practically as well 
as intellectually more fit for the work of life.’ 


Lincoln D.C. 1911.— Resolved : ‘That this Conference approves in principle the Salisbury 
Scheme, as holding out the best hope of a settlement of the difficulties connected with 
religious instruction in elementary schools.’ 


Peterborough D.C, 1911.—Resolved: ‘That this Conference being of opinion that 
Religious Education should, as far as practicable, be given to children in accordance with the 
wishes of their parents by teachers who are competent and willing to give such teaching, 
approves of the Scheme for the Settlement of the Education question submitted to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury on the 30th July, 1910.’ 


St. Albans D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘ That the Scheme known as Lord Salisbury’s suggests 
a constructive policy, on the lines of which a settlement of the Education question might 
reasonably be arrived at.’ 


Southwark D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘That in view of the imminent prospect of the re- 
opening of the Education question, this Conference is of opinion that it is of vital importance 
that a scheme for the satisfactory settlement of the question should be adopted by the 
Church as a whole, and that, keeping in view co-operation with other religious bodies and 
educational efficiency, the various schemes now in the hands of Churchpeople should be 
carefully considered, with a view to the preparation of a draft Bill, founded on the 
recognition of religious equality and parents’ rights.’ 

Truro D.C. 1911.—Resolved : ‘That in view of the imminent prospect of renewed legisla- 
tion it is of vital importance that a Scheme for the satisfactory settlement of the question of 
Religious Education in Elementary Schools be adopted by the Church with the least possible 
delay ; and this Conference approves, in its main proposals, the constructive policy embodied 
in the Scheme known as Lord Salisbury’s, which was presented last year to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury.’ : 


Wakefield D.C. 1911.— Resolved: ‘That it is the urgent duty of the Church of England 
strenuously to safeguard her 11,000 Schools and 32 Training Colleges: and that no alteration 
of the law can be accepted which does not embody the great principles of parents’ rights 
and equal treatment.’ 


Worcester D.C. 191i—Resolved : ‘That the constructive policy embodied in the Scheme 
for the settlement of the Education question, prepared and presented to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury by the Sub-Committee of the National Society, a Committee of the House of 
Laymen and the Birmingham Committee is, in its main proposals, worthy of the support 
of this Conference.’

Chester D.C. 1910.—Resolved: ‘ That this Conference views with deep and sympathetic 
concern the serious disturbances existing in the industrial relations of the community. It 
welcomes the success that in so many instances has attended methods of conciliation, and 
earnestly hopes that, for the settlement of all differences between employers and employed, 
like methods will be resorted to in a just and loyal spirit by all concerned, so as to obviate 
the barbarous and widely harmful expedients of lock-outs and strikes. The Conference is 
further of opinion that the social problems of the day, which so vitally affect the moral and 
material well-being of large masses of the population, demand careful study by Christian 
people generally, with a view to the right exercise of personal influence and example in 
regard to them. It desires especially to affirm its conviction that the only effectual solution 
of these problems is to be found in a closer approximation to the Christian standard of life 
and fellowship among all ranks of society, especially among those to whom much has been 
committed.’ 


Liverpool D.C. 1910,—-Resolved: ‘That in view of the grave peril to the nation arising 
from the widespread neglect of parental obligations, the Conference calls upon parents, 
teachers, and Clergy to do their utmost to arrest this dangerous tendency.’ 


Manchester D.C. 1910.—Resolved: ‘ That this Conference heartily agrees that a system 
of compulsory physical training is desirable for all the young men of the nation.’ 


St. Albans D.C. 1910.—Resolved : (a)‘ That this Conference desires to express its opinion 
that legislation on the employment and housing of immigrant pea-pickers is most necessary, 
and should be introduced as soon as possible.’ (b) ‘That the Church Mission to immigrant 
pea-pickers deserves the support of the Diocese, and that the Clergy and laity of every 
district where such pickers are employed should minister to them, if possible, in connection 
with that mission.’ 


Southwark D.C, 1910.—Resolved: (1) ‘That the Government be urged to extend the 
prohibition of employment for child-bearing mothers, and to introduce a scheme of maternal 
insurance. (2) That this Conference desires to press on Local Authorities the need of 
considering, («) The appointment of trained and qualified health visitors, ()) The adoption 
of the Notification of Births Act. (3) That the Government be urged to amend the per- 
missive sections of The Hmployment of Children Act by giving them a compulsory 
character; particularly (a) to abolish the present half-time system, (b) to prohibit the 
labour of children under 13 attending school, (c) to prohibit street trading by all young 
persons under the age of 17.’ 


Canterbury D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘ That it is desirable that there should be established 
in every Rural Deanery throughout the Diocese a Standing Social Service Committee to 
encourage the general study of social and industrial problems from the Christian point of 
view, and to assist in creating and strengthening an enlightened public opinion in regard 
to such problems, and generally to promote a more active spirit of Social Service as a part 
of individual Christian duty.’ 


York D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘That the urgent need for improvement in many districts 
of the houses of the working classes and for better planning of dwellings in the future, both 
in town and country, demands the intelligent co-operation of all classes.’ 


London D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘ That this Conference is sensible of the great impor- 
tance of providing for the better industrial training of the young, more particularly in con- 
nection with the present revival of apprenticeship, and wishes to emphasise the necessity of 
co-operating with the various voluntary and civic agencies which are working with this 
object in view.’

Peterborough D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘That the conditions and results of juvenile 
labour are among the gravest circumstances of modern industrial life, the remedy for which

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Ripon D.C. 1911.—Resolved: * That this Conference directs attention to the work being 
attempted by the Labour Exchanges in the organisation of boy and girl labour, and asks of 
the Superintendents and Teachers in our Sunday Schools their interest and personal 
assistance.

And, further, it considers 
that the method known as the Service of the Catechism deserves the careful consideration 
of ali interested in this work.’ 


Carlisle D.C. 1910.—Resolved: ‘That in view of the formal pronouncement upon the 
subject of the observance of the Lord’s Day at the last Lambeth Conference, and of the 
endorsements of that pronouncement by both Houses of the Northern and Southern 
Convocation, it is expedient, with the consent of the Bishop, that a Standing Committee 
be appointed in the diocese to further the cause of the Imperial Sunday Alliance to promote 
the observance of Sunday and to secure, as far as it is practicable, a weekly day of rest for 
all workers.’ 


Hereford D.C. 1910.—Resolved: ‘ That it is desirable to combine the religious and other 
social torces of the country in securing one day’s rest in seven—that day to be Sunday, as 
far as is consistent with proved necessity—for all classes of the community.’ 


Lichfield D.C. 1910.—Resolved: ‘ That the efforts of the Sunday Lay Movement to secure 
the observance cf Sunday as a day of rest and worship deserve the hearty support of all 
Churchpeople, as being an endeavour to carry into effect Resolution 53 of the Lambeth 
Conference.’ 


Newcastle D.C. 1910.—Resolved: ‘ Believing, as we do, that the great principles which 
underlie the due observance of Sunday are Public Worship and Rest, we resolve to do all 
that we can to discourage, as far as possible, such employments on Sundays as would prevent 
either ourselves, our servants, or those for whom we are responsible, from being able to carry 
out those principles.’ 


Rochester D.C. 1910.—Resolved : ‘That in accordance with a Resolution of Convocation 
a small Special Committee be appointed to consider the best means of securing a more 
general observance of Sunday as the weekly day of rest and worship, with power to take 
such action as may seem to be required, and finally to report to Conference.’ 


Convocation of Canterbury U.H. 1910.—Resolved: ‘That this House, sharing the 
solemn conviction expressed by the Lambeth Conference “that strong and co-ordinated 
action is urgently demanded, with a view to educating the public conscience and forming 
a higher sense of individual responsibility alike on the religious and humanitarian aspects 
of the question ” forced upon the Church by “ the grave perils arising from the increasing 
disregard ” of Sunday, recommends : j ; 

‘J. That in every Diocese there should be a Standing Committee constituted to pro- 
mote the observance of Sunday, and to secure for all workers a weekly day of rest ; and 

«2. That the Standing Committees so constituted should, for the furtherance of their 
work, (a) suggest and encourage the regular practice of intercession on this behalf ; (0) 
forward the formation of local Associations for the support of the Imperial Sunday 
Alliance ; (c) provide for or bear part in meetings designed to bring into co-operation all those 
who have this cause at heart, to whatsoever religious community they belong; (d) be 
watchful for opportunities of raising in this regard the tone of public opinion in all classes 
of society; (e) consider what can rightly be done to facilitate reasonable, healthful, and 
appropriate recreation of body and mind in those hours of the Lord’s Day which are not 
claimed by the primary duty of religious worship.’ 
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Convocation of Canterbury L.H. 1910,—On the motion of the Bishop of Croydon the 
House concurred in the resolutions adopted by the Upper House (see Resolution supra), 
except Clause (e) of the second resolution was altered so as to read: 

(e) ‘Consider what can rightly be done to provide that those hours of the Lord’s Day 
which are not claimed by the primary duty and privilege of religious worship and 
instruction may be used in ways which are reasonable, healthful, and refreshing both for 
the body and for the mind.’ 

‘In endeavouring to provide for the safeguarding of the day care should be taken to 
affirm the Divine authority on which it rests.’ 


Representative Church Council 1910.—Resolved : ‘ That the moral and industrial as well 
as the spiritual interests of the country require the passing by the Legislature of a Bill for 
safeguarding the general observance of Sunday as a day of rest, adapted to existing social 
and commercial conditions, and similar in principle to the legislation already successfully 
achieved by the Dominion of Canada and by the leading Continental nations.’ 

‘With the substitution of another day of the week in the case of workers for whom rest 
on Sunday is not reasonably practical. 


London D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘ That it is inexpedient that Cinema theatres should be 
licensed for Sunday performances and that hospitals should participate in their Sunday 
takings which are in receipt of grants from the Hospital Sunday Fund.’

It insists upon the moral and intel- 
lectual depravation caused by the currency of pernicious literature, and emphasises the 
importance of stimulating a general taste for wholesome reading, especially as regards the 
recreative kind. It gratefully acknowledges the debt due to those writers who have so 
apbieyes their gifts of humour and imagination as to provide recreative literature of the 
nobler sort.’ 


Norwich D.C. 1910.—Resolved: ‘That the time has come when action should be taken 
by the Church with reference to injurious elements in the popular literature of the day.’ 


Truro D.C. 1910.—Resolved: (a) ‘That this Conference invites the co-operation of all 
Public Local Bodies, in the interests of morality, in putting a stop to the growing sale of 
indecent and suggestive postcards.

Durham D.C. 1911.—Resolved : ‘ That this meeting of the Durham Diocesan Conference 
strongly condemns any proposals affecting the Church in Wales which contemplate the 
dismemberment of the National Church, would alienate to secular purposes property given 
by individuals to the National Church for the perpetual service of God, and would tend to 
cripple the work of the Church in Wales at a time when (as is shown by the Report of the 
Royal Commission on the Church in Wales) it is being carried on among all classes of the 
people with conspicuous faithfulness, vigour, and success, and hereby pledges itself to use 
every legitimate endeavour to prevent such proposals being passed into law.’ 


Bath and Wells D.C. 1911.—Resolved: ‘That this Conference protests against the 
proposals of the Government to break up the ancient unity of the National Church by an 
act of civil power, and thereby to injure the efficiency both of the whole and of its separate 
parts ; to disestablish and to disendow the Church in the four Welsh Dioceses so separated, 
and to secularise property which was originally given for, and for centuries has been devoted 
to, religious purposes, aud which the Report of the Royal Commission on the Church in 
Wales shows to be faithfully used at the present time.’

Lincoln D.C, 1911.—Resolved: ‘That in view of the threatened disestablishment and 
disendowment of the Church in Wales, this Conference urges all Churchmea to take every 
opportunity, by holding meetings and otherwise, of bringing before their neighbours the 
injustice of the proposed legislation and the serious consequences to religion likely to result 
from it. 


Manchester D.C, 1911.—Resolved: ‘ That the proposed measure of Welsh Disestablish- 
ment in its forcible severance of four Dioceses from the Province of Canterbury would be 
an outrageous interference on the part of the State with an ecclesiastical organisation, 
against the will of its members, and in its deliberate confiscation of the old Church endow- 
ments to secular purposes would be an irreligious act on the part of the nation, and an 
avowal in the face alike of the Christian and the non-Christian world that it regarded 
material and intellectual progress as of more importance than the maintenance of the 
moral and spiritual life of the people, and the measure ought, accordingly, to be most 
strenuously opposed by all God-fearing citizens.’

taken to place before the public in England full and accurate information as to the position 
of the Church in Wales, as brought out in the Report of the Royal Commission.’

SECTION VI.—THE CHURCH CONGRESS. 
MEETING AT STOKE-ON-TRENT. 


Tun fifty-first meeting of the Church Congress was held in October last 
at Stoke-on-Trent, under the presidency of the Bishop of Lichfield. 

On Tuesday morning, October’ 3, a hearty welcome was extended to 
the members ia the new King’s Hall by the Mayor of Stoke ; at the same 
time an address was presented on behalf of the North Staffordshire 
Federation of the Evangelical Free Churches: in both cases suitable 
replies were made by the President. A municipal welcome was simul- 
taneously offered at the Neweastle Municipal Hall, when the Bishop of 
Carlisle replied on behalf of the Congress. 

The usual opening services were held on the same morning: at Stoke 
Parish Church, when the Bishop of London preached on St. Matthew ix. 17 ; 
at the Parish Church, Newcastle-under-Lyme, when the Bishop of Carlisle 
occupied the pulpit, selecting as his text Eph. v. 25 ; and at Hanley Parish 
Church, the preacher being the Bishop of Ossory, who chose as his subject 
St. Mark xi. 30. At the first session in the afternoon the President 
delivered the customary inaugural address. 

The following special meetings were held in connection with the 
Congress :—For Jen, on Monday, the Karl of Dartmouth in the chair ; 
addresses being given by the Bishop of London, Canon Denton Thompson, 
the Archdeacon of Stoke, and Alderman 8. Malkin. For Women, on 
Thursday: Chairman, The Rev. 8. Bickersteth, D.D.; the speakers 
included Mrs. Paget and the Bishop of Edinburgh. . For Garis: the 
Bishop of Southwell occupied the chair, and addresses were given by Miss 
Rich and Mrs. Arthur Phillp. For Men: the President in the chair, the 
speakers being Professor Beresford Pite and Bishop Taylor Smith. For 
Lads; Chairman, Colonel Waller.. The speakers included the Bishop of 
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Stafford, Rev. ©. A. Alington, Perey Taylor, Esq., Rev. R. L. White, 
Colonel F. G. Goodwin and Rev: T. L. Murray. 

On Monday evening the Mayor held a reception in the King’s Hall, 
attended by over six hundred guests, music being provided by the Nerth 
Staffordshire Symphony Orchestra. The Congress was brought to a close 
on Friday afternoon by a united service in Lichfield Cathedral.

The usual business meeting was held on Wednesday morning, when it was announced by 
the Hon. Permanent Secretary (G. F. Emery, Esq.) that the 1912 Congress would be held at 
Middlesbrough in the first week of October. 


SECTION VII. 
EPISCOPAL VISITATIONS. 


Owine to limitations of space it has not been found practicable to do 
more than very briefly summarise the questions of general interest dealt 
with in the charges of those Bishops who held visitations during 1911. 


Diocese of London.—The second visitation of Bishop Winnington-Ingram was held in 
October last, the charge delivered being mainly concerned with certain questions em- 
braced in the preliminary inquiries addressed to the Clergy. These included (1) Rules 
as to services in Church ; (2) Education ; (3) Evangelisation of the Parish ; (4) Holy 
Baptism ; (5) Confirmation ; (6) Moral Standards ; (7) Foreign Mission Work ; (8) 
Social Welfare. As 1egards order and ceremonial the Bisl.op enunciated the various 
regulations in vogue in the diocese laid down on the principle of ‘to live and let live,’ 
His Lordship expressed regret that the number of Confirmation candidates did not in- 
crease more rapidly. Speaking of Marriage and the decline of the Birth-rate the Bishop 
quoted some strong words from the report of the last Lambeth Conference. The last 
portion of the charge dealt with belief in miracles, especial reference being made to a 
certain book, ‘which had scandalised and hurt so many,’ by calling in question the 
virgin-birth of Christ. Upon this point the Bishop concluded: ‘I know perfectly well 
that the men who hold this view say that they can still honestly repeat the Creed, since 
‘‘virgin” only means “‘a young woman,” and they fully believe that Jesus Christ survived 
death, but I ask again, is that the sense that “ virgin” has borne in the Creeds for two 
thousand years? and was this mere survival after death, the great victory over death 
which has revived the hopes of millions of mourners, and which was, to use Bishop 
Pearson’s words, ‘‘The eminent act of omnipotency from which the Church took its 
start” ?’ 

Diocese of Manchester.—The visitation of Bishop Knox during the months of June 
and July last was marked by several new departures. The charge was printed and 
distributed to the Clergy and Churchwardens a fortnight before the Bishop reached each 
centre: in effect, conferences were held in the several Rwal Deaneries to discuss the 
proposals outlined in the charge. The scheme suggested by the Bishop involves an 
entirely new provision for the support of his diocesan Clergy : a graduated income is to 
be secured according to seniority—e.g. after five years’ work a priest, beneficed or unbene- 
ficed, should be assured of not less than 1802. a year; ten years’ service should secure him 
a minimum of 200/.: fifteen years, 250/.; at sixty-five his pension should be 200/, a 
year. The scheme, which space forbids us to discuss further, is obviously one of far- 
reaching effect, and if carried out in Manchester diocese successfully would certainly 
revolutionise one of the most important departments of Church Finance. 


Diocese of St. Albans.—-During the month of May last, Dr. Edgar Jacob held his 
second visitation of the diocese, commencing on the 8th at St. Albans, and concluding 
at Chelmsford on the 19th. In the opening portion of this charge the Bishop confined 
himself to a general review of the diocese and its chief agencies: with regard to Ele- 
mentary Education figures were quoted showing that the existence of Voluntary Schools 
saved the ratepayers of Hertfordshire over 43,000. during the year ended March 31, 
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1910. In this connection special stress was laid by the Bishop on the necessity of im- 
proving the Sunday School system. Speaking of the great development of ‘ London-over- 
the Border’ his Lordship reiterated the advice given by the late Earl of Selborne when 
addressing the students of St. David’s College, Lampeter, ‘ Be spiritual, be spiritual, be 
spiritual.” The portions delivered at Halstead and Colchester were concerned with two 
very important*subjects affecting the work and progress of the Church, dilapidations and 
finance generally. Dr. Jacob explained in detail the outline of a Bill amending the Act 
of 1871, upon which the governors of Queen Anne’s Bounty and the Houses of Con- 
vocation had agreed. Touching on Finance, the Bishop dwelt on five evil results from 
hyper-parochialism : (1) pauperisation of Church people ; (2) loss to the ministry of 
really capable men ; (3) failure to realise collective responsibility ; (4) lack of pensions 
for Clergy who ought to retire ; (5) absence of any sense of their churchmanship in case 
of emigrants going to the Colonies or the United States. His Lordship summed up by 
saying: ‘I desire, in conclusion, simply to make this statement. That sound Church 
Finance makes for spiritual efficiency, and the want of any system of real sound and 
business-like finance accounts for some of the inefficiency that we find in the Church to- 
day.’ Concluding at Chelmsford, Dr. Jacob briefly outlined the proposed reorganisation 
of the East Anglian Bishoprics, and expressed a hope that no further Episcopal 
Visitation would be held in Chelmsford Church until it had become the Cathedral of an 
Essex diocese. 


SECTION VIII—THE CHURCH HOUSE. 


THE CORPORATION OF THE CHURCH HOUSE. 
Dean’s Yard, Westminster, S.W. 


TuE necessity and design of this provision has frequently been explained at length. 
The best possible site has been secured and paid for. The Corporation of the Church 
House has been made a chartered body, and possesses a royal recognition as such. 
Pending the erection of the permanent buildings, the Council have adapted the houses 
standing upon the site and provided temporary premises, comprising some forty-five 
rooms, where many Church Societies have offices, and where rooms for the purposes 
of committees and small public meetings can be hired. The library contains about 
15,000 volumes, most of which can be taken out by members on loan. A reading-room, 
writing-room, and other conveniences have been provided, and are supplied with all 
requisites for the use of members of the Corporation. Information on matters connected 
with the work of the Church at home and abroad may be obtained from the Secretary. 

The first portion of the permanent buildings, the Great Hall block, consists of 
offices in the basement, temporary accommodation for the Upper House of Convocation 
of Canterbury on the ground floor, and the Great Hall, which occupies the whole of the 
first floor, and in which the Lower House of Convocation sits. Convocation commenced 
to use these rooms at the first group of Sessions in February 1896, and the Hall is in 
frequent use for meetings of Church Societies. The Representative Church Council met 
here first in November 1905. 

In the new west block, the principal room is the Hoare Memorial Hall, the perma- 
nent meeting-place for the House of Laymen. It will seat between 450 and 500 people. 
There are 24 other rooms available for offices for Church Societies, and as committee- 
rooms, and there are also two strong-rooms. Two rooms on the ground floor have been 
adapted as a new library and reading-room. Access to the buildings is obtained from 
both Great Smith Street and Dean’s Yard. 

Membership of the Corporation may be acquired by persons of either sex (being 
members of the Church of England or of any Church in full communion therewith) by 
an annual subscription of at least one guinea ; life membership by a donation in one 
sam of at. least ten guineas. Associates are admitted on the payment of five shillings 
a year. The Council meets monthly. :

THE EPISCOPATE—HOME AND FOREIGN. 
SECTION I.—CONSECRATIONS AND ENTHRONEMENTS. 


BISHOP OF MASHONALAND, 


The Very Rev. F. H. Beaven was consecrated Bishop of Mashonaland in St. George’s 
Cathedral, Cape Town, on the Feast of the Circumcision, January 1, 1911. The Arch- 
bishop of Capetown was assisted in the ceremony by the Bishops of Grahamstown, 
Bloemfontein, the Coadjutor-Bishop of Capetown, and Pretoria. The sermon was 
preached by the Rev. G. KE. Mason. 

The Right Rev. Frederick Hicks Beaven graduated from St. Bees and University 
College, Durham 1877. He was ordained Deacon 1878 and Priest 1879 by the Bishop of 
Chichester. He was Curate of St. Martin, Brighton 1878-81; Vicar of Newborough ° 
1881-85 ; of St. Chad, Statford 1885-87 ; of St. Paul, Burton 1887-1901. Chaplain to 
the Forces in 8. Africa 1901-08. Diocesan Missioner of Capetown 1902-08, Arch- 
deacon of Matabeleland 1903-08. Dean of Pro-Cathedral, Salisbury, Rhodesia 1908-10. 


ASSISTANT-BISHOP OF BLOEMFONTEIN. 


The Ven. F. R. T. Balfour was on the same day consecrated Assistant-Bishop of 
Bloemfontein. 

The Right Rev. Francis Richard Townley Balfour graduated from Trinity College, 
Cambridge, B.A. 1869, M.A. 1872. He was ordained Deacon 1872 and Priest 1874 by 
the Bishop of Oxford. He was Curate of Buckingham 1872-75. _ Chaplain to the Bishop 
of Bloemfontein 1876-85. Rector of Harrismith, 1887-89. S.P.G. Missionary at -Fort 
Salisbury 1890-92. Archdeacon of Bloemfontein 1901-06. Director of Mission of the 
Epiphany, Sekuta 1894-1908, Archdeacon of Basutoland 1906-11. 


BISHOP OF ANTIGUA. 


The Rev. E. Hutson was consecrated Bishop of Antigua in the Cathedral, Spanish 
Town, Jamaica, on Sunday, January 15, 1911. The Archbishop ofthe West Indies was 
assisted in the ceremony by the Bishops of St. Albans, North Carolina, Toronto, British 
Honduras and the Coadjutor-Bishop of Jamaica. The Epistle was read by the Bishop of 
Trinidad and the Gospel by the Bishop of North Carolina, The sermon was preached 
by the Bishop of St. Albans. 

The Right Rev. Edward Hutson graduated B.A. University of Durham 1895. He 
was ordained Deacon 1896 and Priest 1897 by the Bishop of Antigua. He was Curate of 
All Saints, Antigua 1896-1904. Rector of St. Paul, St. Croix 1904-11. Canon of St. 
John’s Cathedral and Examining Chaplain to the Bishop of Antigua 1906-1911. 


BISHOP OF AUCKLAND. 


The Ven. O. T. Lloyd Crossley was consecrated Bishop of Auckland in St. Mary’s 
Cathedral, Auckland, on St. Mark’s Day, April 25, 1911. The sermon was preached by 
the Bishop of Waiapu. In the evening of tne same day Dr. Crossley was enthroned, the 
Cathedral being again filled with a large congregation, representing all parts of the 
Diocese.

B.A. 1883 and M.A. 1888. He was ordained Deacon 1884 and Priest 1885 by the 
Bishop of Down.

Vicar of Egremont 1892-1900 ; Lecturer in Pastoral Theology, St. Aidan’s College 1900 ; 
Vicar of Almondbury 1901-05; Lecturer in Lichfield Theo. College 1903-04 ; Arch- 
deacon of Geelong and Incumbent of All Saints, St. Kilda, Melbourne, 1905-1911. 


BISHOP OF WINCHESTER. 


Enthronement.—The Right Rev. Edward Stuart Talbot, D.D., sometime Bishop of 
Southwark, was enthroned in Winchester Cathedral in succession to Bishop Ryle (re- 
signed) on Saturday, May 6, 1911. After the Bishop according to ancient custom had 
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rung the bell in the little Church of St. Lawrence, the long procession filed into the 
Cathedral. Afterthe Enthronisation by the Archdeacon of Canterbury the Bishop gave 
two addresses, the first in the Choir to the Clergy, and the second to the general congre- 
gation in the Nave. ' 


BISHOP OF SOUTHWARK. 


The Rev. H. M. Burge, D.D., was consecrated Bishop of Southwark in Southwark 
Cathedral on Ascension Day. The Primate was assisted by the Bishops of London 
and St. Albans (who were respectively Gospeller and Epistoler), Rochester, Wakefield, 
Worcester, Edinburgh, Bombay, Pretoria, Woolwich, Kingston, Stafford and Colches- 
ter. The presenting prelates were the Bishops of London and St. Albans. The sermon 
was preached by the Archdeacon of Warwick from St. Matthew vi. 33. 

Enthronement.—The ceremony took place in Southwark Cathedral on Whitsun Eve, 
when the cathedral was filled by alarge and representative congregation. Atthe appointed 
time the Bishop was conducted to the throne by the Archdeacons of Canterbury and 
Southwark, the former of whom performed the ceremony of enthronisation in the 
customary formula, Subsequently the Bishop delivered an extempore address. 

The Right Rev. Hubert Murray Burge graduated from University College, Oxford 
(First Class Classical Moderations, Second Class Lit. Hum.) B.A. 1886, M.A. 1891, B.D. 
and D.D. 1902; Hon Fellow 1907. He was ordained Deacon in 1897 and Priest 1898 by 
the Bishop of Oxford. He was Tutor of University College, Oxford 1894-1900 ; Dean 
1895-1900, and Fellow 1890-1900. Headmaster of Repton School 1900-01 ; Headmaster 
of Winchester College 1901-1911. 


BISHOP OF WELLINGTON. 


The Rev. T.H. Sprott was consecrated Bishop of Wellington on Tuesday, June 6. The 
ceremony was performed by the Bishop of Christchurch, acting as Primate, assisted by 
the Bishops of Auckland, Waiapu and Bishop Williams.

BISHOP OF NIAGARA. 


The Ven. W. R. Clark was consecrated Bishop of Niagara on the Feast of St. John 
the Baptist, June 24, 1911, in Christ Church Cathedral. The Primate of Canada was 
assisted by the Bishops of Ontario, Toronto, Huron, Algoma, and by Bishop Reeve. In 
the afternoon the newly consecrated Bishop was duly installed and enthroned in the 
Cathedral.

BISHOP OF GIBRALTAR.

BISHOP-SUFFRAGAN OF TAUNTON. 


The Ven. C. I’. de Salis, D.D., was on the same day consecrated Bishop-Suffragan of 
Taunton. He was presented by the Bishop of Bath anil Wells and Bishop Stirling.

The 
Primate officiated, and was assisted by the Bishops of Oxford (Epistoler), Southwark 
(Gospeller), Norwich, Rochester, Croydon, Thetford, Woolwich and Bishop Fisher. 
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The sermon was preached by the Rev. Canon Pearce, Vicar of Christ Church, Newgate 
Street. The presenting prelates were the Bishops of Oxford and Norwich. 

Enthronement.—This service was performed with the customary ceremonial by the 
Archdeacon of Canterbury in the Cathedral of the diocese, which was crowded to its 
utmost capacity. After the installation ; the Bishop ascended the pulpit and delivered 
an impressive address, and the service closed with the hymn, ‘ Now thank we all our 
God,’ and the Benediction. Subsequently a reception was held in the Council Chamber 
by the Lord Mayor. 

The Right Rev. Henry Russell Wakefield was ordained Deacon 1877 and Priest 1879 
by the Bishop of Rochester. He was Curate of St. Peter, Vauxhall 1877-78 ; of Barne: 
1878-81 : of All Saints, Swanscombe 1881-83. Vicar of St. Michael’s, Lower Sydenham 
1883-88 ; of Sandgate 1888-94; Rector of St Mark, Bryanston Square 1894-1909. 
Member of the Royal Commission on Poor Law 1905. Prebendary of St. Paul’s 1908— 
09; Dean of Norwich 1909-11. 


BISHOP OF OXFORD. 


Enthronement.—The Right Rev. Charles Gore, D.D., sometime Bishop of Birming- 
ham, was enthroned as Bishop of Oxford, in succession to the late Dr. Paget, in Christ 
Church Cathedral on Monday, October 30, 1911. The service began at noon, when the 
Cathedral body met the Bishop and his chaplains and proceeded towards the altar 
singing Ps. cxxii, After prayers said by the Dean, the Archdeacon of Canterbury led 
the Bishop to the throne and installed him with the usual formalities. The service 
concluded with the hymn, ‘Blessed city, heavenly Salem,’ and the Benediction pronounced 
by the Bishop. There was a large congregation of clergy, churchwardens and members 
of the University. 

BISHOP OF SALISBURY. 


Enthronement.—The Right Rev. Frederic Edward Ridgeway, D.D., sometime 
Suffragan Bishop of Kensington, was enthroned as Bishop of the diocese in Salisbury 
Cathedral on Wednesday, November 8, 1911. At 12.15, the Dean and Canons assembled 
according to custom at the Mitre House, where the Bishop was introduced by the Arch- 
deacon of Canterbury. A procession was then formed and proceeded to the Cathedral 
singing Ps, exxii.. The Bishop was conducted to the altar by his supporters, and after 
special prayers said by the Dean was led to the throne by the Bishop of Dover, and 
there duly installed. At the conclusion of the hymn, ‘O God our help in ages past,’ 
the Bishop gave a short address and afterwards pronounced the Benediction. Subsequent 
to the ceremony a luncheon was given by the civic authorities in the Council Chamber 
of the city. 


BISHOP OF BATHURST.

THE ADDITIONAL BISHOPRICS COMMITTEE. 


Churchmen are reminded that this is the same body as the old Additional Home 
Bishoprics’ Endowment Fund which was founded about fifty years ago, but was re- 
organised in May 1909, on its present basis. The new name was adopted in 1910 for 
greater simplicity. 

The immediate work of the Committee is to convince public opinion that the sub- 
division of our unwieldy dioceses is essential to the pastoral efficiency and spiritual 
welfare of the Church of England, and the ultimate work of the Committee is to bring 
about that division by the endowment of new dioceses. For both these purposes money 
is urgently needed. The Chairman is the Harl of Shaftesbury ; the Treasurers are the 
Rt. Hon. Sir John H. Kennaway, Bt., and Mr. Wilfred S. de Winton ; the Hon, Sec. is 
Preb. Arthur J. Ingram ; the Org. Sec. is the Rev. E. H. Firth, Houghton Rectory, 
Stockbridge, Hants (to whom all communications may be addressed). The work of the 
Org. Sec. is entirely voluntary, and the Committee appeals to Churchmen for such 
support that the necessary work may be effective. 

In the course of the past year the new members of the Committee include the Duke 
of Devonshire, Bishop Gaul, Archdeacon Peile, The Headmaster of Eton, Canon 
Bullock-Webster, and the Rey. A. R. Sharpe. 

A vast amount of work has been done, and there has been corresponding growth in 
public opinion. The continued failure of the Bishoprics Bill to become law is a scandal 
of the grossest kind. It is, no doubt, partly due to the apathy of the average Church- 
man. 

The discussion on the question at the Church Congress, at Stoke-on-Trent, emphas- 
ised the need for an authoritative Committee to inquire into and report on our whole 
diocesan system, and to deal with the question on a provincial, rather than a diocesan 
basis. 
Much literature in pamphlet form has been issued in the past year, including a 
reprint of the Official Report of the discussion at the Church Congress, and several 
leading articles from The Guardian. The Committee has also issued a ‘Statement ot 
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Fundamental Principles.’ All these papers, with others issued in previous years, may 
be had free from the Organising Secretary, who will be glad to preach or to speak on 
behalf of the work.

DIOCESE OF YORK. 
PROPOSED DIOCESE OF SHEFFIELD. 


The scheme for the division of this vast Northern diocese with an area of 1,724,267 
acres, anda population of nearly 2,000,000, was formally launched at a largeand representa- 
tive meeting held at the Town Hall, Sheffield, on January 18, 1907. The proposals 
involve the creation of a new diocese with Sheffield as its cathedral city, having an area 
about forty miles by sixteen, containing 158 benetices and a population of 840,000: in 
addition to Sheffield, it would embrace the populous districts of Rotherham, Doncaster 
and Goole. ‘The late Archbishop of York (Dr. Maclagan) offered to allocate in perpetuity 
the sum of 1,000Z. per annum from that ancient see towards the endowment of the new 
diocese, and Archbishop Lang has given his hearty and personal support to the scheme. 
In addition, it is estimated that a sum of 50,000/. will be required : towards this 
about 41,0007. is already guaranteed. It is hoped that it may be possible to obtain 
parliamentary sanction to the scheme at an early date by the passing of the Sheffield 
Bishopric Bill, or the General Enabling Bill.

DIOCESES OF ELY, NORWICH AND ST. ALBANS. 
PROPOSED RE-ARRANGEMENT OF EAST ANGLIAN DIOCESES. 


Proposals involving the foundation of two new Bishoprics for Suffolk and Essex 
have been brought before the Houses of Convocation for the Provinee of Canterbury 
and the House of Laymen, and the Conferences of the Dioceses concerned, These 
propositions, which have met with a very general approval, will, if carried out, 
necessitate a re-adjustment of boundaries which may be roughly outlined as follows : 
(i) The Diocese of Ely will consist of the Counties of Hunts and Cambridgeshire 
(Archdeaconries of Ely, Huniingdon, and Isle of Ely). (ii) The Diocese of Norwich will 
consist of the County of Norfolk (Archdeaconries of Norwich, Norfolk, and. Lynn), 
(iii) The Diocese of S¢. Albans will consist of the Counties of Herts and Beds, the 
Archdeaconry of Bedford: being severed from Ely. (iv) The Diocese of Suffolk (title of 
See to be determined Jater) will consist of the County of Suffolk, the Archdeaconry of 
Sudbury being surrendered by Ely, and the Archdeaconry of Suffolk by Norwich. 
(v) The Diocese of Hssea (title of See, Chelmsford) will consist of the County of Essex, 
comprising the Archdeaconries of Hssex and Colchester taken from the present St. 
Albans Diocese. 

The nucleus of the incomes of the new Sees will be provided (i) from the revenues 
of the See of Ely, the income of which will be reduced from 5,5001. to 4,0002., while 
the sale of Ely House, Dover Street, London, has realised a sum which will bring in 
about 1,200/. per annum in addition ; (ii) by reducing the incomes of the Bishoprics 
of Norwich and St. Albans from 4,500. to 4,000/., and from 3,200/. to 2,5000. 
respectively. Official residences must also be secured for the Dioceses of Essex, 
Suffolk, and St. Albans, though in the case of the last-named a site had been already 
purchased, and a sum of about 1,800/. was in hand with the Ecclesiastical Commissione!s. 
The Ecclesiastical Commissioners have now, however, purchased Verulam House, St. 
Albans, asa residence for the Bishop, and the Committee of the fund have altered and 
adapted it for the Bishop’s use. It should be noted that the income of these three Sees 
is estimated only at 2,5002. instead of 3,000/. (the minimum sum required by previous 
Bishopric Acts), together with 3001. (instead of 5002.) if no house be provided. 

Essex and Herts Bishopric Fund.—A large and influential committee was formed in 
accordance with a resolution of the St. Albans Conference in October 1905, and sub- 
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seriptions and promises amounting to 43,3687. have been received, representing at 
least 45,0000. by the time the money will be required, and sufficing to provide the 
remainder of the endowment, including two houses, one at St. Albans and one in Essex. 

W. W. Hewitt, Esy., Lower Park, Dedham, Colchester, and Lewis Evans, Esq. , 
Russells, near Watford, are the Hon. Secretaries of the Committee. 

The Suffolk Bishopric Fund las now reached 18,0002. raised locally. A residence 
has been purchased at Ipswich for the sum of 2,5007. The feeling in favour of a new 
diocese is very strong throughout East and West Suffolk. Contributions and Church 
collections have principally come from that county. It is understood that the portions 
of the Ely and Norwich Dioceses other than the County of Suffolk will come forward 
and supply the further sum unecessary, possibly 5,000. The Diocesan Conference held 
at Ipswich in October 1911, again unanimously approved the Division of the Norwich 
Diocese, as proposed under the scheme. he delay in passing the Enabling Bill through 
the House of Commons alone stands in the way of Suffolk becoming a separate Diocese.

CLERGY PENSIONS, ENDOWMENT FUNDS, AND CLERGY CHARITIES 
SECTION I.—CLERGY PENSIONS AND ENDOWMENTS. 


THE CLERGY PENSIONS INSTITUTION 
AND THE ECCLESIASTICAL INSURANCE OFFICE, LIMITED. 


We bracket these two organisations together on account of the intimate connection 
between them in their origin, administration, and aims. 

CLERGY PENSIONS INsTituTION.—A Clergyman becomes a Beneficiary by purchasing 
a deferred annuity of 15/. 15s. to begin at the age of sixty-five. The contributions of 
the laity are applied to the formation of an Augmentation Fund for inereasing those 
annuities. 

Every Clergyman not over the age of 65 years is offered the opportunity of joining 
the Clergy Pensions Fund. No one need refrain from joining, even though he may 
have no present prospect of ever wishing to accept a Pension. In ease of his not 
accepting one, he will simply have invested his contributions at 24 per cent. per 
apnum, compound interest, which are returnable at any time on application, or at death. 

up EcoLestasTicaL INsuRANCE Orricr.—Immediately connected with the Clergy 
Pensions Institution, inasmuch as it grew out of it, and is designed to contribute very 
materially to its funds, is the Ecclesiastical Insurance Office. 

It is hoped that all clergymen, lay rectors, churehwardens, school managers, ani 
others having ecclesiastical properties under their control, will effect the fire insurances 
upon them in the Ecclesiastical Insurance Office, Limited, in order that the share of 
surplus profits available for distribution may be as large as possible. Policies are eranted 
not only against fire, but also employers’ liability, burglary, and breakage of Church 
windows, ete., from causes other than fire.

CURATES’ AUGMENTATION FUND. 


The work of this Fund has been described in previous issues of the YEAn-Book. 
Its object is to provide increased stipends for Curates who have served without reproach 
for not less than 15 years, and thus to make it possible for them to calculate on obtaining 
in middle life a professional income sufficient to enable them to exercise their ministry 
without being harassed by pecuniary anxiety, or driven to seek the aid of charitable 
institutions to obtain the necessaries of life. It should, perhaps, be added that the 
number of Curates is so much in excess of the benefices to which they can be promoted, 
that a constantly increasing number have to wait 20 or 30 years before they obtain 
preferment, whilst many must remain Curates all their lives. Curates are multiplying 
three times more rapidly than incumbencies.+ 

For the year 1910-11 grants amounting to 9,912/. were voted, and it is hoped that 
many applications which have had to stand over may soon receive consideration. The 
applicants are men of about 50 years of age, their average length of service being 29 years, 
who, though still engaged in active work for the Church, are receiving for the most 
part an income of about 37. a week. The income for 1910 was 9,772/. 12s.

SECTION I1—CLERGY DISTRESS FUNDS, AUGMENTATION 
OF BENEFICES, CLERGY CHARITIES. 


THE impoverishment of the beneficed Clergy, by reason of the 
continually increasing diminution of their incomes, has become a matter 
of pressing importance. 

In the following table a record is given, not only of more recently 
organised measures, but also of previously existing sources for augmenting 
poor benefices, or in other ways relieving clerical distress. 

With regard to the list of Clergy Charities, this has been carefully 
revised and many additions made, and represents with fair completeness 
the principal existing charities. 


THE QUEEN VICTORIA CLERGY FUND, 
Incorporated by Royal Charter, 1897. 


The object of this Fund is to impress upon the laity their duty of supporting the Clergy 
and to assist in providing an adequate income for the Clergy of the Church of England. 

The Central Fund and the affiliated Diocesan Organisations together form one large 
scheme, so that the effort is made by the Church as a whole in both Provinces. 


1 It is only fair to mention that the ‘Queen Victoria Clergy Fund’ does not render any help whatever 
to the Assistant Curates. 
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Both the Archbishops and all the Diocesan Bishops are patrons. 

_ Block grants from the Central Fund are made to. the affiliated Diocesan Organisa- 
tions, and administered by them in accordance with the general principles of the Fund. 

The Fund is intended to aid (1)in raising those incomes of Benefices which are 
normally very small; (2) in making up those incomes of Benefices which have sulfered 
reduction owing to agricultural depression ; and (3) in raising those incomes of Benefices 
which are nominally of substanti 11 value, but which, owing to the large population and 
consequent claims on the Incumbents, demand a much larger income. 

Special Funds may be received, held, and applied for the Sustentation of the Clergy 
by way of permanent endowment of Benefices, or in any other manner, according to the 
terms on which such Funds are founded. 

Her late Majesty Queen Victoria contributed the sum of 1,0002. 

It should be strongly emphasised that this Fund, though a J ubilee Memorial, is 
intended to be a Permanent Fund; and therefore Annual Subseriptions are most earnestly 
asked for. Donations, Church Collections, and Legacies will also be welcomed. The 
total amount contributed direct to the Central Fund in the year 1910 was 15,4942. 7s. 7d., 
independently of contributions raised by Diocesan Funds.

PYNCOMBE’S AND HORNER’S CHARITIES. 


The chief object of these Charities is the assistance of poor benefices by grants of 
1007, either by way of augmentation of the living or towards the building of a parsonage 
house, The grants can only be obtained in conjunction with Q.A.B,, from whom a 
benefaction must be sought, to be obtained before application is made to these 
Charities,. Pyncombe’s Charity is available for livings in England and Wales, but 
Horner’s Charity is restricted to the counties of Devon, Somerset, Wilts, and Dorset. 

The Trustees meet annually in September, when and where only grants are made. 
Forms of application can be obtained at any time from the Secretary, but must be re- 
turned to him completed in the months of May, June and July only. The number of 
grants made by the Trustees varies with the funds available, but on the whole they 
average about 6 yearly.

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l. GENERAL CHARITIES. 


SONS OF THE CLERGY CORPORATION. 


Tue charitable operations of this Corporation are directed to the following 
purposes :— 

1. To afford continuous or occasional assistance to Clergymen of not less than 
ten years’ standing, and holding or having held a licensed cure of souls in England 
and Wales, when in need from mental or bodily infirmity, the reverses of fortune, 
the heavy expenses incidental to large families, or any other cause of impoverishment 
beyond their own control. 

2. To grant pensions to widows of Clergymen, and to such maiden daughters of 
deceased Clergymen as are 45 years of age or upwards. 

8. To grant donations to Clergy widows in temporary difficulty, ineligible for 
pensions or unsuccessful in obtaining them ; and also to single daughters, under the 
age of 45, who are incapacitated by want of health from earning their own maintenance, 
or, if 45 or upwards, are unsuccessful candidates for pensions. 

4. To apprentice Clergymen’s sons and daughters, orphans or not, to schools, 
professions, and trades; to assist in their education at school or college, and to 
provide outfits for them, and to help them in other ways on being placed out in the 
world. 

Class I. The amount granted in any one year to a Clergyman varies, according 
to his circumstances and the merits of the case, from 10/. to 30/., exclusive of any 
sums which may be applied in favour of his children under the 4th head. 

Class II. Pensions to widows and daughters. 

Class II]. Donations to widows and daughters. 

Class IV. Children are apprenticed by the Corporation, and donations for outfit 
granted to sons and daughters to assist them in earning their own maintenance.

During the past financial year the Committee have held 23 meetings for the 
consideration of cases. 

1,741 applications for help have been received at the office. Of these, 854 cases 
have been relieved with pecuniary grants ranging from 5/. to 500. ; 555 cases assisted 
with clothing, without a pecuniary grant. 

Of the 854 cases which had grants of money, 262 received clothing also. The 
income for 1910-1911 was 11,8577. 0s. 9d.

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SCHOOL FOR SONS OF POOR CLERGYMEN, LEATHERHEAD. 


St. John’s Foundation School was instituted in 1852, for providing a free 
education for the sons of the poorer Clergy. The school is about half-a-mile from 
Leatherhead Station on either the London and Brighton or the South-Western 
Railway. The sons of the Clergy are admitted in three different ways into St. John’s 
School: (1) As Free Foundationers. Candidates must be between 9 and 11 years 
of age, and sons of living Clergyinen in need of assistance.

CHAPTER X. 
CHURCH DEFENCE. 
THE CHURCH DEFENCE AND INSTRUCTION COMMITTEE. 


Tue fifteenth Annual Report of the Executive Committee stated that whilst the period 
covered by the previous report had been one of conflict, owing to the Welsh Disestablish- 
ment Bill of 1909 and the General Election of January 1910, that which had elapsed 
since had been one of suspense, owing to the lamented death of King Edward VIL. and 
the Conference between the Leaders of the Government and of the Opposition which 
followed shortly afterwards. Both these factors exercised for the time being a retarding 
influence upon political controversies, among which were necessarily included the 
Education and Disestablishment questions. But although few great meetings in defence 
of these two interests had been held, a large amount of useful information in regard to 
the latter subject had been circulated, especially since the publication of the Report of 
the Royal Commission on the Church and Other Religious Bodies in Wales. 

Literature and Publications.—The chief work of the Literature Committee had been 
the issue in pamphlet form of Notes on the Report of the Welsh Church Commission, 
anda Digest by Mr. F. Morgan of the Memorandum of Archdeacon Evans and Lord 
Hugh Cecil, M.P., in supplement to the Report. Several leaflets, based upon the 
Report, had also been prepared and published, as well as two other leaflets, viz. ‘Need 
the Clergy support the Work of Church Defence ?’ and ‘Is Church Defence Erastian ? 
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The Committee had re-issued the Rev. Dr. Sweetapple’s Lectures on ‘The History of 
the Church of England,’ and a Church Defence Manual, by the Rev. H. J. Clayton, had 
been included in the ‘Handbooks for the Clergy’ series, published by Messrs. 
Longmans. 

The Ceneral Election. —The Committee pointed out that the General Election in 
December was fought on a variety of issues, of which Welsh Disestablishment was not 
one. An analysis of the Election Addresses of 210 supporters of the Government in 
England showed that only four directly referred to Disestablishment, while six took 
refuge in the vague phrase ‘religious equality.’ In Wales and Monmouthshire 
twenty-one Candidates issued Election Addresses, but only eight of the total number 
mentioned Disestablishment, whilst two contented themselves with the phrase 
‘religious equality.’ 

As regards votes, in the constituencies contested in Wales and Monmouthshire at 
both the General Elections last year the votes polled in January and December 
respectively were as follows: 


January Election. December Election.

Compared with the previous January, the Unionist vote in December was practically 
unchanged, whilst the Radical vote decreased over 16,000. In spite of the delay in the 
issue of the Report of the Welsh Church Commission until the elections had actually 
begun, it was encouraging to record that where it had been possible to make the facts in 
some degree known—as at Cardiff—they contributed to the victory for the Church in 
that city, and also gained a seat at Montgomery. 

Welsh Disestablishment.—The Committee felt there was no ground for discourage- 
ment in the position of the Welsh Disestablishment question. The leaders of political 
Nonconformity in Wales were acutely conscious that unless they could keep their cause 
well to the front it would be submerged by subjects of greater interest to the majority 
of the people. Moreover, they were quite alive to the facts as to the growth of the 
Church and the decline of Nonconformity. The Disestablishment movement excited 
but small enthusiasm among the rank and file of the Nonconformist laity, In the 
meantime it was hoped by Liberationists to carry Welsh Disestablishment by the aid of 
the Irish Nationalist vote during the period when, under the Parliament Bill, if passed, 
the House of Lords would be reduced to impotence and unable to refer the question to 
the decision of the electors. This, indeed, was the key to the position. It signifies that 
the Church of England could only be dismembered in this Parliament by the co- 
operation of the Nonconformists, both English and Welsh, with the Irish Roman 
Catholics. 

In one sense, all this log-rolling and political manwuvring was encouraging to those 
who are defending the Church from attack, for it was an indication that the Welsh 
Disestablishers were by no means sure of their ground. ‘Their cue was to say as little as 
possible about the Welsh Church Commission Report and to represent the Disestablish- 
ment of the Church as a foregone conclusion. Against this view every Churchman, to 
whichever political party he belongs, should not only protest most strongly but was also 
bound, as the Archbishops of Canterbury and York have pointed out in their weighty 
endorsement of the Church Committee's appeal, to make full use of the period which 
intervenes before all this bargaining is brought to fruition, to make known the true facts 
of the case. If this were done vigorously and systematically the proposals for Welsh 
te would yet be defeated even more decisively than they were in 
1895. - 

An appeal was made for some help, however small, from every parish, and it was 
pointed out that Church Defence, so far from being subsidiary to other forms of Church 
organisation, was interwoven with them, for both Home and Foreign Missionary work 
and indeed every kind of religious and philanthropic effort, would be crippled by the 
diversion to secular purposes of the endowments now applied to the maintenance of the 
Clergy and the services of the Church. In view of securing greater assistance -from 
parishes, the date of ‘ National Church Sunday’ had been changed from the last Sunday 
in October to the 16th Sunday after Trinity, as it was felt that an appeal for the objects

CHURCH REFORM LEAGUE. 


The main object of this Society is to bring about the development of corporate life 
and action in the Church, so that every clerical and lay member may have his rightful 
share in the conduct of Church affairs (by means of elected councils, representative of 
the Church in the Parish, in the Diocese, and in the Province), and to secure greater 
powers of self-government for the Church, according to the following principle of reform, 
advocated by the League—‘ That, saving the supremacy of the Crown according to law, 
and, in respect to legislation, subject to the Veto of Parliament, the Church have freedom 
for self-government, by means of reformed Houses of Convocation (which shall be 
thoroughly representative, with power for the Canterbury and York Convoeations to 
sit together if desired), together with a representative body or bodies of the Laity.’ 

The Church Reform League was inaugurated at the Church House, Westminster, 
November 27,1895. It is concerned solely with Church reform ; it is in no sense a party 
organisation ; it is entirely non-political, and it does not deal with questions of doctrine. 

The foundation principle upon which the League works is that Church Reform 
should be carried out by the Church herself through her own assemblies. Adhesion to 
this principle of self-government or legislative freedom is required of members; but 
liberty of opinion with regard to details is recognised. President (1911-12), the 
Right Hon. Lord Emmott.

CHAPTER XII. 
THE CHURCH AND SOCIAL QUESTIONS. 


THE prominence given to social questions is a striking and hopeful charac- 
teristic of the present age, and no less of the evident earnestness with 
which men of every class and degree are searching for practical solutions 
to problems of manifest difficulty, touching the possession and responsi- 
bilities of wealth, the relations of capital and labour, the housing and 
the recreations of the poor, and the general condition, moral and sanitary, 
under which the masses of the people live. 


THE CHRISTIAN SOCIAL UNION.

Turs Society was founded in 1889, for the practical study of social questions from the 
Christian point of view. It is primarily an educational body, and is entirely non-political. 
The Union consists of members of the Church of England, or of any body in full com- 
munion with her, who have the following objects at heart :— ; 

(i.) To claim for the Christian law the ultimate authority to rule social practice. 

(ii.) To study in common how to apply the moral truths and principles of 
Christianity to the social and economic difficulties of the preseut time. 
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(iii.) To present Christ in practical life as the living Master and King, the enemy of 
wrong and selfishness, the power of righteousness and love. 

The C.S.U. now has 66 branches in various parts of the country—e. g. at Birming- 
ham, Bristol, Glasgow, Edinburgh, Exeter, Leeds, Leicester, Liverpool, London, 
Manchester, Northampton, Norwich, Nottingham, Tunbridge Wells, and at the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge. The total membership in 1911 amounted to 5,965. 

In addition to the organisation of lectures or sermons, the branches are recommended 
by the Central Executive each year to make a special study of some particular subject. 
Thus, for example, in 1907, the problem of Unemployment was submitted for investiga- 
tion ; in 1908 an inquiry was undertaken with regard to Sweated Industries ; and two 
alternative Plans of Study were set for 1910, the one on ‘Unemployment,’ and the 
other on ‘ Charitable Agencies and Statutory Relief.’ The special subject of study for 
1912 is ‘ Housing and Town Planning.’ 

The Central Executive has published a list of Tailors who observe the standard 
regulations for the trade in Cambridge, London, and Oxford: the first edition of this 
list, issued in 1905, contained 91 firms ; the present fourth edition contains 198 firms. 
Several of the branches have instituted experiments in the owning and management of 
house property, on the lines laid down by Miss Octavia Hill. For instance, the 
‘Cottage Company of Tunbridge Wells’ owns twenty-four freehold houses, and has a 
capital of £5,660 4s. A dividend was paid last year at the rate of four per cent., 
although the rents, after deducting rates and taxes, repairs, and insurance premiums, 
would be sufficient to pay five and a half per cent. on the cost of the houses. The 
‘Economic Review,’ published quarterly by Messrs. Rivington & Co., 34 King Street, 
London, W.C., for the Oxford University Branch, has now completed its twenty- 
first volume, and may be obtained from the publishers for a yearly subscription of 
ten ‘shillings, post free. 

The Council of the Union meets annually in different places, as, for instance, at 
Northampton in 1907, at Cheltenham in 1908, at Bolton in 1909, at Sheffield in 
1910, and at Lincoln in 1911, and is attended by delegates appointed to represent the 
various Branches throughout the country. 

The General Secretary of the Christian Social Union is Mr. W. Nalder Williams, 
Selwyn College, Cambridge, from whom the papers of the Society and all other informa- 
tion may be obtained. 


CGHURCH OF ENGLAND MEN’S SOCIETY. 


A Socrzry sanctioned and presided over by the Archbishops of Canterbury and York, 
to undertake the work of the Church of England among men. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury nominated the first Council, of which the Archbishop of York is the Chairman. 

The objects of C.E.M.S. are clearly stated in the following Resolution, passed at a 
Conference summoned by the Archbishop of Canterbury, at Lambeth, on December ue 
1898. “That the Objects of the Society shall be: (a) To deepen the spiritual life of its 
Members. (+) To band Churchmen together in a common effort to promote the glory 
of God and to help forward the work of the Church. (c) To provide for the commen- 
dation of Members from one Branch to another on change of residence or place of 
work. (d) To promote opportunities for friendly intercourse among its Members.

LONDON DIOCESAN COUNCIL FOR THE WELFARE OF LADS. 


THE objects of the Council are— 

1. To maintain a seaside camp for London working boys, to which they can go for a 
holiday of a week or a fortnight at a small payment. The rest is provided by subscrip- 
tions, which are gratefully received by the Secretary. Since the summer of 1889, 45,498 
yet lads have been received at its Holiday Camps ; 3,679 were taken in the summer 
of 1911. 

2. To maintain a Lads’ Brigade on Church lines in the Diocese to give continuity to 
the seaside camp influences during the winter, and to promote in boys all that tends 
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towards Christian manliness. The Brigade was formed in December 1891, and there are 
now 186 companies registered. The officers and lads number 8,500. 

3. To maintain a Boy Scout Corps on Church lines in the Diocese. 

4. To promote the development of, and to foster whatever tends to, the welfare of lads. 

Lads arriving in London are cordially invited to apply, personally or by letter, to 
the Secretary, who will endeavour to help them in any way in his power. The Council 
does not, however, give pecuniary assistance.

THE CHURCH BENEFIT SOCIETY. 
(Temperance and General.) 


Tue Church Benefit Society was founded by Canon Ellison in 1878, and registered 
under the Friendly Societies Acts as a Permanent Friendly Society, with the object of 
providing allowances to members during sickness and accident, and for the payment on 
the death of a member, or his wife, of a sum as burial money. ‘The scope of the Society 
has been extended to provide Life and Endowment Insurance Policies. The Society’s 
work is carried on by means of Parochial Lodges, of which there are at present 250 in 
England, Scotland and Wales, with a membership of 9,500. The accumulated funds of 
the Society amount to 80,000/., and 100,000/. has been paid away to members in sick 
pay, death claims, and insurance policies. Membership is open to boys and girls from 
birth, and men and women, irrespective of creed, or membership of any temperance 
organisation. There is a total abstainiug and a general Section. 

The Society is specially adapted to the parochial system, and can be conveniently 
worked in connection with Parochial Societies and Clubs. 

The Funds of the Society are subject to a quinquennial Valuation, and its Solvency 
2s proved by the last Valuation, when the Assets were certified to be equal to 20s. 10d. 
in the pound of the liabilities.

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CHAPTER XIII. 
CLERICAL LIBRARIES AND RECENT LITERATURE, 
|. CATHEDRAL AND CLERICAL LIBRARIES. 


Tue object of this Section is to give in a form convenient for reference a 
list of Cathedral and Clerical Libraries, with the conditions under which 
books may be used. 


Associates of the late Rev. Dr. Bray.-—President : His Grace the Lord Archbishop 
of Canterbury. The Rev. Dr. Thomas Bray, to whose inception the S.P.C.K. and the 
S.P.G. both owe their origin, began (before the foundation of those Societies) to provide 
Libraries for the clergy. He soon afterwards enrolled those who worked with him in 
this endeavour as his ‘Associates.’ This title was legally confirmed by the Master of 
the Rolls in 1731, and in 1906 a fully-defined Constitution was granted by the Charity 
Commissioners. Thus for more than two centuries the Associates of Dr. Bray have been 
engaged continuously in founding many hundreds of Libraries in England and Wales, 
as well as in the Colonial and Missionary Dioceses of the Auglican Communion. 

A new system for Libraries was started in 1906. The revised rules provide for groups 
of clergymen (numbering not fewer than twenty-five, and each subscribing four shillings 
a year) to have every year new books to the value of 12/., and at the end of the year to 
have the opportunity of buying them for half the net (7.¢. in most cases about one- 
third of the nominal) price. The new system is already accepted in several centres, 
and is under consideration in many others. The Archbishop of Canterbury, who has 
from the first taken great interest in the plan and inauguration of the new system, is 
warmly in favour of the appeal which is being issued by the Associates.

To this series, under the general editorship of the Rev. J. 


Stuart Holden, Vicar of St. Paul’s, Portman Square, four 
notable additions have been made during the past year. The 
contributors, it will be seen, are all men of recognized 
reputation, and the sermons and addresses contained in 
these volumes will appeal forcibly to men of thought and 
culture, marked as they are not only by keen insight in things 
spiritual, but also by a thorough understanding of the 
present age. The first of the four volumes mentioned has 
been compiled by Mr. Selby’s widow from sermons preached 
during the last period of his ministry. Canon Macnutt’s 
collection comprises sermons delivered in Southwark 
Cathedral during the last two years: their general purpose 
is adequately described by the title. Mr. Watts-Ditchfield 
opens with five addresses givenat the midday service in Lent 
at St. Paul’s Cathedral, upon Conviction, Conversion, 
Consecration, Continuance and Communion ; at the end is 
given a course upon the life after death. . 


The sermons collected in this volume are of a more ‘homely ’” 
type than those issued last year under the title of The 
Wisdom and the Love of God ; they are for the most marked 
by the simplicity of affection and spirituality that will always 
be associated with the name of Bishop King. There is 
one sermon on ‘ Butler of Wantage,’ another on ‘ Sisterhood 
work among the fallen,’ Addresses to a Railway Guild, to 
Lay-readers, and Confirmation addresses—with very few 


exceptions they were delivered in the country districts of 
Lincoln diocese. 


Retreat addresses given in St. Mary Magdalen, Paddington, by 


the late Bishop of Lincoln, whilst Canon of Christ Church, 
in 1883 and 1884, edited by Canon Randolph, D.D., from 
reports made by one who was present. 


This volume forms part of the Hadden Memorial, and has been 


edited for publication by Canon Pearce, who also contributes 
a brief memoir of the life and work of the late Vicar of St. 
Mark’s, North Audley Street. The sermons, twenty-two in 
number, are arranged according to the order of the Church’s 
Year; although they do not appear to present any con- 
tinuous course, they reveal the inner mind of one ‘ who 
showed a genius for friendship.’

The volume contains twenty-six sermons preached on various 
oceasions of public interest, among them, memorials of 
Edward White Benson, Frederick Temple, W. Wood 
Stephens, George Augustus Selwyn, The South African 
War, the death of King Edward VII, and the Centenary 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society. They are pub- 
lished in the hope they may recall the stimulating 
memories of special days, and lead to courage and thankful- 
ness. 


A volume of sermons which belongs to the publishers’ series, 
The Scholar as Preacher. Alike in choice of subject and 
order of arrangement, the Master of the Temple has 
adopted no particular system; the majority have been 
delivered within the past year.

In a brief introductory chapter Dr. Sanday gathers up into 
a kind of general conclusion the views expressed by the 
various contributors. In the opening essay the general 
editor describes in outline the attitude of the Evangelists so 
far as it affected literary freedom of composition ; among 
the other ‘studies’ are discussions upon the Aramaic back. 
ground of the Gospels, the sources of St. Luke’s Gospel and 
the criticism of the Hexateuch compared with that of the 
Synoptic Gospels. 


This study traces the history of the doctrine of the Resurrec- 


tion of the Body from the apostolic age down to modern 
days ; the work is divided into four parts: (1) The Witness of 
the Twelve, (2) The Witness of St. Paul, (3) The Theology 
of the Resurrection, (4) The Resurrection and modern 
Thought. ‘This volume is, in a sense, complementary to Dr.- 
Simpson’s contribution to the Oxford Library of Practical 
Theoloyy, in that it lays special stress on the theolozy as 
distinguished from the mere evidences of the Resurrection. 
Dr. Simpson expresses a belief that a careful study of the 
two directions in which Christian thought has moved upon 
this momentous subject, would greatly contribute towards a 
solution of some difticulties which disturb the modern mind. 


This essay is in a sense complementary to Dr. Tilingworth’s 


treatise on ‘ Divine Immanence’ published a dozen years 
ago. The exact aim of the present work is perhaps best 
stated in the author’s own words—‘I have endeavoured in 
these pages to recall attention to the complementary con- 
ception of divine transcendence: as being, from the Christian 
point of view, pre-supposed, and not precluded by that of 
immanence ; and further to point out its intimate ecnnec- 
tion with the note of spiritual, and, in that sense, super- 
natural authority, which distinguishes the organisation, 
faith, and worship of the Church, and Jeads to a correlative 
element of obedience in the character of its members,’ 


This book is the outcome of lectures delivered to the Clergy of 


the Diocese of Gloucester in 1910, and is now published 
in the hope that it may be helpful to candidates for Holy 
Orders, and to other students of the Gospels. It aims at 
presenting a simple study of the plan and progress of our 
Lord’s public ministry by grouping minor events in periods 
round the great crises, A special feature of the work is a 
series of synoptical tables which have been drawn up in 
the light of many years’ experience of the lecture room. 


These pages present in ‘ popular dress’ some considerations of 


the first and great commandment to love God. After some 
introductory words upon the opportuvity afforded to every 
one by the chance of life to learn ‘ How Love might be, hath 
been, indeed, and is,’ the Bishop deals with his theme in 
four parts: (1) The Parable of Choice, (2) The Revelation, (3) 
The Ideal, (4) The Practice. A concluding chapter treats of 
Love as the one great power that overcomes Death.

sketches in vivid outline the momentous landmarks in the 
life of St. Paul, especial attention being drawn to the con- 
ditions under which he worked : the principal features of his 
teaching are closely examined, whilst a concluding chapter 
discusses his relationship to modern times, 


This volume combines (1) ‘ Ancient and modern Christologies,’ 
being the Professor’s studies preliminary to the writing of a 
Life of Christ (as explained in this section last year), and (2) 
two lectures on ‘ Personality in Christ and in ourselves ;’ as 
the latter is in reality a continuation and supplement of the 
former it was thought convenient to have the two bound up 
together. In a concluding ‘retrospect ’ Dr. Sanday reviews 
some of the opinions and criticism passed upon the lectures. 


This book, by the author of ‘ Ara coeli,’ constitutes an essay in 
constructive theology, in that it attempts to weave together 
in harmonious connection some of the main threads which 
go to form the fabric of religious knowledge. Further, it is 
a protest against the militant exclusiveness which so marks 
present day speculation on the subject, to the confusion and 
bewilderment of the Christian. In a concluding chapter 
the Bishop summarizes the results of his analysis. 

These pages, which represent the results of a task undertaken 
by Mr. Lewis at the suggestion of the Bishop of Gloucester, 
provide a translation from the Greek Text (as revised by Dr. 
Armitage Robinson in 1893) of selected passages from the 
works of Origen made by St. Gregory of Nazianus and St. 
Basil of Czsarea. : 

This new series, which is under the editorship of the Rev. W. 
CG. Piercy, is designed to present in accessible form a general 
survey of the present position of theological thought and 
knowledge in the light of modern research, written by 
scholars and thinkers of known reputation. In the first of 
the two volumes Dr. Plummer offers a careful and interesting 
introduction to the study of Church History in Britain, 
emphasising especially certain points (such as the distinction 
between the * British’ and the ‘ English’ Church) which are 
imperfectly grasped by a large number of people; this 
work will be completed in a second volume to be published 
early in 1912. Mr, Harold Smith’s treatise provides a lucia 
exposition of the Creeds, their history, nature, and the 
concise meaning of each article; for this purpose the 
Apostles’ and Nicene Creeds are considered together. 


In these essays Mr. Emmet presents with fairness and lucidity 
the essence of the positions occupied in New Testament 
criticism by Schweitzer, Loisy, and Harnack, verbatim 
extracts from their works being given in sufficient length to 
enable the reader to form his own judgment apart from any 
gloss put on them by the critic. Three additional papers 
discuss the question of ascribing the Magnificat to Eliza- 
beth, of regarding Galatians as the earliest of the Pauline 
Epistles, and the problem of the Apocalypse and its bearing 
on the conception of inspiration. 

This examination of the Athanasian Creed constitutes a plea 
of some force for its retention. Its author claims that for 
those ‘who have held the Creed in simple faith’ its lucid 
and definite language is of very cogent value. After search- 
ing inquiry Mr. Taylor has failed to discover any reason for 
parting with one word of the Quicunque Vult: the results 
of his study are detailed in these pages.

The work deals in two parts with the preparation for 
Christianity: («) in ideas outside, (2) through ideas in the 
sphere of revealed Hebrew religion. A third section, which 
appears also in the publishers’ Encyclopedia of Religion and 
Ethics, examines illustrations drawn from the New Testa- 
ment of Christian communion with God. 


Four papers, which were delivered, as explained in a prefatory 


note by the Headmaster of Rugby, to groups of Public 
Schoolmasters and others interested in education. Their 
principal aim is to concentrate attention on those crises in 
Biblical history which stand out especially charged with 
spiritual significance. The first paper sets forth a scheme of 
the Divine Purpose in the gradual unfolding of the character 
and will of God, the second and third deal respectively with 
the sequence of the Old and New Testaments, while the last 
treats separately of St. John’s Gospel on a like principle. 


A study, at once exegetical and practical, of the seventeenth 


chapter of the Gospel of St. John, directed more especially 
to afford help to the spiritual life. In writing the treatise 
Dr. Stone has endeavoured to retain what is true in the old, 
while closely following modern developments of theological 
thought and Biblical interpretation. The study is preceded 
by a translation of the particular chapter, based on a com- 
bination of the Authorised and Revised Versions. 


This book aims at supplying, in a single volume, for the use 


not only of the student but also of the general reader, such 
information as may be required for an intelligent apprecia- 
tion of the history and literature of dogma. It will be 
manifest that the field covered is a wide one, extending as it 
does over the whole domain of Christendom. In this 
retrospect of the past efforts of Christian Churches to 
formulate the essence of their faith, Professor Curtis en- 
deavours to present, without prejudice or distortion, the 
contents of various dogmas, and to treat their history in a 
spirit of fairness and charity. 


This book embodies the Bampton Lectures of 1911: their main 


scope is to establish a method of research into religious 
truth, which is at once new and at the same time the oldest, 
in effect a science of spiritual fact. This ‘novum organum’ 
is tested _by application to the doctrines of the Resurrection 
and the Divinity of our Lord, and to the construction of the 
Church universal and particular. Incidentally the ideas of 
Catholicity, Authority and Tradition are analysed. The 
thread running through the whole is the function discharged 
in the building up of religious life by a creed and the 
formulas of creeds.

It 
will be at once seen that such treatment involves a wide 
survey. To the general examination, which covers over 300 
pages, are attached notes upon particular points connected 
with the Eucharist. 


The materials here collected represent a series of occasional 
papers and sermons contributed to the Guardian by Dr. 
Lock, Dr. Sanday, Canon Scott Holland, the Revs. H. H. 
Williams and A. C.Headlam. It is hoped that they may 
serve to illustrate the lines on which thought is moving 
in the minds of those to whom the method and outlook of 
Mr. Thompson’s Miracles in the New Testament appeared 
inadequate. 


In these pages are contained the Hulsean Lectures of 1911, 
four in number, being questions farising out of a study of 
second century Christianity. (1) Reason, Religion and 
Revelation, (2) Miracle and Character, (3) Christ the Lord 
and Christ the Word, (4) Christ and the Christian Creeds. 
The general question which Mr. Edghill propounds and to 
which the lectures are an answer is briefly this—Is the 
religion of the Catholic Church, emerging into unmistak- 
able clearness at the end of the second century, essentially 
the same as or essentially different from that life of faith 
when the first disciples looked to Jesus, their Master, upon 
earth ? 


An enlargement of certain papers which had previously 
appeared in the Birmingham Diocesan Magazine.

These studies in the Psalms are the elaboration of lectures

These pages embody lectures preached in 1894-98, in Lincoln’s 
Inn Chapel, on the foundation of Bishop Warburton.

Three Lectures delivered to Clergy in St. Asaph Cathedral 
in June 1910. The first is devoted to Revelation in the 
Bible, the second to Revelation in history, both treated 
from the standpoint of history; in the third, Revelation 
to-day, the subject is treated as to its practical bearing upon 
the Church at large, and particularly on the work of the 
Ministry. 

In this series of papers, which have been previously read at 
various Conferences in America, the Bishop of Delaware 
examines the history of the Reformation in order to indicate 
the chief principles of belief and action which have deter- 
mined the policy of that portion of the Christian world 
which is in communion with the Church of England. 
Attached to the papers is a sermon on ‘Church Unity’ 
preached at Grace Church, Avondale, Cincinnatti, in October 
1910. 


This volume combines two treatises published some years ago. 
(1) A Study of Philippians, ii. 5-11, (2) A University 
Sermon on Psalm cx. The purpose of the first is simply 
to establish the true interpretation of St. Paul’s language, 
while the sermon is of typical importance as showing that 
Christ did not exhibit the literary ignorance which has 
been attributed to Him. This book has been edited for the 
press by the Dean of Canterbury. 

These pages offer a contribution to the better understanding of 
the questions, ‘What am I, and what is my relation to the 
world in which Ilive?’ In effect the author essays to show 
that Christianity, besides being a religion, is also a philosophy, 
which is able not only to assimilate and co-ordinate all the 
facts of human thought and experience, but also to satisfy 
the aspirations and consult the truest interests of mankind. 

Nine lectures, for the most part delivered in Oxford during the 
Lent Term of 1910, dealing with some of the most serious 
and difficult of problems, such as original sin and moral duty, 
the freedom of the will, the triune personality of God, 
materialism and agnosticism. Mr. Temple’s aim is to stimulate 
and in some degree to guide the thought of those whose 
study of philosophy is not very far advanced. 

This study aims at setting in relation to one another two move- 
ments of Christian thoughtin Hagland: (1) towards the use 
of larger generalisations and wider categories; (2) towards 
more exact study and more careful definition of Christian 
experience. The line of reconciliation suggested is that the 
first movement may be welcomed as an expansion and en- 
largement of the truth on which all spiritual religion rests, 
the second as an exact contribution to religion which comes 
through Jesus Christ. 

A collection of papers, the first of which gives its title to the 
volume; although of a somewhat heterogeneous character 
a certain unity of idea pervades the series. Among the 
subjects may b2 mentioned, Karly Christian Worship, the 
Epistle to the Galatians, George Fox, Antiochus Epiphanes 
and the Maccabees, Predestination, and the Prospects of 
English Protestantism. 

This work embodies a consideration of the three cardinal 
principles of religion—freedom of the will, immortality, and 
belief in God. In particular, this treatise in constructive 
philosophy aims at a refutation of the doctrine of fatalism;

This treatise formed the Bishop Jeune Memorial Fund prize | 
essay in 1909, on ‘The historical truth and divine authority 
of the book of Deuteronomy,’ now published ina revised 
and enlarged edition—the aim being to present to the reader 
in a clear and concise manner the chief arguments for and 
against the Mosaic origin of Deuteronomy. 


The subject is here submitted to careful investigation and 
criticism from which the author deduces the accuracy of the 
Gospel Narrative and defends the traditional date of the 
Nativity.

This little book embodies some half-dozen chapters, full of 
practical help and suggestions to those engaged in Sunday 
School teaching both in the class-room and in preparing the 
lesson.

BIOGRAPHY. 


In this memoir the practised pen of Mr. F. D. How dwells 
especially upon the spiritual power and influence exercised 
by the late Archbishop of York upon his parishioners, his 
clergy, and indeed all with whom he was brought in contact. 
For this reason many very simple events have been recorded 
and depicted in very simple terms. These pages trace the 
Archbishop’s long and varied career: gazetted in 1846 to the 
Madras Light Infantry, he was invalided home three years 
later, and resolved to take Holy Orders. With this idea: he 
proceeded to Cambridge, where he graduated in 1856. Inthe 
same year he was ordained by the Bishop of London to the 
curacy of St. Saviour’s, Paddington; later he moved to St. 
Stephen's, Marylebone. In 1869 he took up his great work 
as Rector of St, Mary's, Newington, whence after six 
strenuous years he moved to St. Mary Abbotts, Kensington, 
Three years afterwards he was appointed to succeed Bishop 
Selwyn in the See of Lichfield; and in 1891, upon the 
sudden death of Dr, Magee, he became Archbishop of York. 
At the close of 1908, in consequence of failing powers, he 
resigned office, and after fifteen months’ quiet rest in London, 
he passed away on September 19, 1910. A concluding 
chapter exhibits some extracts from numberless letters of 
counsel addressed to those whose spiritual life had owed its 
origin and growth to his pastoral care, 


These pages enshrine something of the life-history of the late 
Dr. George Moberly, Headmaster of Winchester and Bishop 
of Salisbury. The memoir was primarily written for a 
comparatively small circle of relations and friends, but will 
doubtless appeal to a much wider audience, A particular 
feature in its construction is that so far as possible each 
contributor records his own recollections. It should be 
added that the book is not intended as a complete biography 
of the Bishop’s public life. Many characters of unique 
interest appear in these sketches ; Mr. and Mrs. Keble, Miss 
Charlotte Young, Bishop Patteson, Warden Barter, Bishop 
Ridding occur in close connection with the reminiscences of 
Winchester, of which Dr. Moberly was Headmaster for 37 
years, a critical period during which the Oxford Movement 
came into being. 


In these reminiscences the Bishop chronicles a few pages from 
the book of a crowded life, dwelling especially on those to 
whom his life ‘owes something.’ The first portion of the 
volume, which is in no sense a complete autobiography, is 
devoted to recollections of childhood, youth, family chroni- 
cles, and memories of kinsfolk, teachers and early friends. 
Sketches follow of Cambridge, Maidstone and St. James’, 
Holloway, the scenes of the Bishop’s younger days in the 
Ministry. Chapters of special interest tell of the author's

connection and intercourse with Browning, Tennyson, the 
Empress Frederick, and Queen Victoria. Looking back in a 
closing retrospect the Bishop appears to sum up his views :— 
‘I see life as education, wonderful and changeful, but full of 
divine purpose; replete with interest, and slowly revealing 
that Love is its origin and Love its end.’ 


A brief memoir of the Brothers Pollock, who, in the words of 
Bishop Gore, “seem to have made a real impression on the 
imagination of Birmingham and to have been powerful 
pioneers in spiritual work.” The story of the lifeand labour 
of these mission priests at St. Alban’s, Birmingham, extend- 
ing over 40 years, is told for the most part in the words of 
Vaughton’s Hole—Twenty-firve Years in it, an autobiography 
written by Father Pollock in 1890. To the memoir is 
appended a selection from the writings, prose and verse, of 
the two brothers. 


This abbreviated biography is based very largely on that by 
Archdeacon Hutchings. It gives a brief account of Mr. 
Carter's great work in the foundation of the Community of 
St. John at Clewer and of the far-reaching influence he 
exercised by his character and writings. Certain letters 
bearing on spiritual questions and on Church doctrine and 
practice are included. 


An appreciative memoir of the late Archdeacon of Buckingham, 
with which is bound up a number of his retreat addresses, 
letters, sermons, and other papers. A photogravure forms 
the frontispiece. 


A brief biographical sketch of one who has long been endeared 
to the public by her many beautiful and well-known hymns 
—revealing a life characterised by intense spiritual earnest- 
ness and fearless faith. 


The late Bishop of Oxford contributes the preface to this 
“record of sixty-nine years’ ministry ”—characterised by 
deep spirituality and intense earnestness. 


In this little book the writer gives a brief sketch of her life, 
together with a réswmé of the religious philosophy to which, 
by study and long experience, she has been led. 


The period covered by this valuable Dictionary of Biography 
and Literature is the first six centuries of the Christian 
era. It has been designed to appeal to a wider circle, both 
among clergy and laity, than the great work published in 
four volumes twenty years ago under the editorship of 
Dr. Wace and the late Dr. Wm. Smith. By wise limita- 
tions in other directions, it has been found possible to 
retain many of the articles on the great characters of early 
Church History and Literature, such as that of Bishop 
Westcott on Origen, of Bishop Lightfoot on Kusebius, of 
Archbishop Benson on St. Cyprian, and those of Professor 
Lipsius of Jena. Among contemporary contributors may 
be mentioned the Bishop of Exeter, Dr. Knowling, Dr. 
A. J. Mason and Dr. Gee. The whole presents, in the 
compass of a single volume, a most interesting series of 
monographs on the chief characters and incidents of the 
Christian era with which it deals.

CHURCH HISTORY. 


This volume presents the fruits of laborious study upon a 
fascinating, though neglected, subject. After a brief general 
introduction Dr. Cox traces the special development of 
Sanctuary rights in England (as distinct from other countries) 
from Anglo-Saxon times to the days of Henry VIII, when 
decay set in. Chapters are devoted to detailed accounts of 
the Chartered Sanctuaries, such as Durham, Westminster, 
and, greatest of all, Beverley Minster. Gleanings from 
Episcopal Registers, Assize and Coroners’ Kolls and City 
muniments tell in vivid narrative much that is of interest as 
regards the customs, the laws, the penalties appertaining to 
the King’s Frith. The volume is profusely illustrated with 
drawings and half-tone plates ; the frontispiece representing 
the musder of Becket, from an old MS.,, is in colours. 


This historical treatise is the outcome of the author’s study of 
the origin and settlement of the Church in_Fngland. 
During the first six centuries of the Christian Era, Gaul 
was the threshold of Britain, and it is easily seen that an 
inquiry as to the carly settlement of the Church in that 
great province must precede and influence very largely any 
study of the dawn of Christianity in these islands. The 
work is one of special importance, as hitherto no English 
writer has entered this field of historical criticism on such 
serious lines; one may add that it formed the subject of a 
course of Lectures delivered by Canon Holmes in Trinity 


College, Cambridge, during 1907 and 1908, as Birkbeck | 


Lecturer in Ecclesiastical History. 


In this volume Dr. Gairdner continues his historical survey of 
Lollardy and the Reformation, especially defining and eluci- 
dating the successes and failures of the New Learning in the 
days of Rdward VI. and Elizabeth. No one can entertain a 
doubt as to the significance of the Reformation as being of 
momentous influence on the position and doctrines of the 
Church ; it was, to use Dr. Gairdner’s words, ‘some mighty 
power shaking the heavens and the earth, and it is hardly 
possible for us

In these pages Dr. Denton Thompson first defines the position | 
of Evangelicals from an historical and ecclesiastical point 
of view; he then passes in review their fundamental 
principles, finally he offers certain suggestions of general 
policy in which are outlined means to bring about a spiritual 
revival in the Church. According to the author’s view 
the position of the Evangelicals is that of * Central Church- 
men,’ being higher than ‘ Low Churchmen,’ and lower than 
‘High Churchmen’: herein lies the hope of the future. 


This essay in Sociology deals with the principles and problems 
underlying such modern questions as the relation of science 
and religion, Christianity and social betterment, history and 
doctrine, Christ and St. Paul.

Statistical Records. 


GENERAL EXPLANATION. 


To give confidence in making use of these figures, it is thought well 
to give some short explanation of the circumstances under which each 
tabular statement has been constructed. 

Ordinations.—This statement represents the number of Deacons 
ordained in the several Dioceses during the years 1898-1911, showing the 
totals for each year, with statistical details of the educational antecedents 
of the candidates. Deacons ordained for the Colonies, etc., are included, 
almost exclusively in the Diocese of London, on an average fourteen 
annually. 

These returns have in each case been obtained by reference to the 
official records in the custody of the Bishops’ Secretaries. 

Statistical Returns of Church Work in the Colonies, India, and 
Missionary Dioceses.—These statistics have been received from the Bishop 
of each Diocese in response to our request, in order that they may be 
presented in systematic form. 

Grants of Ecclesiastical Commissioners and Queen Anne’s Bounty.— 
The statistical results as here given have been compiled from the Official 
Reports. 

Confirmations.—A ten years’ table is given, pointing out the number 
of male and female candidates confirmed in each year, together with the 
number of Centres at which Confirmations have been held, also comparative 
tables for twenty years. 

These returns have been furnished directly by the Bishops themselves. 

Return of Church Building and Restoration, Endowment of Bene- 
fices, Building of Parsonage Houses, ete., for the Year 1910.—The 
Summaries of Church Extension for the year 1910 and for the years 
1884-1910, together with the tables showing the number of churches 
puilt and restored during the last ten years, have been supplied by those 
responsible for the collection and tabulation of the Statistical Return of 
Parochial Work, issued annually at the instance of the Houses of Con- 
vocation of Canterbury and York, and under the individual sanction of 
the Diocesan Bishops. Owing to limitation of space, the detailed state- 
ment of church building is now omitted. The table of ‘New Churches 
Built’ comprises only buildings of a permanent character, and excludes 
mission rooms and temporary structures. 

The table of ‘Churches Restored and Enlarged’ is limited to cases 
where the fabric has been restored or enlarged at a cost exceeding 400/. 

Church Property.—The statistics given under this heading, p. 565, 
are taken from the returns presented to Parliament in August 1890. 

Hospital Sunday.—The items have in every case been collected by 


reference to the local secretaries and officials of the funds embraced in the 
tables.

1. The site for every new church should be conveyed to the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners, 

2. The plans (7, ¢. full plans and specifications) for every new church should be laid 
before the Ecclesiastical Commissioners before the works are begun. 

3. Sites for parsonage houses should be conveyed either to the Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners or to the Governors of Queen Anne’s Bounty. 

4. The Ecclesiastical Commissioners have certain rules and instructions as to the 
building of parsonage houses, in cases that come before them. These rules are in print, 
and may be had gratis at the offices.

Rules prescribed for regulating the distribution of Grants. 

1. No Benefice is eligible for a Grant, the net income of which exceeds 2001, per 
annum. 

2. No Grant can be made unless a Church shall have been provided and consecrated ; 
and the Governors require that a District shall have been assigned. 

3. Each Grant consists of a capital sum, the amount of which is determined by the 
number of applications under consideration and the amount of the Governors’ 
available surplus revenue. No Grant can exceed the Benefaction offered or be 
more than 6002. in any one year. 

4, In Endowment cases no Benefaction may consist of a less sum than 100J., or land, 
tithe rent-charge, &c., of the capital value of 1007. In Parsonage cases the 
minimum Benefaction is 107. 

The time limited for making application to the Governors for grants is during the 
month of January. The offer of a Benefaction is absolutely necessary to secure a Grant. 
Forms may be obtained from the Secretary. 

The Governors do not make grants to meet grants by the Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners ; nor do the Governors make a grant to meet a sum which may have been 
accepted by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to obtain a grant from them. 
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The building of a house towards which the Governors are to contribute should on 
no account be commenced until the benefaction shall have been completed, the plans 
approved by the Governors, and their permission to commence the works signified 
by letter. 


The Board Meetings are, as arule, held monthly. Committee Meetings precede the 
General Courts, viz. : Finance and Audit at 1.30, and Standing and General Purposes 


at 2 o’clock.

ROYAL COMMISSION ON THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND 
AND OTHER RELIGIOUS BODIES IN WALES AND 
MONMOUTHSHIRE. 


By Royal Warrant bearing date June 21, 1906, a Royal Commission was 
appointed ‘to inquire into the origin, nature, amount, and application 
of the temporalities, endowments, and other properties of the Church of 
England in Wales and Monmouthshire ; and into the provision made, and 
the work done, by the Churches of all denominations in Wales and 
Monmouthshire for the + piritual welfare of the people, and the extent to 
which the people avail themselves of such provision.’ 
The Commission consisted of—

On May 1, 1907, on the resignation of Dr. Fairbairn, Mr. 8. T. Evans and 
Gr. H. Jones; Sir D. Brynmor Jones, J. H. Davies, Esq., and Rev. J. M. 
Mibbon were appointed Commissioners. After holding 134 sittings, during 
which 135 witnesses were examined, of whom 42 are classified as Church of 
England witnesses, the Commission issued its report in 1910. It is 
signed by seven out of the nine Commissioners. The Chairman and Mr. 
J. E. Greaves sign without reservation ; Lord Hugh Cecil, Sir Francis 
Edwards, Sir D. Brynmor Jones, Archdeacon Evans, and Mr. J. H. Davies 
sign subject to certain notes and memoranda. Two Commissioners do not 
sign—Rev. J. M. Gibbon and Sir John Williams. Bound up with the 
Report_are (i) memoranda by Lord Hugh Cecil and Archdeacon Evans, 
Gi) by Mr. J. H. Davies (signed also by Sir John Williams), (iii) by Rev. 
J. M. Gibbon, (iv) by Sir John Williams (signed also by Sir Francis 
Edwards, Sir D. Brynmor Jones, and Rev. J. M. Gibbon). There is also a 
letter from the Chairman and a note by Archdeacon Evans bearing on the 
memorandum prepared by Mr. J. H. Davies. 

The following extracts referring in the main to the work and finance of 
the Church of England are taken from the Report signed by the Chairman 
and six Commissioners :— 


PAROCHIAL ENDOWMENTS. 


A. (i) Church Fabrics.—Parish churches are generally vested in the rector as legal 
owner, but whether or not the freehold of the church and churchyard is vested in the 
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rector, the right of possession is vested in the rector or vicar as the case may be, and he 
ean bring an action of trespass. 

Firstly, as to the number of Church of England churches in Wales, and we include 
herein all Church of England churches, whether ancient parish churches or new churches 
which have come into existence under the Church Building Acts, the New Parishes Acts, 
or other Acts of Parliament, or otherwise. : 

In the ecclesiastical parishes of Wales situated in the four Welsh dioceses there are 
1,527 churches situated as follows :—

To this should be added nineteen churches which, although within the boundaries of 
Wales, belong to parishes in English dioceses. 

How the cost of building the older churches was provided, or how the sites came to 
be appropriated as church sites we have not been able to ascertain, but it should be 
remembered that during the last two hundred years nearly all the parish. churches in 
Wales have been either completely rebuilt or considerably restored. 

By the Church Building Acts (58 Geo. III., cap. 45, and 59 Geo. III., cap. 134) 
certain moneys were voted by Parliament for the building, extension and restoration of 
churches in England and Wales by the ‘ Church Building Commissioners,’ and out 
of these moneys grants were made in respect of some of the churches in Wales. 

By a subsequent statute (19 & 20 Victoria, cap. 55) the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
became the ‘Chureh Building Commissioners,’ and all the rights, privileges and estates 
of the Church Building Commissioners were transferred to them. 

So far as we have been able to ascertain, grants were made under these Acts by 
the Church Building Commissioners and the Ecclesiastical Commissioners towards the 
building, extension or restoration of thirty-five churches in Wales, the total of the grants 
in 34 cases being 21,658/., while of the remaining case we have not been able to obtain 
particulars. The latest of such grants appears to have been made in 1864, and the funds 
provided under the above-mentioned Acts have long since been exhausted, so that in 
recent years the sums spent on church building and restoration in Wales have had to be 
provided by private donations and by the subscriptions of the Church of England Church 
Extension and Building Societies. ‘The total amount of voluntary contributions for this 
purpose for the four Welsh dioceses since 1840, so far as was ascertainable, is given in the 
Diocesan Statistics as 3,332,385/. 

A, (ii) Churchydrds.—In connection with the subject of churchyards, evidence has 
been adduced showing that 82,175/ 16s. 83d. was provided for churchyards by voluntary 
contributions in Wales between 1840 and 1906. 

B. (i) Parsonage Houses.—The following table, which is extracted from the Return 
presented to the Commission by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners and the Governors of 
Queen Anne’s Bounty, gives the number (for 1906) of parsonage houses in the four Welsh 
dioceses.

This gives a total of 811 parsonage houses in the 1,014 ecclesiastical parishes of the 
four Welsh dioceses situated in Wales, and as the number of incumbencies is 967, it 
seems that there are 156 incumbencies without a parsonage house. - 

A very large number of the present residence houses of Welsh benefices have 
been erected or reconstructed within recent times. This has been done out of funds 
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provided either by private benefaction or by Queen Anne’s Bounty or the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners, or raised by a mortgage on the benefice, which has been paid off by 
instalments by the incumbent for the time being. 

Towards the provision of residence houses there has been provided :—

It should be pointed out that in respect of such mortgages 15,000/. is still unpaid 
while 181,500/. has already been paid by the incumbents out of the income of their 
benefices. In addition to this, large sums have been devoted by way of private 
benefaction towards the provision of residence houses, under such circumstances that 
the Ecclesiastical Commissioners and Queen Anne’s Bounty have not been able to give us 
any returns, as the money did not pass through their hands. 

In the Table of Statistics handed in to the Commission we have the amount of 
voluntary contributions (in so far as they could be ascertained) made in the four 
Welsh dioceses during the years 1840-1906 for the provision of residence houses for 
incumbents.

Glebe lands are lands attached to a particular benefice for the support of the 
incumbent. Originally the glebe was appropriated, probably by a conveyance or grant 
of the owner, but many glebes now existing result from grants of moneys by the 
Governors of Queen Anne’s Bounty and the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, which were 
capitalised by being invested in the purchase of glebe, and the existing incumbent 
benefited only to the extent of the income produced by the grant so capitalised. 

The value of glebe lands can best be arrived at by looking at the summary of the 
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Xeturn of Queen Anne’s Bounty and the Ecclesiastical Commissioners appearing in the 
Appendix, the first column of which gives the acreage of glebe in Wales, which amounts, 
as we have already stated, to 39,017 acres, 0 roods, 6 perches ; while the second column 
gives the rental, amounting, for the whole of Wales, to 43,4597, 

Conclusion.—In conclusion, we report that, so far as the endowments of benefices in 
Wales are concerned, the total gross income from these endowments, excluding the 
endowments for particular purposes (Tithe Rent Charge being taken at its value for 
1906, and 13806/. being deducted for the charges to which certain benefices are subject) 
is 242,6697. Of this sum 135,980/. is income of endowments believed to have been in 
existence in 1703, 37,344/. is the income derived from Queen Anne’s bounty, 49,6691. 
is the income derived from the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, and 19,672. is the income 
derived from private gifts since 1703, and 452/. the income derived from the proceeds 
of sale of advowsons of the Lord Chancellor as explained above. 


PROVISION MADE AND WORK DONE. 
Distribution of Parishes. 


Wales contains, according to the census for 1901, in all 1,014 ecclesiastical parishes 
or districts. Twenty of these are situated partly in England; and, of the twenty, 
fourteen belong to English dioceses. Ten others, situated wholly in Wales, also belong 
to English dioceses. 

The Dioceses to which these 1,014 parishes, situated wholly or partly within the 
boundaries of Wales, belong are as follows :—

The Dioceses of Bangor and St. Davids lie wholly within the boundaries of Wales, 
but the Diocese of St. Asaph has 18 parishes and the Diocese of Llandaff 2 parishes 
wholly or partly outside those boundaries. The Dioceses of Chester, Hereford and 
Lichfield have 24 parishes wholly or partly in Wales. 


Church of England Pastoral Work. 


The provision made and work done for the spiritual welfare of the people can only 
to a limited extent be measured by statistics. Pastoral care is, in the circumstances 
of our time, of growing importance in view of a tendency apparent on the part of a 
considerable portion of the population in industrial districts and large towns to neglect 
regular attendance at public worship. Through the parochial system all parishioners 
without distinction are entitled to receive the pastoral ministrations of the clergy of tho 
Church of England if they desire to do so, and evidence was placed before us to the 
effect that much importance is attached by the clergy of the Church of England to this 
part of their work, in which, especially in populous districts, they are assisted by lay- 
readers licensed by the Bishop. The clergy also receive assistance in their pastoral 
work from parochial district visitors, whose duty it is to find out cases of sickness and 
distress and to bring them to the notice of the clergy, and also to inform the clergy 
of new residents in the parish The Bishop of St. Asaph gives it in evidence that 
‘pastoral visitation was never more needed or more valued than at present, whether 
amid the loneliness of the crowded town or the isolation and remoteness of the small 
rural parishes. In most of our parishes pastoral visitation is thorough and systematic 
and is not limited to Church people only. The universal experience of the parochial 
clergy is that their visits are valued and welcomed in every home, as a rule, in the 
parish.’ 

Z Religious Condition of Wales as a whole. 

Before dealing with the characteristic features of the Churches (both Nonconformist 

and Church of England) we wish to say something of the religious condition of Wales 
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as a whole. We think, from the evidence adduced before us, that the people of 
Wales show a marked tendency to avail themselves of the provision made by the 
Churches of all denominations for their spiritual welfare, and as illustrations of this 
tendency we refer to the figures which purport to give the statistical information as 
to attendants at Communion service. These totals, laid before us by the Church of 
England and the Nonconformist Churches are :—

Now, taking the population of Wales, deducting children of three years of age and 
under, to be 1,864,696, the result is that in Wales we find, according to the above 
tables, two communicants in every five persons. 


Provision made by Church of England. 


The statistical tables laid before us on behalf of the Church of England, a summary 
of which appears above, set forth inter alia the population, number of churches, mission 
rooms, and accommodation. 


(1) Churches and Services. 


The total population of Wales is given as 2,012,917. The number of churches is 
given as 1,546 ; mission-rooms, 318 ; and seating accommodation, 458,917. This gives 
the Church of England approximately one place of worship for every 1,080 of the 
population and two seats for every nine of the population. 

The same tables, besides giving the totals mentioned above, give the communicants 
at 193,081, the English Sunday services at 2,442, the Welsh Sunday services at Ales 
and the bi-lingual services at 228. These bi-lingual services are gradually dying out, 
and it should be mentioned that out of the 228 bi-lingual services referred to above, 211 
are to be found in the rural area of the Diocese of St. Davids. The Census of 1901 
shows the monoglot English to be 50 per cent. of the population, and the bi-linguals to 
be 35 per cent., thus leaving the monoglot Welsh at 15 per cent., showing that the 
Welsh services are proportionately high, having regard to the percentage of monoglot 
Welsh and the percentage of monoglot English. 

The following table gives a summary of the Sunday services in each diocese arranged 
according to language :—

(2) Increase in Communicants. 


According to the evidence of the Bishop of St. Davids, based on episcopal documents, 
both the communicants and Sunday scholars of the Church of England, not only in 
towns and industrial districts but also in rural districts; have, for many years, shown a 
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continuous increase. A table showing this increase in the Diocese of St. Davids between 
1880 and 1905-6, together with the increase or decrease in the population between 1881 
and 1901, was put in evidence, and appears below, but it must be remembered that the 
figures for 1880 stand on a different footing from those for 1905-6, inasmuch as the 
former are vouched only by reference to Charges delivered by the late Dr. Basil 
Jones, Bishop of St. Davids, and the figures given in the Charges have not been 
investigated by us.

Evidence was also given by the Bishop of St. Davids that in his Diocese, out of the 
63,731 communicants on the lists in the Diocese 44,311 communicated at Easter, being 
a percentage of 69°46 of the total number. The Bishop of St. Asaph gave evidence that 
in the Diocese of St. Asaph the number of communicants present on Easter Day in 1871 
was 7,575 ; in 1891 the number was 14,534 ; and in 1906 the number was 24,938, being 
62°79 of the total number on the lists. 

The percentage of the communicants at Easter, 1906, to the population was 8°68 in 
the Diocese of St. Davids and 8°64 in the Diocese of St. Asaph, as compared with 6°28 
for the Church in England and Wales. 

In the Diocese of Bangor, with a population of 226,040 in 1885-6, the number of 
communicants, according to the Official Year Book of the Church of England, was 
10,029; with a population of 221,366 in 1904-5 the number of communicants was 
16,760. In the Diocese of Llandaff the number of communicants, according to the 
Official Year Book of the Church of England, was 33,453 for the year 1891-2, and 
58,216 for the year 1904-5. 

Taking the communicants as numbering 193,081, and the parochial clergy as 
numbering 1,548, this would give one clergyman to every 130 communicants approxi- 
mately, but it must be remembered that the Church of England is charged with a 
pastoral care within the area of the parish, not only over communicants and those who 
habitually attend its Divine worship, but also over those who rarely, if ever, attend 
Divine worship in the parish church. Legally every one within the area of the parish 
is entitled to the pastoral care of the clergy, and generally can receive it if it be 
acceptable. 


(3) Baptisms and Confirmations. 


The Church of England figures for Wales for 1905 show 21,948 baptisms, which are 
not always of children of Church of England parents ; the number of births in that year 
being 66,888. The number of confirmations, according to diocesan witnesses, was 
15,341 in the same period. 

The following figures for confirmations in the Welsh dioceses are taken from the 


Official Year Book of the Church of England :—

(4) Additional Services. 


In addition to what are strictly called services for Divine worship there are Bible 
Classes, Prayer Meetings, Preparation Meetings for Communion and other meetings, 
especially in populous districts in connection with various organisations such as Guilds, 
Bands of Hope, Church of England Men’s Society, Church Lads’ Brigade, Mothers’ 
Union and Girls’ Friendly Society. 


(5) Analysis of Services. 


We have not had in the statistical summary supplied by the Church witnesses any 
analysis of the Sunday services other than a linguistic analysis, but the analysis given 
in the Official Year Book of the Church of England is admitted to be approximately 
correct. We take the following Return from this book :— .

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Church Organisation. 


Each of the four Welsh Dioceses is a constituent unit of the Province of Canterbury 
and has in all respects the same status in the province as an English Diocese. The four 
Welsh Bishops are members of the Upper House of Convocation of Canterbury and are 
entitled, according to their seniority, to seats in the House of Lords. In the Lower 
House of Convocation each diocese is represented by the Dean and one Proctor for the 
Cathedral Chapter, and by the Archdeacons and two Proctors, for 
incumbents. In the organisation of the Church of England each diocese, whether in 
Wales or in England, has a large measure of autonomy, subject to an appeal to the 
Archbishop’s Court in all judicial matters and to the consent of the Archbishop in 
certain specified matters of administration such as the holding of benefices in plurality. 

The Church of England has long since outgrown its legal constitution, which is now 
supplemented in various directions by organisations of a voluntary character, such as the 
Provincial Houses of Laymen and the Representative Church Council on the one hand, 
and the Diocesan Conference, the Ruridecanal Conference, and, in a growing number of 
parishes, the Parochial Church Council on the other. In both kinds of organisation, 
legal and voluntary, the diocese is the unit, being the basis of the central representation 
and itself the centre of local organisation. The distinguishing feature of these volu 
organisations is the growing prominence given to laymen in Wales, as in England 
they afford, according to the evidence of the church witnesses, a striking illustration of 
the new spirit apparent in all spheres of church work during recent years, produced 
chiefly by the realisation amongst churchmen of the importance of lay activity to the 
general welfare of the Church of England. 

Under this co-ordination of central guidance and diocesan autonomy, the Welsh 
Dioceses have the guidance of the whole Church in religious problems of a general 
character while they are free to a large extent to adapt themselves to local conditions. 
The same combination of central guidance and local independence characterises the 
working relations of the parish to the Rural Deanery, to the Archdeaconry, and to the 
Diocese. Each parish is allowed within wide limits to manage its own affairs, but one 
of the marked features of the last half century has been the growth of church a 
organised on a broader basis than the parish.

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FINANCE. 
Stipends of Clergy. 


The total gross annual income of the parochial endowments in Wales is stated by 
Sir Lewis Dibdin to be 242,669/., taking tithe rent charge at its value in 1906. The 
average gross annual income of each beneficed clergyman is 2497. 7s. 3d. from this 
source. In addition, sums amounting in the whole to 48,9727. 16s. 7d. have been 
provided in the year from Easter, 1905, to Easter, 1906, by voluntary contributions in 
Wales towards the emoluments of the clergy (beneficed and assistant). 

The distribution of the parochial voluntary contributions of the Church of England 
in Wales between the ministry and other objects is shown in the columns in the 
statistical tables submitted by the Diocesan witnesses. The sum of 48,9727. was con- 
tributed during the year 1905-6 by voluntary contributions towards clerical stipends. 
This is expended chiefly on the payment of assistant curates, of whom there are 561 in 
the four dioceses. Taking the average stipend at the very low average of 120/. per 
annum, we find that the total required would be 67,3201. of which a sum of 14,7704. is 
paid in grants by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. This leaves 52,5500. to be raised 
from voluntary sources, local or central; a portion of this comes in grants from the 
central Societies, the Additional Curates’ Society, and the Church Pastoral Aid Society, 
for which collections and offertories are made in the various churches, but are not 
included in the sum of 48,9727. Further, in the Dioceses of St. Asaph, Bangor, and 
Llandaff, there are Diocesan Church Extension Societies, which make grants towards 
the support of additional curates and lay assistants, for the purpose of providing extra 
or additional English or Welsh services where required. 

The incomes of parochial incumbents are supplemented by the action of Diocesan 
Clergy Sustentation Funds, affiliated to the Queen Victoria Clergy Fund. In the 
Diocese of St. Asaph the sum of 2,023/. was distributed in 1905 in grants to the clergy, 
varying from 10/. to 60/., of which 1,8732. was raised in the diocese. In Bangor, since 
1896, when the Fund was started, a net annual increase of 8537. has been made to the 
incumbents’ incomes. In Llandaff the work is done by the Poor Benefice Fund, which, 
during 1906, made fifty-seven grants amounting to 1,1402. In nine years this fund has 
added 16,9807. to the permanent endowment and has distributed 11,4007. in annual 
grants. The present Bishop has inaugurated an appeal for 50,0007. for the same 
object. 

In St. Davids Diocese 48,8837. were raised towards the Diocesan Fund by voluntary 
contributions between 1885 and 1906, out of which the sum of 36,4757. was granted for 
permanent endowments, and during the last nine years 11,6957. were distributed in 
annual income grants. In addition to this, 61,653/. were raised parochially to meet 
these Endowment Fund grants—for it is a principle that an endowment grant is only 
made by the St. Davids Diocesan Fund towards capital endowment on condition that 
it is met by at least an equivalent contribution from the parish. A further sum of 
30,4667. was raised during the same period for the improvement of small benefices 
without any connection with the Diocesan Fund. 

The Clergy Pension Institution, with its diocesan branches, provides by means of 
an insurance scheme, supplemented by voluntary contributions, pensions to enable 
clergymen incapacitated by age or ill-health to retire. he pension grants recently 
provided by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners amounting to £846 in 1909, greatly 
enlarge the scope of this institution. 


Church Maintenance. 


Next to the column containing the contributions towards the clergy comes the 


column comprising church expenses or maintenance, which amounts, for the year 
1905-6, to 62,2627. 


Church Building. 


The largest item in parochial church statistics for the year 1905-6 is the sum of 
68,8531. collected for church building and burial-grounds. This sum does not include 
grants from the Incorporated Church Building Society nor from Diocesan Church 
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Building Boards. In Llandaff, for example, the Diocesan Church Extension Society 
has, since its foundation in 1850, contributed 12,622/. towards church building ; the 
Llandaff Diocesan Society for Church Building has made grants to more than 220 
parishes ; and a third society, called the Bishop of Llandaff’s Fund, has distributed 
27,896/. in building grants. The statistics for that diocese show that from 1892-1906 
the sum of 419,567/. was voluntarily contributed for church building, restoration, and 
furnishing, while the total for the four dioceses was 1,111,703/. 


ACCOMMODATION. 


The following table is a summary of the statistics relating to accommodation handed 
in to the Commission by the Church of England statistical witnesses and by the 
Nonconformist witnesses :—

To this figure of 1,997,271 must be added 21,880, being the sitting accommodation 
provided by the Roman Catholic Church in Wales, making the total number of sittings 
provided 2,019,151, while the total population is 2,012,917, The accommodation pro- 
vided by the Church of England in Wales is 22°8 per cent. of the total population of 
Wales, a percentage slightly above the corresponding percentage (22 per cent.) of 
Church of England accommodation to the total population in England and Wales 


together. 
CHURCH EXTENSION. 


Church extension is organised in Wales on parochial lines, aided by Diocesan and 
Central Church Societies. In the Diocese of Llandaff, for example, which comprises the 
whole of Monmouthshire and the whole of Glamorgan (except the two rural deaneries 
of East and West Gower in the Diocese of St. Davids) the population has been multi- 
plied threefold in the last fifty years, being 331,631 in 1851, 603,020 in 1881, and 
1,003,460 in 1901, and during these fifty years, and especially during the last twenty-two 
years, strenuous efforts have been made in this diocese by the Church of England to 
meet the spiritual needs of this large increase of population, mostly English-speaking. 
From 1848 to 1906 the number of churches and wission-rooms in the diocese has 
increased from 259 to 582, the number of parochial clergy from 189 to 502, and the 
number of Sunday services from 865 to 1,240. In addition to 502 parochial clergy 
there are now 91 licensed lay readers and 6 deaconesses at work in the diocese. The

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lay readers are required to pass a qualifying examination before obtaining the Bishop’s 
license, and are organised in an association of Readers under the superintendence of one 
of the Canons of the Cathedral. For the training of deaconesses a Diocesan Deaconesses’ 
Institution was founded in 1893. 


SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 
Character of Instruction. 


In Church of England Sunday Schools (not less than among the Nonconformists) 
the Bible is the basis of the instruction. In the Church of England Sunday Schools the 
subjects are mainly selected from it to emphasise doctrine and moral lessons, and the 
Church Catechism and the Book of Common Prayer are also regularly taught. We 
include in the Appendix the Inter-Diocesan Syllabus of the Church of England Sunday 
School Institute for the Second Year’s Course, in illustration of the system which 
obtains in Church of England Schools, and we select from the picture cards placed in 
the hands of the scholars that which illustrates Lesson xxi, on the subject of ‘‘The 
Good Samaritan.” 

In the great majority of Nonconformist Sunday Schools Welsh, where necessary, is 
specifically taught in the lower classes. This is also true of Church of England Sunday 
Schools in the rural and Welsh-speaking districts, yet, generally speaking, this is not 
so much emphasised in the Church of England as in the Nonconformist Sunday 
Schools. 


Age of Scholars. 


The Church of England Sunday Schools in Wales generally recognise the great 
benefits resulting from the retention of scholars in the Schools, even after they have 
reached adolescence, and thus keeping them in touch with the Bible, and with an 
institution which is recognised as a part of the Church organisation. This is made 
clear on examination of the Diocesan statistics, from which it will be seen that 
there is a high proportion of scholars over 15 years of age on the register, especially 
in the more typically Welsh districts. In Cardiganshire and Merionethshire the 
scholars over 15 years of age exceed those under 15 years of age; on the other hand, 
in the Diocese of Llandaff, which contains a great part of industrial Wales, there are 
as many as 50 churches where there are no scholars above 15 years of age. As will 
be seen from the statistical table, there are in the whole of Wales, in Church of England 
Sunday Schools :— 


112,698 scholars under 15 years of age. 
56,088 scholars over 15 years of age. 
13,457 teachers. 


These figures, giving a total of 168,786 scholars, represent a percentage to population 
of 8°33, while that for Sunday scholars in the whole Church of England is 7°76. 
Evidence was given showing the steady growth of the Sunday School: in St. Asaph 
the total number of scholars and teachers in 1871 was 15,008, in 1889 it was 20,604, 
and in 1907, 31,420. In Llandaff the number of scholars increased from 61,592 in 
1896 to 75,819 in 1906, and in St. Davids Diocese the number of scholars was 28,763 
in 1880, 32,923 in 1883, and 47,847 in 1905. 

Among Churchmen the duty of attending Sunday School is not emphatically pressed. 
Canon Drew stated in his evidence that in his district the adults were not encouraged 
to stay on in the Sunday Schools after confirmation age, but were urged to join the 
“Bible Classes.” This system of Bible Classes is becoming very general in the more 
Anglicised portions of Wales. They are classes specially held for adults, separate 
classes being held for men and women, which are led in general by the clergy. The 
tuition in substance much resembles that given in the Sunday School. 


Teachers and Classes. 


The Sunday School of the Church of England is usually held in the National 
Schoolroom, which is the Church schoolroom, or in some cases, in the Church itself, 
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and occasionally in other buildings, ¢.g., Parish Room, It is managed by the laity, and 
as a rule the clergy do not take classes, though they usually attend, and to some extent 
supervise the teaching. As in all Sunday Schools, the work of the teachers is purely 
voluntary. 

The Sunday School is usually divided into, at least, three classes: those under 
8 years of age, those from 8 to 12, and those from 12 to 16. 


Children’s Services. 


Oceasionally children’s services are held in the Church instead of the Sunday 
Schools, and in many parishes monthly or quarterly services are held in the Church 
at which the scholars are catechised by the clergy in the work done at the Sunday 
Schools. There are Sunday School festivals held at convenient centres throughout the 
four Welsh dioceses, at which the scholars of the Church of England Sunday Schools 
in a district gather together and are catechised on a portion of their work for the year 
by one of the clergy of the diocese.

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REPORT OF THE ARCHBISHOPS’ COMMITTEE ON 
CHURCH FINANCE. 


In June 1909 a committee of thirty-five members, twenty-two of whom 
Appointment or eke laymen, was appointed by the joint action of the Arch- 
Committee and bishops of Canterbury and York to examine into and report 
Terms of upon the question of Church Finance under the following 
deference. terms of reference :— 


1.—To consider the position, administration, and mutual relation of the various funds 
which are raised for Church purposes by voluntary subscription, whether Diocesan, 
Provincial, or General, and the most effectual means of using such funds to supplement 
the endowments of the Church. 


2.—Hurther, to consider the best means of raising and administering additional 
Sunds to supplement those that are now raised. : 


The Committee commenced its proceedings on December 1, 1909, when 
various officials were appointed, together with sub-committees to sift and 
prepare materials for its deliberations upon certain departments of the 
subject. The sessions extended over nearly two years, and in September 
last the Report was completed and published. The following constituted 
the Committee :—

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At the outset it was determined that the Enquiry should proceed within 
the following limitations :— 


I. The existing endowments of parochial benefices, bishoprics, capitular bodies, and 
trusts for Church purposes have been regarded as outside its scope. They have only 
been considered so far as seemed necessary to determine what revenue derived from 
voluntary sources is required to supplement them. 

II. Funds raised to support the Church’s philanthropic and charitable work are 

not dealt with in this Report. 
_ Ill. We have not conceived that the work of the Church beyond the seas came with- 
in the scope of our reference, and we have not dealt with that subject except so far as 
it is incidentally touched by our recommendations with regard to the supply and 
pensioning of the Ministry. 


As the result of its investigations the Committee reports that there is 
Bese urgent need for a sound financial system based on clearly 
Positionvof defined principles. Reviewing historically the growth of 
Church Finance. parochialism and the absence of a corporate spirit, it insists 

: upon the recognition of the diocese as the unit in Church 
pea The evil results of the present system are illustrated under seven 
Neads. 

1. Members of the Church have been pauperised. Many have grown up with the 
idea that in an established and endowed Church everything must be provided for them. 

2. The ministry has conspicuously suffered from a lack of appreciation of the truth 
that the supply of men and training for the ministry should be the concern of the entire 
Church ; but this responsibility has been largely left to parents possessed of sufficient 
means to educate their sons at school and university up to the age of twenty-three, and 
many a man with a real vocation for the Ministry aud worthy of being trained, has been 
lost to the Church solely from a lack of organised effort to provide funds for the need- 
ful training. 

3. Ancient endowments have naturally proved inadequate to meet the needs of the 
rapidly-increasing population of the country. 

4. The Church suffers from the underpayment of the clergy. The want of a ‘‘living 
wage” in the Church of England, owing to reliance on ancient endowments, which were 
never intended to relieve the Church people of succeeding generations from contributing 
to the support of their Church, is injurious to ministerial efficiency, while it discourages 
parents from allowing their sons to enter a ministry for which the provision is so un- 
certain. 

5. Skilled help on the part of laymen which might have been available for the 
management of the Church’s business affairs has often been withheld because of the want 
of a sound financial basis upon which to build. The result is detrimental to the Church 
—to clergy and laity alike. 

6. Another serious disadvantage is the fact that at the present time the Church 
has no legal corporate capacity to accept, hold, or administer property or funds of any 
description, nor does there appear to be in existence any body or person legally competent 
to undertake such duties for the general benefit of the Church. 

7. Finally it is not this country alone that suffers from this absence of a due com- 
prehension of the financial problems of the Church. The obligation of supporting the 
Church to which they belong has been so little learned by many among the large number 
of emigrant members of the Church of England, that they are found entirely unprepared 
for the demands of the unendowed Church in the oversea Dominions, or the United States 
of America. They have to learn abroad elementary lessons which should have been 
given long before at home. 


As preparatory to any adequate scheme of reform the Committee 

: submits that there are certain departments of Church 

Se organisation which must be recognised as essential to 
Departments of 3 : eda eS 

Church Finance. Church life and no longer left to uncertain and precarious 

support. In this connection the Committee reports as 


follows :— 
The objects, which as a result of prolonged and careful investigation and 
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deliberation appear to us to be essential to the Church’s life and welfare, and to which, 
therefore, must be given their true place as vital departments of the Church’s work, 
are the following :— 


I.—Training of Candidates for the Ministry. 
IT.—Maintenance of the Ministry, Clerical and Lay. 
ITI.—Provision of Pensions for the Ordained and Lay Ministers of the Church. 
IV.—Provision for Widows and Orphans of the Clergy and for Clergy in tem- 
porary necessity. 
V.—Provision for the Erection and Repair of Church Buildings, and for Building 
Loan Funds. 
VI.—Provwision for the Religious Education of the Young. 
VIL.—Provision for the necessary Expenses of Organisation and Machinery, Central as 
well us Diocesan. 


The report then discusses severally the seven sections as above, 
appending to each certain recommendations which space precludes our 
giving in detail: below is presented a summary of the principal recom- 
mendations of the Committee. ; 

The Report also reviews certain considerations arising out of its 
The Scheme recommendations, touching which the following extracts 
in Operation. may be of interest :— 


(1) The Means of Putting our Recommendations into Operation.—We have not 
omitted to consider in what way effect can be given to such of our recommendations as 
meet with general approval. We may point out that none of them require Parlia- 
mentary legislation, but that they are in every case capable of being put into operation 
by the voluntary action of Churchmen. Possibly every diocese might find it advan- 
tageous to appoint a small advisory committee, consisting largely of laymen, to which 
our report might be referred, with instructions to consider and report what steps should 
be taken to reorganise the diocesan financial arrangements on the lines recommended. 

(2) Position of Huisting Svcietics.—We emphatically recognise the good work which 
these bodies have done—and our criticisms must be understood as directed not at what 
they have done, so much as what the Church officially has left undone. But if the 
‘Church now takes over the departments of finance which we have suggested, we feel 
convinced that it will be the desire of the existing agencies to co-operate, in order that 
there may be no more of those duplications on the one hand and omissions on the other 
which are at present so detrimental to the development of the Church’s activity. 

(3) The Use of Existing Endowments.—We desire to point out that the connection 
between the provision of new funds and the use of existing endowments is very close. 
The more effective the use made of existing resources the more ready will Church-people 
be to provide the new funds which our Report shows to be so necessary for the continual 
growing needs of the Church. We hope that the financial organisation now proposed 
may pave the way to a more effective use of existing endowments. 

(4) Church Finance and Church Reform.—It will not have escaped observation that 
some of our recommendations will, in due course, affect some of those more general 
questions of church administration and work which are at present engaging the attention 
of many Churchmen. Tor example, our whole scheme is based upon the principle that 
the diocese is the true unit of organisation. But the obscuration of this fundamental 
principle is partly due to the unwieldy size of many of our dioceses as now constituted. 
Again, it will be seen that the excuse often made that the laity are reluctant to provide 
funds for church purposes because they themselves have no effective voice in the manage- 
ment of church affairs will be on the way to removal when (as we have recommended) there 
is in every parish a representative Parochial Church Council, or similar body, controlling 
all parochial church funds ; whilst we have recommended that on the Diocesan Finance 
Boards not less than half the members should be laymen. 

(5) The Place of Churchwomen in the Scheme.—The whole scheme is largely depend- 
ent for its successful realisation upon the systematic collection of parochial contributions, 
and in our opinion this calls for the organised co-operation of all members of the Church 
of both sexes and of all classes. 
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In a final review the Report insists upon the necessity of instructing 

Church-people on the obligation of systematically con- 

Conclusion. tributing towards the work of the Church to which they 

: owe allegiance. It expresses the conviction that the estab- 

lishment of a regular financial system would secure a fuller recognition of 

this duty. As bearing on this point we may quote the words of the 
Committee :— 


_ We could wish that such instruction were pressed upon every candidate for Confirma- 
tion and based upon the two-fold fact that the laying-on of hands in confirmation is the 
layman’s ordination to service, and that without the recognition of the obligation to 
support the Church’s work by systematic giving, membership and service in the body of 
Christ is incomplete. 

It is not generally realised how the adoption of the practice of proportionate giving 
makes giving a comparatively easy matter. If under such a system as we have recom- 
mended every Churchman were to give not merely sums determined at haphazard, but 
according to his ability ‘‘as God has prospered him” from year to year, there would be 
no uncertainty about the due provision of funds for the Church’s work. 


SUMMARY OF PRINCIPAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. That certain requirements should be recognised and organised as essential depart- 
ments of the Church’s work, viz. :— 

I. Training for the Ministry. 

II. Maintenance of the Ministry. 

III. Provision of Pensions for the Ministry. 

IY. Provisions for Widows and Orphans of the Clergy and for Necessitous Clergy. 

VY. Erection of Church Buildings. 

VI. Religious Education of the Young. 

VII. Provision for Expenses of Diocesan and Central Organisation. 

2. That these departments should be primarily organised on a diocesan basis (with 
modifications to suit archidiaconal or other areas if more convenient). 

3. That the diocesan organisation should be created by authority of the Diocesan 
Conference and should comprise a Diocesan Board of Finance and Committees for each 
of the departinents enumerated above. 

4, That the term ‘‘ Diocesan” should be assigned only to those funds which are 
under the official control of the Diocesan Conference. 

5. That the Diocesan Committee of Training for Church Ministry should provide for 
the selection and training of candidates for ministerial and lay service at home and 
aboard. 

6. That the Diocesan Committee of Maintenance should administer grants to increase 
the stipends of beneficed clergy, the permanent endowment of benefices, and the remune- 
ration of assistant and mission clergy and lay helpers. 

7. That the Diocesan Committee of Pensions should assist in maintaining the central 
scheme of pensions proposed in Recommendation 22. 

8. That the Diocesan Clergy Aid Fund Committee should assist, as far as oppor- 
tunity is afforded, in the co-ordination of endowed charities (which charities should be 
applied as far as possible to maintenance of widows and orphans) and should adininister 
funds annually contributed mainly in assisting life insurance, and in grants to clergy to 
assist in the education of their children, and in case of sickness. 

9. That the Diocesan Committee of Church Building should be responsible for pro- 
curing sites, and for the building and repairing of churches, chapels, mission rooms, and 
should establish a Diocesan Building Loan Fund. 

10. That the Diocesan Committee of Religious Education should make provision to 
meet the Church’s responsibility with regard to elementary schools, training colleges, 
secondary schools, and Sunday schools. 

11. That the Diocesan General Purposes Committee (identical with the Diocesan 
Board of Finance) should be responsible for meeting the expenses of diocesan Staff, Con- 
ference, and Committees, etc., and should at the same time build up for the diocese an 
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unappropriated fund available for any diccesan purposes approved by the Diocesan 
Conference. 

12. That a Diocesan Board of Finance should be constituted in each diocese whose 
function it should be to estimate the amount of money required each year for the Diocesan 
Funds ; and which should also administer a General Purposes Fund as stated above. 
That the Board of Finance should submit annually to the Diocesan Conference an 
estimate of the necessary expenditure for the year and take steps to raise the money re- 
quired and allot it to the several Diocesan Committees subject to the directions of the 
Conference. 

13. That the Diocesan Board of Finance should be incorporated and thus serve as 
the official Board of Trustees of the diocese. 

14, That the income required for diocesan purposes should be raised by means of an 
assessment or apportionment levied on all the parishes of the diocese. 

15. Thatthis parochial apportionment should be made by the Diocesan Board of 
Finance and should be based upon the financial conditions of, and the number of Church 
people resident in, each parish. 

16. That payment of the parochial apportionment should be a condition of the re- 
presentation of the parish in the Ruridecanal and Diocesan Conferences and of the 
receipt of assistance from diocesan funds. 

17. That every member of the Church should take a share in the support of the 
diocese and parish, and that there should be instituted a general obligation to contribute 
a voluntary Church Due of not less than one halfpenny per week, but varying according 
to each membevr’s ability. ‘ 

18. That in every parish a Body (preferably a Parochial Church Council) should be 
provided, to which should be entrusted the raising and administration of the voluntarily- 
contributed parochial income. 

19. That appeals for money by the committees of the several diocesan funds should 
only be made when authorised by the Diocesan Board of Finance. 

20. That corresponding to the Diocesan Committees there should be a series of Cen- 
tral Bodies as follows :— 

(a) A Central Council of Training. 

(b) A Central Council of Maintenance. 

(c) A Central Council of Pensions. 

(d) A Central Board of Finance. 

21. That the Central Board of Finance should superintend the carrying out of the 
general scheme of finance, promote co-operation between Diocesan Boards, act as a con- 
sultative and advisory body, and raise and administer a Central Building Loan Fund. 

22. That this Central Board of Finance should receive benefactions for central and 
general objects and for the general benefit of the Church, for which purpose it should be 
incorporated, 

23. That the co-operation of all existing church societies, institutions, and trustees in 
carrying out the scheme should be cordially invited.

The Central Church Committee 
is the organisation formed by the amalgamation in 1896 of the Church Defence 
Institution (originally founded in 1859) and the Central Church Committee, 
promoted by Archbishop Benson more particularly for the instruction of the 
people in their several parishes in matters concerning Church History and 
Endowments. 

The Church Committee is in no sense a society representing any particular 
party in the Church of England. It is, as its name implies, a committee or re- 
presentation of the whole Church charged with the duty of keeping before the 
people its historical origin and national position. The organisation is under the 
geueral direction of a Council representing every Diocese in England and Wales, 
from which an Executive Committee is elected. The work of defence is carried 
on and instruction is conveyed through the Diocesan, Ruridecanal, and Parochial! 
organisations, and the Clergy are earnestly invited to assist in this work. 

It is also the business of the Committee to protect, by Parliamentary action 
or otherwise, specific Church interests when attacked by political parties, and 
to promote the passage of any measures, sanctioned by the authorities of 
the Church, having for their object the improvement of the conditions under 
which the work of the Church is carried on. 

It is certain that the Government will reintroduce a Welsh Disestablish- 
ment Bill at the earliest possible moment, and it is therefore a matter of 
urgency to utilise whatever interval of time remains to spread broadcast a 
knowledge of the facts elicited by the Royal Commission which shows the 
Church to be the largest and most progressive religious body in Wales. 
Meetings have also to be arranged in various centres and an active 
propaganda carried out to prevent a great injustice to the Church and a 
grievous injury to the people of Wales. 

In these circumstances it is most important that the hands of the Central 
Committee should be strengthened by offertories, however small, together with 
donations and annual subscriptions from the Clergy and laity throughout 
the country.

HIS Society augments the Stipends of the Curates who have been more than 15 
years in Holy Orders, and are still in full active work. 

Of the 7,000 Curates, very many have been ordained more than 15 years, and this 
number is annually increasing, 

It is the only Society in England that directly increases the Stipends of Curates 
of long standing. ‘‘THr QurEN VicroriaA CLercy Funp ” does not help Curates. 
Curates of 25 years’ standing get from 30 to 40 .per cent. less stipend than those 
newly ordained; their average stipend does not exceed £3 per week, and then these 
stipends decrease at the rate of £5 every 5 years. The Church is multiplying Curates 
three times as rapidly as she is multiplying benefices. 

Over £9,000 was voted last year in Grants. 

The recipients have been on an average 274 years in Holy Orders. 

Extra income very much needed. 

This Fund is based on the only. principle upon which the demand for more Clergy 
can be dealt with in a fair and statesmanlike way, for it is not right to induce young 
men to take Holy Orders by providing them with fitting incomes while they are young, 
and then, when they are old and have spent the best years of their life in the service of 
the Church, to leave them with the alternative of doing as well as they can with a 
diminishing income, or of seeking help from Clerical Charities.

3. By obtaining the various kinds of help required 
from those interested in the applicants, from their 
relatives, from charitableinstitutions, and from private 
persons; by assisting byloans, or, whennecessary, by 
grants. 

4. By sending (gratuitously) to legitimate inquirers, 
whether charitable agencies or private persons, 
reports on cases of distress. 

5. By bringing into co-operation with each other, 
and withthe Poor Law authorities, the various charit- 
able agencies and individuals in the District, and by 
making the District Committees representative of local 
charities and a centre of reference for all interested 
in charitable work. 

6. By repressing local mendicity by means of 
investigation tickets and otherwise.
